T numtioned ypsterdav . were s(mt to tlie dail Superintendents atid the reply 
line during the latter jiart of Deeernher, and sfinie of the reeornmendations 
hieh involve financial roinmitments are being examineil by the Finance 
epartmeiit. So far as the eomniittee is exjneerned, the /ail Committee 
111 be established as soon as we are aware of the financial eommitrnents 
Volved, — very likely to he constituted by the beginning of April, 1951.

Th« HOffi*bl0 Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, this is one of 
recommendations of this officer, but as this involves large outlay of money 
and this requires further discussion, we have not come to any decision on 
that point. 

KHUDA BUKH8H: Has it been recommended by the Special 
Officer, that people, specially the political prisoners, should not be taken 
far away from their native place, where their relatives cannot see them? 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: I do not think it has been 

put in that form, but what he has suggested is that the prisoners who belong 
to a particular ])rovince or a particular district should be, as far as possible, 
repatriated to tlie jails where food, language, etc., of the surrounding area 
are the same, as those of the prisoners.

The strike was illeg'al in the opinion of the Legal Remembrancer, and the 
Legal Remembrancer is not the Industrial Tribunal; according to his 
opinion it was illegal, not according to the decision of the Tribunal.

General Discussion (continuing from the 27th February, 1951) of the 
Budget for 1951-52. 

ilanab Syed BADRUDDUJA: M r. SjM*ak«-i, Sir, I ljii\«^ ifiid the finiin- 
rial stalemeiit loi jm'^eiited l»y the Ilon’ble the Finanee Minister 

for West Benj^al. From Ixdiind the trajipinLr.s of otfice peejis out the jmr- 
sonality of the hinanee MiniMtei, uei^'-hed down perhajK^ by iij^e and ill- 
health and by fiie ^rreal erisin that faces the pro\inee at tlie jiresent 
moment. Brilliant mflr^'hallintr of facts, magnificent survey of tin* (*ntire 
situation despite forces and circum.stanc«*s, over which he had no r-ontnd, 
eontributinp to the fast deterioiatinp condition in the province, initrht have 
an academic and educative interest of their own, JUit tlo'y do lo)! scdve 
the problem with whicli we are faced at the present noum'nf. Tlie Ffoirbb* 
the Finam-e Minister himself c(»nfesses to a sense of desfiair and dis- 
appointment that tliey have been amateurs in adminiHtration. The cap 
niay not fit the Finance Minister himself and soine otlier Ministers who an? 
seasoned admirtistrators, but possibly the other babes and sucklings of 
yesterday who hav’e been apitatinp all alonj^ their lives against the mighty 
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British Government have found the task a little too difficult and the respon- 
sibility a little too heavy for their shoulders. I sympathise with the 
Finance Minister in his misfortunes and sorrows, but I cannot share the 
optimism that he mi#fht have laid down the foundation of a prosperous or 
hri^hter Ben^ai. 

Sir, it is a deficit bud^^et again. I am personally not appalled bv 
deficit budgets. The figures show, Sir, that the revenue receipts are 
Rs. ‘ii crores and odd, whereas the expenditure nearly Rs. 38 crores and 
odds. Sir, I am not appalled by deficit budgets, provided the provisions 
therein lead to the iin])rovement of the general condition of the people, 
provided the common man’s condition is bettered, his health, his food, his 
shelter, his enifdoyment are provided for and all the crises with which he 
is faced are eased considerably by the provisions. There have been deficit 
budgets in the past, but the.se deficit budgets have not detern*(i the admin- 
istration from undertaking beneficial schemes of social and economic 
reconstruction which have ultimately redounded to the credit of the 

administration itself, and led to the all-round economic and social develop- 
ment of the State or of the country. The Ilon’ble the Finance Minister in 
all seriousness refers to page 4o where he gloats over the a(-hievements of 
this Government : “We are now devoting a much larg(*r pro])ortion of our 
revenues to nation-building departments than we used to do in pre-parti 
tion days. Tliis tendency is growing from ye.ar to year. Taking revenue 
and capital accounts together, our expenditure on con.'^truction of nev\ 
roads has increased from 91 lakhs in pre-jiartition days to 4 croro tl8 lakhs 
in 1951-52. Gur total exjienditure on construction ol new roads sim'e 
partition is u«*arly 14 crores till the end of 1951-52. Similarly our total 
expenditure both on revenue and capital accounts on Irrigation has increased 
from 1 crore 97 lakhs in ])re-partition days to about 10 croies next year, 
and our total exfienditure on this item sima* partition amounts to 23 cVor<*s 
tiO lakhs till the end of next year. Comparing 1948-49 Actuals with 1951-52 
Budget, (‘Xtienditun* under Medical and Public Health has increased by 
about 3 crores, and that under Education and Agriculture by more than 1 
crore each.” Tie gloats oyer the achievements of the (loviTninent, shutting 
his eyes )ierha])S conveniently to the other side of tin* )>icture where 
Police, Jails iind the General Administration have (“onsunu'd a large sli<‘e 
of the puhlie revenue. As h(‘ ref(‘rred to pre-partition days, with vour 
iwrmission, Sir, and with the permission of the House. I would tax the 
patience of this House from pre-])artition day.s, i.e., since after the intro- 
duet ion of the Reforms in 1937 down to the present monumt and would 
show how the ri'venue receiots have swelled up and th(‘ expenditure has 
also sw'elled up under evmy head to this very day. 

Sir, the reforms wvrv introduced in the year 1937 and you are, Sir, one 
of the oldest memhers in this House and you have witncNSed the birth (tf 
provincial autonomy, you have witm‘ssed al.so its growth and decadence 
in this ]>rovince and you have witnessed the ultimate resumption of power 
by the present administration tbai sits over there. X(>w, Sir. if we look 
at our previous revenue receipts and ex]»enditure for some years we find 
that in 1937-38. the revenue receipts were Ks. 13 (rores aiid the expen- 
diture was 11,83 lakhs, uo <lefirit. Tii 1938-39, the revenue receipts w’ere 
Rs. 12,715 lakhs, expemiiture Rs. 12,7(5 lakhs, no deficit. Tn 1939-40. 
reeei]its were Us. 14.31 laklis, expenditure Us. 13.71.24.000. Tu 1940-41, 
revenue receipts were IN. 13,54 lakhs while expenditure was IN. 14.4.5 
lakhs. In 1942-43, receipts were Us. 1(5, 4l5 lakhs and ex])enditure IN. 15^50 
lakh.s. Sir. tins was the year of serious dis(urhances all over India when 
the Congress ]eader> including the grealest and the biggest of them were 
all thrown behind tin prison bars. This was in 1942-43 and in that year 
also the expenditure was only Rs. 1G59 lakhs, the receipts being Rs. 1*0,46 
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lakhs. There was no deficit till then. In 1944-45 the receipts were 
Rs. 39,39 lakhs and the expenditure Rs. 44,12 lakhs showing a deficit for 
the first time when the Muslim League assumed ^>ower and when the 
Coalition Ministry had just ended. In 1945-4(>, Sir, the reteipts were 
Rs. 4-3,56 lakhs and expenditure 40 crores. Now, coming to J9?)0-51, we 
find revenue receipts at Rs. 34.67 lakhs in the revised estimates and 
expenditure Rs. 39, (it; lakhs, showing a huge deficit. In 1951-52 the 
revenue rei'ei{)l'' have been shown at Its. 34.4 lakhs and odds and the 
exj)enditure ha> been shown to be 3vS crores and Rs. SO lakhs and odda. 
This IS the position. Sir. with wliicli we are faced today. I cite all these 
figiirt's. Sir, to show the actual ])osition so that the TIouse may not be 
delinled, -o that the piiblii’ outside may not be hoodwinked. In this con- 
nection 1 woubl refer, Sii , to the provislon> made under the various heads 
from year to viair just to sliow that the ctmteution of (iovernmeiit that 
they ha^e incr(‘ased jiiovisious under the nation-building dejiartments is 
not borne out by facts liCt us take a few figures of the previous years. 
In 1937-3iS lor -fails ami Convicts tin'n‘ wun a iirovisiou for Rs. 40 lakhs. 

In 1942-4-) for -Jails and Convu'ts tlu‘n* was a provision of Rs. -)4'4 lakhs, 

in 19-50-51. }U. 1,17 lakhs, m 1951-52, R-^ 1.3S lakhs. In united Reiigjil 

for .Jails and Convicts there was a pn»vision of Rs. 40 lakhs and Rs. 50 
lakhs in H)-37-3S and in 1912-43. res])ectivtdy . hut in the year 1950-51 for 
1 /-3rd ot Bengal we have a provision tor Rs. 1,17 lakhs ami in 19-51-52, we 
have Rs, 1..3S lakhs. 

Xow’, Sir, (omiiig to Police which perhajrs is tin' most eorrupt, the 
most dishom'st. the most im*fhcient and the most nndependahle part of the 
ndminislration than that in any otln*r eivilisiul })art of the globe tlu're waft 
a pro\ isnui of Rs. 2 24 crores in 1937-3S In 1942-4-3. the year of serious 
divt urha mc‘s, in the wliolc of nnitc'd lh*ngal, the total expenditure umler 
this head wa*- onl\ Rs 2 ti9 crores. whereas in 1950-51, for om'-third of 

Bengal in ihv Rc‘\ isrd K>timates we havi‘ a provision oi Rs. 5*41 erores 

nnd odd" Tin rc'forc even on a modc'st eomputation the Police Budget hafl 
swclb'd u]i lu'vond all jirnportion. 

('oming to (iencial Administration, in the \ear PJ37-38, we liad a ]>ro- 
vision of Rs ] *1] crores and in 1942-4-3 Rs. 1*53 crores. In 1950-51, the 
provision undcT this hc'ad is Rs. 2 *18 c rores and odds in tin* Revised and 
in 1951-52 Rs. 2,70 crores and odds. 

Now, coming to Kdneation, let us see wdiat is the position. Tn the 
>ear 19-37-38 out of a total revenue of roughly Rs. 13 crores, Kducation 
accounted tor Rs 126 lakhs. Tn the yc'ar 1942-43 out of a total reveiiiie 
oi roughly Rs Iti crorc's Kdneation accounted for Rs. I(i8 lakhs. In 
Pt50-51, i.r., tlie current ye.ir Kducatiou ac-c-ounts lor roughly 319 lakhs. 
In tin* budget for 1951-52 whicli has lM*(m ]»resc‘n1 cd to us, Kduc'iition 
accounts tor roughly Rs. 347 lakhs, and this allotim'iit does not eomjiare 
favourably with the pnevisious in tin* past. 

Now. I conn* to tin* </ranl tor Agriculture It has svvellc*d up Iroin 
roughly Rs. tl9 lakhs m PM2-4-3 to roughly Rs. 22!J lakhs iii tin* revised 
budget for tin* current year and to roughly Rs. 242 lakhs in the Budget 
Estnuatc* for I951-5i2. 

Now, T take Uj) Extraordinarv (3iarge". In 1942-43 it was roughly 
Rs. 157 lakhs and in the Revised Estimate for 1956-51 it is roughly Rs. 475 
lakhs ami in the Budget Estimate* for 1951-52 it is shown rougldy as 
Rs. -399 lakhs. This is oidv to show. Sir, tin* huge inerc*as(* from Rs. 157 
lakhs in the pre-])artition days to R". 399 lakhs in the post-partition days. 
As a result of partition of Bengal in 1947, our State is about one-third the 
original size with only 36 jier cent, of the original nopulation to look after 
but with 66 per cent, of the revenue of undivided Bengal. Revenue 
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receipts sliow an increase and our expenditure too has not only increased 
but increased to such a large extent as to produce deficit budgets year 
after year. 

Take the case fo the Central Government. They also came up before 
l^a^)^alr)e?lt fo demand a modest sum of onh' Rs. 180 crores for Defence 
Services as against IN. o2 (rores spent on sur li services wlien India vras not 
partitioned! Our Police, General Administration, Jails and Convict 
Settlements consume a large share of our revcoiue and instead of sfoving tlie 
p(‘ople they only create all the greater coLfiision and comjdicate the situa- 
ti(»n, all the more instead of ])rotecting the jieofde, the Police siinph crush 
them, jiaralyse them, torture tloun, opjjre^s them and encourage ])lack- 
marketers, encourage forces of corruption and l)riherv all around. These 
are the ])eople uJio are c(»ns\iming a large slue ot flu* T(‘venue of the 
province. 

I shall tak<* up Pdueation in details later on a!ul show how most of the 
proviHions are swallowed up. 

liet me again advert to Agriculture and the Grow More Pood Campaign. 
The Hon'hle the I’ockI Minist«‘r for whose balance oi views and non-eoiu- 
munal attitude I have ii very great regard, the other day in a very charac- 
teristic fashion was trying to exjrlain away the allegations that we had 
made in respect of the food and cloth muddle when he stated that the 
(iovernnuoit always welcomed eoncrcdr* sugg(‘stions from the members in 
general and from memluTs of the Opposition in particular, but that the 
(ipposition came forward with only eertjiin destructive criticisms. We have 
made them suggest i(»ns ; we have made useful eomnumts which might help 
them to a certain extent to solve the eonntrv’s prohlenis to ludj) them to 
get the Stat(‘ out of the difficulties with which it is faced. J’hey say now’ 
that partition of the State has h(*en niainl\ r(‘sp()nsihle tor the difficult 
situation. J’lie Hon’hle th(* Pinance Minister has also observed that 
partition has lieeii |•(^sponsihle for many of the ills. Yes, partition has 
certainly been n'sponsihle, Imt the fault is not ours. 

The l''iuance Minister ohserv(“s in his Budget Spei‘ch : “TIk' last year saw 
one of the severest irises in cotton and raw jute, fliir trouble in respeei 
of both these commodities goes back to t]i(‘ partition of the e(mnti‘v wliieh 
gav(‘ Pakistan nearly 78 pm cent of the total acreage iimliT jutt* and 'fi) 
per emit, under raw cotton — (>(l ])er emit, if long and Tiiedium varieties alone 
are eonsidm’cd. The jute iudu^'trv was left in a jiartieularlx unliapjiy posi- 
tion not onl> hecaiisi* the extefit of dependi'iice on Pakist.m was largiu’. hut 
also heeausi* of tlie ahsmiee of any alternati\e soui'ce of supply. Pakistan 
took full ailvantage ot Iht position.” Sir, it is no u.m* now riTerring to 
the‘'(' Iroiihles and ditlimilties atlm’ having agre(*d to tlu* ])artition of the 
country. Having so agn'cd, wh> I'Duld not our political leadm’s, foresee 
if« far-reaeliing etfects!^ AVh\ could they not find out the deep game 
behind the se<Mie mmdi imrlier? Did they not know that evtui when Bengal 
was unitt'd, Burma rice had to lie import«‘d to make up our defieimn'y in 
fooiiy Sir, the> agnuMl to partition. Having ilone that, having raised 
the storm, having created eom])lieations it is not uj^ to them now to say 
that they cannot resolve the tangle. Having landed the country into 
disaster it is not up to them now to .say tliat they have no (‘ontrol over it. 
Having created ditfimilties it is not up to them now to say that they have 
no control mvi them. Having accepted the partition wliieh has landed 
the country in disaster and all sorts of difficulties it does not lie in their 
mouths now to say that it is not ])ossihle for them to come to its rescue. 
IVhy then did they agree to partition? Why then did they create all those 
difficulties, all those complications? Having done so they must rue the 
day, when they derided that Bengal or, for matter of that, any other pro- 
vince should be divided and disintegrated in suih a way that it might have 
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a disastrous effect on the agricultural economy or social integrity of the 
State. As my esteemed friend, Mr. Jyoti Basil, was referring to yester- 
day, “only when vou have a dynamic approach to deal with the land 
tenure system of the province, you can think of solving the problem, of 
having a souiul agricultural economy in the State.” Abolish Permanent 
Settlement and make the tillers of the soil its real owners; abolish the 
zamindary system and let the cultivators feel that they are the ou ners of 
the lands they cultivate, fill the minds of the mashcs witli enthusiasm to 
tid.- over the dilii(‘ulties, till the mimU of tlie peo])Ie with a new fervour for 
theii newly eariU'd <lemocra('\ , till the minds of tlie ]>eo]>le with a dynamic 
revolutionary a])|)roach so that there mij^ht be a Mdution of the binning 
])roblems ot' the day. But instead <d doing that you are still sticking to 
the old antniuated methods, \ou are >till .sticking to the (dd unscientitic 

methods (At this stage the blue light was on^ 1 want more time.

to ofliei nafuial causes, as il. Sir, these things had m*\er oeciiriiul in our 
< oiintrv ill the juist. Sir, in Southern Imlia ami in Bengal we ha\e half 
enough of iamnies and failures of ( rojis. In oui jiart of the couiilry* 

1 mean, in .M ui shidab.id, (*xeept perhajis in (»ui own Kand> subdivision,, 

in Jtirbhnm, in Bankura, and in a large sliee of Nadia disliiet we liavo 
been eonstantl.N vi, sited with these tliiiigr^. Sir. we liave come aerosK 
these things irom oui \ery ehildlioml; \ear in ami year out we have bei*u 
visited with famines and failures of cio]>s. So when llie> say that all 

their difficulties aie flue to nalural calamafies ovej which they havi* no 

control 1 am constrained to tell tloun that the\ ean never asst'ss ami will 

never he able to ass(^ss the real position in the fouiitry. Sn-, in the light 
of tiieir oh'ifMV at ions, iu (he light ot (heir <‘\perience.s in (he past, l}H‘y 
should have tackled th(‘ (iiiesjtion pr<»m]>ll\ and efieelivelv. (hey shoubl' 

have prciJured s» hemes ami jilans beforehand to meet all su( h freaks ot 

nature and forestall such natural ealamifies. But inslead of doing that 
they have tlienisel ves given w ay to self-comjflaceni'y w itlmut a ns sense <tr 
appreciation of thosi* fliflif ulties witliout anv sfuise or a])j>re( iahon of those 
complexities of tlie food siluatifui in the State; what is worse still they have 
diverted this vear two lakhs of acres of paddy field.s to jute ciiltjvali<m 
beeau.se they want to earn dollars. So to earn didlars our people must 
be starved out, and when they fiml that the eri'^is has df*\el(»j>ed from bad 
to worse they make a desperate attempt to secure as much rice as they can 
by seizing it from poor cultivators, the poor agriculturists in the Slate. 
Unfortunately, Sir, many of our poor agriculturists have been driven out 
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of the land. Thanks to the inefficiency, the bungling, the maladministra- 
tion, the communal perversity of our police force in Bengal, Muslim agri- 
culturists have been driven out from many places, particularly from the 
border arenas and this has affected the food crop in the country considerably. 
Then, Sir, when Government found that those of the poor agriculturist® 
left behind [irodmed something they decided that their produce must be 
sei;ied and ilieir jjaddy was actually seiKed bv unscruj)ulous, dishonest and 
fjuestioiiablf; meUiods. Sir, my friend, Mr. llarij)ada Chatterjee was 
referring y(*Hterday to the fact that Government have now surrendered 
themselveh lo Pakistan after sevimteen months of shilly-shallying and dilly- 
dallying and have lowen^d India in the estimation of the wliole civilised 
world, ami as a r(*sult today they offer much highei' ])rice8 to Pakistan.

Janab Syed BADRUDDUJA: Sir, T hov to your ruling. Sir, 
1 am charging tin* administrat<ws hen* and at the (\*ntre; T am 
charging them as ineflicimit ; I am charging them with lack of ajjpreciation 
of the [ircscnt situation; I am charging tln‘m that tlicy arc not fit to bold 
thi‘ reins of affairs of this country. They are the peojile who have badly 
managed the affairs of this eountiy and hronght it to ruin They are the 
peojde who hav(‘ bi’ought this count i-y into disaster after seventeen months 
of hesitation, imlecision and luingling. They are the jieople who have 
surrendered tluunsidves to a State which is much w’eaker and much more 
inefficient than theirs. Sir, I do not see w’heri' is the wisdom, where is 
the political sagacity hehind this weak-kneed policy. Sir, we have offered 
our suggestion to them. I know' that they will not accejit our suggestions. 
We want to co-operate with them, but they do not ac('ej)t our (‘o-operation. 
We have our suggestions as regards more prodiK'tion of food, but they 
will not accept them. Theirs is the old stereotyped method of asking the 
agriculturists to do this or that. You simply give n few seeds and some 

niamire hen* and tlu‘re and you issue srnne bulletins not in Itengali but 

either in Hindi or in Knglisli, not to the mofassil people, not to the poor 
agriculturists wdio form 1)0 ])er cent, of our peo))le and who are illiterate, 
hut to the people of Calcutta. lla<l thei<‘ been on the part of our Ministers 
some (’onsidenition, some imagination and dynaniie aj>j)roaeh to the pro- 
blems facing us, if they had tackled our j>rol)lems as other provinces have 
done and abolished the zemimlary system, they ('ould have achieved some 
thing. Put tlu*v have not done so l>ecause they kmnv that they re])resent 
the zemindars and the capitalists who guide, control and dominate them 

from a higher sphere. Therefore they dare not. Sir. I was speaking of 

“Grow-m(U’e-f(u>d eamjiaign’’. For agriculture. Sir. you know* whnt 
amounts they have spent. A modest sum of Ps. lakhs and odd.s was 

spent in the yc*ar PFiO-ol and Ps 2 -42 lakhs and ddd.s has b(‘en ]irovided in 
1901-52. For “Grow-mor(*-food and intensive food ]woduetion scheme” we 
have Ps. 1 *45 lakhs and odds in the revised budget of this year and Ps. 2 48 
lakhs and odds in the budget of the coming year. Put wlnit have we grown 
so far. A\'e have only grown tliistles and thorns. We have grown 
difficulties in our way for the last ten or fifteen years. Sir, you have 
been one of the oldest meinliers of this House. You have seen year in and 
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row-more- food campaign”, but by far the largest slice of this provision 
has been consumed by establishment charges under Governments of this 
type. "We have seen m certain places how the scheme has been oi>erating. 
Like our Banainahotsab (eremony they have made propaganda here and 
there and distributed leaflets and some manure and seeds, but the real 
agriculturists have renuuned in the dark as they had been in tin* jnist. 
That is the poNition, Sir. If there had been any atteni])t, any integrated 
attempt, any coiniirehensive scheme to transfer lands to tlie tillers of 
the soil, to improve the (ondition of the country and to have economii' 
reconstruction and lural upliit bast‘d on a sound and tirm foundation, all 
our troubles and misf'rics might have been emhal by this time.

The budget provi'^ion*', S'r. nMjUiie at le.i*'! an luntt to touch on all aspects 
because there are so niaii> ]>oints Medu'al, Agriciilt un*, Loliia*. am! all 
that. Theie aie many points. The Police. Sii

Janab Syed BADRUDOUJA: Thank you. Sit. I have got to be brn*f. 

I bow to \oiii Milim.;. Sir, I sh.ill be brief and \ery r»‘as()nabl\ brief. 
Sir, from the figures (juoted 1 timl that evt'u in tiu* nat lon-fuiild mg 
tlepartmeiits there have not been large pro\isions d’his is onlv an i‘ve- 
Mash. Sii . e\ t*n thoiigli then* ha\e be(‘n e(*itain larg(*r provisions in view 
of the huge reveniK* receipts it would havi* be(*n up to them to spend less 
TiioneN foi tin* Polict* and other depaitincnts which ha\e taih*d to conn* up 
to the iiiark, it would havi* been mueh lu'ttei it lhe\ spent much mon* for 
education ami other nat lon-building dejiartments. Kven tln*n, Sir, it vvoubl 
ha\e been \ery easy to adjust the (b'bit and creilil side. If the data are 
there, it the facts an* tlH*re su|)))lied b\ tin* ()flic(*rs of the ( ion ernm(*nt , any 
Minister, whatever niigdit lu* his position, whati'ver might bi> his status, 
any Ministei from an> dejiart nienl might marshal out from the fuels ul 
least the tyj>e of picture, good, had or imlifVereiit - w hat(*ver it might be — 

1»< fore the puhii<‘. 'i'hat is alw.iNs jiossihle in tin* world. I said the oilit‘r 
da\ in my speech on tin* (rovcrnor’s Addiess that China has shown it, 
Hussia has sliow n it, other count! it*s are showing it, Pakistan and Turkey 
huNe shown it Why Bengal— iiiiserahle Bengal, hapless Bengal, unfor- 
tunate Bengal — cannot risi* to the gravity of the situation — l)i‘cause the 
Ministers have hiingled, hei'ause the Minisl(*is have mismanaged, heeause 
tin* Ministers haNe com}dnated, because the Ministers liavt* failed to rise 
to the height of tin* occasion. 

Sir, coming to the Police itself, 1 have seen what the police means — 
enrtailment of <*ivil liberties. Today we are talking of Prevmitive Deten- 
tion Act. dV)da\ M ussjiliiians and oilier eominuint les are suffering. As 
my friend Mr. Ahul Hasliem was saying flie other day, Mnssalmans, 
Hindus, ( hristians. Buddhists — all classes and conditions of pt*ople — 
labour, agriculturists and till(*rs of the land, tin* poor unfortunate Mim- 
salnians, thc\ have no confidcnci* in the police. Cam* the (*lection and you 
will see* — not the type of election that you had at Howiah — that election 
has been condemned b\ all — not the unscrupulous methods, not the dis- 
honest tactic.s that yon adopted there, not tin* (piest iouahle jxilicy that you 
adopteil to crush fiecdom of opinion, to cnisli frei* (‘Xenise of franclnsi* Imt 
free and fair election hy the real vot(*rs of the land. 

The other day when we wen* discussing the Kvacuee Property Bill I 
thought that the Government of Beng’al had realised the mistaki* of the 
past as a result of agn*em<*n1 b<‘fw 1^*11 Paki.staii and India, that they had 
at la.st come to some realisation of tlie fact that there must lx* some repre- 
sentatives of Mussalmaiis in the bAacuee Property Management Committee, 
because it is tb© Muslim interests that are conrerned. We find today that 
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people whose hcmu fides^ whose credentiah are questioned by the Mussnl- 
mans of the Stale have been pitchforked therein because it is the desire 
of the Chief Minister of the province to select them. This is the way you 
an‘ trying to safeguard the rights of all classes of people, this is the way 
you are governing the eountry. I personally feel that the Mussalmaus 
Lave no confidence in this Goveniineiit. I personally feel that Hindus to 
a TTian A\ill repinliate and condenin this (Toverninent. I personally feel 
lljat the Martyis of Votebagan, the M..ityrs of Anita are crying lor 
redre^^ ; tin* hungry millions crying f<»r redress, the tortured millions cry- 
ing for rcdre.-'S, oulrag<*<l motherhood crying loi redress and redem])tion. 
Jn tin* name of civilisation, in tli(‘ name of democratic institutions of the 
\\<»rld, I will iijipear <o them, Sir 

(At this stage the red light was lit.) 

When tile red signal is then*, it is a danger signal. 

Mr. SPEAKER: You can finish the sentence. 

Janab Syed BADRUDDUJA: 1 am sorry I haxa* got to curtail my speech 
because the time is short. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Yon have taken half an hour. 

Janab Syed BADRUDDUJA: Time is short . Excuse imy Sir. I am 
extremely grateful to you for givine no* so much time. I exiiecled a little 
more because I could not touch all the points that J wanted to refer. 

Therefoi'e 1 w'ould ask rny Muslim friends op))osite what i^ the reason 
that has jiroinpled them, what polities has goaded them, to join the Congress, 
only to be ([uartered, to be slaughtered, to lx* murdered, to lx- tortured with 
every refinement of emelty and barbai'ous savagery.

Sir. 1 have heard with rapt attention the speech didivered by the 
Hon’ble Nalini llanjan Sarker, Pinaiice Minister, while introducing the 
Budget this year. The bulk of the statement contains a brilliant analysis 
of the political and economic background of India with an equally brilliant 
survey of international situation.'^ This brilliant survey made in a lieautiful 
language was simply to cover tlie rotten core of our economic structure. 
This is the most simple way of shifting one’s resixmsibility to the world 
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eituation. This reminds me of our “Bajey*' or Brahmin who being called 
to examine a sick child always attributes the cause of ailments to some 
unknown stars — Urahas or Upagrahas, because it is the easiest way to shift 
the responsibility. The Hon’ble Finance Minister now cannot blame the 
Jjritishers and say that the British capitalists are responsible for all the 
miseries and sorrows of the Indian people. We cannot now say that the 
teeming millions of Indian people are kept half-fed and half-idud by the 
foreigners which was once a very pf^pular slogan. Now, the respon8i\)ility 
has come to themselves and he must find out an excuse and this was the 
excuse. There is nothing to be jubilant about the Budget. We have the 
same di.smal and chronic deficit which has become a regular feature of our 
annual Budget. If there is anything surplus, or if we can talk about any 
sur[)lus rorn'crning tln‘ Budget, then the only surplus that has greatly 
helped tlie deficit budgt't is the suifilus hands. In every depait nieiil >Ne 
find that the number of oflic'crs and men have incrt‘ased by leaps and 
liounds. I cannot reasonably attribute this cause to any reason. I cannot 
htdieve that this surplus higii-graded appointments were made to run the 

show efiici(*ntly. So far as etficiem-y is concerned, it is nil. This is not 

onl\ true ot the llon’lile Ministers but this is also true* of the whole dejiart- 
miMit under tlie Ministry. Sir, you cannot get a r<'ply to your b‘tter, 
(luestion. ([uery or any representation of however utmost importance it may 
be witliout gi\ing thn'c or four riuninders. f do not think that then* is 
any shortage of d(*part inenta] forms. One of the jirinted fitrins, namely, 
that Oovernimuit i> giving du<‘ c'onsidi'rat ion, will pm'baps more or less 
satisfy the applicant. 'I'h(‘rc arc .so many red-tape channels and para- 
])hernalia tliat the poor letter gets lo.st in the mid-stream and never finds 
projier antliorit\‘ or man. Sir, this is not onl\ my experii'iict*, luit if W'e 
take vote on tliis issue, I am sure , 99 ])er cent, of the vote will be in my 

favour. As was pointed out by Dr. (ihosb, in the S«‘ere1ariat then* lias 

been a tnunendous surplus of ot{icci‘> during tin* last three years owing to 
creation of new offices. And the* same new officers we find in every district 
lu'adquartcrs and subdivisnui . Let me (|uote an (*xainp]e from my own 
district. Before partition t]i(‘n‘ was a single Deputy Commissioner ami 
now We tind, besides the Magistrates, and in addition to tlie Deputy Com- 
missioner th(‘re is the Additional Deputy Coinniissjoner. If these surplus 
hands an* not taken to improve the ofticiency of the administration, tluui 
I do not know wli(*rc is tlie justification unless tin* Cov{‘rnnicnt is a bidirvor 
in the muxiin “the nion* the merrier.” 

Sii , I do not think that the period tliree and a half year i.s iiiHuflicient, 
for any diu-lor to cure a malady. And as aie fortunate to liavi* an 
eminent doctor .it tlie lu'lni of tin* ailministration, I never think that the 
period is iiisuflii l(*iit to cun* cM*n a (*hronic dis(*asc. Jlul I rcgrel to find 
lh.it the (b)\einnient >till ex]ieriment mg with the rlisease that may cost, 
the li \es of millions of jieople.

<everely. 'i'he Security Act and Detention Act should not be made an 
instrument for su]»prensing the deinoeni1i<‘ asiiiration of any individual or 
larty, but tln*y <*ould lie used to eradicate the.se anti-social elements. Sir, 
ve have seen that how our neighbours the war-torn Japan and tUiina handled 
die situation effiiiently, Jajian suffered the ravage.s of war, their cities 
vere wiped off the face of earth by the atom bombs and China evm after 
he great world war IT gcit mixed uf) with the different ideologies and (ihe 
R'as engaged in a long civil war. But now w'e find that they are in a better 
•oflition than us. Japan has again become one of the foremost textile

exporting country, her trade, and industry liave reached pre-war footing. 
China, a country of famine, has now become a country of golden harvest. 
The proof is there that she has sent us thousands of tons of rice to feed the 
starving millions of India. If a suggestion comes even from an enemy and 
if it is a good suggestion we must accept it. Japan and China dealt firmly 
with the hluckmjirketers after the war and thus they could save their country. 
The blackmarketers were brought in the "Market S(iuare before the people 
with their hands and feet bound and they were beneaded. Such measure 
is necessary in India where millions of blackmarketers are thriving at the 
blood of the millions of hungry soul. 

Sir, one familiar feature of the Budget is the ever-increasing demand 
under the head “Police". It appears that virtually West Bengal has 
become a police Kaj. And in spite of the increase in expenditure, we find 
no im])rovement in their efficiency. I always see the police loitering 
leisurely along the pavement like the stud bulls poking tlieir hands here 
ainl there and ])ntting huliy, cigarettes or /nin in their mouth whatever 
they get on their path. I pity th(‘ poor hawkers who look at him with a 
lustreless glan<‘e and j>ass away slowly. We have got to teach them that 
they are the custodian of tiie rights and liberlie.s ot the peo])le, they are 
the most responsible citizens and as such the\ must not ai‘t in an irrespon- 
sible way. 

Sir, the members of the police and ])olice officers have incn-ased by 
more than sixty l>er cent, in my own district. It is not with police force 
that W(‘ can rule the h (*art of men, but it is (»nly with love ue can win the 
confidence ot peoj)le. In the words of Bapuji vvc* should stoop down to 
comiuer. Sir, in th(‘ other side of tin* mountain matters are not going on 
smoothly. Though an interim Government has been set u]) in Nepal, the 
situation is not satisfactorv . At bnist ten pcditical ])arties are pulling the 
stupefied mass on different dire<tives. There is the Nepali Congress, the 
Tarai Goiigress, the Bruja Panchayat, the Praja Parisao, the Bir Gorkha 
Dal and the Communist. The Muslim League and th(‘ Ilimhi Mahasabha 
have been left out to complete the picture. Very recently over two thousand 
Communists staged a demonstration before the ])alace of His Majesty. 
Nepal is already on the red map. The summons of all the Tibetan officers 
to Tibet by the Dalai Lama, the spiritual head and ruler of Tibet, has some 
significance. As far as my information goes, the Chinese Radio has already 
started broadcasting in Nepali. 

Sir, the reason why we are vitally concerned with the happenings in 
Nepal i.s that the northern portion of our State is connected with the 
iKuiiularv in Nepal. Any event in Nepal i.s bound to have effect in our 
State. It is iK'edless to say that the peoi)le of the l^order are dissatisfied 
and frustrated. It is now high lime that the Government must ado])t s«mie 
lenient and helpful attitude towards them and try to wdn the confidence 
of tile ]H*o])le there. AVhether the people will resjKinse to the call of their 
brethren on the other side of the mountain will all depend upon the treat- 
ment and attitude of the Government tow'ards them. 

8|« ANANDILAL PODDAR: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I congratulate the 
HoiCble Finance Minister for the able presentation of his Budget for 1951- 
r>2 wnth a rare survey of W'orld conditions and the economic background ot 
our country. It is indeed gratifying to find that, in spite of failing health, 
our reiloubtable custodian of the strings of our State finances keeps him- 
self duly alive to the intricate and. often baffling problems of world finance 
and shapes the destinies of this problem province of West Bengal with 
fortitude. Indeed, one cannot help admiring his rare conviction and 
optimism about the ultimate success of his measures. 
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As a man of business, we humbler men, however, prefer to move more 
on solid jfrounds than on airj’ calculations, and I may be pardoned for 
making some observations, not all too iiattering about the Budget for the 
coming year, as I seek more to examine the actual achievements than mere 
plans and promises. Mr. Speaker, Sir, I need hardly an ajHdogy to invite 
attention to the dire state of economic distress and helplessness in which 
all sections of our people have been thrown and little evidence is needed 
to convince any impartial observer of the utter failure so far of our National 
ami Independent (ioveriunent to bring appreciable relief and sucaour to 
the masses of our population, in spite of d years of our rule — free from 
British domination. Broblems of the most essential articles (»f lift* — food, 
clothing and shelter are yet far from being solved and difficulties in the 
way of th(*ir solution apjiear to be almost insurmounabte. In the sphere 
of food, the Ilon'ble Finance Minister has referred to the uneven race 
between requirements and sii])pl\ , and has referred to short-term and long- 
term projects to bridge the gulf. The experience of the last few yec.rs 
in regard to “(irow ^tlore Food” Camj>aign and progress made in respect 
of ()tlH*r short-t»*rm ))rojects make us rather sceptical about the planning 
as well as tb<‘ machinery for their exe<*ution in th(‘se regards and littlo 
enthusia-^m can b(‘ created in icsj^ect to Ibi* long-term ])roposals, parti- 
cularly those big irrigation, jioner and fertiliser schemes about which much 
has been talktal of during the last few years. The Damodar Valley Project 
whirh was ])iimarily undertaken for control of Hoods and provision of 
irrigation lacilities with an estimated expenditure of about 50 crores is 
understood to have made little ]»rogress as regards its jirimarv objective of 
flood-control, although some advance has been made in the thermal power 
]»rojects, Mlii('h were after all subsidiary to the main. Th(‘ estimated 
ex]>enses liav(‘ sima* gone up by nearly 100 })er cent, and West Bengal’s 
share up to lOol-oiJ will amount to Ks. 10 crores 0] lakhs. God alone 
knows vliat will hapj)en in the event of ii third World War setting in. 

I only hope that it will not ]ir<»ve ultimately to he a matter of wandering 
in the Dreamland and eventually may not lead to its liquidation, leaving 
in its trail an almost unredeemable l)urdeu fur generations to come. In 
this iiporehension 1 am strengthened on having noticed from the budget 
proijosals at the Centre, as announced in the Indian Ihirliament last even- 
ing, that the hulk of exjienditure on the big development jirojects will he 
sought to he met from Beveiuie ami Taxation and not out of (’apital and 
borrowings. The story of the ])re-fahricated housing scheme lias aln-ady 
ciinie t<» light. Tin- Sindri Fertiliser project has proved to he of doubtful 
economic value and attempts are being made to unload the same from the 
neck of the Government and to have it placed under a lominercial corj)ora- 
tioii. The Ganga Barrage* Scheme, in the investigations for which large 
sums hav«' been spent and provided, is considered by a section of experts 
to he almost impossible of achievement witliin any reasonalile houmls of 
finam ial estimates. It is, therefore, rather doubtful if much reliance can 
be reposed on such expensive long-tenu firojects, and I would lay more 
emphasis on matter.s nedrer at hand and jirojects more laiickly <‘apahle of 
being put into action. For some years, Mr. S]»eiiker, I jiad been engaged 
in running a large scale agricultural farm in West Bengal. From my 
experience. I can state without ft-ar of contradiction that the two essentials 
on which the success of fwid production is this State mainly depends are 
irrigation and labour supply. If instead of indulging in long-tenn projects 
of doubtful future, we would have concentrated our attention on the pro- 
vision of a large number of wells (tube-wells or other wells) and small scale 
power tractors arid improved fanning implements, we would, perhaps, have 
no such acute difficulty in meeting our food demand for at least a decade. 

A further situation that nee<ls our careful attention has cropped up 
M a result of the recent Indo-Pakistan Trade Agreement under which a 
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freer movement of jute from East Bengal is anticipated. The control of 
itite purchases as provided for through recent legislation will soon have to 
be lifted as there can hardly be any logic to force down prices of raw jute 
within Indian Union while we are prepared to jjoy as much as Es. 65 per 
mail ml in Indian rupees for Pakistan jute. From all appearances, world 
demand for hessian will continue to remain for some years and the culti- 
vators of West Bengal will naturally be inclined to go in for larger pro- 
duction of jute crop and larger diversion of land to jute from rice is thus 
])ound to follow. It is necessary for the Government of West Bengal to 
take pro])er stmk of the situation and ])lan their food production scheme 
accordingly. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, we appreciate the increasing interest that our National 
Government has becni taking in tackling the baffling problem of relief and 
rehabilitation of displacea jiersons on this side of India. This is 
undoubtedly the most urgent problem demanding early solution. It is 
liardly necessary, however, lo point out that the problem is so vast and intri- 
cate that its solution cannot be undertaken by the State of West Bengal 
alone. The help and co-oneration that have been extended so far from 
the Centre and from iieighhonring provimes, though substantial, have not 
been sufficimiily planned and co-ordinat(‘(l to enable the unfortunate 
families from East Bengal to get duly settled and stand on their own legs. 
The total outlay on displaced persons is reported to have been If) crores 
bv the end of 1950-51 and bids fair to exceed Ks. d() crores by 1951-52. 
Even assuming that ^{) lakbs of uprooted persons have to he rclui])i]itated. 
this works out at the rate of Ks. 100 }>er head only. It is aiiprehended 
that for want of planned arrangements, the bulk of the amount ])roposed 
to be spent will get dissipated merely in keeping the num under doles. 

Dealing with matters of more direct responsibility of the State Govern- 
ment of West Bengal, our attention naturally is drawm to various schemes 
of State Trading of commercial nature in which our Government has been 
trying to take a direct interest during recent years. State Trading in food 
and in the handling of textiles have perhaps been forced upon the Govern- 
ment, and the profit and loss in this regard may not be capable of being 
jiidgcd on commercial consideration but. Sir, the manner in which State 
Transport is being developed and run makes one extremely nervous about 
the future. 

Tile jirovision of about 200 buses only for the city and suburbs of 
Calcutta has already involved capital expenditure to the extent of Ks. 38*6 
lakhs in 1949-50, 73*0 lakhs in 1950-51 and for 1951-52 it is estimated to 
Es. 48*5 lakhs, totalling 1 crore and 60 lakhs in three years. As against 
this capital expenditure, the net receipts from Koad Transport is shown to 
be only 5,(KH) in the current year and is estimated to l>e about 5 lakhs in 
tile coming year. In the ab.sence of conintf^rcial arcounting, making due 
provi.Hioiis for dej)re<iations and all kinds of overhead and administra- 
tive cuarges, it is diffiruU to find out the mdual trading result, but it does 
not reiiuire much intelligence to discover how very burdensome the entire 
undertaking has been so far and is likely to be in future. Similar results 
are reported to have followed the running of State Transport under various 
other Government Departments, such as the Home Department, Food 
Department, and Works and Buildings Department. I would, therefore, 
resT>ertfully urge that proper investigation l)e made into such undertakings 
ana our future policy in regard to these be determined in the light of actual 
experience of the last few years. ^ 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, there is one other matter to which I would like to draw 
the attention of the House. It appears that the mounting expenses that 
the Government in the State and at the Centre are faced with, cannot he 
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met" from their normal revenue sources. To meet the situation, Govern- 
! ment have been increasingly’ trying to take recourse to various measures of 
indirect taxation. In India one main proposal is to enhance passenger 
fares to augment the Railways’ coutrihutiou to general revenues. 
In the provincial sphere, similarly, we arc threateuded with the proposal 
to enhance taxation on motor vehicles and various kinds of fees under 
different departments. I have grave doubts if any proper scrutiny has been 
made of the ability of the subject to bear such taxation aud perhaps the 
popular (Tovernnn*nt is attempting to augment its resources by plucking the 
feathers of sudi swans that squeal the least. 1 submit, Sir, that There is 
a limit even for the most docile section of the jieojile to carry added bur- 
dens aud it would be advisable for the (Government to take caution before 
further burdens are im])osod. The new Motor Vehii les Tax is estimated to 
yield a crore and a half of nijices, so that the revenue deficit may be sub- 
stantially reduced. I do not know if the Uoii bb* Finance Minister was 
projierh ajipriscMl of the situation in this connection. While it is true that 
the quantum ot taxation on tin* \eliictes as such in West Bengal lias so far 
remained comparatively lower tliaii in some other States, the duties and 
taxi's on petiol aud conMimablt' sl()^e^ have been xea-y much highm* here than 
in other parts ot India. In petrol alone the Stall' tax is annas (! a gallon in 
Wi'st Bengal agaiu-^t annas 2 only in Bombay. In the net calculation of the 
hurdeii, making dm- jirovision lor the i|uicker wastage and dejireciatiou of 
M'liicles in W est Ih'iigal, due to lieplorable eondition of the roads. 1 am 
almost certain that the motor services in this State hear no less a burden 
of taxation than in any other jiart of India. 

AVIiile on this, I may he pardoned to refer briefly to the Road Develop- 
ment jiroject in this Slate. It is noticed that on this aeeount the total 
amount of expenditure firovided up to 1951-52 since the jiartition is nearly 
Id crores, the provision in the Budget for 1951-52 being more than 4^ 
Cl ores. WTiile congratulating the (rovernmeiit for having given due 
jiriority to Road ( oust met ion Programmes, 1 would respectfully suggest 
that greater attention should be directed to the eomjiletion of some roads 
until additional mileage is laki'ii on hand. It is also highly desirabh' that 
rural loads c(»niu'ctiiig produi’tive ami border areas not otherwise si'rved 
In Riiilwa\s or suitable water transport shouhl be first develojicd before 
major trunk roads running’ jiarallel to railways are ('onst ructed . 

Mr. SjK'uker, Sii, during the last two days we have listein'd 1o various 
observations in connection ’tsifli the Budget of the State — some relevant and 
other" utterly irreb'vant . A nuniher of honourable members appear to have 
been preparing for their election campaign while making (diservat ions on 
the floor of this House and have indulged in most unn'alistie and iinheli)ful 
eritirdsm. (hie honourabb* member has hroug’ht in (’hina to the picture, 
presumably cxjieetiiig us to follow its trail. Yet another r('sjK*et:ible leader 
has made pungent criticism of the measures directed to jirovidc effective 
protection, to the citizens and for maintcnanci' of law and order. A general 
line of criticism has been along the line of tlie cheap slogan of “down w'ith 
the capitalist”. So long as British domination was there, it was the usual 
])ractice of all chatterbox politicians tn lay all the blame for oiniHsiori ami 
commission on British Imperialism, and sought to save their skin. It has 
now been the practice of the same lot of self-appointed guardians of the 
masses — hsanx and Ttia^donrs — to trace the source of all evils to the so- 
called capitalist order of the society and especially to the activities of the 
business commuirity. May I, Sir, emphatically'^ assert that such vote- 
J'fttching utterances will hardly convince arty right-thinking person.* If we 
have to follow the path of China, the hell of a Moody revolution involving 
endle8.s sufferings of the common man and the sacrifice of millions under a 
state of butchery and regimentation must not be forgotten. In regard to 
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aecurity and peace, 1 make bold to claim that the manner in which the 
affairs of this State have been managed during the last three years, in 
spite of most difficult conditions, providing security to the peaceful citizens 
who had been crying for some respite after the terrible happenings of 194G, 
is really remarkable. This has hardly any parallel in the world. No 
amount of money spent in this connection should be considered as too 
large. As regards the (commercial men, I respectfully submit that no us^ 
ful purpose will be served by making him the villain of the piece. If 
there has been a moral setback in the community, as a result of continued 
economic distress, irreligious atmosphere of life and defective education, 
under a long period of foreign domination, the remedy must be sought 
elsewhere as the cancer has eiitenal into almost every part of the society. 
If the trader today is more grei^ly than in the past the professional man 
is not exempted and even politicians and public servants have been more 
inclined to secure p(“rsonal gains tlian promote public weal. The only way 
to lift the nation from the d(‘ep morass of degradation and frustration 
appears to lie through a moral rearmament and r(*( lamation of the human 
spirit, about which the llon’bl<; Finance Minister has made an earnest 
apjieal. Here we remember with d(*ep reverence and gratitude the path of 
truth and non-viol(‘nce, of communal harmony and service to the poor, (»f 
the creation of a Sarboday Samaj to which Hapii.ji directed our pointed 
attention and for which the Father of the Nation lived and died.

The mountiufr economic hardship of the people, d(‘spite the' best efforts 
on the part of tin* (government, haM‘ all adiled up to a formidabli* score 
ap:ainst us. If we have borne the handicap with jrrace, we desm’vc* a place 
in th(^ running. This is point No. *2, for ojitimism. 

Gn jiage d, the statement goes on: "In the nick of time that sober 
state.smanshii) on the part of the Prime MinisttTs of two States called a 
halt to this communal passion, halr<*d and madness, d’he J)(dhi Pact 
signed on the 8th April marks a new (hapter in the ridationship between 
the tw'o sister States. The Pact has certainly created a (ongenial mental 
(diinate in both countries wh(*re distrust, sus[>icion and lack of goodwill 
so long made any constructive approaidi extremely difficult. The atinos- 
phere of goodwill created bv the Prod has engendered a jisyi hology of 
understanding and it is now being iioreasingly realised that both countrieH 
can solve many of their firoblciiis by nn’aiis of negotiations, discussions and 
friendly ap])roa(di. 'I'he Pact has undoubtedK come as a ndiet to the dis- 
trai ted minorities of both the <’ountries.“ d'liis is ]>oint No. d ioi ofdimiHUi. 

Again on page d, it says; “'I'he inauguration of the Planning I’ommis- 
sion early last >eai was n .ste]) forwanl towards the co-ordination of various 
deveb»pment jirojects. AVo hava* to remember that the task is to achieve 
the highest good from the low«*st resources — b\ no means an easy jiroblem.” 
This is point No. 4 for optimism. 

Sir. this is Imping against hope, this optimism is not even skin ileep. 
This faint ray has failed to pierce the deep and thickening gloom which 
in the words of the Budget Statement on }»age 1, “came pouring thii k and 
fast and we were all but overwhelmed bv their imiiact”. Mv friends 
over there in their agony confess failure. It is a jilea which is known in 
the Civil Law as “a ])lea of confession and avoidame” and the verdict of 
the Judge and tiie Jury is a verdict of g’uilfy ami exemidury and deterrent 
puni.shment for bringing in a false plea for justifying failure and criminal 
negligence to di.scharge the responsibilities whicli they sliouldered. This 
confession is contained in pages 50-51 of the Statement which runs as 
follows : — 
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1 axn quoting from page 50: *'/ do not stand here today to exonerate 
the Government from faults which it may have committed. Overwhelmed 
a» we were by the vastness of the problems that nearly swept us off our 
feet, it was almost inevitable that we should commit mistakes and take 
hasty decisions where perhaps a more prudent jud^ent might have been 
taken.

fession of failure. This is a confession of ignominious failure and it is a 
confession that they are inexperienced, they are amateurs in the art of 
Gov(*rnment and they have failed to perform their duties, they have failed 
to disehargi' their responsibilitii's whiidi they ha\(‘ tak(*n upon themselvt‘S. 
Sir, it that is the opinion of tlie Oabinet — of the honourable members of 
th(! (’abinei — tliey why, in sjiite of their plain confession should they still 
lie sticking to their posts, 1 do not know. 

Besides this, Sir, there is only one thing. Th(\v suggest reimaly in 
page 54: “I take tliis opportunity of bringing it home to this Ilou^e and 
to the larger jmblie outside that the reedamation of the human spirit must 
precede and not fidlow our efforts in any dir(‘etion. Long years ot intimate 
eontaet with the people and tli(‘ varied ex])erien<e ot a lite-time have con- 
vinced me that fundamtmtally this is tin* angle trom which we must st'ek 
the solution of our jiroblems.” That is to say. the scdution whndi has been 
sugg(*stt'd in this budget statement i^ that all must turn Stinn'/dshi'i, all of 
us must turn Brahmins — spiritual leaders — so that you can acliKwe progress 
which you mean. This is th(‘ir contession of failure. 

Now, Sir, I shall show they are men* amateurs in the art of (iovern- 
ment, they are unequal to the task whi<di has been thrust upon them by 
other greedy jieople who aie out for murdei, loot and arson and are bringing 
chaos and confusion in the wakt* of their administration. This i>. Sir, not 
mv words. It is not abus«*. Sir, inasmuch a*' I as a man hate abuse. 
Pleast* refer to pagt* I of the stat^'inent : “Freedom caim* to us clothed in 
trial and travail: death and di'^astt*!' dimmed its utility.”

ilanab Shahibjada Kawan Jah Saiyid KAZEM ALI MIRZAi Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, at ihe outset in ))reseutinj^ the Budget the Hoti’ble the I'iuiince 
Minister lias paint(‘(] a gloomy picture. To my mind 1 find that budget 
ns east is far fnim ameliorating the gen(*ral condition of the mass. My 
idea is not to cast any ndlection on tin* ])re.seni (iovernmc'nt but 1 would 
avail myself of this opjmrtunity in bringing forward the deplorable 

condition jirevailing. (/oming from the district of Murshidabad. my 
constituency being Kandi and Laibagh, 1 can say that Kaudi is spei'ially 
known to be the granary of Murshidabad. Therefore the (jiiestiou 

uppermost in my mind is the jirocurenient (question. This procurement is 
no doubt doing a lot of good to the peoph* of some districts but what I 
l‘e(*l is that whib* the grovv(*rs can g(*t and some are getting a price at the 

rate of Its. 10 to Bs. 12 ])er maund for their padd^. if sold to others, 

<lovernment is jmrchasing from them at the rate oi Ks. T-S, li not Ks. 7-7 
including tin* cost of carriage. WJiy is this differenced 1 am not a 

Atudent of that false sciein*e to which they last(‘n the name of “politi(*al 
economy” nor am 1 well up in the other science whieh is called “political 
philosophy”, to be able to appr(*ciate the n'asonableness of the (Jovern- 
inent’s j)(di(“y of differentiation. I spi'ak for the common man of that 
area in that ilistru't of Murshidabad, wlio sees tiiat liis jiaddy which he 
can sell for a b(*tler ])ric(* or economic pri(*e is compulsorily being taken away 
for the sake of the jieople of otht'r and riidier areas like ('alcutta, wdio are 
privilegi'd at all tinn‘s to get rice at a jirice of Us. IT ]n*r maund. Even 

the Ramli jieoph* had to pay a higher prne last year, while the richer 

peojile in ('alcutta are re(|uired to pay only at the rate of Us. 17. 

lierhampore ])eople an* re(iinn‘d to ])a\ at Us. 2(1 and the jieople of 
Laibagh subdivision are re(juin‘d to pav at h*ast Us 24 which in last 
October and November shot uj) to Us. lU and })erhaps more. What was 
the real cause (d' this rised 1 think tin* reason is that the (lovernment 
8nat(‘hed away from this area a large part of the rice proilueed 
w’ithin this Laibagh subdivision b\ cordoning it as a result of wliich rice 
was not available at all in the local market for days together. Is this 

not a case of robbing Paul to pay J^eterd What do the Kandi rice 

prodiici'Fs get in return for the forced charity and legalised extortions? 
They have got to jiay higher priies for their clothes, sugar, etc. Do not 
the (Government of the day consider that they are thereby encouraging 
communism, which is knocking at our doors, and whieh, the Washington- 
London-Delhi axis is trying so hard to check? If you follow' such a policy, 
you w’ill not be able to keep,^ back the wuive of eoininunism any 

more than King (Canute wuvS able* to roll back the rush of the incoming 

waves. I would ask you to seriously ponder over this aspect of the policy 
of pm'uremeiit whieh is driving the tlown the slippery slope of 
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liBaffectian leading to an ultimate disaster. So long- Cnlruttn was being 
^joliced at the cost of the rural people and now in addition, it is being 
fed at the cost of the villagers. If you have any regard for equity, justice 
and ^oad conscience, please retrace your steps. Let all the people 
committed to your care pay equally or proportionate to their means. 

I next come to the question of agri«*ultural income-tax which has 
almost sealed the fate of the Midnapore Zamindari (\)., who had to stop 
payment of dividends and has also hronjrht other hi^ and small estates on 
the verge of financial collajiso. Some otates had not to }»ay even one 
thfuisund rupees as income-tax 18 years ago. But thanks to the polij-y 
ot the Central and State (iovernnients such estates have now heen saddled 
with taxes of over a lakh a y(‘ar or may l)<‘ })erhaj)s more. Kven small 
farmers l^iive now been subjected to agricultural income-tax. Th(‘ ([uestion 
of (irow More i'ood is the criterion of the day but how do 

you expect a gentnal response from the cultivators wlien they are always 
afraid of being taxed in an exorbitant fashion ami other people naturally 
are afraid to tak(‘ to agricult un‘ on a large scale basis and tlie result is 
that there is di^^atlsiactiorl among the cultivator (‘lass. Tin* policy 
should be not to aim at a gi'iieral (‘nhainaunent of n'venm* but to (*qualisi‘ 
th(‘ juiblic burden. If (iovcrnimmt were sin(‘(‘re about fostering* agri- 
culture and industry, they should r(‘consider if the pn^.sent jiolicy is worth 
puiMiing an> iiiori'. 

We are all grateful to (jov(*rnmcnt tor spending so much on agriculture. 
Iiistt'ud ot one Diiector llH‘r(‘ are now two and the new one is 

called the j)irector of I'Ood Production. J for one do not really s(*e the 
nece^.sity ot dujihcating th(‘ ]KT.sonnel for this State wliicli is now reduced 
to only one-thii’d of the old Bengal, lias there been an\ corrt‘sponding 
incicasc in the Food Prod net ion I'' If so, wh(‘re does the additional 
production g(>y 1 know that (iovernment statistics show that tens of 
thousands of .ici’cs are being broug'ht undiT cultivation and hundreds of 
thousands ot tons more are being pro(iuc(*d. But wh(*re ara* tlKW?* Th(*si! 
totaU arc c«‘ila!nly the figuics comjMl(*d villagt' by villag(‘, tliana by 
thana and disliict by di.siru t. (’an the Ministry of Agriculture favour 
inc witli statistics of in<reas(*s, village by village, in my own constituency 
to lia\e my own satisfaction that figures are corrtu’t and I will 
then rejoice and go on preaching and advertising tin* efficiency of that 
department? Some hundreds of more men have b(‘en employed in that 

deiiartment but wJiat i.s the net result of their strenuous labour? Are 

they Working on right lines or tliev are simplv sedving tbe probbuu of 
Ih cir own uncinjdoymciit ? Mmh is Ixdng advertised about the p(»t(*ncy 
of the dt‘part mental seeds. But 1 am an actual larimT mystdf and my 
Sad experience is that the dcjiartmental seeds are not timely available or 
they do not germinate at all in many cases. This is not only my own 
pcisonal experience' but the bitter cxpcricma* of mv neighbours wlio have 
almost lost lieart and go for their seeds to tin* actual and practical 
agriculturi.st^. 

I yield to none in iny keen solicitude for the cau.se of the suffering 
refugees who have to leave their h(*artli and home under circumstances 
be\(uid their control. AV'e fully appreciate that crores are being spent 
on this politico-humanitarian work. Thi.s is a.s it should be. But 1 have 
110 satisfaction that there is any real planning. Information n'aches 
n.s that fhe same refugees are taking advances from different c<*ntrcs and 
then they run awhy. Hut.s built for them in my district are not always 
utili.sed. Monmver, instead of fallow land some lands have been 
requisitioned which were cultivated by the local peophn Even .some of 
the good mango gardens for which Murshidabad has been famous have 
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also been requisitioned and the trees have been cut down. It is a well- 
known policy of the Government that there should be a drive for the 
plantation of trees but here we find that this policy is being not adhered 
to. The refugees run away before the huts are completed or after staying 
for a few days. There are unfortunate rumours that money meant for 
relief of refugees has proved in some cases a source of relief to others and 
huge sums are not being accounted for. 

(At this stage the member reached his time limit.) 

Mr. SPEAKER; Mr. Mirza, I am very sorry to ask you to conclude 
as I have given you the maximum time that is possible for me to give. 

Janab Shahibzada Kawan Jab Saiyid KAZEM ALI MIRZA; I would 

like to have two minutes more to conclude. 

1 would appeal to tlie Government most earnestly to divert all their 
attention to the points that the money is not misspent when there is a 
sort of chaos in the country for want of sufficient food. The refugees, 
as I have alrejidy said, deserve all sympathy but this should also be kept 
in view that the amounts spent should really go to them and accounted 
for with a ])roper check u]) and th(‘ lands re(iuisitioned should be fallow 
lands and not lands which are under cultivation or mango gardens. 

conclusion, I would not discredit the (joverumeut but would re(|uest 
them to b(‘ more vigilant in their task of administration, keeping in view, 
especially, the upliftment of the nation and lor improving the lot of the 
general mass by less taxation.

8J« BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: Although, Sir, the Finance Minister’s 
Budget Htuieinent is east in his custoniarv mould, y«‘t There is a 
significant change in the tone this >car. A note of pessimism — almost 
of frustration — sweeps throiigli many jmrtions of the statement. For, 
apart from the traditional declaration of one’s faith in the future ot the 
country, tliere is an increasing awuiriuiess that there is sometliing wrong 
with the Slate of West Bengal. There is, for exam])le, a recognition 
by the Finance Minister on page 48 of his statement of “our deficiencies”, 
on page bO of the possibility of having committed mistakes and taken 
hasty decisions, on ])age fVJ of a growing sulleiinc'ss on the part of tlie 
middle classes which bodies ill for the country, on page 53 of 
corrujition in forms hitherto unknown in the country having made its 
appearance at almost every stag<‘ of our jmhlic lift*, and on many a page 
of the high ho]K\s that were roused after fret'dom being sadlv belied. 

It is exiremely unfortunate, Sir, that the b'inance Alinister, owing to 
his ill Innilth, could not bring to bear his unrivalled financial acuimen 
and sagacity on the many financial and economic problems of reconstruc- 
tion of the State after iiuh'iiendence. In truth, thi‘ stati‘ of the finances 

of this State since indejiendence has been in the position of a 

forlorn orphan child. Unable, unfortuately, to be looked after properly 

by an ailing mother, it found itsrlt entrusted to the care of a foster- 

mother wlio was lo'cselt busy with her own babies and could give it but 
Btep-niotherly attention. That is why, Sir, we have not been able to 
take — if 1 nia\ (piote an expression from l\svchology — a gestaltic- view' 
of our problems. We have lorgottmi that the whole is not a mere adding 
up of th(' compoiuuils but soimdhing more, and often have we al.so been 
bogged by claims of separate units and have not sorted them out in their 
proper places by a reference to tlie whole and complete structure that we 
intend to raise. 

Ijct us for a nionient. Sir, ex'ainine our inheritance. We inherited 
in West Btmgal 35 {)er cent, of (he territory, 35 per cent, of ihe popula- 
tion, 54 ]a'r cent, ot the reviuiues and 47 per rent, of the expendi- 
ture of undivided Bengal. On this basis, of the revenue reeeipts 
estimated at Bs. 3‘J erores in U)4ti-47 in undivided Beng'al, the share of 
West Bengal would have been 17^ erores, that is excluding Central 
assistance. Of the expenditure including Central assistance of about 52 
cnires in undivided Bengal in 194G-47, the share of West Bengal would 
have been 24 *4 erores. Today, Sir, our revenue as per the estimate of 
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1951-52 is Rs. 33 crorea, and it* the income from the proposed motor 
vehicles tax is included, it will he nearly Rs. 35 crores. Thus from 
Rs. 17*3 crores in 1946-47, the revenue has now mounted to a (Mdossal 
figure of nearly Ks. 35 crores. From the point of view of revenues, 
Partition has decidedly been of great advantage to West Bengal; and the 
Question naturally arises as to what we have done with this in 
tne matter of improving the condition of the peojde. Admittedly, Sir, 

nothing very much; yet it is .strange that the Finance Minister should 

claim that this Government have over tin* three velars changed the 
structure of the j)uhlic finance of the State, that more mom'v is being 
spent on nation-building departimuits now than used to be dorn* in [)re- 
Partition flay.s. Sir, it is not true that our rt'venue is not far behind 
wliat it was in l*re-i)artiion days. On the contrary, as I have stiid, it 
is fur ahead of that N^or i.s it true, as the I'inaiu'c ^finister claims, that 
we are spending today more on the nation-building dei>artmetit-s 
than we u.sed to do in pre-partition days. Thus, on nation-building 

departments the estimated expenditure in 1946-47 was Bs. 14 cror«‘S. 
The figure for 1951-')‘J is Its. TJ crore.s. On non-nation-building dcpjirt- 
ments the e.stiinat(‘d expeinliture in 1916-17 wa-^ IN. 9-1 rreres; in 1951-5‘J 
it K Its. 16 3 crores. 'fliesi' f.iel'. do not substantiate the claim of the 
Finance Minister. What the Finance Minister has done jirobahly has 

been either to eonipare actuals with estiiuat«‘s as he has done in another 
(■ont(‘xt at l)age 16 ot his statement or he has mi.xed up capital and re\enue 
exjituiditure in drawing the comparison. And neither <d these practices 
is (luite fair. Sir. if w(‘ I'ould maintain our level of exfiendilure on 
the })re-pa rt It ion level, then we could bava*. I'ven alt(‘r allowing e.\[)cndi- 
tun* on the nation-huilding departments on the pre-partil ion basis, 
another about IN. ‘36 crores for additional expiuiditure on ameliorative 
work. 'J'liat we have not been able to ilo so is a sad leilectimi on tlH‘ 
handling ol our hiiaiiei'S. Not onl\ that; we .should Ikim* tint her tried 
to ellect as mueb eeonomy in administrative e()st as jiossibb*. You may 
have noticed. Sir, tliat Jhmibay Government will liav»‘ idfectial a 
saving (d nearly Its. 3 crores in the ensuing year’s expenditure. Of 
this amount, invirly IN. 2 crores an* made np bv relreiiehment ami 
another Rs. 76 lakhs by way of reduction in travelling and contingency 
expemses. Sir, it is often argue<l in extenuation of the pre.seiit state of 
affairs that the country has to ta<e un[»reee(h‘iited |)r(d)lemH ,sim*(‘ 
independence. No doubt that is true; hut it is li'gitimate to ask as to 
what has been the rejiereu.ssion of tliese jirohlems on State finances. A 
free country has to incur a huge expenditure on Defence and Fon'ign 
Relations, hut these do not affeit State financtis. 3’ln* higg<‘ht and the 
most difiieiilt internal problem is that of the refugees, lien* also thi* 
financial responsibility devolves nj)on tlie f'entn*. I do mit tbink. Sir, 
that the State Government has spent over tlie last three \ears on refugecH 
more than Rs. 3 or 3i crores fr<»m out (d its r>wn funds, lias tin* pndilem 
then, Sir, of law and order become so mueji more fliliicult 
today than it was in 1916-47 wlien we also experienced tlie (lah*utta 
hoha'aust. Ifave my fnenrl Sri J\oli liasu and his friends becoim* more 
active or restive today than they were in 19-16-47? Have wc not, Sir, 
to cater to the needs of one-third of the territory and one-third of tlie 
population; and have not. Sir, our resources increased beyond our 
expectation? In what way then have things in their bearing upon the 
finances of the State become graver and amiter today than they were in 
1946-47. Bear in mind. Sir, these considerations as well : After 
Partition, we started ho far as our debts were concerned practically with 
a clean slate except for a loan of Rs. 3} crores from the f’entre to pay 
up our dues — our portion of the dues of undivided Bengal to the Reserve 
Bank. Our debt to the Centre at the end of the current year will be 
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Rs. 21-4 crores and at the end of the ensuing year Rs. 40 crores. In 
addition we will have a public debt of another Rs. 2 crores. Of course, 
of this indebtedness about Rs. 18 crores are accounted for by the River 
Valley Projects. The whole position, Sir, may be summed up in a 
question. As compared to the pre-Partitiori days, with no unforeseen 
or extra financial liability, with one-third of the territory and one-third 
of the population to look after, with revenues doubled and with 
a debt of about 42 crores in place Rs. 2A crores, what shall we have 
achieved by 1951-52 in terms of the material well-being of the people? 
I doubt very much if a satisfactory answer 'will be forthcoming to that 
question and whether history will not record that a great opportunity had 
been sadly missed. Some confirmation of this doubt is also probably 
to be found in the Finance Minister’s statement that whereas on page 51 
he asserts that our problem is chiefly an economic problem, yet 
he concludes his long statement by a peroration in which he emphasizes 
that the reclamation of the human spirit must precede and not 

follow our efforts in any direction. Unlortiinately, Sir, it is forgotten 
that the human spirit in a famished framework oflers an intractable soil 
for reclamation and jjrobably onl\ fruitful for iiiy friend Sri Jyoti Basu. 
An impartial examination of the financ(‘.^ of this State over the last three 

years, Sir, leads hut tf) this conclusion: tliat we have missed a great 

opportunity, squandered our resources to an appreciable extent, considerably 
mortgaged out future and made th(‘ task ot future n‘const ruction more 
difiicult. 

doming now. Sir, to the many sp(u-ific ])r(d)Iems to which the 

Finance Minister refers in his Budget statement, and even if I were to 
confine m.\s<df to only those concerning thi.s Slate and not the whole nation 
and other nations, 1 nuilise that you will not and cannot allow 

me sutficient time to discuss all those things, 1 will, thm'cdore, confine 
myself to one of them only, nam(d_\, the ndugee ]ir(d)lem. But betore 

that, Sir, 1 want to say just a few words on a subject on which, both 

individually and in m\ representative cajiacity, I am specially interested, 
namely, the probhums of iiidustr\. You will rcunemlx'r. Sir, last year 
1 made a suggestion that the nann* of tin* Department of Industries — 
Industrie's may be changed to Industries — (’ottage Industries, as that 
would have moro a]»pro}U'latcly dc'seribed tlie function and sco])e of this 
departinf'ut . 1 yt't hoj>e that riov(‘rnmt*nt will acce])t that suggestion. 
All of us who are in trade and commerce* know full well that we cannot 
and do not get much assistance* from the (iovi*rnment. Our main 
difiicult ies are “raw materials” and “finance”. In respect of raw 
materials (loverniiK'iit could do but little and has done even less. In 

resptH't of finance*, they probably could do mu(>li, but has done* practically 
nothing. All that has bt'en done, ha.s been to set up a e*ommittee to 
enquire into^ the* de'sirabilit\ of seating up a “Slate Industrial Finance 
Corporation’ . This n(>t only fedlows the time-honoured jiractice of 
setting U]) a (‘ommitte*e to shelve the* issue* luit is also u huge joke, which 
businessmen, in their present preulicament. are in no mood to relish. 
When many coinmittee.s and maru" coniniis.sions have alre*aelv recommended 
in favour of establishing such an industrial institution, when the 
Centre as we‘11 as many State Governments have already establisheel such 
institutions, what \m>u 1(1 you say. Sir, of the great ingenuity of our 
Government in now setting up a committee to enquire into the desirability 
of establishing such an institution? Sir, may 1 e)fl'er the Government a 
suggestion in this matter? I have no doubt' that this committee or any 
other committee will report in favour of establishment of such an institu- 
tion. But I doubt very niiicii if the Government will have 
sufheient funds and technical personnel to run this institution eftiriently 
and properly. A much better procedure would be to utilise some existing 
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commercial bank as agency for the purpose. We have recently seen the 
birth of a big Bengali bank by the amalgamation of four Bengali 
institutions. I suggest that this bank may be used to serve as an agent 
for distributing industrial finance on condition that the Government may 
guarantee them against any loss, say, from 5 to 10 lakhs a year. 1 believe 
this procedure would be more economical, more businesslike and more 
beneficial to the business community. 

As for the refugee i>roblem, Sir, it is admitted on all liands that the 
treatment of the refugee problem has been far fmm satisfactory. The 
East Bengal refugees have, I believe, reasonable grouml to feel that 
they have been badly neglected compared to tin* treatinent that lias been 
meted out to their hapless hrethren trom Western Pakistan. The total 
number of refugees from Western Pakistan uj) to dOtli Noxcmbm-, lOoO, 
was 50 lakhs and from Ka^tern Pakistan Jll o lakh>, i.e.^. alter making 
allowances for migrants who have sinct* returned to tlu'ir original liousi's. 
Of dl *5 lakhs from East Ih-ngal, ‘Jd laklis are in Wi>st Bengal. So of 
till' total iiuniber of (lisplac(*(l persons, nanndy, .^1 lakli.s, laklis 

01 per cent, are in West Bengal. The total (’(Uitral ('xptuid itun‘ on 

refugees up to the end of the current >ear will he about 111) crores and 
the share of West Bengal will be about 15 crores or I believe Id 11 per cent, 
only. It may be arguinl that the number in West Hmigal has been 
inflated liy the influx of la>l \car. Let un then b*a\e this out of account 
for the jiresent. The -Inly IDP) ctuisus rev(*aled that tlu*ic were 11 lakhs 
of retugi'cs in \\5'st Bengal who Inul come during 1!)IS. The total (Vntral 
exi»enditure (»n refugees up to dlsf March, 11)51), was about 70 crores and 
the share of West Bengal was 5 crores or a littli* over 7 per cent. onl> . 

Let us now' firoceed to an examination of the prohlmn of rehabilitation. 
The most important naturally is that of resetthmieiit on land. If wo 
assume that 70 ])er c(’nt. ol the migrants are agricult uri^^fs, then the 
figure for Western I’akistan would be about 35 lakhs or 70 per cent, of 
51) lakhs and the figure for W est Jfengul w'ould he 10 lakhs or 70 jicr (*i*nt. 
of 1^3 lakhs. Now' out of the 35 laklis of Western Pakistan refugees 0'20 
lakh families or d,l -.‘J lakh persons hav(‘ ])e(*n sidthai on land up to 30th 
Noveiiiher. 1950, i.e., M.S per cent, of 35 lakhs. In West Bengal 1 '47 
lakh iamilu's or 7 '3 lakh pcr.stms hav(‘ been s(‘ttled on land that is 44 
per cent, of 10 lakhs. There is \ct anotlier .significant diffenuKe. As 
regards refugees from Western Ihikisfan, most of them have* been given 
land on a r/i/^rv7-]»ermanent basis at tlie rale 8-3 acres jier l.iniily. In 
West ]Ieiigal the refiigiM's have got either 5 or 3 hif/Ims per family. 
Further, much of the re.settlement in West Bengal has been effected on 
private and mig'rants’ lands and such n'scttlcnnuit accounts for m*ailv 0'7 
lakh persons. The (luestion naturally arises a.s to hw inmh of this 
resettlement can be reg'arded as tdfective ami la'.fing. 

Sir, let us g’o on to the otlier tyi>es of rehabilitation. Here an* certain 
other interesting comparative figure^ ndating to what has been done for 
displaced persons from We.st Pakistan and I'.ast Biuigal. All these 
figures relate to the jieriod up to 301h NoveinlxT, 1950. ITider the 
sclieme of housing for urban displaciul persons, total iiiiinlier of houses 
built is 31.751; that for West Bengal is 1,153 or t3 0 ]>er cent, of the 
total. During the same period total number of tenements built is 32,900; 
for West Bengal it is nil. The number of urban disjilaeed persons from 
West Pakistan accommodated in houses and tenements is 2 *02 lakhs; for 
West Bengal it is 5,000 only. The total number of houses under construc- 
tion is 10,929; in We.st Bengal it i.s 1,100 or 10-5 per cent, of the total. 
The total number of tenements under eon.struction is 9,290; in 
West Bengal it is only 300 or 3 2 per cent. Out of the total of 7*0 crores 
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granted as rural loans West Bengal’s share is 2*1 crores or 28 per cent, 
of the total. I am happy to say, Sir, that this figure is fairly satisfactory. 
Total loans given to displac.ed students under the Urban Loan 
Scheme are oOvl lakhs, out of which We.st Bengal’s share is 10*9 lakhs 
or 20 per cent, of the total. Total loans paid by the different State 
Governments under the Urban Loan ScIh me for distribution as loans to 
displaced pfTsons is 1 lakh ^15 thousand; West Bengal’s share is Rs. 10,000 
or 7 per cent, of the total. Total of the amounts paid by the Rehabilita- 
tion Finance Administration is 197 lakhs; We^t Beugal’s share is 
31 lakhs or ir)'7 per cent, of the total. Total number of displaced persons 
trained in the training and works centres run by State (iovern- 
meiits is 20‘39tJ lakhs out of whi(di West Bengal’s share is l,7ti0 or per 
cent, of the total. Total inimber of disjdaced persons for whom en»})Iov- 
ment was found hy the Kmployment hixchang(‘s is 1 o.S lakhs out of 
whi<h the refugees in W'est Bengal account lor only 14,000 or 9 per cent, 
of the total. If tliere has been such a wide discr{‘pancy in the treatment 
met(ul out to the East Bengal refugees now in West Bengal and the 
Wi'st Fakistan relugees s(‘Uled at other j)la<*es, the (^ue^^tlon naturally 
Jirises as to wli\ this siiould have hetm so. L it the fault ot our Govern- 
ment or is it rlu(* to th(‘ unlair and un^MiipallHh le treatment of llie 
(Vntral Government? Did our Goveinmmit prepari‘ and lorn aid to the 
(’entral Government complete ndiahilitat ion sidiemi"' and ask for neees'^ary 
linanee and \^er(‘ their leipiesls tuineil down? I am not (piiti* sure. Sir, 
that this was so, particularly wIhui oin* compares the Imdgeted and the 
netnul expeiiditiiri's incurred (Ui ridugi'es finance<l h\ loan< from tlie 
thuitral Govu'rmiienI . In the year ]fM8-4th tin* re\ l'^(‘(l budget estimate 
was 127 lakhs but the* actual was ml. In lOIO-btl. the budget estimate 
was (iOO lakhs; revised estimate was 300 lakh" and the ailu.il was also 
300 lakiis. Ill lOdO-bl the budget estimate wa-s dOO l;ik)is and levised 400 
lakhs. Why is it, Sir, that the ri'vised estimati* is lowi'r than the 
budgc't estiniati' and the mtiial low(*r than the revised estim.iti' in the case 
(d' e.vpmidri lire on ridng’ce rehabilitation ^^h<•rea^ the op]>osit(' tnuid is 
iiotieeabb' in eonneetion with many administrative (‘Xpenses? 

In the <‘onte\t of wdiat is now sisui to have been dom* lor the refugees 
it is probul»l\ no wondei that wliat is popularly called tlie S(|uatters Bill 
should roust' serious misgivings in the minds ot tlie relugees. If the record 
of the Government in the matter of their n liabililat ion is what it actually 
is, till' I'efugees eaiimu possiblv be blamed if thev cannot re})OM* mueh 
eonfideiiee on Gov ernnierit ’s assiiranees ol providing- them with alternative 
ueeomniodution. i'iven if altm nativa' aeeomniodation is proviib'd lor 
them, it wouM probably be in places when' tlu-v will liavt* no means of 
earning their li vi'lihinul and also pi(d)<ib1\ at the exjienst' ol finding 
any aeeomniodation at all lor tliosc who aie not srpiattors. Not iinreason- 
alrlv thcrelorc refugees, whcllicr sijn.it tcr> or not, are greatly 
jierturbed and are very agitated. I jijrprcciate. Sir. that privalt' rights 
arc invidvi'd here. But the atmosphere i'< "ureharged and iiri-g-nant with 
uglv jiossibilities. I hope and trust that tin* Govi*rnmenT will realise the 
implications of thi' whole situation ami will movi' with the utmost euutiou, 
symjuithy and uuderstandiug. 

Sir, of late we have seen in this llou'^e a lively iut(‘rest in the history 
and the happenings of the new countries, Russia and Uliiiia. I must 
congratulate my friend Sri dyoti .^Basu on his ability in provoking 
inquisitiveness among all sections o£ thi.s House in these countries wdiieb — 
dims he liope or believe* — is the first stef) in the jmocu'.ss towards conversion. 
Mueh of the discussion, at least on the political plain, shows, if I may 
borrow an e.xprc^ssion of my leader, u lack of perspective. For, a 
conipamon between a democratic and a com^nunistic country is not on 
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all fours. Expressions have not the same meanings in both countries. 
Russia, for example, believes in a classless society. What is virtue witli 
her, namely, liquidation of what she would call j)arasitical clenu'Uts in 
society, is a crime with us for we believe in the liberty and freedom of all 
sections of people. What again is virtue with us, namely, the trceihun 
of action and as the Russians would say, freedom of cx|)loitati»)n of all 
classes including the propertied classes is a worst form of i rime with the 
Communists. 

But there is a very significant jmint in all this discussion. The vast 
mass of humanity — ordinary man and woman -is mtt inlejcsted m 
abstract conceptions or forms of Government hut only in what a Govern- 
ment assures him in terms ot liis niatciial wcdl-bemg. Wliai lie a|»j>rc- 
ciates and undtTstands arc <\SNentiall\ the ccomonic tacts ot life 
— food, chdhing, shelter, education, cm])loymcnt, piovi,>inn Idi- old age, 
etc. Unless, Sir, 'W(‘ can begin to j>ro\ idc tor tin-x* things, unless th(‘ 
common man fiads that tli(‘sc things an* Ixong providi'd ti>r him -not 
certainly all at once but in a manner wbndi is at least compi-idicnsibb' to 
bim -uub'ss wt‘ can do this, J ;»m afraid, we sliall not Ik* clb‘cli\(dN 
resisting my triend Sri .lyiUi Hasu ami iim irituids. It is (imo, Sii. that 
we took lessons fiom the (‘veiitlul history of the world which is unfoiding 
itselt even hcfoi'c uur eyes

8 j. J. C. GUPTA; Mr. Siieakei , Sir, no doniit we have |:rf>i jKiliticai 
freedom but we are laceil witli a .^lialteicd economy as a ic'-iill of two 
eenluncH of foreign exploitation. It a])p<Mr'>, befoic they left, (he 
Briti.shers vi.sualised the grim and dark future awaiting this counirv. 
bereft of food reserve, with uml»"\a*loped agrnulture and industiN and 
ennu'iuted man power. On aeiount of (h*ailh as well as of iiigh pnees 
of tin; essential commodities ot hie it is hut natural, when the enp (d 
misery is full, jieojile will have dissatisfaction all round. People hopeil 
that with the end ol the foreign rule all their tr<»uhles and worries will 
disappear. They expected inueh from Congress which fouglit and warn 
for them the p(»htieal ireedom, hut the world eiisis. the insurmountable 
difficulties due to Partition of India, the unpreeedeuted refugee ami 
rehabilitation programme, the Kashmir war, the trade h.irner ami hreak- 
dovvn of tradt' between India and Pakistan, tin* Korean war, tin* natural 
calamities one after another and the rommunal and Iwoder tifoihles m this 
Slate, have all stood irT the way of j)ea< eful jirogiciss and the realisation 
of their hopes ami asj»irati<»uH. Hut we imi-'t not allow ourselves to he 
subdued by the ealanutiefi that have overtaken us. Sir, we in this House 
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have a higher refiponsibility and an onerous task to discharj^e as represen- 
tatives of the people in such a distracted state of affairs. We must not end 
our deliberations by mere fault-finding and expression of resentment. We 
must do more than that. We must try and suggest ways and means to 
lessen our difficulties, if not to overcome those altogetlier. Those who are 
shouldering the responsibilities of Government and tliose who are outside 
it hav(* all got to put their heads together and shoulder the task of bringing 
succour and relitd to tin* suffering masses. We must tackle the problems 
with a grim determinalion e(jual to this desperate situation, and then alone 
we shall be discharging our responsibilities to those who have sent us here. 

How to restore this shattered economy inherited by us and mainly 
caused by forces beyond our control? 

()ur immediate and main problem is to solve the food shortage and 
build up the necessary food r(*serve. For some time past 1 have felt 
mor{; int(*rested in measures to imprr)ve food productions than anything 
else. 1 have gone round to see the irrigation schemes son»e small ones — 
und(Ttak(*n by the Department of Agriculture and some bigger ones 
undertak(‘n by the Irrigation ])(‘partment. The other day I went to see 
ili(* Mayurakhi I’roject to get a first-hand knowledge of its ])rogress. 

Irrigation schemes, big and small, must have top priority and deserve 
intensive (dlorts on the part of (iovernmeiit and active interest and co- 
operation of people in g(‘neral. 

1 noticed during such visits that completion of some projects was 
delayed tor want of labour. For <’()m])let ion of such essential jirojects 
local efforts and co-operation should be tortheoming. 

To remove want of food we should, all act'ording to our means, grow 
vegetables, fruits and other edible artides a.') mui h as jiossible. 

Some membeis have suggested that abolition of zemindary alone can 
increase food production and solve food jiroblem. We an* committed to 
abolition of zemindary and we must effect it But you know that in some 
States Acts Jibolishing zemimlar> have been passed but Courts 
have intervened and restrained tin* enf orci*m(‘nt of tin* ])rovision till 
their deeffiion. There are oth(‘r compli<ations to be solved. 1 suggest 
there should be a e<)mmittee of this H(»use to devise ways and means to 
surmount the difficulties and ensure the abolition as early us possible. 

But tiie mere alxdition of zemindary will not yield any result unless 
simultaneous steals are taken to remove the difficulties in the way of the 
tillers in imiiroving production. 

Under the existing land tenure s\stem fragmentation into uneconomic 
holdings is a drawback to be remedii'd. Insufficitmcy and weak plough 
cuttle prevents pro])er and ileep ploughing. Want of proper and sufficient 
manure has to bt* removed. here is also need for ini])roved seeds 
Seeds, manure, and in some cases even plough and cattle are su]»plied by 
tenure-holders. Simultaneous arrangements must be made for providing 
these along with the abolition programme. Then again machine plough- 
in#j;' can be introduet*<l if large (\>-operative Farms are brought into 
existence. Tlie <*ommittee I have sugge.sted should also ])lan and provide 
for these, so that we may derive full benefits from the alwlition. 

So much for production; now regarding procurement, 1 am happy to 
find in the light ot criticism over the (lovernor’s address the Ministry has 
already issued instriK'tions n(»t to procure from those wlio hold less than Iff 
hi if has of land. 
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The defects and hardship entailed in procurement could W jrreutly 
obviated if the work is done with the co-operation of tlie ])iiblic and on Iho 
basis of proper statistics. Here 1 have a suggestion for consideration of the 
Ministry. 

There is an agricultural union assi^tant, T believe, in almost all the 
unions. He should submit re])ort when the lantls are ploughed and next 
when the sowing is done and again ulien the crops shoot up and lastly 
before harvesting. Promotion oi these union assistants should depend on 
their efficiem y in this matter. 

These union assistants should be asstieiated with the jiroeurenient work 
and they will st'i* to it that sutlieient an' lett with cultivator and not 

taken away as has Ixaui the coniiilaiiit in ‘ionic easo on tin* tloor of this 
House. 

I must say that T disagna* with those who aihocati* (h'control »>f food 
while tlu'H* is an admitted shortages The poorer pt'ojile are bound to 
suffer theieby. 

AVhile shortagi' continues decontiol is not the nail solution for the 
defects and sliort-i'oinings regarding distribution. Here again, Sir, tin* 
renied\ lies in public co-o]ieratioTi. AVlum Sri Charu ( handra Hhaiidari 
was Mini>t(‘r-in-ciiaige, he in\ite<l public lo-ojxu at ion in the matlter ot 
distribution. After laboriousi\ wcuking tor over a niontli and att(‘r 
pr(dong(*d di.scushion with various repre‘'<*nt.it ives of the jiublic belonging 
to dihett'iit paities I diew up peoples’ loinmil lei'^ lor the letaincd area 
representing all parties. 

But 1 regret this work of ours was nullified pist when it was going to 
start work. Tin* then Cliiet MinistcT and the then (’hud W’liip only knej^’ 
W’hy this was jireveiited. 

The Ministry slu>\ild have no hesitation in allowing tin* represent at ivi's 
of the jieople to wliicliever party they may belong t«> sbari' the lesponsibility 
in ensuring inojier distribution ot eontrolleil food and essential eommoditn^s. 

I will refer to another important matter in eonnection with tood 
production. It is the jioor healtli of the cultivators gern'rallN in West 
Bengal. Everyone knows that due mainly to malaria sometimes they 
cannot till, wi*ed and even harvest their paddy Many depend on Santals 
and other hired labour which may not be available in ]uo]ier time. 

lienee then* is the urgent need of mednal aid in rural aieas and of 
rural public health units to jm-vent illness among tin* cultivators. I have 
liKiked at tlie Medical and Public Ileaitii Budg’ct <*s1imates ot the \ear. 

At pages 1<S and tin* development ]>rogramine is given. I suggest 
that hesidi's the 4, 10 and 20-he<ld<*d hosjntals ami o(). bedded hospitals in 
the thana area, mobile units ft»r malaria eontiol and tor treatment slnmld 
be organised to help the ailing <iiltivatois, and there slnmld he 
dispen.saries with proper sto< k of medn nn* in the unheallltv rural area. 
And to hasten the estahlisliment of thesf* thing.s. I .snggn*st that tin* 
Director of Health Serviee.s. if not the Minister, shouhl gft to these 
unhealthy jihn’es, select an area and start tin* thing. 1 am sure some 
houses will be available to start the dispensaries there. W i* must ]>roperly 
look after tin* Jiealth of the tillers ot the soil in the interest of our food 
production, it not on humane eonsi<]eration. 

Sir, I also suggest that the kaviraji*s amongst the refugees should be 
allotted to the rural areas as quickly as poH.sible. 
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High prices of foreign medicine, the brisk business in spurious drugs 
necessitate the encjouragement of indigenous medicines and indigenous 
system of treatment. There is also scope for extension of homeopathic 
treatment in rural areas. 

I am glad to be informed by the Hon’ble Chief Minister that the 
medical students and graduates will be made to devote some time to the rural 
areas. It is a very good thing. 

Sir, I have been an optimist all my life. Though the prospects seem 
gloomy I have faith in my countrymen which 1 do not want to lose at the 
fag end of mv parliamentary career. If we tackle the problem fairly and 
squarely, we shall soon be out of the woods. 

Sir, condition of (diina — our great and ancient neighbour — was more 
desperate than ours only the other day. Many members have told us 
about Cliina’s present achievements. I wish my eyes were well enough 
to enable me to read and know all about the present activities and real 
condition of (niina. We may wdtii great advantage adopt w'hat helped 
them fo overcoTiK' their difficulties. 

Sir, 1 request the Mini.strv to invite co-operation of all irrespective of 
their party atliliat ions in the matter of food and I api)cal to all to offer 
their activi* help in this 7 natt(‘r at l(‘ast. Food must be placed above party 
politics. Let us make an all-out effort and w’e shall succeed.

•ther iilaces in the world in the Budget and not about West 

Bengal and yet he sjicnt (piite a good deal of time mentioning about the 
liicoim‘-tax Commission Iteport wdiich had nothing to do with \V^‘st 
Bengal. Mr. .I>oti Hasu was very critical, lH*<ause this Government had 
tal\en money trom the ( .S.A. as also machine tools and othei helj) Irom 
TJ.K. He paradccl the wlndi* of the Chinese h]^tor\ Indore us as also that 
of the Sovi<d Cnion in order that he might hand ovi*r to us the nature 
of administration that is going on in China ami what a hiuivtui that jilace 
has becojrte all tln‘ same forgetting that even the ('him‘se Government, 
before they started their regenerated production sidiiune, had borrowed 
large sums of money, not trom C.S.A. or C.K., but trom Soviet Russia. 
So, if you go out of your lountry for other countries, say, for 

study, etc.., what logic is tlnu'e in saying that w'e cannot go to othm* 
countries for help in eoniieetion with our jirodiietive s( hemes, ele.i^ And 
also if other countries can go tor help to other countries why cannot this 
country do tin* samcr' Sir, vvt‘ have b(‘cn ratluT at a disadvantage In'cause 
tile Opposition had gone on talking till about an hour and a 

halt ago and so it is ditlicult tor us to meet all the charges that liavc been 
levelled at the Ministrv. 'I'here is, however, oni‘ advantagi* and that is 
that all tin* Opposition speethc'^ have luaui cast in one mould, they have 
repcatf'd the same arguments ami not only this time hut also during the 
discussion of tli(‘ Ooviu'nor’s address. As usual, they begin with capitalists, 
caiiitalism, hlackmarketing, smuggling and so on and so fortli, and that 
the Ministry are their associates.

That caiiital might be wealth in the j)li>siral sense of the 
term, but it might be also wealth in other senses. Mv friend Dr. Ghosh 

is known to he an hoiu'st man and a great follower of Mahatma (rundiii, 

and that is his lapital, heeau.se he has inflnenee over hi,s fcllowmen 

through the capital which he pos.sesses. I happen to he a doi'tor and I 
do say without being vain that 1 posse.ss a little knowledge of the art of 
healing and Uiat is my capital and in that sense I call mvself a cajiitalist. 

A labour union leatler is a capitalist because he uses his intiueiu'e and 
power to lead or mislead the labour in order that he might get his influence 
and power extended over his fellow-beings. Sir, a great poet by 
bis works influen(‘es men not only of his generation but of successive 
generations, and that is bis capital. 1 kiuTVv of a great author who before 
be actually produced bis hook, before he aeiuallv got the hook from the 
publisher, had sold o(),000 copies. That is not only capitalism hut a kind 
of fatha business in a sense, yet we do not call this capitalism. The wdiide

Janab Syed BADRUDDUJA: On a point of order, Sir. If a parti-

uproar). 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Badrudduja, please don’t lose temper. The 
Leader of the House is always entitled to a (juiet hearing without interrup- 
tion. That has been the eonventiou of the House all along. If there is 
any relevaney or irrelevaney, you should leave it to tin* Sjieaker to <lecide.

Tht Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, 1 refuse to ])ro(ced 
unless th(* word “noii'^eiise” is wi thd ra\\ n . 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: On a point of ordi'r, Sir. Th(‘ 
Hon'ble Niharendu Du It-Mazumdar, in the midst of in<eiTui»l ions ma<le 
by certain lionoiirabb' member in this House, called him “viper”. Is the 
word “vi]»( r” in relation to an honourabb* member ol this House 
pari ianii'nt ary r* 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 do not think the word used is parlianlentar^ , but 
at the sanu“ time 1 am sure the Leader of the House is entitled to an 
uninterru|)1ed bearing. 

(At this stage there was a loud noise from both sidi'S.) 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Therefore, Sir, the only 
point about (apitalisrn is that what is called mab'vidmit cufutalism and 
also what is calb'd benevfdcnt capitalism. Kven in the (Diinliy about 
which Mr. dyoti Hasii v, ;is crying cloipient the otlier da\ thi* recent 
develojmient of small capitalist eleinenls is not at all daiigerou.s. Sir, a 
distinction has been drawn between the monopoly ami buieafratic element 
of capitalism and capitalism in general which includes tlie niiddh* and p<‘tty 
bourgeois. Therefore the whole point is, to what extent (‘apitalisrn it 
used as a power for malevolent purposes. If a man has got musele power, 
he is a muscle capitaliist. If he crushes anotli(*r person, he is to bt 
condemned. But if he protm ts tht‘ weak from the opjiression of another 
person, do you , call that bad capitalism? Ther(*fore it is the 
objective of the word “capitalism” that we have to think of. It is no use 
simply saying that these are capitalists, these are black-marketers. We, 
the Ministers, are called capitalists, and we are told that the Ministers 
6 
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associate witli capitalists. Sir, at any rate we associate with them openly 
but 1 know of many peron.s who in the open blame the capitalists but in 
secret go to the capitalists to get a little of their money. That is what I 
call a two-faced metbfjd of expressing a particular point. 

Now, Sir, the que.stion that was raised by my friend Dr. Ghosh. I 
am glad to say that Dr. Ghosh and Mr. Dimal (’omar Gliose really touched 
the Budget, hut olhers were talking < utside the real problems 
that arose out of the Budget. My friend Dr. Gho.sh has said something 
about th(‘ revised estimates, and he raised two questions. One que.stion 
is, why should your n-vised <‘stiniaies he aliove tin* original estimates? — 
did not you realis(‘ that there would he a larger ex])t‘nditure on some items? 
The S(‘cond <|ues(ion is, why did m»t you take the jiennission of 
the Douse hefore you (‘.xceeded tin* orignal budget estimates? Sir, I 

will give you one example. Take the police budget wliirli is a hardy 

annual, for discussion jmrposcs. Tin* ])r)lic(‘ budgel for this vear sbow.s 
that tli(‘re is a ])rovision in the revised estimates, of o<S lakhs of ]iij){*e.‘« 
above the original e.sfimales. 1 wani to niakt* one jioiiit clear. The 

r(‘Vis(‘fl estinialc is onl\ an ('sfiniate and not an expi'iidil wre. It i.-s an 
(‘stimatc* which is ba.sed on I Ik* actuals ot .S or f) nionilis rif the 
year, and on cs(ini;it(“ ior the next -t or 4 months. Tin* si'cond point is 
that this c.xtra exjicnd iiurc uas alrcaiiy }>rovided for in tin* supplementary 
estimates wliieh the A.ssemhly passed in the last session in 

S(*pteiriher, HloO, As regards the items uhieh in* questions as to Avhether 
tiu'Se could not he visualised, the items are the (|U(*sti()n ot n'intoree- 
mt'iit of (laleutia Armed 1‘oliee by additional battalion and enijiloyment 
of Bihar Military Police in (kdcutla. When tlie Budget ot DtoO-")! was 
framed in .lannary or February and jiassed In the Assembly, who on 
earth did know (hat there would he a liokx au«^t whic li would necessitate 
the fiirenthening (d the police force and the borrowing of jxdiei* force 
from other provinces? Therefore, Sir, it is not a corri'cl thing to say that 
tluTe was no r(‘alisation of tin* fai-t that the revised estimates would exceed 
the Budg(‘t estimates. 

Sir, the next item about which he spoke was about the refugee problem. 

I had referred to this (juestion when 1 was .s]>eaking in reply 
to the dehati* ou the (iovernor’H sjiecch, and I mentioned the fact tliat 
there was a talk h(*t-wecn me and Pandit Nehru in who h he expressed 
Burnri.se that this thing had }ia{>pen(*d that the (iovcniment before I came 
in had given him tlo' impression that there* was no u'fugce problem in 
Bi'ngal. 44iis statement of mine has be(‘n cliaraett'nsed h\ Dr. GliO"]) 
UB a blow below the' belt. Sir, I want to jilaie* betore the Assembly, the 
rt'levtiii jxtrtion of the «iis( u.ssioii that took jdaie. t »n the lUtli Dt'i'eniber. 
Dtl7. tin* yiolicN with regard to tin* refug«*eK was dtdiiu'd h\ the then West 
Bengal ( io\ ei'iiineut . and ()n the PHh of .laiiuai N. a ttdegram 

was reei'ived fiom Ni*w Delhi asking foi nifoi mat ion reoaiding the total 
number of rtfugees in eam])s aided b\ t lovtu nim'iil , tlo* iiumber 
ill t)ure!\ piisati'lv mauitaiued lamps ami the number residing outside 
camps, and also regaiding i!k‘ (,i]>il:il expenditure ineiirred so tar on 
relief of refiigei's and the lefurring monthly expeudituit' : -^eparati* figures 
for refugees in W’estt'rn Pakist.in and Ikc^lern Pakistan should be 
supplied; broad ih'tails about the ili'^jiersal of Fast Bt'Ugal refugees. 
namel\ , details of camp*^, scales i>t rations, and other kinds of hel]) that 
had he(*n rmiderv'd to the evacuees, and whether evacuation wa.s still 
continuing, and if .so. in what way. 

Sir. that was the telegram that wins received by the then (u)vernment 
of We.st Bengal. To this telegram a reply was sent by the Government 
of West Bengal on the 2'2nd January, 1948, just one day before we 
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actually took up our Ministership. This re])l\ was shown to me l>y 
Pandit Nehru. 1 spoke to him about the helj) to East Bengal refugees 
in March, 1948, and it was referred to by my friend Dr. Ghosh, as if I 
have said something which was not correct, lit* f>uid, he had talks 
regarding the matter with l*andit Nehru, Sardar Patel and Mahatmaji. 
The last two persons are no more with us. 1 shall quote a few sentences 
from the letter of the !:2‘Jnd January, 1948, from the Government of West 
Bengal, to show that the statement 1 had made was (‘orrect. In this 
letter it is said in respei'l of the East Bengal refugees that the ])olicy of 
this (jovernment ha^ so iar been to a\oid taking an\ action as 

might in any w;iy maW* the artual ndationshi]) between the two Dominions 
to appear more straiiKHl and neanT the breaking ]>oiiit than it 

really is or as might indnee or encouragi* a large number of memhers of 
the minorit> community in that proviiu'e to leave tluur hoiiu's and in 
respe(*t o1 tho.si' already lu‘re to do anything that would ap[M‘ar offering 
immigiant faeilitie.s lor ])ermanent je.sideiice in West Ihmgal It is 
estimated, however, says the h*ltei, des})itt‘ tiu' attitude adopted h\ this 
GovernnuMit, hi'tweim S to 10 lakhs ol Hindus have arrivtal in W’est 
Bengal since duly, 1017. With regaitl to the miquiry made in tlu* 
teli'gram, it is said that no at curate liguri's art' a\ailahle for the reason 
that tljCM* iminiorants in \\’est Htuigal lia\e not Ihmmi nsjiiired to n'gister 
thmiisidves a'' ‘•utli. dliis ( mi\ ei .iiuenl > \ leu ha'' h«‘eii that an\ nii’asure 
lor rt'gistratitin would undouhtedl\ have le<l to an imreast' in 
influx into W(‘st Ihnigal as sindi nieaNiire would inesitahlx he itilerpn'ted 
as indicating tins t itu eriiimmt \s intentitm to plan for residt hnnent or, on 

the analogy oi the n'gistration selenne o])erat('d h\ tlu* Governimmt of 

India, might raisi* lio]u‘s tliat this ( io\ lu niueiit was lontemplating ri*gister- 
ing ill respect ot |)ro])(Tt,\ left Indiind or lost in Pakistan. So far the 
immigrants in general ajiptsii to ha\t‘ means of their own ami no large- 
seah‘ ladief has yet Ikmui iound luM-evsary or ofVer-(*d to them. Small 
groups of (h'stitiite ])(*r.sons, howevt'r, are Ixung assisted hy ( iov(*rninent 
and (joveniment-anh'd ageneif's as fidlows, 40(1 h\ Governnumt and olKl 
by Government-aided centres in (hileutta and 1,800 outside f’alrutta. 
The hitter goes on to say that it ma\ he assumed that thousands of 
iinmigrants are at jiresent dejicndent in varying degrees on relatives and 
friends tor su})})ort. As source’^ of jinvate eharits heeome exhausted, 
Go\eriiment proMMon lor leliet will he e.xtended and more ramps opened 
UJ). 


Sir. on tin* 17th daiiuaiw, a letlrr was written h.\ tlu^ Prime MinistrT 
of India to whudi 1 ga\e a iepl\ on liie ’dtilh whuh i*, germane to this 
point. M.\ rep]\ wa^ given threr* davv uftei I had taken o\<-r rdiar-gr*. 
The letter of the Piinie Mini^tm eommunieatr-d that the Pahiiiet Suh- 
committet' mentioned h\ him would erm^idei tiie prohlem rd Siml .uid 
East Puiijal). 1 suL:o(■^l(■,] tliat this roiumittia' should also tal.e up the 
ease oi hast Ihmgal leiugrs’s, I aperoatlirf] tlu* Prime Minist'U’ in March 
lie failed to understand wh\ I had wiiiien •'Irongly alxuit hiasi Ihuigal 
refugees tliK'c days after taking* otiirc whin the {ue^ious Go\einment had 
in tlu'ii letter siioot^sjcO that it woiihl he i na jijiropr lat e to deser ihf (he 
people from East Bengal as refugi es and ordinarily the ])rohIem did not 
exist. I rep<*at a^ain (hat J (ml\ marh* the statement la-t tinu* in r<‘pl\' 
to Dr. (ihosh s stateimuit saying that the pics(*iil fiovernnu nt was not 
doing everything needed tor the East Ben-al refuger-s. 

Sir, my frien<l Dr. (iliosh has toP] about statistics and lie tri'ul to 

show that my quotation about Gladstone was iiicorreft ami with great 
glee he reported to us wdiat everybody know-^ — everybody eonversant with 
constitutional hi.story of Englamr know's— that Disraeli had uttered thosn 
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words on the floor of the House of Commons. What I said about 
Gladstone was from a speech which he delivered in Birmingham — it has 
nothing to do with Disraeli either here or there. 

I wanted to show one point of my friend which mentioned the questjon 
about transport. One point that he made was that in the transport 
scheme which we have started, there is no provision for payment of 
insurance and I expected Dr. Ghosh, ha/ing been in charge of this 

province, to know the rule that Government vehicles are not insured for 
the V(;ry simple reason that 'when Government has a large number of 
vehicles, it does not pay the Government to invest in insurance 
because, after all, the law of averages works. If 1 have got only one 

house or if 1 have got only one car, it is better for me to protect myself 

against any loss and that is done by j)ooling the contributions of other 
persons possessing the same kind of article, but in the case of Govern- 
ment this is not so. But even assuming that he was correct, I had 

enquired from an Insurance Company as to how much h(‘ would charge to 
insure 155 single-decktu biisc's and '10 doubh^-decker bus(‘s and the figure 
h(‘ gave me was Us. 47,000 a ycair. II you look at the figures wliich leave 
been ('irculat(id, I think it was nut didiheraiely i)ut in in the 
form of a balance-sheet because the audited accounts were not available at 
th<‘ time when thi^se figures were eolleetial. If ^ou look at these figures, 
you will find that in the depreciation account of this > car Us. 8 lakhs has 
bemi jirovidcd and Us. 18 lakhs has been provided for the next \t‘ar. 
This is in addition to th(‘ amount that has been set apart for maintenance 
and ri’pairs. I)epre<Mation is calculated on this basis — in the case of 
buses 20 per emit., that is to say, one bus ceases to opcTale at tin* (md of 
5 years. Everybody knows and our (‘xperts tell ns that at the end of 5 
years, tlie bus has still some value and, therefore, we are amply protected 
against any damages that might occur to the buses and so* we do not 
consider it neeeasary to insure these buses. 

Sir, the next (piestion that has been raisi'd !>> him and others is that 
there has been increase in expenditure. There has been increase in 
expenditure in the Secretariat staff, there has beim increase in expendi- 
ture in police, there has been increast' in expenditure in education and 
so on and yet iu‘ said why should there be such an iniTeasc of (‘Xjumditiire 
in the Secretariat? Sir, when you have new departments opimtsi, wlien 
you have a new Uelief and Rehabilitation Department oi whicli half the 
cost is borne by the Provincial Government so far as the office staff is 
roncerneil, when you are opening up new departmiuits for edui'ation, 
Secondary hducation Board, whi*n you arc (vpening u]) new departments 
under roads and various other road transports and irrigation, it is 
essential that for every new dcvelo[>mt‘nt the number of officers has to be 
increased. At fht' sanu' time, during (In* last year there has been increase 
for t\\o reasons. AVe have increased the pay scab' of practii'allv every 
otHcer. This has l>(*en long over-diU' ami this was the first time after the 
Partition that we took upon oursidvt's not merely to find out the set-up in 
each partii'ular department but also to find out what salary each 
individual of the (h'partment will get. Therefon*, it is nothing very 
unusual to find that tliert' is an iniTcase in expenditure. Sir, if you do 
not do anything, if you remain static, if you do not develop in any direc- 
tion, naturally you do not require any officer. But, at the same time, it 
was our duty not merely to ojieii up new department-s. not merely to 
appoint persons to carry on the administration of these departments, but 
also to find the ways and means for iTt^H^ting such increased expenditure. 

Sir, he has talked abmit police and he said crime has increased, it is 
^ State but it is a police State. Sir, crime has increased — 

may be — crime has also increased in other parts of the country. There is 
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one point on which I support my friend Mr. Zaman when he said that it 
is not the duty of the police alone to stop the crime. When I was in 
London two years ago, I happened to go into the Scotland Yard and I 
was surprised to find that 73 per cent, of the total cases of larceny, etc., 
were apprehended and arrested not by the police but by the people 
themselves. Therefore, Sir, if you only depend upon the police for 
avoiding crimes, it is a different matter altogether. But at the present 
moment we have to provide for increased cost of police. I do not want 
to pursue this matter further, because I shall have an opportunity of 
discussing it when we are talking about the police budget. 

In the case of education. Sir, he says that there is a chaos. I do not 
know what is the cosmos of the Education Department. When you aro 
developing, it is bound to a poor outsider to look as if we are absolutely 
upset and there is no system there. As regards the dispersal of students, 
he said that there are only few \\ho are really refugees. I do not know 
what statistics he possesses. Only a few days ago, I went to Asansol to 
see one unit of the dispersal H('lien)e, t(‘<dinieal schools. ThtTi' ar(‘ 1(»() 
students; of them only three belong to West Bengal, and the rest belong 
to East Bengal mainly from Daeea, Noakbali. Chittagong and MMiien- 
singh. I understand my friend tlie ilon'ble Mducation MinistiT says 
that 88 per cent, are r(‘fiig('p students. He aKo nomtions about, “imalical”. 
That means increased cost of the Medical Sitvk'cs. Yet wdiat has 
happen(‘d? Nothing has happeiHMi it semus to me. What is the basis on 
whicdi such statements are niadi' I do not know. 

My friend .s.iid tliat tli(*n* an' no proxHOit ions for blai'k-maikstm---. 1 
have here a thing wlinh I shall ]>ursue fnrtht'r when 1 get a cliame to 
speak when cut motions are taken up. 

Dr. P. C. GHOSH: On a point of order. Sir. JI(‘ has said that 1 have 
said that there have been no pros<M uti«)ns. 1 havt‘ not said that. I have 
only said : Nobody lias been round(*d up undcT tin* Previmtive Dettmtion 
Act. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: That is no point of older. 

The Hon’ble Dr, BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: My honourable friend 
will get a ehance to sjieak when the police budget is taken up. The total 
number of persons against whom eorruption and ‘blaek-marketing were 
detected, so far as the West Bengal Enforeenitmt Branch is concerned, 
without Oalcutta, is 8,043; number of jiersons convicted f),r>40. In the 
case of Calcutta, the total number of ])<*rson.s wlio have been detected 
is 5,023, and the total number of piTsons convi( t(‘d is 4,021. 

As regards the food problem, I do not want to go into this matter. 
My honourable friend, the Food Minister, has already said quite a great 
deal, and I visualise that we shall have to say a great deal more before we 
finish. 

One suggestion my friend Dr. Ghosh made is that if this type of 
expenditure continues, it will lead us to insolvency. I do not know 
whether he is a student of economics — [lossibly he is — but one thing 1 can 
say that whenever there is a productive expenditure if there is also a 
provision for meeting that increased expenditure, that institution can 
never go to insolvency. If you think that by “insolvency” it means 
that your ideals are higher and more progressive than actual acdiieve- 
ments, then I plead guilty to the charge. No human institution which 
claims to represent the good of the people can be really good 
unless the ideals always go in advance of the actual reality. As you go

and reach towards the ideal, the ideal recedes. That is my view of what 
a humane institution should he. I do deprecate the use of the word 
“insolvency” in this connection. The West Bcuigal Government started 
with a negative balance as was said bv Mr. Binial Comar Ghose on loth 
August, 11147. It is expanding in all directions including the police. 
How has it expanded ? By increasing the resources of our revenue. Let 
it be said here and now that although the vV'est Bengal Government used 
to contribute and still contributes 40 per cent, of the total income-tax 
realizable from Bengal, the Hast Bengal contributed, at the time of 
the United Bengal, merely Rs. 40 lakhs out of the 0 or 7 crores of rupees 
that used to be realised. We tised to get, out of the total income-tax 
pool before the partition, Rs. 21 crores, whereas now it has been reduced 
to 13J per cent. Even when we are cut down in that fashion, in spite 
of all our prot(*8ts, in sfiite of det(‘rinin(‘d efforts that we made to restore 
very nearly tin; same jiroyjortion as is given to Bombay with almost e{jual 
population, with almost (‘(pial incom(‘-tax income, we were denied that. 
Yet we felt that we sh<»uld not stop our development projects. 

Then, Sir, there is another point whicli I cannot liut mention. 
Before the Partition {*ame, in BMti the Bengal Government along with 
other State Governments were ask<*d to give tludr yilaus lor development 
in every provinci*. Bengal, at that time, was givmi an allotment of 
Rs.* .(19 crores. When the Ihirtition came we were told: “since your 
area will be one-third, you are entitled to get only 27 (Tores”, ami we 
have secured 8 or 9 (Tor(‘s altogether, and the GovtTnmeni of India grant 
has stopped. But what happened was this. W<^ had undertakem various 
development projects winch were sanctioned by the (jovcTiiment of India 
before the Partition, and we could not .stop the progress of such develop- 
ment because they were devedopments which had been acet‘pted as jiroper 
projects by the Government of India. And therefore all w(‘ could do 
was to gird uyi our loins and try to find out oih(‘r sources of levenue. 
That is how in syiite of d(‘})leted finances you find that we hav(‘ gone 
on with our irrigation programme, that is how we have gone on witli our 
medical programme, that is how w'e liave gom* on giving educational 
facilities to the people of this province. 

There is anotlicr jioint w'hieh T sliould nuTition here, because I must 
take the House into my confidence — 1 want to share my ideas and my 
thouglit with }()u — and that is that even loans for tlu'se capital projects 
have not been granted by tb(‘ GoviTiiment of India for very good reasons. 
So far as we art‘ eoiieerned, we do not agree with their view, but still 
we have got to abide' by their dt'eision. The only two loan projects that 
they have sanetiom'd are tlu' Mayurakhi projeet and the Damodar Valley 
project. No otlier loan projects have been sanetumed. Take, for 
instance, th(' North' (^aleutla Electricity scheme whndi was start(*d some 
time in 1940. We havt' got to carry on with provimdal budget, because 
neitlier loan nor grant is available, although the scheme is sanctioned 
by the Gov(‘rnmeiit of India. Take the question (T transport. No loan 
was available from the Government of India. Take the (lut'stion of 
increased fish supply. May I correct my honourable friend. Dr. Banerjee, 
and tell him that the two steamers are jx'rft'ctly safe. Nothing 
has hapiiened to them, except that tloTc was some temporary difficulty 
w’ith regard to the supply of ice. What I want to sav is that these 
projects are in our opinion essential for the development of our province, 
and we cannot get loan.s for those projprts. There is also a difference of 
opinion possible. I need not go into the details of what otliers have said, 
becaUvSe I feel there would be enough opportunity for us to meet [lartieular 
charges, particularly those instances of (‘(irruption, malpracti(‘es or 
whatever the gentlemen responsible might tiiink of it, or charges against 
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this Ministry, because we know that the same ar^^uments will he put 
forward later on when the question of discussion on the different items of 
the budget will come in. 

Sir, I will end by making a general observation. I have heard from 
various quarters from persons sitting opposite the appeals which they have 
made, namely, that we should take note of the writing on the wall. This 
appeal, Sir, is a pathetic one. One of the members, danab Abul Ua^hem, 
said : “You know the elections are coming. It is time tljat you be alert 
and rehabilitate yourselves before the voter’*. 

Another friend said, “beware, because the deluge is after vnT', and 
a third friend said, “the pill is bitter, why t*oat it with sugtir and make 
it look pleasant. Your nemesis is inevitable, beware”. IVlio (’an resist 
such pathetic appeals? Is the situation as bad as is (hqiicted? Who are 
the.se critics? What constructive work lies to their (Ted it? 

Addision said once, “It is ridi(‘uloiis for any man to criticise the 
work of another if he has not distinguished himself b\ his own ptTform- 
antes”. It is easy to criticise another but ditlicult to apjireciate him. 

There is no doubt that in this countrx tnda\ there are differen(‘(‘s oi 
opinion as to the nudhod in which administration is to he conducted, as 
to the broad principles on the basis of which Government should 
work, as to the system according to whic,h taxes should be rais(*d and 
money should be sfient. Such differences are noticed (*ven amongst those 
who had been erstwhile colleagues in th(‘ fight for Ireedom. It 
is understandable that such differences in outlook should appear as soon 
as the country settles down to do some constructive work. When it was 
a iiHTe question of opjiosition to a common enemy, there was unanimity. 
Peojile of divergent ojnnions gathered together under one banner to 
eliminate the outsider. That has been tht* (‘X]>eri»’nc(‘ in otloT (’ountries 
also who have obtaimnl freedom. It le, therefore, not difficult to under- 
stand that there .sliould be jxTSons in this As.s(‘ml)l\ who rt’gard 
the Budget as wrongly framed, and, based upon an outlook with which 
they differ. It is open, therefore, to any p(‘rson to say that a particular 
measure of imjirovement, method of priKliiction, method of carrying on 
the administration, under particular circumstances should he of a different 
type, but, as 1 liave said above, such (Titicism in order to be h(‘alihy 

and lu’lplul ‘'liouid he tioni lho.s(‘ who have distinguished thems(‘lv(*s by 

their own periormam es. But the speeches of the Opjiosilion that we have 
beard for the last few days have been more or less based on one thing. 
They have assumed that th(‘ present Government is corrupt, that the 
present Government is di.shoni’st, that it is undeja’iidahle, that it is so 
self-int(M’<’sted as to iorgt't tlie interest.s of the country and to ]Mish forwaid 
their own jier.sonal gri’cd for jiower and position and, there*] ore, it is 
natural that, having made that asMimptwm, evci yonc oi the spcakiM's’ 

intention was to put the blackest hut* on the administration that prevails, 
and, in order to do .so, tlie easiest target has been to raise tin* i.ssm* of 
capitalism whi(h, in their view, is synonvmous with black-marketing, 

incom(*-tax (*vasion, smuggling and various other forms of malpractices 
and anti-so(’ial activities. 

I have ther(*fore come to the conclusion that the .speeches which I have 
heard for the last Uiree da vs have been more or less political spe«*ches 
made for the purpose of deluding the unwary and, in order to ijiakt* the 
delusion still more effective, they have used vague words like capitalism, 
black-marketing, anti-social activities, etc., which seem to he a very 
attractive way of shirking one’s responsibility. My friend, Zaman, ha.s 
triifxr “While we mav cnndeniTi others about their methods and 
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activities, have we ever stopped to enquire about ourselves”. If we 
question ourselves whether we have changed at all since the achievement 
of independence or whether we have not still got the same whimping, 
cajoling and subservient attitude that we all possessed when faced with 
difficulties before achieving our independence. After all, the administra- 
tors, the police, the rneii who work, tiie Government, are j)art 
and parcel of the community. A friend of mine used to say — If you give 
a man j)Ower, he is sure to abuse it unless one or two things happen, 
namely, unless he is a superman or unless public oi)inion is so strong that 
he (lares not abuse the j)Ower. Therefore, before we criticise 

others, let us l(Jok inwards and decide whether by mere declamations in the 
Assembly Ilall, we are going to cure all the ills of the administration. 

There is no doubt that we have started the career of administration 
under v(iry great difficulties. Our men w(*re not trained as administrators, 
many of the officers having still the (dd outlook of things. We 

have to begin our schemes of development absolutely from scratch. 
Events have haj)p(Ui(‘d both in this country and outside which have made 
the task ev('n morc^ diflicult. JVobody is so blind as not to see that tliere are 
def(‘cts in this administration, as in all human ai'tivities. As I have 
said b(‘for(*, so long as we art* working in an Inmest fashion, we can afford 
to neglect criticism. We can afford (‘ven to ignon* tlie stat(*ments made 
in the liouse that we do not poss(‘Ss the confidence t*ither of the Hindus 
or Mussalmans, On om* occasion tin* Thr(*c Tailors of 'Pooley Street 
claimed to represent Kng'land. Similarly, m> friends o]»])ositi* claim to 
know the country and reprc'senf its views. It not nierly by rejieating 

something which is not true that we ('an makt* falsehood a truth. By 

im3r(*ly rt'peating the saim* slogan that tins Ministry is associated uith 
black-mark('ting, smugglers. eapitalists and anti-social (‘li'inents, you 
cannot fool all {leojile, Ji is said that one can fool some people for all 
times and all jieople for some time but not all people for all timi'S. You 
may feel elated at trying to hoodwink the people, but tlu'y will find us 
out — everyone of us — not by our speeches but bv our aetiou^ and deeds. 
The mystery wall be solved by the ballot box at tlu' m'xt geiit'ral election. 
1 hUve declared hefon* and 1 repeat it now that I and my Ministers can 
rest confidently on our achievements in the jiast and a careful reading of 
the Budget and the facts and figures pre.sented will eonvinee any right- 
thinking person of the corre('tne8s of the position we have taken. 

I am not perturbed at the volume of abuses which have been hurled 
upon US but, when I hear these deelamations, I ask myself the question — 
what is it that has led thes(* frii'iuls to iiurl abuses ^ Is it merely a 
political game? Sir, it is said that on one (x’casion a great prophet to 
whom reiereiK'e w'as made regarding' sinners and maladministrators, said, 
“He who has not sinned, let him pelt the first stone”. That is, of course, 
a spiritual approach to human problem. Several hundred years ago, King 
Henry VIII started a pogrom against the Priest and Priesthood and a 
contemporary poet wrote the following in regard to it — 

“Tt'll me, my muse, what monstrous dire offence 
Could a Christian King incense 
To such a rage? 

Was it luxury or lust, 

Was he so temperate and so just?” 

To all the critics who have taken up the functions of censorship, I ask 
the same question. Are they perfectly happy about the position that 
they have taken upP Do they feel that they are so free of ghilt as to 
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merely recognise and deplore the guilt in others.^ All I can do is to 
repeat a Greek saying “They have said what say they. Let them say”. 
Let these critics shout their loudest; meanwhile we sLall go on working 
our hardest” Amen!

SItaikh MOHAMAD RAFIQUE: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I appreciate the 
feelings of my friends who have already spoken. There is no denying the 
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fact that le((islations in this House have been rushed through with the 
result that there have been many inherent defects in the laws that we have 
passed. I quite appreciate their feelings for the thika tenants because there 
had been cases of suffering of those who had been occupying a land for a 
pretty long time but who were asked to vacate by land-owners who took 
advantage 6f defective laws. At the saiAe time, Sir, I may say that there 
are also cases wdiere the thtka tenant has Liisused his i)rivilege and has 
given endless trouble to the owner of the land and where the land-owmer 
has to sue the tenant for arrears of rent in courts w'hich are notorious tor 
prolongation of civil suits. It takes sometimes 3 to o years to get a decree 
for the realisation of the arrear rent. The rent for the period of litigation 
naturally accumulates and even when the land-owner get^ a decree through 
(!ourt to his surprise lie finds that the hut had been sold to somebody else, 
some years back. 

Sir, if the rioverninent decides to amend the Act. I hope it will t^ee that 
sutlicient jirotective jirovisions are made for the owner of the land to get 
the rent he is mititled to. 1 think Dr. Banerji will agree with me that a 
tenant is nioriilly bound io pay rent to his superior landlord by the loth 
of every month. If the rent is not paid by the tenant to the landlord 
tliere must be some rmnedy for realisation. The mover of the resolution 
says that the tenant should be given the ownership of the hut and the 
tenant should he empowered to sell the hut ev(ui if a (h'cna* for rent is 
pending against him. If there is a decrei* against the tenant and if by law 
that hut Vieeornes unatiachable by the decree-holder, how is that money 
to be realised by the landlord? 1 hope Dr. Banerji will tell us wdiat other 
romed\ lies with owner (‘xcept that of attaching the hut of the tenant. 

Sir, the tenant of the liut also sublets his huts to another sub-tenant 
and realises a very )ieav> rent from tbe sul>-tcnant After llie I'artition 
these thika tenants are reaping a very good harvest from the incoming 
refugees. Of course the mam owner does not grudge it so long as he gets 
his rent, but tbe Corporation values the hut and land together, and the 
figure of assessment sometime is ‘JOO jier cent, of the rent of land. 

The ia^es on the land and the hut are j)uid by tbi' land-onwer with the 
result that wliereas the tax on the laud is only five rupees, tlie tax on the 
rent realised by tbe tenant comes to something like oil or (10 rupees. And 
as both the taxes are paid hy tbe owner of the land, it becomes very 
diUicuU for \mu \u realise tbe liabtucA's of Ibe taxes from tbe thika tenant,. 

1 hope, Sir, if amendments are to be inatle in tbe Thika Tenancy Act, tbe 
Hen'ble Minister in charge will see that prevision is ni:i(b* tluit (\)rporation 
taxes for huts are paid by tenant directly to the (Jorjioration. The oceujners 
or tenaiiis shouhl be liable to j)a\ taxes on the earnings of the hut and 
the ow'iier of tlie land .should be made liable tu pay taxes on flit* rent be 
realises for the land. That is, I think, a very fair and just proi>osition. 

Th(' postponement of hi'aniig of rent suits is jiroverbial. Arrangement 
should also be made in the Act that the trial for realisation of the rent 
suit is speeded uji, and a ca‘<e whicli is instituted in a law court does not take 
more tliau two months or at the most tlirce mouths for final disposal. If 
the owner of the land goes to court for realisation of one or two years’ rent 
of hustcr and if it takes four or five years for the final disposal in tlie court, 
he loses seven or eight years’ rent. Some provision should be made in the 
Act to give him a speedy remedy where the rent becomes overdue. 

Sir, under the Rent Control Act -a tenant has to deposit, simultaneously 
every month during the institution of ejectment cases, the rent in the court 
with the result that no rent becomes arrear outstanding after the institution 
of the case. If similar provision is made in the Thika Tenancy Bill that 
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as soon as a case is instituted in the court of law for certain arrears, the 
tenant must deposit every month the rent with the court, and if he does not 
deposit he will have no locua standi in the court of law as a tenant, and his 
case would be decided ejr 'partc. Disposal of rent suits takes pretty lon^ 
time, and it is fair that the landlord should get the rent durinjj the period 
the case hang's in the court of law. Sir, provision should also be made that 
a thika tenant will not be allowed to sublet a major portion of his structure, 
because whereas the law should give benefit and privileges to a f/iika tenant 
to enjoy tenancy at a nominal rent for land, he has no right to become 
a miniature landlord. After all. the landlords aie supposed to be extorting 
high rents from tfie tenants, but when a thika tenant becomes a miniature 
landlord he also falls in the category of a tyrant landlord. So while he 
should be gnen all the privileges under the Thika Tenancy Act. ln‘ should 
not he allowed to sublet a major portion of his accommodation as is provided 
under the Rent Control Act, and the moment he sublets a major portion of 
the hut he (eases to bt* a tenant. J want that they should have all the 
piotectioii ot the law that it can possibly give to the thika tenant, and if 
it IS llo' (IcsiTc ot I lie mover permarnmt rent based on fixed jieriod can be 
fix(‘(l ])er roffah in different localities, but at the same time ample safe- 
guard should be jirovided that li the tenant fails to jiay the rent he shall 
forfe’t all hi^ right which the law jirovides tor him. and the land-owner can 
take possession alter sevtm days’ service of notice. Sir, w(' are trying to 
improve th(' eit_\ ot Caleiiita and these husttrs are really a nuisance. I tliiiik 
the l»evst })ropo>ition which Dr. Ifanerji ('an j>ut before the Oovernment is 
to ac(]uire tlu'se lands and (Construct houses for the middle class and ]ioor 
peoplt' tliereon. This will remove all h(mrf-buriiing and the land-owMier 
will g-et ^ome money while tenants wdll get good at'commodatiou at cheaper 
rates and living conditions will improve. Sir, it is no use keeping these 
bustas in Calcutta This matter has engaged attention of all the prominent 
citizens ot this g-reat city without any remedy. 

Sir, 1 would like to .support Dr. Baiierji, but I exiiect that while jiressing 
for ('lianges in the Act he will no doubt extend tln^ same coiisideraiion 
to the land lords for the realisation of their just dues as he would to the 
tenants for uilawful ejeidmciii. 

The Hon’bie Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Mr. Speaker, 

Sir, I rise to rcplv to the debate which has been just eom'lud(‘d. Virst ot 
all, I shall try to answer tin* ]»oinls that have fieen raised by my friend, 
Mr Charu ('h.indra Jfhandaii. He has (juestioned the adiujuacy of the 
dctiriition of "liusicr tenant’* and he has ]»art ienlarly referred to the 
definition of "thika tenant” as given in section 2 of the Act. Wlnm, Sir, 
so many fd).^eI•val ions liavc hcen made on this jminl I think I .should begin 
with (pioling the definition of "thika tenant” as g-iven in the Act: — 

'Thika tenant’ means any person who iiridcT tin* system ('ommonly 
known as 'thika\ 'thika masiV, 'thika masik uthandT, 'thika hasiiT 
or under any other like .<y>^tem. holds. wh(*tlH*r under a WTitten 
lease or otherwise, or has }>ecn recorded in any reeord-of-rig'lits as 
holdings under the title 'dakJuiI hasatkaT or other like apjiellation, 
land under another person and is, or but for a sptM.ial contract 
would be. liable to pay rent at a monthly or at any other 
periodical rate for that land to such other person and has erected 
any slructure on such land for residential, manufacturing or 
business purposes and includes the successors-in-interest of such 
person.” 

It should be easily understood. Sir, that it is no logical definition. It 
is a description as wide as possible to include all sorts of persons holding 
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lands under the thika tenancy system. Now, my friend Mr. Charu Chandra 
Bhandari is under the impression that because the word “system” has 
been used, therefore the person has got to prove the system. My reply is 
that he has not got to prove the system at all as a person to be classed as 
a l/iika tenant. Here he has only got to say and substantiate that “I am 
a tenant coming under any of these classes”. It is for the court to say on 
the evidence adduced if he is so. He his not got to prove the system at 
all but certain particulars. He has got only to prove that he is a (kika 
tenant because of certain facts and the court will decide on the basis of the 
evidence tendered in each case whether he is a t/iika tenant or not. The 
so-called definition has been made as wide as possible by referring to all 
sorts of tenants and tenancies that may come under the general description 
of iktku tenant. Even other ‘‘like ajipellations” have been referred to. 
Therefore, the definition or description is not a narrow one at all. It is a 
very wide definition. Charu liabu has made a constructive suggestion, he 
says. What is the constructive suggestion P It is to define a /Jitka tenant 
as’ a tenant who lives m a kusfee because the word ''husUe' or “hut” has 
been defined in the Cahmttu Municijial Act. Now, Sir, does Mr. Bhandari 
know or does he not know that in the fmstte ureas in Calcutta there are 
many tenants wlio are liolding other kinds of monthly tenancies.'^ 
(Shaikh Mohamad Hafiqtte: Why are nou addressing your own party? 
They are convinced.) (Laughter.) Because I am dejiendent on their 
votes; tlierefore 1 have got to convince them. (Renewed laugliter.) 

Sir, in the hu.sfcr ar(‘as in (\ilcutta tliere are tenants of many and various 
categories — monthly tenants, yearly tenants, tenants holding under term 
leases, etc. Ilow can you then define that any ])ersoii who dwells in a 
bnstfc must he a fhikn tenant? He may have taken on a definite contract 
a lease from the lessor; how can you give him the jirivileges or place him 
under the disability of a ihiku tenant? 11c may he a moiithh tenant or a 
yearly tenant under the Transfer of l^roperty Act. How can you treat him 
to be a thika tenant? Therefore, the short-cut my friend Mr. Bhandari 
has suggesteil is not w'ell founded and surely <loes not ap]H‘al to ii'i. In every 
case, wherever a iierson in a law court claims any protection he has to prove 
that he is entitled to that protection, that he comes under the category of 
persons wdio are entitled to protection under the particular Statute. That 
18 an elementary principle of law and that has got to be adliered to. Take, 
for instance, the case of the M.L.As. There are certain privil(‘ges which 
are claimed by M.L.As, Now, if any of these ])rivileges is infringed be 
has to ])rove that he is an M.L.A. and if he cannot prove that he is an 
M.L.A. how cun he chum the privileges attached to the ])Ositioii of a 
member of the Legislature? It is up to any person who claims any protec- 
tion under any Statute, not simply under the Calcutta Thika Tenancy Act, 
but under any other law he has got to prove that he comes under the defini- 
tion of tlie law, that is, he is one of tliose person.s wliom the law intended 
to protect. Sir, that disposes of my friemi’s arguments. 

Now to come to Dr. Bunerji's resolution. Reference has been made by 
JDr. Banerji in his resolution to certain specific points. Dr. Banerji s 
resolution of course begins with the statement tliat the Thika Tenancy Act 
is defective. MTiy? because it has failed to give relief to thika tenants. 
That is the general proposition with which he has started in formulating 
his resolution. But does not Dr, Banerji know why the Thika Tenancy 
Act was passed? Yes, he does know but he may now say, “1 have chosen 
to forget all those things which ha^^peued when I was with you, but I am 
entitled to advance new arguments now that I have left you”. That is a 
diflierent matter, but, Sir, the Thika Tenancy Act was passed as 
l)r. Banerji knows to prevent the eviction of a large number of thika 
tenants as a very large number of eviction suits were pending against 
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them. And the Thika Tenancy Act did succeed in this purpose, because 
since the passage of the Thika Tenancy Act the number of eviction cases 
has come down tremendously. Therefore, I am not prepared to accept the 
preamble of his resolution that it has failed to give relief to thika tenants. 
It has given relief to thika tenants and if the proof of the pudding is in the 
eating thereof, well, Sir, the Government may well claim that it has 
succeeded in preventing the eviction of thika tenants at the will of the 
landlord. 

Sir, let me refer to the cases that have been referred to bv Dr. Banerji. 
The case of which much has been made, the case reported in 58 C.AV.^\, 
t>40, the judgment of Mr. Justice Mukherji, well, Sir, tliat was not the 
case of a thika tenant at all. A monthly tenant went before the court to 
have the protection under the Act. He wanted the Act to be misused and 
therefore he did not succeed. Now, Sir, what was tlie case about? In 
this j)articular suit the fact is — I am quoting the judgment — “there was a 
lease, dated 1st July, 1982'* — not a century-old lease at all. “That lease 
was of the northern portion of a plot of land situated at premises No. 285/1, 
Bowbazar Stnad, Calcutta.” “It was a lease for at first a fixed 1(1 years 
with o])tion thereafler on the ])art ol the les.see to exttuid the lease* for a 
further period ot five years.” That is all and that is why the defendant 
did not suceoi'd in claiming })rotection under the Thika Tenancy Act. It 
was not a case of thika tenant at all, but. Sir, reiereni'c has been made to 
an observation of Mr, Justice Mukherji about hasty legislation and all 
thosi* tilings. It is not for nu*. Sir, to criticise any of the n‘niarks of a 
Judge* of iligli (5)urt from hen* but. Sir, I can onl,\ (juote tiie observations 
of the Chiet Justice and Mr, Justice Banerp*!* in another casi* in which a 
jiaiticular Judge took upon him.self to criticise tlu* policy of legislation and 
to criticise the l(*gi>lature. On ajipcal the (’hief Justici* and Mr. Justice 
Banerjee made the following obMer^atlon: “The necessity for an enact- 
ment was a matter lor tin* legislature and of course involved questions of 
policy with which the Court had no (‘oncern whatever. The dut\ of a 
court was to administer the law as it tound and a court exce(‘d(*d its duty 
and really usurped the right of the members of tlie l(*gislntiire if it critiiusod 
the existing law.” I have nothing more to add on this jioinl. 

Now, Sir, l(‘t me turn to the s}a*cific jioints that have been raised in 
the resolution of Dr. Banerji. The first jioint he has raised is iilisence, of 
any time-hmit for the payment of arrear rents. Sir, [ believe Dr. Banerji 
did not consult the jirovisions of the Act at all, or it la* did, he must 
have forgotten the provisions altogether \\hen he draft(*d the resolution. 
There i.^ a time-limit. Sir. Jf }ou turn to section 12, you will find thi'n* 
stated “any rent or instalment of rent payable by a thika tenant shall be 
paid, where there is a contract in writing in this behalf between the landlord 
and the thika tenant, within tlie time fixed in the contract or, in tin* alisence 
of any such contract, by the fifteenth day of the month n(*xt bdlowing the 
month or period for which the rent is jiayable”. So, Sir. there i.s a definite 
time-limit. 

Sir, let me not forget the point rai.sed by Mr. Cliarii Chandra Bhandari 
in this connection. He has suggested that there sliould be a time for pay- 
ment after the decree or order was made. Sir, that provision has been 
made. Let us turn to section G which run.s thus: “Every order made under 
section 5 allowing an application for ejectment of a thika tenant on the 

ground that he bas failed to pay an arrear of rent shall sjiecify the 

amount of the ‘arrear and of the interest, if any, due thereon, and no such 

order shall be executed if that amount, etc are depo.sited wutb the 

Controller within thirty days from the date of the order”. Sir, the thika 
tenant is entitled to deposit the rent and to have the order for ejectment 
reversed. So there is that provision. 
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Then, Sir, the question that has been raised by my friend Dr. Banerji 
regarding the provision for the eviction of tenants for the purpose of building 
on the land or otherwise developing the land. Sir, he has misstated the 
point. 3’he ijoint that he has made out in his speech is this: that there 
should be no eviction on the ground that the land is required for the purpose 
of building or for the purpose of developing it. Now, Sir, that ground 
cannot be deleted in the case of husstees in '’'alcutta. In Calcutta people are 
suffering from shortage of houses. Offices are suffering from shortage of 
accommodation. Therefore, what is necessary is that the hustecs should, 
us early as j)Ossible, be converted into either residential houses or into 
offices. If you take away that provision, for all time to come you will 
condemn those lands on which the hustccs are situated at the‘ present 
moment to be Inistrcs for ever. Can such a provision be made in the 
metropolis of the Stater^ Calcutta may yet be called the capital of the 
whole of India from the point of view of trade, industries and commerce. 
Is it jiossible to make such a provision in Calcutta that husfecs must continue 
to be /jusfces for all time to corner^ 

Let me jiroceed, Sir, to the tliird point, namely, the alleged provision 
to make the landlord owner of any structure erected liy the thika tenant 
atter (Ejectment has been orderinl by any comjietent authority. Sir, the 
thikd tenant is allowed to take away his structure. If the thika tenant 
doi‘s not abide l)y the order ol the court or if he does not remove his 
striudure, then to wliom the structuri' is going to belong? You may say 
that th(‘re is no such provision in the Act. But that does not prevent him 
from doing that. In one of the cases the High Court ordered tliat a month’s 
time slioubl lie given to tlie tenant to remove his structure and if he does 
not abide by the order of the cf»urt, certainly tlie structure will go with 
the land; you cannot prevent that. That is tlie general provision of the 
'rransler of Property Act also, I believe. 

Then comes. Sir, the provision of interest at the rate of six and a 
quarter jau* cent. ]»er annum on arrear rents. That is the usual provision. 
I'liat ])rovision has betui made in the Bengal ’renanc’y Act and all other 
similar Acts — arriairs of rent carr\ b} pm* cent, inten^st. Sir, section 23 
clearly states that the arrt‘ars of rent. will carry an interest at tin* rate of 
SIX and a (luarter per (*entum per annum. Probably my friend Dr. Banerji 
did not at all read sei'tion 23 before drafting his resolution. 

Then comes the last point in Dr. Banerji ’s re.solution, namely, jirovision 
should be made for enhancement of rent at the rate (d' twelve and half per 
cent, per annum at the end of evt‘ry third \ear. AVhat are tin' ]>rovision3 
in the Act for enhauceiiient of rent let us see. In section 2o it is stated 
“the rent payabh* by a thika tt*nant for his holding may be enbanced by 
the Controller on apjilication made to the (huitioller by the landlord in the 
prescribed manner on I'ither or both of the following grounds, namely: — 

“(u) that the value of the bolding has increased; and 

(M that the landlord has effected some improvement to the land at 
his own cost which has increased the value of the holding”. 

These are the two grounds on which only the rent can be enhanced, other- 
wise not. It is not understood bow this provision can he harsh to the 
tenant. Rather the amendment that has been suggested by Dr. Banerji 
will be harsher. I do not know Tv^ethor Dr. Banerji is aware of the fact 
that the other day it was observed by the Chairman of the Improvement 
Trust that land value was going down in Calcutta. Will he still allow the 
hustee tenant’s rent to be enhanced every third year as he has suggested 
in his resolution? The thika tenant will facto get relief if the land 
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Taiue deteriorates in Calcutta as the Chairman of the Calcutta Improve- 
ment Trust thinks it is doinj^. So, Sir, there is no point in part (c) of his 
resolution. On the contrary I should tell you that it would he harsher 
provision for the Imstcc tenant. 

With these observations I conclude and say. Sir. I am very sorry that 
1 cannot accept the resolution that has been moved by my friend Dr. Banerji, 

Dr. 8URESH CHANDRA BANERJI: Sir, I have ^ot the ri^ht to 
reply. Shall 1 speak r'

{d) Jirovision of interest at the rate of six and a (juarteT jier cent, per 
annum on arrear rents; 

(c) provision for enhancement of rent at the rate of twelve and half 
jier cent, per annum at the end of every third year; 
and that the Act should be suitably amended, w’as then put and a division 
taken wdth the following result: —

Economy drive and retrenchment of staff 

•35. BJ. KHACENDRA NATH DAS GUPTA: Will the Hon ble

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY (on behalf of the Finance 
Minister the Hon’ble Nalini Ranjan Barker): (a) Instructions have ^en issued 
to all (hipartinents to observe the strictest economy by eliminating all 
unnecessary expenditure. All new expenditure except that of an absolutely 
obligatory character has been banned. JJepartments have been particularly 
requested to cut down to the minimum expenses on tours, transfers, motor 
vehicles, stationeries, etc. 

No general retrenchment of staff has been made as a measure of economy 
but instructions have been issued that no new post should be created unless 
it is inescajjable and that leave vacancies should not be filled up unless 
absolutely necessary. 

(/>) No estimate is available. The economy measures adopted by 
(JovernijKUit have not resulted in any appreciable reduction in Government's 
current commitments and consequently there has not been any appreciable 
reduction in current exjxmditure. These measures have nevertheless 
checked the i)ace of rise in Government’s expenditure. 

(c) The schemes were undertaken with clear promise of assistance from 
the (’entral Government to cover the expenditure in full. Loans are now 
being grantcnl in respect of two schemes only, viz., Damodar Valley and 
Mayurakshi Projects. The grants have been completely stopi>ed. This has 
necessarily slowed down the pace of expansion. 

(d) The position has been fully stated in the booklet containing a state- 
ment of progress of develo])ment schemes and new schemes outside the deve- 
lopment programme, which was circulated with the Civil Budget Estimate.

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Presentation of Supplementary Estimates of Expenditure. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, I move on behalf of 
the Finance Minister. I have been authorised by the Government to do so. 

Sir, I beg* to present before the House the second Supplementary Estimate 
of Expenditure for the current year. I want to make one point clear before 
the members of this House before I proceed further and that is this. There 
was one estimate which was passed in September last year and the present 
estimates are merely estimates of expenaiture — they are not estimates of 
receipts and expenditure and on many occasions, as I shall just now show, 
the expenditure on one head has been merely due to the fact that there is a 
reduction on another head on account of transference or otherwise. 

Sir, the House will recall that in September last a Supplementarv Esti- 
mate of Expenditure amounting to 3 crores 94 lakhs was passed by the 
House. The Supplementary Estimate now presented before the House is 
for further additional expenditure of a total amount of 2 crores 40 lakhs 
for the (‘urrent year spread over N(‘veral heads of account. Against the total 
Hupphunentary d(‘mand of Its. (i crores ‘t4 laklis — 0 crores 94 lakhs already 
voted by tin* Tjegislature in September last and 2 crores 40 lakhs included 
in the Supplementary Estimate now placed ]>efor(^ tin* House — Its. 2 crores 
17 lakhs does not, however, represent any real excess as ex])lained below. 
Its. oO laklis repiesents th(» amount transferred to the ('onttrigencs Fund 
of tlie State; oO hikhs 41 thousand is c<jvered by corresponding receipt from 
the ( lOvernnKMit of India on account of dispcisal of ilisjdaced colh‘ge 
students from Calcutta and 09 thousand bv r(*c(upts from the Cential Silk 
Hoard; Its. 0 lakhs provided umhu- “oO~('ivil W'orks” for tin* purchase of 
a building in connecti<»n with tin* scheme of reorganisation oi the (rovernmeiit 
Commercial Instituti*, Calcutta, is full\ covered h\ an e(|ui\al(‘nt donation 
from a ])rivat(* party. Against 1 lakh ')4 thousand on a(‘count of contributions 
to local bodies und(*r th(‘ Adaptation ()rd(‘rs, there will he an eijuivalent 
receipt under the appropriate head. Similarly, Its. o() thous.md providi^l 
und(T “22 Interest on Debt and othei obligations — Expiuidil ure on dis- 
])laced ])ersons“ will he full> covered by receijit of an eipii valent amount. 
ltu])ees !) lakhs 92 thousand und(*r “22 — Interesl on Debt and other obliga- 
tions” is dut' to a change of classification, there Ix'ing a con esjionding 
saving under “of A — Interest on ('apital tlutlav on Multipurpose River 
Schemes”. Rupees {)2 lakhs 48 thousand provided under “(!d-~Extra- 
ordinary (liarges in India” will be set-off bv reducti(tn of expenditure of an 
euuivalent amount under the capital head “8’)A — Cajntal Outlav on Schemes 
of State-Trading”. This transference is made every year on th(‘ finalisation 
of accounts. 

The real extra demand therefore stands at Rs, 4 crori's 17 lakhs. This 
also will lie mostly covered liy surrender of savings under several other 
heads as our total revis(*d estimates of expenditun* under Revenu(‘, (^ipitai 
and Debt heads works out at 54 crores 04 lakhs, including the Supplementary 
Estimates one of which has been passed and the other ])res(Mit(‘d, as against 
54 crores 89 lakhs provided in the original Rudget as passed by the Legisla- 
ture in Man'll, 1950. The vote of the Tjegislature is necessary because there 
liave been excesses under certain heads as indicated in the Supplementary 
Estimates even though they are almost .covered by savings under other 
headg. 

The demands under the Debt Jieads include lOi lakhs for payment of 
advances to cultivators in addition to 20 lakhs provided in the original 
Budget and 20 lakhs 5 thousand provided in the Supplementary grant voted 
by the Tjegislature in September last on account of widespread distress cau.sed 
by natural calamities. 
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The reasons for all the other demands have been set forth in detail in the 
Explanatory Memorandum given under each head. 

The Hon’ble Ministers in charge of diffeieut departments will go into 
them more fully, if necessary, as each demand is moved. 

GOVERNMENT BILLS. 

The Bengal Amusements Tax (West Bengal Amendment) Bill, 1951. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, T lM‘g to introduce 
the Bengal Amusements Tax (West Bengal Amendment) Bill, 19ol. 

(The Secretary then read the short title of the Bill.) 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, I beg to movt* that 
the Bengal Amusements Tax (West Bengal Amendment) Bill, 19’)1, he 
taken into consideration. 

Sir, it will he known to many of us that this Bill reftTs to the rat(* of 
hotting tax and totalizator tax under the Bengal An)U>em(‘nts Tax Act, 
Originall\ the tax was levi<‘d at 4 ]»er vt'wi d'he late \\as inert*ased tiom 
tiuH' to time till it was made >?(l ])er <’ent. \\ith tdh‘ct tioiii tin* 1st of April, 
1948. At that j)eno(l tlu‘ Stt*wards <d‘ the (‘alcutta 'I'nif t'luh protesttMl 
saving that hy incieasitig tin* amount ()t tax there would hr* ine]'(‘as(*d 
unauthorised hotting in difl'erent plac(‘s and although the tax was incieastwl 
tin* total amount realistal h\ the (iovi'rnimurt would Ix' lower, d'he totali- 
zator t.rx was heing levied on all moneys receivtal into th(‘ totalizator and 
the hotting tax was heing l(‘vied on all mone>s ])aid out h\ hook-makers to 
w'ininng ]mnters. 4'he I'ovenue from tin* hotting and totalizator tax has 
ht'on showingr a distinctly downward trend. In the year' 1948-49 tin* total 
amount that was collect<*d was about a ciore. In 1948-49 it was Its. !hV4o 
lakhs. In J94t)-d(), in s]ute of the fact that a higher tax was heing levi(‘d, 
the total realisation came down to Us. 9()’7d lakhs. 4’his downw'ard 
tendency was believed to he, as w'as forecast by the Stewards of tin* (alcutta 
Turf ('luh, due to the prevalence of illicit gambling on a widr* s(‘ale on 
account of the high rate of the tax. A haeker who h.nvfull> mit(*r(‘d into 
a h(‘t with a hook-maker wanild find his winnings redue(*d by 20 ])er e(*nt., 
whereas a haektu- who would enter into an illegal bet with a ]>(‘rson ])lying 
his trade illegally would get ha(‘k his winuiugs without any r-eduetion 
wdiatsoever. Similarly, as the tax of 20 per cent, was the first charge on 
the receipts in the totalizator, the winning's w^iuld he reduced correspondingly. 
In certain exceptional eirrumstance.s, a man winning a bet may still find 
himself to he a loser. In 194ft-d0, ont of everv humhed rupees invested hy 
a person in the totalizator, Government would take Us. 20, anrl the (’hib 
would take Us. 8-8, leaving Us. 71-8 for the winner. If it so hap]>ened that 
more than 7U, per cent, of the total investment was on a favourit(* horse, 
and it was that favourite hor.se which wmn, then the result was that 71^ per 
cent, would he distributed to persons who had invested 100 per c(*n(. Gov- 
ernment at first tried to cheek illicit gambling hy enhancing punishment, 
and as the members are aw^are, last year AVest Bengal Public Gambling 
(Penalties Enhancement) Act, 19d0, was pas.sed ; and Increased police force 
w'as put in, in order to find out whether it is possible to this illegal 

gambling. This produced very little effect. The downward tendency in 
revenue not only persisted, hut the rate of fall aciually increased. For 
example, during the first six months of PloO-ol, revenue fell to about 12*08 
lakhs against 29-79 lakhs in the cfirresponrling period of the jrrevious yruir, — 
a drop of more than nO j>er cent. Government thereupon appointed a Fom- 
mittee in June, 1950, to make enf 4 iiiries about the different forms of illicit

gambling including the betting that takes place in the races and to 
recommend measures to combat them. The Committee consisted of Sri Darab 
Cursetji J)river, President of the Coal Consumers’ Association of India, 
Sri. P. C. Chaudhuri, m.a., h.l., Accountant-General, Bengal (Retired), 
Sri C. S. Itangaswami of Indian Finance, Sri K. P. Thomas of the 
Hmdusthan Standard, Sri D. N. Sen of the Bengal National Chamber of 
Commerce and Sri P. K. Sen, Deputy Commissioner of Police, Headquarters, 
Calcutta, and Secretary of the Committee. 

In September, 1950, the Committee submitted a report on illicit gambling 
in connection with races. They collected figures and statistics from the 
different States of India. In this report, after considering the varioiis 
aspects of illicit gambling, they recommcmh'd that in older to reduce or 
stop illicit gambling it was necessary that betting and totalizator taxes 
should be reduced from 20 per cent, to 10 per cent. As the recommendation 
was from an absolutely independent source, Government made further 
enquiries, and the (V)inmittee also recommended that the betting tax on 
book-makei’s should he levied not on the winnings alone but im tlie total 
takings of the liook-rnakcu-s. The question was discussed with the rejire- 
sentativi's of the Boyal Calcutta Turf (dub, and it was thought necessary 
to do sonielhing immediately. ’Pin* recommendation about the rate of tax 
was aec.ej)t.ed hy Govenimeiit with the modification tliat the rate of tax 
should be rinluct'd to 12i per c(‘nt, ami not 10 per cent, which i.s also the 
ratf' obtaining in Bombay. dd»e other rc'cominendation about the collection 
of the betting tax from book-makers also followed the ])ra(‘tice obtaining in 
Bombay; thal is to sn\ , tlu* collection should la* nmd(’ not merel\ on those 
who are winning hut (‘very one who is betting wilb tin* liook-niakers, and it 
was accepted by Government. 

Ai thiit time, /.c., in Ik'ceniber, 1950, the wiiitt'r racing s<‘ason wliieb is 
th(‘ most inijioitant racing season of th(' year liad alreadx bi'^ini. As the 
Legislafure was not in session, an Grdinama* was jiromulgati'd as an 
ex j)(‘rim(*n(al nieastna* to giv(‘ effeet tc» this decision, so that fuitlu'r (b't(‘rio- 
ration in the situalion might be avt'rtcd and th(‘ result < ould la* w. itched. 

1 have ohtaiiu'd from tin* Uo\al (’aleutta d'nrf Club figure's of alfe'udance, 
oolleelion, (‘te., relating to both the pre-Grdiuance ami ]K)s(.Oi(linam'e 
periods, ami I find in them a certain distinctly favonrahic tii'iid. Foi 
examph*, in the last three racing day.s imforc the Ordinance' came into foice, 
i c,, on Novemhe'r 25, Deeembe'r 2 and 9, 1950, the attendance at the* race's 
in ('ulcuitn was smaller than the attendance on tlie corresponding days in 
1949 hy 20 (), 19 0 and 1 1 '2 per cent., resjiectivelN . The' comparative 
figure's of attendance persiste'd in the'ir downwaid course for two racing ela>.s 
even after the* passing of the Ordinance, but from January 1, 1951, there 
has been a distim't improvement. Thus, on January 1, 12 and 20, 1951, 

the fall in attendance com])ar(*d to corresponding days of tlie previous year 

was only Ib2, 7 8 and 4*9 per cent. The attendance thus ueaily reached the 
previous year’s leve'l during tht*se days. Subse(|uently on lOtb, 17th and 
24th February. 1951, the attemlanee exceeded last year’s figures by 10 4, 
31 and 41*1 per cent., respectivedy. That means that a very large number 
of ])tM)p1e who tlie previous year had gone to the bucket shop and for illicit 
gambling, came to the race course and paid their fees at the gate. The 
percentages of decrease in tlie total takings on the tiiree racing days just 
liefeue the' Ordinance com]>ared to corresponding days of the previous year 

were 2{)1, 398 and 42 *,2 per cent., le^spoctive'ly. On January 1, 13 and 20, 

the corresponding percentages were 32(b 20 1 and TrO, re'<])e‘ctively, thus 
again showing an improvement and a tende'ncy to approacli steadily the level 
of the previous year. Mind you there was this upward tendency in spite of

the fact that the rate of tax had been reduced. The upward tendency was 
maintained till on February 24, the totalizator takinj^*s exceedinjr the tijrure 
of the corresponding day of the previous year by as much as 3() G per cent. 
On January 1st, 13th and 2()th the daily j)ercentag‘e of the decrease of the 
revenue from the totalizator tux compared to those on corresponding days in 
the previous year were 578, 50-1 and 41-9, respectively. As the revenue 
from this source must depend on two factors, namely, takings and the rate 
of tax both of which are now generally lower, the decrease in revenue is still 
large. But a tendency towards improvement is clear. ()ji the 24th Febru- 
ary the revenue was lower than that of the corresponding day of the previous 
year by only 14 per cent. With the present rate we will catch up last 
year’s revenue under this head as takings exceed last \ ear’s takings by a 
little over 50 per cent. In the case of the book-makers’ lakings substantial 
improvements are noticed since January 13 thougli the tigurt‘ e\ce]>t on 
February 10 is still lower than in previous year. 4’he revcnm' fiom betting 
tax is necessarily lower than in last year, but marked improvements have 
been noticed occasionall v and on one day, viz., January 23, 1051. the 
revenue was below last year’s figure for the corrt^sponding date h\ only 
4-7 per cent. 

On the whole, therefore, the results of the changes have bt'en favotirable 
enough to justify their continuance.

1 do not 
think that tin* ])ub1i(: outside will, on tin* basis of the statement tliat we 
li(*ard about the inerease in attendance* (jr the decr(*a.se in the ievt*niu* of tin* 
State. a])])rove of the m(‘asure, because the ])ublic, would \Nisii to know from 
the Minist(*r,s who claim that they belong to tin* Indian National Congn‘ss 
whether there is any scheme, in the Bill that is now befon* the IBmse, for 
the immediate* j)ie*sent or for the future b\ which it can be seen and said 
that horse racing or aii> kind of betting is disce)n!ag(*d in the State* of West 
Bengal. Unfortunately we have not ln*anl a single word from the* Chief 
Ministe'r with rt'gard te) this as])e*(d of the matt(*r. It may be that liis 
arguments are that, for the time being, we e*annot have an ideal State as 
the Congress would like to have, but that tor the* tnlnie we are* .itte*mpting 
to do certain thing's where'liy race-going will be disconiagcd and be*tting of 
all sorts, wliether legal or illegal, will be discouraged. But just 
now' wh(‘n I was hearing him — not that I understood all tin* financial argu- 
ments j)ut forward b\ him — 1 did not hear a .single* v. oid from him to tlmi 
effect. Why 1 say that this Bill shemld go for circulation is because iie)t 
only elo 'we Avant to know' more details w iik legard to races as such and tlie 
revenues derived therefrom but also we w\anl to get an idea of public opinifin 
in the matter. Also we* have heard certain ree-onnnenelations of tlie Committee 
which was set up in this coniu?ction and w'e did not know the names of the 
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meinWs of the Committee before today. Ft would have beer wiser and far 
better if the recoimneridiitioris of the Corumiiiee had been circulated at least 
to the members of this House before confronting us today uilh a Bill on the 
subject. If such circulation had been made [ could have understood the 
financial arguments given by them and would ha\e be?en able to follow the 
other arguments given by the Chief Minister, i am lUfl so sure that all the 
arguments given by the members of the Committee are ff)ol-proof. I am 
not sure that the arguments given by them eonipaie favourably with the 
situation as it prevails in other Provinces even if we take it for granted that 
the Congress regime for the time being has no other way of augmenting its 
revenues than by selling liquor or by horse racing and so on and so forth. 
The next point mentioned by the Hon’ble Chief Minister whicli was worrying 
me was why is it that times without number in this House we hear that 
certain things hav(‘ btam done by big people against the tiovernment Pules 
and Regulatif)ns but no punishment is meted out. With legaid to jute we 
heard the sann* thing. With regard to Intrse racing and betting we ln‘ard 
the same thing that illicit betting c.oiild not be stopped. Nf>w as regards 
horse racing* of course I do not know much as 1 have not Ixmmi to the race- 
course. But as fai- as 1 can make out, it is held in the open and iiolicmnen 
could (‘liter tin' ])Iaee and check and s(‘(‘ that it is going on ])rop(‘i]\. Wlnm 
the polic(' is (‘verywliere I do not know how this illegal private betting- goes 
on outside the legalisi'd rae(‘-cours(‘, or, in which pait of (\ileutta it goes on. 
But suT'ely the State I’oliee forces, if they want(‘(l to. eouhl havt‘ eeitainly 
sfopjied this sort of illicit b(‘tting but the Chief Ministi'i savs (hat llu' jiolice 
hav(‘ failed in tliis regard. Now this is a vci\ serious commentai,\ to make 
on the efiieieney of the ])olice force* in West Bi'Ug-al ami when we aic aski'd 
to vote* 0 erores of rupees for the p(diee in this session's Bmlgi-t W(‘ an* told 
that the police are (‘fiiei(*nt and they have dom* then job well. But wIk'Ii- 
ev(*r it com<‘s to stopjiing such things as Ix'tting, of apjoeln-nding bhn-k- 
marketers, of ])co])h‘ who viidate (iovi‘rnm(‘nt price controls and so on we 
find that tin* Ministers tliemselves conn* here and sa> that nothing can l>e 
done and sonn* other law, some other ])iovision must he made as we must, for 
imstanee, in this ease low’cr the tax so that we can get mor(‘ ]-ev<‘mies. 1 do 
not understand this sort of argum(*nt and I do not think that tins is a vt'ry 
stiaight argument. There is something wrong somewht're and s(miething is 
being bid(b*n from us by the Ministers and I fe^*) that when the.\ aie bringing 
forwaird such a Bill they should liave at least told us things in a straight- 
forw'ard manner. Therefore, Sir, 1 will not go furtlier into these thing's. 
We have been told tliat the Stewards of the Turf ('lub recommended certain 
things and verily they liad foreseen that this would be the result. They 
arc very clever jieople; that is their business; so jirobably tht*y understood it 
better. As far as I remember, when this tax was increast'd it was with a 
view' to augmenting our revenues but with the primary object of discouraging 
if not altogether stopping lietting or gambling, but 1 find that has been 
forgotten today and Ave are given only the financial aspects of tin* wliole 
matter. Tlierefore I am not at all interested in what the Stewards of the 
Turf Club have said or what Mr. P. K. Sen and others of the Committee have 
recommended. Before taking up the Bill liere and now* for consideiation, 
the point is that we would like to know the o^iinion of the general ])iiblic, 
the njiinion of the ordinary common decent human beings Avitb legard to the 
purpose of such Bills and therefore 1 have said that the Bill should not be 
taken up for considt'ration here today. Normally and rightly it should be 
ciiTulated for eliciting public opinion.

ilanab MUDASSiR H088AIN: Jilr. Speaker, Sir, the jicilonuaiice of 
our friends over tlieie ivminds me of an Uidu adage. The Urdu adage is

likjf J.Aj iSjy s’^ . Shah J^irid was a Muslim Saint 

and his princijile wais just like lliat of our Mahatma (jrandhi, tliat is to say, 
he preaclied non-violence, he jireuchetl love and lie jireached e\ci_\lhing that 
Maiiaimu liandiu jireached. That was what Shall Land said, hut his 
lollowau’s said, “widl, we are followeis ol Shah hand’* as \m* aie saung w'e 
are followers of Mahatma (laiulhi. We give lij) service to Shah Farid wdio 
is etiuivalent to Mahatma Gandhi but tlie follower coiiceuls brii k-bats in the 
annjiit in order to kill Sliali Farnl — hmjalmi' tin. My friends over there 
pretend to say that the_\ are tollow’ers of Mahatma Gandiii, the Katiiei' of 
the Nation, the Father of the Nation wlio hroughi tieedom to this country 
and tlie Father of the Nation who sl)(»w(‘d the \\i\\ as to how we shall conduct 
ourselves in the administration of the counliw, in tlie manag'ement of our 
affairs. That is the thing which they ])ietend but. Sir, in tlieir 
batjui there are tins (laughter) — in their armpit.s there are tins, and this is 
one of the Itiis — this piece of legislation. 1 say, Sir, without any he.sitation, 
without any fear of lieing contradicted that it i.s a piece of ifa w'hich js 
concoah'd in the armpit of our friends over there in order to use violence on 
Malta tin a Gandhi. 

It has been said very londly that India has something to give to the world 
— this universe. What is that something specially wliich tliey are to give — 
it Ks to give spiritual bias. This is the spiritual bias wliicli my friends want 
to give to thi.s poor West Bengal! '^As my friend Mr. Jyoti Basu and iny 
friend Mr. Cliaru Cliandra Bhaiidafi have said — please excuse me for not 
saying Sri. (The Hon’ble Dr. Bidhan Chandka Roy: TOf7 7^0 
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Then the first question before the House is this, vvliethej* it is a piece of 
legislation which will help ourselves in bringing to fruition the dreain which 
we dreamt, the dream which Pandit Nehru dreamt of making India the land 
of our dreams, the land which Mahatma Gandhi dream! . I'haf is the only 
consideration before you because you represent iii jierson the Whole of the 
Assembly. (Mr. Speaker nodded his head in negative.) AVhenever I turn 
to these gentlemen you say, “Why do \ou address these gentlemen, turn to 
me and address me” (laughter) hut hen I say through you you say “no“ 
(renewed laughter). 

Sir, our honourable leader has said, “Well, he does not requiie any brief 
for the puij^ose of arguing a case.” It is so, Sir. I never recpiire any 

brief, because, Sir, (The Hoii’hle Dr. Bij)11an C'ii\ni)Ra Po\ : You are 

a briefless barrister.) Not briefle.ss. Had I wislied to piaclise I would 
have been overcrowded with briefs. You say that these are the lavings cd’ 
a mad man. 1 am speaking to the point. Sir, this is the only j)oint, I say, 
for th(‘ considt'iation of this House whether this piece of legislation will 
serve th(‘ purpose of making India th(‘ land of our dreams. (The HoiiTih* 
Dr. HiniiAN (Tivnora Hoy: Not reality, only dri'ams!) Your master 
Pandit Nehru said it ; that is the word which he used. You have no right 
to lispute it. He is your master. (The Hon’ble Dr. Hidiivn (Tiandra Hoy: 
H(. is \our IhiiiH' Ministe!.) You are m\ ma.ster and he is \our master; _>ou an' 
my Lord and he is >()ur Lord — Shali-in-shah — King of Kings. You an* 
mv King and he is the King of my King. ( liaug hti'i . ) 'I'his jneci' of 
l(*gislation will not seiv(‘ to make India or foi the matti'” of that our poor 
A\h*st Hengal the land ot our dn'ams in which milk and honey will How, in 
which ]»eo}de will live in sweet coneoid with their puit' minds. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: He has not said anything 
about betting > t*t ! 

Janab MUDA8SIR HOSSAIN: Not lietting but beating. The land of 
our dreams 

(At this stage bhu' light was lit.) 

Sir, 1 shall finish soon. Sir, \ou know that tin' Koran is a universal 
truth. You know, Sir, tliat Maliatma Gandhi acknowledged that it is the 
message of God, jnst as Lpariisiiad and cdher sacred books are tin' messages 
of God. People asked Mohammad: “What do }OU think about interest 
and about gambling, betting and all these things!^” Molianmiad prayiMi 
to God. Then alter some time the message from high caiin* and through 
the mouth of Mohammad and be said: “Petting, gambling and drinking are 
all lifinini. I’hcy were all the wf>rk of Satan and not of God. He said, Sir, 
gambling, belting, drinking — all these things are brutal and devilish and 
the W'ork of Satan. The father of the nation also said the same tiling. (Tlie 
Hon’ble Dr. Chandra Hoy: I am afraid Satan is coining out of 

you!) (Laugliter.) (Pointing to the Chief Minister) You are my leader; 
you are the Leader of the House and, in tact, the leader of everyboily in 
Bengal. Therefore yon should not encourage gambling, lietting, etc., in 
the State. Therefore, Sir, it is a ease which sliould not lx* taken up and 
.should be totally rejected by all coiieerned. 1 appeal to those genth'inen 
though you. Sir — of course through you — whether you belong to the C’ongres.s 
party or whether you belong to the so-called Opposition party or wdiethcr 
you belong to any other party — all of us are followers of Mahatma Gandhi; 
there is no doiijit about tliat — I apjieal to them to reject this Bill altogether 
and throw it out and give a demonstration that we want to drive away 
drinking, gambling and betting from this land of ours, and that we mean 
business and want to he .spiritual beings. Justice Sambhu Nath Pandit wa.s 



a (Treat Judge of the Calcutta High Court. He once gave a deinition as to 
how the state of mind can be judged. (A voice: Section 8 of the Evidence 
Act.) Yes, section of the Evidence Act. State of mind cannot be seen. 
It can \)e proved only by the conduct, only by the work tliat a person does. 
So, Sir, if they are the sons of Mahatma (landhi in the spiritual sense, just 
as Jesus Christ was the son of God in the spiritual sense, then, Sir, you must 
obey the order of our master. Of course, you are my master, but your 
master is Nehru. 

(At this stage the member having reached the time-limit resumed liis 
seat. ) 

Sji DEBENDRA NATH SEN: Sir, 1 .support the motion of Mr. Jyoti 
Basil for circulation of this Bill. I do so for this reason that this new Bill 
of registers a gfdng back on one forward step taken by this Government 
about three yeais ago. II, therefore, now we Ijave to go backwkard, then 
the Ashcmbly and tlie members must be thoroii^^ldy convinced of the neces- 
sitv for it. Tlie lloiCble Chief Ministei has advanced one argument; and 
that aigiimcrit is that oui revenue has fallen down, (juite obvious, quite 
right ; it must go down, heraiise if the reason for raising tax is to see lesser 
and lesser ])(‘oplc coming for the purposi* ot hetting, ilnm, as a result our 
r(‘vennc must go down. If that be the onl\ leason, tlien I do not think the 
Jlon’hh' Chief Ministtu' has advanced a cogent aigiimeni f(U- oui- accejjtaiice 
of this Bill. Although he has not said so vej\ clearly, F understand his 
object is also to tell us that while the revenue lias gone down, illicit betting 
has incnaised, and, tlieridori*, what is tin* goo<l ot iln* Goveinnn'nt losing its 
revenue when the country is not benefited by it. 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Yes; that is the 
argument. 

8J. DEBENDRA NATH SEN: Now, for that second argument he has 
not g'iviui us an\ figures. Ht* has not given us an> figiiies showing whether 
illicit Ix'tting- has gone up. Our revmiue ha'^ fallen down, but that does 
not mean that illicit betting has gone up. lie has not given us any figures 
for illicit betting as obtained Indore tlu* tax was inciaaised, as obtaimal wdieii 
the tax was inci’eased, as obtaimnl when tin' tax w’as brought down tliroug-h 
an ( frdinama*. Unless tlu'se figures are given, thi‘ House cannot know', 
we cannot know wludher actually there has been a going down of revenue 
on account of incrrmsed tax or a going dowm of revenue on account of 
increase in illicit betting. I think these are the most important facta and 
figures w’hich the Hon’ble Chief Minister should have placed before us, but 
he has not done so. 

Then another point I want to make is '‘what w’as the necessity for an 
Ordinance being jiromulgated for this purpose”. It was not that revenue 
had gone dow’u very con.siderably. We have Wen told that Prdice has failed 
to check illicit betting, but that does not constitute an emergency. And 
for that matter a Committee w'as appointed comsisting of whom? — any 
inemWr of the Assembly? I do not know' whether any non-official member 
was included therein. The Committee was formed hurriedly without 
informing the public, without informing this Assembly, and on tbe basis of 
the report, of the Committee, an Ordinance w'as promulgated which means 
going down a forw’ard step which was taken at one time by this Government. 
On both these points I feel very strongly. If there was such an emergency 
the Assembly could have been cqpven^ earlier and the Chief Minister could 
have done so very easily. But it was not so. Sir, I strongly object to the 
prcvcedure atlopt^, namely, the promulgation of an Ordinance, and now 
it is sought to replace that Ordinance by a Bill like this. 
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Tie Hon’bto Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROYs Sir, listening to the 
■afferent arguments put forward in favour of the motion of Sri Jyoti Basu, I 
Begin to feel that the Vhole thing has arisen and the arguments have been 
advanced as a result of confused thinking. Sir, the present Bill is not for 
the purpose of Ending out whether betting should be allowed or not but it ia 
only for the purpose as to whether the rate of tax should be lower or it 
should remain where it is. If it were a question of saying wlielher betting 
should be allowed or not, which is a much bigger and a broader (piestiou, I 
would suggest to my friends to read the Gambling Act of 18G7. The first 
proposition in that case would be advisedly to touch the provisions of that 
Act and say “we shall not allow any racing to take place as has been provided 
in that .Gambling Act”. Therefore to use this proposal meant for changing 
the rate of taxes for the purpose of determiniiig whether the members of this 
side of the House are followers oi Mahatma Gandhi, the Father of the 
Nation, my friend Janab Mudassir H(»ssain is not relevant and whether we 
are true to the pledges of the Congress or not is beside the (luestion to my 
mind. There is one other point put forward by Sri Annada Prasad 
Choudhur\ — I know that he pul forward this proposal even before — to the 
efVecd that “I shall not stop the betting but 1 shall increase the tax so much 
that betting will go down by itself”. That sort of an argument I never 
agreed to, and 1 will never agree to. To my mind it is much better saying 
honestly that “I shall not allow any racing to take place” rather than 
saying in a round about way that “I am going to sto]) the betting by 
increased taxation”. That is not a direct ajiproach to the (juestion and 
I am not impressed with such an argument at all. ^ly Irieml Mr. J)eben 
Sen was nearly right when he said that the objective of this ]fill had nothing 
to do with betting as the betting bas been allowed under the Gambling Act 
by tbe Government of India and the betting has been allowed under a lea.se 
to the Turf Club to go on working till 19(i2. That lea.se was given by the 
Government of India before we assumed office. Now\ Sir, the straight- 
forward .suggestion would be to abrogate that lease saying “You Turf Club 
get out of the place”. I can understand this. But 1 cannot understand any 
one saying “You remain here but we will go on increasing the tax on 
betting so much that ultimat(‘ly you will have to leave the place”. That is 
not the way in which I shall approach the question. Mr. Deben Sen also 
said that the provisions of the Bill might be .so amend(*d as to stop, to a 
certain extent, illicit gambling. Since he is so very particular about the 
figures, I may give him some to show the total attendance at the race-course 
through the gates on November 20th, December 2nd and December 9th. 
The attendance was something between 1(I,(WM) to 12,{K)0, whereas after the 
promulgation of the Ordinance the attendance went up to 15,000, 10,000 end 
17,000, respectively, that is to say, a.ssuming that there is a large portion of 
the population still taking to illicit private betting. I am one of those who 
had never been inside a race-course except recently when I had been there 
to see how the masure is working there. Assuming that there is a large 
number of people who go in for some form of gambling of this type, the 
question is whether they should go there through the onlinary registered 
method or they should go there through the illicit method. 

Then, Sir, about the proposition why cannot the police stop this illicit 
gambling? Probably my friends do not know and I do not know if they 
ever cared to read the Report of this Committee. If they did they would 
have found out that the illicit method goes on in various ways wbicb no 
policeman anywhere in the world can reach, that is to say, this illicit betting 
goes on in the offices, in the clubs, etc. The people join together and say 
“Let us join together here. Why should we lose 29 |>er cent, payable as 
tax in the race-course ? Let us do it privately here and we shaU divide the

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dividend on the winner amongst ourselves.’^ So j^ou see that it is not in 
one place that the illicit betting is going on. My friend Mr. Annada Prasad 
Chondhnry seems to think that all the illicit gambling takes place near the 
enclosure of the race-course. Well, that is not at all the case. It is 
going on throughout Calcutta. . If you want to stop betting and gambling 
on races the method of approach is not that suggested by Mr. Annada Prasad 
Choudhury. Personally 1 would be very glad if it would be jiossible for us 
to have nothing to do with gambling and racing. But assuming that there 
is the thing, the whole question is how to stop the illicit method of betting. 
There is one other point in this connection which my friend Mr. ('haru 
Chandra Bhandari mentioned and that is where he says tliat have given a 
— (understanding) — I do not think that we have given 
any such at any time. We did not approach the question 

from that point of view at anv time except indirectly as has been mentioned 
by Sj. Annada Prasad Choudhury by proposing higher taxation for betting 
so that ultimately it might disappear but as 1 have already said this approach 
does not appeal to me in such a public matter. 

Mr. Debcn Sen has asked the question as to who were the members who 
comiiosiMl the (-omimttee and w'hen did they work and wdiy w'ere the 
Assembly members not asked to join the (.ommittee. Sir, 1 did not know 
that the whole intelligence of the world was confined to the members of this 
Assembly. Sir, the members who were chosen in June, 1950, or even 
earlier worked for several months before they actually jirodnced the Report. 
I can assure every member of this House that T leave D(‘ver seen such a 
Concrete and factual re])ort on any matter as that prodneed by this Committee 
and the members of this Committee were Mr. Driver, who is the President 
of the Coal Consumers’ Association, nothing to do w'ith Government; 
Mr. Choudhury, a retired Accountant-General, Mr. Kangaswanii of the 
Mian Finance and Dr. D. N. Sen of the Bengal National Chamber of 
Commerce. Now, Sir, when we had an independent Committee like this of 
non-ofiicial members some members say ‘^Why the members of the Assembly 
were not taken” and if we have an official Committee tli(\v would say “It is 
an offieial-riddiui Committee and no improvement ran be effected by such a 
(^>mniitt(‘e”. 

Sir, I oppose the motion bir oireulation and move tliat the Bill be taken 
into consideration as the Ordinance under which wc are acting today will 
expire within a few days — in’ about IJtb or 14th March, Ibol— as no Ordi- 
nance can continue to operate after (i weeks since the beginning of a session.

As my name was referred 1 just 
say tliis by way of iiersonul explanation.

8Jt JYOTI BASUs Mr. Speaker, Sir, I thought that after what we had 
said we would not have to speak further on this Bill, but unfortunately 
some remarks have been made by the Hon’ hie (’hief Minister while trying 
to explain our point of view and answer us which makes it imperative for 
me to speak m few words even at this last stage. He has said that there 
is some confused thinking and I am in agreement with him, because we have 
taken — at least some of us have taken — the pledges made by the Congress 
for the last 4(1 years whilst it was fighting against British Imiierialist very 
seriously, because we take it that when a whole nation makes a pledge Jor 
a number of years together, that particular nation wishes to carry out Aose 
pledps when power is transferred to it. Therefore, with regard to this 
particular Bill we raise the question of certain principles. 
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Whenever we bring a specific Bill before this House, if it relates to any 
such subject-matter about which the Congress had made a pledge, then I 
think it is the duty of the Government whilst bringing that particular or 
specific measure before us to tell us exactly in what way the Government ' 
proposes to, for instance, get rid of gambling and betting altogether in the 
near futme. Unless we see some inkling of that in a proposed measure, it 
is not possible for us to support that measure, even if it is necessary for 
the time being only on financial arguments. Therefore it is not beside the 
point when I mentioned about some basic principles witli regard to this Bill. 

Then one other point which was made by Sj. Deben Sen was, is the 
Government aware as to what are the actual numbers of the illicit gamblers? 
Now, the Government might turn round and tell us it is not possible to get 
their statistics because illicit gambling is illicit gambling. But then liow 
have we understoo<l the point that because the rate was higher, that is, 
20 per cent., illicit gambling had also increased. At least from the figures 
and facts cited we could not follow the arguments given by the (’hief 
Minister. So, I think that point has not at all been answered. We have 
only been told that tlie police are inefficient; they could not do anything. 
And in reply to our point the ('hief Minister tried to make out another point 
and that is tliat gambling goes on throughout (’alciitta — in olfiees, and so 
on; 80 it is not possible for anybody, any police force, to stop this illicit ' 
gambling and betting. But then one does not understand as to how with 
lowered tax this illicit gambling is going to stop, because even with this 
lower tax people will have to pay tax; then surely they will go on with 
their illicit gambling and bettijig. So, that argument does not hold water 
at all because betting goes on throughout ('alcutta and not near or around 
the race course. 

Then the ('hief Minister has tried to tell us that the members who formed 
the Committee are us much intelligent people as, or even more iutelligeiit 
than, some of the mem hors sitting here, when this matter was referred to 
them. But I am afraid that that does not answer our point because people 
here are legislators, they are responsible to the electorate and even though 
the electorate is only Id per cent, the people consider that here are represen- 
tative.s whom they liave sent with their own votes, Thcreff)r<* tiiey would 
have much more faith in Committees in wlnclj fieoph* from the Asstuiihly 
would he taken and who would give their recommendations. That was the 
only point which we tried to make from this side, hut the Chief Minister 
has tried to ridicule us by saying that all the intelligence in the world does 
not lie with members of the Assemhl\. That is why, Sir, 1 fei*! tliat we 
are not at all convimjed about tlie necessity of this Bill and I stick to my 
proposal that this Bill either should have been circulated or should Imve 
been given up altogether. 


La.stly, before I sit down, I would again refer the Hon’ble Chief Minister 
and the other Ministers and the members on the Government side to new 
China. There they are bringing mea.sures by which within the space of 
one or two or three years tliey are going to get rid of prostitution, of 
gambling and all such things, which was also the idea of the Indian National 
ingress. But here all the time— three years or four years, I think, till 
1962 we are going to have specific measures of tkis kiiid and then when- 
ever any basic question is raised by anybody tlie Congress Ministers get 
annoyed; they shout, “you have lost all persfiective, you do not understand 
these specific measures, and so on and so forth”. Therefore I ^ain repeat 
that point that certain measures should have been taken by the West Bengal 
Government to see that at one peint or other, within the space of a few 
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years we can put a stop to races and gambling, whether they are illicit or 
they are legal. That is the whole point we are trying to make and I think 
Government have no answer for that. 

The Hon'ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, I am not annoyed 
with Mr. Jyoti Basu; in fact I thank him that; he has pointed to us a aew 
heaven in this earth, namely, China, where there will he no gambling, no 
prostitution, no immorality, no vices. Let us all migrate to China. 
(Laughter.) 

Well, my friend Mr. Annada Choudhiiry has said that some arrangement 
had been arrived at wheteby the tax wdll go on increasing (or five j^ears and 
then the racing will stop altogether. I hare no record of that. I have 
looked into the file and I do not find anything in the record as to what 
happened in that meeting. My friend the Maharajadhiraja of Burdwan has 
said he does not remember of having come to a decision of that kind. 

Mv friend Dr. Banerji says I am guilty of confused thinking myself 
because I said others are suffering from contused think. ng. If Krisliak- 
Proia-Ma/.door ihirty — 1 believe the Krishak is a different class from Proja 
and Proja is a different class from Mazdoor— can form a classless society, 
that is a form of confused thinking. Sir. I am accused of bringing forward 
this argument to use against them — I said ihal sramik problem is an 
argument always which is brought before us and they ciy up in horror and 
say “Oh, Tempora, oh Morris, the thing lias happened” and now the 
will be killed and the ffroja will be dead. Sir. there is a saving in Lnglish 
tliat a man who is drunk and says he is drunk is sober and a man who is 
drunk and says be is sober is drunk. 

I have nothing more to say but I again repeat what T said before that at 
the jiresent moment the approach with which my friend Mr. Jyoti Basu and 
others have tried to meet this question of removal of gum Ming arises out of 
a difference in the outlook. It is possible that holh ol us agree on one 
point, namely, that gambling or racing should he stopped. The question 
is how and in what manner? There we may agree to differ on the method 
of approach and nobody would blame so long as we feel that to our mind 
it is a correct approach. We have been told often that (’ougress has said 
this or said that; this is the ideal or that is the ideal. There is no doubt 
whatsoever that even today the principles that the Congress enunciated hold 
good so far as India is concerned. The only problem is in what way to 
approach the ideal and in w’hat spirit? That is a matter in which difference 
01 opinion may occur, and we must not vilify each on this issue. 

Sir, I oppose the motion of Mr. Jyoti Basu and I move that the Bill be 
passed.

The Calcutta University Bill, 1951. 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Sir, I beg to 
introduce the Calcutta University Bill, 1951. 

(The Secretary then read the short title of the Bill.) 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI; Sir, 1 beg to 
move that the Calcutta University Bill, 1951, be referred to a Select Com- 
mittee consisting of — 

(1) The Hon'ble Bimal Chandra Sinha, 

(2) Janab Musharruff Hossain, 

(3) Mr. J. R. Walker, 

(4) Sj. Radha Nath Das, 

(5) Dr. Syed Muhammad Siddique,

with instructions to submit their report by the 2l8t March, 1951, and that 
the quorum of the Select Committee be fixed at four. 

Sir, the Calcutta University is governed by an Act which is nearly a 
century old, viz,, Act II of 1857, amended hy an Act which, again, is nearly 
fifty years old, viz., the Indian Universities Act, VIII of 1904. When the 
laws were enacted the.y hard I contemplated the University as anything more 
than an affiliating and examining body, at any rate, the teaching functions 
and organisations to regulate such functions were not fully envisaged. 
When, therefore, the Calcutta University undertook teaching functions 
in the second decade of the current century and the first grade colleges 
carrying on post-graduate studies at the time raised a hue and cry, the 
Government of India brought out a Commission known as the Calcutta 
University Commission under the Chairmanship of Sir Michael Sadler, Vice- 
Chancellor of the University of Leeds, of which no less a person than the 
late Sir Ashutosh Mukherjee was a member. The (hmmission was asked 
to formulate “the present requirements of the university instruction and 
organisation” and was “empowered” to quote the terms of reference of the 
Commission “to enquire into the working of the present organisation of the 
University of Calcutta and its affiliated colleges, the standards, the examina- 
tions and the distribution of teachers; to consider at what jdaces and in what 
manner provision should be made in Bengal for teaching and research for 
persons above the secondary school age; to examine the suitability of the 
present situation and constitution of the LTniversity and make such sugges- 
tions as may be necessary for their modifications ; to make recommendations 
as to the qualifications to be demanded of students on their admission to the 
University, as to the value to be attached outside the University to the 
degrees conferred by it and as to the relations which should exist between 
the University and its colleges or departments and between th(‘ t'ni- 
versitv and the Government; and to rec»>mmend any change's of 
constitution, administration and educational policy which may appear 
desirable.” (Paragraph 3 of the Terms of Reference.) 

With such wide terms of reference the Commission made an exhaustive 
enquiry for about two >ears, consulted officials and non-officials of all shades 
of opinion, in fact, numerous persons interested in and having experience of 
college and university education and produced a prodigious report running 
into several volumes and ending wdth elaborate recommendations encom- 
passing all aspects of Post-Graduate, Graduate, Intermediate and Secondary 
education and the nature of the new organisations that wdll be necessary to 
control and develop them. 

Since then universities all over India, old and new", recast or cast their 
constitution and function on the lines recommended by the Commission bul 
unfortunately the University in whose name and for whose benefit the 
Commission was appointed profited little by it. In fact it was a d(*ad docu- 
ment so far as the Calcutta University was concerned, not merely dead but 
buried fathoms deep. Neither the Government of India of the day nor its 
successor Government having jurisdiction over the Universiy, namely, the 
Government of Bengal, ever thought of giving effect to the recommendations 
of the Commission. The first Ministry in charge of the Transferred Subject 
of Education in Bengal inspired some non-official Bills to reconstitute the 
University, but did not itself take up the burden and whjjit was not done in

the days of Diarchy under the Montague-Chelmsford Reforms was left 
undone also by the autonomous provincial Government of Bengal working 
under the Government of India Act of 193»5. 

When, therefore, the present Ministry took over charge in 1948 it could 
not but recall its duty to reconstitute the Calcutta University whose 
reorganisation was considered a necessary measure even 34 years ago. But, 
as the Central Government contemplated the appointment of a new Com- 
mission under the Chairmanship of His Excellency Dr. lladhakrishnan we 
could not but wait for its report and recommendations and the considered 
views of the Central Advisory Board of Education on the subject. 

Now that there is nothing which can justify further delay in undertaking 
this work long overdue, Uie present Government after considering the 
recommendations of the two Commissions are bringing forward the present 
Bill for the much needed reforms of the Calcutta University as a ^^reat 
teaching organisatmn and for the development of university education in 
West Bengal. 

To explain the ideas embodied in the Bill explanatory notes on clauses 
have been added to the Bill. It has been observed by well-informed persons, 
I believe, that the Bill follows the lines indicated by the Sadler Commission 
as nniende<l by the lladhakrishnan Commission in almost all important 
respects. The Sadler Commission recommended that “in future the 
authorities of the University of Calcutta should be — 

(1) the Visitor, 

(2) the Chancellor, 

(3) a salaried, full-time Vice-Chancellor, 

(4) a Treasurer, 

(5) a widely represen tatwe Court including, e.T-officio and elected and 

a small nuniber of nominated members, 

(6) a small Executive Council which should be responsible for the 

financial and administrative management of the University and 
should have power to make Ordinances, 

(7) an Academic Council of 80 to 100 members which should be 

responsible for regulating the teaching work of the University 
and in general for purely academic que.stions, 

(8) Faculties, Boards of Studies, Committees on Cour.ses, a Board of 

Examinations and a Board of Students’ Welfare.” 

We have provided for almost all the authorities that should find place in 
the Bill excepting the Visitor which position w’as reserved for the Governor- 
General of India. We have not made the Court an unwieldy body 
necessitating the provision for a Committee of References as was envisaged 
by the Sadler Commission and have considered it proper to be guided by the 
recommendations of the Radhakrishnan Commission to make the Court 
a representative yet a smaller w'orkable body. Similarly we have provided 
for an Academic Council as recommended by the Radhakrishnan Commission. 
We have followed the recommendations of this Commission also in making 
provision for a Finance Committee and we have considered it necessary also 
to provide for the constitution of Selection Committees in the matters of 
appointment of University Professors, Readers, Ijecturers, etc. Particular 
care has been tuken to define the constitution, powers, and functions of the 
three main authorities, viz., the SjTidicate (the Executive Body), the 
Academic Council and the Senate, the Supreme Governing Body and 
specify the scope of Ordinance, of Regulation and of Statute which they 
have respectively been authorised to promulgate. 
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Siiailarly we have defined the colleges and classified them into four 
categories, via., (a) University Colleges, that is, colleges maintained and 
adminmtered by the University, (b) Constituent Colleges, i.c., colleges not 
so maintained and administered, but which, while maintaining their sejiar.ite 
existence, will be carrying on and participating in post-graduate teaching in 
accordance with the conditions laid down hj* the University, (c) professional 
colleges, such as Medical and Engineering colleges preparing students for 
professional degrees, and (J) last, the affiliated colleges, that is, institutions 
recognised by the University as competent to carry on collegiate teaching. 
The formulation of the idea of constituent colleges and of co-operative 
undertaking in post-graduate education is as old as the Sadler Commission. 


So also the idea of dissociating Intermediate education from 
college education and of considering it a part or rather extension 
^f school education. The Sadler Commission after elaborate con- 
sideration came to term their recommendations in resjject of it as among 
the “most valuable’’ parts of their recommendations. “Nothing is 
plainer”, the Commission observed, “than that the University course in 
Bengal falls into two clearly marked parts, the first of which is essentially 
a supplement to the insufficient and incomplete high school courst‘, while the 
second alone deals with real University work”. “There is, therefore, an 
almost unanimous concensus among our corres {indents that the student at 
this stage is not ready to profit by the methods appropriate to a University.” 
“Intellectually, then, the boys in the Intermediate stage are unripe for 
association on anything like equal terms with other students who are taking 
the degree course, and there is something to be said for the view that in 
other respects also they would profit most if they w’ere treated as school boys 
rather than as University students”. “Hence”, th(‘y concluded that “in 
practice the decision of the Universities (’ommission”, that is the previous 
Universities Commission, “has turned out to be a wrong decision; and 
though it w^as never embodied in formal legislation its inflnence has been 
unfortunate in many ways. The best and most experienced educational 
opinion in India now recognises that an institution like the Second tirade”, 
that is Intermediate “College of the older pattern, hut better, closely linked 
with a school, and conducte*d by good scliool methods is much needed in 
India.” Thirty years after the Iladhakrishnan (ommission has come to 
endorse it by recommending a 12-year course of school education. Opinions 
of course may differ whether with the burden of English reduced in future, 
the course may be a 11 -year course or a 12-year course. It has, therefore, 
been suggested in the Bill that Intermediate studies may come under (he 
jurisdiction of the Board of Secondary Education but no compulsory provi- 
sion has been made to that effect nor is it proposed to give immediate effect 
to it. 


If the Bill then, that is now before the Assembly he closely slmlied it

’ has taken note of it. and copies of the Bill have been 

^nt to tue University requesting their comments and opinions. The 

opportunity to place their views 
before the Select Committee if they so desire. In fact, the Government is 
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ASixioiis to know their considered views. But, Sir, I am not prepared to 
accept any dilatory motion or suggestion. No stage of education has been 
the subject-matter of closer investigation by expert bodies during the last 
34 years than the University education. 1 am prepared, Sir, to be told that 
I have delayed in bringing forward a Bill for the reorganisation of our 
University — the great institution of hoary antecedents — but, Sir, I have 
explained at the outset why there has been this delay. The present Govern- 
ment, Sir, had to revise the law relating to Primary Education so as to 
prepare the grounds for the introduction of free compulsory' and universal 
primary education, provision for which has been made in the present Budget. 

Next, it had to undertake the enactment of the Secondary Education Act 
and thereafter it was anxious to take up University legislation, but it had to 
await the rej)ort of the last University Commission and the results of its 
considerations by the (entral Advisory Board of Education. This is tlie 
explanation tliat I would offer for any alleged tlelay although I do not admit 
that we have made any avoidable delay in this matter. But, Sir, I am not 
prepared to be told that there should be further delay in a matter which, 
as 1 have indicated before, is long overdue. 

8J. ilYOTI BA8U: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I do not possess the paper because 
I have not l)rought it today, but I think I shall move my motion, that is, 
I move that the C^alcuita University Bill, 1951, be circulated for the purpose 
of eliciting opinion thereon by the 31st March, 1951. 

Sir, I quite agree with the Hon’ble Education Minister that this Bill is 
long overdue and we on this part of the House have also felt for a long time 
that the (alcutta University should be reorganised f)n a democratic basis 
and WQ have felt tliat the filth and dirt which have aco\nnulated in the 
Calcutta University should be cleansed immediately jmd as soon as possible. 
I am afraid tluit I cannot, however, agree with the Education Minister \vh(*u 
he talks only about the lioary past of the Calcutta Universit\ because, we 
are afraid, in the recent past things have come to light hy which not rujly 
we the educated public hut others us well have come to know that no^ all 
is well with the organisation of the Calcutta University and with its 
functioning. We know that there have been individuals and groups inside 
the Calcutta University who have turned it into their own zemindary and 
not into a scat of learning and culture which it was supposed to he and the 
sooner we get rid of this individual and group zemindary, the better for the 
Calcutta University and for education and culture in our country. Recently, 
tt ineeting of the Senate took place and, to our surprise, we found the educa- 
tionists sitting there growing wild over the recent Commission’s report 
which has not been published hut wdiich was circulated, I am told, to the 
memhers of the Senate and they started making wild remarks about certain 
recommendations of this latest Commission. Therefore, I feel it all the 
more necessary that such a Bill should come into existence for reorganising 
the Calcutta University, and the sooner, the better. But it is not dilatory 
tactics when I have suggested that this Bill should be circulated for 
eliciting public opinion by the 31st March because not only we the legislators 
here hut the people as a whole, specially the literate and educated people 
of West Bengal, are intere.sted to know what tliere is in the Bill. We are 
told just now that the Bill has been published in the Gazette, we have been 
told that the press has taken note of it and we have been told that if tlie 

f ublic so desire, if the interests whi^jh are concerned with the Calcutta 
Iniversity and educationists so desire, they can send in their recommenda- 
tions and their criticism to the committee which is propo8e<l to be set up. 
Bui, I am afraid, this will mean certainly not dilatory tactics but this will 
iiM»au again hoodwinking the people because the people do not read the 
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Gazette, they have not seen the Bill. But if on the floor of this House we 
tell the interests that are concerned that within a very short time the Bill 
is going to be made into an Act and therefore they are being given an 
opportunity to go into the details of the Bill and its constitution, 1 am sure 
that the people, the educational interests in West Bengal would have sat 
up and within the space of a very short time — because everybody has 
thought about the matter — they could have discussed the matter in con- 
ferences and meetings and so on and given their point of view and sent 
their resolutions on tq the Committee or to the Government and the Education 
Minister. But just as the University has been the preserve of a few, so 
I am afraid, at the present moment also we find that the Government is 
trying to rush through this Bill in the same spirit. 

J^r, this is not the time for going into the details or the general princijdes 
of this proposed legislation. It is quite clear to me at least that when two 
Commissions’ reports are being mentioned — that is, the Sadler C’ommission 
and the Radliakrishnan Commission — and the report of the other Commission 
is not even mentioned by the way, we are entitled to feel inclined to have 
a look at the latest report submitted by that Commission set uj) a short 
while ago. (The Hon’ble Itai Habendra Nath CiiArnniTRi : Which 
Commission?) The Enquiry Commission of the Calcutta University — 
B. L. Hitter's Commission — that may not be Commission, I do not know 
what you call it. (The Hon’ble Rai Harkndua N vni Chaudiicwi : That 
Commission did not go into the question of the cimstitution ot the Univer.sity 
at all.) We would like to see that report. We do not know what is there 
in it — that i.s our difiiculty, that is why I am making tliis })oint. I know 
it might not have* made the detailed suggestions whicli have been given by 
the Sadler (.’ommission or the Radhakrishnan Commission which was speci- 
fically set up for a specific puriio.se, hut all the same, when arguments are 
going on on either side and some peojile have looked into that report, it is 
time that the public also had a look into that report. I think it might 
help us to come to an understanding. That is w'h\ 1 am saying that we 
become lather suspicious when we find tliat Government also tell us tiiat 
nothing can he done by the Government because it was the Chancellor w'ho 
set up that Commission and we are not enlitled to do anything. These 
constitutional difficulties which are being raised are rather curious because 
w’e know what the Governor's pow'ers are, what the Chancelhir’s powers are. 
I think if the Government at least recommended to the (’hancellor which it 
has a right to do, then the Chancellor w'ould have thought better and he 
would have ordered publication and circulation of that report to the public, 
hut that has not been done. 

Then, with regard to only one point I shall go into the provisions of this 
Bill and I shall show' wdiy I want it to he circulated. That is, for instance, 
I have found on reading this particular Bill that there is some sort of 
franchise there, some sort of election has been recognised in this Bill. But 
I find here also, we talk about registered graduates as being voters who will 
elect particular people. I do not know why the registered graduates are 
being given this particular right. This is a very important right. There 
are other graduates like us — thousands and thousands of graduates all over 
West Bengal— I do not know why, if they do not give a few ruiiees to the 
Calcutta University, they cannot become voters and cannot elect people for 
a particular Committee. I do not understand why this power is not being 
givra to all the graduates, to begin with. Therefore, I think that once 
again attempts are being made not only with regard to this but with regard 
to other provisions also for the representation of special interests only on 
a limited franchise. I should have thought that it .should be made as wide 
aa possible so that people who are really in the teaching department, whose 
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only profession is teaching, education, should have the vast majority of 
re^esentation — 98 per cent, should be their representatives. But that 
principle has not been accepted in this particular Bill, as it stands now. 
I know there has been some extension of the principle of election; that is 
there, but 98 per cent, of the educationists — the professors, the teachers — 
they should have got a representation in the particular Committees which 
are going to be set up. I am afraid, that i« not there. That has not been 
accepted in this Bill as yet. I do not know wJiat will be happening to it 
when this Bill comes out of the Select Comimttee. 

Lastly, Mr. Speaker, Sir, we are told that nearly at least most of the 
important recommendations of the Sadler and Radhakrishnan Commissions 
have been accepted in this proposed legislation. On this particular point I 
am not in a position to say either way — whether this is correct or not. 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Have you gone 
through the Billi^ 

8]t JYOTI BA8U: I have not gone througlj the Bill in very great details 
because we are not going into the particular provisions of the Bill. But as 
far as I have read the Bill 1 can express my opinion on it. 

The point that I was trying to make is this: Why is it that when the two 
Commissions’ reports are being placed before us, when we are told that 
these have l)€en accepted — it may he true that you have accepted them; and 
we may have our difference with the Sadler and Radhakrishnan Com- 
missions’ report with which 1 shall deal at a later stage — why is it that 
the Ministers who are in the Senate and who have been connected with the 
Calcutta University for such a long time and with education in AVest Bengal 
for such a long time, why is it that they are not saying a word about B. L. 
Mitter Committee’s Report on the affairs of the Calcutta University H At 
least the Ministers should have said that we have recommended to the 
Chancellor for circulating this and he has not listened to us. Then we 
could have understood, because as far as we have heard, inside the Senate 
when discussion took place, inemhers of the (jov(‘rnnjent side kepi quiet. 
They did not vot(* either way — either for or against. This sort of attitude 
at least I do not umh'rstaiid. Thereloie, 1 would again, even at this stage 
ask the Ilon’ble Minister for Kducation to circulate the Bill, dl.st March, 
1951, is not a long time. Let the educationists give their opinion; let the 
professors, college teaihers, school teachers and cveryhody — let them give 
their opinion. And then the inemhers of the Committee before whom this 
Bill is being placed would be in a lietter position to judge the particular 
provisions of the Bill. Otherwise, I am afraid even the members of the 
Committee who will he selected, will also he in the dark with regard to the 
provisions of tliis Bill, with regard to the requirements of our education, 
with regard to the desire of the educated public of AVest Bengal.

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Si,, 1 was wondering, 
when I was listening to Dr. Suresh Cliaiidru Banerji, wiiether lu‘ was 
merely trying to tax our patience and see how long we can snslain him 
because he talked about everything else in great detail except the question 
of circulation of this Bill. I will not use the word “contused thinking” in 
this case because he seems to be irritated— I will sa\ that he has no sense 
of reality over the problem that is before him. His motion i.s for the purpose 
of circulation. Sir, he says that the Bill may he circulated so that the 
public may give its opinion by the *21st March. ‘ Todav is the oth of March. 
To circulate it— he has not indicated where it should' be circulated, how it 
should be circulated— it will take at least five or six or seven days for the 
paper to he made ready if the Bill is to be circulated properly to every person 
and it will certainly take another 15 days for them to give an opinion. I

The other point that I felt was that both Mr. dyoti Basil and Dr. Suresh 
Chandra Banerji have spoken about the Committee’s report which was put 
before the Senate. I repeat again what 1 repeated before, although 
Mr. Jyoti Basu says Government could have asked the (’hancellor to publish 
this report, I say, “No, Government have no right to do so”. They 
evidently feel that the report of the Committee has shown that the jmesent 
Senate is not cajiable of managing its affairs properly and the llon’ble 
Education Mini.ster has proposed for a change in the constitution of the 
T iiiversit}'.

I have been associated with the University, and T am proud to he so 
associated for the last 35 years, and I know all its defects and I know also 

what it is capable of. At the same time I fee! that the UmAfusity should 

he remodelled on the ], resent lines uhieli has been long ov«*idue as mv 

honourable friend the Education Minister has said, and J feel also that if 

there be, after the working of tlie new Bill, found any lacuna or defec ts, 
that can always he remedied by future amendment to the legislation. But 
let us get on to work, let us not simply say, “oh, we .shall not i)n)eec‘d, w(* 
shall not recogni.se that the present system of administration of’ the 
I niversity has become more or less outdated, we must not make a change, 
we must circulate it— one gentleman says up to 21«t March and the other 
gentleman says up to 31st March”. I feel. Sir, that is the surest way of 
•topping the reform which we all look to. Therefore, I jfdn with my friend 
the Hon’ble Education Minister in saying that we oppo.se the motionfl for 
c irculation of the Bill.

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, the total number of 
beds in the hospital was 197, but the Government have now decided on a 
policy of concentrating the whole of the lepro.sy cases in one district where 
we have already opened at a very large expense hospitals and have made 
other arrangements for keeping these lepra patients. It will be understood 
that a lepra patient as against any other type of patients is usually regarded 
as a person who is always either actively infective or potentially so; and 
therefore it is desirable to have^ these patients in a place where they could 
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be kept practically for the rest of their lifetime and where they could even 
get some means of earning their livelihood. It is for this purpose that we 
have opened these hospitals at these places, and in 1950-51 40 of the patients 
have been removed from Gobra Hospital to these places. Next year we 
propose to send another 10 with the result that we will be left with 147. 
And as and when it is possible to remove ihe rest as soon as the erection of 
the building on the other side is completed, we want to empty the place 
because this place has become more or less an area where a large number 
of people are now inhabiting and it is desirable to take the lepra patients 
to some other place. 

The average cost of running the hospitjil is Its. 1,75,000, and the income 
of the institution, according to the AcO, is that the Government would j)ay 
Hs. (i0,()0t) and the Governing Body of the Board of Trustees would try and 
rai.se a further sum to meet the deficit. There is some fund at its disposal 
which gives an interest of Bs. 4,871) y)er >ear so that we have got Ks. 04,870 
and the Calcutta Corporation j)a\s Bs. 7,000, and that makes Bs, 71,870 or 
72,000; and the donations and suhsrription.s that the Governing Body could 
raise was Bs. 2,000 in the course of tlie year. Therefore, the Government 
has had to meet all tlie deficit from year to >ear such as we have given in 
the record. The question, therefore, would lie that as soon as it is possible 
to remove the whole' of the number of patients to Gouri])ore where theie 
would he arrangements for these patients, it is not thought desirable to alter 
the scheme that is at present in exist(‘nce at Gobra, nanudy, to increase the 
paying lieds. We do not want to alter the present system, but we would 
do so when the whole niimiier of patients are transferred to the new place. 
It is possible perliajis that we might open a research centre in that area 
which would add to our knowledge of leprosy in this country.

(8) Under section 12(4) conciliation reports in respect of 255 rases were 
submitted to Government.

either of the parties on the scheduled dates, etc. The jK*ri<Hl varies in 
different cases and it is not possihle to work out an average. Ordinarily, 
however, it takes 2 to 8 weeks to complete the (’onciliaticm ])rocc(Mlings. 

(7) Generally it does not take more than two weeks for reference of a 
dispute to a tribunal after rec^eipt of the rej)ort under section 12(4). In 
emergency cases tribunals are set up within a day or two from the date of 
receipt of the report. 

(S) The statutory time fixed for publication of the award in the Official 
Gazette one month from the date <if receijit of the award by the Govern- 
ment. The awards on receipt by Government are dealt with as cxjieditiously 
as possible and are sent to Press for publication after forwarding copies to 
the parties concerne<l as quicklv as fxissihle thereafter but always within 
the statutory [)eriod of one month. At present the average time-lag between 
the signing of the award by a tribunal and the date of publication is two 
weeks.

Major Head 4 — Taxes on Income other than Corporation Tax, 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sii. (Ill th(‘ recommenda- 
tion of His E.\c(dlenc\ tlie (lovernor 1 heg to movt' that :i sum of Hs. d,d;{, ()()() 
be granted for expenditure under Orant Xo. 1, “Major Head 4 — Taxes on 
income other than (^irjioration Tax”. 

Sir, T do not kno^^ whether the gtmtlemen who aie to moM' tlu' cut 
motions would he convinced by what 1 have ;.;ot to sa\, hut mv friend 
Mr. Mudassii' Hossain ha^ raised the (juestnni of exjienditurc of income-tax 
raised under the head for purposes other than agriculture as also the rate 
at which it is levied. 1 may inform him and ihe House that the lev^ ( f the 
agricultural iiuamie-tax is made on a slal) rate from h ])ies in the ru])ee to 
4 annas in tlu' rupee in different slabs. Sir, the agi icultural income-tax is 
levied only from those whose net total agricultural income in a year exceeds 
Its. t'hOOO and in the ca>e of an individual or a Hindu undivided family 
whose only source of agricultural income is the land ]K)>sessed by such 
individual or family and cultivated by them with or without the aid of 
hired labour, no agricultural income-tax is payable b> such individuals or 
family on the agricultural income derived fiom such land if the area of 
such land does not exceed 80 standard hnjho'i. These are the two limitations 
wliich are juit dowm so far as the levying of tlie agricultural income-tax is 
concerned. 

Sir, the agricultural income-htx is not subject to any surcharge as is the 
case of ordinary income-tax. In one [irovince only the surcharge is made 
and that is in THtar Pradesh. The total estimated cost of collection for this 
department is Hs. 3,03,000; the total estimated receipt, as will be seen from 
the Budget Estimate, is Rs. 64,20,000. 
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'With regard to the other proposition of Janab Mudassir Hossaiu, viz., 
tliat it should be earmarked for agricultural pur])oses, Janab Mudassir 
Hossuin will realise that the total expenditure on agriculture in this province 
anioiiuts to 2 crores and lakhs, so tliat the whole of the IJo lakhs realised 
under this tax and about one crore and 80 lakhs more are spent on agriculture, 
so that so far as his proposition is concerned the whole thing is used for 
agricultural purposes in a wav. 

With these words 1 move that the demand be accepted. 

Janab MUDASSIR HOSSAIN: Sir, I beg to move that the ilemand of 
Ks. d,")8,00() tor expenditure under (irant No. 1.

Sir, the state of agriculture in this land is deplorable. Sir. the other 
day I told you that an annual rejiort was submitted or published or broadcast 
of the I’nited States Agricultural Department on the woild food situation

The Hon»ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: May 1 reciuest my friend 
to di.scuss this ])oint when the agricultural budget cut motion comes; it is 
on agricultural income-tax that we are talkiitg. 

Janab MUDASSIR HOSSAIN: Yes, Sir, it depends on agriculture. 
You do not reah.se it. That is closely connected with agriculture. 

Sir, let nu* go (ui, and I shall not speak for more than 5, (i or 7 minutes. 
If 1 am interru])ted in this way, it will not be ])Ossible for me to go on. (A 
voK K raoM TJiK (h)\(.i{Kss Hk\( HK.s : We are anxious to hear you.) Sir, I 
have lieen the dbieci o\ laughter whi(di, in parliamentary language, is called 
“derisive hiughtei". (Crie.s of “no, no" from ('ongress bemdies.) (Sj. 
Anaxdilal PooUAii ; We want only to show our respeid to you.) 

Then, Sir, I shall begin. Sir, 1 have already stated on the floor of tdie 
House more than once and on several occasions that agriculture is the 
rnainsta> of oin St.ite, and unless we take steps to improve agriculture and 
to improve the > leld from agriculture the State will be nowhere, and the 
people of the State will l>e famished, starved and will ultimately die. That 
is m^ proposition. Sir. As to tin* state f)f agriculture. Sir, a statement was 
broadcast on the annual food situation ot the world b; the United States 
Agriculture Department, and it was said that the food jiroblem of India 
was chronic, and was rooted to the soil owing to the primitive practice of 
agriculture in this country, lhat, Sir, is the finding of the greatest expert 
on agriculture. All our trouble is due to the primitive agricultural practice. 
That is to say, Sir, agriculture in our country is inert and dead. Is it 
good for anybody, is it good for the State to tax such a subject as food and 
agriculture y I think, Sir, that no sensible Government which has any 
regard or love for the country, or any love or bias towards improving the 
agriculture will tax agriculture which is the only means of sustenance for 
our iioor State. It has been said, Sir, that the yield of our country is the 
poorest in the world. It is even poorer tlian Indonesia ; it is even pool er 
l^an Hiina ; it is even poorer than Afghanisthan or other backward countries. 
Therefore, Sir,* it is in the fitness of things as we claim to he patriots, as we 
claim that we shall make our land ■PTT Ijtw it is our duty, 

imperative duty to improve agriculture. 

SPEAKER: The subject is agfricultural tax and not agriculture 
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Janab MUDA88IR H088AIN: That comes in while discussing agricul- 
tural tax. Why should we tax agriculture!^ You may nod your head, Sir, 
but I maintain, Sir, that it is relevant. I have been in this business for the 
last 15 years. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: What business? 

Janab MUDA8SIR HOSSAIN: Business of relevancy and irrelevancy. 
Sir, my proposition is this, namely, that you should not tax agriculture. 
Agriculture is in such a bad condition that it should not be taxed. There- 
fore, Sir, it becomes relevant. That is the relevancy. By taxing agricul- 
ture we retard the progress of agriculture which is to im])rove the condition 
ol the people who are supported by agriculture. Tlierelore, Sir, my pro- 
position is that we slK)uld not impose any income-tax on agriculture. 

Then, Sir, the case of the ]>erson who pay.', such income-tax should also 
be (jonsidered. For holding agricultural land tliey pay land cess and they 
pay education tax, and other kinds of taxes are assessed. Over and above 
that, this income-tax has been assessed. 8o, my proposition is that this 
income-tax is not a very equitable tax in the present state of our agriculture. 
Agriculture can be taxed and assessed only when Me have im])ro\ed it to a 
considerable (extent. My friend, the Food Minister, always takes pride in 
the fact that in one acre of land somewhere GO maunds of paddy had been 
grown or that someM'here 50 maunds and someM’h(*rc .SO maands have been 
jiroduced. If that be so, this juoducliun is even greati^r than that of the 
llnited States, or the United Kingdom or France or any other advanced 
agricultural country. Then why Me are short f>f food? The thing is that 
it may be that the statistics (pioted by our Food Minister ar(‘ correct in 
respect of one plot of land of 1,000 bighas or in respject of tMo jdots of 0,000 
bighas of land, but if by manuring and using tertilisers be has managed 
to increase the jiroduce from G maunds to 00 maunds or ‘-io maunds, then the 
condition of our State M’oiild not havi* been M’bat it is toda\ . It Mould not 
have been in a siai ving condition, and my friend, the* Food Minister, Mould 
npt have been under the necessity of being driven to ]'rocurement at a 
ridiculously Iom* rate. What I am driving at is to ])lace before this honour- 
able Assembly the fact that the condition of agricultui(‘ in our State is 
extremely bad, and the people are carrying on agriculture in the same way 
ns they had Wen doing for the last 1,000 years. Moreover, the state of 
the person who jiays this income-tax is deplorable. Another thing is that 
the zemindars used to get income from the rent Mhich they realised from 
the tenants. 

Now, Sir, this rent was fixed 30 or 40 years apro M'hen the price of paddy, 
which is our staple food, was perhaps Ks. 2 jier mauml, hut now M'hen the 
price of other necessaries of life has gone up, the zemimlars have got to be 
satisfied with the rent which they used to get some 50 years ago. [The 

Hon’ble Dr. Bidh.vn Ciiandiu Roy : Yes (laughter).] You may laugh 

because you are Government and it is in \our hand to tax the people 
irrespective of the consequence. But you must also consider the grievances 
of the zemindars, M’ho are also the citizens of India. Therefore, Sir, with 
all the earnestness I place before the Government through you this fact 
that the zemindars or the gentlemen who bear the brunt of this agricul- 
tural income-tax should he sympathetically dealt with, as these zemindars 
are remaining satisfied M'ith an income M-nich they used to draw GO years 
ago. Sir, is it possible in the psesent state of things, M'hen all other neces- 
saries of life have become so costly — 4 times, 5 times or even G times — to 

(ie|>end on their old income fixed GO years ago, and is it just to levy income- 
tax on them? I say, Sir, that it is not equitable or just to tax such people 
who are on the verge of economic ruination and moreover in the interest of 
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the agriculture itself we should not tax them as it will be beating a dead 
person according to the saying ^ to beat a dead person. 

By levying agricultural income-tax you are practically flogging the dead 
horse — <lead person. I submit and jn'ay to the (lovernment through you, 
Sir, that they should consider the economic position of these persons upon 
whom the Government is going to impose this tax. I pray that Government 
should excuse them from paying this tax.

— our Leader of the House has already said “Well, Mudassir Hossain doe» 
not understand the state of things, we have been spending Rs. 2 crores — 
much more than we are getting from agricultural income-tax from 
which we are getting Rs. 50 or GO lakhs” — this fund should he earmarked 
for the improvement of the poor peasants.

You should also raise their standard of living 
in order to remove the imputation or stigma which has been cast by the 
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World Organisation to the effect that our pattern of agriculture is primitive. 
Unless and until that stigma is removed we remain semi-civilised and 
primitive. You may be proud of your civilisation, your 8])iiitual 
civilisation but so far as your material civilisation is concerned this >tigma 
has been cast upon India, upon us, by tJie United States Agriculture 
Department and this stigma should be removed from the fair face of India 
or for the matter of that Bengal.

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, \Mth regard lo the 
questions that iiave been raised l>\ Janah Mudassii lloss.nii. tlieie are in 
West Bengal altogetliei 4,‘J49 assessct's, oi wlioni 4,404 liavi- income taliing 
below Ks. 10, ()()(), that is to say. whose net income from agriculture is 
between Rs. 4,000 and Ks. 10,000; 7‘)'2 have income hetwtam Hs. 10,000 and 
Ks. 1,00,000; and 00 have income of more than Ks. 1,00,000. Sii*, 1 have 
already indicated the limitations under which agricultinal im-ome-lax is 
levied, namely, that those whose net income is not ludow Us. 4,000 and those 
who belong to an undivided tamil\ and have an artui ol less than 40 Imjhas of 
land, are not taxed. It is therefore to be (‘onceded that a man who earns 
50 thousand, GO thousand or 70 thousand lupces from agrn iilture should not 
be allowed to enjoy his income v hen another jxm’smu in anotln'r .s})here ot hie 
earning the same amount has not only to pay income-tax but also has (o pay 
surcharge on such taxes. Therefore, the princijile uliich m> trimnls Mr. 
Pramatha Nath Bandyopadhyay and Jauab Mudassir Ilossain have sug- 
gested, does not apjdy \\hen the tax is not levied (»n the poorer classes. 
Even a person who obtains more than 4,000 rupees of incoim* at the end of 
the year after deducting all ex]>enditurc, would be a juuson of some sub- 
htaiice, and I do not see \n hy he should not be taxed. 

Then, as regaids tin' ])ioposition which my friend Mr Sibnalh B.iiinjei* 
has suggested, it is umler the coiisidei ation of the (iovcinnumt as to uhetlier 
we should not levs a surcharge as is done in the Ttlai Piadesh cn peisons 
who have agricultural income of inoie than, let us sa\ , J» (U 40 thousand 
rupees nett. It is done in the Uttar Pradesli, and a^ a matter ol fact, 
1 liave now heiore me the figures of West Bengal, Bihai , Assam and I t tar 
Pradesh, and I find that in West Bengal ue prohahl.N have ihe least incidence 
of taxation so far as agiicultural income-tax is concerned. M\ liieiid Mr. 
Sihnath Banerjee has asked me a (|ue.stion. 1 have got lo give an answer 
more or less on the spur of the moment because I Imve nol the figures hidore 
me; but roughly speaking, as far hack as 1944, there ^^as a (oinmittee 
appointed by the Government of India with Sj. Nalini Kuniun .Siirkei. to 
consider the question of allocation of income-tax whicli is IcMcd in difliTent 
provinces, and they laid down three or four very .sound ]uinciplcs. the main 
points being that where the income-tax is levii*d in a ])articular ]U()vinc€ 
corresponding to the niiniher of people in that province, namel\, the popula- 
tion and the trade in that province, the proportion of income-tax pa\:iblc to 
the State should he paid in tliat inaniiei, and we struggled our liardest at 
every point, hut it so happened that the one jHiint the Government of India 
laid stress uponf was that West Bengal was one-third in area and, therefore, 
they took the geograpliical area in making income-tax allncation altliough 
we [pointed out then that West Bengal and Bombay producei] almost the same 
amount of income-tax although Bombay is now a little ahead of us ana 
the population is almost similar. A et Bombay got ^1 j>er cent, and 
Bengal got first 11 per hut after a great deal of struggle we have gone 

up to 13:5 per cent. I may inform my honourable friend that he must have 
•een in the papers that there is a Commission to be appointed by the Central 
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'wMcIl sliall go into the whole matter and we have got our own 
points printed and sent to the Government of India our claims to a larger 
share of tiie income-tax which is payable to the Slate. 

Sir, with these w’ords I move that the demand be accepted.

Major Head 7— Land Revenue. 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Sir, on the 
recomimuidaf ion of the Governor I ]>eg to nK)ve that a sum of Rs. 40,42.000 
be giarit(‘d for expenditure under Grant No. 2, “Major Head 7 — l^and 
Revenue.” 

Sir, I would draw tlie atttuition of the members opposite, first of all, to 
the appreciation of income under the liead of Land IL'venm*. Membeis must 
have noticed that this year we are going to budget Its. 30 lakhs more under 
the head of “fiand Revenue” than in 1040-50. The increase is the largest 
under the head “Ordinary revenue collections from th(‘ Government estates” 
— that is due to the merger of Cooch Behar. Rs. 25 lakhs we are going to 
get from Cooch Behar. 

Now, vith this ])r(*face I would try to explain the increase in expenditure 
under the head “Land Ueveniie”. Honourable members must have noticed 
that this year we have budgeted Rs. 11 lakhs more than in the previous year 
under the head of “Land Revenue”. Now, the increase in expenditure is 
explained by the following figures: Cost of management of Government 
estates in (’ooch Behar Rs. 7,75,001), cost of management of Nayaba^an 
estate Rs. 20,000, improvement costs in (?ooch Behar and Nayabasan estates 
Rs. 08,000, repairs to damages caused by landslides in Darjeeling Rs. 50,000, 
payment to the East Indian Railway in lieu of ownership of about 280 acres 
of land originally acquired at their cost for resettlement of the peopls 
displaced as a result of acquisition of land for the Chittaranjan LocomotiT# 
Building Project at Mihijam Rs. 1,84,000 and increment of pay, etc., 
Rs. 30,(M)0 only — total Rs. 11,19,000. Now, if this amount be added to the 
actual expenditure in 1949-50, you will arrive at the total figure budgeted 
this year. Now, due to the merger of the vState of Cooch Behar in the State 
of West Bengal, all the lands therein are now managed as khas mahal lands 
or Government estates, the receipt from which is Rs. 24 or 25 lakhs. For 
the cost of their management only 7*05 lakhs has been estimated for 1950-51 
and the same amount for 1951-52. Nayabasan estate in the district of 
Midnapoi'e was ])urchased in 1950 by Government at a cost of Rs, 3 lakhs 
only. This i.s a profitable estate, the receipt from this estate being 
Rs, 1,30,000 and income from it likely to increase further with proper 
development. For the khas mahal^ of Cooch Behar and Nayabasan estate 
the improvement cost has been estimated at Rs. 08,000 in the current year 
as well as in the next year. During the last landslides in Darjeeling, 
important roads running through the khas mahals of the district as 
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as tlie bridges connecting tlie difierent ronds were severely damaged. Due 
to communication difficulty, collection is likely to fall to a great extent. 
Governineiit, tliereiore, simctioneil Us. I lakh for imiiu'diate repairs ami 
reconstruction of the roads and bridges of which Us. aO.OdO will ht' spent 
this year and the balance during- the next year. Us. 7o.l)(l() i)nl> has been 
estimated under the entire '‘Land Uevenue” budjjet to provide for imnenient 
in pay. No se])arate fi^nire for the head “Management of (imernimMit 
estates” is available. We may, however, put it at Us. dtl.tliMI out of the 
t(Ual expenditure. Now, this increased exiienditnre is due to the general 
revision of the pay scales, ft will appear from what 1 have said above that 
actually there has been no excessive estimate under the luaid Management 
of (iovernment estates” only because new (n)vernment (‘states havt* been 
added to the old estates that* larger expenditure is going to be incurred. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, it would be better if 
all the motions were first moved and then we can discuss.

Mrs. E. M. RICKETTS; ^Ir Speaker. Sir, as the fate of the urban 
population of West Bengal lies m tlu* hands of the Hon'bie Minister in ('haige 
of the Department of Land and Land Bcvemie, 1 would likt* (o take tins 
0 ])portunity of drawing hi^^ atteniion to the unsat istactoi\ working of tlu* 
West Bengal Premisi's Rent ('(Uitod Act ol 1!C)I) which, in spite of thi' labour 
expended on it, has convinced mutlu'r tenants noi landlords that ( iovernniiMit 
is seriously inclineil to conti’ol rent aiul put an en<l to i acktdecring in rented 
premises. Prominent among’st the jirovisidU" of tin* Act which are almost 
universally igmtred are those which {»rot(‘ss to rt‘stiict th(‘ sale oi fui’niture. 

The actual text reails ; “No per.son shall niaki‘ the jmrehast* oi hire of an\ 
furniture, in an\ jiieinisrs, a condiiiun of the giimt, etc., ol a teiiaiu^x ol 
such premi.se.s luid no ]a‘r>on sli.ill -.idl oi lure tin* furnituic in an\ premisi's ol 
which he i.s the landloid to the tenant »d such jii emist*', except under a peiniit 
in the prescribed form Ironi the ( ontudler ' 1 think I may satel\ avei that 

in all Calcutta it is only tlie ilon'ble Ministei and hi^ depai l nieiil who an 
uiiware that the “dO JaU ('ojuiiin" <1 llu‘ dail\ new-p.ipei'. give publuitv to 
honourable citizen.s who tieat tlu'-'C piovi^nnis as a joki'. d he lollowing 
advertisement which apjieaied in this nioining s issue oi a hx’al jiajiei bears 
out my remarks ; — 

‘^To let modern 4-Toomed flat in t alcutta, rent Rs. ‘{oil ])er month, 
furniture worth Rs. 10, (Kit) also tor sale.” 

Furthermore, though there are strictures against the demand ol salami, 
I for one would be intenested to meet the tenant wlio has obtained an 
unfurnished house, flat or room within tlie last iS years, without having 
satisfied the avarice of either a departing fid low tenant or th(‘ owner of the 
permises. Of course, since in the eyes of the law, tin* man who jiays is as 
guilty as he w ho receives, 1 realise the liifficulty of proving my statement, liut 
no realist can be unaware of its trutli. The contention that the cure in such 
a situation lies with the flat-hunter, gets us now'here, for the only alternative 
to paying salami is remaining homeless. I^andlords can well afford to keep 
their premises locked up or to instal a temporary care-taker until a sutficii-ntly 
desperate customer comes on the scene. If it were possible imme'diately (o 
confront an extortioner with a respon.sible witness who could later testify 
against him, a brake might easily be put on the existing racket, but W’hen a 
wage-earner is faced wdth the whole burden of initiating legal action and 
bringing home his guilt to a rich man, the situation is literally-hopeless.

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111 60 vital a matter as securing shelter for the public surely it is the duty 
of a benevolent and popular government to go further than to merely pass 
an Act. Its obligation to the public is incomplete until such time as it 
establishes the necessary machinery to administer its controlling enactments 
specifically designed to destroy an abnormal situation. It takes time 
and money to move Controllers, Additional ^’ontrollers and their Deputies, 
but the establishment of a statutriry Housing Board somewliat on the line 
of the Calcutta Smoke Nuisance Commission, would at least convince 
landlords and tenants tliat Government is sincere in its intention to check 
malpractices. Law-brocikcrs move quickly and governmental machinery, 
whether its jiace be sure or not, is unfailingly slow. A semi-official body 
w'ould assist rather than replace existing departmental control and its mam 
function would be to help the tenant in his unequal and continuous .struggle. 
Without this assistance legislation is a waste of time. It heljis no one 
and it impresses no om^. Tenants comprise the great majority of every 
section of the jioinilation and while we are jirepaied to believe that 
governmental efforts to provide the public with more food and more cloth 
are limited by factors beyond the control of our Hon'ble Ministers, the 
(pK'stion ot k(‘eping routs o\er our heads is in a different category and any 
Government worth its salt should ensure that its laws are obeyed and its 
enactments respected. 

8J. JYOTI BA8U: Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 bad thought that it would not 
be very necessurv for me to dilate on the subject of abolition of zemindary 
because 1 thought that it had become an axiomatic truth and it had been 
accepted by the country as a wdiole that this vicious s^stmn must go. But 
I have all the same given notice of a cut motion in order to emphasize and 
underline the fact that the ('ongress Ministers of today — the 
Congress Government of toda} , spt‘cially tlie AVest Bengal 
Government has failed to redeem the ]d(‘dge which the Congress 
made to the country for over 4b years. The otlier da> when we w^ere 
discussing some other subject, one of the Ministtu’s of the West Bengal 
Government, the hood Minister, gave us a very callous and amazing state- 
ment w’ith regard to the zemindary system when he saul that he had become 
doubtful in the meantime wlietber tlie abolition of the zemindary system — 
landlordism — would really helj) the tillers of the soil and help in increasing 
our food jiroducfion and agricultural jiroduetion in general. 1 am sure that 
he will be able and the Government will be able to find vseribes and econo- 
mists to support tliis new-found contention of the Congress Ministers though 
as yet I Imve not bi'cn able to see any economist wortli the name, bp they 
jutid by tlit‘ Government or not, trying to pii)\e that the abolition of the 
zemindary sysleiii is n us«*les> m(‘asuie or not nece^ssary lor the fundamental 
reorganisation of our agrieiilturt*. I am Mire, howevet . that no parasitic 
landlord, no jiarasitic zemindar oi any othei landed ve>ted interest could be 
found for a more (‘iithusiastic support ti» the zemindary system as it exists 
in West Bengal and in India today. I hold, bo\\e\er, ^\ ithout going into 
the dc'tails, the old arguments by \\hieh we arrived at the ( omdiision many 
years back that until and unless this system is ab(di^hed there is no funda- 
mental scope for the imporvement of our agriculture, for increasing our food 
production and so on and so forth. In fact, if the experience of 1943 famine 
has taught us anything, if the experience of food shortage in the country 
today has taught us anything, sjiecially for an agricultural country like 
India, it has taught us that withoiB getting rid (d this intermediary interests 
that stand between the Government, say, on the one hand and the tillers of 
the soil on the other, it is impossible to go forward for the improvement and 
welfare of the people as a whole incluning the middle class and the other 
upper sections oi society ns a whole. It is impossible to go forward for the 
improvement and welfare of the people as a whole including the middle class 
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and the other upper section of the society as well. We in this House have 
been asked to give powers to the Government on many occasions even in 
this regime, powers of acquisition jnul requisition ol land, of waste land, 
of water ureas and so on and so forth, because the Government comes and 
tells us that they wish to improve our agriculture, because they come and tell 
us that they wish to have more food production in the country, more fish for 
our people, etc. But not a word is uttered in this House fn>ni'the Ministerial 
lienches. and today the Zemindar Minister who wa.s ])resenting this j)ar(i- 
cular budget— he does not even by mistake tell us what has haiipened 
to the scheme of abolition of the zemindary system. forgets even to 

mention it and tells us what are the difficulties which have arisen in the 
meantime, as to why the zemindar\ s\stem cannot be ahoii.shed. or dot's he 
hold with the Food Minister that it may not be qiiitt' a .safe nieasurt'. We 
do not know, because in his opening atldress he told us notliing. 

Now, Sir, if T am permitted, I shall very briefl\ t-ite one or two 
points for enlightening the Minister who .seem.s to have foi gotten tlu' old 
argument a.s to why it was neces.sary to get rid of this s\stem. what are the 
basic issues underl\ing our present agrarian crisi.s m West Hengal and. for 
the matter of that, in the whole of India as well. I do not think, Sir, that 
the Ministry or the Government are in agreement \Mth nu* that tin'ie is an 
agrarian crisis in West Bengal and in India. Howi'mm. 1 think e\(M,\h(.dy 
knows — even scliool bo\s kmov it; tlu'v read in then books, and I think it 
is a fact that the over-iiressiire of the jiopulation on agneultine thioiigh 
blocking of other economic channels is one of tin* faelois ot onr ciisis. 
Beeause there is no industrial develojmient, and there is the glowing iiieo'ase 
of jiopulation, so naturally there is incrc'ased ])iessuie on our ugrieiill iin*. 

Seeondly, there is the effe*! t of land monopoly on the hurden of the 
peasantrN. We know that year after \ear for Hio’years now land has hei'ii 
passing from the hands of the majority to the hands of the niinoritv. W’e 
know’ that year aft(*r y€'ar the kis(in< are hecoming landless jirobdai’iat > I 
shall cite figures later on I know that because of this fact a c(*rtain 
section of the parasitii- landlords lodds (m to th<‘ majority oi our land it is 
impos.sihle for the jieasants Ixtjjusi* of the hurdciis ]m|iose(l on them thriaigh 
taxation, through raek-renting and thn.ugh other kinds of feudal e\])loitat ion 
to develop tenancies. It is neither |)ossihle foi the ( ioviu mm'iit to develop, 
the technique of agri(*ultural prodiietion and develojimeiit in the country- 
side. 

TJien, Sir. the other factor is ilie subdivision and f raguKmt.it ion of 
holdings and the ili^jKissi'ssion of wide sections of Icisans of thc'ii land. This 
is another factor which has lesnlted in agiarian ciisis ju West Ihmgal. 

Lastly, it is a well-known fact that a few \eais hack, sa> , 20 vear« 
hack or 2o year.s hack one-third of the waTi* agricultural labourers 

without any land, Ihey hail to work on othei peojdes’ land. Toda\ this 
figure has mounted and become about one-half in Jfengal, as far as we know. 
We do not know what tlie pre.MUit census will .show, hut as far as we know’ 
from the old census that it has gone hevond oO jier cent., i.e., peo]»le who 
have become landle.s.s. The figures which 1 have cited are well- 
known to everybody— as I .said even to selund (hildren. Hut it 
seems that our (L)vernment either pretend not to understaml the.se 
things, or the game i.s to make tlie peoph* forget tliat tln^re are 
economic argnineuts, vital fnndamental arguments as to whv the 
zemindary sv stem should go here and nf»w. We are told in this 
House, and in tlii.s .session we liave heaid it man\ times, that another 
important factor a.s to why we cannot do anything to ameliorate the condi- 
tions of our people in l>€cause there is a growing population. Thi.s, I am 
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afraid, is an argument which we used to hear in Hitlerite Germany from 
1933 onwards. He taught us this form of argument, because there is a 
growing population, i.e., over-population, it is m>t possible for us to feed 
the people. I would ask the Government and the Ministry that instead of 
trying to give us this kind of argument first to tell us whether everything 
possible has been done to feed the existing pojmlation and the growing 
population. After all, people are born; nothing can he done about that. 
You cannot say: “We are going to wi]>e out a section of the ]>npulati6n.” 
That cannot he done unfortunately. In fact. v\e should encourage this 
growth of population; we should welcome children who are born in this 
way. Instead, w'e in this Congress regime li.ive arrived at such a situation 
in which w’e have to talk about restricting ])opuiation, and therefore 1 
suppose W’e hecome very hap])\ when we hear that thousands and thousands 
die of clu)lera and all sorts of iiiseases in West Bengal and in other parts of 
India, As 1 was sa>ing therefore, it is not a fact that there is a nature- 
imposed absolute land shortage in West Bengal. At least that has not 
been proved to our satisfaction. The point is a failure to assess the exi.stirig 
cultivable land in the proper scientific vva\ And because of the paralysing 
burden imposed on tbe kisaiis and the social system that prevails, because 
our Ifisnns are not fiei* kisajia, therefore, it is impossible for them to w’ork 
in the .same w’ay, to have the same kind ot production in West Bengal as 
we would hav(‘ in a fiee system, in a <’ountry, w’here the kisans are at least 
free to a certain extcoit, free of feudal exploitation. 1 know of officers of 
Government, who, when wc* talk to tliem in private, tell u-; that w’e may 
have model farms of t iovernment , we max trx to hiifirove cattle, to improve 
seeds and so on in a partii'ular farm of ( if>venunent. but tiiesc will be of no 
avail, these will be of no use, and. in fac!. the t lovernnuuii will not be able 
to show us by institution of tiiese farms that they have been able to improve 
our agricut lire as a whole. Kv(*n if they have the finest w'ill to work to 
improve the rondihoii of agriculture they cannot do an\ thing liecause they 
will come uj) against this wall of feinlal (‘conomy, small jilots of land, 
miserable ]»lots of land where the peasants are working day and night. la 
it ]i()ssil)l(‘ in India to havi* large scale farming ^ It is not jiossible in the 
]>resent context. Tiie Government max liave one or txvo farms there. They 
an» thinking of hiiying farms in Midnapore and in othei places, but that 
will he of no use. From them we cannot go forward to tlie countrx as a 
AX hole, to tile millions of our countrymen to improve the condition of 
agriculture. That is olivious and is a well-known tael. What ] am driving 
at is that ]iecaus(‘ of the social sxstem that ])revaiK, because of the land 
»ystem that pn'vails it is not possible for us to improve our agriculture and 
production fundainentallx . Tlaui, Sir, as far as iigures are available, w’e are 

told that there are 12 lakhs acres (At this stage the blue light was lit) 

Sir, I find the blue liglit i.s lit, max 1 know lor hoxv maiix minutes more I 
can speak ? 

Mr. SPEAKER: I cannot give you much time unless you are prepared 
to sit for a long time after 7 p.m. and moreover there is another cut motion 
{Standing in your name on which you may perhaps again like to speak and 
there are 3 or 4 more members to speak. So you can speak for 3 or 4 minutes 
more. 

SJ. JYOTI BA8U: Not that I wumt, Sir, to speak much because these 
are so x*ery well-knoxvn facts but all^tbe same I have to hammer thi.s ail the 
time us nothing enters into their heads — wooden heads — sitting in front of 
me. For instanee it is a w’ell-known fact, as I was saying, that 12 lakhs 
acres of cultivable xvaste lands are there wdiich are good lands; there are 
others covered w’ith jungles and forests. Now, I do not know what schemes 
the Government have prepared with regard to these lands. At least on 
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reading these Red and Blue Books we are unable to understand what the 
Goveripaent are trying to do and today also the Hon'ble Minister did not 
tell us anything and 1 am afraid he has no satisfactory answer to give, 
because there is no scheme though they are talking to us about all sorts of 
schemes. The real fundamental schemes are not before the country although 
31 years have gone by since we achieved the so called independence in 1947. 
Now, the experience of even recent ])eriod has shown us the futility of this 
shortsighted attempts to jireach to the cultivators of their backwardness 
while leaving the issue of their basic exjiloitation untouched. They are told 
to improve the technique. IVe are told that quizes are distributed to ellicient 
cultivators but what is the use of these prizes when the Ministers themselveB 
know that nothing can be done. You ma\. Sir. give ])rizes to one or two 
j)eo})le. but nothing fundamental can be done unless \ou ttiuch this 
fundamental question of exjiloitation which is left untouched by the* 
Government. Now, I wish to give you .lUst one figure. 1 cannot gi\e you 
more for lack of time, to show the growing dissatisfaction in thi‘ countryside. 
It is a fact well known to the Minister^ but still 1 give it. Sir, there* were 
390,oti2 non-cultivating landlords or n‘nt-receivers in 1921. In 1931, it rose 
to b33,S34, i.e., an increment of til ]>er cent. Tln*se are non-cultivjiting 
landlords or rent-ieceiv(‘rs or ratlno the jiarasites who art* eating into the 
vitals of our economic life including probably our zemindary Ministers. 
Then there were eultiyating owners and tenants yyho were 927,40(1 in WYM 
yvliich decreased in 1931 and fell to 079,000 and odd. .Tliest* real ]>eople, 
namely, tlie cultivating owneis and tt‘nants tlu‘ir figurt* fell by dd per cent. 
Tile Tiumh(‘r of agricultural labourers rose from hSO.OOO in 1921 to 271,800, 
an increment of 34 per cent. So in the case of the mo^t impoitaiit people, 
the cultivating owners and tenants and labourers, yyc find one yvas a minuK 
and the other a plus, that is to say, more agricultural labourers, less 
cultivating owners and tenants ami the non-c'ultivating lamllords and lamt- 
r(M‘(dver> increased. 1 y\ould ask the* Hon‘l)lc Minister to ttdl me yyhether 
these pro])ortions hay*e changed in the meantime. ll is for the llon’hlo 
Minister to say yvhether there has been any iinproy’ement in these* figures, 
i.e.. yvhether agricultural labourers hayc dccr<‘ased for instance. After the 
famine of 1943 from the Calcutta Statistical l)ei*artmcnt yve found that 
agiicultural labouicrs had incrca‘'cd, as large number oi /.-nsv/'/os hud to sell 
even the little portion of their lands which they had. Thcrcfoie, Sir, li is 
a fundamental ]>oint. Secondly, the ]»oint is not a mechanical (jucstion of 
changing the system, the jioint is that if this is done tlicn, as l)r. Banerji 
also tried to ])oint out. the enthusiasm (*t the /f/.sv/n* will he let loose and 
then tlicy will work as a fret* man yv»»rks. There is :i vast difl'cicnce 
betw'cen a slave labour and fi{*c labour as i.s y\ell knoyvn to the ]ieople who 
have soiuc expcrii'iicc of the countryside. In that case there yyill ho 
tremendous entluisiasm, becaiw tlie people yvouid fee*! that lancllordism lias 
gone and noyv these lands btdong to them. I'herefore I hold tfiat llu*ieafter 
you can rai^-e the techni<]iic, theicaft(*r you can proceed toyvards collt‘ctivisa- 
tion, large-scale farming and so on. Sir, tin* Koval ( oinini‘'Sion waH 
appointed in 1927, after 170 years of Britisii rule and they completely failed 
as their term.s of reference yvere to go into the j)robleins of agriculture and 
rural economy and were forbidd(*n from touching the land syst(*in. I hat 
is yvhy they failed completely and their evi<lence and 17 yoluines of rejMutH 
W’ere practically ineffective. Now'^ Sir, the same iin])erialist British tra<lition 
is still being followed by the (’ongress Government of tr*day specially in 
West Bengal. 

With regard to the compensation, I wish to say one or tyvo things. Sir, 

I do not believe in giving compensation to the big lamllords. If there are 
anj* small landlords who on expropriation would have no hank balance or means 
of livelihood left there then they have to be rehabilitated, they must be 
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rehabilitated by the Qovernment. There is no doubt about that. But there 
is no point in giving any compensation whatsoever to the big landlords, 
because if we do it it means the peasants will have to bear the burden as they 
•are doing in Uttar Pradesh, Bihar, Madras and in other places. I am afraid 
this will not be to the benefit of the ki^ans. Now, we are told that the 

Indian Constitution stands in the way. Once more, Sir, I would ask the 

Ministers to deny that they had referred to the India Government to change 
the Constitution of India, specially section 19 of the Constitution, relating 
to the liberty of the people. Although it is a secret but still I know they 

have done that. If the Indian ( onstitiition stands in the way of abolishing 

the zeinindary system without paying compensation why is it that the 
Ministers are trying to crush the civil lilxTties whatever little is given in 
the Constitution and yet not trying to ameml tlie Constitution on the former 
count? Why is it that they do not ask the India Government to change this 
part of the Constitution which sa\s that some sort of comjiensation is to he 
given if you are to touch this sacred projrerty of the vested interests. I 
know the Jndian Constitution is a reactionary constitution hut still I would 
urge upon the Government here to refer the India Government to this 
particular section and to remove it from tin' Constitution, if that is barring 
our advance. If they are to give compensation in every ease they will sav 
they have no money to do so and naturally the peasants will have to hear 
the burden and if the jieasants have to hear the burden, It uill be imjiossilile 
for them to pay 10 or ‘.ii* times as in the ca'^e of Cttar Pradesh ;ind other 
plac’es. A ml it will also mean that you will get l id of oin^ seetion of land- 
lords to create another st'clioii and that will lx* of no benefit. Therefore. I 
again sa>' “Follow China, new China that is using and see and "tudN Imw 
they are doling th(‘ir things.” 1 am glad. Sir, that tin* Uon'hle Chief 
Minister the <dhei' da> read out a passage from Mao Tse Tun’s anuoiinee- 
meiit. I \\()uld a'»k all (Ik' Ministers to nnul that passage, tr\ to under'Jt.uid 
it and to appl,\ that understanding heno It the Chiiii'so could do llu*se 
wonderful things Iheie is no doubt that we can also do it hut we mu»t have 
the will to do so. Hut I am afraid thcso Ministers who an* the frieniC of 
zemindars and who an' themselves zemindars and friends of tin* landlords 
and the vested intt'rests will not do such things unless the\ are forced to do 
80 by the jR'ople. 

8]. DEBENDRA NATH SEN: Mr. Speaker. Sir, 1 rise to speak on my 
cut motion wliudi wants to raise discussion alxi^ut the land acipiisition p(dicy 
of the Governim'nt and payment of compensation. 

Sir. at the ver\ outset, 1 would like to make it very clear that I am in 
favour of acipiisition of all the lands in West Heiigal b\ the Government 
which means that I am in favoui of total abolition of zeniin(lar\ system 
without payment of eompensation. If we have to pay eoiiipeiisatiou the 
ubolitioii ot the zemiudary system in India can never he achieved. I would 
in this connection like to* sa\ that my State Government should follow the 
example of Kashmir or of Ihirma which is a small cinintry wdth 20 million 
poi»ulation onl\ and with very small resources than what w'e have got in 
India. Burma has passed a Land Acquisition Act covering the w'hole of 
Burma. Sir, ni> cut motion of course deals with matters which are not of 
8uch vast importance as the all comprehensive measure passed by Burma, 
but it deals with the actions that are miw being taken h\ the Government to 
acipiire land here and there in West Bengal not in the intere.st of the State 
nor of the people at large but in tht'^interest of particular sections of vested 
interests or of puiticular indiviilualsr’. Sir, I will confine my remarks to the 
actions taken in the Asansol subdivisiiin where I have seen the evil effect 
of the land acquisition that is going on there. The acquisition there began 
long ago during the period of foreign rule, particularly in the interest of 
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both the foreign and indigenous parties. \^ast areas of land were given to 
the firms concerned although they were nnt used for the very purpose for 
which they were acquired and that very same policy is still being pursued 
up to this day, although we have now got a national Government Let us 
take the example of Burnpur where the Iron and Steel rompaiiy is working. 
Thousands of acres have been acquired there, but those lands are lying 
fallow as they are not being wanted for the use of the factory for which 
purpose they were acquired. All of them are rice-producing areas. So we 
are losing nee. Again the })eople who possessed those lands have not got 
any alternate land or jiccommodation, neither have the\ got proper com- 
pensation for their lands. It was not jiossihle for them to get it because 
according to this (Government’s policy it is the Land Acwpiisition Olficer 
])osted there who is to classil\ the land as to whether it is a first class or 
second class land. And if it is classified as second idass land the tenant is 
going to get very mucii less price than if it is classed as first class land. 
Now’ the Land Acquisition Officer in the interest of the vested interests are 
classif\ing most of the acajiiiicd lands as second class lands so that the 
tiuiants are imt going to get full benefit of tin* acquisition of their lands. 
1 know, Sir, that money is no compensation in tlu'se cases, hut even proper 
monetary compensation the\ are not getting. 

Now, Sir, I shall cite particularl\ the case of a village named Kusumimr 
within tlie subdivision of Asansol. A ])articular ('ompan\ has b(*en floated 
there and tenants have been given lot) to ‘JOO rupia'S ])er bigha of land 
aiaiuired. but that (bnipany i> now >^ellillg that land again at Bs. oOl) to one 
thousand per higha and e, lining profit and that profit is going to tin* Vi-sted 
interests, fhe original ttoiants liad heeonH' helpless and sheltmless and tliey 
wanted to oiler Satyagraha Now thi'v have all become ])roletariatH without 
any hearth and home and without any shelter. Hut the strangest jiart of 
that ti'a iisart ion is tliiit thi* eontigiious klia.s nialial lands ot Ing tenure- 
ladders ai'e not being tombed Also the land of thi' lo< al i^einindar of 
Ihdguri i'' not being touched .\lthoiig-h the lands contig’uous to his zeinin- 
<Iarv ha^t' heeii ac(juir<*d, tht‘ land (d (liis zemindar being’ tin* idosi* prUvS(*rve 
ot this parl_\ with \esicd inteiests has not been toneluul at all. 

Now, Sir 1 wish to reftu’ to Bed China witii regard to their land reform, 
e have g(tt a revolution there which it will not he possible for anybody 
now' to check. I cited tln^ ex.iniplc of Bed China w’hilst I was speaking 
on the rcsfdiition relating to tin* Addrcs.s of the (iov«*rnor, and I will even 
today cite the (‘xample of Bed (’hina for this purpose that the freedom which 
we have got. the indejieiidencc whieli we have gained is not felt by the 
masses. Sir, this freedom has not been felt h\ them anil it can only lie felt 
by them if and wlieii tliis land reform is done ipiiekly and in a jiroper way 
witlioiit an\ compensation lieing juiid. It will be then and then only that 
the people of W est Bengal will eome to realise what freedom reall\ is ami 
then and then only, all the latent (‘nergy in them will come out and w’ill help 
us to increase our production in c\crv fiidd. Sir, we liave talked much on 
our grow-more-food camiiaign hut all our talks on grow-more-food has ficen 
useless so far, for it has really b<*en avoiding the real issue. Sir, I do not 
know why our State Ministr\ has all along been fighting sfiy to face the 
real issue before the country. Sir, the ('hief Minister has said that there is 
confu.sed thinking on the part of peojile on this .side of the Ilouse. 1 think 
on the other hand that there has not only lieen confused thinking hut tliere 
is confusion (^er^ where on the jiart of the Coiigre.ss so far as this task of 
abolition of the zeni inary system is concerned. In fact tlie Congress itself 
being a body with a multiplicity of interests, we find in all its action and 
activities it is confusion worse confounded. There cannot be, Sir, a multi- 
plicity party serving diverse interests at the same time. If there is an 
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(^Tganisation serving a multiplicity of interests who have all combined, 
it there is such a multiplicity party, it has confusion in its theory, it has 
confusion in its philosophy and it has confusion in its action. And because 
ot this confusion and muddling the Congress being a multiplicity party it 
L, peaks on the one hand to please the masses of people and then on the other 
it wants to please its masters, the vested i^’terests. 

With these remarks, Sir, 1 commend m\ cut motion to the acceptance of 
the House.

Tho Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: 1 thought Sir, 
that although the question of the abolition of the zemindary was one of the 
principal questions that had been engaging the people of the country 
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today, still after the speeches that were made in connection with the 
amendments that were moved to the Resolution on His Excellency’s speech 
in the House, there would not be such anxiety to repeat stale arguments 
from the other side. Sir, this question was dealt with very elaborately 
in that connection and the memliers toniplit have only repeated their old 
speeches. Nothing new has come out, not a single argument has been 
advanced wdiich was not advanced the other day. However, when those 
arguments have been reiterated, I should also like to reiterate one thing. 
I told the House quite frankly the other dav that the present (toverninent 
was committed to the policy of abolition of zenundar\ . I told them also 
that there are difficulties in the way and may tell them that the (fovernment, 
considering all aspects of the question, have alreadv formed a committee 
w'liicb has lieen announced in tin* press for the considt^ratioii of this matter 
and for formulating the methods and provisions which will have to be 
udopted and made in effecting the zemindary abolition

Sir 
much more aggravated by increased density of population and partition of 
Hengal which stare \\'est Bengal in the face. Now', Sii-, I obsi'cveil fuither 
that, in pursuance of our scheme of abolition of zemindary, at least in the 
Siindarbans area, to start with, an enquiry was iiiMtitut**(l in1(» the <'oj)di- 
tions of Id villages there. What was found I*' It was found that there if 
3'ou have got to settle all the tillers of the soil you can give none of them 
sufficient laiul to constitute an economic holding. The emiuiry revealed that 
in 15 villages Id, 000 acresof land there to be di,stribute<l among the tillers 
of the soil. But if all the tillers of the soil have got to be given at lea.st 
5 acres of land, then not only 1*3,000 acres but 9.000 more acres wull be 
required. So what is necessary to give effect to the abolition of zemindary 
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IS to explore further what organisation or provision can be made for 
supplementary or subsidiary industries on the one hand and, on the other, 
how the law of inheritance can be so amended as to prevent further sub- 
division of holdings. These two questions have got to be solved before 
any scheme of zemindary abolition in favour of the tillers of the soil can 
be given effect to. We are investigating those questions, I told the House 
frankly, and as soon as the investigation ill be completed, we shall not 
only bring forward a Bill but shall go forward with the implementation of 
our scheme of abolition of zemindary. My observations. Sir, were 
summarised and correctly summarised by my friend Dr. Suresh Chandra 
Banerji over there. Now, Sir, what more assurances can this Government 
give? I am prepared to accei)t evei,\ line that has fallen from my friend 
Dr. Suresh Chandra Banerji regarding the history f)f the question of aboli- 
tion of the zemindary, the history of how the abolition of zemindary was 
resolved upon by the (ongress as also the steps that have been taken by 
the Congress Governments in some sister Provinces to give effect to the 
proposal, but 1 must repeat what I told you the other day that in no State 
as yet has zemindary abolition been actually effected. Take, for instance, 
the State of fiastern Pakistan. They passed, they enacted, a Bill for the 
abolition of z(‘mindary last year, but they have not been able to give effect 
to that Act and there is no j>roposal even to give effect to that Act either 
ibis year or ev(*n in the year next. The Collectors in the Eastern Bengal 
districts have been pleased to ask the tenants not to withhold payment of 
rent but to continue to ])ay their rents to the zemindars as otherwise it 
would be impossible for the zemindars to meet the State demand or pay 
the revenue and cesses. That is about East Bengal. Of course in Bihar, 
Sir, we know that an Act has been passed but, Sir, that Act is being 
challenged in the Patna High Court; that also we know. So the actual 
implementation of a programme for the abolition of zemindary is still 
hanging fire in Bihar. Now, Sir, in view of sill tlu‘se facts it is up to us 
to go dee])l\ into this question and to formulate our ])lans in such a manner 
that We may not have to ride for a fall. That is the only explanation, Sir, 
that 1 can give tonight for the alleged delay in the implementation of our 
scheme to give effect to the abolition of zemindary. Now. Sir, we have 
been told — the (juestion \vas raised by an honourable member — that there 
were insufficient lands to go round in Bengal but that collectivisation may 
w'ork wondt*rs. That is not the case. Sir, in Bengal. That might Inive 
been the case in Union of Socialist Soviet Republics but can hardly be fol- 
lowed in AVest Bengal. AVe were reminded of the famine of 1943 by a speaker 
here and he alleged. Sir, that the famine was brought about by the parasites. 
That was at least not the finding ot the AVoodhead Commission. But, 
Sir, I am going to place before the Hou.se the account of a “('ollectivisation” 
— famine that was brought about in Russia and “it occurred in the Sjiring 
of 1933, in the great grain producing areas of the Union of Socialist Soviet 
Republic, the Ntirth Caucasus and l^kraine. Communists after preliminary 
hesitancy, now^ admit the fact of the famine, though in circumlocutory 
jargon. The chief point about the famine is not — it might be said — that 
several million jieople died. Chamlierlain ])uts the mortality a^ high as five 
or six millions. This is too high, other authorities believe.” It may be a 
little less. “The inside story of the famine is briefly this” according to 
(iunther. “The Five-Year Plan included ‘collectivisation’ of the pea.santry. 
Russia, overwhelmingly an agrarian country, contained in 1927 almost 
twenty-five million peasant holdings; Stalin’s plan was to unite them into 
socialised collective farms. The pelfsants would turn over implements and 
livestock to a farm manager, and work in common on comparatively large 
rather than very small holdings, assisted by tractors furnished by the state. 
This was the idea. On it, the future of Socialism in the Union of Socialist 
Soviet Republic depended.” 
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‘‘What happened was that the peswants, bitterly indiguant, staged two 
major resistances to the immense forcible process of collectivisation. First, 
they slaughtered their livestock, rather than turn it over to the collectives. 
It was an extraordinary and tragic event —though not so tragic as the 
human starvation later. There was no organisation among the ]>easauts, no 
communication; yet in hundreds of villages, separated h\ hundreds of 
miles, a simultaneous destruction of animals began. Rather than turn over 
their precious pigs, sheep, cattle, to the collective authorities, tin* peasants 
murdered them.” 

‘^Even so, in 1932, the peasants, stiffening into a final vain jirotest, 
rebelled again. As if by underground agreement, another ])sM‘hic eiiideinic 
spread through the rich fields of the (!^aucasus and Ekraine. The farmers, 
those still outside the collectives, wt're paid miserable prices; either they 
could buy no manufactured goods at all, or goods only of indifft'rent (]uabt>. 
They hit on a plan. They had sowed the crop, which was abundant ; but 
they decided not to iiarvest all of it. Tliev liarvestt‘d exactly what they 
calculated they would themselves need during the wintiT and left the rest 
to rot. ‘What was the use of slaMug to produce a handsome crop, if the 
state simply seized it all'?” 

“This was, of course, mutiny. It \\as not only defiance of Stalin; 
it was a threat to starve him into .siibmi.ssion. 'The SovnM (io\t‘rnment 
needed the gram to distributi* to tin* industiial regions, tin* great cities; it 
needed grain for exiiort, to pa\ foi the maidiimu'x it had to import foi the 
Five-Year Plan 


• ♦*♦*** 

“Russian economy is still extn*mely primitive*. Tin' (|Uestion of grain, 
of br(‘ad. is a matter of lite and death. When then* was no grain left,, the 
people began to dn*. Ide* government migJit have divertt'd soma gram from 
the cities.” 

Mr. SPEAKER: I^ixtimsive (jiiotation.s are not allowed. 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Sir, I am gidng 

to fini.sh just in a minute. “Cities though that xvas a pinched, hungrx 
year everywhere — to feed the peasants Rut the government did not do st» 
Stalin decided that the peasant.s must jia;^ tin* penalty for tlieir rel)<*llion. 
They had refused, blind 1 y, stupidlx, to provide grain; v<*ry well, let them 
starve. And they starved and died by millions.” That was how, Sir, 
collectivisation was brought about in the Union of Socialist Soviet R(‘puhlieH 
and that civilized process, Sir, is going to be recommended to ns tonight. 
(Sj. Jyoti R.vsr : You are in vt‘ry good eomjiaiiy, Amern an and Rriti.sh.) 

Now’, Sir, another point that was rai.sed hy iny friend Dr. Ranerji is 
about Jalpaiguri and that point has been repeated by Sj. Sibnath Raneijf*e. 
Now*, what has happened in Jalpaiguri y Sir, I had a telephonie talk witli 
the Deputy Commissioner of Jalpaiguri tliis noon. What happem^d then* I" 
On the 1st of March an S. P. I. agent went to the Deputy ('oinrnis.sioner’H 
place and began to utter slogans. The Deputy Commissioner st‘nt an 
orderly requesting him to see him. He w*ould not see him hut rafh(*r stayed 
at the gate and continued to utter slogans and collect people. He was 
advised not to utter slogans useles.sly and collect crowds hut to come and 
meet the Deputy Commi.ssioner and tell him what he had to say. Again he 
and his friends would not come. Therefore, section 144 had to be issuml. 
The Deputy Commissioner tried to persuade them to argue the matter with 
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him but they refused to do so and continued to create disturbances. There- 
fore they had to be arrested. Sir, the position in Jalpaiguri is this: the 
adJimrx there are refusing to deliver the paddy or to come to the Conciliation 
Boards. There some S. P. I. and C. P. 1. agents are inciting them not to 
deliver the paddy. Red j)amphlets have been circulated there by the 
adhinrn demanding of the jotahir to take oiil; one-third of the paddy, leaving 
two-thirds for them. They are not prepared even as 1 have said to go to the 
Conciliation Board. The Deputy Commissioner of Jalpaiguri asked the 
Revenue Department to sanction more Conciliation Boards : the Revenue 
Department has done that. The Mainagiiri Conciliation Board is being split 
up into two Boards, and other Boards are going to he set u]). And yet if 
the people are incited not to appear before the Boards, what else can the 
other side do hut to go for relief to the criminal court'' 

Dr. 8URE8H CHANDRA BANERJI: Have you read the letter of 
Prafulla Tripathi ? 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: 1 have not. That 
might he a letter, dated drd March, as you .say, hut the inff)rmation I am 
giving you I have collected over the telephone from tiie Deputy Commissioner 
of Jaljiaiguri this noon. 

Now, let me proceed with the other point that was raised h\ Mrs. Ricketts 
about tlie administration (»f the Rent (.'ontrol Act. By the i)rovision of the 
Rent ('ontrol Act tlu' sale ot furniture and the taking of sahinii have both 
been de<dared illegal. But, Sir, the question is this: who is going to enter 
into a (’ontract or agreement with the landlord on such illegal basis? 
Certainly th(‘ tenant. But if the tenants do not come forward and are not 
prepared to help the (jovernment in instituting cases, liow can the Govern- 
ment go out of their way to institute cases? If you institute a case, you 
have to depend on tin* witnesses to come forward and give evidence. If the 
tenants pay for the price of furniture and pay raid mi and do not come 
forward and are not prejiared to. tender evidence, then surely the (joveni- 
ment cannot move in the matter. Sir, you know about one of the questions 
that was put the other day. It w^as enquired by my friend Sj. Charu 
(diumlra Bhandari 1 hidieve, how was it that in a particular case the 
Government did not pursue the man \\ho was alleged to have taken salami. 
My answer was tlmt the Government Solicitor advised the Government not 
to* proceed with the case in accordance with the opinion expressed hv the 
High (\ mrt. Now, Sii, if Government liave got to proceed with such cases 
and if (lovernnient have to bring to hook the offenders under the Rent 
Control Act, surely thos(‘ partic'j who really feel aggritwed and are prepared 
to give evidence, sliould come forward; and if they do come forward the 
Government will he quite prepared to help them and put a stop to such 
contravention of law. This is all that I have got to say in the matter.

DEMANDS FOR GRANTS. 

8 — State Excise Duties. 

The Hon’ble SYAMA PRASAD BARMAN: Sir, on the recommendation 
of His K\eellenc\ the (iovermn- I lieg to move that a sum of Rs. ^8,08,090 
be granted f(ir exiieiiditui e undei Grant No, 3, Major Head: 8 — State ExcLse 
Duties. 

Sir, after the passing ol the Constitution of India then* cannot lie any 
question about the policy of ])rohibition. There cannot be any option to 
tlie State wlietbei the State would accept prohibition or not. Article 47 of 
the ('onstitutioii enjoins that the State shall endeavour to biing about 
prohibition of the consumption except ftir medicinal purposes of intoxicating 
drinks and of drugs which are injurious to health. Sir, we have accejited 
tlie policy of prohibition and we have declared more than once that total 
prohibition is our ultimate goal. In the present context of things we cannot 
rush to this objective all at once. Our prohibition policy is that we shall 
proceed by stages .selecting particular areas and particular di.stncts. Sir, 
duiing the last year's Budget speech I said to the House that we are 
following the policy of prohibition with great caution, because exci.se revenue 
still occupies a position of highest importance in the finances of our State. 
The loss of ^ this important source of revenue is sure to upset the budgetary 
equilibrium. Sir, the loss of this excise revenue is sure to lead either to 
th^ curtailment of the essential expenditure on the development of nation- 
building departments or to the imposition of taxes more unjust and un- 
desirable than the excise duties. Sir, the implementation of this policy of

prohibition involves problems of great magnitude. First it involves that 
there will be loss of revenue; and, secondly, there will be an additional 
expenditure for its enforcement, for rehabilitation of the manufacturers and 
vendors of the excise articles and for some provisions for amusements and 
amenities as substitutes for drink pleasure. Sir, drink and drug addicts 
are to be w'on over on the side of prohibition by intensive propaganda 
oftcring them home comforts, amusements, restaurants, clubs, and musical 
and theatrical performances. All this requires finances for which have no 
resources left. Besides these, Sir, there are the problems of refugee 
rehabilitation and the protection of a big finntier and also the problems of 
foml and cloth. These are the pr(»blems of great magnitude causing un- 
usual stiain on the State financ(*. It is on this background that the 
question of prohibition is to be considered. When the (‘conomy of a State 
is disturbed, no suitable ground for launching such a social reform can be 
e.\])ect(‘d. Sir, in s[)ite of all these difficulties, we have kept prohibition 
in front of us and have gone some w'ay towards it. We have adopted the 
policy of maximum revenue w'ith minimum consumption in order to achieve 
that goal. AVe have taken the following ste]>s in this direction: — First, the 
excise dut\ has been ujigradt'd to the maximum limit. Our rates are the 
highest in India and this means that intoxicants are jiossibly the costliest in 
our State and are not within the ea.s\ reach of the addicts. Secondly, the 
mimhei of excise shops is Ixung reduced; thirdl\. there is a strict control 
on the issii(‘ of new licences and the granting ot new licences has practically 
been stopped. Four11il\, an intensive drive against the smugglers and 
illicit distillers has rigidly Wen maintained. Whenever there had lieen 
atleiiqits to enfore(‘ luidiihition , crim<‘s such as illicit distillation and 
smuggling increased. In America when piohihition was introduced, brewers 
made fortunes and hooth'gging was rampant on a large scale. The 
intoxicating drinks escaiHul through all jiolice barinus and found their way 
1,0 almost ever.N house, every hearth and home there. Here in India the poor 
man who eouM not have (‘art hen ve^s(‘ls has now aft(‘r ])rohil)iTion brass 
vessels and even ornaments of gold .ind silver for his wife, and all *liis is 
du(* to illicit distillation as a ri'sult ot pndiilntinn. The crime ot illicit 
distillation is increasing ami to add to it smuggling ot //«////(/ lias assiinu'd 
a serious jtropoition sin((‘ th(‘ supplies ot ijdnjn ceased ironi Pal^istan. That 
fjiiit ii\ is being smuggled on a ver> huge scale mainl\ fioni two sou]ce> 
outsidi‘ tin- State will be id(‘ar troni the tollowing figures: —

In order to (dieck this mcunua* and also to sup]d;s g>inju to the consumers on 
regulated dosagt's and also tn snppl\ to the manufacturers of medicine, a 
licenct' for its cultivation has lunni granted to a ('o-operative Society at 
Berhainpore. There has been strong eritiei'in against gn/ija cultivation 
during the gt^neral discussion of the Budget and I think I shall not escape 
criti('ism even today. Janab Abul llashem said that in these days of food 
shortage paddy lands have been converted into fffinja lands. With due 
respect to the honourable member I beg to submit that this is far from 
being the truth, and it is not iMaet that padih was ever growm on that 
land, (ronja wdll be grown on'tbi.s laud by rotation with vegetable and 
mbi crops. Janab Abul TIashem advised us to import (janja from Naogaon 
which is within Pakistan, but in spite of the solicitude for the ganjn- 
growers of Pakistan, I regret I cannot accept his advice, because after 
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Pnkistan had been declared a foreign territory. India om a signatory to the 
United Nations Convention of Narcotic Drugs cannot import (/anja from 
Pakistan. Under the Constitution, the Government of India control culti- 
vation, manufacture and distribution of opium to the States. From U)o0 
they have already introduced the .scheme of total prohibition of opium in 
the course of next ten years by curtailing ten per cent, of the quota granted 
to each State. Sir, we propose to introduce from next year the registration 
of opium consumer- and to regulate their dosage b\ issue of ration cards. 
The dosage of each addict will be reduced from year to year up to the ISth 
year when jiossibly medi(‘al examination of tiie addicts may be undertaken 
to restrict supjily to meilical ca'^es during the last o \ears of tht‘ scheme. 

Sir, these nia\ not be very large strides on tlie wa\ to prohibition but 
this (‘ertain]\ will lead to our gc^al. For llu* ])reseiit we can hardl.N do more. 
The honourable members must be aware that in spitt‘ ut the aeet'ptanee of 
prohibition a- the policy oi the wlnde eountrx , the ( io\ einmeiit of India have 
advised the States to go slow with the sulijeet. The dovernnient of India’s 
refusal to render fiuaneial assistance to tin* States toi tin* implementation of 
pjohihition i.*' a cieai indn'ation that national interests stand over ideological 
considerations. We aie at present watehiiif.i tin* activities of some of our 
si-ter States and ho]K‘ to profit h\ tlndi e\j>(*rienct‘. Wi> want to start with 
a sure conviction and to proct‘ed with sure and firm stc])s that the scheme 
does not foundm on the lock of impediment- and diliiciiltics. 1 am sure 
the lionoiirahle meiuhtus will admit that this i.s the wist'st thing we can do 
under the circunistama'-. I can assiin* th(‘ Houst^ that pj-ohihit ion is and 
Tcmaiiis oui goal and we shall make eviuw endi'avour to ri'ach it as s|»e(Mlily 
as circumstances will allow. I have the jdeasuie to aiinounet' on the lloor 
oi this House that in conijdiaiice witfi the wishes of the nienilu'rs f>f the 
( on^Tcs,- A'senil)l\ I’.iitx we lone deeid(*d that proliihit ion will he- inlru- 
duced in two districts in North Hcimal, iiam(‘l\, in \\’(*st Dinajpui' ami 
Mahla. In older to make tin* piohilntion scheme a succt'-s. it is lu'ccssary 
first to educate tlu' pc«)}ile and to cornince thtun ol tin* c^lls of drink and drug 
haliits and to iais(> tin* standard of living and tin* morals ol the people and 
in short to make Iilc worth livino. With these lemaiks I l)(>g to eommend 
jji\ nioli*ni lor the a<*ceplance of t lie House and I ie(|U<‘st the hoiiourahle 
riKMuliers who ha\e oimui notice ot cut motions not to ]>r(‘ss them.

8j. JYOTI BA8U: Sir, we have just now ])een referred to article 47 
of the C'oiistitution of India, by the Hoii’ble Mirnst(*r w'hi<‘h advises 
the St-ates generally to see that prohibition is brought about. We 
knew, at least I knew that the Hon’ble Minister would all the 
same tell us in this House that because of the present context 
of things it is not possible for us to have total prohibition 
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and that we must go slow and he has also told us that this is not only the 
polify of the West Bengal Government but it also the policy of the 
India Government, because, he says, national interests should find a place 
over ideological considerations. I must confess. Sir, I was not prepared 
for this. Sir, what does this mean? This means that though we under- 
stand that drinking is a bad thing, intoxicants are evil things, but all the 
same, because we cannot get money in any other way for the benefit of the 
society as a whole, therefore even tliougli we do not like it we have to 
tolerate drinking and other evil habits. [ am sure that no sane man will 
understand this sort of argument. If a thing is bad we must put an end 
to it but if there is '^ome good in it then and then only this argument can 
bo put forward by this Ministry. There no question of national interest. 
What is our national interest? Is it to the nation’s inteiest that we iiave 
thousands jind thousands of people are indulging in liquor and other 
inioxi(;ants ? 1 am sure the Hon'ble Minister will not sa;\ “Yes, it is to 

tin* national interest to do so”. I am sure he will not say that thousands 
and thousands of workers who find ph‘asure only in this kind of drinking 
at the weekened because of the conditions in which they are made to live, 
should coniiniH* to do so. I am sure In* will not say that “well, for the 
time lieing we liavc* to tolerate such a thing.” Therefore as I said, Sir, I 
do not uJi(l(‘rstand this sort of argument. I know* that excise taxes give us 
.1 major ]>art of our n‘venu(‘s, hut 1 also know and I am sure the Ilon'hle 
Minister also knows that it nas the Ibitish Iiniierialist jiolicy and tradition 
wln*n t}n\\ ruled over our counlrx to >(*(* that tlie major part of the revenues 
of tile State was derived from excise duties. ^I’he reason was very clear, 
because there was no unlustrialisat ion and tin* British (lovernment had no 
plans to industrialise a colonial <‘ountr\ like* India, ’bhere u as no scientific 
ii.iprovement of agriculture and the British Go\crnnient had no such jiian 
atnl there were no State industrn^s woith the name. I'herefoic it seived 
two purposes as tar as the Biitish (ioverniucnt was conct*rned. The first 
was that it augmented our revenm*: there is no doubt about that. Secondly, 
it deiiiorulisi'd a large section of the workers and others. I am not concerned 
so much w’ith the rich(‘r ami educated sections of society who indulge in 
drink and other intoxicants. We can leave them out for the time being 
because they know what they are doing. But 1 am concerned with other 
se«‘1ions of the society - the ))Ooit‘r section — the wot king class, the jieasautry 
ami othi'T's — who drink, as this is (he 'onl\ kind oi pleasure lett ojien 1o 
them. Tiiis demoralises the wliole nation, and the British (iovornment at 
least (lid not mind it and liad no reason to mind such a thing. But when the 
(’ongress (ioveniment toda.N comes and tells us that it is to the nation’s 
interest for tin* (line Wing at least to see that people go on drinking and 
smoking ojiiiim and other things, tlieii indeed i( is surprising to us. The 
argument <xunes fixmi the (\>ngress (jovernment hec^uise the Congress Gov- 
ernment is f<dlowing in (he s-ame fixitsteps despite the fact that they talked 
about ideals and so on and .so forth; Weause the Congress (iovernment knows 
that it has no scheme to industrialise the country; it lias no scheme for scien- 
tific development of our agriculture and for nationalisation of industries. 
Therefore tlie Congress (b)vernment knows that it is not possible for it 
within the space of a few years to augment our revenues by any other 
means than through sales tax and excise duties by making people drink 
and smoke opium. And because they are following in tlie same footsteps 
that the> are trotting’ out the same iinj>erialist arguments with regard to 
this particular tax on excise. Sir, I do not say that immediately today, 
without any education of the p^ple, you stop drinking through a fiat. 
But what are the steps you have taken? Today we are told that in two 
districts we are going to make an experiment and we are told that new 
licences are not being issued to the people. We are also told that excise 
duties have been upgraded. Surely, these are not adequate steps. What 
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lias the Goveniment done to no to tin* working eiass and educate theni and 
ensure that they give up this Iiahit What has the Government done to 
give them clubs, theaties ami oilier kinds of social aiueiiities b\ which they 
enn divert their mind fiom this one pleasure which they have in life P \\'hat 
Ijas been done to u])giadt* tlndr social life by increasing tlu'ir wag(‘s? 
N(»thing has been done to s(*e that at least tlu‘\ havt* a human kind of 
existence whereby they themselves by means of ediu'ation and umbo-standing 
-will give up this drinking halnt. Surely that has not been domo Nothing 
has been done, no ])]()|)aganda has betoi made, no material Inondit has heioi 
given so that then' mind might b(‘ divertml trom drinking. 1'ln‘ (in\ernimoit 
(‘(Ones and tells iis. \\(' ar(‘ lionnd b> artich' 47 of tin* ('oust it ut ion and we 
shall '-ee to it that })rohibition is brought almut. ]bit I am surio Sir, that 
tin' t'ongi'ess ( i(>v(0‘nim nt \\ill not be able It) do it t'lVei-t iv(d\ . TIk'n liavt' 
no money to do it, and th<\\ \\ill hav(‘ no moiu\\ for a long time to come.

Sir, W’hal [ was diiviiif^ at is this: no amount of extoitation, no amount 
of speech, no amount of ])ioiis ui'^hes in th(‘ Constitution and no amount of 
an>lhinj^ will hiiri^- any inohihilion, and, theiefore, Sir, moral stamina, 
sjiiritual stamina must hi* irnlueed in the j)eo])le in order to drive away the 
bias for di inking. That is the only jioint. Theiefoie, Sir, if it has been 
inculcated in a religion that drinking is not laudable, is haram, if it is a 
faith, a dictum, a mcs.sage of God, that alone can bring the millennium, the 
jirohihition . 

Sir, you ha\e seen that Ameiica went dry and prohibition was introduced 
and after some tim(‘ the American Administration came to th(‘ conclusion 
that ])rohibition is not jiossible. 'rhi'rclore they restored drinking.

One should have faith in God, and in the fact that it is a 
message of (lod that gambling, intoxicants and such like things are vices, 
d'herefort*, Sir, unless there is an inqiroveiiii'iit of the morals, and a faith 
in God ami in the messagi* of (lod is iniused in the people*, nothing else can 
bring alxmt jirohifiition and jirevent iieojile from drinking*. But in this 
land where there is mention of rhahni and patra, and where even the 
'Worship of God Shiva is accompanied wdth drinking, it is not po.ssihle. Sir, 
to introduce prohibition of intoxicants, and to introduce jirohibition all at 
onei*. Gradually the ])eople must be brought to their senses that jirohibition 
i.s good, 'riieii and tbt*n only after such teaching and training in the message 
of (lod and ultimate faith in God, jirohibition can be brought about in this 
bind, I do not agree with my friend, the Hon'ble Minister, that vou should 
tax t‘ven the jirostitution of the people ami assist them in order to maintain 
the State. To that jirojiosition I can never agree. To tax a vice or to take 
something out of a vice is to consent to immoral traffic from which money is 
raised. Therefore it should be condemned in every way.

I also read from ihe Report of the Co-operative Planning: “We would 
like to sound a note of warning in connection with the extension of culti- 
vation. India has suffered in the last 75 years from deforestation on a very 
large scale, especially near the foot-hills. The result has In'cn soil erosion and 
consequent formation of ravines have been spreading. It will be necessary, in 
order to check the.se tendemues, to conserve a large part of unculturable area 
for purposes of reafforestation. It appears tiierefore that in most provinces a 
large increase in agricultural production by increasing the area under the 
plough is not practicable, and the principal means of increasing agricultural 
production i.s confined to the improvement of the yield.” 

I onl\ want to eiu])hasist‘. Sir, that you have been acquiring waste lUnds. 
You have been doing sundry other things in order to increase the ])roduction 
of the land, but. Sir. if > ou want to proceed .scientifically you must reafforest 
all these unculturable waste and thereby increase your production.

The Hon’ble NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Sir, on the recom- 
mendation of His Excellency the Governoi I beg to move that a sum of 
R^. 1(1.20,000 be granted for expenditure under Grant No. 6, Major ilead : 

11 — Registration. 

Sir, in moving my motion I shall do no more than give the House a few 
bare facts, as 1 do not propo.se so late in the evening to tax the })atience of 
the House. The House would perhaps like to get a picture of the Directorate 
of Registration. 

Sir, we have altogether 131) Regi.stration Offices in West Bengal which 
have, during the period from April, 1950, uj) to January, 1951, done the 
work of registration numbering 518,928. The average load of w'ork per 
Registration Olhce, therefore, has been nearly 4,000 ])er year — to be more 
precise, 3,733. 'Hiis work has been done with the help of a total number 
of officers numbering only 154, and the revenue yielded during the ])eriod 
from Aju’il, 195(1, to January, 1951, has been lis. 3(1,18,019. 'Fhat, Sir,. 
W( uld briefly give the picture of the Registration Department. 

Sir, I may mention incidentall\ that a large numb(‘r of rt*gistration work 
had to be done in connection with Tvoan Botids ot the Refugees and for such 
other pui])ose>. All th(‘ fet‘s leviable under the Indian Begistration A(‘t 
wert' commuted in tbeir case and the addition of grant asked for compared 
to previous ^ea^^s grant has been occasioned by the fact that extra 'diit^es 
had to be ojjened in order to facilitate work. New additions have taken 
place because* of the amalgamation of Cooch Behar. 

Sir, incidentally I may also mention, as was annnunc(*d year before* last, 
that in oreler to improve the efficiency of the* depnrtmeuit and the* calibre* of 
its officers, the minimum ejualification ]»rescril»ed for the recruitment of 
personnel in the service and in the posts of Sub-Registrars, is graduation 
of the ('alcutta ITiiversity or any either recog-niseel ITiiversity ; and recruit- 
ment w'ill be done througli examination of the* West B<*ngal Givil Service 
under the ]*ublic Service Commission. I'he age of the candidate will be 
beiween 22 and 25 maximum. These briefly are the changes which have 
been effected. 

Now, Sir, anticipating — I do not find my friend Janab Mudassir Hossain 
here — anticipating bis cut motion where he souglit to raise the question of 
low pay, the manner of recruiting and the efiiciency, I should like to inform 
the House that with regard to the pay scale, the old scale of pay in the case 
of the lowest paid employees, namely, p€on.s of the Registration Offices used 
to be from Rs. 13 to Rs. 17 only. We have increased that from Re. 20 
to Rs. 25. This is the basic pay and they get a deameM allowanoa of 
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ils. 25 per month added to it, plus other allowances admissible under the 
rules. And correspondingly the basic pay scales in other cases al^ have 
been increased such as in the case of muharrirs. Formerly the scale of pay 
used to be between 25 and 35 rupees: we have increased it to 50 — 80 rupees. 
The same case applies to B. T. muharrirs, muharrirs in Sadar and J^dar 
Joint Offices. The i)ay scales of the clerhs in the mufassil Registration 
Offices used to be Rs. 35 — 45; we have increased it to Rs. 55 — 100; and the 
bead clerks in Sadar whose pay scale used to be Rs. 50 — 80, now get 
Rs. 00 — 130. The pay scale of the Sub-Registrars used to be under the old 
scale of pay Rs. 0(1 — 220; we have raised it now' to Rs. 100 — 250. In all 
these cases dearness allowance plus other allow'ances admissible, are to be 
added. I need not give you a fuller list of increase in pay in the higher 
grades of the services which were correspondingly revised, and I hope the 
il()use will appreciate tlie fact that wdth a better calibre of Sub-Registrars 
to be recruited in future more responsible function may be given to them. 
J^^’e anticipate that 130 Registration Offices are a very useful network of 
x)ffices all over the State to serve additional functions. They might be 
useful in connection with the administration of rural justice. They might 
l»e useful in connection with the collection of various data and materials 
liaving a bearing on the development purposes of the State. There are 
various other allied matters under consideration of Government. 

f may mention in this connection that a})art from the 139 Registration 
(offices we have also got 112 offices of Muslim Marriage Registrars in the 
State and foi‘ tlie ])urpose of selection of the jiersonnel for appointment as 
^Muslim Marriage Registrars w'e have introduced the practice of getting 
appointments made on the recommendation of an Advisory (bminittee w'hich 
consists of the Insjiector-General of Registration, ex-officio President of 
tlie (’onimittee, tlie Principal of the ('alcutta Madrassah, a Muslim citizen 
Tiominat»‘d ]»\ the ('ahuitta Corporation, Janab AValiul Islam, and a Muslim 
M, L. A. of West Bengal: at present Janab Sliamsiil Hu(] is the nominee of 
Government, and a Muslim nominated by the West Bengal Muslim Regis- 
trars and Kazis’ Association. Thes(‘ are the five jiei’sons on the Committee 
to advise Government on the a])pointment of Muslim Marriage Registrars. 
1 do not know whether with the jiassiiig of the Hindu ('ode Bill w’e shall 
have to introduce Hindu Marriage Registrars. 

Briefly, Sir, this is the picture. 1 submit that, looking at the cut motion 
— the only cut motion tabled on this demand — I have already dealt fully 
w’ith the question of low* jiay and the manner of recruiting. As regards 
pe'sons who are recruited as extra muharrirs in the mufassil by the District 
Registrars Matriculates are recruited, and the> are in course of time promoted 
as muharrirs and all selections for permanent ])osts are done generally from 
amongst them. That has been the prevailing practice and, as regards 
efficiency, I may sa> that year before last W'e had occasion to take disciplinary 
action which 1 announced on that occasion. This >eur 1 may inform the 
House tliat whatever complaints have been received, we have investigated 
into each and every one of them and the Anti-Corruption l>epartment also took 
up investigation and enquiries have been made and in most cases the allega- 
tions were found to be baseless. But wherever any concrete case has come 
up before the Government, every attention has been paid to it. I, therefore, 
hope that no question, as embodied in the cut motion, would arise after what 
I have stated for the information of the House. Sir, I commend my motion 
:to the acceptance of the House. ^

The Hon’ble NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Sir, I shall only say 
that I w’ould have been happier if it were possible for Government to increase 
th»? pay scales much more, but we must not forget that at the rate of pay we 
are giving, we are giving at the lowest grade of pay nearly Rs. GOO per annum 
to a peon. Now, in a country where the average income of a peasant or a 
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citizen or an ordinary villager is as low as may be computed to be not more 
tbun Rs. 30 per head, if I propose to give more wages to the servants of State 
who are to serve them, then I would have to come up and ask for more 
taxation and then there would be, and justifiably, a hue and cry. Therefore 
in our enthusiasm for increase of pay scales, if we have got to increase them, 
then, the average per capita income of the country must correspondingly 
increase before the pay scales are laised more. The criticism of my 
honourable friend that pay scales are going up and, therefore, the cost of 
administration is going up contradicts the j)resent contention of my honour- 
able friend. 

I have nothing further to add. Therefore, I commend my motion to the 
acceptance of the House.

Appendix 

Since tlie inception of the Broviin'o (State) of W^est Bengal the districts 
'of Malda and West Diuiijpur have l>een suft'ering from tremendoms trausjK)rt 
ditticulties for want- of proper railway link with Calcutta through the Inaian 
Cnion. Strong i‘ej)resent{itions having been made by the (Toverimieut of 
West Bengal, the C'entral Board of Transport in their meeting, held on 4tb 
April, BMH, acee[)ted the ue<*essity of having railwav lines to connect these 
two districts with the soutliern part of the -State. Tlie Ministry’ of llailways 
tliertMifter authorised, im November, BMH, pndiminary engineering and 
tratlie survey by the 0. T. Jfailway for new railway (oimeeting up to Barsoi 
with a branch meter gauge section to Balurghat, as originally recommended 
hy this iTOvernment. 

2. After consulting different interests including the 0. T. liailway 
authorities, the Ctoveniment cJf Wesi Bengal agieed to the alignment pro- 
^loseil by the 0. T. lliiilway l>eing accepted subject to certain conditions. 

8. Hon’ble Sri Gopalaswami Ayyaiigar, Minister for Transport and 
Railways, was requested by the TIoiTble Chief Minister, WVst Bengal, in 
DecemfM^r, 1949, to see that final approval to these two main railway links 
is given by the Government of ^dia at an early date and steps taken to 
provide funds for their execution in the Budget for 1950-51.

<6) Yes. This Government have been trying to establish commnnicationi 
‘in these two districts (i) by air, (u) by road and (iii) by railway. 

(t) Air service . — Air service is now running between Balurghat and 
Calcutta. This Government have constructed and improved an aerodrome 
for this purpose near Balurghat town. An approach road between the 
aerodrome and the town has also be.n constructed for this purpose. The 
total expenditure incurred on the aerodrome and its approach road up to 
.3lBt March, 1950, was 1(8.2,15,370. A further sum of Ks.O lakhs was also 
provided during the current financial year for the improvement of the 
aerodrome and the approach road. 

(ii) Roads.— 'Nixium'dl Highway No. 34, (Connecting Calcutta and Siliguri 
via Uaghunatligaiij, Dhuliaii, Malda and Kaiganj crossing the Ganges at 
Dhuliaii by a jHtwer ferry, ]»rovi(l(‘s an arterial road traversing the western 
parts ()f Malda and West l)inaji)ur districts from >outh to north. Gazole- 
Jhuisihari-Baliirghat State Higliway, which is now being constructed as a 
ibioiity I border road, will connect the eastern jiaids of these two districts 
with National Highway Nn. 34 ])assing through Gazide. A branch of this 
r(*a(l connccling the railway stations at Haiganj and Kaliaganj will open up 
uc.cefts to the east-west railway line running between Katihar and Kaliaganj 
througii Kaiganj. 

A number of district roads have also been included in the short-term 
road development plan of this d(‘])artment , viz., Malda-Manikcliak-Sadarghat 
Uoud with a ferry-(‘rossing at Manikchak; Gazole-Bamongola Boad ; Bulbul- 
chandi-Habibpur Hoad and Ihitiramjnir-Kumagranj Hoad. A lew village 
roads are also being improved, namely, the Gangarampur-Tapan Hoad and 
diversions of district lioard roads Nos. 5 and (>8. 

As all the navigable rivers in this region flow into the Padma in Pakistan, 
transportation by boats has become im])ossihle. A number of bridges liave 
b(‘en planned for construidion to jirovide road communi(‘ation across river 
channels : — 

(1) A boat bridge over the Mahananda near Malda; 

(2) A major bridg^e over Behula near Malda; and 

(3) Nine major bridges over Tangon, Ilarisako, Pithali, Bramhani 

Purnabhaba, Atrai, etc. * 

The construction of the boat bridge over the Mahananda near Malda has 
already been completed and opened to traffic. Work on these bridges has 
already begun. 

{lii) Railways.— see my reply to the Sliort Notice Starred Question 
No. 41. 

(r) ('alnitta-Si/iffuri Raiumal Work on the National High- 

way section from Khejuriaghat to Gazole in the Malda district and also 
from Haghunathganj to Dhuliaii in the Murshidabad district and from 
Baiganj to Bihar border in the district of AVest Dinajpur is now in progress.

Mr. SPEAKER: Th ere is one reijuest 1 woubl iiiake to the speakers. 
You have got tlirei* deniunds to he di>.posed of toda\, iMinely, Irrigation, 
Other Taxt's and (ieneial Adnuni.strat ion. From d-dO to 7 ji.in. it is three 
and half liuurs. (Imvstions havt* taken alxnit Id iiiiinite<: the rest of the 
time is to be devoted to the discussion of these subjects. Therefore the 
time is short, and I wouhl reipiest the honourable sjieakers to be brief. 

8J. DEBENDRA NATH SEN: M r. Sjieaker, Sir, T listened with great 
interest yesterday to the llon'ble Ministerds .sjuMuh a.s he was developing 
and unfolding tin' scheme for Irrigation in West liengal. We felt touched 
by the same and truly exercised that Jlentral would be brought to ruin if 
the rivi'r system t)f llengal is not ,saf<' from the gradual deterioration that 
is setting in, and darkness will tall. The si'ln'ines were all right, but the 
achievements which he has promised us failed to create enthusiasm in our 
hearts. We felt more sorry because aicording to him still greater achieve- 
ments will not be possible because of certain dithculties which he has 
mentioned. T shall deal with the difficulties one by one, but before doing 
so I would like to bring through you. Sir, to the notice of this Assembly 
that certain vital a.spects of these irrigation vschcines, particularly this 
Damodar Valley Scheme, h;]^'e not been dealt with sufficiently in his state- 
ment. Firstly, with regard to the composition and function of the Damodar 
Valley Corporation, as far as our knowledge goes, Bengal pays the most, 
Bihar enjoys the greatest benefit, and the Centre is the final authority. 
This is the character of this Corporation ; Bengal will have to pay the most. 
This time in the Central budget the quota for Bengal has been fixed at 52 
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per cent. Therefore, how is the composition goiiif? to be made, how far the 
interest of Bengal has been secured there and whether the money that it will 
contribute will be spent properly, that has got to be seen. We would have 
been glad if the Ilon’ble Minister, instead of indulging in sentimentalism — 
which we liked nevertheless — had given us these hard facts. I would like 
to say that it lias been the exjicrienee of West Bengal that Iut interest is 
never safe in the hands of outsiders, even though that (uitsider be the 
Central Government. Therefore, J would request the Ilmrble Ministt^r to 

be very particular on this point and to give us more light as to how' our 

money is being spent, through whom and how Is the intcTest of Btuigal 
being safeguarded. I have said, Sir, that Bihar will be the greatest 
beneficiary. As days go on, it is becoming cli'ar that tlu* (Virjioration is 
deviating giaduafiy from the main jmrpose of this Mdii*mt‘. Originally, the 
main puijiose was irrigation and flooil control, but now the central piirjioso 
seems to he generation of tdei'tricity, and the main l■entre of generation of 
electricity will be at Hokliara in liihur. and Bihar will ht' the greattvst 
beneficiary. It is not that we will not get any benefit of eleetrieity. 
Certainly Bmigal will gel some benefit, but it will lud b(‘ tlie greati'st 
benefieiaiy from that point of view; and I raisi' ibis (piestion liere for this 
reason also. 1 have lead thi‘ eorn*spondenee that has jiassi'd htdw'een the 
IVemier of Bihar and tlie Prime Mini.sti'r ot India with n‘gard to oiir Mor 

scheme. JUliar had refused to (“o-oj)erate ; Bihar had refus<*d to pay simply 

because by tin' Mor scheme Bengal will be tin* gri'ati'st liemdiciary , and 
furthermore this is tin* apprehension of Bihar that if tin* Mor selieme 
becomes successful, perhujis Ib*ngal will have a claim on the neighhouring 
villugt's which belong to Bihar. So Bihar is raising prote.^ts. May hi* she 
is correct; may be she is not. ]bit she is doing her duty. I wish that our 
Minister wifi look to the interest of Jfengal from this point of view. I 
would also like the Minister for Irrigation to give us womc idea as to the 
future of our si'henie. I would ask him to remember (he eontrov(*rsy that 
aro>e over this s( heme some lime ago. It was said that it is not worthwhile 
to spend so mueh money on such a seheme which may not bring any benefit 
after 51) Nears. Four dams will be creati'd. I'ln* rivers eoina'rned which 
carry the greatest aniount of silt are in Bengal. So, there Is jiossibility 
of danger it these nvi'is lie silted up. It may he that after 50 Nears Bengal 
will not ‘.lel aiiN benefit. ()n the other li.ind, the whole topography of 
Bengal Nvill ])(* changed much to her diNad vantage. So, Nve should not do 
anything Nvhich will lead our future generation to any jiossihle danger. 
That is an aspi'ct of tin* problem Nvhich I would request tin* Ilon’hle Minister 
to Icok into. 

The Hon’ble BHUPATI MAJUMDAR: An Non touching Mayiirakshi 
or the Damodary 

8j. DEBENDRA NATH SEN: It is the Damodar that 1 am spi'aking of. 
Now, there is another aspect of the pndilcm on Nvliich thi* Hon’hle Minister 
has not given us any light. There is an attempt going on from oth(*r 
sources to .sabotage this Damodar Valley juojcct, and that attempt cr)nies 
from an organisation know*n as C.W.T.N.O., /.c., Central Water Works 
Irrigation Navigation Commi.ssion of which Mr. Khosla is the Chairman. 

1 think the IlonTde Minister has read in the Parliament the charges that 
have been brought against the Damodar Valley project. The cliarges are 
as follows : — 

(1) The Estimate has been increased. 

(2) Main purpose of the scheme, viz., irrigation and flood control, has 

been neglected and too much attention has been given to genera- 
tion of po\^c^r. 
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(3) Financial control lias been inadequate as revealed iu the Audit 

Report. 

(4) Participating Governments have not been -informed. 

(6) Wastages and overhead costs have been very high. 

Sir, this is a quotation from the Modern Review of March, 1951. There is 
pother danger, Sir. There may be an attempt from that body, the 
C.W.I.N.C., to divert the money from the Damodar Valley Corporation to 
other purposes ; and with that object in view various attempts have been 
made and will be made. I would request the Hon’ble Minister to look into 
that aspect of the problem. 

I now come to the difficulties mentioned by the Hon’ble Minister 
yesterday, lie said that our achievements could not be brighter for three 
wants — firstly, want of capital, secondly want ot labour and, thirdly, want 
of co-operation. 

Let us take the first one, namely, want of capital. 

(At this stage the red light was lit.) 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Sen, I am very sorry, but your time is up. 

8j. DEBENDRA NATH SEN: Sir, I have not been able to finish. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I will giv f. vou two minutes more. 

8J. DEBENDRA NATH SEN: 1 shall try to finish, Sir. First let us 
take want of cuj)ital. is it our idea that capital for sucdi developmental 
purposes should come from ta:: on the people!'' It has never been done in 
any part ot the world. Such capital is brought otherwise. I do not mind 
having ta.xes uj)on j)(‘ 0 ])le drawing higher incomes. That could be done; 
that can he done. For instama*, we can have a tax on jiiti* ])roducts, etc., 
and also confiscate !i') per cent, of all bank deposits. Thes(‘ are not fantastic 
ideas or suggestions. The Jhdgiiim Government did it i)y confiscating 25 
per cent, of all bank deposits for puiqioses of their Development Schemes. 
So, for the jiurpose of ciijiital, Governimmt will have to look to taxes from 
people having higher incomes as also to otlier sources. 

As to want of labour it is simply incnnlible because th(‘re is so much 
unemploynuMit in Bengal, not only in the cities but also in the villages. 
Rejxirts g'o to show that the number of landless labour is gradually increasing 
in evi'ry di.>.trict of est Bengal. If even thtui labour is not forthcoming 
the nuison must he otherwi.se; it is certainly not due to want of labour in 
those areas. 11 at all there be any real dearth of labour there are the 
Employment Exchanges tliat register every day a g-reater and greater 
numher of peojile wanting employment in addition to those who have already 
been registered and lor whom no jobs have been found. Cannot the 
Hon ble Minister utilise this Employment Exchang“e to raise a regular land 
army who will be taken over to this village, that village or any other village 
where they are required for the purpose of such work. This can be very 
easily done. It is done in other countries and it can very easily be done in 
West Bengal. 

As to want of co-operation, if there is want of co-operation, what is it 
due toP The Ilon’ble Minister ^aid yesterday it was due to group propaganda 
or party propaganda. We we^* astonished to hear it for I believe that no 
amount of propaganda can shadow' the truth and kill the truth if the truth 
is that beneficial work is being done or will be done. If the people can 
feel that this will do them good, if the people can feel that the Government 
here is sincere, then, no amount of party propaganda or anti-propaganda 
can make them change their good opinion of the Government. 
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I therefore think that the Hon’ble Minister will p^ive ilue consideration 
to my observations.

Janab MUDASSIR HOSSAIN: Mr. Deputy Si)euker. Sir, 1 am ii 
j)riniitive pe(i])le, Sii, nnIio j)raeti.ses })r)nnlive agricult nn*.

Sir, tlu‘y are oui haidm-s, and they eou- 
stitute our (io\ eminent \\ v are poor and so also our (lovmnment . 'riiere- 
fore, Sir, lht‘ perlornmnces of my friends over thi*re remind me of (lie Bengali 
adage '©c? TO C?^i ”. That is to say these poor jieoplo 

have got nothing with them except torn ragjn; they are Ix'gging from door 
to door with doles in their hands and yet they uri' bamhoo/ding and using 
bombastic language, such as Daniodar Valley i^roject and Mor Project and 
comparing them with the Tenne.>..see V' alley and other highly developed 
American projects. The Americans say that you are ])oor i»(‘ggars. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Please addre.ss the Chair. 

Janab MUDASSIR HOSSAIN: I am addressing tlie Chair, Sir. I am 
addressing them through you always. Whenever 1. address my friends, it 
must be presumed that I address through the Chair. 

Now', Sir, I am going to ({note the o))inion of our othcers — our officers 
mean their officers, officers of the Agriculture D<‘p:irtmcnt of the West 
Bengal (iovernment. Sir, I shall quote from tlie hook which has been 
published hy our leader Dr. Bidhan Boy in 194!), nanudy, “I’rosjiectus for 
Agriculture in West Bengal”. It is stated thus; 

“Tii^e Bhagirathi along with its tributaries and hranclu's serves as our 
natural drainage .system, and provides the main source of natural 
irrigation. This river and its spill clianriels are slowdy but 
unmistakably dying due to change of course of the mother river 
Ganges and silting up of the main river beds. The main tributaries 
of the Bhagirathi, wdiich is also knowm as the Hooghly in its lower 
roaches, such as the Damodar, the Ajoy, tlie Mor and the llup- 
narayan, are seasonal in nature, and notorious for the annual havoc 
they cause through monsoon floods. Their violence is gradually 
on the increase due to progressive silting up of the river beds, 
which in some cases are higher in level than some of the lands they 
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are expected to drain. Thus the river system also presents 
ttimultaneously two important problems, viz., the scarcity of water 
during the dry season and of inadequate drainage during the 
rains.” 

This, Sir, is the opinion of our officers. Now, Sir, what they say about 
these big schemes about which they use bombastic and high-sounding words 
and compare with Tennessee Valley and such other schemes in America, is 
this: they say at page 32 of the book “Prospectus for Agriculture in West 
Bengal” thus: 

“The negligible response of agricultural production to the improved 
measures ])ressed by us so long has a twofold explanation. Some of 
these measures, such as large irrigation schemes and use of efficient 
equipment would not be remumuative on a farm run on a petty 
scale. Hence tliey can be foreed only ;it a loss, which is no less 
a loss because the Stale agrees to bear it in the form of a subsidy 
to the cultivator.” 

Therefore, Sir, the officers of tb(‘ Agriculture Department have come to 
the conclusion tlint large irrigation schemes such as my frieiwls are fond 
of and s])eak liighly in hombastic language about bringing in high person- 
ages, etc., and such other things are not of iiiueb use. 

'J'hen Sir, another thing, you don’t know, is this. Tliey have brought 

the ('liairman of th(‘ Tenm*sstM* Valley in Knglaiul (A Voice; England!) 

because we are slaves of England ; therefore l-<a’as saving that ! They have 
brought him in India and that gentleman — I have iorgotten his name due 
to old age (A voici' ; Mr. Lilien(hal) — Mr. Eilienlhal in a ])r(‘ss (‘ontiTem’e 
in (’alcuita the other day said — Mr. Ijilienthal is not only the Chairman 
of the Tennessei' Valley of which my friend i.s so very fond, but be is also 
the (Jhairman of the Atomic Energy Commission or such other things like 
that, — he in a press conference here gave out his opinion that in a poor 
country like Bengal, in a poor country like India. It is the minor schemes 
which Will sueei'cd. And, therefori', he recommended to the authorities 
both liere in West B(‘ngal and in India to tak(^ to minor schemes which 
will give immediate results. 'Fherefore, Sir, my submission to this House 
through you is — as also to the lloii’ble Dr, Boy and Bhiqiati Babu — one is 
our b-ader and so I*(ir<iuu's\rar and the other is IswtiP — and I make this 
submission with folded liands and bended knees — that if \ou want to make 
your minor scliemes a success adopt co-operative methods. Otherwise you 
can nevtu* siu'ceed. If the Oovernment has no finance tlien the persons 
who will be biMudiled by these seluunes they will have to contribute and this 
money is Acry easily raist'd through co-operative* scx'ieties. T admire the 
Congress for preaediing the ideal of a eo-opi*rative commonwealth at Jaipur. 
The iron’ble Jagjibaii Bam said that we want to make our State a co- 
operative commonwealth.

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said that revohitiou mu>t precede before we entertain any ideal for establish- 
ing co-operative coniiiiouwealth. Therefore we want revolution, we will 
have to do awa> with the juesent structure of things, we will have to do 
away with the bureaucratic state of things, we will ha\e to do away with 
the "colonial state of administration. You have driven away the Britishers 
but you are following them on their heels. You arc following their ideas 
as slaves. Theretore with folded hamN T ]>ray folhnv these noble ideals of 
c o- o pe ra five system. 

8j. J. C. GUPTA: Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, I join with m> honourable 
friend Deben Sen in telling the Irrigation Minister that the informative 
and instructive speech that he gave explaining the river system in Bengal 
and its jiast and jiresent condition was listened to with rajit attention by 
me and others in tins House. 

Sir, 1 told you on the last occasion that irrigational schtunes, big and 
small, must have to]) j)riont} and deserve the greatest attention from 
Government as also the acti\(‘ co-operation of the people. 1 will not takt* 
much time bt*c<iuse Sj. Annada (’houdhur\ and Sj. Deben Sen have touched 
some of the jioints which I intended to jilace before tin' llou.si' and they are 
about the Damodar Valley Project. You know. Sir, that this Damotlar 
A'alU*\ s{ heme got the sU])j)oi t of this llf>use and we base particijiated in it. 
W’e are shaiang in eijiial ]>roportion tin* burden about Bokaro, Konar ainl 
'lila>a schemes which do not directly bein*tit iis. At tin* sann* time wn* are 
interested in the Damod.ii' \*alb*\ sclu'ine ver\ greatls because tin* M\thon 
Hill, and the Panclu't Hill seln'iin's and tin* Durgajuir Barragi* sc'beme will 
benefit us so far as irrigation and Hood control are coni’orned. Wt* have 
therefore been shouhb'nng a M'ry heavy responsibility An t‘laborate 
statement was i>sn(*d ]i\ the ('hief Ministei. 1 have read it but r»‘ading 
between the lines there is reason for sonn* ajipreln'tision in tin* mind f)f' West 
Bengal 1 would ask either the llou’ble tin* Ghief Ministei or the Hon’bb* 
the Irrigation Ministi'r to take this House into their confi(b*nce and to ti*11 
us as to wh_\ in the March GonfVrenc'c it was not finalis(*d and it was decided 
that there will lx* further talk about tin* Mython Hill and Panchet Hill 
j)TO]ects in May. Is tln*re aip\ (|uestion of delaying those proj(*ctsf Is 
there any chance of the other jiortion of the project going ahead and this 
jiortion with which we are \ italic interested bt'ing delayi'd, hampered or 
even given upy Sj. Deben Sen has nn*ntioned about certain ( riticisms in 
the Central Legislature and also about certain personages (*ngineering an 
opposition. I generall> do not beli(*v(* in attaching an.\ weight to gossips 
and rumours but in this vital matter which i.s the life and death (piestion of 
West Bengal on which the jirosperity of West Bengal depenebs, even a 
rumour or a gossi]) creates a great a])prehension in our minds. We want 
to be assured b\ the Irrigation Minister that th(*r(‘ is no attempt in tin* 
Central Secretariat to ilivert to similar schenM*s of thi* (tther Stati's the 
money which is needt'd for comj)b*ting our jirojects. We do want a 
categorical assurance. Sir. it should not he confined as a maft(*r between 
the Central Sef^retariat and the State Secretariat. As T have said. Sir. tin* 
very first thing that tlie new Assemblv and the (Vinstitntion did w’as to gi\c 
su])port to th*^ Damodar V.illey Proi<*ci and therefon* we ar<* entitliMl 1(» 
hear from them, we are entitled to ask them to take* us into their eonfidenee 
witli regard to everything in this regard. Tn view fif some of the criticisms 
1 would also like the TTon’hle the Irrigation Minister to t<‘ll us liow’ flie 
overhead charges shown in tin* Damodar A^alley Report compare wdfh 
similar project) elsewliere and to let us know whether fin* Hon ’hie Minister 
has visited that place. We also w'ant to know fmni him whether he is 
.sati.sfied with *he present working of the Damodar Valiev Project. Sir, I 
further think that it should be made ab.soliitelv clear to tbe Central Govern 
meut that if there is any attempt to delay the executifin of the Mython and

Panchet Hill schemes, at least we in this House refuse to shoulder the 
responsibilities which we did undertake on the solemn assurance that all 
these schemes are a part of the one whole and thus cannot be separated 
according to the sweet will of others or even according to the necessities 
that other might feel. 

Well, these are the few points on which we want to be assured; and I 
want only to conclude by saying that this State and this House cannot 
possibly allow any delay or any diversion of the resources that must be 
placed a1 its disposal for the completion of the project. 

Sir, as there is shortness of time, I would iu)t advert to other matters. 

With these few words and expecting that the Irrigation Minister will 
take the House into confidence by giving a clear reply, I resume my seat. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, I quite agree with 
iiiy friend Mr. J. C. Gupta that it is due to the members of the Assembly 
to have an idea from me exactly as far as 1 have been able to ascertain 
the position regarding the Damodar Valley Project. The Damodar Valley 
(Corporation, as you know, was brought into existence by an Act of the 
('eiitral Assembly. In that Act the Corporation was given certain powers 
and also asked to [lerform certain functions. It is not correct to say, as 
Mr. Gufita has said, that in the case of 1'ila>a or Konar our contribution 
IS the same as that of Bihar. Th(‘ jiiogramme and the ]U'oeedure that was 
adopted is this; there are certain projects in w hii li AVest Bengal seems to 
be more int(‘rested than others; then' are certain other ])rojects in which 
Bihar is more interested; and the Government of India is interested in tlie 
general weltare of the (‘ountry. Therefore, it was airanged to divide up 
the whole work into those which are intended for the generation of pow'pr, 
those which are intended for the control of flood, and those wdiicli are 
intended for irrigation purposes and efmstnietion ol the navigation cainal. 
It w’ould not he correct to say that the flood control i^ doin' 1)\ tlie Panchet 
and Maithaii Dams, because the Dams higher u]) contrihiite to a certain 
extent to that project with the result that when we ealeulated the total 
eoutrihution of the AVest Bengal (irovernment it came u]> to per cent, of 
the total capital cost that would he incurred on the Damodar A^alley Project. 
That IS to say, as 1 have repeatedly said before the Central (Toverument. 
we are tin' senior partners in this concern. Not only that. There are 
certain items of recurring expenditure, particularly eomu'i'ted with flood 
control, which is to he met mainly — almo.st entirely — by the West Bengal 
Government. AATth regard to irrigation the maintenance cost will he 
divided between tin* (h)vernment of AV(‘st Bengal and the ('invernment of 
Bihar according to the area irrigated. As Bihar has only a small portion 
vvliieh will he irrig-ati'd, the major portion or hulk fif the expenditure on 
irrigation project will fall on AA^est Bengal. Bihar naturallv has inti'rest 
in the generation of jiower, and therefore the division between the three 
Governments was based upon the utilisation of the varied results of the 
Damodar Valley by the different participating (Tovernments. Therefore, 
as far hack as 194o-4C) the Government of India appointed an expert named 
Dr. A’oorduin who had a great deal to do with the Tennessee Valley, and 
he came and made a survey and gave a detailed estimate. That estimate, 
although fairly accurate tu some respects, could not be definitely a project 
estimate because the data that w’ere necessary for the purpose of making 
the estimate w’ere not available. Sir, my friends should realise that Mr. 
Lilienthal told us that for 20 years the Tennessee A'alley Authoritv was 
working on the data, and the statistics regarding the Tennessee Valley 
orgaoisation was available to the Authority just before the work was taken 
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up. In this case, one of the reasons of the delay is that the statistics and 
all the data were not available at the tune when Dr. Voorduiu either 
estimated or the Government decided to start the operation. 

Sir another point I want to place before the members is that before the 
Damodar Valley Corporation came int(» existence the Government of Imlia 
had already taken certain steps appointing an Administrator for the puriH>se 
of effecting this Multipurpose Project. In that Act it was also sugge.sted 
that the total capital cost would be divided up according to the diifeivnt 
projects. For instance, if you have a dam. the cost of that dam would be 
allocated not merely to the construction of the dam hut the cost will be 
allocated as between the irrigation, flood control and power generation 
because the same dam would work for all the three objectives. Besides tlu‘se 

three main objectives, there are other smaller objectives, namely, the 

(juestion of soil ero.Nion, the <{uestion of malaria control, etc., for the w'hole 
Damodar Valle> area. But the position seems io he this tliat tlie lloyern- 

ment of India giNes us money under the Damodar V.'illey Aet. There is no 

mention as to where the different States would get the nioiiey from. Olio 
mv friends over there suggested that we .should take loans ourselves and 
pay for it. 11 tlie\ did not gi\e what we want, I think it was right to 
suggest that. This is the jiosition 1 have taken iij) with tin* Central (io\erii- 
ment, and the ('entral ( ton enimeiit oul\ desires that tht' loan i>roje(‘1 of (hc^ 
(ioverninent ol West Bengal should he more or less co-ordinated with the 
loan projects of the (ios eminent ol India so that tluM'c ma.\ not b»* bcloj-e 
llie market double entry. Therelore it is necessar\ that tin* G(>\ (‘rnmoiit 
of India should take the loan. But the\ give iis the loan and W(‘ [lass if 
on to the Daniodai Valles Corpoiation The Damodar Valh^s Corju ual lou 
svill give us the interest, and that interest will b(‘ gisen back to the Cmilral 
Government It is tiue again, 1 mas tell you, that tlit* ( 'mitral Goscniim*ni 
has suggested tliat the mouoy which thes are giving to us will be paid to 
tlie Damodai Valles Corpor.ition which the Cor]»oration svill jiay back to 
the C’eiitral (iosmiimmil in 40 sears. But ms rejils to that will lx* that if 
we ])ay hack to the Government ol India this forts crores - -all tlii‘ dues that 
have been given to Us bs tlie Central Government for jtasmeni to the 
Damodar Valley Corjioraticui — then sse become the owner of tin* DamcxlMr 
Valiev to that extmit ; it cannot bo helped. Tliorefoii' lliis ju'oblem has m»f 
yt*t been decided. Tin* total cost, Mr. \oorduin (*stimated, svas ■)«) crores. 
'J'his cost was divided into two jiarts — one wa.s for the jirojcct in the first 
stage and the otliei portion tor the .second stage. In the fiisl stage there 
wa.s the Tilaiya bank, there svas the Koiiar bank, there was tlie Bokaro 
Power station, theie svere Maithan and Panchet Jlill dams and there was the 
barrage within Durg-apiir and Konar. I'hat was alioul ‘Id crores aceonli ng 
to Mr. Voorduin. The other 20 crores was for the second stage of (li«i 
project, viz., the dam at Bokarr) and dams at two oi three othei small rivers. 
Mr. Voorduin's proposal was tliat if you svant a comiilete insurance against 
floods in the lower s alley, then you should not only have these four dams 
but also has’e at the sef'ond stage, tin* otlier tsvo dams. But if you base 
only the four dams you may he sure of jirotection, say, SO per cent, against 
floods. That was his project. 

Now', the Diimodar Valb*y ('or]>orat ion liavc gone into the uliob* mati'T. 

I w'ith my Iriigation Ministci ond other." Ikim* gone thcie and iia veiled from 
Tilaiya right up to ]*anchet Maithan in order tf> find out (*xact1v how’ far 
they liave gone, and so far as my knowledge goes in the matter T feci they 
have done as much as anybody could have done under the circumstances, 
but it seems that the Central Government and their experts are not yet cpiite 
satisfied about it. 

The scheme which wa.s produced by Mr. Voorduin with regard to Tilsiya 
and Konar has been more or less accepted by the Damodar Valley Chief

J'jiigineer and they are now going up with the scheme and I am informed 
hy them that the Tiluiya dam would be completed by June, 1952, and the 
Konar dam and probably Pancliet Hill Maithan dam may be completed by 
June, 195*3, provided no delay occurs at the Centre. Now, Sir, the ^yhole 
flidiculty come.s in becau.se the Centre consider that unless they are satisfied 
with regard to project estimates, tlie^ will not be able to allocate funds for 
the project. The allocation ot funds or going to the market to get funds— 
us we are all aware that none of the money so tar spent has been spent from 
any revenue account, it is always borrowed money and they feel that they 
could not go into the market to borrow money until they were satisfied that 
(1; the project estimate.'^ are such that it can be depended upon and that 
they are not going to be increased in the future, and (2) the project estimates 
are such that it may be possible for the Damodar A alley to be able to pay 
back with interest and sinking fund in certain number of years. It is not 
a quest ir)n of our paying the sinking fund — the question that my friend 
Annada Hahn has raised; we have nothing to do with it. AVe simply pass 
on to Damodar \'alley the money that we get from the Centre. It is 
possible, as far as I read the Act, that the Central (lovernment desire that 
the Provincial Government should be at Itaist responsible for the interest in 
case the Damodar Valley did not j»ay interest — it may be the commitment, 
although it is not sintial in so many words, of the Pro^incial Government 
with regard to paying interest — but so far as payment of interest is con- 
cermal it will conn* from the Damodar \'alle\ and its schemes. AA’^hether 
ih(* Damodar Valle.v will lie called upon to pay at any time the principal — 
the capital — is a (juestion which has been raised but 1 leel that to Dainodai 
A’alley this loan would be a perpetual lo.in; th(\\ will go on depending upon 
loan and it may be that in one hundred >(‘ars or two hundred year.s they 
may be able to jiay back the money. 

1 understand from Mr. Lilieiithaii that while Die TA"A has been able to 
})ay back for the powei project of tlie TA'A it has not lieen able to pay 
buck for the other parts of the project. Rut there is one confession he 
made. As we are aware he was for 12 \ears the Chairman of the TVA, I 
asked him, what w'as the rapidity, the speed, of the TA"A with all its data, 
etc., collected, and he said that some of the items of the project which 
started in 1934 were completed about 10 \ears ago, hut there are some item^ 
in the project which were complettal in tlie \ear 1951, that is, 17 years after 
the piojiH't was staited. So, Sir, the eonelusKm that I come to is this. 
VVe ought to have a little more strength to our elbow trom the Assembly to 
put betore the ('eiitral (lovernmeut that we would never ag-ree to let the 
Maithan and Pancliet ITill .selnmie and the barrage and navigation scdieme 
be dropped under any eireum.stamc‘s. 1 may mention to yon that I liave 
l»iit beioii* the (io\ cuiimeiit of India this fact that in ease thev feel they 
could n<»t raise tin* money, lei them make iis fn'c to l)oirow from the market 
and I lije!ie\e we would be able to get the mone\ fiom the market: but that 
is a cjuestion between the (\‘ntral Govtumment and ourselves so far as finance 
is concerned. Tlieref'ore, we .say first of all, we will not allow that portion 
ot the scdumie to be dropjied : secondly, mone\ must be found bv the Central 
Government for completing the project. It is no use dropjiiiig the project 
at this stage under any eircumsianec's. 

'I’lierc' are two other projects in which the Government of India are 
direetly interested — the Hirakund Project and the Rakra Project. They 
are very big projects and the iTovernment cJ India are finding the whole 
money themselves. I think my friend Haripada Rahu said, ‘^instead of 
fighting one vvitli the other, why do not the Government of India pay the 
wdiole money in the beginning?” Possibly that implies one solution, but 
today it is too late now. AYe have made contributions, we have agreed to 
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(in together with Bihar and India Governments for the purpose of con- 
ibution. I feel myself. Sir, that so far as Biliar is concerned, she is 
itirely with us in seeing that the project is completed. India Government 
anxious that the project >hould he comjileted. Now the whole of the 
•oject estimates of Maitlian and Paiichet llill would he examined hy the 
:perts of the three Governments concerned and a meeting would he held 
May. That is the utmo>t we could get to and it is expect(‘d that the 
‘ntral Government — * —

With regard to (he entt*rlaiimient tax. origiiiallx it w.i" half anna to twa; 
annas aeeoidiiii;' to (he \alut‘ td’ titdvcts. It was imposed in the >ear 1022 
In the year 1043 tlie ratt's wert' enhanced for tiekt'fs of liiijht'r value. From 
ihe Near RIO, Irom 2o per eent. to 73 per cent, increase was made according 
t'l the valin* of tickets. Particiilai4\-, the higher tickt'ts were assessed at 
75 ju*r cent, of the pr-evious tax. Tliis tax was extended to all over the 
State with effect from 1st Apidl, 1950. 

The electrieit> dut\ in the .v'ar 1933 was <ix pies per unit. From th'^ 
year 1943 it was .six ])ies per imit for eonsuinption exceeding 15 units but 
not exceeding 30 units, and one anna per unit for consumption exceeding 
50 units. 
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In the year 1942 a tax of 2 annas per mauml was imposed on raw jute. 
I’he point of lev}’ is at the jute mills and flie shippers oi jute. There is a 
schedule in the Sales Tux Act which afiords exemption to many of the 
necessaries of life, so that the poor section of the community might he 
exempted from paying sales tax. The cost ot collection of this tax, 
according to the Budget Estimate for the year 1950-01 has been about 2ii 
With regard to the comparative middence of taxation particularly of the 
.sales tax in this province as compared with other provinces it is as follows; 
we charge 9 pies m the rui)ee and it is a uni-poiiit or single-point tax on 
liie manutacturers and importers whose sale in a year is more than Us. 10,000. 
We lev}' a tax on other dealers whose sale is over its. 50,000. In Bomba\ 
the same principle is followed, the higher limit, there is ITs. 00,000 in place 
of over lls. 50,000. In the case of Madras, it is a nnilti-j)(.»int tax, that i.s 
to say, if a particular type of goods is sold by the manutacturers to a big 
<Jealer the tax is levied ; when the big dealer sells it to the next dealer, the 
next in scale, they pay the sales tax and so on u]) to the stage of eonsumj*- 
lioii. Whereas in our case we have what we call a registered dealer, 
namely, any person whose annual sale is over Bs. 50,000 is regarded as a 
legistered dealer. It a luanulacturer sells to a registered dealer the inanu- 
lacturer has not got to pay sales tax. A registered dealer A sells to 
registered dealei B then also he dotvs not jia^ the tax but w hen the registered 
dealer sells to an unregistered dealei or to a dealer who is selling less than 
Its. oOjOOO that we charge a tax. Although Madras tax gives at least 
com])aratively more money we have felt that it would be hard uiion certain 
dealer on the lower scale. Secondly, in f|ie ca.se of Madras tax, they have 
practicallv no exemjdiou tind even some luxury goods are charged, even somt‘ 
ot the necessaries ot life are charged. There is no exemption in Bombay, in 
( entral Province. 

As regards motor sJtlrlt^ .sales tax West Bengal charges G annas per 
gallon, in Bombay. 2 anna.s it the sale price is Ke. 1 or more per gallon 
and 12^ jiei cent, od vdlori^in it the jiriee is less than Re. 1 per gallon, in 
Madras 4 annas, in Bihar 5 annas, in Orissa G annas, in Madhya Pradesh, 
12^ per cent, m/ valorem. Now, a question has been asked whether we cannot 
charge tax on certain uece.ssanes of life, particularly «)n cloth and wdietluM’ 
wc should not try to tighten up our collection, so that we iniglit be able to 
iai.se more money on the present scale. Tliere are two jirojiositions as 
iM'gards that. Our sales tax has remained constant since P05 and yet while 
the total amount oi tax collected in 1948-49 was Hs. 2^ crores, this yeai 
it is Ks. o crores and next year w’e exj)ect to go up even higlier. We havi^ 
adopted certain methods to stojt evasion of tax. As rc'gards the article,-? 
that are in <biil\ use it might be recalleil that (Unifw^, \arers and I uiKjev'' 
are exempted fiom sales uj» t<* the following' r-ount : (^^/i mill-made (Unity 
eueh jiieee not exceeding 4A yards m length, juice not more than Us. 7 
Jier pair, each jiiece exceeding 4^ >ards in length jn'ice not exceeding Us. 7-8 
jier jiair, (}>) handloom woven cloth, any size wdio.s<‘ j)riee is m»t above 
Ks. 1.) per jiair, san'e< similarly are exemj)ted of certain length and i)riee. 
Handloom woven cloth any si/e exempt unless tin* jiriee is over Us. 20 
j)er l)air, mill-made hingi, price not more than Rs. 4; lanyi liandloom 
woven any size is exemjit u]» to price of Hs. G per piece, the rea.son being 
this that who can afford to jiay high jiriee for jiartieular object may be 
regarded jis one wlio is eajmble jiaying more and be has gmt to pay more 
taxes to the State. Sir, that is the short story of the way in which taxes are 
levied and what we have been able to do through flic different oiganisations 
set up for this jmrjiose to avoid as much as possible the evasion of taxes.

I waaiii 
your ruling on this point. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I have already given mv ruling. J am (piolintf a 
relevant extract from House of rommon.s parliamentary proceeding.^, viz., 
'‘The honourable gentleman is not entitled to take advantage of supple- 
mentary questions and of his position in this IIou.se to make chargee against 
any person who is an outsider/’ That is the convention. 
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Dr. P. C. GHOSH: Sir, this does not refer to any person or individual 
but it refers to a particular firm, 

Mr. SPEAKER: Dr. Ghosh, you will (ertainly a^rree wilh me that a 
firm is only a body of persons and the word “person” includes a firm as 
well. 

SJ. HARIPADA CHATTERJEE: Sii, it i-. after all the name of a firm 
and not that of an individual. 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 ha\e already said a firui is but a collection of indivi- 
duals. So wherever the word “person” is used, it comes to this that 
“person” also includes a firm. 

Sj. HARIPADA CHATTERJEE: Sir, all this has been j)ublished in 
hooks and ojxmly sold that the firm evaded the sales tax. What I want to 
submit is that it does not help us to develop our points without giving out 
the name of the* firm. It is a definite and categorical charge that we are 
making against it. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Tin* positifin will be clearly understood when I exjilain 
it. What happens outside the House we are not concerned with and that 
is subject to the ordinary law of the land. We ha^e got no jurisdiction 
over any j)erson who does anything outside the House. We are cf)ncerned 
with only what is hapjuuiing insnle this House. And the cpiestion before' 
Us is that Mr. N, ('. Itoy was .suspended bv the Government on accemnt of 
certain assessnumts made against a certain firm. You (*an say that his 
susjiension or dismissal is arbitrary or whate\er else you may like to say 
in that conueetion. The only cjuestion is that if charges arc' made against 
an outsider that lu* had done this or that and that lu' bad c'vaded the tax, 
etc., then tlu' (pu'stion ol jiarliainentars di*c-oriim comes in. Whem*vei 
cliarges are to be made against outsiders who have no chance to defend 
Ihc'mselves in this House, the parliamentary responsihilitx and decorum 
enjoins ujxrn us not to make charges against t)ic*m. A citizen is entitled 
1(» jirotection when the Constitution gives us freedom of speech in the 
House. You can charge the Government and defend the officer who had 
been suspended and say that so far as the olfic'er’s sus])ension or dismissal 
is concerned, it is absolutely arbitrary or unjnstifiecl. That i.s the fine 
ilistinction that you have got to observe in the course of the debate. 

Dr. P. C. GHOSH: Hen*. Sir, the* chaiuc's arc* bc'inj^ levelh*d against 
the Goverumeut for not im]>lemeutlng the sales tax ruh*s. Therefore, iu 
order to ilhistrnte the case 

Mr. SPEAKER: ^ oil level all the charges that you wi^h to make against 
the Government. 

Dr. P. C. GHOSH: Hut you cannot explain the charges unless you 
mention the party. Therefcne, in order to 

Mr. SPEAKER: Ido not wish to prevent you from mentioning the name 
of the party, hut yon should he careful not to charge the party with any 
offence or anything. Yon can say that assessment of the accounts of the 
Hilda Hrotliers has been done, yon can s;»y that the Minister was partial 
to them — yon can go to that length — hut yon should he can'fnl enough not 
to make charges against an c^iitsider. That is a parliamentary decoriiin 
which has got to he observed in the House.

Mr. Y. V. R( »y, liowi'ver, persist** in demanding tlie inanufaeiunMc acrniirits 
and for veiy cog'cnt reason*' ami spf*eialiy hecaiisi* without the production 
fig'^ures (*orreet' sales figures cannot be cabmluted IFe is suspieime-. about the 
accuracy of the sales figures for reports have reached him tliat a colossal 
fraud is going to be perpetrated by the Ke.soram Hotton Mills in the matter

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and diverted to black-marketing for the purpose of avoiding sales tax. 
11 is suspicions have been further strengthened, Sir, by a letter of the Deputy 
Dinuior of Inspection, Income-Tax, Calcutta, written to the Director of 
inspection, Income-Tax, at Simla. I quote here from that letter: “I 
unilerstand the otlicer is writing that some dispute is going on between the 
,>e(;rctary, Messrs. Kesoram Cotton Mills, Calcutta, and the management of 
the Mills because the latter have accused the former of embezzling to the 
extent of about \2 lakhs. The management called the Secretary who 
admittetl before him that he had made about 12 lakhs. He admitted before 
him that he had em])ezzled to the extent of 12 lakhs. He, however, warned 
the management that if any steps were taken against him behind the screen, 
he would mak(! revelation as to the way in which the managiunent had made 
a secret jirofit of <S4 lakhs.” 

^ow, tlu‘se reveliitions have been made jmblic through a book known as 
the “Mystt'ry of Hiila House”— a bc^ok which in time is going to play the 
role that “I’licle Tom’s Cabin” did in the past in tin* matter of abolition 
of slaver_\ in the world, of Iremng the i>eoj)le of India from the bondage of 
linancc capital of whicdi the Hilda Hruthers are the leadm’s in India. The 
letter (jf tie* Dc'jMit.N l)ir(‘ct,or of Income-Tax further augments the suspicion 
of this offie(‘T of ours Mr. N. C. Hoy who goes on insisting for the manu- 
facturing aciounts. j^'or this his rea.son was that if a si‘cret profit has been 
madi' to th(‘ extent of Hs. btl lakhs, that must have becm possible because 
not: all jiroduction and sales have been recordinl and shovMi. This fraud 
could only be detected if the (luautitative analysis of tht‘ manufaetiii ing 
j)ro(U‘ss particularly with regard to cotton and yarn is .shown. It may be 
furflier noted h(*re that the Income-Tax Depart immt has made it incumbent 
that for the purfiose of assessment, manufacturing accounts must be 
lexamined. This insistence of Mr. Hoy roused the anger of the Birla 
Hrotlu'rs— an anger whi(di invariably accompanies a person who is corrupt 
but who is powerful 

Mr. SPEAKER: I think you should not iiiukc that cliarfre “oorrupt”. 

SJ. DEBENDRA NATH* SEN: Out of this anger, the Hilda Brothers 
wrote in i'e])ly on the llth June, lb4S — a reply whi(di sounds like an 
•order— asking Mr. Hoy to stay his hands on threat of dire consequence's. 
Hilda's threat was not an empty one; for they know tlu'ir power over the 
‘(Tovernmeut , particularly o\er tin* FinaiUM* Minister. Therefon' within a 
fortnight (d tliis thri'at. that i.s on the 2(ith June, 1!)4S, the Commissioner 
uof Commercial J’axes, Mr. K. B. Hal Choudliurx issues a stav order upon 
!Mr. Hoy not to proceed with the Birla case. TIk' Birlas furtluT bring 
jihout fahse (diargt' of harassnumt against Mr. Hoy, but evmi Mr. Hal 
Choudhur\ , tlu* Ccuumissioner of Commenual Taxes, could not swallow them 
ami Mr. Hon i.'' exonerated. Tbt‘ stay order is eaneelled and ^Ir. Hov is 
aski'd to jiroeeed with the ease. But bow could Birlas be saved in tlu' face 
<d siudi ugly develo])ments. It was at tliis crucial moment in the history 
<d the Birlas and the Finance Minister, not (^>nl\ whose class interests are 
very identical, but who are bound together as Directors of the same firm, 
namely, tht' Orient Hapt*r Milks, a finn whiidi also will be found in this 
drama of fraud, as involved and which was guilty also of suppression of 
accounts and evasion of dues to the State, that a new phase of conspiracy 
is introdiK'ed. A teleplione rorre8]>ondence passes between the Commis- 
sioner of Commercial Taxes and the Birlas and the Birlas thenceforward 
take a new line of defence. For the first time, on the 12th July, 1T48, that 
is to say about four months their declaration that they keep no manu- 

facturing accounts, the Birla.s come forward with the reply that the manu- 
facturing accounts have been destroyed. So this is the new line of defence 
prompted from the Government offices to the Birlas. While Birlas proceed 
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with the new story of destruction, the Commissioner of Commercial Taxes 
proceeds with the policy of putting pressure upon Mr. Iloy 

to rush through the assessment — no matter whether the manufacturing 
accounts are available or not. lie even asks Mr. Roy not to ask for manu- 
facturing accounts. But Mr. Roy being a conscientious man refuses to 
betray either himself, or the State or the people of West Bengal, and 
maintains that no proper assessment is possible without the manufacturing 
accounts being supplied. Another new line of d(‘fcuce as a way out of this 
dilhculty is then adopted, the line being the transfer of Mr. Roy, a man who 
would not dance to the tune of the master — the Birla Brothers, and the 
importation of a docile person Mr. S. K. Bose to complete the consjiiracy. 
Mr. Boy is transferred under orders of the Finance Secretarv in October. 
BMtl, to a miitassal district and Mr. S. K. Bose step.s in. ('uriously tMiough 
the nephew of Mr. S. K. Bose is a junior to the pleader wlio deals with tho 
sales tax cases of the Birlas. ^J'he wrath of the Birlas contiuucs to }>ersist ‘ 
and on i:nd May, llhiO. Mr. Roy is suspended. W{‘ do not know wliat has 
hecojiie of the assessment of the Keshoram ('otton Mills and the annmnt 
fixed as assessed. But the rumour goes that it has been completed 
ijiirriediy without looking into the manufacturing accounts, and that a sum 
of Bs. 4 lakhs only has been assessed in place of Bs. 40 laklis which is the 
estimate put by Mr. IS. C. Boy. (Sj. II\iui*\I)a ('ihttkujkk : Shame, shame.) 

I now come to the Orimit Paper Mills. It is a firm about whose (‘onduct 
even the jiresent (k)mnii>sioner of (Commercial Taxes writes in his judgment 
on the a])peal filed by that firm against the assessment of Bs. 2b lakhs fixed 
by Mr. A. C. Boy as follows; — This is what he writes about the Orimit 
lhi})er Mills: Submission of an incorrect return for one year; non-submission 
of returns for otluT years, and jx'r.sistimi r(*fusal to produce the account books 
raise a strong jiresumjitiou that this time

It is a copy of tin* judgment delivered by one of the (Government offh’crs.

1 do not (jiiiii' realise 
y(tiir ruling that \ou have ^iven just mov tiiat he cannot r^snl (jut Irorn a 
hook. 1 do not nmler^tand vN’hat this ruling is, because the other day the 
Kducation ^liiiisttu- wa^ ramding out fjoni a book ])y an .\m(‘rican Agent 
about Soviet Fnion and you took. Sir, no o]>|eetir»n vclieii passage after 
passage, page alter juige, of that book was read in tliis House, 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Ba'iU, what In* reads out is fnun an order-sli(*et 
passed ]>v an otficer of tlii«N ( Govtu niiienl . And I am sinijiiv asking; him ti> 
specify that oider-shcet which he is nd'erring to. That is all that. 1 wish to 
know. 

Sj. DEBENDRA NATH SEN: Tt is the judgnnuit given on an a|){)(‘al 
filed by the Orient Paper Mills against the assessment of Bs. 20 laklis by 
Mr. N. 0. Boy. Sir, here are a few’ lines from this jiidgrjnent : — “Siihmis- 
.sion of an incorrect return for one year, nrm-.subrni.s.sion of returns for other 
years and persistent refu.sal to produce the account bonks raise a strong 
presumption that this time also then* lia.s certainly be(*u under-assessinent 
ag in the past”. The story begins .so far as the Orient Paper Mills are 
concerned w’ith the appearance on the scene as the sole agent of one Mr. 
Ramkumar Kejriwal of 104, Old China Bazar Street, Calcutta. The factory • 
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of tlie Orient Paper Mills is situated in Orissa. This gives an advantage 
to the Ilirlas of evading sales tax both to Orissa and to West Bengal by 
piaying one against the other. When West Bengal asks for sales tax the 
plea is it is not within its jurisdiction as the mill is in Orissa and all sales 
are effected there. When Orissa asks for the same, it is replied that the 
matter is not within their jurisdiction as the head office is in West Bengal 
and that all sales are effectexl through Calcutta, wuth the result that since 
the introduction of Bengal Sales Tax in 1941 the Company has not paid a 
single i)ice towards sales tax in AVest Bengal by various tactics. Now this 
Kamkuiiiar Kejrivval files an affidavit that he is the sole agent in West 
Bengal and that no direct sale is made in AVest Bengal and therefore no 
sales tax is chargeable on transactions in this .account. This affidavit is 
made when tiu*. {iresent Commissiomw ot Commercial Tax(‘s was the Assistant 
Conimissiouer of C/jmniercial Taxe.s. But althoujjh the liaud ocaped ixohaps 
convenieiill\ tin* notice ol the tlien A'-isistant ( ^mimissioner of (\)mmercial 
Taxes, a junior officer, it Comimucial 4'ax Officer, subseijiiently detects the 
falsity of tlu‘ affidavit. In his lettiu* of the !:i-lth Ajiril, 1944, ho detects from 
the books of Kamkumar Kejnwal that tin* sales to Central Stationery are 
mad(‘ dir(‘cf and not througli Bamkumar Kejriwal and sales tax. tlierefort', 
is chai'gi^abho lIi* mentiomal the matter to his higher authoritv in liis 
letter, dated 24tli April, 194f). This hdter is. Sir, also very significant. 
“While 1 was in charge* of Lyons Range offiea*, 1 was g'iven ff> understand by 
file Orient Paper Mills that all the prodii(‘ts of the paper mill are ^old thi’ougli 
Rarnkumar Kejriwal of 1(14, Old Cliina Bazar Stread. Tlicy submitted a 
sworn affidavit to that effeed. 1 efiiild not verii\ tlndr stateriK'nt from fheir 
hooks as tlu'y were not jirodiice'd in sjiiti* of repeated reminders. The 
reason for luin-producdion was that tlie books were* kept at tlie mills at Orissa 
far from (kileiitta.” This is signifie'ant, Sir. “Thered'ore under instruction 
from Mr. Ral (’fiowdhury T have to make* an asM‘>sTm>ut on the* liasis eif the 
affiefavit reserving my right to reojien the case at any moment.” 

On this line'.kground Mr. N. C. Roy heg-ins af tempt at assessment of 
sales tax. He also dete*cts the* false* nature of the* affidavit and fixes the 
assessme*nt at about L’ti lakhs eef rujM‘e‘s feu’ thre*e* years ciuling Alaredi, 1940, 
March, 1947 and March, 1948. 

An a])peal against this assessment is made before* Afr. Pal Chowdhury — 
the pre'sent (Vimmissiouer e)f Cemimeredal Taxes — and in his judg’ment be 
iipfiolels the assessment made hy Afr. N. C. Roy. I epiotc from his juelg- 
nu'iit. “1 wemld therefore* holel that the*re is no ivasonahle* cause for int(*r- 
iereiice with any fit the orders eif assessment eiii the grenind broug’ht out”. 
There'fort* another app(*al is fih‘d this time on the same* line-s ns was adopted 
by Ke*soram, that is to say, asking for re*movul of Afr. l\(\v. Here are* the* 
line's. Sir. “Your petitioners the‘n*fore ]iray that tlie* investigation lie 
re'ealled hy vour honour” and in e'onse'ejUt'm-e* of tliis }U'a\er. what liappened? 
His Afaste*r’s Abuce is heard and em the* 2dth October, 1949. Afr. Rov is 
traiisferrt'd : the previous assessment, once upheld is cnncelh'd. The whole 
^tor^ now hoifs deewn te'i the* following peeints: 

Mr. N. (^. Roy is plaeeel in e*harge eif assessing- the sales tax of companies 
uneh'r Tfiila Bros. He* makes Hercuh*an efforts to examine their books and 
on A]uil S, 194S, emails for the manufacturing account of Kesnram Afills 
whie-h the* (b>mpanies are beiund to pre^sluce to the income-tax autliorities. 
KeseU'am re*plies on 11th Afay, 1948, that tliey elo not ke*ep anv manufacturing 
account. ()n 17th Afay Afr. Eoy repe*ats his de'mand. On 1 1th Tune Birlas 
order Afr. Reiy to stay his haneiie. On ^fith June Afr. Pal Choudhury, Com- 
misaioner of Commercial Taxes, actually issues such a stop order. After 
ihis, there is a telephone conversation between Mr. Pal Choudhurv anef 
Mr. M. P. Birla. On 12th July Birlas write that their manufacturing 
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account is destroyed. On 6th Au^rust the Oominissioner’s stop order is 
vacated but pressure is put upon Mr. Ro\ to complete assessment quickly. 
He liowever continues to proceed with the assessment in his own way. llo 
is first transferred, then suspended. Meanwhile he completes the assess- 
ment f>f Rs. 26 lakhs tax on Orient Paper Mills and ex])ects to assess Rs. 40 
lakhs on Kesoram. After his transter. the assessment on Orient Paper 
Mill has been set aside and Kesoram has been let off with Rs. 4 lakhs. 

There is m) doubt that soim'thin^- more than meets the eye is in 11 m‘ 
cases. All otloo controversies apart, the basic fact remains tliat a Tax 
Officer wants to colh'ct a (‘ron‘ of rupees from a party whom the (V>mmis- 
sioner of (’ommercml Ta\(‘s himself des(‘ribe.> as a habitual tax evader, ddie 
Finance Minister, the I'inam e Secndar\ and tin* Oommissioner of Oommercial 
Taxes final}\ ])revenl Mr. N. 0. Roy to comi>let(‘ the assessment first by 
transferrin^’-, then by suspending' him, \\)»ich r(‘sults in a colossal loss of tax 
revenue. Tht‘ (ilovernnumt must explain why N. 0. Itoy was ])rcv(‘nted 
from completing’- the assessment officially when char^’-es of harassment 
a;.rninst him ha\(‘ beam found ti) b(‘ f.i1s(\ 

This conipleti's the story of loot of public money ]»y the comlu’ned con- 
spiracy of (lie l inam-e Minister of AVest Reno-al and tin* Rirla Rroihcr.s of 
India — Rirla Rmthers who w(> arc told arc the friend, philosofilu'r and j^uide 
of the Ponoress and tlu’ OoM'rnment.

SJ. JYOTI BA8U: Mr. Speaker, Sir, my tusk has been consideraldy 
liglitened by my friend Mr. Deben Sen because the cut motion on which 
he was speaking is almost the same as my own cut motion. However, 
without repeating most of the,^rguments I shall have to say a Tew things 
with regard to the cut motion, that I have moved. 

Sir, day in and day out inside this House we have been hearing that there 
is a lack of fund for everything: there is no money for irrigation. We 
are told that there is no money for nation-building piirposes. We are also 
told that people have to smoke opium and drink liquor because there is no 
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money for nation-building? purposes and for feeding and clothings the peojde. 
Sir, tire basis of our economy, we know, is colonial economy: there has been 
no chan^?e after powers have been transferred to Indian hands. We know 
that still now we are a raw material supply base of capitalist Great Britain, 
America, and so on. There has been no nationalisation of key and basic 
industries; there has been no economic prepress as lar us our aprieuUure is 
concerned. Coiiseiiuently, it is quite clear that most of tlu' revenues of the* 
State have to come from in(‘ome-ta\, sales tax and so on. Within such 
a restricted framework of our economic litc, the incidtmci* of taxation 
natiirai’y falls on the poorer sections of the sociiUn because the ea[)italist 
class, whenever thc\ have to pay any tax, make it up hy seeing to it^that 
the lax IS jiassed on to the coiisumeis as a whohe The sales tax on artieles 
of every-day use, the tax on tohaceo, funs, increase of railway fart*s, tin* 
tax on buses, etc., are examples of such flec'cinp of the peoph‘ in a colonial 
eouiilry such as ours, Init in this situation it is only to hi' expected, it is 
only natural that there should he strict eiiforeement of all tax collection, 
sj)eci:illy apaiiist the rich, and I'very conceivable means must be adojited 
to pre\eiir them from eheatinp the State of its revi'iiues. 1 tliink the 
.Ministers a’so will aprei*, it is surelv a crime upmHist tin* peojile and apaiiist 
oiu State if tficre are an\ rich people in our countr\ , specially peojile who 
ha\e the nione_\ and u't w la) day in and d.iy out clieat the Government of 
its leveina'S heeausi' llii' total ejfeet ol such ehcatilip’ of the Go\i*rninent 
1 *' that iheie more slarcation ot our peoph', niori' misei'v anil death ami 
there iv dis,or(hT ami ehac*s in the eoniitr\. But iinioi t unati'ls . we find 
tiiat till' Go\ ern ineiit — whether it be hi're in West Bi'upal nr .li tlu* Centre - 
that is tin* ('( 'ipir^s ( io\ eminent in pi'iieral do not call to order such peoiile 
who e\a(le ta\.

(k'utral Commission of Tneome-Ta.x is, on the otfier hand, so full of umh*r- 
stamlinp about the difficulties of the bip eaj)italist swindlers 1liat <*ven their 
names arc not mentioned. Ihililiritv is not piven over the All-Tndia Badio 
about sneh tax-evailers oven when they are canpht and .som(*timf*s flioy are 
broupht before the cc3urt and tlicy are fined or some Hiich }>nnishTnent is 
inetcd out to them. In tiie papers — majority of thf* papers -in our eon n try 
W'liieh are also controlled by the rich .sections of the society, our Governtnent 
sees to it that their names are not piven the puhlieily that t]i<*y des(*rve. 
In West Ben'pal, I suppose, the Government will turn round and tell ns 
that there are no such hip tax-evaders because T w’as amazed and surpriserl 
to hear the lion ’hie Chief Minister sayinp on the floor of tliis Tlouse in one 
of the other debat-e.s which we w'ere havinp “w'ho says w'c have not punislieJ 
black-marketeers.*^ We have .seen to it that fl.OOO black-markteers have been 
prosecuted.” Yes, we know the.se black-marketeers are. We have 
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stayed with soiire of them in the Presidency Jail — they are the poor 
uritortiinate women and children from the villages who come to Calcutta 
and keep us alive with their rice which they brin" — one seer, two seers or 
three seers — and sell and buy food for their children and their relations and 
g-o back. This is the kind of prosecution which we find being lodged by 
the West Bengal Government. But h t us have the names from the Hon’ble 
Chief Miriistei’ of the big profiteers, (•aj)italists, who have been prosecuted. 

liCt us se(‘ bow nmny names he can ^ive us and we would also like to see 

(Sj. Haktimda CiiA'jTKn jkk : IJow can he prosecute Ihem.^ They are his 
fritmds.) That is for tin* Chi(‘f Minister to accept. As I was saying, their 
name's ar(‘ not given pu])li(uty, let alone punishing them. Their social life 
is not Jnail(‘ unbearable by the (iovernment. They see to it that nothing of 
the sort is done to them. On th(‘ contrary, they will be found in clubs, in 
jiarties, f;losi*lted togidJjer with our llon’ble Ministeis, We shall find some 
of thi‘He sharks of lug husim‘ss dining with tliem and we shall see them in 
rev(dry in and day out with our Ministers and other members sitting 
th(‘re on tlu* of)f>osite side. Therefore, I shall repeat wliat lias been said 
jusi now by Sj. Debendra Natb Stm that w’e wmuld like to know' wdiy is it 
that this Sales 'Pax Assistant Comniissiom'r has been suspended. ‘^The 
Mystery of the Birla House” has l)eeu published, (tovernment does nothing 
either to prosee.uti* the author of this hook nr to deny the facts mentioned 
lliendn. lie has given therein faesimile report of certain eorrespondenre 
W'hich has jiassed between the officers of the West Bengal Government and 
the K(‘soram Cotton Mills, the Orient PapiT Mills and so on, but Govern- 
ment has nothing to .say. This gentleman, Sri Nirmal Roy, had assessed 
for one mill IN. 40 lakhs — that is K(*soram ('otton Mills — and for the other 
IN. 21 lakhs. Hut the Finance Minister witii tin* lielp of his Secretary 
inierveiK's to st‘e that nothing is done. This otfict'r is transferred, then he 
is Hiispendi'd and the answer which was givmi on tin* floor of this House by 
the Finance Minist(‘r is certainly not at all satisfactory. T am sure that 
the UH'iuhcrs on the opposite side also were not satisfied with the answ'er 
given by the Finance Minister or w'ere they satisfied? Only some people — 
it tliey are out for eoutraets or ])ermits from the Goverumeut — may be 
satisfied. I w'as not jiresent here, 1 was in tbe jail at that time, luit T have 
read the answer which was given — and T am sure no decent pm'son can 
be satisfied with tbe answer given then. AVhat is tbe other thing that is 
done to this officer, to the author «)f this book and to th(‘ press from where 
this b()(»k ’‘My^lcrN of the Hirla House" was puhl ivlicd ^ W(' aie informed 

that Goverrmumt at once set its police force to uiii’arth the leakage of official 
seert'ts. It is a must amazing thing, as far as I am cimeerned. , Here the 
(iovenmieiit should have bt'en pleased that there is at least one honest officer 
who had setui to it that one uf tlie hiL^gesi ])rnfiteers and sharks in this land 
had been ca unlit, that tlie officer liad the eouran’c tc^ see to it tliat this gentle- 
man and his firm was assessed of sales tax. but the West Bengal (lovern- 
nuMit, on the contraiw , punish this gentleman and not only punish liim.

AVliat else can 1 say when I find that here is at h'ast one otfieer 
of the (xovernment of West Henp:al who sees tr) it that bl), TO or 81) lakhs 
of Hevemu* ma\ come to the (lovernment <d West Hen^al, arid that oflicor 
is susi)ended. Han IIktc be a more shameful deed t)n tin* })art of the West 
Hen;^'al (iovernment ? 

Mr. SPEAKER: If you ^0 on in this way, it is rather difficult to K('e]> 
parlianuuitary decorum. 1 am here to protect the membm-s of the Houst^ 
from u.^in^’' unparlinmentaiN ian<rua^-e. [ have simply said that this word 
’‘dishonest" is uu))arliameiitary . That is all. 

Sj. JYOTI BASU: I h ave uiuh'rsttMxl that you are here to profiH't 
people even it they are connected with black-markeiinf^ and so on. Hut 
you will havi‘ to do \our duty. I (juite realises that. 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 am sorry you have used that word. 1 am h(‘re to 
protect \ou also as uell as otht*rs. If you think that the word “dishonest” 
should be Used in this House, then you should be prcjiared for mutual 
recruninations. That is a thin<^ that ou^'‘ht to be avoided by anybody who 
is in char^**e of pneservation of order in thi.s House. 

The Hon’bie NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: He has used the 

word to describe himself. 

Sj. JYOTI BASU: Everybody knows that 1 am not dt^scribinjJT myself. 
The who’e oi AVest lien^'-al knows as to whom I hase described. (The 
Hon’hle Nihvrkmk’ Drrr-M.4ZUMJ)AU : AVc accept your denial.) However 
since they have no shame I would ^^o on with my sfieecli. Nothin^'' has beim 
done to see that this officer i.s rewarded as J was sayin^^ Sir, 1 shall (juote 
from this book (held uji). It is a very decent book. You also should read 
it. It is a hi^iorl<• ho(»k written by one IVofessor I)id)jyoti Harman, a very 
decent and honest Hrofessor. He writes in this book witli rc^»';n’d to this 
jiarticubu ca^c, and T recommend tliat tin* Hoiridc tin* tdiief .^^inister who 
is HctiiiL' loi the I'inance Mini.^tei should ri'ad it. I understand that Pandit 
Nehiu ha^ demanded an (‘Xjilanation from Dr. Hoy on tin* alleymtions made 
in this ho(d.. Dr. Roy Ini'^ a lon^ir association with the Hirhi House. Mr. 
N, It Sarkei, Finance Alinisier, wa^a Diiei (or (d the ()in>n( P.ij»er Mill ami 
of Hindusthan Motors for the period to whieh this storv refers. Tlie present 
Fiiianee Seeretary Mr. H. H. Das (luj)ta was an officer wHli a salary of 
Rs. TV) wdien he was lifted uj> and promoted to draw Its. 2.750 The pre.sent 
('ommissioner of Commercial Tax(*s, Mr. K. Pal Diaudhiiry’s sfiftness for 
the Hirla House is a matter of lon^-staiidinj^ and has laaui proved in the 
rihapter of thi.s book on “Orient Pajter Mill” who (dilijriul the Ooveniinent 
by closinjr the asse.ssment on tlie ba.sis of an affidavit, wdiich one of his sub- 
ordinate officers on subsequent scrutiny declared to be false. The present 
Assistant Commissioner of Commercial Taxes Air. R. K. Bose has been 
brought after transferring Mr. N. C. Roy. It is .surprising that Mr. Bose’s 
nephew acts as junior to the pleader who deals with the sales tax cases of 
the Birlas. Can any sane person believe that any investigation worth the 
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name i» possible with stooges of the Birlas occupying all these key positions. 
Any enquiry worth the name ought to be independent. That is his demand, 
a demand which is also voiced by Deben Sen, and with that I am in full 
agreement. The enquiry should be conducted by a public tribunal presided 
over by a Judge of the High Court. 

Now, Sir, this is a very serious charge brought publicly about our 
Ministers and their working. 1 am sure the Ministry will have to give an 
explanation on the floor of the llbuse and to the people of West Bengal 
about tbe misdeeds which have been referred to in this particular book. 
If, on the other hand, the Government had taken a very firm action, strong 
action with regard to this particular scandal, then it would have been a 
blow at the heart of black-marketing, profiteering, tax-evading, tax-dodging 
not only in West Bengal but in the whole of India. Unfortunately, the big 
capitalists imduding Sri Birla and others in every ])rovince in India are 
friends of big Congress leaders and Ministers and are patrons of many of 
our big ofli(ters, and we are also told that these gentlemen of big* business 
also hnance the Cong-ress organisation in their elec'tion campaign and in other 
tilings. Tht‘y give ilie columns of their papers lor fiublicity to the misdeeds 
of the Ih'ngal Government as well as the India Government and so on. 
Now, Sir, it we contrast this triiatment with what is being done today, with 
otbm* org-anisations of the people and thidr movement then the whole thing 
becomes rdtiur if it is not clear even today. The Breventive Detection Act 
IS use<l to detain peojile without tiial. ANliy? Th(‘ reason is they sjiread 
chaos and disord(‘r. 'What are big capitalists doing by tlieir deeds P They 
are also ei'cating chaos and disordiT. ddien why this distinction is made? 
Why, so tar as they are eoncerm*(l our Ministers go and dine with them, 
and as far as wv are eonei‘rm*d we are sent to jail — didained without trial? 
AVhy is it tliat in front of our houses we find the ]>olie(‘ spies, plain clothed 
pohceinen trailing us from ludiind all the tirtie wherever wi' g-o? But wdiy 
if- it that the U'est Bengal Government does not set its police force against 
all th(‘se big- firms? A\'hy is it that they do not rijcruit jiolice spies to see 
that a watch is kept on actions and on the aci-ounts of these* partii-ular big 
firms? Nothing is done. Nothing hajipi’us. On the contrary, Government 
comes and tells us that they cannot do anything. Tlu'V have* been selling 
things at prices bi'vond the controlled rates, but nothing can bi* done. This 
is the sort of thing which is hayipening. ttnly yesterday — I do not know 
why — but th(‘ ottice of one of my unions, viz., tin* K. I. Railway Union, 
was searched. 1die p('o])!e were sitting and havdng an exi'cutive meeting, 
and all on a sudden tlie olfice was raided by the C.I.l). jxdii'i*. Special Branch 
— noboily knew- why. Ido'v' asked stinu* questions and then went aw\ay. 
How many tlmc^. I ask the (diic*! Minist(*r. had the houses ot the Birlas 
(O' (be bouses of big profitei-rs and tlieir fiiemls luM'n raiib*(l b\ tin* police? 
J ask liini : how many times bave our women ]H‘en dishonoured at 4 o’clock 
in till' morning by their spie.s and police? Our mothers and si.sters have 
ev(‘n 1)0(01 killed on the streets of (kileutta — in Bowhazar Street. They have 
killed our wo men in the fields of West Bengal. I am not asking them to 
kill any of these hlaek-markteers, profit(‘ers, sharks. Bnt how many have 
been arrested or detained without trial — let alone hanging them on the 
nearest lam])-postP Therefore, Sir, on behalf of the people of West Bengal 
I claim that they should set up a non-official enquiry. T know that they 
will not have the guts to do it, because if they do it, their crimes will also 
come out in the light of the day> hut I make this demand, because this is 
the demand of the people of AV^st Bengal, and we know that it is on this 
demand that we shall pillory them in every city and in every village of 
AfVest Bengal and in India, and I am sure that they shall not dare appear 
before the people of West Bengal to offer an explanation for this state of 
affairs and to hoodwink them any further. I make no difference between 
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the Birlas and the Ministers sitting here. They are one and (he same. One 
is sHiin.ir behind and the other is in trout of us. That is the dittVrenee. 
Therefore I say 

Mr. SPEAKER: It, is already nearl\ 8 o’clock. There are vsiill other 
spenkeis to speak and then the (jro\ernnieut to reply. We have j^‘ot to 
hiiish our ])usiness. So you will please stop here. 

(Sj. Jyoti Basu resumed liis seat.) 

Janab SYED BADRUDDUJA: Mr. Sj)eaki‘r, Sir, we are extremely 
grateful — not only ourselves — the wliole of West Bengal must he grateful 
to our esteemed friend Sri Dehen Sen for making this startling disclosure 
tins evening. Sir, this has oiua* again jwoved conclusively the real state 
of thingn that obtains in this Province. AVe have heard (ul luntst um in 
this House fiom the Treasury Benches tliat their heart is pure.

the point of Me« of the morale of the officers. 'What will happen if anv 
of the.se allejratimis are true« And we have -ot to think what will be the 
posilnin ot the other offioers umf^r these eiroum.stances. 

Sir, as rejfnrds the officer it may be on account of the disclosure ot 
omcial records that steps have been taken. I have fi^ot nothin^ to say to 
that. But having regard to the fact that the Income-Tax Department 
reported that one of the officers of the Birlas said that he had got 12 lakhs 
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out of 96 iakhfl and 24 thousand, I think, Sir, that is a definite information 
on the basis of which an}' officer is entitled to make further enquiry. Sir, 
1 am not prejudging the question, but that really raises the point that some 
enquiry should be made under these circumstances. Under these circum- 
stances, I think the lion ble the Uhief Minister, "who is now shouldering 
the burden of the Finance Minister, should agree to institute an euiiuiry 
into the allegations that ffave been niude and to find out whether there have 
been any evasion of taxes. Sir, this is not the first instance. You will 
remember, last time when I was speaking here, I said, we can very well 
relieve the poor of the taxes if we are very caieful about the roalTsation of 
sales tax. 1 have on very good authority been told that tlie sales tax could 
be increased by crores if we only make up our mind tlial we shall not 
allow powerful or big parties to evade the sales tax by adopting means 
which IS well known to some of these Sales Tax officers. Therefore, I would 
reiiuest the llon’ble ('hief Minister in this matter to a^n*ee to eiujuire lurther 
into the matter about the e\asion of sales tax, and this enquiry is neci'ssary 
also so that the officers may know that when big parties are concerned they 
can do their duty without an> fear or without incurring any displeasure of 
the auth<'ril\. That is absolutely necessar\ for keeping the ailuiinist ration 
intact. 

Sir, these are the suggestions that J want to make. 

The Hon*ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sn, time are (eriain 
statements made in tills House l>as(‘d upon some jmhlicatiou, the authenticity 
of winch has to he tested and on the basis of whicii cm tain accusations have 
been imnle : and, therefore, 1 shall b«‘giu by saying that llu' eonclusiou 
drawn by my triends ojiposite, nanicl>\ that this gentleman, Mr. Js. 0. Hoy, 
bad assessed the Kesiioram Cotton Mills at 4lt lakhs, is not true. Although 
he assessed the Orient 1‘aper Mills for 26 lakhs, that was also found on 
emiuir} to he based on wrung premises, and that had not been aceepted. 
The statement made that whatever lias been done has been done with the 
know]t‘dge, consent am! connivance of th(‘ Finance Minister and th(‘ Finance 
Secretary is entirel\ without foundation. I shall giv(* the exact position with 
regard to the whole matter as far as 1 have seen. Somehody has read out 
— I think it was Mr. Jyoti Ifasu — w'hat this gentleman has said in his hook 
about the rorr(‘spondence between myself and Pandit Nehru. I tliink, Sir, 
that will show that J have taken some care, before f make this statement, 
with regard to this whole incident. 

Sir, the system of realising and assessing the sales tax is different from 
the s\stem of assessing the income-tax. In the case of income-tax vou 
ask the assessee to jmt in an aei-ount on the liasis of which the assessment 
IS made which the man has to l»ay ; ])ut in the (‘use of sal<>s tax lh(‘ !iss(*ssee 
pays at tlie end of the financial year a (‘crtain sum on tin* });tsis of ('crtain 
accounts he submits and the usual course is that during th(‘ period following 
the dlsf March of a jiartitular year, as early as fiossihic the accounts are 
.scrutinised by the (’ommcrciai 4'ax J)epartmcnt and asscssmont is madf* to 
find out whether the accounts that have been submitted an* correct and 
whether any increase in the assessment is ]>ossihle. Sir, this is flu* svstem 
that we follow. 

Now, Mr. N. 0. Hoy joined the Calcutta South Circle on the 2ot}i of 
August, 1047. He was then officiating as an A-s-sistant Commissiriner in 
the Commercial Tax Department. The as.sessinent cases of the Kesorarn 
Cotton Mills for the years 1044-45 and 1045-46 came up licfore him for 
emiuiry almost at the same time that he took over charge. 4'he 1044-45 and 
1945-46 assessments which were not made for some reason or other before 
the Partition, came up before this officer for enquiry. On the 6th of 
March, 1948, the assessment case for the year 1946-47 was placed before 
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him. On the 19th of August, 1948, the assessment case for the year ending 
Slst March, 1948, came up before Sj. Roy. Since the last date he had been 
dealing for some time with all the four cases together. In every one of 
these cases the payment had been made by the Kesoram Cotton Mills on 
the basis of accounts which they had submitted from year to year. It was 
only a case to find out whether further assessment was to be made ; whether 
the accounts were correct; and whether any increase was possible. In 
November, 1949, Sj. N. C. Roy was transferred and Mr, Bose took over 
charge. (Sj. Jyoti Basu : Why?) Please wait. Don’t be impatient. 
Sir, he took over cdiarge in November, 1949. Mr. Roy spent 2 years and 
3 months to do the assessment of the Kesoram Cotton Mills. It has been 
suggested, and I believe it is in the book, that there was some correspondence 
from the Simla Income-Tax Department to the Income-Tax Department 
here. My friend Mr. Deben Sen did not see, or perhaps it is not in the book, 
that although that communictation came some time in 1945, it is curious how 
that jieculiar paf>er came into the jmsscssion of Sj. N. C. Roy three years 
after. The Income-Tax Department made a full en(piiry and w'as satisfied 
that there was lU) evasion so far as income-fax was concerned, and the assess- 
ment matle in 1940 was paid up by Birla Bros. 

Sir, Sj. Bose took up this work in November, 1949, and completed the 
assessimmt for fhe years 1944-45, 1945-40 and 1940-47 by the middle of 
November, 1950, that is, in less than 12 months’ time, so that while Sj. 
.Roy was in charge of the first two cases for nearly two years and three 
months and the other two cases for about a year and a half and produced 
no results, his successor was able to finish the first three cases in little le.ss 
than a year. 

According to Sj. Bose the firm had been assessed for a sum which is 
about 2 lakhs over and above the amount already paid by Kesoram Cotton 
Mills from year to year. Sir, I cannot give the exact figures because we 
are not entitled to divulge the assessment made on a particular firm because 
that is against law. 

Tn^June, 1948, one year after Sj. Roy had been put in charge of these 
cas(‘s, the management of the mills complained to the Hon’ble Minister of 
Cinanc(* about which 1 have heard s(» much — connivam'c, consultation, 
instructions and so on. lit* complained to the llon’hle Finance Minister 
that Sj. N. C. Roy w^as unnecessaiily harassing the party by calling for 
unnt'cessarv papers, manufacturing accounts, etc., and was u^ing in- 
tenipetalt* and threatening language towards the lawyers appearing for the 
firm in the courst* oi' hearing. Sir. it does not reipiire t>ne to be a friend of 
a parlirular j>ers()n. bt* lu* a capitalist or a or a — it there is 

a coniplaml madt* hy any one. hiir or small, it is essential that tlu* ^linister 
and tlu* ^linisir.N must em|iiire in su(*h eas(*>.. 4’'lu*re was a sus^^crestiou made, 
a (’ase of harassment hy this officer. What happen(*d next is, in June, 1948, 
this eiujuiry was made and the complaint was immediati'lv referred to the 
Commissiotu'r for enpuiry and report. During entpiiry, the Commissioner, 
as is usual in all sucli casi's, stayed proceedings hv an order on the ‘JGth 
of dune, 1948. The (kuumissioner after enquiry sent liis re]>ort on the 13th 
of July, 1948. in which he stated that the Assistant Commis«?inner was 
within his rights to call for manufacturing accounts and should be left free 
to proceed according to law. We have heard a great deal about Finance 
Secretary, Finance Minister and the Commissioner of Commercial Taxes. 
Does this show that the Commissioner of Commercial Taxes was either 
favouring one party or decrying? another? It is preposterous to make a 
suggestion of this type. Government accepted the findings of the Commis- 
sioner and the stay order was vacated by him on the 6tb of August, 1948, 
that is to say, within 40 days of the date on which this stay order was 
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issued. Sir, whenever a party complains before the Government or any 
other court with regard to proceedings, it is necessary always to stay the 
proceedings in order to find out whether there is any truth or otherwise 
in the complaint made. In this case it was found that Mr. Roy was com- 
pletely within his rights to demand thtj accounts Which he had demanded 
and therefore he was asked to proceed according to law. 

From August, J948 till March, 1940, a period of eight months, Sj. N. 

Roy was supposed to be working at the assessment of the' Ivesoram Cotton 
Mills; there was no interference from anybody, not oven from the Commis- 
sioner of Commercial Taxes during this period. In Marcli, 1949. (he Cdiumis- 
sioner in the course of his discussion with Sj. Jtoy learnt tiiat Sj. Roy had 
done nothing to examine the hooks of aceounts which liad been plactal before 
him by the firm, but bad merely asked the mills to eonijiile from the books 
of accounts a statement of sales day by day for eaidi of the four ytmrs. 
The Commissioner expressed his doubts about the suitability of the method 
proposisl without prior examination of the hooks of aecounts as file method 
amounted to re(|Uiring the firm to submit copies in a new form of their 
daily sales regisit'r for the four years which was already availabh* for 
insjieetion, but as Sj. Roy insistisl on having his own methml of etKjuiry 
ihe Ccmimissioncr did not interfere but gavi* him additional clerical h(‘][) 
for proceeding on his own lira's. Does it require anybody to say tliat it 
was the Commissioner of Commercial Taxes who was interfering with the 
great work wiiich Sj. N. C. Roy was doing in May 1949, that is to say, 
three months aft('n\ards the Commissioner had his m'xt and last discussion 
with Sj. N. ('. Roy regarding the Kesoram Assi'ssiuenI and found that Sj. 
Roy had in the meantime drojijied the method on wliich lie had insisted 
previously as lie liad found the method unsuitable? He Iiad adopted a new 
method, Ihat is to say, he had asked the party to compile another set of 
statements about tlie sales commodity-wise instead of, as lie did befon', 
statement of sales day by day. The Commissioner thought that this metliod 
would pfo\e eijiially uiisuitalile and verbally advised the Assistant Commis- 
sioner to pnH’.eed with the actual examination of hooks of accounts. 

Sir, in June 1949 the Commissioner inspected the office of ilie Assistant 
Commissinm*r. So far as Ki'soram’s ca.se was eone<*rTi(‘d if was found that 
Sj. Roy had fuoved coiii])lefel v ineffective. Hi' had not yet examined the 
books of accounts within the course of about two years In* was in eliargi* of 
the case. Referring to liis previous discussion with the Assistant roiiiiiiis- 
sioner in May the Coinmis.sioner wrote to the A.ssistant Commisisioner as 
follow^ : 

The position as it then stood wa.s that the assessee had failed tn ])n)(1uco 
the niamifaeturing accounts and production statciiK'nls in eonmu!- 
tioii therewitii because he declan'd that tlie relevant manufacturing 
account records wen' destroyed hut sfat('m<*nts of sales to registered 
dealers, etc., with detailed jiarticulars compih'd on a hinre mnnfier 
of sheet.s were submitted at your direction, hut as tlie jingoes were 
not totalled up a clerk was d«*puted to assist >ou in totalling the 
pages for wliatcver use you migrlit make of the statemi'iit, I Imve, 
however, to point out that as the accounts books np till then had 
not been subjected to any serious examination for verification of 
the return figures which the dealer maintained could be done from 
the books of accounts it would not be desirable to ask for (daborate 
statements at random in respect of any particulars until the 
accounts books maintained by the assessee were examined and it 
was clearly ascertained what figures in the return.s admitted of 
verification from the accounts books and what figures did not admit 
of such verification and in what particular respects, if any, the 
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accounts books did not correctly record the transactions effected 
by the mills. I have therefore to ask you to start a systematic 
examination of the accounts books as soon as statements were 
totalled up by the clerk deputed for the purpose, conduct whatever 
further enquiry was deemed necessary in the li^ht of the result 
of such examination and make every endeavour to complete the 
assessment by the end of June 1949. Will you please let me know 
— asks the Commercial Tax Commissioner — will you please let me 
know if the assessments have since been completed? If not, you 
are refiuested to send report on — 

(1) the prop^ress you have since made in the assessment; 

(2) the spc'cific hooks of accounts, class of documents examined and 

the r(>sults (»(' inspection in licatin^ briefly amon;i,‘st others the 
})ai tieulars in respc’ct of which the acc;ounts books were found 
wanting; and 

(.3) the jiartieulars in respect of which you have deemed it necessary 
to conduct furtlier emiuiry either from the deiiler himself or 
from other sources and the action already taken in this 
directum. 

Instead of furnisliinc’ the information reijuired and unswerin^^ the (jueries 
made Sj. Uoy sent a len^^-thy, va^'ue and evasive reply trying' to explain Iris 
dela> hy putting- the hlanie on others. As this re])ly has alreadv been made 
in exievao in the press, it is not necessary for me to repeat it The ('ommis- 
sioner after liis inspection in dune 1949, referred tt) abovi*, had recommended 
to (Government tlie transfer of Sj. Uoy because of his iuefl'ective woik m 
the most important circle, (jovernment took some time to consider this 
recommendation candully and haviii^^ rejrnrd to the fact that Sj. Itoy bad 
been in the circh* for more than two years (iovernment aeceiited the 
recommendation. Sj. Jloy made over c]iarj;re in NovemluT 1949 to Sj. Hose. 
Ilis new hea(h|uart(*rs was also in '(’alcutta. As a^minst the* imdVective 
method of Sj. Itoy the method followed hy Sj. Bose was more systematic 
and effective. He first of all examined the hooks of accounts of the firm 
and v(*rified the returns with tlie books of accounts. A certain number of 
the entries in regard to sales, particularly those in which his predecessor 
had invited his attention at the time of makinj>: over charge, were verified 
hy r(‘fer(‘nce to the accounts of the customers. No serious evasion was 
detei’ted 1>.\ tlu’si' test chei'ks. He then triial two independent sources, 
namely, the rneome-tax Di'partment and th(‘ Textile Commissioner’s Depart- 
ment of th(‘ (loveiniuent of India. The lucoim^-tax Department staled that 
they had after eiujuirv found nothing wronir with the audited accounts of 
the firm and had therefore eomduded their assessnumt on the basis of those 
accounts, lit* then referred to the Textib' Commissioner. He found that 
the stock return ^iv'cu hv ilu' firm to the Textile Coniinissioner aj^reed with 
the stock ndurn as in the statement submitted to him bv the firm. Thc’-o 
was. however, one diff'erence, namely, that the report of the T(‘xtile Com- 
missinner was on tin* liasis of the total number of yarns manufactured and 
sold, whereas the import tifrure contained in the aeeount book was in thw 
quantity of bales. However basin}? his assessment on the calculation as 
to the sales duriii}? these three vears takini? into account the total number 
of yardaufe in one particular bale, Sj. Bose assessed an additional tax of. 
a.M I said before, over the amount already paid by the firm. As alreadv 
stated Sj. Boy was transferred ((^another ran}?e in November 1949. While 
working in the new ran}?e, a permanent vacancy occurred in the post of an 
Assistant C/ommissioner — and he wa,s then an Assistant Cammissioner 
(oflSciatinp) — and as there was nothin}? serious against him, the then 
(Government appointed him to that permanent post. This does not show 
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either a prejudice or a bias against the Assistant Commissioner. He had 
actually neeu confirmed in a permanent post even after his transfer. On 
the 8th March 1960 an article was published in a periodical JugavarU 
disclosing some of the confidential materials about the firm and also some 
of the correspondence between the Assistant Commissioner and the Com- 
missioner. The Commissioner brought the fact to the notice of the Govern- 
ment in course of a report on the 15th March 1950, which also said that 
Sj. Roy took a non-co-operative attitude in the Commissioner’s enquiry 
about the source of the leakage. As the following extract from the Com- 
missioner’s report will show: “Sj. Roy was then requested to record his 
statement in black and white so as to enable him to further examine the 
matter. But he refused to do so on the spot. He said that all the points 
on which I wanted his reply and explanation should be officially communicat- 
ed to him, so that he might have enough time to reply to all the points. He 
expressed apprehension that the position has now become serious and it 
might lead to litigation and investigation through higher quarters in which 
he himself, the members of the stutf in the Assistant Commissioner’s office 
and Mr. Bose and the Commissioner might be involve<l and he has been 
advised by his cousins Sir A. K. Roy and R. N. Roy, lately Deputy 
itegistrar of Co-operative Societies, Bengal, not to reply to any point in 
writing unles.s the points were communicated to him in writing and he has 
sufficient time to think over the reply. If a written reply is to be given 
on the spot he will only say that he does not remember anything nor has 
he any suspicion about anyone.’’ The Commissioner pointed out to Govern- 
ment that there was reasonable ground to conclude that Sj. Roy was 
resj)onsible for the leakage. Sj. lioy was thereupon suspended. The 
suspension order was issued on tlie 8th May 1950, seven months after his 
transfer from the range which dealt with the Kesoram Cotton Mills case. 
As publication of confidential documents of (:lovernment was always a 
serious matter, Government asked the I’olice to make an inquiry, particular- 
ly in view of the non-co-operative attitude of Sj. Roy. The police enijuiry 
has been completed and the police sulimitted a report on the 29th January 
1951, giving a memorandum of evidence found hy them to show that Sj. 
Roy. in collusion with others including an officer of the Income-tax Depart- 
ment, was responsible for this leakage. The officer of the Income-tax 
Department has since resigned, and the jiolice report has strongly 
recommended departmental action against Sj. Roy.* The charges are being 
framed and the departmental proceedings under the Classification, (Mnirol 
and Appeal Rules read with Public Servants Kiujuiries Act have been 
ordered. The proceedings will start soon and the officer will he given full 
opportunity for defence. If there is any enquiry to be made, if tliere is 
any hardship on Sj. Roy, and if anything has happened which is against 
his interest, he will be entitled to appear before the Court and give such 
evidence as he desires to give and also his own evidence. It will be .soon 
therefore that the transfer of Sj. N. C. Roy from the South Range was 
fully justified, because of the ineffective methods of this officer. The result 
obtained by the successor has justified this transfer. At no stage did any 
Department of the Government or the Sale.s Tax Commissioner try to covi^r 
any firm for their liability for increased sale.s tax. The assessment of sales 
tax on this firm was done swiftly and effectively according to the rules by 
the successor of Sj. Roy. ^ vSj. N. C. Roy who was acting in an officiating 
capacity at the time of his transfer was made permanent soon after his 
transfer. This would show that neither the Government nor the Commis- 
sioner had any. bias against him at any stage. The publication of the 
document in the press however placed a different complexion on the whole 
affair. There has never been any attempt on tbe part of the Government 
for shielding anyone as has been suggested in some quarters. The Govern- 
ment and the Commissioner of Sales Tax were keen to finish the assessment 
19 
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as quickly and correctly as possible because the assessment has not been 
done for nearly five years. The steps taken by Government in transferring 
Sj. Roy in November 1949, resultetl in an increased assessment where Sj. 
Roy hud proved completely ineffective. 

I do not want to proceed further nor do I indulge in harsh words. I 
have heard a great deal about abuses and about our being associated with 
black-marketeers, and friends of capHalists. I am not ashamed to meet 
anybody on equal terms, but I shall be very much ashamed if I condemn 
a particular person or a particular group iu the public and then go behind 
later on and ask for permit of some kind or other afterwards. Sir, as I 
have said before, whether a man is a capitalist or he is a poor man, if he is 
a malevolent one, he docs not deserve the sympathy of anybody far less 
from me. I can say without any fear of contradiction that so long as I 
am here, my jiositioii is secure, because I know that nobody can coerce me, 
nobody can force me to take action which I feel to be dishonest or to be 
WTong. 1 have said and T repeat again that if tliere be anything which 
Sj. Roy can ])ut forward before the Court and sliow that either the Finance 
Minister or the Finance Secretary or the Commissioner of Commercial Taxes 
or .'inybody in tlu* Covernment has done anything either to protect Rirlas' 
interest or tried to cover anybody, then I shall make full amends, whatever 
amends may be necessary. 

With these words, Sir, I move that all the cut motions be rejected.

specific (questions which would be raised by different mmnbers on tlie 
different items under this head w'hich will be dealt with by me in reply. 

Sir, the first question that naturally arist's is that under this head 
the ex])eiiditur(‘ has increased markedly. Sir. I have before me the figures 
for the year 194<S-49, actuals of 1949-50. revFsed of 1950-51 and the budget 
for 195i-52, If I take the actuals for 1948-49 I find that there is an 
excess in the budget of 1951-52 of 90 lakhs over the actuals of 1948-49. 
When you come to analyse the different heads, it will be found that under 
the head “Elections” 50 lakhs 91 thou.^and have been provided for, so that 
out of the excess of 90 lakhs, 51 lakhs almost is accounted for. 

Then, Sir, as regards Civil S(‘cretariat, tht* increase is by 20 lakhs of 
which 4 lakhs 33 thousand really do not belong to the Civil Secretariat 
but they belong to publicity whii*h should be under a distinct administra- 
tion and they used to be under the Extraordinary (Charges in India; it 
has been put into this head this year. 

Then there is a])pointment oi additional staff of the Accountant- 
General, West Bengal. Sir, the Auditor-General of India has decided 
that from the Ist of April next or earlier, if po.ssible, probably it would 
not be possible, the Accountant-OeneraTs work should be taken over by 
the Provincial Government. At the present moment you are aware. Sir, 
that the Accountant-General is under the Auditor-General of the Govern- 
ment of India and his work is divided into two stages. First of all, when- 
ever any bill is submitted to him for payment he scrutinises the bill as 
far as lie possibly can; then when the payment has been made he audits 
the expenditure and finds out whether the audit is according to rules, etc. 
The Auditor-General feels that- the Accountant-General in future should 
have nothing to do with the passing of bills but should only he an auditor 
after the expenditure has been made. Therefore a provision of certain 
sum, about a lakh, had to be made in the Local Fund Audit Establishment. 
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Sir, there is also under the head District Administration about 6 
lakhs of rupees provided for Cooch Behar which accounts for the increase 
under this head. In the aubdi visional establishment there is an increase 
of 2-4 lakhs. Sir, I have also calculated the total cost under this head 
and the amount which would be accounted for by the ordinary increment 
would be 5 lakhs. Therefore, Sir, if you take the increased expenditure 
of 51 lakhs as the cost of election, 7 lakhs due to Cooch Behar and about 
5 to (> lakhs due to the ordinary increment, the total difference between the 
actuals of 1948-49 and the budget estimates for 1951-52 would be 

exjdained. 

Sir, the next qiu\stion that arises is that it is a top-heavy administra- 
tion. Sir, I had circulated yesterday a note to indicate ' roughly the 
establishment under the (iovernment of West Bengal. From that it will 
be seen that the 7iuinber of ])er.sons in the pay group of zero to IKK) is 
10T,IKK> and the total monthly emoluments for this pay group are 
Rs. 1,02,110,4911. If you take the next grouj> — 1101 to 500 — there are 
798 persons whose monthly eimduments amount to Rs. 4,t)7,2I18. The 
next grouj) — 501 to 1,000 — there are 190 persons whose totid emoluments 
monthly amount to Rs. 4,118,9015. Then we come to l.(K)l to 2,(K)0; there 
are only IIH persons and total monthlv emoluimmts amount to 1,80,800. 
Bet ween 2.001 and 2,500 there are 12 posts whose emoluments monthly 
are Rs. 2i,0(‘)d; between 2,501 and 11,000 there are 21 posts with emolu- 
nients of Rs. 59,908 and above 0,000 there are 21 po.sts including 18 High 
(\mrt Judges whose total monthl\ emoluments are Rs. 84,187. There- 
fore of the total emoluments that we pay out of the coffers of tin* West 
Bengal (Tovernment of Rs. 1,14,94,000, a little ov(‘r one crort* is ])aid to 
the lower establishment below 000. I'herefore, Sir, there is no reason to 
sa}" that it is a top-heavy administration. 

Sir, the next question to be raised in this discussion would be about 
the ]uiy scale and what attempts Imve been made b\ the Govt'rnment to 
remove the disparity between the higlier grade salary officer and the lower 
grade. Sir, in 1949 a high powered oliicer of the Oovcunment went into 
the reijuirements of every d(‘[mrtment and rec'ommtunled to the Govern- 
ment a set-uj) lor the different departments and the e.stablishments reijuired 
for each deiiartment and he took about 12 months or 11 months to comjilete 
his survey and his recommendations were after some modification accepted 
by the ■Cabinet. The next st(‘]) that the Cabinet took wais a revision of 
pay scale in 1950. Sir, prior to this revision there w^ere 500 j»ay scales 
and the jiay structure was unnecessarily complicated. Further, almost 
every stage had a revised version and an unrevised version. Gn the 21flt 
July, 19151, the Government of Biuigal in those days reduced the salaries 
of certain officers on the understanding that tho.se who an* appointed before 
that date wmuld be getting a little higher scales of salaries than those who 
came after. Those who came afterwards were regarded as belonging to 
the revised pay scales. Those who came before that date was regarded as 
on unrevised scales, so that there were 500 scales and practically in every 
pay scale there was a revised version and an unrevised version. That there 
was a difference in scales quite unnecessarily in many cases w'as indicated 
c many different stages, particularly in the subordinate 

fields, related to work of a very similar nature ancf involved almost the 
same cost to the Government. To cite an illustration the lowest-paid clerks 
in the suborijinate offices were paid in some offices at Rs. 90—80 and in 
oth^ Rs. 40 80, in others again at Rs. 45 — 70 and so on although their 
works were almost of a similar nature. In order to remove these anomalies,. 
Goveniment decided to simplify and rationalise the pay scales. The 
number of the pay scales was, therefore, reduced in the 1950 revision to 
only 78 of which 51 were in the Subordinate Service and the remaining 
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27 were in the general and regularly constituted Provincial Service. This 
arrangement has produced a more rational structure of pay scales. The 
number of existing anomalies in the pay structure (1) the difference in the 
rates of pay of typists and stenographers in the different offices, (2) the 
difference between the pay of men and women branches in the Education 
Department and so on have been eliminated; and the lowest scales have 
been generally allowed the maxim .im pereeniage of increase. These 
lowest-j)aid (derical sc'files, namely, the scales of the lower division clerks 
in the districts have been upgraded from Its. ‘15 — St) to Its. 55 to 130. 
The lowest gazetted scaile, for (‘xample, the West Bengal Junior Civil 
Service scale was Its. 125 — 350; this has been u]tgraded to Its. 200 — 450 
with a selection grade of Its. 500. Next in fixing the ])ay of the highest 
posts, for which there is a competition on an all-India basis, similar posts 
in other States ami the recommendation of the (Vntral Pay f5)minission 
that a scale of Rs. 1,8(K) — Its. 2,0fK) is intended for the heads of the biggest 
departments w(‘rc kept in view. The period of rise in the pay scales in 
tlie ])ast — time-Hcah‘— rose from th(‘ nnnimiim to the maximum sometimes 
after the 3rd year, sometimes after the 5th, or 0th or 12th or 15th year of 
service* and in others after tin* J8th, 20th, 23rd, 24th, 25th or even 30 
years of s<>rvice. In the revised scales the period of rise has been uniform, 
namely, 20th to 24th year of service for ])osts wh(*re recruitment is made 
])artly directly and partly by ])romotion and five to ten years for posts 
which are fill(Ml (‘xclnsively by i)romotion or by persons who though 
recruit (‘(1 dir(‘ctly would not be expected to start on a long time-scale, A 
good skilled labourer, for example, a carpent(*r, re(juires time to acquire 
Buffi(d(‘nt skill and etficieTicy in his trade or calling and must of necessity 
be adviineed in yc'urs. A longer scale in his ease would not therefore be 
appropriate and a t('n years’ scale lias been adopted for him. 

Then efiici(‘ncy bar. In the past the rate of a time-scale efficiency bar 
was placed very w'idely. It has now been placed uniformly, after the lOth 
to 18th stages in the Provincial Service and 12th stage in the subordinate 
service. 

I ncrirmcritft . — At the time of revising the pay scales in 1934, all incre- 
ments were biennial. In the revised scales annual increments have 

been alknved. The initial pay of each existing incumbent in the 
new scale has been fixed at the stage next above the grade-pay — 

time-scale — in the old scale phis an ad interim increase of pay. 
The (existing incumbent is also given an option to (‘ome under 

the mnv scale from 1st April, 1950, or to come under the new 

scale after earning an increment in the old scale oi to remain in 
the old scale of pay until he ceases to be a Government em])loyee. In order 
to show how his pay scale has affected the different grades of public ser- 
vants I have circulated a paper uliich is very illuminating. Tliis state- 
ment will show this : if you take 19‘^9 as the basis for living index figure 
at 100, then our service pay scale for the menials in districts, the gross 
allowance or remuneration to a menial is 35<>*T and his remuneration after 
income-tax is also ^50 *7, because he does not pay income-tax. In Calcutta 
it is 338. As regards clerks you will notice that we have dropped down 
the iiKTement in pay-scale and w’e have come to a figure of 233 only com- 
pared to the ])resent December figure at 347 of the index number, so that 
instead of getting 347 the clerks in the districts and the Directorate and 
the Secretariat are getting much lower emoluments compared to the index 
figure. In the case of menials they almost approximate the index figures 
so far as living index figures -are concerned. As regards the gazetted 
officers the difference is even more marked, namely, while in the case of 
menials it has gone up to 356, in West Bengal Junior Civil Service it is 
1*68 *8, West Bengal Medical Service 149*6 and so on. When we come to 
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the highest scales outside the local Government sphere, namely, Indian 
Police and Indian Civil Service and Secretaries ot‘ the Uovernnient, you 
will find that the figures have been lower than 1(H) in one or (wo cases. 
As far as the Commissioners are concerned, it is 91-7; Indian Adiniuistra* 
tive Service 75 and Chief Secretary and Member, Hoard of Revenue 88, 
That is to say, w'hile the ])ay scales that have been recommended now and 
are in operation mean to the menials a rise in their emoluments from 100 
to 850, in the case of the Chief Secretary or the (hunmi^siomu’ the result 
has been that it has actually meant lowering of the scale than what it was 
in 1989, because of the increased rate of income-tax compared to J989. 
That disposes of the second nuestion as well as to whether there has been 
any attemjit to remove the ciisparity between the ditferent grou])s. 

As regards the question of inefficiency which has been raised by some 
of the members the position is this that ive had to fa(‘e the Hituation that 
after the Partition there was an t‘xtraordinary situation in the adminis- 
tration of this Province. Many of the higher staff had either gone away to 
Pakistan or retired and this event hapiieiied almost immediately after the 
cessation of AVar with the result that there was a wide vacuum left behind. 
Secondly, a large number of optees came away from Kast Bengal to West 
Bengal and this (iovernment naturally had to take them on as Government 
servants of West Bengal and to begin paying their salary and otloT (daims. 
The Home (Transfer) Department were anxious to put thmn in some job or 
other as early as possible. It is conceded that often enough an opte(‘ had to 
be put on a job for wdiich in fact he had not the projier training before he 
came over here. It was not possible to fit in everybody, every optee who 
came away from Pkast Bengal, to a j)ost in which he already had no 
ex|)erience on the other side and therefore it is obvious that a large number 
\^ere misfits for the time in the ])Osts in which they were originally ])laced 
and we had to wait for sometime before w'e could adjust the demands of the 
ojitees for being appointed to the necessity of having eflicient servicemen 
in the different (b'partnieiits of Government. 

ddien. Sir, there was another point that came u]). namely, the large 
volume of developiiKuit work we are undertaking. J will lejxait again, as 
1 have said before, that a large number of sidiemes of Devidopnomt were 
undertaken and, in some cases, started even before the Partition, when tlie 
Central Government was prepared to give a grant as well as bams, ])arti- 
cularly grants for some ])evefo]UTient Proje(‘ts. and as I said ladore, for ilie 
first year or tw'o we did get some grant from the Government. AltogetloT 
I believe — I am sjieakirig from memory — about Ilujiees seven crores w'(*re 
received from the Government of India. But all this Dcvidopment work 
neeessarily meant that we liad to get the men to run these defiartments 
when there were not suitably trained men to undertake such devadcqnmuit 
work and it is therefore (juite clear that in some of the departments of 
Government it was not jiossible to get the nef'cssary trainee] personnel for 
the type of Devclo])m(*nt work that had been nnderlakeii. At that time 
the normal Becniitment Buies had to be suspended in many eases because 
of the surplus personnel. In the olden days a member of the Indian (bvil 
Service would never be given charge of a district until be has served in 
the department, has been in service for at least 15 or 10 years. Even then 
he was only an officiating District Magistrate, He had to go through 
settlement training and he had to go through various stages before he 
actually took charge of a district as Assistant Magistrate, Joint Magistrate, 
Subdivisional Officer and .so on. But today on account of the paucity of 
our officers we had to put in men in charge of districts and subdivisions, 
men who bad not bad the same training as used to be available before 
Partition, These difficulties we had to meet but on the whole I feel that 
we are turning round the corner. We have now some recruits recruited 
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under the I. A. 8. and these recruits have been given training and now from 
the Ist of April we hope to get a certain number of trained men to take 
charge of responsible offices in the different parts of the State. As a 
matter of fact at the present moment my difficulty as to manning the 13 
districts with officers of experience and standing has been immense partly 
because of the fact that a very large number of our experienced service 
officers have been commandeered by the Central Government for various 
purposes in the Centre and even when we asked for and got three or four 
of them we had to yield up again after a few months because of their 
greater difficulty. 

Then, Sir, there is one more question that has been asked by my friend 
Mr. Jyoti Basu — although he is not here now — and that is the allegation 
that unconstitutional restrictions have been imposed on the association of 
Government employees. Government servants are allowed to form associa- 
tions or unions subject to the conditions laid down in a circular which has 
been issued to every Government servant. The conditions are that no per- 
son who is not in the active service of Government or an honourably retired 
officer belonging to the same class of Government employees as the Associa- 
tion represents should be an office-holder of an Association or shall be allowed 
to attend or take part in its deliberations or meetings except with the 
previous sanction of the Government. Secondly, there shall be no federa- 
tion or union or such associations and no Assoc iation shall ])e a member 
of or connected with (»r be a narty to any hVderation or Union. No 
Association shall in any way be connected with any political party or 
organisation or engage in any political activity or debate or deliberate or 
pass resolutions on any matter which in the opinion of the Government is 
I)oliticnl in nature. 

This is the story 1 have got to say with regard to the present General 
Administration in this State. I will wait for such criticisms as my friends 
may desire to make on the various cut motions tabled by them before I 
give replies to each individual member.

“It is often found that the services of office ]H‘ons and orderlies are 
utilised by high-ranking Government officers for thmr own domestic pur- 
j)oses. It is even found that sometimes ajipointments to these p(»sts (peons 
and hearers) are made not so much with regard to the (jualifieations and 
merits of the candidates as with the object of tilting them into the house- 
hold of some important oliieers. It may be argued that if these officers 
give them ftuxl ami shelter in exehanue for their services rendered outside 
office-hours, iliere should he no objection to this. If that had happened 
really, there was hardly anything to (‘omplain about. AVliat happens in 
fart is that such office-hearer-r«./n-household servants do not come to office 
every day in the week, their attendance is very irregular and. as they have 
to market and cook for their masters, they are invariably late in coming 
to office and, of course, early to leave. The Office Superintendent or the 
Head Assistant, responsible for the maintenance of office discipline, does 
not dare to take any action against them lest he should incur the dis- 
pleasure of his boss. Even so, the security of services of these office peons 
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and orderlies is not always fully assured. For the displeasure of the officer, 
and more frequently of his wife, results in dismissal from their jobs, if 
they are temporary Jiands or inconvenient transfers, if they are permanent,"

ilanab 8yed BADRUDDUJA: Mr. Speaker, Sir, there are a large num- 
ber of cut motions standing in my name. Within the very brief space of 
time at my disposal it will not be possible to do justice ,to all the subjects 
proposed to be discussed under these cut motions. 1 shall therefore cx)nfine 
my remarks to a few of the iiiiportaut cut motions so that it may be possible 
for me to throw some light at any rate on some of the subjects proposed to 
be discussed under these cut motions. 

Sir, I begin with the cut motion to discuss about the reckless policy of 
the Government in multiplying officers in various dej)artmeuts resulting in 
additional expenditure and the urgent need of setting uj) a machinery for 
effecting economies therein consistent with the efficiency of the 
administration. 

Sir, in my lUidget speech I have compared figures from 11)37-38 right 
up to 1951-52 wliereiu I have shown that as the revenue receipts have 
increased, exj)enditure has also mounted up. Sir, today I select only a 
few items to show how expenditure under this administration has increased 
out of all proportion. I shall confine myself to the year 1942-43, the 
year of disturbances before Partition, and to the year immediately before 
Partition, 1946-47, and 1950-51 _just ending. The revenue receipts in 
1942-4t3 were Rs. 16*46 lakhs. They have jumped up to Rs. 34 *67 lakhs 
in 1950-51. And the expenditure has mounted up from Rs. 16*79 lakhs 

Mfi SPEAKERS Please don’t go into details. 
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lanab tyad BADRUDOUJA: Sir, I will not go into details. I will 
illnftrate only two or three items; otherwise I will not be able to explain 
my points. Sir, it will take only two or three minutes; not more than 
that. 

As I was saying, Sir, the expenditure has mounted up from Rs. 16:79 
lakhs to Rs. 39*66 lakhs in 1950-51. Under the head “Poliee” the expen- 
diture in 1942-43 was Rs. 2*69 lakhs and in 1950-51 it is Rs. 5*45 lakhs. 
Sir, I have almost finished. In 1942-43 the expenditure was Rs. 1 :53 
lakhs under the head “General Administration”, and it is Rs. 2;19 lakhs 
in 1950-51. Under “Education” the expenditure was Rs. 1*68 lakhs out 
of Rs. 16*46 lakhs in 1942-43, and Rs. 3*19 lakhs out of Rs. 34*67 lakhs in 
1.950-51. Sir, this is a slight repitition of the figures that I ((uoted in my 
Budget speech only to show that the expenditure has gone on increasing out 
of all proi)ortion. Even the figures of nation-building de])artments show 
that expenditure has increased, but the proportion do(‘s not com])arc 
favourably with the figures in pre-Partition days. Sir, T will give other 
figures which I never quoted in my Budget sj^eech. In t!)e Secretariat 
there is an in<rease in the number of oftii'crs. In undivided Bengal the 
number of lislt'd (‘arrying salaries from Rs. 2.750 to Rs. 3,750 was 

only six. Today the number of Hindi posts is 14. The cost in undivided 
Bengal in 104fi-47 was Rs. 45,74,400. and today in 1950-51 the cost is 
Rs. 70,12,000. In undivided Bengal in the Home DeiiartmenI there was 
only one Secretary in 1940-47, and in 195t)-51 there arc' two Secretaric's. 
Other gazetted officers were 4 plus 13 in 194ti-47, and 23 plus 11 in 1950-51, 
and otlier apjiointments cannot be accounted for. The* number of clerks in 
1946-47 was 75 plus 40, and today the number is 220 and other posts are 
not ac'counted for. The cost in 1940-47 was Rs. 13,77,110 and today it is 
Rs. 31,45,000. 

Coming to Finance, in 1946-47 

Mr. SPEAKER: E xcuse me for interrupting you. You have got so 
many motions for whicdi you will take time. So far as inc’rease in expen- 
diture is concerned, you have already discussed this matter in general 
discussion of the Budget. 

Janab Syed BADRUDOUJA: Sir, 1 will take only one or tw’o minutes 
more; not more than that. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I am simply suggesting that if you do not speak much 
on this subject, then within the limited time at your disjiosal you will be 
able to deal with more im]K)rtant things which you wish to discuHS. 

Janab Syed BADRUDOUJA: May 1 submit. Sir, that “General 
Administration” covers all aspects of administration, and it is not possible 
to do justice unless T quote certain figures to show how Government has 
recklessly wasted public money under various heads. 

Mr. SPEAKERS You have discu.ssed this threadbare in the general 
discussion of tha Budget. , There i.s no use repeating those figures again 
and again when you have got other subjects to discuss. If vou go on in 
this way, you will have hardly any time to discuss other sulijects. Then 
if you say that you want more time, I shall not be able to accommodate 
you. Therefore I suggest that you should not repeat the subjects which 
nave been discussed before. 

Janab Syad BADRUDOUJA: I would have shown, Sir, if you per- 
mitted me. that under the Police Department, under the Home Depart- 
ment, under the Finance Department, the number of officers has increased 
out of all proportion, but it is not f>o88ible. In united Bengal the number 
of officers increased, but it has increased so much at the present moment 
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that Government cannot justify this unusual waste of public money. 
They have not increased the e&ciency of the administration, whereas if 
you work out you will find that the expenditure has increased three- 
fold, four-fold, five-fold and even six-fold in some cases. Sir, that is the 
reason why I want to quote certin figures in order to conclusively prove 
that under Finance, under Home Department, under all Heads of the 
Administration, the expenditure has increased out of all proportion. 

Then again, Sir, in the nation-building departments they have shown 
certain figures which I will quote, — Sir, I am discussing again the subject 
which 1 never touched before — namely, Ks. 14,1)1 ,12,000 had been provided 
in the Hudget for 1949-/i0 and in the revised estimates there has been a 
reduction and Es. 8,72,(Ki,(K)0 has been shown. They have shown certain 
figures in the original estimates for 1949-50 in order to catch the iniagina- 
tion of the public, in order to get the public into tlieir confidence, in order 
to enlist the sympathy of the imblic, in order to mislead, in order to hood- 
wink the puhiie. And unless you permit me to read the figures to show 
how tliey hnve hoodwinked the public*, how they have cut down the 
expenditure in the revised estimate liow (*an T esl:i])lis!i my point? 
Sir, if .you had only permitted me, T would have shown item 

after item in the nalion-huilding departments hou they });ive cut 
down tlie expenditure — unless you allow me, how can I show that 

Sir, this is a very important as])ect of my speecli. So fur as other 

items Jire ('(jneerned, f shall he brief. But this is an aspect to which 
specially 1 want to dra\\ the attention of the ])uhlic at largt;. Sir, no 
(iovernment can recklessly carry on administration indulging in huge 
ex|>endiiure which is not consist(*nt v\ith tin* ])oor financi‘.s of the State. 
1 will show, Sir, under Medical and Health, out of 11s SO lakhs jirovided 
ill 1949-50. revised est.imatt's sh(*w only Us. 71,45 lakhs and the actuals 
only Its. 2‘k52,S04. Fnder the head ‘‘Kxisting hosj)itals” Us. 15 lakhs 
was provid(*d in 1949-50, tlie r(‘vised showed Us. 7,S2 lakhs and Ihr* actual 
only Us. 5,58. Hi2. I will now go to the other itciti ‘“]los}>itals”. For 

Tuberculosis h(>spitals a provision was made tor Us. 10 lakln^ in 1949-50, 
the revised sliow^nl Us. 11,27,000 and the aeluals only IN. 9. 01, 495. But 
when you come to Police, you will find in tlie StH'n'tariat in 1949-50 a 
provision was niadi' tor Us. 5,04,0(M1, the rt*yised estimates were Us. 0.20.(K}0. 
For Divisional Connnissioners there was a pro\ ision of IN. 0,20.000 and 
the revised estimates were Us. 0,17.000. Fur District Adniinistration the 
provision was Us. 70 lakhs; under tin* revised it was IN <0 lakhs, hor 
General Administiation the provision was for Us. 2,21,17,000 and the 
revised was Us. 2.04,04,000. For jails IN. 71 lakhs and in tin* 
revised Us. 92 lakhs; for Calcutta Uolice Us, 1,45 lakhs and in the revised 
Es. 1,54 lakhs; for Bengal IViliee, Us. 2,54 lakhs and in the revised 
Es. 2,45 lakhs. By cpioting tliche figures I have just show'u that whereas 
in the nai ion-huildi ng de])artmenls the provisiim in the Budget has been 
deen*as(*<l. hut in the Police and similar Heads the J)ro^ ision Inis been 
increuvsed considerably. In this way the West Bengal Government is try- 
ing to boodwink the iieojde, they are trying to mislead this House. T do 
not know* by what canons of reasoning this Government can justify the 
colossal waste of jiublie money. Sir, we find that for the year 1950-51, 
under “Ihdiee” there is a -(irovision of Us. 5,05 lakhs, wlieroas in 1942-43, 
in the whole of Bengal, there was a provision of Ks. 2,09 lakhs. Even 
before Partition, during the Muslim League administration the expendi- 
ture under “Police” was much less than that for one-third Bengal today. 
That is my point of view, Sir. 

Despite this colossal scale of eipenditure, Sir, while the salaries of the 
highly paid Government officers have been increased considerably, the 
salaries of the poor lower paid officials have been lessened. 
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Sir, I now come to the second item to raise a discussion about the 
revised pay scales. These revised pay scales have been given effect to on 
the recommendations of a Special Officer here as opposed to the recommenda- 
tions of the Central Pay Commisvsion at the Centre. According to the 
revised pay-scales, the Senior Educational Service pay-scale has been 
increasecf from Rs. 300—1,000 to Rs. 350 — 1,200. These pay-scales were 
published in the Extraordinarn Calcutta Gazette, dated the Pith ,liine, 
1950. The Educational Service scale has been increased from Rs. 150 — 
700 to Rs. 250 — 750. Superintending Engineers’ original grade was 
R.s. 1,150 — 1,300 and now it has been increased to Its. 1,300 — 1 ,5(H). 
Executive Engineer, Irrigation, "Works and Jiuildings' orioiii;i] grade was 
Rs. 500 — 1,000 and now it has been increased to 500 — 1,200. Assistant 
Engineers original grade was Ks. 300 — 700, today it is Hs. 350 — SOO; 
West Bengal Engineering Service, Rs. 150 — (150. today Hs. 250 — 75(). 
Chief Engineer, Public Health, Rs. 1,150 — 1,300, today it is Hs. 1,300 — 
1,5(K) and so on and so forth. The F]iper Division pay-scale was IN. 115 — 
350 plus ad interim inenaise ot 20 per rent, or Hs. 138- 380, today it is 
Rs. 150 — 400. In the district offices, the .scab* is so low that it diuvs not 
stand conipaii>on witli the Se(‘r(‘tariat Vppcr Division scale. Then the 
Lower Di\ision scale of the »Secretariat. It was IN. Op— 130 ;iad wilb the 
ad interim increase of 2(t per cent, it was IN. 81 — 150. Now it is Hs. 80 — 
180. In the Director.ile a much low'er scale has heiui introduccul, namely, 
in plaee of Rs. 08 — 138, a scale of IN. 7(t — 150, In (he districts there 
w'ere some sery low’ scales, namely, Rs. 3»5 — 80 and IN. (iO — 80 ami today 
the seal(‘ is Hs. 55—130. You will find. Sir, (hat the officers’ grades have 
been inerea^fMl lu'^ond all jU'op(»riion w’itliout any rhvnit' or reason, hut the 
officers in the low'(‘r scales have l>e(‘n hit eviui in these liard days. There 
is no consistene.y , no method in the rise of the higlou’ juiy-seales of tlie 
officers and thi' lower ])ay-seales ot the clerks. Sir. tliis cannot he other- 
wise because the n'comnu'ndat ions are the recomiiKUidations of a Spi'cial 
Officer aj»})ointe(l for the juirpose. This SpiMual (Oliei'r might have a 
s])eeial leaning for a group of highly paid officers in (lie administration and 
as such lie lias not hinui able t«) rise* aho\e special leanings tovvards a parti- 
cular class of officers. I'fiese officers. Sir, praidicalfy consume tfie farger 
slice of tlic rcMuiuc of the State. 

T MOW ((imc. Sir, to ni\ cut motion regarding unscrupulous mcfliods of 
the [irocurcmciit officiu’s and cons(*<|UC‘nt harassment of agriculturists in the 
mofassil areas. 

Sir. con-'idcralile discussion Ims already taken place in this House on 
this ([Uc^'tion. 1 would only ‘>how some liighhande<]n(‘^s of the pT’Oeurement 
officers and mv friend Mr. Haripada ('hattmjia* will hear me ont. Sir, 
owing to the ret kh'ss ]h)1icv of this (tovernment . owing to the organised 
coiispirai'V of the laminiunal element among the officers of Die Stati* and a 
section of the eommunal-minded people in Nadia, nearly 2 lakhs of agri- 
culturists out of a total of 4 laklis ^fuslim pofiulafion in the district liave 
be^n driven out of the land. How' this thing has hafipemMl under tlie 
pr()teeti!ig wing's of this very (lovernment, under the nose of the offieers, is 
an open st'cret. My friend Sj. Haripada Chatterjee will he able to tiirow 
more liglit on tlie subjeid.’ E^nfortunately, due to this reckless poliev of 
this Government, due to the most eommunal character of tlu* jiolice officers 
of this State, these Muslims had to vacate their lands and were forced to 
go elsewhere. Nearly 13J lakhs acres of land were given to the refugees 
to cultivate. How I wish they could cultivate them, could plough the 
lands and w'ith the help of good manure could produce foodgrains. But 
that has not been the fact. My friend Sj. Prafulla Chandra Sen has very 
candidly put the real position before this House. He has observed that 
owing to this forcible eviction of the Muslims from the border district of 
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Nadia, the food situation has been seriously afiected. He has said that 
the Muslims used to produce certain crops which the refugees hare not 
been able to produce. They have utterly failed. My friend Sj. Haripada 
Chatterjee while dealing with this question refrained from giving out 
certain names. Perhaps he thought that it would be politically expedient 
not to refer to those names. I may say, Sir, that 2 lakhs Muslims of the 
district were driven out forcibly owing to the conspiracy of the vested 
interests and communally-minded people from behind the scene, who 
fanned and kindled the flames. There were people of the Congress Party 
also in this conspiracy. The police took an active part in the affair. At 
the time of the discussion of the Police Budget I shall show how these 
Muslims had to go away from the border area of Pakistan and India with 
the result that the food position is seriously affected today. And what is 
unfortunate is that today we hear of several hundreds of cases where com- 
plaints are pouring in from different quarters of Nadia, Murshidabad and 
other areas as to how the poor agriculturists are being harassed, tortured, 
ojipressed, how their foodstuffs are being seized in the most unscrupulous 
fashion by Procurement Officers. We hear of the great consternation in the 
minds of the poor agriculturists against the Procurement Officers — much 
greater than that against the police who have bad associations behind them. 
I shall (juote some instances to show the vagaries of Procurement Officers. 
One Fakir Tlaji had only fifty maunds of rice and all his rice was taken 
away, leaving nothing behind for his use. One Dulal Ilazi had only 18 
niiiunds of rice and it was almost all forcibly taken away from him, leaving 
behind only three rnanuds for his use. One Dayal Sheikh had 80 maunds 
of rice and all that was taken away from him. One Pagnl (iliarami had 
only five maunds, but that too was taken away. In this fashion, Sir, food- 
stuffs were forcibly taken away and the poor agriculturists were harassed, 
tortured, oppressed while they had nothing left to eat. I have also heard 
of one case in which the man whose foodstuffs were all taken away died 
of heart failure in Nadia district. That is about our procurement, Sir. 

Now, Sir, T shall raise a discussion about the policy of the Government 
regarding discharge and dismissal of thousands of Muslims from their 
emj)loyment in the industries of West Bengal and the urgent need for 
their re-em|)loynu‘nt. On the occasion of my dis(’ussion on last year’s 
Budget on the floor of the House and also on the occasion of the debate 
on the Governor’s Address in September last, 1 referred to the Press-Note 
of the Government of AVest Bengal relating to the Conference of the Chief 
Minister and the Labour Minister with the heads of the Industries 
in whi(“h it was decided to issue notices on the 14th April, 1950, to the 
absentee workers to join their offices on the 24th of A])ril, 1950. Notices, 
Sir, were j)ro])osed to be given in utter violation of the Standing Orders of 
the Company. Under Standing Orders 15 days’ notice w'as necessary to 
be given to the employees but those employees after the holidays had* left 
the mills due to the disturbances and perhaps many of them had gone over 
from Hindustlian to Pakistan. Those notices were pasted on the mills on 
the 21st of Ai)ril to the effect that these men must come back and ioin 
their offices by the 24th of April, 1950. But as they were absolutely 
unaware of the whole thing, having been away from the place long before 
the notices w^ere hung, the result was that 22,000 people were driven out 
of office and others were accommodated in their places. Since then we 
have made enquiries to ascertain how many of them have been re-employed. 
Sir, 22,000 employees mean 22,000 families maintained by them. Sir, the 
policy behind this whole show of the Government, of the Labour Minister 
and the Chief Minister and of 4hose various industries was, in those 
abnormal circumstances to prevent those unfortunate workers from joining 
their offices and thus force them out of their employments and that in 
violation of the Standing Orders of the Company. Is there any example, 
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Sir, of mch gross injustice to thousands of people in the history of any 
civilised country of the world? Sir, we know that the Chief Minister and 
the Labour Minister went there and in utter violation of the Standing 
Orders that 15 days’ notice should be given to the employees, notices having 
immediate effect were pasted in the mill areas which it was impossible for 
those unfortunate people to know^ in time and in this fashion they were 
thrown out of employment so that the Ministers might accommodate their 

own men, their own hirelings, their creatures (At this stage the member 

reached his time-limit.) Sir, 1 want more time. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I regret very much that it is difficult to give you more 
time. You have already spoken for 25 minutes. 

Janab 8yed BADRUDDUJA: On an important subject like this I 
appeal to you, Sir, to give me more time. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I would have been glad to do so, but I have to follow 
the arrangement and according to the arrangement I cannot give you more 
time. 

Janab Syod BADRUDDUJA: I was under the imjjression, Sir, that 
you will give me do or 40 minutes. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I can now give you at the most three or four minutes. 
You just go on. 


Janab Syed BADRUDDUJA: Thank you. Sir. 1 am grateful. 

Sir, I had thought that the Government of IVest Bengal had changed 
their policy so far as the Muslim minority is coru'erned. Mhen they pro- 
uosed to constitute the Evacuee Projierty 'Manugeimuit Committee liaving 
hud placed an Evacuees’ Property Act on the Statute in order to help the 
Muslims to get hack their houses and lands. But there also I have been 
disillusioned again as I had been at the tinn* of ai)f)ointmcnt of a Minister 
belonging to the minority community. Sir, I do not care who are in the 
Ministry, but I vs ant to know whether the interests of the Muslims are 
going to be safeguarderl by the inclusion of people who do not enjoy the 
confidence of the Muslims. A man who has never represented the MiislimB 
in any capacity in his lifetime during the last (12 years, a man who has 
never represented the Muslims either culturally or politically or socially 
a man who has never been elect(‘d by a reiiresentafive body of Muslims has 
been appointed a Muslim Minority Minister in total disregard of the wishes 
of the Muslim community, in utter disregard of the real interests of the 
Muslims of this province.

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Janab Syad BADRUDDUJA: Bir, Mx. Niharendu Dutt-Masumdar was 
referring to the appointment of a Minister 

Janab MDa KHUDA BUKH8H: On a point of order, Sir, on which I 
want your ruling. I admit that the appointment of a Minister cannot be 
discussed on the floor of the House but in a cut motion under General 
Administration 

The Hon’ble Roi HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI; Everything is 
allowed. 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: We can discuss any matter concerning 
the Ministers. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: 1 cannot give a ruling on a hypothetical case like this. 

Janab 8y^ BADRUDDUJA: If I wanted to refer to the appointment 
of the Minority Minister, Sir, it was because of the shady transactions that 
had taken place in his elections. Sir, I can say with all the emphasis at 
my command that not only in these appointments of the nominees of the 
Government of Bengal or rather of the Hon’ble Dr. Bidhan Chandra Eoy 
but also in their elections there have been instances of dishonest and cor- 
rupt practices. Against that election, Sir, w^e have filed a petition on 
account of the many shady transactions adopted in it but the Government 
of West Bengal is sitting tight over that petition for a long time. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: As, I understand, an Election Tribunal is pending 
you cannot refer to it. 

Janab 8yed BADRUDDUJA: But, Sir, we have no information on the 

point. 

Tha Hon'bla Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: And you may continue 
your hoodwinking. 

Mr. SPEAKER. I understand from the other party to the election that 
there is a proposal for the appointment of a Tribunal and the matter is 
now pending before the Election Commissioner. Naturally if a Tribunal 
i.s appointed, any remark that will now be made in the House may prejudice 
the trial and therefore on the principle of suh-judice this question cannot 
be allowed to be discussed in the House. 

Janab Syad BADRUDDUJA: Thank you, 8ir. I would not like to go 
into the details at all after your ruling. 1 say that the Government of 
Bengal have again thrown an affront to the Mussalmans of Bengal after 
the agreement between Pakistan and India. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Are you referring to the question of appointment? 

Janab Syed BADRUDDUJA: No, not at all. I am not referring to 
that at all. 1 am simply saying that the Government of Bengal have again 
thrown an affront to the Mussalmans of Bengal. 1 thought that better 
sense had dawned, I thought that they were taking the Mussalmans into 
their conndence, I thought they were considering the feelings and griev- 
ances of the Mussalmans. Wlien an agreement between Pakistan end 
India had been concluded, I thought that some representatives of the 
Mussalmans would be taken over there. 

I feel my esteemed friend Mr. Bbamaul Huq is a representative of his 
constituency occupying a respon^^le position here — nobody questions that. 
But what about others whose credentials are questioned, whose bona fdet 
are auestioned, by the Mussalmans of West Bengal. They are being 
iKpudiated, they are being condemned, they are being denounced not onlv 
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by the jn-ussalmaiiB but bv Hindus of all sections all over the country, 
^though you belong to the Congress, the section of the Congress which 
has come over to this side know that tillers of the soil, agriculturists, Hindus 
and Mussalmans, all classes of people, repudiate you. You cannot face 
public opinion. Therefore, you are resorting to dishonest practices. The 
other day we had been to bhangor with my esteemed friend Sj. Charu 
Chandra Bhandari in connection with the bye-election that is L^)ing over 
there. There we found qoondas had been hired, hooligans had been hired 
and they resorted to dishonest and corrupt tactics in order to defeat the 
chances of our candidate. Their candidate does not enjoy the confidence 
%f the Mussalmans. But this Government and their hirelings are indulg- 
ing in dishonest practices in order to defeat the object of free and fair 
election in the country. 

Sir, as you are in a hurry to close this debate this morning, I shall be 
brief. * In order to show how the Government have suppressed us, harassed 
us, tortured us, is it necessary for me to refer to what they have done in 
various places in Bengal*' I will not refer to the Delhi carnage, I will 
not refer to the deidinination of the Muslim population. I will not refer 
to the outrages on mothers and sisters, the rajiing and ravishing of Muslim 
women, I will not refer to the shooting down of a cultured Hindu lady 
at Bowdiazar, but I would refe*r to Bhotbagan. I would refer to Ainta, I 
would refer to Kankinara, I would refer to Jagatdal, I would refer to 
Jalpaiguri, I would refer to Bankura, I w'ould refer to Nadiit and all idaces 
in West Bengal where Muslims have been coinjjletely crushed. Muslims 
have been completely paralysed by the administration. You <-all this 
administration an efficient administration, but 1 may point out that no 
civilised administration would have sanctioned this lawlessness, would have 
encouraged these forces of disorder whit'h have gone on rampant, unchecked, 
undettered and uncontrolled in this State. In the name of humanitv. I 
w’ould appeal to you to crv halt to this mischievous tenden(\v. Do not allow 
the masses to be deceived by the false cry of 8e(‘ularism. By raising this 
false cry of a secular State, you are crushing the Muslims wherever they 
be. (Sj. Srsn. Kfmau Ba;kkjee: Sir, is he speaking on “General 
Administration”-') By i)utting a (governor here and a Minister there, you 
are only hoodwinking the Muslims. 

(At this stage the red light was lit.) 

That is not the proper way. You should not hoodwdnk the Muslims 
of We.st Bengal, I would appeal to you.

8J. J. C. GUPTA: Sir, 1 had no intention to intervene in this debate 
today but I feel it is necessary for me to appeal through you to iiiy friend 
Mr. Badrudduja and hence I speak a few words. My friend wMiits this State 
to be a perfectly secular State but if we want a perfectly secular State we 
must also think in terms of a citizen of a secular State. (Cries of “hear’’, 
“hear” from the Government benches.) We must do away with the dis- 
tinction of caste, creed or religion and we must cease to talk in terms of 
“Muslims” and “Muslims” every time and every day. We should use the 
word “minority” only and say that minority has got to be protected. I 
also consider that majority does not get the real strength of the majority 
as such, but their strength becomes double-fold as the protectors of 
minority. Our Constitution enjoins upon every State Government and 
every Government to do that and this is being done. But instead of talking 
about the minority rights and protection of the minorities which include 
not only Muslims out also Indian Christians, Buddhists, etc., when we only 
emphasise on the word “Muslims” and “Muslims” we do injury to the cause 
of that section of the minority. My friend also said that such and such 
person is not a representative of the orthodox Muslim and all that. I think 
we must cease to talk about these things. We want representatives of the 
minorities 

Janab 8yed BADRUDDUJA: On a point of order, 8ir. When I was 
referring to this as]>e(‘t you ruled me out that I should not refer to all 
those things but my honourable friend 

Mft 8PEAKER; \Vell, that is not a point of order. 

8] J. C. GUPTA: Sir, I was not referring to the appointment but I 
was saying that in selecting the candidates from the minority communities 
the only criterion would be to see whether the person appointed would be 
able to do justice to the cause qf the minority or whether he would bring 
dishonour to the community. T^ether he will be an orthodox Muslim or 
whether he will be a Muslim League people is not the criterion. I beg of 
my friend Mr. Badrudduja not to speak, w’hen he speaks about “Muslim** 
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intere^ lay too much emphasis upon ‘'Muslim**, but he should always 
plead for the rights of the minority and he should plead for one who can 
protect the rights of the minority. Religion should not be the criterion.

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANRA ROY: Sir, 1 have heard a good 
deal of talk about the inefficiency of the Services. I do not think there 
is any human institution which is perfect, because a human institution 
works through the machinery not merely of those who control the machinery 
but also of those who work the machinery and also those who observe the 
working of the machinery. As F have said before, there was a friend of 
min^, a leading Barrister of Calcutta who said: “Give a man jiower. He 
is sure to abuse it unless one or two things happen, unless he is a superman 
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or unless there is a strong public opinion against the abuse of power*’. 
Unlil we, as my friend Janab Sayeed Mia observed, improve ourselves it 

but at the save time w’e have got the material, we have got ourselves also 
and you in the whole picture, and therefore, Sir, I claim that taking all 
these facts into consideration, the work that the service people are doing 
in West Bengal Government is as good as it is in any other place, and I 
do not believe that if the present Ministry, inefficient and corrupt Ministry, 
has to be changed, our service work will be more efficient. 

Sir, there has been a good deal of dis(‘U8sion as regards the question 
of the pay of the services. I never thought that my friend Dr. Suresh 
Chandra Banerji was very strong in calculations and so he has asked — 
how do you say or maintain that the differences between llie low'cr and 
the higher paid services have been abridged? May T put the calculation 
to him in a different manner? He said that in Calcutta the menials were 
getting Rs. 17 when the West Bengal Junior Civil Service used to get 
Rs. 2d7. What is the ratio betw’een the one and the other? It is 1:14. 
Today the menial in Calcutta is getting Rs. [>7 ’5 and the Junior Civil 
Service man gets Rs. 889. Well, what is the ratio now? It is 1:7. 
Therefore the difference which w'us 1:14 before has become 1:7 and that 
is the meaning of the word “abridged” which has been used in this con- 
nection. We have heard a great deal on the subject and my friend 
Mr. Charu Chandra Bhandari also said something about S(‘tt lenient Ojiera- 
tions and those employed on such work. He is one of those friends of ours 
who blow' hot and ('old at the same time. He is anxious that there should 
be no increase in expenditure but at the same time he says that the men 
employed on settlement work should be kept on regarding them us 8ur])lu8 
personnel and the Government should go on paying them although they 
may not have any work, the work for wffiich they were employed being of a 
temporary nature. Settlement operation, everyone knows, is not a con- 
tinuous process and therefore it very often hajipens that men doing such 
work have to be out of work when there is no work and therefore they have 
got to be discharged. He has pleaded that the Government have not done 
anything with regard to the settlement officers in the past. May 1 tell him 
that the staff other than the menials have been granted gratuity by the 
Government according to the following scale. For those of not less than 
5 years’ service and not more than 10 years’ service — 8 months pay. For 
those who had put in service exceeding 10 years but not exceeding 15 years 
— 4 months’ pay, and so on. The ordinary Kanungos have also been given 
a permanent scale of pay of Rs. 75 to 180; the higher Kanungos — Rs. 75 
to Rs. 250. The senior Konungos who had to retire have l)pen given a 
gratuity at the rate of a hundred rupees for every year of their service 
up to and including 28th P’ebruary, 1925. Therefore w'e have been trying 
to do justice even to these members of the staff who are not recruited as 
permanent officers 

Sir, I now' come to the great indictment which my friend Syed 
Badrudduja made today and which he makes in season and out of season 
against the present Government accusing them of every guilt that one can 
think of. Sir, he gave the example that we have appointed men on the 
Evacuee Property Committee, men who do not represent the Muslims. 1 
do not know, Sir, who Syed Badrudduja represents. He was at one time 
returned on the Krishak Praja Party ticket. Then he became the Mayor 
of the Calcutta Corporation on Congress ticket. T do not know what ifl 
his present complexion now and it is very difficuR to find out whom he 
represents now. All I can say is, as my friend Mr. J. C. Gupta has sug- 
gested, that it was simply a question as to whether a particular person 
belonged to a minority community which was to be represented on the 
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Evacuee Property Committee and whether he was a man who ^uld be 
trusted to use his judgment honestly and on behalf of the minority com- 
munity he is representing. He has accused the Government of not pro- 
tectfeig the interests of the Muslims. (Janab Sts® BADlltoDUJA: That 
is a fact. I endorse what Mr. J. C. Gupta said and repeat that the less 
we hear about Muslims and Muslims across this table the better for all 
of us, because, as Mr. J. C. Gupta put t very aptly, the minorities as a 
whole must be protected including certainly the Muslims, and so members 
instead of laying greater emphasis on Muslim and Muslim may speak for 
and fight out the cause of the minorities as a whole if there was any 
negligeiK'-e on the j)art of the Government towards the minorities, and 
Mr. j. C. Gupta also said that the majority will not have the strength to run 
the Government and administer the different departments unless it takes 
every step to protect the minorities. Even before the Delhi Pact on the 
27th of March, but after the great holocaust that happened in West 
Bengal, the Home Secretary, Government of West Bengal, sent this 
Circular to all the District Officers : “The course of events in the last few 
weeks has shown that unless the utmost firmness is displayed by local 
officers in dealing with potential dangerous situations and disturbances 
these are likely to spread with great consequences. Government therefore 
desire to impress upon all District Magistrates the imperative need for 
decisive action from the outset. District Magistrates in their turn should 
give a])propriat(‘ instructions on these lines to their subordinate magis- 
trates such as Subdivisional Magistrates and others wlio have to deal with 
emergent situations”. Sir, after the Delhi Pact and subsecjuently even 
as late as Sejdcmber, 1950, re])eated instructions have been sent to the 
District Officers. We have sent for the District Officers and told them 
to use their utmost endeavour to j)rotect the minorities in every way they 
can. As a result of our investigations into the working of the instructions 
that we had issued and as a result of the entjuiries that we made it is 
perfectly trin* that in a very large number of ('ases we had to take action 
against various officers because they had acted against the instructions. 
We had demoted several; we have dismissed several officers including 
Superintendents of l^olice. I do not want to go into these figures to-day 
because T am ix'rfectly sure that thcvse questions will be raised when the 
grant for Police Budget comes in. But I am clear in my mind that we 
have all along taken all tlie steps that w’ere possible to take even to the 
extent of — when we found that we could not control the forces of evil 
with civil poli(’e — calling the Military and putting certain areas as 
Howrah under Military control. Sir, these are facts which nobody can 
deny and they are as clear as daylight. So it is no use saying every time 
that we are hoodwinking the public unless somebody finds pleasure in 
doing so. My friend Mr. Badrudduja said that the income has increased 
from IG cn)res to 34 crorea and asked what the Government had done, and 
alleged that the Government had increased the Police Budget. The police 
seems to be in his brain always and perhaps he dreams of the police, he 
talks of the police and he always thinks of the police. Even taking the 
figure that he has quoted namely that we have increased the Police Budget 
by 2 (Tores of rupees may I in this connection remind Mr. Syed Badrudduja 
of the situation that happened last year and how he came to me and to 
others of the Government seeking police protection day in and day out. 
Even if we Uvssume that 2 crores or more has been provided for the police, 
he asks, what hai)pened to the other 20 crores? Has it gone to the skies? 
Hafe the Ministers taken that mo^ey and built seven-storeyed buildings? 
Otherwise how is it that the natipn-building work has not improved and 
is remaining the same as it was before the time of the Muslim League 
administration of the Province, during the time of the Muslim League 
administration and at the time of Partition? I am very sorry that in spite 
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of the fact that we have placed every item of information before the mem- 
bers of the Assembly they will not accept it and they will not read the 
materials supjHied to them: perhaps they are not disposed to do so^^d 
so I will put the matter before the House. Now let us take the queet^on 
of Education. In undivided Bengal in the year 1946-47 the total expendi- 
ture on Education was 3 crores. In divided Bengal, in one-third Bengal 
the total provision for Education this year is 3 crores and 30 lakhs. In 
the case of Medical and Public Health in undivided Bengal the provision 
was 4 crores: now' for one-third of the area, namely, for our State of West 
Bengal, it is 4 5 crores. For undivided Bengal the total provision for 
Irrigation in the year 1945-46 was 2 crores. This year for one-third Bengal 
for Irrigation we have provided 10 crores of rupees. In the inatter of 
highways the amount spent was about 90 lakhs in 1946-47. This year we 
have provided tor nearly 5 crores of rupees under Hoads. This is how the 
money is spent. If the roads are to be imiiroved, if irrigation has to be 
provided for, if relief and rehabilitation programme has to be pursued, 
if education is to be made easy and more widespread w^e need more men. 
It is no u.se saying that we are hoodwinking the people into believing that 
which we are not doing. Let everyone who is interested in the w’elfare of 
the people and who wants to know what w’e are doing and trying to do, 
read these Books, the Red and Blue Books, and the other materials supplied 
and after reading them if he says that we are wTong in this or we are 
wrong in that I shall be glad to modify our method and to change our 
views if they are really wTong and 1 do not think that all the cut motions 
that have been moved or any of the arguments that have bcuni ])ut forwuird 
have affected at all the position that I had taken in the beginning, namely, 
that the administration has to go on. The Government has to administer; 
whether it is this (Toveriiment or any other Government, it has to go on. 
It has to employ officers and to carry on schemes of development— H(‘he|j|eH 
for increased j)roviHion for education, medical relief, public health, roads 
and irrigation, and therefore provision has to be made in increasing 
quantity under the head “General Administration”. 

With these words, I oppose all the cut motions and commend my motion 
to the acceptance of the House.

8J. DEBENDRA NATH 8EN: Mr. S])eaker, Sir, the total grant asked 
for is not much considering the imjiortance of the department. The 
department concerns Industries — Industries, and the money asked for is 
only Rs. 1,09,12,000. If that be the duty of this department, and grant 
asked for, for that purpose, then certainly they can claim it. But I was 
wondering as to what really is the significance of this dei)artment. What 
does it mean P What does it intend to doP If it be a department for 
industries, then the first thing we would expect is develo])ment of some 
idea about what the policy of the West Bengal Government is towards the 
industries. Do they want industrialisation of West Bengal P If they want 
it, do they want it on the basis of nationalisation or on the basis of* mixed 
economy or on the basis of free enterprise? There is no mention of it in 

the Budget or in any of the speeches we have heard. It may be that the 

reply of the Chief Minister will enlighten us on that point. But apart 
from these questions of big policies, what we have expected to hear is 

this : what is actually the requirement, of West Bengal ; what are the 

industries in which West Bengal is deficient; wliat are the directions for 
industrial enterprise to which the peojjle of West Bengal should be asked 
to divert their energies and attention. They have got to mention all that. 
Certainly the budget estimate is not the balance-sheet of a joint stock 
company. We expect something more, so that we can know the mind of 
the Government, so that the people outside can know what this Govern- 
ment intends to do. But there is no indication up to now about all these 
points. 

Ihere is another very important point. It is with regard to the avail- 
ability of domestic capital in West Bengal. I/ast year if I remem W 
aright, the Hon’ble Finance Minmfer in his financial statement said that 
Wpital in the whole of India is fighting shy. That does not give us any 
idea whether there is cartel or not. If there is capital, and if it is shy 
ttat is another point. Whether there is existence of domestic capital m 
West Bengal or not, that is the question. I am not concerned with India. 
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We have no idea and no inkling of that either in the financial statement 
of this year or in the presentation of this demand, but we are very much 
(‘oncerned to know whether the industrial development of West J^eiigal is 
being scaled down or is being hampered because of non-availability of 
<lomestic capital wdthin West Bengal. About a fortnight ago we got a 
report in the press which tells us that insurance buwsiness in liulia has 
increased by several hundreds of crores of rupees. AVe have also been told 
that bank deposits in India have increased bv several hundreds of crores. 
That shows that capital is accinnulating in India, but it also shows that 
while capital is accumulating it is not being invested. AVe have no idea 
at all as to what is the jnogramme of AVest Bengal (fovcrnnitMit to utilize 
that domestic indigenous capital tor the industrial develojmieni of AVest 
Bimgal, and what stejis have been taken. They do not sa\ anything about 
tliat. Of couise lapital ma\ be shy; but we do not know wlu'ther it is natural 
shyness or it is atlei'led siiwiess. 1 think it is aft‘e(‘ted. It is not a nalural 
shyness. It i^ a consjnracy on the part of (apitalists not to invest any- 
thing in India or in West Bengal till the (lovernments who have alreaily 
come down, come down still more, so that they may be the agents of 
cajiitalist''. 'i’here is a big (‘oiispiracy, and all <*apitalists in India, parti- 
milarly big one',. hav(‘ combined for that piirjiose. Of course it is some- 
thing oi a miracle that ait(‘r the attainment of inde]>endence there has been 
very few in\estments of new capital in new direidions in India. It does 
not ha]i]ien in any other part of the world. It is hajipening in Imlia, in 

spite of tlie fact that capital is accumulating, in sjiite of tlie fact that 

cajiital e.xists here I would suggest that the Oovernment should convmie 
a meeting of all pro]>rietors or magnates of Insurance coni])anii‘s as also 
reprt'sentatives of dejiositors to find out the (piota of availability of 
indigenous cajiital within AV(‘st Bengal, and they should j>la(‘e a jirogramme 
before the coimtr.N saying that these are the industries which AVest Bengal 
lacks in, and these art* the industries in which money can be fruitfully 
invested. Of course, as I have ali’eady told you, tlim’e must be settlement 
on the fundamental point as to whether it should la* on the basis of 
nationalis.'ition, mixed economy or whether it should be on the basis of 
fi’ee enterprise*. I am of course in favour of nationalisation, But I am 
juepared to concede mix(*d economy for a iK*riod, because of obvious reasons. 
If therefore mixed economy is accepted, (lovernment should lay down the 
conditions under whn'h cajiital is to be investt‘d, ami under wdnch the new' 

induNtries art* to be dev(*lop(*d. I remmnber just a fortniglit ago attending 

a meeting of the Kconomic (Viuncil for Far Kustern countries of Asia in 
Lahore The Bussiau delegate wyis giving startling figures to show as (o 
how’ they were developing their industries, their irrigation and everything 
on the basis of national economy, on the basis of national cajiital and how 
they have succeeded in utilising all the in<ligenous or rural or domestic 
and national capital for the purjiose of their country’s development. He 
was also telling us that they had embarkeil ujion a sclieme of cutting a 
channel from Amudaria to the Taspinn Sea~it wdll be tlie longesi in tin* 
world and completing- it in b years, not taking lit) or dO years as has been 
the case here. This will lie completed with the national cajiital and 
through national co-operation. AVe do mit hear any such idea from our 
(Tovernment while dealing with our industrii's and other di*velo]iinent 
programme. AVe had expected to hear something from tlie Government 
on the sub.jei t of fre<juent closing down of the mills and factories in Bengal 
by their owners either temjiorarily or jiermaneiitly. AVe have not heard 
anything from the Government to that effeet. Recently all the jute mills 
have been closed down on the plea that there was want of raw' materials. 
Has the Government a.seertained that it is eorrec’t? AVe have got infor- 
mation that they have got large stocks of raw materials in their hands 
and the reason why they have closed down is that they want to raise the 
21 
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▼alue of their accumulated manufactured stocks. Has the Government 
ever ascertained that fact? They should have done so instead of merely 
accepting what the capitalists or the employers saj to be true. 

There is another point, Sir. We hear that there are flights of indus- 
tries from Bengal to other i)rovinces. Is there any truth in it? If there 
is any truth in it, what is it due to? Should it not be seen by Govern- 
ment that it is stopped? Now, Sir, as regards the Budget which has been 
jdaced before us, it is — I do not want to use a strong word — a child’s 
budget, it contains no idea about the solution of the j)robleins with which 
we are confronted. 

Now, Sir, out of Rs. 109 lakhs, 4d lakhs are meant for Industries — 
Industries and the remaining Rs. fifi lakhs are meant for Electricity and 
its development. Now, what is the id(*a of tlie (jovernmeut with regard 
to these electric juojects we have not yet been t(dd. Does Government want 
to start electric generating establishment in West Ilengal? Does Govern- 
ment want to be merely distributors getting the electricity from the Calcutta 
Electric Su])j)ly ( brjumation ? What is the idea regarding this demand 
of Rs. (>b lakhs, we do not know. In this (onnection there is a veiy 
imjKirtant point which I think should be brought to the notice of this 
House. Sir, there* is an J'dectricity Act passed by the (’entral Government 
in 1940. That Act aims at controlling everything with regard to electri- 
city, its generation, its distribution, its consumi)tion and lor that ))ur]>ose 
a Provincial Electricity Board is to be created by the Government and 
everything is to be done by that Board. I do not know whether that Board 
has been created as yet; if that has not been done, why it has not been 
done. We do not know whether Government is functioning without 
creating that Board. There is another jirovision in that Act according lo 
which a Provincial Electricity (’ouncil has also to be formed and on that 
Gouncil representatives of the various interests are to be re])reseuted ; labour 
also must lx* there. AVe do not know uhether that Council also iias been 
formed; at least no intimation has been given to us to that effect. We have 
got apprehension in our minds that agreements are being entered into with 
the (’alcutta Electricity Supply Corporation without informing us any- 
thing about it and this agreement might ultimately land us in difii(‘ulties, 
ultimately bringing some harm to this State of AVest Bengal. I nder thi'' 
new Act the capital base of such electric comjiany is to be determined in 
consultation with the I’rovincial Government and it has been done so for the 
Near 1949-^0. The Company claims to have £14 millions as its capital, 
and from their balance-sheets T find that it is so, and in consultation with 
the provincial Government the company has increased the capital by 
another million pounds, although the capital is not with the company. 
This is a very serious thing, because as a result of this additional capital 
the company is benefiting to that extent; it earns a profit which is also 
secured by this Act. The company is giving a rea.sonable return on every 
capital it posvsesses. So a reasonable return on this amount will be secured 
to the Directors most of wluuu are foreigners, the com]>any being incor- 
porutinl in England and a large amount of our money will go to other foreign 
(‘(uintries, because of this agreement between the jirovincial Government 
and the Calcutta Electric Sujiply Corporation. 

There is another point in the Act which says that “no such company 
will be able to earn a clear profit which is in excess of the reasonable return 
and if there is a profit which is in excess of the reasonable return then the 
benefit would go to the consuTm*ra. The relevant ]>ortion of the Act is: 
“If the clear profit of a licensed in any year of account is in excess of the 
amount of reasonable return, half of such excess not exceeding 7A per cent, 
of the amount of reasonable return shall be at the disposal of the under- 
taking and out of the balance of the excess half shall be credited to reserve

and the remaining half shall either be distributed in the form of propor- 
tionate rebate on the amounts collected from the sale of electricity and 
meter rentals or be carried over in the accounts of the licensee for distri- 
bution to the consumers in future”. Now this comjuiny had a huge excess 
of clear profit over their reasonable return and that nioney should have 
gone to the benefit and advantage of the consumers m Calcutta and around. 
That has not been so. All the money has been appropiiated by tlie com- 
I)any and we have been told that it has been so done with tlie saiu'tion of 
the Provincial (tovernment. These are very .serious n»att»us and 1 think 
the Ilon'ble the (’hief Minister w’hile giving hi^ reply will deal with all 
these points.

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY : Sir, 1 rif^e lo give auHwer 
to certain of the points that have been raised in this discussion. 1 entirely 
agree with Sj. Annada Prosad ('houdhury* that w<‘ sliould put more emphasis 
upon cottage and small industries than upon big industries not merely 
because we have not got the trained personnel or we have not got the 
capital, but also what is much more important, if you think in terms of the 
peojile of this province, unless you can give subsidiary cottage industries 
and make them available to the people ubieb will n'jileiiish the cofler of 
an agriculturist who owns only 4 or 5 bighas of land, be will jierish. 
Therefore, iiiy personal view is that small in<lustri(‘s should Ik* develojicd 
and if the big industries are to be develojied in a particular area or Slate, 
they should be integrated with the small industries. One example has 
already been given by Sj. Annada Prosad (’boudliury that if I have got to 
have weavers who would weave and if thej’^ cannot have suffiei(*nl yarn pro- 
duced by themselves, we should make it a point that the mills should con- 
sume a certain quantity of cotton not for the purpose of jiroducing yarn 
as well as weaving but only for producing yarn for the jmrpose of distri- 
bution amongst the weavers. 

Sir, the area of West Bengal, as constituted after the l^irtition, is 

28.000 square miles and, therefore, the average density of jKjpulation is 

1.000 per square mile. The scope of agriculture, therefore, is restricted 
in this province. So, the State must he fully industrialised to meet the 
needs of the agriculturist population — not merely turn the agriculturist 
into an industrialist but to make industry the hand-maiden of the agri- 
culturist so far as it is possible to do so. 
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My friend Sj. Del)en(lra Nath Sen has asked us, what is the policy? 
The Partition lias considerably limited the size of West Benjjal — the indus- 
tiial establishments of undivided Bengal were mostly left in West Bengal 
fortunately. India’s industry yet has a high place amongst the indus- 
trialised countries of the world. But in the beginning after the Partition 
there was a certain amount of difficulty because of the disturbed economic 
relationshij) between the two States. Most of you must have seen in the 
])apers a new agreement arrived at between India and Pakistan which 
probably, let us hope, will relieve to a certain extent the economic dis- 
eijuillibnum which had laken y»lace for the last two or three years. There 
was food on the other side which we did not get and just could not be 
})rought, and coal and steel could not be taken from here. I hope that 
condition will now disap])ear. It is necessary also, Sir, in considering any 
(|uestion of this tyi>e — any question of relationship between the two States — 
to consider also the question of availability of raw materiahs on the one 
hand and the market for the industrially finished goods on the other. For 
instance, the jute mills, the cotton mills and the leather industries in West 
Bengal de])ended upon East Bengal for raw materials while East Bengal 
d(‘pended ui)on West Bengal for a variety of commodities like coal, iron, 
steel goods, textile products, chemicals, etc. India, AVest Bengal included, 
is moving towards self-sufficiency in raw jute and cotton and finding alteV- 
native markets for her manufactures. As 1 have said just now, this 
dc'ficienc'v in raw materials is, we hope, going to be remo\ed very soon, 
'rhe recovery in the industrial field may be gauz(‘d from the fact — if you 
take the maj(»r industries in this province, coal, steel. c,otton textiles, yarn 
and cloth, you will find that while AVest Bengal’s (juola in the production 
c»f cfial, etc . was lower in Pf47, it is a little higher in PMS and still higlnu- 
in 1949; similarly in regard t<» other products. 

Sir, the industrial judicy of this State is regulated by the industrial 
fiolicy resolution of (itli April. 194S, ot the (lovernment of India and 
claritieil from time to time by subse{|iient public iironounceineuts. The 
lesolution can lie summarised as follows: — 

{(i) Tlie (’(Mitral (tovernment will hold a monojioly of certain key and 
strategic industries, e f/., arms and ammunitimi manufacture, 
railways, transport, communications. telegra])hs and so on. 

(h) 'riie (’(Mitral (lovernment will control and ri'gulate jirivate enter- 
prise in key industries like coal, iron, steel, mineral oils. etc. 

ir) 'rio* (’(Mitral (tovtuiiment will ])lan and regulate 18 ('ategories of 
important industries, sm'h as salt, cotton textiles, rubluT, sugar, 
etc., though these in(lustrit‘s may be run (‘ven by private enter- 
jirise. 

{(h (‘ottag(' and small-scale industries are to he left to tie sphere of 
till' State (iovernment who may encourage both State and private 
ent(M']U’ise in this field. 

Kecently, on the I9th Februaiy. 19A1. the Prime Afinister of India in 
making a statement in Parliaimuit on the work of the Planning Pommission 
stated iutrr aJm that the Planning rommission will also present an 
it'tcgrated ])rogranime of dt*velopmiMit in the public sector extending both 
to the (Vntre and the States. As regards private sector, development 
programmes of individual industries are being worked out in consultation 
with the representatives of th^lndustnes comorned. The Planning Com- 
mission is working in consultation with the State Governments. The 
policy and programme of this Government has therefore been as follows: — 

(a) collaboration with the Central Government in the matter of estab- 
lishment of units of production for certain basic and major 
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industries as well as liip^her teclinolopieal and research insti- 
tutes; notable instances bein^ investipration for location of steel 
])lants, machine tool factory and ship-buildinp: yard ; 

(b) assistaiue to industries in the sector of private enterprise for their 

deve]oj)inent and expansion. 

(c) industrial education and research ; 

{d) development of cottapfe and small-scale industries; 

(e) extension of electric supply. 

Sir, 1 will take these heads one by one and go rapidly over them to 
show how we have been jiroceeding. 

We have ccdlaborated with tlie Central Government in the matter of 
establishment of units of iiroduction for certain basic and major 
industries and other (‘ottage industries as well as for creating and 
establishing a higher technological and research institute at Kharagpur. 
Investigation and collection of data have been completed and reported to 
the Government of India for the following ju’oduction units so far: — 

Iron and steel, machine tools, heavy electrical maidiinery and ship- 
building yard ; 

Farticipaiion v ith tl (‘ ('(Uitral Government in tin* ftnuiliser factory in 
Sindri. It will >ccure to West Bengal a suiijily of 2r),(M)() tons of ferti- 
lisers annually for the im])rovcment of food croji and agriculture in West 
Bengal We^t Bengal’s contribution ultimately will be Rs. 1^5 lakhs to 
that (omaTii. There is a cable factorx to be established in Asansol for 
which land has laam procured by this Government. The GoviM’iiment of 
India is to take* o^er the whole expenditure. Wv have given tlic land 
at a cost of Us 4,<id.(K)(). This will helj) the grovvtli of subsidiary indus- 
tries in that area which will be contiguous to the area known as ("Jhittu- 
ratijan, and it will i^xpand tin* s(*ope of employ ment for young men of 
West Bengal. Then there wuis a ])ro])osal for a liigher Institute of I'echno- 
logy at Ilijli. d’he Central d’echnological Commission or Committee 
decided, and the (iovernimuit accepted that decision, namely, that four 
lei hiiological institutes will be estalilished in the whole of India— one in 
the East, one in the West, one in the South and one in the North. Tlie 
(juestion was when* would it be started first. After some amount of strug- 
gle, we managed to get the Government of India to agree to the establish- 
ment of a technological institute at Hijli. We gave thimi the land neces- 
sary for the ])ur]»ose. The land and some of the buildings that w^e have 
given them will cost nearly Bs o to (> lakhs. The Government of India is 
going to sjiend ultimately Rs. 4 crores for the establi.shment of this insti- 
tute. There is a sugg’estion that besides taking uj) various d(*])artment8 of 
tei'hnological stinlies. they are going to take in stmlents for teaching in 
naval and marine engineering which is so important for a deltaic country 
like Bengal. They want to take in 1,‘JtH) students in that institute. It is 
going to start work from July next. There is established in Calcutta the 
Central (ilass and Ceramic Institute at Jadavpur wTiich, I believe, cost in 
building and eiiiiijunent something like Rs. 50 to tiO lakhs. I am however 
speaking from memorv^. This land w'as given by us, and there w\as a 
proposal to take away this Glass and ('eramic Institute from Bengal to 
some other province, unless Bengal put forward u scheme of giving a land 
to them which would be suitable. We selected a piece of land next door 
to Jadnv]»ur Technological College, because you will recall that that area 
is going to be fairly well established as an industrial training centre. 
There is the Jadavpur Technological College, there is the Society for the 
cultivation of Science — Dr. Mahendra Sarkar’s Society that has been taken 
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over opposite to the Terhnolopfiral Collette. There is a Mathematical 
Society which is going to have its own factory for the jiroduction of mathe- 
matical instruments, and also this Ceramic Institute; so that the whole 
area would be more or less an industrial training area. Adult civilian 
training centre for 2,000 trainees, of ^lhom 8(K) refugees have been taken 
in. The Government of India are financing (iO per cent, of the recurring 
expenditure besides all caj)ital expendif ures. Besides this adult civilian 
training centre under the Government of India, w(> are also having, as I 
told you alr(‘ad_s , seven ctmtre.'i for training student> in various subjects 
such as (‘Mgine driver, automobile meehanle, electrieia ii . radio mechanic, 
ebn’tric welder and mould(‘r, carjienter, painter, boiler attendant, 
machinist, turner and tool makei. 1 would here through \ou, Sir, extend 
a cordial invitation to every imunlxT of the Assembly who would care to 
go to Asansol. My friend Mr. Deven Sen belongs to Asansol. so far as his 
activities arc* concerii(*d, and T would ask the mi'inbers humbly to go and 
see for th(*ms(‘lveH. J went there the other day. Majority ctf them, 
b.'irring only thnx* or four, about lot) belong to Kast Bengal. AVhat was 
really surprising and amazing is the* atnount of grit and determination to 
succeed that was shown by these young men eoming from different areas. 
It really maile my heart elated to see that these men are anxious to learn. 

Th(*r(* is another work that we are doing. AVe are training young men 
mostly from hast lb*ngal in internal marine service, namely, work as 
serangs, boib'r attendants, etc., for our steam(*r service's itilaiid. If any 
of you will kindly go and see their training (M‘ntre near Kidderpore Bridge 
you will find radiant youth of nearly loO already umb*i training. Already 
we have trained dOO, and they have all got emjdo^ nieiit , but we are training 
even more, so that very soon we shall have sufficient supply of these ty])e8 
of young men who would take u]) the jobs. 

Then as regards cottage industries we have made a g’rant of Rs. 20,000 
for the establishment of a coeoon market and a grant of Bs. r>0,0(K) for 
increased production of improved variety of silkworm. These are things 
in which w^e are co-operating with the Government of India. We have 
made a grant of Rs. dS.OOO for a sales emjjorium for handloom ])T Mducts 
An expert committee* has been appointed by this Government to go into the 
cruestion of industrial finance for small-scab* and medium industri(‘s and 
the recommendations of the committee are expected shortly. An amount 
of Rs. 4,00,0(10 has been provided in the current year's budget and in the 
next year’s budget provision has been made for Rs. (I,00.0(K) for the pur- 
pose of giving aid to private enter])rise. Sir, mv friend Sri Annada Prasad 
Choudhury was saying that these grants are probahl\ made to big indus- 
trialists but I have got here the amounts that had bec‘n sjient this year and 
how they have* been given. Bucket and ])lain sheet manufacture — R*^. 8,000; 
Dairy Farming — Rs. 2,b00; Wire nails — Rs. 1 .000 ; .Silk reeling — Rs. 4,500; 
Manufacture of electric motors and pumps — Rs. 18.000; small engineering 
works — Rs. 7,000; Paper industry — Rs. dd.OOO; Cardboard box — Rs. 1,500; 
Sand and Kmery Paper — Rs. 1.250; Button nianufacturt* — Rs. 10,0(K1; 
Shoe-making — Rs. 400; Manufacture of blocks — Rs. 2,000; Suitcase making 
— Rs. 850; special type of technupie printing — Rs. o.OtK); Plywood manu- 
facture — Rs. 7,(M10; Tanning — Rs. 15,000; Electric and steam welding — 
Rs. 24,(K)0 ; and so on. These are the type of people whom we are helping 
in starting their industrial concerns. During the current year assistance 
for industrial development was jwiade in the form of acquisition of land, 
procurement of controlled materials, movement of raw materials for finished 
products, supply of electrical power, essentiality certificate for imports, 
assistance for export of industrial products and supply of industrial intelli- 
gence and information. Land requirements for industrial undertakings 
were met in 24 cases; movement of controlled materials was arranged in 
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1,200 cases; help was rendered iu 2") eases for the inoveioeiit of raw materials 
or finished products. Supply of electrical power was arranged iu the 
matter of petty individual industrial units; essentiality certificate for 
imports was recommended in respect of 2,000 aj)plicati()n^. Help was 
rendered to export drive by assisting 119 applicants either by certifyinjj: 
their hona fich’s or bringing to the notice of the approjniate autliorities the 
vHcope and necessity lor exjiorts. 1,100 emiuiries were met in tlu* matter 
of sup]dv of industrial intidli^ence and information. (Maims to prott'clion 
by certain industries were investigated and recommendations wme made to 
the Indian Tariff Board which is the only authority that can ^i\e this 
protection. The most im]iortant of these an‘ silk, su^ar. textile machini‘r\, 
jiencils, ink. lamii-holders. jute pickers and beltinp’>. Sir. tin* Bidiabilita- 
tion Finance Administi ation of the (lovernment of India refenaal to this 
Government ap])licat ions for loans from the refugees for industrial viuitun's. 
The Finance Administration of the Government of India do not ^inc loans 
below’ Bs. 10,000. The Directorate of Industries of this GoNcitoi 
examined as many as -ITo sindi ap]dications and recommemlations for loans 
were mad(‘ \\hert‘ the applicants were found to b(‘ deserving. In addition 
to recommendations for loans, recommendations for distribution of raw 
mat('rials wen* made in 400 cases. Bcferrin^ to assistance to ])nvat(* 
industry, the cotton mill industiw, m\ friend Sri Annada Prasad Fhondhury 
asked. “Why not keep a stock of cotton and ^dvc it to tlu‘ cottage industries 
for spinnino- so that the yarn obtained can he used for weavinc!^" My 
only difficulty is luMause cotton is not under our control nor is it produced 
in Beufral and therefore we have p'ot to depend u])on allotment trom the 
Centre and we are tiyin^^ our hardest to (ditain our reijuireimmt.s but wo 
are not able to pet it. Fnder the Post-War Textile FiX])ansi(Ui Sihmne, 
230,000 sjiindles were allocated for We.st Benpal and these have been 
allotted to the existinp mills as well as to some projected mills throuph the 
Directorate of Industry. Ilelj) was rendered for implemmil inp the si heme 
of ex]iansion by arranpinp the supply of power, controlled materials such 
afi cement, steel and coal, arranpinp transport facilities for tin* movement 
of looms, spindles and other acc(*ssories In eviTy lase whi're assistanci* 
for land was ask(*d for it was pivcii. Arranpmnents for traininp ap^trentices 
have been made. AVhen the new’ mills are completed it will bi* possible 
to take in at least a hundred iipprentices. In this connection I mav inform 
the House of a movement whicli was started by me wlien 1 was the Vice- 
Chancellor which is poinp to bear fruit from today, from this afternoon, 
namely, for openiiip a centre for our youths for the ])urpose of beinp 
trained as jute operatives of a hipher tyjie. I am hopinp that they are 
proposinp to take a hundred trainees in the bepinninp. Sti]»ends will he 
piven to the trainees by the mills takinp them on and w’e hojie when they 
are trained there will be no necessity for brinpinp foreipn younp men for 
looking after these thinps. Silk manufacture constitut(*s an imj»ortanl 
industry in the State. There are at jiresent 789 jiower-looms and the 
averape production exceeds 3,009.000 yards valued at about one crore of 
rupees. Turninp to hosiery industry there are at least 41o knittiiip fai- 
tories and 350 tailorinp establishments emjdoyinp as many as 10,000 
labourers. The most difficult problem was the problem of yarn which for 
some time past was in short supply but we have been able to pet, after a 
gwd deal of strupple, a certain quantity of yarn. As Sri Annada Prasail 
Choudhury pointed out the amount of yarn we can supply to the individual 
weaver is only for 7 or 8 days. I have approached the Textile ComniisHioner 
and I have approached the Ministry of Industry and Supplies but I have 
not been able to pet a bipper supply. Only they have given me recently 
300 bales. The directorate of industries assisted 20 hosiery factories with 
artificial silk yarn and also caustic soda and other processing materials. 
As regards glass industry, there are 35 major glass factories in West Bengal 
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which j>ro(lu(c nearly one-third of all-India produ{‘tion. These glass fac- 
tories re(|uire soda ash and sand as basic raw materials. The sand that 
we have round about Calcutta and in West Bengal is not very satisfactory. 
M'e have to get the sand from the United Provinces. As regards sugar 
industry, there is only one sugar mill working at Plassey. Other new units 
have been sanctioned for West Bengal, namely, the Bahadur Sugar Mill 
at Krishnagar and the All-India Sugar Mill in the district of 24-Pargana8. 
All necessary assistance, as far as possible, for the starting of the mills 
lias been given. As regards soap-making, 25 per cent, of all-India out- 
put of soap is manufactured in Bengal. Necessary help has been given 
for finding raw materials. There are 12 large factories for the manufac- 
ture of plywood in this Province and when there is the capacity for pro- 
ducing 10 million square feet a year, the (juestion of sujijily of timber is 
one of the greatest difficulties but I believe it would be possible for us to 
get the timber from the Andamans since necessary arrangements have been 
completed w'ith the Central Government. Tiirning to belting, the belting 
factories are located in West Bengal and the requirements of the whole of 
India up till now are met from here. There was some difficulty because 
the Central Government had allowed imj>ort of belting from outside which 
meant to a certain extent the starving of our belting industry but I believe, 
after some amount of difficulty, that matter has been satisfactorily settled. 
With regard to the jute industry we know everything and therefore we 
n(‘e(l not worry much about it. With regard to techni(‘al education, Sir, 
T have already said a good deal. All I can add is that for West Bengal we 
have a technical institute at Seram pore where there aie the following 
courses, a Diploma course, an Artisan course and an G]>erative course. 
There is also the AV(‘st Bengal Textile Institute at Berham})ore where silk 
t<M'hnology is a spc'ciality and there is a higher grade Artisan course, 4 
distri(’t weaving schools, 4 ]>eri])atetic weaving schools, 5 textile weaving 
]){irties, one jute w(*aving part> , one wool wtsiving party, 2 coir weaving 
parties. Tin* AVest Bengal Tanning Institute at Tangra i^ an institute 
wherefrom after tin* necessary leather tanning training a T'niversity (‘crti- 
fieate can he obtiiined. A dej>artm(‘iJtal certificate is also given. Similarly 
with regar<] to e(‘rami(*s we have got a eerainie course and et*rtifieate is 
given after lU'cessary training. AVe liave got an industrial research labora- 
tory wdiere one yt'ar’s training is given in painting and varnishing. 

There art* 1\dl\gungt*, Gariahat, Howrah and other eeatn‘s of training 
in various vocatiomil tradt*s, with a eajiaeity of training 2.(H)t) persons. 
There is also training given in Kleetrieity and Motor Aleehaiiisin, parti- 
cularly to the resident.s in Darjeeling area. Tht'it* is a new training centre 
opened at Cooeh Bt*liar for giving training in iiuudiine shop, earjientry, 
motor iiiecliaiiies and driving. Tliere are also two metal t'asting parties 
for iinjiarting training in rural areas in nt)n-ft*rrous metal casting, twm 
cutlery factorit's in (^alcutta, two umbrella making parties for imparting 
instructions in umbrella making; and production of yarn, knitting and 
weaving are being taught in the Kalimpong Co-operative Industrial 
Society, Ltd. 

Then I come to the last part with regard to cottage industries. The 
following are the important cottage industries tliat have been taken up, 
viz., handloom weaving, handloom silk weaving, silk reeling, cocoon rear- 
ing, handloom wool weaving, hosiery, tanning, boot and shoe-making, 
manufacture of leather gixids, brass and bell metal, cutlery, hlacksmithy, 
clay modelling, pottery, glass hlqjring, etc. For all these* an amount of 
Rs. 4 lakhs has been provided as loan under the State Aid to Industries 
Act this year, that is, for financing the schemes that I have already men- 
tioned. There are descriptions about handloom weaving, etc., and instruc- 
tions that are given for handloom weaving. AA"e are developing silk indus- 
try in this province accordingly, because we feel that Bengal silk should 
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have a predominance over the whole of India. The number of persons 
engaged in different branches in this province is 3 lakhs. We have a ])am‘l 
of silk industry arranged by the Government of India \Nho recommended 
the following measures : Im])nn'ement of iniilbeiTy culti\ation; adecpiate 
supply of imi)roved cjualities of disease free seed; control of silk worm 
diseases; improvement of rearing, reeling, weaving, organisation, market- 
ing, and development of spun silk industry, and inter-provincial and State 
co-operation with regard to the above objects. In Malda we lunt' 12,()()t) 
acres under mulberry cultivation; in Murshidabad we have. l.(»40 a(‘n‘s, 
and small quantities in other provinces. Sir. I need not worry the mem- 
bers by taking more time of the Ilouse over all these matters e want to 
])repare a brochure and send it over to the members. 

Now, Sir, I shall answer one of the two questions that have been asked 
by Sj. Annada Prasad riioudhury. whieh is about cinchona, 'rhe posi- 
tion is that year before last, that' is, 194S-49. we found that there was a 
])rovisi()n of a large sum for the purchase of })alludrine which is a manu- 
factured article of May and Paker. Them I found that sinc'e ltM4-4o the sale 
ol quinine w.as almost stop])ed, and palludrine and mepacTim* which w’ere 
imported stuff were used as a side issue, and in 194b-4T Rs. l(J,0t),00t) worth 
oi palludrine had been ]iurcliased. Put nobody would buy it, and it was 
distributed frc‘e. When I went to see the Mungpoo factory, 1 found that 
there was lying in the factory a veuy large' cpiaiititN, something nearly 
70 or StI lakhs worth ot cinchona tabloid of a veu'v c-rucb' tyjic*; and I sto])pecl 
the ])urchase of jialliidrine and suggested the sale of the tabloid as was 
f Hind in tlie Mungpoo factory. Th(‘ difticuilly was that mv ju'ojile here 
V oiild not take tlie darkisli stuff’ whem the white cjuinine tabloid was available. 

] then switched it on to the* manufacture of a iinc*r stuff ol cpiinine, but 
tliat mc'ant a little time and wc' needed mone.N . What wc* did was that 
w«* took stock of this c|uiTiine of edd type ami securc'd some' monc'y, ami 
with that nioiU'V I switched ovc'r to put in a nc*\v mactiincu’v Now, wc* 
are practically juoducing HO, 0(10 lbs ever\ \eai of purified cjuinine which 
i< being sold in the market. P> this adjustment I was able*, without 
sjieiidiiig any money from tin* funcls of the (io\ eminent . to switcti it on 
.M\ friend "Mr Debcm Sc>n said, we have imjiorted cjuininc* without taking 
an\ intc'F’C'st. in indigenous production Put as 1 ha^c‘ said bc'fore, nobody 
is more* anxious to jcrotec t tin* intc‘rc*st of the pc'ojilc* of Pc*ngal than 1 am. 
Tic* said that we made no arrangenH*nt wuth tin* Elec*tnc Sujcjdy (’orpora- 
ticm, but that is not a fact They made some suggestions on the* basis of 
the* acc ounts of 19411-50 J fnive not got the accounts of 1950-51 yet When 
they sii(r^r(.<tc*cl that the* acc-ounts of PH9-50 shoulcl be utilise*cl 1 refuse*cl to 
agree to that and after consultation with the* Acl vocatc‘-Gene*ral we* clec*icled 
to allow them to ke*c*]) tliat money whicti was gi\c*n to the*m as a mc*asure 
ot help from tin* Cc'iitral (tovernme*nt uncle*r the ne*w Double l)ei)rc‘c*iaiion 
ami we allowed the*ni to utilise* the* money onl\ to c'onn* back as cafiital in 
te*n vears in ecjual instalments. So nc» amount c»f money was give*n to them 
as capital in that sense but to ufili.se a thing wdiich bc*longs to us. The 
only thing i.s the (juestion of distribution of dixidend and in this connection 
I say with some amount of c'onfidc*m*e because 1 und(*rstancl that onc*-third 
of the c'lear profit is to be distributed to the c-onsumc*rs. It is impossible 
to distribute to a million consumers, say Tl.OO.tHlO. T have ther<*fc)re sug- 
gested to the Elec tric Sujiply Corporation you kee*}) this money for thrc*e 
yc*ars and T shall consider then the question of reducing the rate.s of the 
consumers throughout the town so that the consumers c-an benefit instead of 
])aying back one jiice or two pice which was an impossible proposition. 

With these w'ords I move that the demand I have made be accepted.

DEMANDS FOR GRANTS. 

Major Head: 42— Co-operation. 

The Hon’ble Dr. RAFIUBDIN AHMED: Mr. S})eaker, Sir, on the 
recommendation of His Exeellenc\ the (lovernor. I be^»- to move that u sum 
of Its. 19,74,000 be j,^ranted for expenditure under (irant No. 24, Major 
head “42 — Co-operation’*. 

Sir, in moviiifr this motion tor ac(‘e])tan(e ot this hudj^et estimate, I 
consider it necessary to acquaint the House with the outlines of the nature 
of service rendered to the peojile of this State h\ the Ih'partnient of ('o- 
operation. For various reasons I am untortunatel\ not in a position to draw 
a radiant and rosy picture, however much \\e ^^ould havt‘ expected it to be 
so. Hut before exiilaining- the reasons for the ratluT slow jiro^n-css in the 
achievement of the desired end, 1 would onl\ refer to the necessit\ of 
clearly understanding the background and the perspective as an essential 
factor for a correct judgment of the* services given h\ this dejiartment in 
the field of national welfare. It is now a well-known fact that (‘o-operative 
commonwealth has been declared to be the goal of the Indian Kcpuhlic in 
its new political and economic set-up. Following this declaration, the 
Agricultural Finance Sub-Committee of the (iovernment of India, the Com- 
mittee on Agriculture, Forestry and Fisheries, the Co-ojierative Planning 
(’ommittee, the last election manifesto of the Indian National Congress ami 
the Economic Programme Committee — all have j)ointe<l to the urgmicy and 
indispensability of co-operation in the reconstruction of the national 
economy. It is again an accepted truth that in a predominantly agricultural 
country as ours beset with a host of chronic and colossal jiroblems, co- 
operation only can offer the key to their solution. It would be useful. Sir, 
to remember that in a backward country like ours ubere the ]>eri*enlagc of 
literacy is only ID or 12, co-operation cannot thrive except under siionsorship 
and direct promotional aid from tlie (iovernment ol the Stall*. Orthodox 
ideas ot co-operation making its sueec'^^ entirely dejiendent on the voluntary 
charaeter of tlie movement can hardly have any application in our country. 
Ignorance, superstition and want of edueatioii an* tin* stigmas of our 
national life. With all these difficulties in our natifuial character, if we 
w'uiit economic regeneration, co-operation has to be given a planned shape 
by the demorcratic (jovernment of the country. If, Sir, we think of c‘oni- 
pulsory education and romjmlsion in otlier spheres undei ( iov(*rnmeiit 
planning, I do not understand why Ooveriiment should not at least create 
conditions ‘favourable for tlie compulsory, automatic growth of the move- 
ment amongst our masses. 

Sir, I would like to put a few words about the movement a.s it has 
grown in West Bengal. Since the inception of this movement in our country 
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up to tiie days of partition, too much stress was laid on the credit 
side of the movement. As you all Jcnow, the movement was introduced 
orif^inally to jj^ive relief to the agriculturist against the money-lenders of 
the (■ountry. But this movement suffered at least three major set-backs. 
Ihe first shock to this movement came in 1929 when due to depression a 
large number of credit societies had to close their doors. Then the second 
blow (;ame with the passing of the Debt Settlement Act. As a result of 
this Debt Settlement Act, the creditors had their debts scaled down beyond 
all permissible limits of the Co-operative Act and got a scheme of their 
payment spread over 20 yeais. Tliis freezing of the co-operative assets ha^. 
given a stunning blow to tJie co-operative strueture in the country as 
whole. While in this eonneetion 1 would request you to remember that 
when hundreds of other money-lending institutions and joint-stock company 
banks closed their doors to the utter ruin of millions of middle-cla^s 
(leiiositors, our hanks and societies were still carrying on the Inirden and 
rejiaying ac(;ording to the settlement made with their creditors. 

The next great blow came when the Partition came. At Partition, we 
had in Cnited Bengal about 4«l,ddr) co-ojierativc .societies of various kind>. 
In West Bengal, we had in 1947 about 12,94(J co-operative societies of 
various kinds. But the greatest blow was that alaiut Ks. 2 • d crores wa^ 
loiik'ed up in olber parts ol the province which fell to Pakistan. Our apex 
bank, viz., the West Bengal Provincial (o-operative Bank, stood by this 
arrangement to lose to that extent had not the (lovernment of West Bengal 
sympathetically come to its rescue and guaranteed its recovery to the extent 
of Us. 1 *20 crores of its good assets bv actually ]>a\ing Ks. 1(1 lakhs a 
year. This had made the movement staml on its feet in tlie pnst-Partiti(»n 
jierind. 

At the present time. Sir, we have in West Bengal Jd.ddI co-operative 
societies. 1 will briefly enumernte them Wc have 9,r>r)9 agricultural credit 
societies. We have some agricultural co-operative societies also at the 
])resent time. We have d78 urban credit banks. We have multi-purposes 
societies — iliey liave grown extenHivel\ up to l,bd() at the present time. 
Then we have l,92d agricultural non-credit societies including irrigation, 
lictter living, milk societies, etc. Tlien we have 917 weaver societies lioth 
cotton us well as silk. We have industrial societies of various other kinds; 
their number is 222. And finally wc have miscellaneous groups of societies, 
such as fisheries, house-building, colony, co-ojierative stores and so forth; 
their numiier is 774 making a total of Id, 591. Although ve started in the 
po.st-Partition period with 12.94ti, the ]>rcsent numlx^r of co-()])erati\e 
societies in West Bengal is td.ddl. The picture. Sir, at the present time 
is that since I came to office within a conjile of months 1 called a State 
Co-operative (dmference of ])r()minent co-operators of AVe.st Bengal and 
(b‘cided upon a coursi* of action for the amelioration of the movement. At 
that time we drew uj) a small plan for the rehabilitation of co-operative 
movement of West Bengal which was circulated to membeis at that time. 
1 woiuh'r if man> of them had read it, but we have drawn up a blue-print 
of what w(‘ want to do witli regard to co-iqierative movement in our province. 
You will naturally ask as to what we have been able to do so far. Our 
actual achievements are as follows: have been able to set up an 

organisation to be designated Provincial Co-operative Council in this State 
in accordance with the recommendation of the Co-operative IManning Com- 
mittee appointed by the Governmerrt of India in January, 194d, consisting 
of 25 members representing various interests with the Hon’ble Minister for 
Co-operative Credit Department as its ex-officio Chairman and the Registrar 
of the Co-operative Societies as its ex-officio Secretary. The Council’s u.sual 
function will be to formulate the plans and policies for the development of 
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the co-operative movement in this State and to initiat-e and approve of experi- 
ments on the subjects relating to co-operation. The Council will meet twice 
a year in Calcutta preferably while the Assembly is in session. 

Then during the present year we have been able to start some new 
experiments. A new experiment has been started for the linking up (»f 
agricultural credit with agricultural production, and the point which 1 am 
stressing is the marketing of agricultural production. During the \ear IDoO- 
51 six co-operative societies — two in Midnapore, and one each in llirbhum. 
Bankura, Burdwan and the *24-Parganas — have been organised for tin* 
purpose, (’rop loan within their jurisdiction will be distributed through 
these six co-ojierative societies and these societies will also get improved 
seed, manure and agricultural implements from the Agriculture Depart- 
ment. In return these societies will sell tludr surplus jirodm^tion to (lovern- 
rnent at the (iovernmeiit procurement jirice so long as procurement ojieratiou 
continues. Besides the above, there are two co-operative farming societies 
one at Phatapukuri in Jalpaiguri district and the other at Saddya in the 
Burdwan district. The intention of (lovernment in starting six experimental 
societies mentioned above is that if on a comjilete year’s work if it is found 
that these six societies have worked suc(‘essfully, more such soci(*ties will 
be started in future and ultimately the entire State will be covered by .a 
net-work of such societies. 

Then, Sir, another great advance has been imule by a (b‘cision of the 
Cabinet recently for starting a negotiation with the Uest‘rve Bank of India, 
and I am hapjiy to announce that the KcNerve Bank of India has agrt^ed to 
give us a loan of Ks. b(l lakhs under a (iovernmeiit guarantee at a ch(‘ap 
rate of interest, namely, U per cent, to the West Bengal Ib*ovincial Co- 
operative Society, Jiimited, for advancing crop loans to the agriculturists. 
These croj) loans will reach the ultimate agriculturists through our C’entral 
Co-o]ierative Banks at a rate of bA per cent. The raf(‘ that the agricul- 
turist is pauiig now is f) d/S per cent, whiidi is a very high rate of interest. 
This, Sir, 1 think will be a great help in the promotion of agricultural co- 
operation in our province. 

Next. Sir, we have taken steps to open up the doors of th(‘ (’o-o])erative 
Training Institute at Konnagar in the Hooghl> district for student.s from 
outside. Formerly, this institute was onl\ giving a refresher coursi* to our 
departmental officers. Now this school will tak(‘ students from outside and 
give them a training of four to six months in co-operative practices and 
methods and technicjues and they will be able to go out then and work 
efficiently in tlie various co-operative institutions in our State. In addition 
to that you will find in our supplementary budget that two new land mort- 
gage banks have been started in this jirovince and these will jirovide agri- 
culturists ^^ith long term loans. We hav<*. Sir, today circulated a small 
Bengali booklet entitled “Paschim Banga\ Samaba^a” which w'ill give 
you a brief resume of what we have been able to do this year and what w'e 
plan to do; so that the criticism that wa* are ab.solutely sle»‘])ing in this 
department is not at all correct. Tiie department is (juite alivt*. But as vm 
know. Sir, \ve have difficulties in our way and liowever great the difficulties, 
we are quite sure that w^e will be able to surmount them with the co-operation 
of the members of this House as well as the public outside. 

With these words. Sir, I beg to place the motion for grant for the 
acceptance of the House.

Now, therefore, the only way to our salvation, the onl\ wa,\ tu ledeem our 
country from poverty is to take to co-operation. 1 (leelare, Sir, that co- 
operation is the paiuu'Pa of all the ills this country has been snfleririg from. 
So in the wisdom of our Iinliaii sage.s in the Jaipur Congress it ha.s been 
propounded that our Indian Kepublic will be a co-operative coiiiinonwealtli. 
Therefore it is our duty, it is our aim to convert this Republic of India into 
a co-operative commonwealth. What is the way, Sir, by which we can 
convert this Republic of India into a co-operative commonwealth? That is

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the only issue before the House. It has been said that Indians are not an 
iirg'anised people and wherever you go you find that party faction is rampant. 
Even in the ('Ongress you will find that there are thousand and one states 
within the state and groups within groups wdiich were liostile to each other. 
If you will go to the village you will find lhat every village is rampant with 
party factions and there are any number ol factions in eveiy village. When 
ilte atmospheie of our country is in this state it is really impossible to sow 
the seeds of co-operation unless ste])s are fiist taken to remove all our ills. 
Sir, the cry of co-operation that we hear so much, ihe cry that India is 
:i Republic of ( V)-operative ('ommonwealtli is a false cry and is nothing but 
a fraud. Ther(*fore my ai)i>eal is that \our fiist dut_\ is to organise the 
people — the entire ])(‘ople of India — into one whoh* irrc^sjiective ot the caste, 
<’r(‘ed and the notions the> hold for then common good. Therefore I would 
«mly Jilead and ])ray to our Chief Ministei and otlu'r Ministeis that they 
should give U]» all these petty methods and dirty tactics ot 
administering the countr\ . Instead of doing that the> should devote their 
mind to tin* imjirovement of the country and the way of improvement is 
the wa> of co-operation. As Mahatma (jrandhi once said. Sir, you give up 
}»olitics and go to the villag'e and sow the seeds of co-()j)eration there and 
thus unit(* the country into one w’hole; in each village \ou organise a co- 
ojierative soeit'iy in whieli all the villagers will In* members. It has been 
.said that in Europe whenever a country has been in distress the\ have found 
lelief Old., in (!o-o]»erati()n. Even in (Jermany this was done. 1 am now’ 
leading a few- sentences in this connection : — 

“We in England have remained strang*ely backward in this matter — to 
our loss. Strangely, one may well say. in view not only of the mass of 
foreign evidence accumulating during foj’t\ or fift\ years, as if for our 
sjiecial b(*nefit t(*lliTig onl.v one tale; hut also of the ti*ul.\ magnificent success 
of industrial co-operation, in whieh, as erst in agriculture, we lead the world 
by a long w’a.\ . The figures recording such success a])])ear to foreigners 
almost incredible. Surel.N to our e.\es they ought to have demonstrated 
the remarkahle potency of the ])rineiple of co-operation. Our millions of 
men — mostly working men — building ii]) out of their few shillings originally 
saved from labour, by their mere circunKseribed (*ustom, institutions w’hicli 
lank as ihi* largest tiaders in tin* kingdom, clieapening goods improving 
lln*ir (pialitN, making tiade honest so far as their jiower reaches, and greatl.\ 
raising tin* educational, intt‘lle<*tual and business status of their class — all 
this should have taught us a lesson w’hich, so one would have thought, oui 
iigricult ural classes, always complaining of hard times, would have been 
<|uiek to take to heart. Nothing of the kind. We have gone on precisely 
in the same old liumdium w’ay — com])laining, like the -lews at the Red 
Sea, when our duty was to go forward, but not seeking to remedy w’hat 
was amiss. It looked as if the farmers thought that tliere was something 
derogator.v and degrading in eo-operation. <h- else they dreaded socialism 
of which eo-operation is in truth the antipodes. Gregarionsness and readi- 
ness to act in concert have indeed never been a leading feature in the 
character (d our rural pojnilation. And in justice he it said, it has' taken 
tnen those whom we now look up to as our models in the matter long 
enough to buckle to eo-operation. In all countries farmers are difficult to 
move.” 

Now, Sir, the ( o-operative Minister was saying the other day that he has 
established 111 thousand, 2tl thousand, thousand or 30 thousand co-opera- 
tive societies but are they really co-operative societies? I say, no. Even 
ill Germany so far as the agricultural credit Societies are concerned, it has 
been held that they are of no use. They grow and die like mushrooms. 
Therefore it is no good saying that you have established so many credit 
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societies. The other day the Hon’ble Minister said that he had foundeil 
many industrial co-operative societies. But they liave not heeu established 
on a model on wliieh they oupfht to have been based. 

Sir, I do not want ti» take up much time of the House hut eonilude with 
my prayer to our Chief Mini.ster that he should tr\ to organise the people 
into one whf>le and sow the s€*ed of eo-o]>t'ration amnn^»',st oui jx'oph' atid 
then tr\ to estahli>h ( o-ojMuative societies in ever\ villa^re of which all the 
adult villajrers will he members for all such objects the rural p(‘j)})le ma\ 
be in need of.

The Hon'ble Dr. RAFIUDDIN AHMED: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I would like 
to answer the (juestioiis and the eritieisins that have been put forward in aa 
brief words as j)()ssible. 

First, with regard to the point raised by Sj. ( haru Cliandra Bhandari 
that this dei)artment is absolutely blind I think. Sir, the position is exactly 
this that the department is not blind. The whole basis of co-operation is 
that the moral fibre of the people must be of a high standard, then only 
co-operation can prosper. The soil in our coiintr\ is vueh that it has got 
many difficulties in the progress^! co-operation, l>ecause the spirit of unity 
and the ability to work together is lacking in our country due to party 
factions, etc., as has been so well pointed out by my friend Janab Mudassir 
Hossain. As soon as w^e can feel that we all live for each other and we 
begin to feel that there is unity among the people and co-operation is one 
of the very important ways in wliich we can improve our economic prosperity, 
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tkea I tJiink it will flourish. With regard to the little difficulties that have 
been pointed out, Sir, I am a realist and I know that there are difficulties in 
the progress of co-operation in our province. There is no (question about 
that but the point that remains is that we much learn to work together and 
see that the benefit of each one of us redounds to the benefit of the country 
as a whole. Even in this House I find that we are still believing in the anti- 
diluvion theories as for example going on religious j)ersuasioiis notwith- 
standing the fact that we are all human beings. \A'ell, 1 have felt tliat point 
quite a number of times and that is why 1 mention it with regard to cn- 
operation. This is also a defect in our national character. We have got 
to remedy that and then only I think we C 4 Ui make this movement tioiirisK 
in our country as it lias done in other countries. 

With regard to the specific charges that the membership in the co-opera- 
tive societies is very small and only a few persons are bemdited by eo-optoative 
societies, I would like to point out that in our credit soc-ietie<: in Wi"'l 
Bengal we have Rs. 7*1(1 lakhs invested as working caiiital and we have 
*1*30,0(10 members in this little province of ours. In our non-agrieultural 
societies we have Rs. 03*) lakhs invested b\ the people in small amounts in 
the form of shait* capital of tin* value of Rs. **’» or Rs. 10 and the total 
membershii) is 110,000. Tt may be said that the figure is negligibh* com- 
pared with the total population, but it is also not a fact that only a few 
persons are rea])ing all the henefits as far as the eo-operati vt* somi’ties are 
concerned. J realiNC that there are difficulties in the way which havi* been 
pointed out hy some of our critics and I may assure you that wi* are (piite 
aware of these difficulties. 

Now, with regard to the point'^ that have h(*en raised hy Sj. llarijiaihi 
(diatterjee, namely, that there is notliing under the d(*vt*lo})men1 ]»iogramim\ 
it is due to the fai't that last year, as you will .see, th(*re was .i provision of 
Rs. 2. 40,0(10 under the head “Ib'velojunent” and this was imaged into tho 
lieadiiig- of “Sujierintendenee”. That is why he finds nothings there. 
(Sj. Haripada ('iia'iterjij. : That is all spent for ofiiiau's’ pay and nothing 
has heeii done in legard to devehipineiit . ; In (In* n*vised (*stmui(e for 
lOoO-ol there was a piovision of Rs. 12 laklis and this y(*ar it is Rs. bS.dfj.OOO 
and that is why this diserepanex . If the honourahh* memher will look ut 
the iieading “Sujieiinti'iidenee”, Table A, he will find that there are grun(.s- 
in-aid of Rs. 37,000 for this department. does Ibis figure come ini:* 

This has been raised partly through collective fines in 1040-41 and all this 
has been earmarked for the development of co-operatives in our ])rovince. 

The point tliat has been raised by Sj. Pramatlia N;ith Band \ opadbyay 
with regard to Salt Co-operative Society, after my trip to Midna]>or(‘, I have* 
looked into the matter and it is now under the consideration of the experts 
who went into this juohlem of salt d<‘velopment of C’ontai and the Ifon’hh* 
the Chief Minister is Idoking into the matter and as soon as (he report of 
the experts is received, the production of salt in this province will he 
improved . 

Then with regard to the point that (he mult i-pu7’])ose eo-o|)era( ive socie- 
ties are not working projierly, I agree that (his is correct, hut a1 the [in‘seut. 
time our policy is to put more stress mi agricultural pifalucts cf»-oj)(*rative 
.societies wliich we have already started to do from thir» year aial I am sure if 
these exfierimental co-operative fjocieties succeed, then there Mill he a great, 
progress along that line in tlie very near future. 

There is one point upon which I would like to stress, and that is that 
development of co-operative societie.s depends on the honorary work of 
outside workers. This, as far as I cun see, is not a.s strong as it should be. 
We must get honorary and voluntar}^ workers from outside w^ho w’ould take 
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an interest in the matter and explain to our people of the Panchayet prin- 
ciple of co-operation. I wonder how many of our honorary workers are going* 
out into the villages today ! It is not only the work of the rjovernnient but 
also of the people. In co-operation it will not do to say that a man puts 
forth his energy only when he has an obligation. 

Then, Sir, witli regard to the point that has been raised by my friend 
Mr. Kanailal Dass about the co-operative schools^ I may tell him that we 
have one school at the present time. We have established it on a firm 
footing and it has ])een thrown open to all who want to have co-operative 
education. And I hope in course of time we shall be able to multiply such 
schools so that co-operative methods and theories ma> be disseminated and 
the peojde may know everything about it in order that they may run their 
co-operative societies in a sci(*ntific way. 

With these w( u’ds, Sir. ] oppose all the cut motions that have been 
moved. 

The motion of Sj. Haripada Chatterjee that the demand of Es. 19,74,000 
for expenditure under Grant No. 24, Major head “42 — (o-operation”, be 
reduced by Ks.

Major Head: 27— Administration of Justice. 

Th« Hon’ble NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Sir, on the recom- 
mendation of His Excellency the Governor, I heg to move that a sum of 
Rs. 72,90,000 be grunted for expenditure under Grant No. 14, Major Head 
“27 — Administration of Justice”. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, in moving my motion I would briefly make a few 
observations. This year a sum of Rs. 1,30,00,000 including charged 
expenditure has been proposed for inclusion in the budget estimates for 
1901-52. This exceeds the current year’s estimate by Rs. 0,12,000. There 
is practically no new item of expenditure included in the en.suing year’s 
budget. The slight increa.se is mainly due to the provision for one Addi- 
tional Judge in the High Court and a full year’s provision for the office of 
the Sberitf of Calcutta as well as filling up of certain jio^^ts under tlie new 
set-up which remained unfilled during the current year. Sir, tlie House 
will remember that the Sheriff’s Act was ])assed with a view to take over 
the Sheriff s office and estahlishment and to bring it in lino with the other 
departments of the Government, altd from the 2()th of December last that 
Act has been enforced and tliat office and establishment has been taken 
over by Government. 

Now, as to the receipts including receipts from “Stamp” for the year 
1951-52. our estimated receipts are Rs. 1,31,95,200, showing an increase of 
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Rs. 2,87,000 over the previous year’s receipt. That, Sir, ^ivcs a picture of 
our expenditure and our receipts. The administration of justice in the 
State continues to be supervised by the High Court. During the year 
1950-51 which is coming to a close very soon, the High ( oiiil consisted of 
one Chief Justice and 17 Puisne Judges, one of the Puisne Judges being 
away on deputation to the Income-tax Investigation Commission, desired 
by the Government of India. On the Original .Side of tlie Higii Court 
during the year 1950, 5,512 suits and cases were instituted and J.SOtl suits 
and cases were disposed of during the year 1950. Tlu' num]»er ptuuling lias, 
however, gone up from 10,518 to 11,190 on the list including all classes of 
matters. On the Appellate Side institutions and disposals came to 1,400 
and 1,890 respectively. The number pending at the close of the year has 
been brought down from 4,750 to 4, Odd. It is, Sir. ^^t‘lI known as an 
unfortunate factor that when trade, commerce and industries languish, 
litigation goes up; and our Judiciary has therefore to tackle a much largt'r 
volume of cases than ever before. In the districts there were 20 District 
and Additional District Judges, 41 Subordinate Judges and 84 Munsifs. 
With the abolition of the Indian Civil Service, tlie members of the Indian 
Administrative Service which will replace the Civil Scrvic(‘ of the })revious 
regime will no longei' be eligible for apj)ointinent to ])osts of Distriet Judges. 
The posts of District Judges bav{‘ l)een constitnt(‘d into a sepaiate service 
and that has been called the West Bengal Higher .ludieial Serviet*, and 
that service has b(*eii placial under the super\ ision of the High Court. 
That is a definite and d(‘cusive stej) toward.s .separation of the Judiciary from 
the Executive. The Munsifs — tin* (•i\il judges of the first instanei' - were 
so long appointed on tlu* recoTinnendation of the Stati* Publu' Simvicc Com- 
mission on th(‘ result of an int(‘r\ie^^. We have, how(‘ver, diadded that 
llencef()r^\ aid Miuisifs will be recruiteil on the n^sult of a com)a‘l it i\ 
examination to be coiidiicti'd by the Public SeiMce Commission as in (he 
case of tilt* l‘Aeculi\e Blanch of (lit* State service. AA'itli the const it ution 
of tht* A^’est Iboigal Hii.»lici Judicial Stuvict* ojiciiing up wnlcr jirosjaads and 
jiromotion btung made (hiougli a coni]a‘titi\c examination, it is e\pt*cjt‘d 
tliat better t.ilt'iils 's\ould now come for’v^ard to join the Judicial Seivici* 
\vhicli has fortunately maintained a liigb tiMtlilion ot inlt‘grity and effieieiiey . 
And I am glad to be able to observe that tliert* is no st^etion in tliis Hou.se, 
neither any section of ])et)])lt‘ outside wlio would not proclaim theii- full faith 
and confidence in our Judicial y. 

During the year the Small Causes Court, Calcutta, continued to function 
with its full complement of one Chief Judge and five other Judges, (’ourts 
of Presidency Magistrates, Calcutta, which were adversely criticised at the 
time of the passing of tlie current year’s budget e.stimate liave disjiosed of 
105,834 cases during 1950. The institution of cases numbered 107,240. 
Therefore, at the end of the year there were only 1,412 eaises on (he i>endiiig 
list and the numbers I have collected will convey an idea of the eolo.ssal 
amount of labour which our Magistracy had to do in order tc dispose of 
these cases, because, the load of work proportionate to their cadre strength 
increased inordinately. That is a point wliich has to he horm* in mind. 

Likewise, the courts of Municipal Magistrates which are now provided 
with three pre.-^idiiig officers dispo.sed of duiiiig 1950 a larger number of 
cases, numbering 3fi,it81 out of 59,0f»8 cases instituteil. 4’he gress 
realisation of the court of Municipal Magi.strates ro.se from Bs. 1,01,938 
of the prtwiou.s yeai to Rs. 2,02,994 during this year. 

The question of improving the judicial admini.stration of the Stiite has 
been engaging the careful attention of the Government. As the Hou.se is 
aware, a (ommittee known as the Judicial Reform.s T’orninittee was set up 
and my honourable friend Sj. Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri who moved 
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tins motioii for ffra^nt }i£id tmnouHcod it in this Houso last year. I am g’lad 
to be able to inform the House that the Committee has finished its labours 
and has submitted its report which is being printed. The Committee, 
the House will recall, was presided over by the Hon’ble Chief Justice as the 
Chairman and there were 8 other distinguished lawyers as members of 
the Committee and an experienced District Judge acted as its Secretary. 
The scope of enquiry of the Committee embrac<*d a very wide field including 
reform in the system of administration of justice in Calcutta and in rural 
areas, reformation of the legal profession and the /piestion of State aid 
to indigent litigants. 

Now, Sir, with regard to the question of separation ot rhe Judiciary 
from the Executive it is no longer a vexed j)robleni but an accepted 
principle inasmuch as it is embodied as one of the directive principles of 
State policy laid down in the Constitution of the Republic of India. On 
this subject my honourable friend Sj. Rai llarendra Nath Chaudhuri declared 
last year, ‘'We agree entirely that there should be separation of the 
Judiciary from the Executive at an early date’’. From what I have 
alread.v stated the House will realise that we have in the meanwhile taken 
steps in that direction. There are no two oj)inions on this subject. At the 
same tinn*, Sir, we have been (‘xamining this matter and naturally wi' hav(‘ 
to wait for the report of tin* Judicial Reforms Committee piesidtal over hy 
the Chief Justice, because it is in the light of (he new set-u|i of the judicial 
administration of the State of West Rengal that we have got to decide tin* 
(‘adre of officei's, etc. I should also mention in ]»assing that a la^ginning 
was made in this diri'ctioii some time ago u hmi niagistei ial tiaining av.is 
}) rescrib(‘(l for Munsifs who are entirel\ under tin* administration of the 
iligh ( ourt and in resjiec’t of which (*adre of otiic<*is tln*r(‘ is conqilete 
sejiaration id the Judiciary from the FiXecutivi* already. Then again 
coupled with th(‘ sti'p that the (lovernment took in constituting the Higher 
Judicial Service*, the administration of civil justice was c()mi)b‘tel\ seiiarated 
already. 

The House will also remember that a recent amemlment of the Code of 
Criminal Ib’ocedure transferring apjieal.s from judgments of second and third 
class Magistrates from District Magistrate to the Sessions Judge was jia^ised 
and that brings the objective of our separation of the Judiciary from the. 
Executive still nearer. Comjdetion of the separation of the Judiciary from 
the Executive now iiractically hinges on the question of funds that wiR be 
rec^uired in order to provide for a sejiarate cadre of Judicial Magistrates 
relieved of all executive functions. The ])rincipal object of separation of 
the Executive from the Judiciary is to ensure” disjiensation of justice free 
from any influence of the Executive (iovernment of the day. 

So far us civil matters are concerned, as I have already stated, it is 
already there. Judges of the ('ivil courts except District Judges, who in 
former days used to be recruited from the members of the (’ivil Service, are 
under the complete control of the High (^ouit. The (’onstitution of India 
has guaranteed the inde])eudence of the High (’ourt. In the Presidency 
Magistrates’ courts a large number of Magistrates belong to the Judicial 
Service and even the Chief Presidency Magistrate and the Additional (^’hief 
Presidency Magistrate are members of the Higher Judicial Service. So all 
the possible interim steps that might have been taken have already been 
taken by the present Government. need hardly add anything more to this 
question. 

Now, Sir, I should like to mention in passing also the problem of tackling 
juvenile delinquents which has been engaging the serious attention of the 
Govenunent for a considerable length of time. I must confess that I would 
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have been happier if the state of our finances had permitted undertaking all 
work on a larger scale and introducing larger reforms, but, Sir, in the 
state of things in which we got the State of West Bengal, in which life has 
been completely upset and disturbed, we have to hasten slowly and we 
cannot do otherwise. We cannot. Sir, impose taxation out of all proportion 
to the taxable capacity of our people for the mere clioice of introtlucing 
larger reforms. A Committee was set up on the subject which after eiupiirv 
made 41 major or minor recommendations, some of which have already been 
implemented within the framework of the existing law. The points which 
are particularly engaging our attention 1 may mention in the House hriell.\ , 
— utility of the maintenance of the history ^heets of juvenile dtdiiuiucnts 
who were detained or who passed through the House oi Detention in order 
that the different traits of each individual delinquent might he studied and 
j)roper measures taken to turn them into useful members of the society; how 
])sycliiatric tests of juvenile delinquents might he introduced and made 
helpful in guiding future legislation about children and \oung jiersons and 
their tieatnient during trial and in the reformatory institution. This, Sir, 
needs central legislatit)n and therefore we havt‘ got to work, until tluMc 
have been legislative changes, within the framework of the existing hiws 
even which weie not ini|)hMiH*nted in important respects during tin* ju'evious 
regime. This (jueslion is ,sj)eciall_\ engaging our alttmtion because this 
unfortunate ])r(d)leni jirovince (d Ihmgal has inlnuited the woeful h*gacy of 
uucared>foi ('hildren through tainim*, through iiarlition and riols, through 
the ))robleni <d refugees that ha.s come u]> on its shoulders and they are 
problems (»[ immense magnitmle. The (jmcstion of establishment of some 
aftei-care institution in ordm* that after dischargt* irom reformators schools 
or detention centimes \oung ]>eisons might not lajise into their old habit'i, 
but lead a healthx and normal life ami contfibuti* to the wi'lfart* of societv 
is also engaging our attention. 

The problem of dealing with (Itdimpient girls also jirc'sents its own 
difficultx . As a result of deliberations (ui tin* subject, it was decided that 
materials (ddained during’ police investigation and empiiiA of jiridiation 
officers before and after trial of juvenile delinijumiis should be recorded in 
liistor;. siieefs, and the results of jisyehiatric test should aho be shown 
therein so as to indicate the line of treatment for the salvage and rebahilita- 
t)on ()f these unfortunate delinquents who drift into crime. 

In th's connection it may lie pointed out tliat consideralile inijirovement 
has already been effected in the wwking of the f entral C’hildren's (k)urt. 
Four hundred and forty-six .serious cases were disjiosed of in the (Viitial 
Oiildren’s Court during Ibotl, Average diiiution «>f trial was 114 <lays. 
^Vlien, Sir, after assumption of office thi.s Government looked into the 
matter of admini.stratifui of justice regarding juvenile delimnients, I found 
that there were cases pending for as long as six months, and it is no mean 
achievement for us to he able to inform the House that the average iluralion 
of trials is not more Ilian 9 4 days at pre.sent. Cases coming up before Ibo 
court are mostly disposed of on the first day. The percentage of witnesses 
discharged on the first day is nearly 100 per cent. Yet ail this work is 
being done for which W’e have been able to provide in the budget not more 
than 20,800. La.st year Ks. •f4,d0t) were provided for, and Hs, 20,M<JO 
were shown in the revi.sed budget. Just because of the corntmlsion of 
financial circum.stance.s of the State, we have got to cut our coat according 
to our cloth, we are trying to make the best of a had situation, so that the 
essential work of reform may receive every attention despite financial 
stringency which lies before us. Amenitie.s have been greatly increased. 
I am glad to be able to acknowledge that one member of the Visitors Com- 
mittee of the House of Detention has presented a radio set for the boys. 
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Cinema show is arranged there to entertain the boys and educate them. 
The problem needs care, and I hope that public-spirited men in the city will 
come forward to help the Government in the direction of salvage of 
unfortunate children of the society in this State. I may also mention that 

haAe also provided for amenities such as mosquito nets and mattresses 
which were not granted to the children before, and these mattresses which 
the inmates themselves prepare with materials supplied by Government have 
been provided. Now, Sir, these will indicate some of the efforts which the 
present Oovernment is making in this direction. 

T miV) , while concluding, mention that on examination I hnd that 
institutioi. of cases in the Presidency Magistrates’ Courts would have been 
much largei but for the introduction of a new thing, namely, the introduction 
of mobile courts to try and dispose of jictty matters such as infiingement 
of mot(jr vehicles rules and such like things, which has proved very very 
useful indeed ; and that leads to better (d)servance, of traffic rules and other 
rules which have a bearing on the civic sense of our people. 

With tl lese w'ords, Sir, giving briefly an outline and picture of the 
administration of justice in the Slate, T commend my motion to the accept- 
ance of tlie House.

The Hon’ble NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Y>, Sir. They are 
not within the purview of the Judicial Depaiiment. Notice was served after 
date. Ill any case, they do not come under the Judicial Department at all. 
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ilanab 8YED BAORUDDUJA: They do come, Sir, hecauf?e they relate 
to certain (officials who are protected by the Judicial Department, and the 
Judicial Minister himself was interested. The facts will reveal the nature 
of the case. So, they do come, unless you, Sir, rule them out of order. 

Tl»e Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: On a point of 
order, Sii . The subject-matter of these two motions was discussed over and 
OTer again in the previous year. 

Janab SYED BAORUDDUJA: That is no point of order. We Iievtu' 
discussed these things this session. 

The Hon’ble NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Sir, T would point 
out to \oi' that the en(|uiry of the Enforcement Branch in the matter of 
prosecution did not lie* with the Judicial Department. M\ lionoiirable friend 
might take U]) such jioints when he <li.scusses the Police Ih'partment budget. 
This matter has been discussed enough before, but 1 have no obji*ction, nor 
do 1 mind it being discussed again. Ifut it is irrelevant, so far as the 
l>resent demand of the -ludicial Department is conct‘rned. 

Janab SYED BAORUDDUJA: It relat(*s to appointment and disniis.sal 
of Pulilic Prosecutor. So, it comes uinler the jnirview of the Judicial 
JJepartment. 

Mr. SPEAKER: So far as cut motion No. 11 is i-oiu’(*rne<l, 1 feel that, 
the appointment and dismissal and matter^ lelating to Jhiblic Prost'cutoiH 
(ome under the deiiartnieiii of Adiiiiuistratioii of Justice; this motion may 
(OV(‘r otliei departments also. But as there is something to he said in 
connection \\itli the Public Pro.sccutor, which office comi's under this head, 

1 would no! be justified in ruling it out of order. J will await tin* discussion 
initiated by the mover of this cut motion before saying an.s thing further 
about it. 

\\"ith legard to this matter being discussed in the previous s(‘ssion of the 
Bouse, J consulted the proceedings of tin* jireviou.s session, and I find from 
the proceedings for that session that tlie subject that was discussi'd at that 
time Mas the Minis1«‘r’s anti-social interference with the activities of the 
Enforcement Departni(*nt ; wh(*reas the motion which is before us is different 
from what was discussed on the last occasion. 'Phis cut motion wants to 
raise a discussion about the failure of (jovernment to take* action on the 
report of the Enforcement Brandi eiKiuiiy and the wiitt«‘n opinion of the 
specially ajipointed Public Prosecutor, etc., whereas the subject-matter of 
the jirevious discussion was interference by the Minister into this affair. 
Tlie suhiect-rnatter of this cut motion, it M*ems to me, is a different one. 
Moreover under n|)e 4(1 of tlie rnh*s motions raising a (jnestion suhstantially 
identical with one on which the Assembly has given a decision in the same 
.session nnl_\ cannot be raised, ruder tin* circninstanc(*s 1 will allow' to 
be moved. 

With regard to cut motirin No. 1 think the subject-matter is the 
same as cut motion No. IJ and I resei\e ni\ right lo {oritrol tlie debate at 
tlie time when the debate starts on it. Jn tlie meantime let it be moved. 
There is only one point which 1 wouhl like to sa> and that is that generally 
we do not refer to emr officers by name unless the debate cannot be made 
intelligjble w'ithoiit mentioning the name. Therfore 1 would ask the mover 
of cut motion No. 11 Mr. Syed Badrudduja, while moving the same, to omit 
only the name of the Public Prosecutor. 

The Hon’ble NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: As my friend, the 
mover of the cut motion No. 11, Janab .S.yed Badrudduja, ha.s himself agreed 
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io omit the name and to discuss only the appointment of the Public 
Prosecutor I shall have no objection to your taking it up but what I would 
like to point out to you again is this. Enforcement Branch enquiry is 
neither within the purview of my department nor within my knowledge. 
Similarly, taking action against the two ])ersons mentioned in this cut 
motion is also not a matter for tlie Judicial Department. They come within 
ihe purview of a separate dej)artment. 

Janab 8YED BADRUDDUJA: AfUi \()ur ruling, Sii , the Hon’ble 
Minister is discussing that point. 

Mr. SPEAKER: The H on’hle M inislei i> not questioning my ruling. 
Fie was only saying that although the subject-matter of the said cut motion 
did not rclatt* to his de])aitment he had no objection to the said cut motion 
being tahen up with only the name omitted. Even after a ruling being given 
a certain anumiit of discussion thereon with the leave of the Speaker is 
allowalile though I am not debarred from preventing any discussion of that 
subject. Now it will be a matter for me at the time the debate takes place 
on this (Ml motion to watch the course of the speech and to point out afi to 
how' much should la* said. M ith regard to eut motion'' we sliould remember 
one thing and that is that the cut motions, although the suhjeet-mattei- of 
the cut motions may concern more than one department, namely, in this 
case the Judicial Department and another, the mattei eoncmus the (govern- 
ment as a whole and in that view of the matttu we do not geiiera]l> rule them 
out as out of order siiiqily on the ground that a eut motion concerns more 
than one department. Therefore 1 would again sa> this that it will all 
depend upon as to how the dehate is eondueted on this eut motion. Now 
will you please move your eut niotinns. Mi. Badruddiija ^ 

Janab 8YED BADRUDDUJA: J beg to movt that the demand of 
Rs. 72,110,000 for (jrrant No. 14, Major Head “27 — Administration of Justice’* 
be reduced l»y Rs. 100.

The Hon’ble NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: The appointments of 
Registrar and Assistant Itegistrars are entiicly in the discietion of the Chief 
Justice and (iovernment has no right of interference or right of action iu 
these matters and Goveinmeiit (‘annot interfere at all. Tlie High Court’s 
administration is placed in the Ilon’lde the Chief Justice's hands, hut w’heri 
anything- comes to our notice we can only communicate the thing to tlie 
Hon’ hie tlie Chief Justice. 

Mr. SPEAKER; I want to know' if all the.se appointments of Registrar 
and Assistant Registrars are done by the Chief Justice and confirmo<l by 
(iovernment. Has the Government anything to do wdth these appoint- 
ments P 
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The Hon*ble NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMOAR: Sir, the appointments 
are made entirely by the Chief Justice. We neither confirm nor have any 
say in the matter. Our responsibility comes in when there are items to 
be voted and items charged to meet the expenses; but consistently with the 
independence of the Judiciary w’e follow the convention of not interfering 
in the administration of the High C’ourt. The Chief Justice, as the 
jepreseututive of the High Court, cannot eome up before the House in con- 
nection with asking for the demand for ^rant under the head “Administration 
of Justice”. But actually these administrative appointments in question 
are made, by the Chief Justice and Government neither confiim them nor 
have any say in the matter. 

Mr. SPEAKER: The general rule of the House is that those demands 
which are voted ujum in this House are subject to criticism and 1 believe the 
salaries of these otticers are votable. And if they are votable 1 believe dis- 
fussion cannot be iirevented because even in respect of charged grants 
discussion is allowed in ihe House. But J would request the speakers to 
take into account the fact which the Hon’ble Minister has disclosed to this 
House that aiipointments in the High Court are made by the Chief Justice 
ami that the Ministry has practically no hand in the matter. Therefore I 
lielieve that w'hen the discussion is to be allow’e<l this thing should be borm* 
in mind that we do not attack the Judges (d tbe High Court and no reflection 
should h* cast on tlieir conduct. That is a thing which ought to he 
teiiiemheied, hut I do not think I can shut out an\ discussion. 

The Hon'ble NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Sir as regards this 
matter our position is that matters, which fall under the administration of 
tin* Hon’hle tlie Chief Justice, do come up, although tcchnicalh , before this 
House in the form of these demands for grants; hut thcie is a very important 
convention we followed. As a matter of such convention and courtesv 
Government does not interfere and is reluctant to interfere with the 
administration of the Chief Justice on the mere ground that we vote tbe 
money. 

Mr.«6PEAKER : I have already drawn tbe attention of tbe speakers to 
this fact but in my view it does stand to reason that because the demand 
is before the House for voting you cannot absolutely rule out discussKui. 
It should be remembered, Imwever. that the discussion should pveserve 
dignity. Article 20*1 of our Constitution sa\s: So niucb (d tlie e4imales 
as they relate to expenditure charged upon the consolidated fuiul of the 
State shall not lie submitted to the vote of the Legislative Asyembly but 
nothing in this clause shall be construed as ])reventing discussion in tin* 
Tiegisbiture of any of those estimates. If that be the position in regard to 
charged estimates, 1 do not iinderstjind liow I shall be able to justify mystdt 
in preventing discussion on a votalde exjieiiditurc.

The letter from Sri A. S. Hoy. dated the 2drd December, IhoO, to the 
Registrar, Original Side of the Calcutta High Court, in regard to the 
apjiointiuent of an Assistant He^trar, reads as follows: — 

‘*I am directed to refer to your letter No. R34(1G, dated the 29th Novem- 
ber, 1950, and to say that it is unfortunate that though it was very clearly 
stated in this department letter No. 6425J., dated the 2nd December, 1949, 
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to the Registrar of the High Court that Sri Amiya Krishna Datta would be 
aiJowed to draw as Assistant Registrar a pay at tlie rate of Ks. 300 per 
month only in the scale of Rs. 300 — 25 — 000, he was allowed to draw 
Rs. 400 pi^r month for the entire period of his service from the 18th November, 
1949, t<» 31st May, 1950. In view, however, of the special recommendation 
of the Hon’ble the Chief Justice Government are plea-^eii to waive the 
recoveiy of the amount overdrawn by Sri Amiya Krishna Datta, but 
Governiiieiit would, however, be favoured with an assurance that in future 
none of the court staff will be allowed to draw more than the sanctioned pay 
without the specific concurrence of tlie (iovernment obtained beforehand.*' 

This in the very letter from Government to the Registrar of the High 
Court ia vhich Goveinmenl apjuoves of the ])a\men1 oi a certain salary to 
an Assl^ian^ Registrar ot the High Court. Sir, I y\;is coniin;^ to this letter 
when the (piestion of juopiiety of ni\ dealing with the matter was (pu'st ioimd. 
This letter wiil establish beyond all doubt the pfoprietv of my dealing with 
this mattpi- ami i^ sufficient to vindicatt* niy jxisition.

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 h.'ive heard the Hon'hle T^eader of the House, hut it 
is a wt'd-knowu legal juinciiile that the Judieiary can interpret the law as 
the wording of the law ajipears before the Court. What the intention of 
the T.iegislature is in passing a particular Act is to lie inferred by the wording 
and wording alone of tiie StatiHe. They cannot even refer to the debates 
in the House. Therefore, the^ audiciarx is perfectly entitled to interpret 
the law as it has been passed by tlie House, and put the meaning which 
they consider proper to put upon a particular section. Whether the defects 
pointed out by the Judiciary needs to be remedied by a proper amen<^ent 
or not, that is for the Legislature to consider. But so far as the Judiciary 
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is concerned they are entitled to point out the defects of a particular law 
and to gi'^t their own interpretation on the wordings of the law even if it is 
against the intention of the Legislature.

Sir, once upon a lime I was arresU*d for violating somt' rt'st rid ion oidors 
or something when I was going in a train to Bomlmy. 1 was liroughl 
before .t Magistrate in Alipore 1 i'chm* lliejc attei iiaving sjicril one (la_\ 
in the Midnapore Jail, I wa.s absolutely definite that it was sueli a eharg*e 
for wliK'h I would get lunl in no time. J'beie weie lawveis sitting li\ na*. 

I told tliem that 1 should certaini\ get hail ami l(*i nohodx hoihei niueii 
about my defence for the time h<*ing or for moving fiail. Uul tliM km*w^ 
better and told me “we iiet that \ ou will not get liail". I said “wIik”? 
They said “liecause this gentl(‘man has not f»ecii confirmed as \et“. And, 
Sir, you will lie .surprised to know that the\ wert* right and 1 was wiong. 

I went liaek to jail again, stayed there five da;N s and tlu'ri (d' f our.si the 

Judges gave me hail. This i.s with r(*gard to my.s(*lf. But thm time when 

I went to the Presidency Jail and to the Dum Dum .fail, in l»ulh these jails 

I found that there are our friend.s again.st whom criminal cuse.s ha\e been 
instituted. They are lying there for one year, two years oi even two and 
a half years — ranging from two rrionth.s, three months to two and a half 
years. They have not got bail; flieir cases have not been finished. The.se 
people over there often and on moved for bail but witb no lesult. After a 
time they got so demoralised that they would say that th(‘se Magistrates 
would not give bail without police pennission. This is the general opinion 
held by these people with re^rd to these Magistrates. Because the Judiciary 
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ifl not separated from the Executive, such things happen. I think it is a 
wellknown fact and I need not dilate upon this in detail. But before I pass 
on from this particular point to other points, may I, Sir, point out this: 
I was surprised when discussion was started by Sri Kadlia Nath Das. Of 
course it was a good thing that he was stopped from discussing things which 
he had no business to discuss in this House with regaid to particular Judges, 
but, Sir, it seems to me that tlie W est Bengal (jcjveriiment is jather afraid 
to sepaiaU* •ludi(;iary from tie* Kxecuifive, because I hear — I may be wrong 
but 1 hear — that when our Jialteas rorpua casch were going on in the High 
Court, c.eitaiii .liidges had jias.^ed caoiain remaikN with regard to the 
imbecili* mind r)r officers and certain M.igistrates, and at that time. Sir. 
some Minister of tlie West Bengal (iovci lunent, pro])al)lv I In* Hoii’liie Chief 
Minister, wrote a letter (o the Chiel ./imtice of the Caicutta High Court \Mth 
regard to that partimilar statement. 1 think. Sir, it was a contenijit of 
court and (he Hon ]»le ( hiet Minister should Bave been hauled up tor 
contempt of courf (The llon’hle Dr. Bidiian Ch.\.m)ra Roy: Thank you), 
but ihe .ludges were kind and so they did not do anything. At that hime 
the eases wa‘r(‘ suh judirr, hut that is beside the point, Sir, he did commit 
cont«*in})t of court. But, Sir, even in Bi-itisli histoiN m India in their 
colonial administration, we hav«‘ not (*ver l)*Mrd ot the (ioveinmeiit and the 
Executive writing such hdters in black and white to the .hid ot t he 
Calcutta High Couil.

Mr. SPEAKER: Dclav in tlu* di.sposal ot cases can be commented iijion 
generally. 

Sj. JYOTI BASU: .Similarlv, Sir, in Midnajmre there would be ‘M) to 
40 such cases Iving there for lA year.s oi 2 vears not disjiosi'd of as yet 
Jn Dum Dum, .Sir, I fouud tliat there were about lot) such cases l.ving there 
undispo.sed of as >et for tlie last years. 

Mr. SPEAKER: These delay.s are proverbial (laughter). 

Sj. JY.OTI BASU: Yes, hut .something is necessary to be done to remedy 
this state of affairs because the.se unfortunate people are rotting in jail for 
a long tinie without a trial and without being let out on hail. If they would 
have been allowed on bail I w'ould have nothing to say. We knovy that 
an accused is to be taken as innocent till his guilt is juoved according to 
the Anglo-Saxon law. If cases are to go on in this manner for a long period 
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of li years and 2 years and the persons prosecuted are to spend this Jong* 
period in jail without the offence against them being proved, the ends of 
justice are defeated. The reason why 1 speak on behalf of them is because 
these people have been connected with democratic movements and because the 
(lovernment does not like their connection with such deiiio(oatic movements 
they take revenge on such people in thi . way. 

Then, Sir, there is one other point which J have to make and 1 sliall 
finish witl) it, and that is. Sir, with regar<i to some comments which have 
been made here in this Hou.se by Sri Radha >'alli Das. It seems to me that 
lie was trying to tell iis that tlie judges do not know their duty and where 
their duty ends and (lie dut_\ ot the liCgi'shituie begins. Now 1 am airaid 
that this soj't f)f jinnarks in this Assenibl\ is d(*tnnH‘nt,iI 1o justice in ^^^‘s^

Theretoie, Sir, <her«‘ will b»> no one in West 
Bengal or for the mattiu rd’ that in the windi' (d India who would sa,\ that 
the Judg(‘s oi a majority of the Judge's ate not doing tlieo dut_\. 'i'he\ aie 
eei'taiiily doing- then dut\ in thm High Coint and in othei like (ouit*. in

Sn]u-(‘m(‘ ('onrt, in pai-t lenlar, me tin* onl\ jdae<‘s wheo* w t' can look toj "ome 
justice. When sindi is tin* eas(‘ if meiiile-i'' in this lloime oi the Ministers 
ill this Hou.se threat(‘n the Jndgt's h\ making s<um* remi.nks it will not be 
fair. Wh(*ii Sri Badha Nath Jfas was making sonn* comnients on a jiaiti- 
enlar judgment tin* Hon'ble the Clni't Ministei also got uj) in deteiiee of 
Sri Ibnlha Nath Das’s observations. Again I sa \ . Sii. it is a shame tor 
the people of West Bengal that they .should have* a ( Imd Minister who 
intervene.s in this matter on bi'hatf of anutln>i nn‘mber Sii Ibnlha Nnth Das 
when he sliouhl ha\e |)ulled up Sri Badha Nath Dies and asked him to sit 
down. Such rmiiarks here aie meant to .see that tin* Jiidg-es do not do 
their dnt^ in an inde])(‘ndent spirit but I am surt* that *io Judge will he 
afiaid of such remarks made here either b\ some mt'mbers oi b\ sdine 
Ministers. 

With these words, Sir, I ag-ain sa> tliat until and unless the judieiary i.s 
se]iai-atc<l from tin* executive no justice* will be done to the pt'ople as tar as 
the* eiiminal ease.s aie coneerned es])e<‘iall.\ iii the lowei c(mrt.s. 

Janab MUDAS8IR H0S8AIN: Sir, mx cut motion is regarding the 
method and policx and inetiicieiicx of the department. Sii, the administra- 
tion of jnstiec and in fact t‘vei-y administration which w'er*e carried on by 
Hu* Britishers was meant eolonial system of administration as opfiosed io 
tlu* national systi'in of admin i^t rat ion. 'Idiis colonial system of administra- 
tion WHS meant for tlu* exploitation of the people here and this system was 
introduced hy tlu* British for the purpose of breaking up the whole country 
info groups and factions and such like things. The natural genius of the 
people of this eountrv was to decide tlie disputes by the village panchayets 
and from the very beginning this.jhatter w*as discussed and thoroughly placed 
before the country hy the Father of Hu* Nation, Mahatma (Jandhi. He said 
that all along India in its originality every village wais a republic unto itself 
and all disputes, all welfare Questions and everything, Sir, used to be decided 
by the panchayefs and matmthars. In order to do away with this inherent 
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judicial spirit in the minds of the people these British ImperiuIistvS 
started courts hy passing Civil Court Acts and other Acts. The only 
intention, the only motive which guided the spirit of the lliitishers to 
establish these courts was to break up the republican spirit of inherent 
judicial spirit in the villages. In their own country the civil and criminal 
cases are decided hy juries and peers hut in case of their colonies, tiiis 
system of administration was established, as I have .said, to break up 
the whole family sy.stem of the judicial system which was inherciil in the 
country. Sir, you say that you have attained freedom. .1 sa\ xou have 
not. You say that you are carrying on a national •^xstem of administratii^n, 

1 say it is not national. You are following at the heels of the Britisli 

Government who were \ our exploiters. Thertdoie, 1 sm these genlleimm 
sitting there, 1 mean the Ministers, are ; Iministenng jnstiee in tin* same 
way as those Imperialists and exploiter-s ^iml toi mentors did.

On tin* hndings ol the em|iiii> 
eomiueled h\ tlu* Knfoieeinent Branch certain lesults were airi\ed at and 
w 1*1 e r *rred to the Home Dejiartment and the Home ]>(‘partni(*nt j'efen'i*d 
them to the -ludicua] Department. .Ami the dududal J)e))ai'tmenl asked a 
}iai ticular person — a Jhililie Prosoeutor — to stand liis trial. This is |ioW' 
there is a eoniieetirig link ht'tween the initial sta^i* ami the lalei stage 
that euiresponds to the whole thing and there is a soit of eonspirae\ hehirid 
it. In order, therefore, to eiili^!it(*n the House aliout the laits that have a 
direct bearing on tliis case J shall tr\ to pn*seiit f.iets before tlie House foi 
the infoniiation of the House as also of tlie jmhiie ontsnh*. .As a result 
the first conspiracy case was .started by some persons living at Koiinagar led 
by one Sudbangsbu Kumai- Mitra. .Tli(‘ object of this eon.spiraey was to 
rob the U. S. A. military men by taking illegal delivery from the nuifhis 
of certain U. S. A. military gooils (beer, flour, sugar, i*1e.) that these men 
used to send to their variou.s c'anteens tlirough boats.. I'he police detected 
the offence, made .some enquiries and eventually sent 10 [lersons in Barrack- 
pore Court to stand their trial there under various .sections of the Indian 
Penal Code — conspiracy being the main charge.. As a result of the above- 
mentioned conspiracy case a second conspiracy was started very soon. I am 
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referring to that casen — Emperor verms Wasil Khan and others. As a result 
of that conspiracy case a second conspiracy case was started and it was led 
hy some Government officials along with other non-officials, some lawyers 
and some among the accused of Wasil Khan’s case and this conspiracy was 
headed hy the then Assistant Public Prosecutor.

I shall now show that most of these 
officers excej)t Sri Jhinkaj Ganguly agajiist whom a prn/ui facie case had 
been made out wen* j)roniott*d, Imt only one nian w;i,s forced to i el ire. namely, 
Sri Panka.j Ganguly, the then Public Pro.secutor of 24-Parganas.

24-Parganas, Si i K K. Mitra, 
I.C.S., and tin* then Additional Supi'rintemlent of Police, 24-lhirganas, 
Sri N. C. Sen, since retirt*d. Two Inspectois of Poj](*e Sri Nilmon> 
Bhattaclmr\ \ a and Sri Subodli t'handra Mazumdar held an enquir\ into tlie 
matter, examined ahout fift\ witiu*s,ses and submitted theii nqiort to the 
then Lhstrict Magistrate, Sri K. K. Mitra who thouglit fit not to move 
in the matter for some time w’hen he wuis transferred and then came in 
Sri B. K. Acharya, l.C'.S.., as District Magistrate of 24-Parganas..

To cut the matter short, I w'ould ask the Judicial Minister to refresh 
his m(*morv and to say if he did not answer last y(*ar the allegations made 
on the floor of this House by saying that he was satisfied that Mr. B. fb 
Nag did not help Mr. Datta, the father-in-law of his brother because, he 
had this information from Mr. Nag himself. Sir, tins sort rif administra- 
tion of justice cannot l>e found in any State or in any civilized country. 
If the accused pleads “not guilty’b liis statement is aece|ded as correct. 
Then what i.s the good of having this paraphernalia of judiciary and 
magistraev in the province? Do away wTli it. Have* the statement of the 
accu.sed in every case and if the accused pleads “not guilt v“, no trial is 
necessary After that. A privw facie case ka.s been made out against a 
particular officer, but the officer make.s a .statement and the Hon’ble Judicial 
Minister Mr. Niharendu Dutt-Mazumdar accepts the .statement of that 
officer against whom charges have been framed and a prirna facie case? has 
been made out.

DEMANDS FOR GRANTS.

To cut the matter short, may I ask the Judicial Minister if the following 
did not transpire in the Enforcement Branch enquiry against the following 
gentlemen ? 

Against the Government officials. 

The following are some of the matters that came out from witnesses who 
signed their statements: — 

Against the then Public Prosecutor Sri P. K. Ganguli : — 

(1) Received a bribe of Rs. 500 from accused Sachin Roy direct and 

showed him some favour. The mone\ was paid .it Mr. Ganguli’s 
house after arranging the s.ime with Mi. (ianguli llirough 
Satidas Maitra over the ’phone trom Biiowanijiore {lolict'-station 
— vu/e Sacliin Roy’s signed statement. 

(2) Accused Sudhanshu Mitra’s account books which lie produced 

during enqiuiv showed a “ol Parker pen” to be jne.sented to 
Public Prosecutor Mi. Ganguli. 

(8) Public Ib’Osecutor Mr. Ganguli sent some emissaries to Konnagore, 
during the Knforcement Branch enquiry, to gain over witnesses 
— signed stateimuits of Tarak and Sailen. 

(4) Suppression of sonn* imjiortant documents fiom the tiial court — 

documents sidzed fiom Maitr.i long after the case was ovei. 

(5) Mr. Ganguli delil»eratel\ misled tin* Additional Sessions Judge and 

got the ae(|uittal of threi* main .iccus(*d on fuinishing a bond — 
ro/c the Additional S(*ssions Judj^e's statt*iijeiit 
(0) Forged, iii.inufactured tin* two false witnesses' statements —I ndu 
Mookerji and I»ii<‘n Hiswas— under tliieal and pressure — ru/u 
thi'ii sign(*d statements, 

(7 1 IVas instrumental in bringing a talse enminal cas(‘ against his 
junioi' who was the Junior Puhlii Proseeutoi’ in fhnjieror Ih*.'. 
\Vasil Khan’s case and had to withdraw' that c.isi* against tin* 
s.'iid junior aft(»r giving a written unconditional, un(]iialified 
apolog> to the said junior. 

(8) Had to give a vvntt<’n undeitakinu at the tiial ((»urt not to tt'init*! 
Indu Mookerji tiu eioss-oxamin.ition because he was a ialse 
witness - manutact 111 ed — oniei-s)u*et ol the case and various 
otlier cli.irges.

Charges against Sri lb (’. TSag - 

(J ) Accejitance of luilH* —r/Jc statenn*nt of Tarak, Sailen, the junior 
Jbiblic I’rosecutor and others. 

(2) Sending emissaries to Konnagore to gain over witnesses. Mr. Nag 

sept pleadei Mani Mohon Chakra varti who was a cousin of 
Advocate Bankim Bhattacharji, practising in the Income-tax 
court wJio w'as !Mr. Nag’s ])ermanent Income-tax jdeader. 
Mr. Nag, in addition to liis own iiiHuenco, influenced Mani Babu 
through Bankim Babu — rn/c statement of Tarak and Sailen. 
Be it noted here that Mr. Ganguli was forced to resign for having 
coiiiinitted this offence while tins offence became an extra quali- 
fication with Mr. Nag and he got his promotion overnight. 

(3) Changed the statement .nf accused-ajiprover Ambujakhya Banerji 

before the police and introduced there among others the name 
of accused Tarak who was absolutely not guilty. Both the 
statements can be found even now with the record. 
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(4) Recomniended ill6g^ally some accused uniit to be approvers leavings 
aside the fit persons, in lieu of money — vuie sig^ned statement 
of Lalit, Sailen and others. 

(6) Gave his opinion in the case first against the written record of 

Mr. J. K. Mukherji who advised to see Mr. Ganguli first and 
various other charges. 

('harges against Satidas Maitra : 

(1) Acceptance of bri))e of Ks. 5(H) and Rs. 2,500 — vide signed state- 

ments of accused Sachin Roy and Mr. Saniaresh Hoy (Miaudhuri 
of the Bengal Breweries, Ltd. 

(2) Demand ()f Rs. 2,000 from accused Amhuj’s father through his 

orderly J*urusattam — vide signed statement of Ambuj’s fatlier. 

(3) Changing accused-aj)j)rover Ambuj’s .4Tutemeut. 

(4) Manufacturing false witnes.ses Indu Mookerji and Biren Biswas 

under threat and pressure — vide their signed statements. 

(5) Forging jiolice diaries. 

((>) PLxtortion — vide statements of two Hindusthaiii accused and others’ 
statements. 

(7) Suppression from court the search list of Amhuj’s house 

and noii-productioii in court of Anihuj’s note books found 

from Amhuj at the time of his arrest — these uere rt‘COveretl 

from Maitra by the Enforcement Branch Inspector during his 

enquiry. 

(8 1 Missing police diaries recovered from him. 

(fi) Making over the carbon copies of the abovenoted diaries to the 
authorities through Inspector Subodh Mazumdar in a surrepti- 
tious method. 

(10) Accepting money from Jhajiharia and Rahman — vide liulit’s signed 
statement and various other charges. 

Now. Sir, I will not go into further details of the evidence. The 
accused Mr. Ganguli was forced to retire in spite of the fact that the 
District Magistrate had stated in his letter that he should be punished for 
bis “unprofessional conduct” and he did not include the charge of bribery 
oecause by that time the offence of accejiting “bribe” had liecome, by the 
Legislature, “a cognizable offence” and the moment Mr. (iangiili was to 
answer that charge, he was bound to be arrested under the existing law. 

Are not the.se disclosures .sufficient to maki' a prima faeie (uise against 
all the accused persons referred to above!' Did not the whole file of 
Emperor Wasil Kiian and others first go to the then J'ublic Prosecutor, 
24-Pargana8, Sri J. K. Mukherji, who refused the case and referred the 
matter in writing first to the then Additional Public l^rosecutor Sri P. K. 
Ganguli and next to him to the then Assistant Public Prosecutor Sri B. C. 
Nag? Did the Investigating Officer Satidas Maitra take fhe papers first 
to Sri B. C. Nair and in his police diary refer Mr. Nag as the Additional 
Public Prosecutor whicli Mr. Nag never was? Is it not a fact that during 
the Departmental Enipiiry Satidas Moitra slated that under order of the 
Then Additional District Magistrate, 24-Pargj*nas, he took the file to 
Mr. Nag first, but in spite of tremendous seanh no such ord(*r wais found 
to exist and in it.s place an order in the handwriting of Satidas Moitra 
which did not bear even the Additional District Magistrate’s name was 
produced before the President of the Departmental Enquiry as the genuioc 
order? Were not the opinions of Sri J. K. Mukherji and B. C. Nag 
24 
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missing from the records of the case? Were not they recovered -quite 
suddenly from the possession of Satidas Moitra at Bhowanipore police- 
station long after the case was over? How do you reconcile this removal 
— the reason is obvious — Mr. Mookerji’s note will show that Mr. Nag was 
not the first man referred to there, so his opinion niu.st be removed and 
Mr. Nag’s opinion must also be remove 1 because of his illegal and unjusti- 
fied recommendations for some of the accused. 

What Hui-prises most even a man in the street that after the debate in 
the Assembly by Mr. Hashim, all the papers — Police diaries of Emperor 
vit. Wasil Khan and others as well as the entire Enforcement Branch 
papep were passed on to the hands of Sri B. C’. Nag — although he had 
nothing to do with either of the matters save and except giving an opinion 
in the case Emi)eror rrrsux Wasil Klian and others and that also long long 
ago, and these pai)ers were subsequently taken back from Mr. Nag by the 
then District Magistrate, 24-Parg»anas, Sri H. Banerji, on the eve 

of the departmental enquiry. In the meantime Mr. Nag made copies of 
tlie statements of w-itnesses during the Enforcement Branch enquirv and 
passed them on to his junior Mr. G. Ghatak, Advocate, to he given to Satidas 
Moitra to enable the latter to put questions to witnesses from those state- 
ments in the departmental enquiry. This fact was admitted by Satidas 
Moitra himself }>y way of answer to a question put to him by the President. 
Departmental En(|uiry. 

Mr. B. (\ Nag, the pampered child of the Gongress Government, not only 
had his promotion for his dishonesty, but he hail something more h\ way 
of a rewaird for his name having been dragged on tlie floor of the Assembl\ . 
He was then entrusted to prosecute a band of youngmen described as 
“communists” on a special fee hitherto never granted to any of the Public 
Prosecutors, 24-Pargarias. 1 do not for one moment suggest that those 
communists should not be prosecuted. I^et them be prosecuted fair1\ and 
Hquarel.N and if found guilt,\, let them be punished b\ all means. But you 
cannot curse the puliiic if they smell a rat over this ])rosecution when they 
knew’ the Sjiecial Public Prosecutor in this case is one who is a past-master 
in changing police diaries <and manufacturing false witnesses. I wonder 
if this gentleman Mr. Nag was appointed a Special Public Prosecutor in 
this case by the Hon’ble the Judicial Minister on a special tee for his special 
knack of changing police diaries and manufacturing false witnesses — the 
evidence of which is amply got in the Enforcement Branch enquiry and 
departmental enquiry in the case Emperor versus Wasil Khan and others. 

Everyone of the Government officials, excepting Sri P. K. Ganguli was 
promoted for his dishonesty. Mr. Nag was promoted. Satidas Moitra was 
promoted to be the Chief Court Inspector. Kai Bahadur T. N. Mookerji 
wais given an extension of Government Pleadership and Public Prosecutor- 
ship, Hooghly, for the third time. Mr. K. C. Banerji. Police Magistrate, 
Alipore, who spoke to Satidas Moitra during the latter’s suspension over 
the case was brought down to the Secretariat as an Assistant Secretary; and 
Inspector Subodh Mazumdar, the most corrupt officer of the Anti-Corruption 
Department for his smuggling of the diaries on behalf of Ganguli, Nag and 
Moitra was confirmed in his officiating post. 

Men of the future generation w’ould refu.se to believe that such a dirty 
gang had its existence on earth, and people of the future generation will 
b« shocked to know that among this dirty gang two of them Sri P. K. 
Ganguli and Sri B. C. Nag had* the unique homour and privilege of having 
held the highest legal official position in the district of 24-Parganas. 

In conclusion I would demand of the Congress Government to hold a 
trial of these officials along with the non-official persons. Let them be tried 
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by a court of law and if they are acquitted let the rong*ress Government 
shout at the top of their voice that their officials are like Caeser’s wife above 
suspicion. We shall ask this Government if they are afraid to prosecute 
them. Why should the Government be utraid to prosecute peo]>le where a 
clear prima fane case was made against them. Any civilised Government 
would have done that. 

With these observations, I once again commend m> motion to the 
acceptance ot this House. Let the (jovernmeiit come lorn aid to face this. 
]jet the Government come forward to hold an en(juir\ into tlie conduct of 
all the officials who have been promoted for dishonest) and foi hu’k of devo- 
tion to the State, whereas in the other case as m\ honourable liiend said 
the other day a particular officei tcjr his honesty, for liis inlt*j.:rity ot characte?, 
f»)r his devotion to the State was penalised by the local (iovernmtmt .

The Hon’ble NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Mi Speaker, Sii, 

with reference to the cut motions moved and the points of criticisms raised, 
I would take the last point first, namely, the motion of my friend Si. Kanai 
Lai De to the effect that Government has failed to raise the salary 01 jirocess 
servers and such other low-paid (iovernmeiit officers. For his intormation 
and for the infonnation of ttic House. I would sa\ that tin* attfoitom of a!i 
may be drawn to the West Bengal Service^ Bevision of Pay Rules, IffijU, 
under which the .scales of pa\s of all classes of Goveinnient einploNees have 
been raised. The .scale of process-servers lias also been raised. Formerly 
their scale used to be from Ks. HI — 2 t) <uily. Tliis has been raised from 
Rs. ‘io — 3 o plti'f Rs. 2 'j dearness allowance. .So, the lowest paid process- 
server gets Rs. oU as the initial payment and apart from that lo‘ is (‘iititled 
to other allowances admissible under the rules. The increase in tlicir case 
bus been more than ot) per cent. Besides they have been allowed travelling, 
mileage and dearness allowance.s admissible to Government servants of the 
same class. Therefore I think that my honourable friend will agree, while 
I appreciate his solicitude for the lower paid employees, that Government ia 
not unmindful and has already^ done what it ought t(j have done. 
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Now, coming to the other points my friend Sj. Annada Prasad Choudhury 
raised the question of certain cases of section writers and others of the Hign 
Court. Obviously he referred to certain persons who were either dismissed 
or demoted. He had also read out a letter trying to make much out of it. 
Sir, I would say only this — I would tell him and the House that that letter 
only flubstautiutes what I had stated, namely, that Government comes up 
before this House, asks for grants, the House votes the grants and according 
to scales of pay settled, officers are employed and they are appointed 
entirely by the High Court and Government has no interference in the 
matter of appointment or disciplinary action. I am sure it will not be 
suggested that because this House votes the grants, therefore Government 
should interfere with the administration of the Hon’ble Chief Justice per- 
taining to the High Court. It is a plain enough matter that if there is any 
technical defect or irregularity in an order relating to the scales of pay, the 
Accountant-General naturally brings it to the notice of the appropriate 
department wlienever anything comes to his notice. And that letter states 
that Government did point out certain defects in thaf^ order and demanded 
refund of the amounts that have been jiaid in excess. When the Chief 
Justice’s order had been regularised the Ac'countant-General passed the Bill. 
That is all. 1 do not think that goes anywlmre beyond that. (Sj. ANI^An.^ 
Pm»SAi) ('iiocoiiVRY : It is not so simple as that.) Furthermore, with 
regard to the contention that because (jovernment is resi)onsible lor payin;> 
and the House votes the money, therefore Government should go on looking 
into the administration of the High Court, I would res])ectfully submit that 
technically Government is responsible for grant of money, sanctioning the 
grades of pay and so on and so forth; but, ajiart from these technical rules, 
there are very necessary and important conventions to observe whereby we 
are anxious to ensure the independence of the High Court. We must not, 
,iust because we get the grant voted by the House, interfere in the actual 
administration of the High Court. I would therefore suggest that it would 
be a healthy convention for all the members of the House to observe that 
whenever there is any mutter perlbining to the administration of the 
Hon‘ble the Chief Justice, instead of discu.ssing such matters without 
getting apprised of the full facts and the reasons for the action that the 
Chief Justice may have taken, instead of coming up with such points before 
the House, one should take them to the notice of the Chief Justice. I for 
myself as well as the Government have full confidence in the administration 
of tlTe Chief Justice and 1 think this House and the country at large 
share that confidence. If anything came to the notice of the Government, 
even technical defects, such for instance as happened in the case of certain 
grades of pay', it was pointed out and brought to the notice of the Chief 
Jutsice by Government and I suggest that the honourable members will do 
better if they observe this healthy convention and not drag in matters within 
the purview of the admiuistiation of the Hon’ble Chief Justice before the 
House. I think it will be a healthy convention for us all to follow. 

With regard to the point raised by my honourable friend, those are 
t hviously the points sup])lied to him by some dismissed or demoted persona 
cf the High Court. I do not think that my friend will do justice to the case 
if he on the t\r purtv version of a few dismissed or demoted person.s takes 
up the matters in a way which might appear as casting a slur or reflection 
on the ;nlministration of the High Court. I think that would be far from 
fair. I would theref(»re suggesT, and I tiiink my friend would agree with 
me, that it would be better for him — and there were ways open to him to 
bring such matters to the notice of the Hon'ble jChief Justice — to advise the 
aggrieved persons to go and appeal to the Chief Justice rather than go and 
make an agitation. After all, I cannot believe that the Hon’ble Chief 
Justice without having fully considered matters has taken any action which 
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would be unjustified. I have not the facts at my disposal, nor can I give 
answer on behalf of the Chief Justice right on the floor of this House. Apart 
from the modicum of the points dealt with, there is a difference and a dis- 
tinction between money sanction, grades of pay sanction, etc., 
and between the actual administration relating to the 
appointment, transfer or disciplinary action. The latter 
category of things is left entirely to the Hon’hle Chief Justice (Sj. Annada 
Frosad CHOUDiirRY : What about irregularity in payment). If there is 
any defect noticed, the Accountant-General will bring it to the notice of 
the Government and the Government brings it to the notice of the Chiet 
Justice and the matters are mended in this way. I say that it is not such a 
point as to make such a noise about. (Interrui)tion.s. ) 

Mr- SPEAKER: I would request the honourable members in the Opposi- 
tion to give the Hon’ hie Minister a patient hearing. As a matter ot fact 
there was no interruption from the Government side when the charges were 
being levelled. 

Dr. 8URE8H CHANDRA BANERJI: But the Hon'ble Minister also 
should speak to the point and answer the questions raised and not sjieak 
about irrelevant things. I raise this as a point of order. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: If you think that there is a point of order involved then 
the Hon’ble Minister should be permitted to give his detence without much 
interruptions. 

The Hon’ble NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR; Thank y u, Sir I 

only hope that my friend will lend me his ears and he will gid tlu* points. 

Now, with regard to the procedure, 1 think Sj. Annada Prosad ( houdhury 
is not correct when he says that advocates ma> not apiieai ladbre the 
Original Side or before the High Court in case.s which are to be done by the 
Barristers. There is no such difference as between the right to app(*ar of 
the Barristers and that of advocates. Today the only (jiiestion wdiieh 
perhaps my friend has in his mind is the question of dual system in which 
one has to engage a Solicitor and then engage a (Vuinsel to represent his 
case. If that is all he has in mind, 1 may inform him that that is also a 
point which has been included in the scope of reterenct* of tin* Judicial 
Reforms Committee of which a report has been suhmitted as 1 mentioned 
already. On this point Government wdll decide after having studied the 
recommendations of the Comimttee. 

Sir, I have not much to say ahoui the imiiit made by Sj. ICulha Natii 
Das beyond saying that at this transitional sta^n*, if it aj>i)earh that on 
certain points or occasions there is a conflict of opinion or outlook as 
between the judiciary and executive or in tlie co-rdation between the func- 
tions of the judiciary and the Legislature, that is a matter of time in 
course of which adjustments are made and have been imnb' in all Himilar 
cases in other countries. I think after .sometime defect^ and drawbacks 
which have come to the public notice will have been mended 1 hose detecqs 
and drawbacks have been rectified by the deci'^ions of the highest court o 
law in most cases. 

Therefore we may leave our counts alone, with absolute confidence in 
them in course of time to rectify these defects which may ajipear and to 
make for- adjustments of the co-relationship between the different branches 
of the State which must function harmoniously, without any h^f^h in their 
inter-relation, in a proper way. Sir, as the other day my fnend the Hon hie 
Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri pointed out, it was the Chief Jushce of the 
Calcutta High Court who had observed that on legislation enacted it is the 
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business of the court to interpret the law and apply the law and administer 
justice in accordance with the law. It is no part of the duty of the court to 
criticise the legislature, because the legislature alone, representing the will 
of the people, would know the needs of the people and exercise their best 
judgment in promulgating the laws that they think necessary to promulgate. 
There is a clear co-relation and we may safely leave it to the courts to rectify 
them. If the members so feel, it is alwpys open to them to amend the law. 
So I submit that there should be a healthy convention observed on the floor 
ot the House that the court should not be criticised on such points to which 
my friend Sj. Annada Prosad Choudhury has made a reference and on which 
I have made my submissions. 

Then, Sir, with regard to the points that have been raised by my friend 
Sj. Charu Chandra Bhaudari, I am sorry to say that I have failed to satisfy 
him. Sir, I have mentioned steps which Government have already taken 
pending the publication of the report and recommendations of the Judicial 
Reforms Comirnttee. Therefore, when I stated the steps which Government 
have taken, I had stated that in the meanwdiile whatever issues came up before 
the Government, Government in all its actions has been fully alive to the 
directive principles of the Constitution of the Indian Republic and, even 
while awaiting the rejiort of the Judicial Reforms Committee, we took steps 
in absolut(‘lv the right direction. And with regard to our magistrates about 
whom he said that there is no promotion without conviction and that our 
magistrates are incapable of giving independent judgments, I am sorry to say 
that it is an unworthy reflection on our magistracy and 1 repudiate the 
suggestion. I think that toda.\ there is not a single case in which any action 
of a magistrate, even judicially, can pass unnoticed, because, if a magistrate 
takes a wrong action, there is an appeal to a higher court. .Today even 
my friend Mr. Jyoti Basil has paid comjdiments to our judiciary. 
Incidentally, he (j noted the Anglo-Saxon juris})rudence instead of the 
Russian. Tliis is interesting evolution of Sri Jyoti Basu in one direction 
at least. 1 would ask all my friemls of this House that the action of the 
judiciary, wliich can evoke compliments and the highest coni]>liments and 
expression of confidence at that even from my friend Mr. Jyoti Basu, should 
certainly be above the reproach of my friend Sj. (’haru t'handra Bhandari. 1 
need not sa>' more about other points he has mentioned which were quite 
irrelevant to tlie snhji'ct of administration of justice. 

And now, Sir, coming to the otlicr points raised by my friends Sj. Jvoti 
Ilasu and Janab Syt‘d Badrudduja, I found that Sj. Jyoti Basu would like 
to haul up tile lloirhle the Chief Minister. I think lie would liave the head 
ot the Judicial Minister on a charger. Mr. Badrudduja would feel merriment 
and liappy if that haj)]H‘ns. 1 need not make more than a short work of 
what the hononrahle member, Syed Badrudduja, tried to make out befoie 
the House. I find that Mr. Badrudduja has become hojielessly out of date, 
and he could not get a charge against us to level other than that which was 
more than two years old. Sir, it had been dismissed two years ago, and I 
ran only refer the honourable members to that, because I do not think that 
their memory is so short, although Janab Syed Badrudduja counted on the 
shortness of their memory. All these things on which he waxed eloquent 
fell flat nonetheless because it was fully discussed on the floor of the House 
and my full submission had been placed before the House. Charges were 
made against me while I was absent from the House, and 1 took the first 
opportunity to make a statement and placed the full facts of this matter 
before the House, whicJi was appToved by the House by an overwhelming 
majority. Sir, those who will not care to understand, those who will not 
care to see facts, I am sorry I cannot give them the capacity to see facts. 
Therefore, in the,se circumstances I cannot but pity Janab Syed Badrudduja. 
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I also remind the House that I almost felt like congratulating myself 

on thfe prophecy I made on the first day of my a])pearance on the floor of the 
House after the statement had been made against me. .1 found that in their 
nervousness, the remnants of the Muslim League started jumping on their 
feet and asking me to resign. I told them that it had still to be seen 
whether I resign or you flee the country and cross the border and follow the 
Muslim League leaders elsewhere. .Today 1 find that one of them has taken 
a fat job under the Pakistan Government and others have disappeared in 
Pakistan, and another member unfortunately is not present in the House: 
I need hardly say more on that stale old tune of theirs which shows utter 
bankruptcy even in the art of invectives as in the case of Syed lladrudduja 
who could not even be up-to-date. .He tried to make a bad imitation and 
mimicry of my honourable friend Sj. Deben Sen wdio was found feeling 
happy in contrast to the pathetic performance of Syed Badrudduja which 
even did not arouse any interest on the floor of the House. 

Sir, my honourable friend Mr. Mudassir Hossaiii has given us a thesis 
on the colonial system of justice vcr,>tus the panchat/et system of justice 
which was in vogue in the country in the days of yore. .His system and the 
exposition of his thesis are unexceptionable, and I think it would be a happy 
day w'hen the new scheme of pancJuiyetSy together with the panchayet 
system of justice, which has been formulated by tbe Hon’lde the Chief 
Minister, Dr. B. C. Roy, for all round development of work is introduced 
in our villages. An endeavour is being made to introduce the system so 
that real siraraj may come into being, and with the introduction of the 
panchayet system every village may undertake the development of the 
villages and administer justice by way of judicial conciliation so that there 
may not be so much inconvenience and exjiense involved in wasteful litigation. 

ith these w'ords, Sir, 1 shall conclude, and before I conclude I wish only 
to say that 1 am thankful to my friend Sj. Annada Jhosad (’houdhury who 
mentioned here about the grant of a clemency petition and a fresh charge 
wdiich is still pending. I have not the facts at my disposal just now’. But 
1 can assure him that 1 shall look into the matter and find out the facts, 
becau.se my friend’s cut motion which wanted to raise a discussion on the 
policy was so vague that it was not po.s.sible for me to anticipate this parti- 
cular matter beforehand. 

Therefore I can assure him that at the earliest possible opportunity I shall 
find out and give him the facts. 

With these words, Sir, I commend my motion to the acceptance of the 
House and I opjiose all the cut motion.s and I hope the House will always 
bear in mind the salutary conventions w'hich 1 have suggested.

8 J. JYOTI BASirf Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, the West Ben^ral Govern- 
ment policy with regard to jail administration and specially with regard to 
the treatment meted out to tlie detenus and the under-trial prisoners stands 
eoudemiied l)ecause, Sir, it is known to everybody that it was only after 
there was a prolonged hungerstrike in the diflereiit jails of West 13engal, 
after there was firing inside jails and the detenus were killed in this firing, 
that the Government started giving the detenus certain concessions on food 
allowances, family allowances, regular supply of different kinds of literature, 
etc. With regard to classification, similarly, the prisoners, both under- 
trial and detenus, had to undergo a period of trial and test as a result of 

which the health of many of these under-trial prisoners and detenus has 
been 8j)oiled, I think for ever. It vas after the hunger-strike that the 
Ooyernment came to an understanding with the detenus in the matter of 
their classification, namely, that if they are persons engaged in democratic 
work and peasant movements and so on then they would be given the 
jsame classification as others, not that in every case this agreement which 
liad keen reached with the agreement is being observed. I do not know 
whoj^ default it is but I have seen myself in the Dum Dum Jail, the 
Presidency Jail and other jails this time that this was not being observed 
at the time 1 was there for about three months. I do not remember as to 
how many people, how many detenus and other political prisoners were slain 

inside jails under the British rule but during Congress regime within the 

course of a few years, namely 2/3 years, 4 of our people were killed and 
they had to give tlieir lives inside jails. I heard, when I went to the Dum 
Dum jail, that, when the Dum Dinii Jail was handed over to the District 
Magistrate of 24-Parganas to deaj with the detenus who were protesting 
inside — because their comrades in the Presidency Jail were on hunger- 
strike to ventilate their grievances — and refused to W locked up, the District 
Magistrate at once rang up the Hon’ble the Chief Minister and asked him 
a® to what he should do and the Chief Minister it seems told him over the 
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^phbne’ — I want them locked up — dead or alive. (The Hon*ble Dr. Bidhan 
Ohandra Rot ; That is false, that is untrue). I am ^lad that it was untrue. 
I was not incline^ to believe such statement but we heard it from an official 
of the Dum Dum Jail whose name I cannot mention here. (The Hon’ble 
Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: That is an untrue statement). However the 
detenus there fought to the last. They resisted inside the jail without 
anything in their hands in a completely non-violent manner. They resisted 
the attempts of the police from outsitie to overpower them. It was a 
historic fight put up by the political prisoners and detenus against the 
police. Such is the basic factor of jail administration. The West Bengal 
Government, I must say thereafter made certain concessions to the detenus 
with regard to the treatment meted out to them and with regard to other 
things. Another very important fact which I am sure is known to most 
of the peopje sitting on the (lovernment benches, because itiost of them 
barring a few’ gentlemen have been in.side the prisons tor a much longer term 
than I have been inside the jails and this is regarding the pin-pricks inside 
the jails given by the Jail Superintendents and the officers time after time. 
We Iiave referred this matter to the Home Secretary and to others but 
unfortunately nothing has been done to see that at least things are stopped. 


These are small things, Sir, but when small things are added up together 
they become big. So ultimatel\ we go <»n hunger-strike which seems to 
the outside ])eoide ridiculous but to the ]>eo])le inside jails that is very 
important. 1 shall mention a few' instances. There are slio]>s inside the 
Dum Dum and J^residency Jails from which w’e can buy articles. But 
(iovernment says wo are not allowed to buy holdalls foj- mon* than Rs. 21) 
and fountain j)en also for more than Rs. 20, although their prices are 

higher than that (A voick : I) 1 do not .say but I say 

these are j)in“})ri(ks. It is .surprising that if a holdall is to be 
bought it must cost Rs. 20 and no more, I do not know if the Hon’ble the 
Home Mini.ster )i.i> stun our representation on such things. But if lh(‘se 
bars were not then* I think much trouble can be avr>i(h‘d. ritimately, 
Ijow’ever, they <lo give us these things but they write souk* oth(*i’ thing for 
Rs. 2 — .some bf)ok or some other thing. So thes«‘ troubles are created 
unnecessarily. Then, Sir, some of us wanted red-blue |s*nc-ils inside* the 
jail. The Jail ( ode says that you can get a ])encil but it does not define 
the pencil a'>d it v^as interpreted to mean that we cannot get red-blue pencil. 
So w'hen we wanted red-blue pencil the Superintendent sanl, you cannot get 
it and he referred to rules and regulaticms and rang uf» tin* Inspector- 
(ieneral of Pris-.ns ;»ml the Home Minister and the Secretary but ultimately 
(jf course we did not get it. .These are such trifling things that the 
Ministers are laughing, but inside jail these are sf) important to us. It 
seems to us that it is in order to give us trouble only that thi‘se jiin-pricks 
are given to us. 


Then T shall r(‘fer to another thing. It happened to me and so it is a 
j)er8onal experience of mine, but I shall give it all the same, bec'ause it is 
not only my own experience but it has become a general rule inside jails. 
When I w’as arrested this time my wife w’as very ill. I w’as in the Presidency 
Jail and w’rote to the department concerned for giving me leave to go home 
and see her, I got this leave through our jail visitor, Mr. Banerjee; he 
was very well known to me and he used to fielp us to the be.st of his ability. 
Then I was transferred to the Dum Dum Jail and my wife was still ill. 1 
wrote to the Government and nothing happened. The Government did not 
even caie to reply to my letter and it w'as hanging fire. 1 sent a reminder 
and I beard from people who came to see me in jail that a polices officer or 
w)inebody from Lai Bazar went to tbe doctor, Dr. Heraendra Neogy and 
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askecl him whether there was danger to her life. Sir, the doctor was not 
used to such questions and he said that a doctor never says about his 
patient that he or she cannot be saved until the last moment. 

Tha Hoil’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Some doctors do. 

SJ. JYOTI BA8U: But this stupid police officer asked the same question 
and said, *‘I would have allowed him to s^e her but after this it is not worth 
my while to let him see her.” Sir, I do not mind that I did not get any 
permission. I know one cannot expect favours from this Government but 
my only point is that some reply should have been given that “you will not 
get this permission”. But the reply was never forthcoming. Then I 
referred the matter to the jail visitor also and he would he in a position to 
testify that what I am now saying is true. .When 1 was in the Presidency 
Jail there were so juany security prisoners — over 20(1 of us — and this was 
happening to them also. There was one person who had applied to go home 
to see his ailing father or mother and he also got no reply. When his 
mother or father was dead, he got a reply that now he could go and see him 
or her. Government even did not care to know tlmt the poor person had 
died in the moan time. That is the sort of thing that is going on because 
Government do refuse to give replies to our letters. 

1 lien with regiird to medical treatment I know that in Duin Dum Jail 
there were about IJO cases when I was there about three months back, about 
which tlie doctors said that those wore cases for operation which could not 
be done inside too jaii. So they should have been sent out to hospital, but 
we wore told that that could not be done because sufficient beds were not 
allotted ff)r us and in the moan tiim* we saw those poor patients were suffer- 
much and notliing could be done for them. The jail doctors said 
that “we can give you medicine but unless you are X-ra>od and have 
operation nothing cun be done.’ This state of affairs continued for two or 
three or four montlis and in some cases it was hanging fire for one year and 
nothing hapjiened. Those cases were referred to the Home Department. 
1 do not know whether the Home Minister has ever seen them, but we did 
not get any reply. 

Similarly, with regard to family allowance they take such a long time to 
decide w’hether any family allow’ance is to be given or not. There are 
innumerable such cases. AVe all know that w'hen a detenu is to be given 
a family allowance what he normally earned before imprisonment is taken 
into consideration. The rule says that near about that amount would be 
given to his relations or dependents. 

J hen w'itb regard to the Ilaheas Corpus petitions we wanted to send 
petitions to the Supreme ('ourt and asked the (jovernment to make arrange- 
ments for affidavits. For the High (’ourt we do not need this but for the 
Supreme Gourt we do need them. Then we sent a telegram to the Supreme 
Court Chief Justice that Governemnt is refusing to give us this permission 
and thereaftei the Government gave a reply and said that Magi.strate will 
come to the jail but the detenus wdll have to pay for the Magistrate’s 
travelling allowance and other things and then they told us that we are not 
allow^ed to pay from the sum of Rs. 40 per month which w^e were getting. 
Now there are innumerable persons in Dum Dum Jail who have no personal 
cash of their own. They were too poor to have this and they did not 
know how to pay that tw’o or thrw rupees. 1 think Government choose to 
trouble us in this way from a vinjTctive spirit. I do not see any logic in the 
whole thing as to why they do so. 

Then, Sir, there is another matter wdth regard to the Dum Dum Jail 
which we referred to the Superintendent and the Government that when 
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people from outside and far-away places came to see their relations and 
friends in the jail, there was no place outside the gate to wait and sit even 
for half an hour. .There was one room I know hut it is occupied by the 
jail people and these visitors are left to wander about outside and there is 
no place for them to wait. 

With regard to the Iluxa Camp which concerns my next cut motion of 
which I have given notice 1 think there are now about 00 or 70 detenus 
ther*'. Now, thev can easily be accommodated only in Dum Duin Jail and 
if we take the Alipore, Presidency and all the other jails they can be very 
comfortably accommodated here and then there are llerhainiiore Jail and 
Jalpaiguri Jail and other jails. But 1 think it is because ol a vindictive 
spirit that the Government is trying to pre.serve the Buxa Detention Camp 
because if they take the j)risoners there it is im])Ossible for any of them 
to see any relation there. 1 can see no other administrative purpose for 
continuing the Buxa IX^tention Camp ami keeping the detenus in this place. 
Dr. Roy told us that their health was all right, tliere was nothing wrong 
with them. AVell, I have other reports, and besides the question of health 
the main question that 1 have to ask is, why is it that you are trying to 
take them far away. This is the same ohl policy of the British (iovernment 
when they used to take prisoners from here to the Andamans. Through 
our democratic movement we compelled the British Government to bring 
back the prisoners from Andamans and other places to Bengal. But I think 
the Wt'st Bengal (iovernment is following in the same footsteps. 

Then, with regard ti) Alijmre Jail there is no jail visitor. .If a noii' 
othcial jail visitor is there he can help a little. Specially we found that 
Mr. Banerjee could heli) us with regard to small things if not with regard 
to major things, the grtmter things which involve (juestions of jadicy. But 
in'Alipore Central Jail there is no visitor. Consecjuently if wt* compare the 
administration inside Ali]>ore Jail with that of Dum Ihim Jail, wt‘ find there 
is a lot of dift'erence and unnecessarilv th(‘ jieople are put to trouble in 
that jail. We have jiresented a memorandum to the Government with regard 
to this and the Government has done nothing 1 am told with regard to 
Alipore Jail. Similarly with regard to Midnapore Jail. 

(At this stage the red light wnis lit.) 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I regret very much I cannot give you any 
more time. 

The Hofl’bte Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY; You are very helpful. 
You go on. 

SJ. JYOTI BA8U: As 1 was saying these are some of the points which 
I am bringing to the notice of the Government because I feel that although 
the Hon’ble Clxief Minister told us last time that some committee has been 
set up, some recommendations have been made, at least J do not know' 
sf)ecially with regard to political pri.soners wJieiher these particular recom- 
mendations apply, neither do we know* wJiat those recommendations are in 
detail, hut it is high time that the West Bengal (iovernment institutes 
within the space of v<‘ry short time an enquiry into the treatment meted 
out to the political piisoner.s — I am specially talking about thcMu because 
the politi(*al prisoners who will come into the jail, or who are inside the 
jail now, are the opponents of the present (iovernment. It is our avowed 
purpo.se t(> See thiyt this (R)vernment is overthrown. Theiefore we know 
w’e will have to go to jail. As long as there is the Preventive Detention 
Act there will be detenus. Therefore, the chief point I am trying to make 
is Gmt the sooner the> .see that there i.s a healthy atmosphere inside jails the 
better because once you imprison us you deprive us of our liberty; it is the 
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duty of the Government even then to see, although their opponents will be 
in jail, that they are not treated in this vindictive manner. That was the 
mam p(’i:it which I was trying to make. I am sure if the Hon’ble Home 
Minister enquiries into the jail administration he will find that there are 
Supt-riutendents. there are Jailors who behave with the prisoners in a 
manner which only leads to trouble. It is not the fault of prisoners that 
troubles break out inside jails; it is not the fault of the detenus that now 
and fhen there is so much trouble, that they are to go on hunger-strike for 
e‘iO or 4(1 days together. It is not for mere joke or a fun that they go on 
hunger-.strike for 40 days. Because the Ministers and their supporters in 
the Government benches are sitting there safe today, they are not interested 
in jail administration any longer. In 104(S we were told that there was going 
to be jail reform but we see no reform; on the contrary the privileges which 
even the British Governnuuit gave to the detenus are being taljen awa> 
today by this administration. .It was only after, as 1 said, a prolonged 
hunger-strike that they could get some of the concessions. 1 am sure in the 
future the Government will see to it that such things are not allowed to 
happen inside jails, sj)eoially with regard to political ])risoners and detenus.

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, I am thankful to 
Sj. Jyoti Basu for giving some instances of what he calls “pin-pricks” 
inside the jail. There is no doubt whatsoever, and 1 have alwaxs felt in 
the same way since the time I had been inside it that inside the jail the 
general atmosphere is such that one has to admit that he has left behind 
something which he prizes as precious before he came to jail. There is no 
doubt whatsoever about that. There is no doubt also that inside tlie jail 
there is a large number of prisoners who — I am not only spejdting of 
political prisoners but even of ordinary" criminals — who, 1 have felt, were 
really not continued criminals and were capable of being reformed. 1 
should say that ai)out 7') to 80 per cent, of the peoj)le that go to jail are 
not really, from a tem]x»ramental or political jioint of view or habit point 
of view, criminally bent. There are certain number of people who are also 
criminally bent. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: 1 think it is desirable to adjourn the House 
now. 

The Hon‘ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, since 1 have begun 
to speak, let me finish. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: All right. 

The Hon<ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: There is no miestion 
therefore that reform of jails is overdue, and as I indicated in rep\y to a 
question of Sj. Jyoti Basu the other day, a committee has been apjiointed, 
and a person of that committee was asked to investigate — a man w’ho was 
in jail himself for 2(1 years and he lias produced a very valuable document 
W’hich is being considered, and I can tell you that there are certain items 
w^hich have already been accepted and given effect to, but there are others 
which require consideration. 

With regard to the question raised by Sj. Haripada Cliatterjee about the 
question of penology, i.e., examination of jiersons who go inside the jail 
from a psychological point of view’, I have taken steps to select a person 
who has taken a special course in penology in London, just come back, in 
order that he may put a particular scheme before the (iovernmeiit for the 
purpose of treating the patient more from the phychological plane than 
from the physical plane. 

With regard to the point raised by Sj. Jyoti Basu about the small pin- 
pricks that he has mentioned, I shall certainly look into them myself, and 
I hope and trust that it will be pos.sible for us to be able to meet some of 
the difficulties that he has mentioned. 

With regard to some of the points that have been raised, I may mentnm 
that there has been installation of several power-driven oil mills in the 
Presidency Jail in place of the hand-driven ghani in order to soften the 
rigours o*f jail life apart from doing away with the f»bjecfioTmble features 
associated with the latter type of ghani; and introduction of primary educa- 
tion in the District and Central jails; and there have been 11 teachers 
appointed for the purpose. It has been noticed that in some of the sub- 
jails there was a lack of accommodation and con.sequent overcrowding, and 
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in some of the jails like Basirhat and Berhampore there has been increased 
extension made fqr the purpose of avoiding overcrowding in jails. The 
Berhampore Special Jail has been converted into a Central Jail, and it is 
expected that very soon we shall be able to introduce various industries for 
the prisoners. The Borstal Jail has been transferred from Bankura to 
Berhampore, because of larger accommodation and administration. Radio 
sets have been supplied to the detenm. of Central Jails, and installation of 
electric fans in the female risoners^ wards in the Presidency Jail has been 
effected. A mental specialist has been appointed to the Presidency and 
Dum Duin Central Jails. A T. B. specialist has been appointed to the Suri 
Jail, and compounders in all District Jails and in some of the big jails have 
been appointed specially for better medical facilities of the prisoners. 
Whole-time superintendents have been aj)pointed as was recommended by 
the committee apjminted to enquire into the conditions of jails, (iranf of 
one day and one night in a week to members of the Watch & Ward staff 
in the jails has been introduced. A scheme has been accepted for the 
opening of a blanket factory for AVest Bengal jails, since the Dacca Jail 
which used to sup])ly the blankets has been stopped ; and the plant and 
machinery have been ordered and are expected to come very soon. AA^ith 
u view to do away with the difficulties involved in the mufassal of most 
prisoners whose cases are difficult or dangerous for admission to outside 
hospitals, a special ward consisting of 20 l)eds with uj)-to-date medical 
facilities has been ordered to be opened up in the Alii)ore Central Jail. 

There is one point which Sj. Jyoti Basu has mentiomxl, namely, the 
instructions that are issued for grant of family allowances to detenus detained 
under the Preventive Detention Act. He mentioned that in some cases the 
family allowances have not been given for some time even after the persons 
have been taken in. AA’^e have now made certain arrangements. I shall 
tell the H(mse about a few of the arrangements we have made. The 
treatment accorded to security prisoners, now detenus, before the 15th of 
August, 1947, was regulated by the Bengal Security Prisoners Rules, 1940. 
It was found after the transfer of power that the provisions of these rules 
were inadequate to meet the requirements of the changed circumstances, 
and as such these rules were considerably liberalised by the present (jovern- 
ment in matters of diet and other allowances, letters, interviews, studies, 
etc., in order to enable detenus to have more amenities and privileges inside 
the jail. 

All persons served with order under section 3 of the Preventive Deten- 
tion Act, 1950, are, for the purpose of treatment in jail, classified into two 
groups, viz., B and C according to their communal or political activities 
respectivel3^ 

A detenu of Group B receives the treatment accorded to a Division I 
under-trial prisoners. It has not been found necessary to keep anyone of 
this group under detention for more than a month. 

A detenu of Group C has the status of a civil prisoner and enjoys the 
amenities and privileges given below. Such a detenu is paid an initial 
allowance of Rs. 210 on atlmissiou into jail to meet the cost of clothing, 
bedding, crockeries, feeding utensils and all other requirements in jail 
except coir mattresses, bedsteads, cooking utensils and furniture which are 
supplied at Gocernment cost; a monthly allowance of Rs. 40 to mc^t the 
cost of the replacement of articl(;s which hav(‘ gone out of use as also for 
the purchase of newspapers, periodicals, books, stationeries, toilet articles, 
etc.; a diet allowance of Rs. 3-8 per da.v if the detenu is in the Buxa Special 
Jail and Rs. 2-8 if in any other jail; games allowance of Rs. 45 per annum 
for detenus numbering up to 3, Rs. DO per annum for detenus numbering 
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from 4 to 10 and a further sum of Rs. 5 per annum for every additional 
detenu; In case of a bona student a study allowance of Rs. 5 per month 
for 10 months of each luadeniic year and also one half of the examination 
lees if he takes a reco^'iiised or ajiproved examination; Premia on the life 
insurance policy in certain circumstances; A Sradli allowance of Rs. 100 
for performance within the precincts of the jail of the first Snulh or the first 
annual Srtuih ceremony of the father or mother of a detenu, who is the 
eldest son; A maximum of Rs. dO (excluding? pleader’s fees) to enable the 
detenu to execute and register powers of attorue\ for the management of 
his property. 

Besides these allowances, in all de.serving cases, a hiniily allowance is 
sanctioned for the nuiintenance of the dej-iendants of (iroiip C' detenus. 
This is usually given at the rate of Rs. dl) per month for each adult 
dependant, Rs. 15 per month for each minor dependant of or below the age 
of V2 and Rs. 25 for contingencies provided the total allowance does not 
exceed the })re-arresi income of the detenu less the amount that would 
ordinarily have been siicnt on the detenu himself. In (vrtain cases, how- 
ever, where, for exaiiijile, the removal of the earning nieml)(*r has caused 
unusual want and finaru’ial distn*ss to the family this rule may be waiviul 
and the maximum allowance may be raised to Rs. 51)0 per month. Besides 
this in certain exce]»tional circurnstaiK'es liim]» amounts are [laid to the familv 
of a detenu iu ordiT to enal)h‘ tin* memb(*rs thereof to meet their medical 
and educ ational expenses and so on. 

lo mitigate hardship juTiding tlie completion of encjuiiies an interim 
family allowance not exceeding Us. 50 in a lump sum is madi‘ available' 1o 
the dependants of a detemu immediately on his admission in jail. I'liis 
amount is subsequently adjusted against the family allowance sanctioned 
in due course. 

There* are also adequate arrangc'ments for the mc'dieal treatment of 
Group (' detenus bs ^jnuialists ancl tin* supply of sjx'elaeles and dentures 
at Government cost. 

Subject to examination and censorship a dedeoiu bc'longing to (irouj) (' 
is permitted to receive an,\ book, nc'wspapc r or maga/ane* of his ehoiee whiefi 
is not baniieel or exc luded undei the Sea ('ustoins Aet, jirovided lhal wln*rc* 
the book, newsiiaper or magazine contains any matter of a subversive nature 
or where it may be used for furthering the objeMtts of organisations wliieh 
aim at creating lawlessness ancl disorder, the book, nc'wsiiajier or magazine 
is not allowed to the detenu; to write femr and receive eight letters a we(*k 
to and from relations, friends and others. On urgent ocTasions, e.g., a 
death or a serious illness in the fainil\ this rule may licnvc'ver be* rcdax'od 
at the discretiem of the .fail Superintendent ; to have one in1c*rview a week 
with relations and friends. In special cases, the number of interviews 
allowed ma\ be increased by the competent authority 

Detenus of Group (' are allowed home leave under police escort to see 
their ailing relations when Government con.sider it necessary. Onder the 
amended Preventive Detention Act there is provision for leave on parole. 

These aio some of the most important privileges under the present 
system. I have felt, as I told you before, that it is not only necessary that 
YOU should allow .some of the prisoners to do some w^ork but I have felt 
that it is necessary to find out to what extent you can train some of these 
fellows who are inside the jail and particularlv T mention the cases of those 
convicted long-term prisoners so that when they come out they may be able 
to find a living. With this end in view Government have deided to give 
each person choice of learning a particular trade and to credit his account 
25 
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with the value of the products that he produces so that a portion of it after 
deducting the cost of the training, etc., might be kept in reserve which may 
be given to him when he goes out of jail so that he has not got to go back 
again to the same old method of committing a criminal act. It may be 
that he did so on the spur of the moment for which he was sent to jail but 
for that reason he should not be kept die in the jail and left out when his 
term expired. Having not learnt any useful work while in jail which would 
enable him to earn a living when he came out he might be forced to go back 
to his same old line of criminal work because it often happens that a man 
who comes out of jail is not employed ordinarily and is shunned by everybody 
and he has no knowledge of doing any independent business as it has not been 
imparted to him. Therefore it is necessary to give him some such training or 
knowledge in small-scale cottage industries the schemes for which are being 
completed and will be put into effect in jails. This is apart from the already 
existing blanket making, oil preparing, printing and so on in which the 
criminals are being trained. There are other small things which Sri Jyoti 
Basu has not mentioned, for instance, the question of giving tobacco to the 
prisoners or what is called the latrine parade or something of that sort. All 
these things will have to be gradually eliminated. Of course there is this 
element in some which we have got to contend wuth, namely, that some of the 
prisoners happen to be very destructive in their attitude, rather very 
obstructive in their attitude. Similarly some of the jail staff also are not 
up to the standard as I would like them to be and it often happens that there 
is friction between the two w'hich produces results which are deplorable from 
all points of view. 

With these w’ords. Sir, I oppose the cut motions and commend my motion 
for the acceptance of the House.

Dr. SURESH CHANDRA BANERJI: Sir, 1 beg to move that the 
demand of Rs. 5, 4(), 34, 000 for expenditure under “Grant No. 10, Major 
Head: 29 — I’olice” be reduced by Rs. 100. I move this in order to raise a 
discussion about the oppression of the Calcutta Police on trade union 
workers, e.(j., Rrindahan Maharaj, Uamkishen Singh, Fulena Singh and 
Rarni>rosad Shaw of Kadapara, police-station Beliaghata, on the night of 
21st Fehruar's , 1 951 .

The position is that 
wherever a case is filed in which the firing is in issue or it can be in issue, 
you cannot raise a discussion on that- With regard to the question as to 
at what stage a matter becomes sufj judtcc^ the position is that I have 
studied the law of contempt and, to my mind, it ai)pears tliat the scope of 
the law of contempt has been recently very much enlarged; and the position 
now is that even if only proc£‘eding8 are contemplated, even then the matter 
becomes sul) jndirc. I myself was under the impression that unless a 
complaint is filed and some issue is raised, until then a matter does not become 
mh jndirc. I had to consider this matter in another case and 1 found that 
there is judgment of the High Court (53 (’.W.N.) in which it has lieen 
held that even if it be in contemplation, even then it becomes 'lah jndirc 
and that is the famous case of 100, Harriscm Road against the editor of the 
Calcntta Wrrklif and the editor of the ('aJruttn Weekly Ao/c.s' had 

to file an affidavit that he never km*w that there was anything in tontempla- 
tion and that was the ground on which he was let off, that is, the ground of 
want of knowledge. 

The Hon’ble NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Sir, a matter of which 
the court has taken cognisance has become auh judicc and there has been 
a clear ruling of the House to this effect. 

8J. GHARU CHANDRA BHANDARI: What was the connotation of the 
word “contemplation” ? 

Mr. SPEAKER: If you know that (lovernment intends to file a suit or 
file a complaint against any individual, then the matter v^ill be judirc.

J&flAb COLAM HAMIDUR RAHMAN: Sir, the budget presented to 

the House, especially the present police budget, has been subjected to the 
severest criticism by the opposition. It has been said that Bengal is not 
a welfare State but a police State. There is no denying the fact that we 
are faced with urgent problems which require immediate solution. The 
sufferings of our people have been very great. So there has been an increase 
ill expenditure in every sphere of Government's activities. The budget under 
the head ‘ 'Police” has no doubt increased but there are obvious reasons for 
that. 

7'hen, Sir, it has been said by mem tiers opposite that our Ministers are 
not enjoying the confidence of the jieople and that they cannot face the 
people from the public platform. Sir, 1 can tell them that that is not the 
case. We have seen in Calcutta and elsewhere the Ministers have addressed 
mammoth gatherings. 

It has been also said that in spite of increased provisions in the budget 
nothing has lieen done for the good of the jieople. I admit that everything 
desirable has not been done because that is not possible. Some of the members 
of the opposition have said that three and a half years’ time is enough to solve 
our problems. 1 differ from them. But it cannot he denied that our Govern- 
ment has done something and so have justified their existence. Having 
regard to the havoc that wa.s wrought in West Bengal last year and also on 
several occasions in the past after the attainment of our independence 1 must 
say that nothing liiore than what our Chief Minister has been able to do 
to restore peace and order in the laud could be done. There wen* loot, 
turmoil and murders everywhere in this province and peace and order was 
really a thing of the past. There were communal troubles and wholesale 
murders in Howrah and elsewhere. Had not the Government been quite 
vigilant wdth the help of their police force they could never have been able 
to restore peace and tranquillity in the province. The local police were 
found to V>e quite inadequate to deal with the situation and Government 
had to bring police force from Bihar and promulgate martial law in Howrah, 
That made a great inroad into the Government’s exchequer, but that 
certainly saved the abnormal situation from going out of control. I say 
therefore it is not always right to criticise the Government unnecessarily. 
*lTke blame does not really lie with tbe Ministers but it lies elsewhere. Police 
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officers and men may not be alw^'s above reproach and they may also be 
Pfuilty sometimes. Such police officers and men should be brought to book. 
But that certainly does not mean that the entire police force is corrupt. 

Then, Sir, we have got to maintain and watch our border areas running 
along seven hundred miles for which a huge police force is certainly 
necessary.

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8J. DEBENDRA MATH SEN: Mr. Speaker, Sir, we were very muck 
pained as we saw the members of the Treasury Benches trying to create an 
element of lightheartedness and laughter when Dr. Banerji was trying to 
disclose certain important things. I think, Sir, in his speech Dr. Baperji 
has raised two great principles and ’/hoever may be laughing, the Home 
Minister of West Bengal cannot shirk the responsibility of giving an answer 
to those two questions of principles. Firstly, whether a person — wdiether 
he is a culprit or a good man — whether he is a member of this part}" or that — 
when he is in police custody will l)e allowed to be assaulted. That is the 
question of principle which Dr. Banerji has raised and the Hon’ble the 
Dome Minister will have to give a reply, because if a person under police 
custody is to be assaulted that reminds us of the Star Chaml)er method, that 
reminds me of the medieval ])eriod and we want to hoar from the Home 
Minister of West Bengal as to what he is following — democrac} or methods 
of the medieval period, or methods of the Star Chamber. Another question 
of principle Dr. Banerji raised is whether theie is to be discrimination in 
treatment l)etween a member of one party — whether that party is in tlie 
Opposition or with the Government — and another. I know that the 
Government lielongs to the ('ongress Party but even then is it allowed that 
in the day-to-day administration of a department of the Government discri- 
mination is to be allowed, that is to sa\ , wheihtT a ]>erson is to be subjected 
to unnecessary harassment or unnecessary ill-treatment, because he happens 
to belong to a ])arty which is not the Congress Party? 

These are the two ])rincij»les which Dr. Banerji has raised in his speech 
and to which an answer is demanded. Sir, J have got a report — I do not 
know how far it is correct but 1 have got a rej)ort — that a secret circular 
has been issued to all the police officials, high or low, not cuily of C'alcutta 
and its suburbs but of the whole of West Bengal, to the effect that, wherever 
there is an organisation associate<l with the Krishak-Praja-Mazdoor Parly, 
whether it be trade union or otherwise, they should try to ])ut it down. 
(Sj. An.a-Ndilat. Poi)ij.\i{ : (Question) Anyhow I have got the report like 
this but 1 do not know whether it is true. 1 want a reply. If the report is 
true I am sure the Krishak-Praja-Mazdoor Party knows how to give an 
answer to this challenge, but, I believe, it is not correct. But then symptoms 
go to show that it is correct. 1 particularly mention the two places where- 
from the symptoms have come, one from the dock area and another from 
the Asansol area have reached me today. About 25 persons belonging to 
the railway stations us railway hawkers have been arrested, assaulted and 
lathi-char^ed simply because they belonged to a different union and refused 
to become members of a union sponsored by the local Congress. 

On Sunday last I was present at Asansol and in my presence some of 
those assaults took place. Immediately I sent a wire to the Chief Minister 
ami saw the Subdi visional Officer there immediately after. Yesterday I 
was told by the Chief Minister that he had already taken action. The 
action that 1 found to have been taken is that another three persons, the 
Secretary, the Vice-President and another important member of that union 
W(‘re arrested. 1 have taken up the case of the dock workers. For the last 
one and u half months a series of assaults have heen going on upon the 
members of the ralcutta Dockers’ Fiiion which has been conducting the 
strike. S(uue of those a.ssaults have Wen of a very serious nature. 1 he 
assaulted men came to my o§Jce and I saw hones fractured, I saw blood 
streaming out. They went to the police-stations concerned and there are 
various police-stations in Calcutta. In innumerable cases the police officers 
refust'd to entertain complaints and even where they entertained complaints 
no further action was taken. Sir, we have found that the same persons 
assaulted the workers almost every day, and they can be identified. The 
police knoll's them very well but none of them has been arrested and no 
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action Ims been taken against them. Sir, these two cases compel us to 
surmise that all this cannot be done without any order from the above. I 
think it is very likely, looking at the very nature of the things, that a 
secret circular must have been issued and all these things are taking place 
under instructions from Government. I know what are the charges against 
the Police Department. The charges are corruption, iiielHcieucy, etc., but 
I will, not make the members of the police force responsible or mainly 
responsible for these charges. I know particularly Ihe lower rank and file, 
and I also know the higher. I consider them all as citizens of India, 1 
consider them as good citizens as we are and capable of d«ung good things. 
If still they are corrupt the main cause lies elsewhere: it lies in the example 
set before them by our leaders, by our Ministers. If we can have a State and 
a Finance Minister in our State against whom there are grave allegations 
of involvement in a case of evasion of sales tax and if after tliat no \etion 
is taken and no enquiry committee is appointed and the said Minister does 
not resign, can you expect the police officers to do anything good? They 
will follow' the example of this Finance Minister or of any other authority 
ot that nature. Then you will find another particular Minister is guilty of 
se>ciiriiig tlie release of a confirmed swindler and blackmarket>eer. AVhtui 
such is the conduct of the Ministers themselves, w'hat is the example the 
police officers are going to follow? (\ui you expect them to l)e honest? 
Therefore I shall not accuse an\ of them although they art‘ eornipt. T w'ant 
to make it clear that I shall look into the matter from this point of view. 
I have also put in one of niy cut motions about the failure of tlie police to 
collect evidence as a result of which robberies, dacoititvs and murders are 
being committed hut big culprits are being acquitted at the same time for 
want of evidence. I w’as reading the other day a mystery story written by 
a great author, where a new' theory of murder has been introduced. Suppose, 
for instance, a man has Wn administered a poison. Now the doctor who 
attended the case and other persons who have any know'ledge of it will he 
cla.ssed as murderers if they withhold the information in their possession. 
So, on that analogy, the failure on the part of the Calcutta Police to ])roduee 
evidence clas.ses them as murderers. As I have said hefort*, Sir, this failure 
to collect evidence is deliberate on the part of the police. Tt is not because 
a particular police officer could not have collected the evidenct*. The fact 
is that he did know and could have collected the evidence but lliat (‘videnee 
would not be collected if the person accused is a inulti-millionaire. It is this 
state of affairs that has brought a complete denioralisati()n in the <]ej)artment 
and of the men in the department. Thi.s demoralisation has started from 
the top to the men at the hot ton and Ihe men at tin* bottom would not face 
troubles by detecting offences committed by influential persims. Sir, these 
men in the lower ranks cannot change their minds so long as they do not 
get a good example from the top, from our Ministers. 

Now', Sir, I find from the budget that the budget for the railway i>oliec 
ba{. been increased this year from Its. .■),H0,()(I0 to Ps. 7,04,01)0. Sir, we 
do not mind sanctioning this money. But it must be noted by the Home 
Minister that there is a deep conspiracy behind the whole thing. When a 
consignment is hooked it is not meant to reacli the destinaHon. While iu 
transit, the consignment disappears with the result that the railw'a\ b.as irot 
to pay heavy compensation for such loss. But all this is done in a 
conspiracy between the staff of the railway and outsiders. It has come to 
iny notice that only for the Bengal-Nagpur Railway the claim for compensa- 
Hon IS 86 lakhs. This 86 lakhs is secured for distribution amongst the 
business men because they have lost their goods and others. So far as the 
East Indian Railway is concerned the ffgure is still higher and all this is 
^he business of swindlers. It is known beforehand that the consignment of 
goods will be lost in transit. Sir. the money that goes out of the State 
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coffers by way of compensation goes out of the people’s pockete and is 
concentrated in the hands of a few rich people. I want to bring to the 
notice of the House the position in Nadia. Tne whole of Nadia is affected 
so far as this pilfering and robbing of railway goods is concerned. This is 
done within the railway station, although there is a railway police-station 
near about. The gangs loiter about one or two hours before a goods train 
IS due to arrive and stand on the railway lines in broad daylight so that the 
train cannot move and then they carry away the boxes in the very presence 
of the police officers, I am told. But, Sir, the reason for such corniption 
certainly lies in the very bad examples set by our leaders. If these things 
cannot be stopped, has the Hon’ble Minister a right to demand an additional 
increase under this head? What is the guarantee that this people’s money, 
this State’s money which can be saved and which ought to be saved would 
bo spent by paying higher dearness allowance to the railway workers, we 
could have reduced railway fares and we could have done many other things. 
If that thing is not going to be stopped, what right has he to demand more 
money under that head. 

Sir, I was trying to point out that the example should come from the, 
leaders. Just as I]^. Dalton resigned merely on suspicion, just as 
Mr. Sanniukhsm Clietty resigned merely on a vague charge wliich was not 
proved so also it should take place here. Tfie Finance Minister should resign 
and the Judicial Minister should also follow. 

I should also like to bring to the notice of this House that the pay 
structure of tht* lower rank and file is inadequate. A (Unstable gets only 
Its. 30; that is his basic salary. That is the basic salary fixed foi an 
oidinary coolie, as we call it. But certainly the duties expected, the 
responsibilities expected from a constable are high. He has got to face 
often difficulties at the risk of his life. He has got to ])ut in duty for 
24 houis; he cannot leave the quarters as he likes, he has got to get pei- 
iiiission of his HU])(‘rior and he has to do .so much responsible work even at 
the risk of his life and has to be stationed always for 24 hours — should he 
get Bs. 30? 

I w'ill not enter into the ((uestion of controversy betwc^en the Calcutta 
I’olice and the Bengal Police but 1 must certainly say that there are cases 
whei'e a man from the Bengal Police, although he was a suhordinate, 
allhougli he was drawing much less, often he has l)een brought 
to (’aicntta and plac«'d superseding the claims of the Calcutta 
Jhdice. Th(‘se things have also created difficulties and if there is 
inefficiency in the (^lUuitta Police, mucli of this is <lue to this factor also. I 
would th('r(‘f(we requ(‘st the Chief Minister, the Home Minister to look into 
this aspect also,

da>s we have undei the present-da\ conditions about SOO miles of difficult 
land fiontier to guard a trontier with a neighbouring State whose political 
and socio-economic rtdations with us have often remained unhappy. We 
have in addition the stujieiidous pndihun of dealing with lakhs and lakhs 
ol ujirooted luimanit\ w’ho can Ik* utilisf«l and are being utilised by designing 
politi<‘al mlviuilurers on jietty personal or party jmrposes. Little useful 
})urpose will be served by (pioting dry figures of statistics regarding the 
number of piipulation and the number of rupees spent per bead for various 
items in the budget. The real test is in the conditions of living and 
opportunities for pursuit of their callings provideil by the State at ilifferent 
jKUioils. (\ni it be denied tlmt three years ago we were living in constant 
fear of dislocation in our economic and social life at every moment? Strikes 
and lock-outs, stoppage of public vehicles and interference with the freedom 
<»f even private citizens to move about in pursuit of their trade, callings or 
business on the slightest plea were of common occurrence. As compared 
10 that situation w^e are surely hundred times more secure at the moment, 
and 1 congratulate the Ministry of West Bengal under the able stew'ardship 
of our Chief Minister, Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy, for the firm, thougn 
fi\Tiipathetic, dealing of the situation. 

Sir, T would also fail in my duty as representing the common man if I 
do not place on record our appreciation of the manner in which the officers 
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and ranks of our police force Jhaye sometimes conducted themselves in spito 
, of grave provocations. It is quite possible that there are still some members 
of the police who have not been able to adjust themselves fo the conditioiis- 
and requirements of an independent democratic national State, but fioju 
what little we come to see in Calcutta, in particular, I have little .toubt that 
the bulk of the police-officers and men — have steadily been adjusting 
themselves under the new conditions, c.nd I sincerely hope that the time is 
not far off when the State of "VV^est Bengal will be able to set an example- 
in the spirit of service and loyalty to the State and its people. I earnestly 
request my honourable friends in this House to help and co-operate in 
up such a set of jmblic servants by practical and constructive 
criticisms and suggestions and not to indulge in recklessness and wild 
nccusations that will lead us nowhere. The probJtun of today is the problem 
to build and construct which can hardly be achieved through the path uf 
destruction and chaos. The world today is in the throes of big and revolu- 
tionary changes, pressed as it is between two almost equally powerful 
camps, one claiming to secure peace and progress through democrati'; 
institutions and the other through regimentation and suppression of individual 
liberty. Whatever may be the outcome of the ultimate struggle between 
the two forces, one thing is certain tiiat the bulk of our population desire 
to live in peace free from any foreign domination — political, econoTuic or 
even cultural — and 1 am sure i»osterity will bless the ])resent generation if 
we could steer clear of the path of murder, arson and insecurity for whn h 
the primary responsibility is that of the State Police. Sir, l' accord my 
whole-liearted support to the demand made by the Hon’ble the Chief 
Minister. 


Mf« SPEAKER: Before I call upon Janab Syed Badrudduja I wish to 
say something about his two cut motions — Nos. 41 and 42. I have carefully 
gone through these two motions and the motions which he moved yesterday, 
and T have also gone through the whole of the speech made by 
Mr. Badrudduja. The matter was discussed two years ago, and I again 
allowed the matter to be discussed in this House. As regards the present 
cut motions, it cannot of course be said that these wordings are exactly the 
same as those of the other two motions. But the point is whether in 
substance they are the same, because under rule 40 the motions must not 
be substantially the same. In a cut motion one should remember that on 
the main Tuotion one can refer generally to all the subjects concerned with 
the department including those matters which are the subject-matters of the 
cut motions. Cut motions are not very strictly construed on account of 
this liberty on the part of a member to say what he has got to say apart from 
the cut motion because the main motion is there on which he can speak. 
Therefore, even if it he said that those two motions are not identically the 
sanm as the other two which were discussed yesterday, tlie subject-matter 
of the motion Emperor rs. Wasil Kluui was there and the honourable mover 
of yesterday’s motion delivered a very long speech in which manv matters 
had come and it is difficult to say that any discussion can be limited to one 
group and there should he no reference to the other. Under the cir- 
cumstances, I would request Janab Syed Badrudduja not to move those two 
motions. Instead, the general motion is there and if he thinks that he has 
got to say something in connection with the police, in connection with that 
matter, I think I cannot prevent him from saying so on account of the main 
motion of the Hon’ble Chief Minister being on the agenda today. That is 
what my feelings are and I hope that this matter which has been given notice 
of and which has been discussed need not be discussed by way of a motion 
whiph is very difficult to be construed and in respect of which it is very 
difficult to prevent repetition of the same subject over and over again. 
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Jsnidll SYED^ BADRUDOUJAs Sir, may I submit, after your observation, 
whether the motions are in order? If tlmy are in order, then I would be 
entitled to refer to them, otherwise I wiU be ruled out of order. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I am inclined to say that they they are not in order 
because 1 feel that they are substantially the same. Rut T do not w^ish to 
disallow them if I can persuade you not to move those motions. So, 1 feel 
i should ask you not to move those motions, but you can allude to the subject 
if you think necessary. 

ilanab 8YED BADRUDDUJA: Mr. Speaker, Sir, after your observations 
rep:arding the two cut motions that 1 have tabled, I shall try to respect the 
spirit of your observations and should, as fur as pos^jible, refiain from any 
reference to the case, but, after all. Sir, I crave your indulj^ence wdmn 
discussing a particular matter that is proposed to be discussed under the cut 
motion. 

Sir, the question is that the police budget has been discussed so often 
in this House that I am afraid there might be repetition of the same argu- 
ment, rehash of the same train of reasoning. But after certain remarks by 
my honourable friend Mr. Basantlal Murarka I feel inclined to add a few 
words, lest the misleading statement that lie has made on the floor of the 
House might create an impression in the oiiblic mind that all that he has 
said is correct. I want to tell him here and now* that he ma> plead as much 
a^ he likes for this (rovernment— or for the matter of that— for the police 
administration in this land, but I should warn him agaujsl indulging in 
personal invectives, (juestioning my hoim fidcs and asking me to go to 
Pakistan. I can tell him — I do not know whether he understands Knglish 
or not — I can tell him here and now' that w'e do not w'ant to oblige him by 
< rossing over. We w'unt to stay on here because we have taken this land 
as ours for one thousand years, because we have made significant contribu- 
tions to Indian civilisation and culture, to the art, architecture, music, 
painting and philosophy of Hindusthan. And even in the movement for 
freedom and indejiendence, our greate.st leaders have taken as significant 
a part as any of the great Hindu leaders of India. Naturally, 
therefore, it ill-befits those jieople to talk in this strain who have 
nothing behind them, wlio have no record of service behind 
them, people who have only existed on the sufferance of the Government of 
the land, the Government of the land perhaps encouraging them in their 
activities in the Burra Bazar area. My friend was emphasising that not a 
single incident occurred in Burra Bazar. Good. Nothing occurred in 
Tentral Calcutta, nothing occurred in Burra Bazar, but may I just remind him 
that the w'earer best knows where the shoe pinches? It has been an 
unfortunate tragedy of public administration in Bengnl that rulcutta has 
been sought to be kept in a perfectly calm condition .so that the world outside 
may be misled. But go to the area on the border of CalcuGa in Muraribagiin 
— go to the other side — go to Bhotbagan, go to Adanijee Jute Mills, go to 
Bankura, go to Jalpaiguri, go to Nadia, go to Burdwan — all tlu* districts of 
Btmgal were ablaze. The Government of Bengal, as I said fbe. other day, 
w'as either extremely helpless or did not w'aiit to protect the people from the 
organised hooliganism of the miscreants. Sir, you W'ill be surprised <o 
learn that in a narticular district to which my b.onouralib* fiiond 
Mr. Ilaripada Ohatterji w’as now' referring, the police officials, fhe fiovcrn- 
ment officials of the higher rank and position in collusion with the Congress 
organisation and officials of the Congress, the D.B. officers and P.W.I). 
officers made the lives of the unfortunate minority absolutely miserable. 
Two lakbs of them had to leave that district and — W'hat is more — 400 or 500 
villages mainly inhabited by Mussalmans were completely devastated. As 
late as 7th June, 1950, a great leader Pandit Lakshmi Kanta Hoitra and

another great leader Dr. Syamapraead Mookerjee visited a camp at Dhubulia 
and immediately after — the following day — 9 villages were devastated and 
razed to the ground. 

Sir, I will refer to certain figures to show how attempts were made nof 
only not to implement the terms of the Delhi Pact but to defeat its very 
purpose. My friend has asked me hut for the State Government where I 
would have been. I can tell him that it is not the State Government thar 
has been responsible for arresting the drift or stopping the devastation. 
It is Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, Prime Minister of India, and Mr. Liaquat 
Ali Khan, Prime Minister of Pakistan, who came forward and brought about 
the historic pact. If we are grateful, we are grateful not to the State 
Government — certainly not to the State Government which had been looking 
on when any other civilised Government might have checked the growth 
and spread of the riots in the country. If their police had been functioning 
all right, if their administration had been functioning all right, they might 
have checked the vagaries, they might have checked the treachery, they 
might have checked the dishonesty of the police administration that had in 
many cases been found encouraging forces for disorder and lawlessness in 
the country. But that they did not. He does not know how Muslim women 
were outraged, how Muslim women were ravished. Perhaps my mothers 
and sisters do not weigh with him and their fate is not taken into serious 
consideration by Sj. Basantalal Murarka. Sir, the thought of Pakistan is 
still a bugbear to my honourable friend. My honourable friend Sri Dulc- 
Mazumdar expatiated yesterday that peo])le who fled to Pakistan have been 
responsible for all the troubles. He however forgets that he has like a 
coward fled from Pakistan to this State just to secure a comfortable berth 
under the protecting wings of I>r. B. ('. Roy. Sir, it is very easy to talk 
in this strain from safe quarters here. Let him go to Mymensingh and face 
the public there. 

Sir, my esteemed friend, Mr. J. (\ Gupta, to whom we Muslims are all 
grateful for the great services he rendered us during disturbance.s the other 
day admonished me. I wish to be guided by his superior wisdom. I have 
looked up to him in difficult moments for guidance. vSir, may I submit 
with all the seriousness at my disposal that if the other minorities were 
oppressed in India, if the other minorities were tortured, if the members of 
other minorities were murdered, I would have certainly raised my protest 
against oppression of other minorities. But can any Anglo-Indian or an 
In<liun (liristian lay his hand on his breast and say that they have no liberty, 
that they have no quarter, that they have no shelter, that they have no 
recognition, that they have no facility, that they have been persecuted, that 
they have been tortured, that their people have been murdered? While the 
State Government was sitting silent and keeping absolutely mum when the 
holocaust was going on^ we appealed not once but over and over again to thw 
Government, but this Government failed to protect us. Not only did we make 
it clear on the floor of this House, but a memorandum was also submitted tft 
the Hon’ble Prime Minister of India in which we made it abundantly clear 
that this Government, representing as it did, the will of a section of the 
people, the will of the reactionaries, the will of the vested interests, the 
will of a section of zemindars, could not protect the minority either because 
it was helpless, or because it was dishonest or because it was inefficient, or 
corrupt or unfit to protect the unfortunate minority of West Bengal. 

My friend Mr. Abdulla was saying that we must change our outlook. My 
friend was asking us to think in terms of a secular State. Certainly; we 
must think in terms of a secular State and we are not thinking in terms of 
any other State. But does it mean that we must sacrifice our cultural 
idratity, does it mean that we must sacrifice our religion, does it mean that 
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we muit sacrifice the eternal values that Islam represents? Does the 
Constitution lay down anywhere that the Muslims, the Christians, the 
Hindus ^d for the matter of that any class or section of people have got to 
mar their religion, mar their cultural heritage, mar their traditions, mar 
the deepest throbbing of the heart, the burning of aspirations of their soul 
— 1 want to remove the misconception that he may be !a))ouring under — 
“Fundamental rights have been incorporated in the Constitution 1 am entitled 
to security of my land and properties, protection of my life and liberties 
of my honour, religion and culture and of everything 1 hold dear” P Sir, 1 
want to remove another misconception which he may be labouring under 
even at this stage. The misconception is that we are Indians first and 

Muslims next or Muslims first and Indians nextP Sir, we are Indians, 

Muslims and Bengalees at the same time — Indians b> virtue of the country 
to which we belong, Muslims by virtue of the religion we profess, Bengalees 
by virtue of this Province in which we have been born. He forgets that a 

man can be a husband, a father, a brother and a son at the same time — a 

husband in reference to his wife, a father in reference to his son, brother 
in reference to his brothers and sisters and a son in reference to his father. 
There is no line of demarcation where Islam begins or Indianisation ends, 
or where indianisatifui begins or Islam ends. It is only 
a misleading theory which has been propounded by some nationalist 
heroes of India who have tried to exploit the entire situation for tlieir 
coterie of personal aggrandisement. Now the cat is out of the hag. 
However, much they may declare from the house-top that the Muslim 
League has failed, I shall not quarrel with them. But when tliey them- 
selves acce])t every demand of the Muslim League, I cannot agree with them 
that tile Muslim League has failed; it is for the world to judge what policy 
they are pursuing. Sir, we want to save both Hindus and Muslims, we 
want to establish Hindu-Muslim unity, hut the greatest leader of modern 
India, Mahatma (jandhi, was murdered by the forces that they generated. 
A nation whicli cannot save the Father of the Nation, a nation wliich cannot 
sjivc the Saviour of the Nation, stands condemned before the whole world. 
Sir, I do not want to quarrel with anybody. I am a Muslim and I want 
to remain in India as a Muslim, maintaining my cultural identity, political 
integrity and social individuality, the finest traditions and the greatest 
cultural heritage of Islam which have shajied the destiny of the whole 
liuman race for more than a thousand years. Sir, that is the position I take. 
I am not going to quarrel. I am a Muslim, I am an Indian, and I am 
faithful to the State, and I declare most emphatically that I want to live 
in this State 

Mr, SPEAKER: Order, order. Please now come to the budget. 

The HOfl’ble BHUPATI MAilUMDAR: Whenever he speaks he speaks 
in that language. 

Janab 8YED BADRUDDUJA: Sir, I was referring to my motion, but 
unfortunately my friend.s opposite whenever anything about tyranny on 
Muslims is brought before the House, misunderstand us, us if Muslims do 
not exist in this land. Sir, the policy of this Government, the policy of 
this State, the policy of this administration has alw'ays been against the 
Muslims. My friend Mr. Anandilal Poddar is wTong when he is congratu- 
lating the Government. Possibly this Government might have protected 
their interests, possibly they might have protected the interests of tlie 
capitalists, and for that, of course, he might be justified in congratulating 
the Government. But, Sir, if a Government fails to protect the entire State, 
if a Government fails to protect a small minority, if a Government fails to 
protect not merely the mothers and sisters of the minority but also fails to 
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piotect tho tilleiH and aifriculturists, and fails to protect all classes and 
conditions of people, that Government stands self-condemned before the 
whole civilised world. Sir, instances are not rare. There would be 
volumes if instances were multiplied. If standing? before the bar of public 
opinioj this Govemment says “We have failed’’, I shall pity that Govern- 
ment, I shall sympathise with that Government, sympathise with them 
for their inefficiency, sympatliise with them despite their bungling. But 
if the Government comes forward and asserts we have not failed in spite 
of the fact that failure and inefficiency is writ large on this administration so 
far as jmotection of the minority is concerned, so far as protection of our 
mothers and sisters is concerned, so far us protection of our rights and 
privileges is concerned, so far as the normal conduct of the administration 
is concerned, so far as the conduct of the police is concerned, so far as its 
treachery and perfidy in the matter of election is concerned, I have got most 
emphatically to stress that this Government stands condemned before the 
whole civilised world. 

Sir, I was referring, to that case Emperor rs. Wasil Khan and others 
wherein I wanted to show that there has been a perfunctory nature of 
enquiry conducted by a big official, and I wanted to show tlie corrupt 
methods that have been adopted by the administration not to penalise, nor to 
punish the real offenders hut to promote them to superior positions, liecause 
they somehow or other obliged the Government of AVest Bengal, specially 
the Police Administration. Unfortunately this (jovernment will take no 
note of anything, they will not listen to us, they will not understand anything, 
because they have a comfortable majority behind them with which they can 
carry anything in the teeth of volume of opinion against them in this country 
— otherwise members of the opposite side would never have referred to the 
shady transactions during the recent hy-election in Howrah. Sir, it is 
sbmething astounding that a particular man, a particular organisation or a 
particular administration would stoop so low as to declare

ilanab 8YED BADRUDDUJA: Sir, nothing was wrong, nothing was 
wretched in the conduct of this administration. Do anything, go on un- 
checked for all time, but you must remember that public opinion is trying 
to assert itself. It cannot he muzzled for all the time. Sir, I do not know 
how it may be possible for the members of the other side to speak about 
co-operation specially of our Muslim brethren ? I do not know how, with 
these tortures, with these tyrannies, with these oppressions, disgrace, 
humiliation, dishonour, mutilation of their own race, with the strangulation 
of all the progressive .forces of the counlry, with all the distress, with all 
the humiliation heaped upon them, how when Muslims have been murdered, 
when the blood of many innocent Muslims has been shed, some Muslim 
Memlws of this House are co-operating with the administration that is 
reeking with Muslim blood. Any self-respecting man would refuse to 
co-operate with this Government which has disgraced us, which has crushed 
us, which has paralysed us, wliich stands today as a nightmare in the dark 
and dismal Beiiiral at the present moment. I would appeal to the Muslims 
on the other side. For God’s sake, do not disgrace Islam, do not disgrace 
the country, do not betray the poor unfortunate people outside whom we 
represent nere, by co-operating i^ith this Government which .stands as curse 
on the entire State, Hindus and Mussalmans, all classes and conditions of 
people in all walks oj life are voicing forth their protest against this 
Government. They have disgraced your mothers, they have dishonoured 
your sisters, they have crushed and . paralysed you. It is time that all 
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sections of people, Hindus and Muslims of Benf^al rose in protest and made 
it impossible for this administration to continue for any length of time 
unchecked.

eloquence which liaw devastated the whole of this Assemhly I do not think 
ni^ speech will be of any use to you. However, Sir, I shall tr\ to be very 
brief and to the point as far us possible. Sir, the atmosphere of this House, 
the performances of this side, that side, every side and of all sides remind 
me of a Bengali adage: Rto? <r Rc^t ct?c< ^1?l i 

It means that when a pauper liecomes rich, he sees stars even in the day 
time at noon. That is the proverb. The implication is that when a man 
who was a slave suddenly becomes a master he forgets his past and the real 
state of affairs of the country. Sir, when I speak of such a man, I also 
include myself in the category. So long we were 8lave^ and today we have 
become masters but we are playing the role of a slave though we have got 
no master above us. It has Iveen said in America — because our masters 
•were British and Britishers’ masters w'ere America (laughter) — in order 
to help the undeveloped people of Asia the International Development 
Advisory Board set up in Tsovember 1950 of the TTnited States of America 
representing labour, educational, business, agricultural groups and was 
headed by Mr. Nelson Kockfeller, in ]»age 8(! of its report published in 
Washington on 11th of March, l9ol, that this Board recognises that to 
achieve lasting peace, security and well-being in the world we must join 
forces in an economic offensive to root out hunger, ptiverty, illiteracy and 
disease. The Board recommended inter aha an all-out food independence 
production drive in undeveloi)ed areas including 20 per cent, increase in the 
output. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: We are tliscussing “Police”, not “Food”. 

Jftnab MUDA88IR H088AIN: It brings everything — security, peace 
and happiness of the people. Sir, depend on the development and it has been 
said here and 1 shall presently show that if you can drive out ]X)verty, if 
you can drive out economic disparity, there will be no need for police 
(Interruption from Government benches. ) If you interrupt me I shall 
take some time. If you allow me to go on, I shall finish within five minutes. 
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Sir, it has reported an all-out food independence drire including 20 per 
;ent. increase in output ; an all-out relentless war on disease j improved 
educational facilities and other reforms where people wanted them; fair 
ind rising labour standard; better living wage; full participation in the 
benefits accruing from increased demand ; removal of racial colour, religious 
ind sex discrimination ; and then training in democracy to enable the peojile 
o take actual part in public affairs. Mr. Speaker. Sir, I refer you to this 
ind I also point this out to our Chief Minister through you — to take training 
n democracy to enable the people to take actual part in jaihlic affairs. That 
s the thing because we had been slaves yesterday and now we aic masters 
oday. We require training and my friends over there, that is, the 
Ministerial Party, the (jovernment Party, als(» confe.sscd that lhc.\ n'quiic 
raining and they are mere amateurs in the art of (lovernnicnt — “Sinhlenlx 
•ailed upon to shoulder responsibilities which practically bore no link with 
mr past experience, we were, so to speak, amateurs in the art ot (iovein- 
nent”. (The Hon’hle Phupati Majumdar: Where is the police 
jovernment is also police. Now, Sir, it you are really amateurs, then what 
ou require is a training in democracy. Tlierefore, Sir. I would urge to 
lissolve this Parliament, dissolve this As.sembly ami make* it a training 
’■round in the art ol (iovernment as has lieen pointed out 1)\ the Inter- 
lational Advisory Hoard. In m> opinion. Sir, an unreal jiicture of the true 
tate of things ajijiears in tins A.ssembl> . Some are talking in opposition, 
ome are talking in siqiport of tlie (iovernment; but the\ are thoi-oughly 
gnorant of the art ot (jovernment how to oppose and how to satisfy (he 
iovernment. Theretore, Sir, 

(At this stage the red light was lit.) 

Mr. SPEAKER: Your time is up, 

Janab MUDA88IR H088AIN: In two minutes J will finish. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Y ou liave spoken nothing of police. It is 7-Jo and 
here is still much to be done. 

Janab MUDA88IR H0S8AIN: Very well. Sir, one minute. 

I only say that I thoroughly agree with the Chief Minister wlimi he sa>s 
hat if the people are corrupt, if the people are all bad characters, if tlie 
eople are naughty, the police who are recruited from the jiublic also must 
e corrupt. So, Sir, it is for this reason that I would ask the (.’hiid Minister 
nd the (Government to open a training class, a training school for all the 
eople including the Ministers. 

8J. BA8ANTLAL MURARKA: Speaker mahodai, main ney jo 
industani men kaha hai, shaed uska ultu arth lia giva hai.

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, before J come to 
iscuss the question of expenditure and the policy which this (iovernment 
as in regard to police administration in this province, I would like to replj' 

> some of the questions that have been raised by my friends opposite. 
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Dr. Suresh Chandra Banerji has referred to the question of “Resistanci 
.Group”. Personally, I have no idea of what the “Resistancje Group” was 
J-fe says that this Resistance Group is the outcome of the hahini of whicl 
my friend Sj. Bhupati Majumdar, he claims, was the leader and founder 
but the point is that this is the first time that I have heard about th^ 
Itesistance Group. When Dr. Banerji wrote to me about a prentleraan caller 
Mukherji who recently has been molested and harassed by the police, tha 
f^entleman unfortunately was found to have some connection with a robber 
round about Calcutta. As the case is su}> judicc, I do not want to proceec 
further, llis point was that this man Mukherji had come to him and tolr 
him that he would work under his guidance and would be non-violent. I 
is not my business to find out who belongs to the violent group or the non 
violent group, so far as a dacoity is concerned But when we find that h< 
has done something wrong, the police and the administration will not b< 
worth their salt if they do not arrest him, put him into jail and place hin 
for trial before the courts. His .suggestion was that it was because ther 
has been a change of leadershijj, because Mr. Mukherji has now claimei 
Dr. Banerji as his leader, therefore Mukherji has been harassed. This is ; 
fantastic stor\ — a story about which one can mention only to dismiss i 
as being absolutely without foundation. 

With legard to the assault, T have re-issued lectmtly the insti-uctioi 
that had been sent round to all police thanas that the> must not assaul 
an> per.Non once he is arrested and put inside the lock-up Whenever I ge 
an\ information with regard to a particular incident 1 always take notice 
and alwa\s tr> to find out what has happened. With reganl to this parti 
cular gentleman about ulnun Dr. Banerji ha.s nd'erred, namel\ , a gentle 
man (ailb^d Mukherji, as he is associattal with a case which has been tagge< 
on to Mr. ( ’hakrabart\ , I do not want to go into that matter. When 
heard from him about this case, I enquired from the Police Department 
and I A\as told that this gentleman, when be was jnit before the Magistral 
on the (la\ after his arrest, never complained of having been assaulted by th 
police. I think he was put before the Magistrate on 2 or 3 occasions, bu 
on none of the occasions did he mention anything about assault, unti 
Moni (’hakrabarty was brought liefore the court sometime afterwards, whei 
only he referred to the question of assault. If only these cases of assaul 
are brought to the notice of the Home Ministry, they can take early step 
to see that these things are not repeated. I believe nobody is perfect ii 
tills world. 1 believe the ])olicemen also, when they are given the charge o 
finding out the correctness or otherwise of the action of a particular person 
are sometimes apt to lo.se their temper, but in the event of assault on 
particiilai ])er.son there have been instances where policemen have heel 
demoted and dismissed when it ha.'^ been ]»roved that they have assaulted an; 
jierson. 

My honourable friend Sj. Deven Sen is a clever man. He has referre 
to this ver> neatly. He said : “1 am only trying to interpret what Dr. Baner 
wanted to sa> . He is a very simjde man. He wanted only to show tha 
the two ])rinciples that Dr. Banerji was trying to put forward were 
(1 ) whether the a.ssault had taken place in the police custody and (2) whethe 
it was treatment to a party. Clever man that he is, he thinks mud slingin, 
is a very nice job to do. He forgets that some of the mud will stick howeve 
much he may try to clean it. He says that instructions might have bee 
issued about the Krishak-Mazdoor-Proja party, but he does not know. H 
sa>s: “T have heard about it”. Such reports are worth nothing at all. I 
he has got nothing more than that, then I say that he has no business t 
put that matter before the Assembly House seriously. Now he gives a 
example. He says about an assault in Asausol. AiVas it on the- Rrishak 
Mazdoor-Proja party? I do not know. He has not mentioned it. The 
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he talks about an assault on dock labour. Was it on the Krishak-Mazdoor- 
Proja party? I do not know, and yet he makes that insinuation, that 
suggestion. Svggestio fahi suppresio reri. There are two issues which he 
lias confused. This sort of method will not help anybody in arriving at a 
particular conclusion. He said something — I could not quite follow what 
he said — about a doctor being killed or ratber being condemned if be could 
not save a person. I suppose he had been several times to Europe. 1 
-uppose he knows about a particular method which is called “eiiihanasia’" 
in which a doctor is entitled to giving a killing do.sc to a person whom he 
thinks he will not be able to cure. It has been recognised. It h.i,s been 
challenged in the court, and the court has hebl that a doctor is entitled to 
do it; and therefore my friend Sj. Deven Sen need not be so particuhn 
about what doctors can do and cannot do. He sa\s that this causf^s 
demoralisation, and cleverly he brings in the ca.se of the sales-tax which 
has already been discussed on the floor of this House and bis motion wa-^ 
rejected by a verj' large majority in this House. This sort ot sly yu‘tho<l 
of bringing in a case before the House is not very ingenious. He then says: 
“Resign. Dr. Roy, resign.” by should I resign? 1 hav«* told hmi 
several times that 1 refuse to resign. 1 have done nothing wrong, .lor 
jnybody's suggestion, ajqieal, allegation or attempt at allegation, 1 refuse 
to take the hint eviui from ni\' old friend Sj. Deven Sen, but 1 tiiought that 
he was a little more clever than what ht‘ jvroved himself to be today. I 
could not folhn\ what he s:iid about the railway pidice. But the i>oint that, 
he referred to Mas jterhaps Mith regard to the pilfering that is taking ])hn'e. 
Thi.s matter i-^ (‘ugaging tlii' attimtion of the Railway Board, and as n ou aie 
aware, Sii\ the RailMa\ Hoard alone (’an decide over the (piestion of providing 
lailway juilici'. Although the railway police is under the Provincial 
t lovernnicnt, the actual arraugement lias to be made in consultation with 
the Railway Board. 

My friend Sj. Haripada (Tatterjei’ has reminded iin‘ that 1 nnist refer 
to his sjieech. Sn , he had made mam refenuiees to the Distriid Magistrate. 
What has eoiiu’ out of tliat? He says that he had no other opportunity hut. 
to put th(' matter liefore the Assemhly House. He has refern’il the same 
matter to the late Sardar Vnllahhai Patid. to Pandit .Tawaharhd Nehru; he has 
written the same to ])r. Malek. He has issued a paper ealh*d ‘ Eokeraj 
and a jiamiihlet called l All these things contain man> allegations. 

Some of them have Wn investigated b> the Distiut Magistrate. It is 
stated in this ^3; i that tlie district is being lun hy some dishonesl 
Inspectors of Police and some dishonest agricultural officers. The Collector 
reports that these allegations are vague, gener.il ami com]det(dy false. 
Whether it is false or light, it is oath against (»ath. 

The next point tli.it Mr. ( 'hatter jee complains abon't is that jirocuremeiif 
oflicers were ojipressing the Muslim teminls h\ procuring even paddy n(‘eded 
for their own consumption. This allegation is entirely false. In an\ case, 
the existence of Muslim tenants with st((cks of paddy as inqilied by 
Sj. Haripada (’hatterjee belies his otlier statement that life and proi)ert\ is 
unsafe in Nadia. 

The next thing that be states in his pamphlet about oppression of 
Muslims is that it is better not to give a list of the oppresshms that are 
taking place, .biit in many instances Pakistan or tieneral Dyer have not 
been able to better our performances. It is clear from the pamplilet itself 
that it is the outcome of political rivalry bv a group which is out ot power 
against the group which is in power at the moment. Samples of statements 
in the pamphlet are given. He says “many people wish to behave like 
Hitler. But without Hitler’s strength of character, sharp intellect and hn* 
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wlf-sacrifice that is not possible. Since in the clash of ideals, Hitler was 
himself destroyed, then why this attempt by a false Hitler?” Then he goes 
on to state that Si. Haripada Chatterjee in a letter to the late Sarder Patel 
made a large number of allegations. All these allegations were found to be 
false on enquiry. He made allegations of molestation of a Miislim girl. 
This also was found to be false. The Collector reports that Mr. Haripada 
( hatterjee himself when visiting Barachandghar and Chotachandghar asked 
fhe Muslims to give a sound beating to the refugees if they came and 4 
unarmed refugees who had gone to Govindapur hat were severely assaulted 
by the Muslims in consequence. 1 need not go further into this matter. 
The reason why he makes a statement here is because he feels that these 
allegations cannot be proved outside. I have given you examples that we 
follow his allegations. We follow every printed matter that he issues. He 
must not have this function in his soul that he is able to go away after making 
certain allegations which are not probably based on facts. 

Sj. Xnnada Prasad Choudhury suggested something which again is also 
Mtyfjesiio falsi, because his suggestion about the question of Dey’s Medical 
Store is not true. They are not the agents of the Bengal Government at 
all. They happened to he the sole agents of Messrs. Pfizer who sell strepto- 
mycin. Probably members are aware that besides Pfizer there are other 
manufacturers of strei)tomycin, such as S(piibb, Fp.jolin, etc., in England 
and Parke Davis and so on. These })eople have taken an agency of 
streptomycin. What happ(*ned was that this police officer went to th»* 
store and asked the gentleman to go to the police lock-up first and then he 
would see the accounts. The gentleman was prepared to show the officer the 
accounts. Now% Sir, we have all idong heard that the police does not look 
after the interests of the public and when an individual com])lains to me 
that this police officer does not want to see the accounts first or does not 
want to hear his explanation but wants to take him to the lock-u]) first, 
is it very wrong for the Chief Minister to' ask the policeman to see the 
accounts first and if anything WTong is found then only he should arrest the 
fellow. 1 have found that tendency to some extent in certain section of the 
policemen. 1 am sorry to say that their idea is that they should take the 
fellow first to the lock-up and then find whether the fellow actually did 
something wrong. This is a matter in which I have taken strong action 
in certain cases, and this is one of the instances about which Sj. Annada 
Prasad Choudhury has mentioned. 

My friend Mr. Badrudduja has said that this Government did nothing. 
I wish he could say this last year, 1950. To stop the oppression and assaults 
on the Muslims of Howrah I had to take the jinusual step of introducing 
martial law' there. Was that measure not taken for the protection of the 
Muslims ? I believe he is a god-fearing man and if that is so I wish him 
to remember what had happened lust year and what steps this Bengal 
Government took at the risk of even incurring the disapprobation of the 
Centre to protect the Muslims from assaults and various other things. Sir, 
he says this Ministry is corrupt and absolutely untouchable. I wonder why 
his friends were so anxious a few’ weeks ago when the Minority Minister 
was to be uppoint(‘d that they expected him to be the Minister here. I do 
not think that these friends of his sent me telegrams after telegrams without 
informing him or without getting his approval. In any case I hope he has got 
his peace of mind mnv that he^as not to touch this Ministry even with a pair 
of tongs. He has said that this Government has failed. Can you say that 
this Government bus failed? 1 say this Government has not failed him; 
otherwise he would not be here in this House to speak in that fashion as 
he has done just now*. I do not know what other things he expects from 
this Government. 
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Sir, I now pass on to the main question about the Police. The first 
question that has been made out is that we are spending too much on thenii 
that we have increased our expenditure on them. My friend Sri Annad* 
Choudhury — a clever financier that he is— says like this. “Last year yott 
had some items of expenditure which are non-recurring:. When such is the 
case how is it that you show that the increase is only 5 lakhs P It Ls 25 
lakhs.” True it is so and I will tell you why it is so. Since 194!)-50 we 
have gone on increasing our jmlice strength. Today we have got three 
more battalions roughly of 1,200 officers and men and also about a 
thousand men have been added to the Port Police. 

Sir, my friend Janab Mudassir Hossain — unfortunately he is not here 
just now — is thinking of a pt'uceful time, of a peaceful da> when so much 
police would not be required to be tht‘re, that so much mom‘} would he 
flowing round that it would not Ik* nect'^sar^ to "iiave any protection at all 
and there would be no need for police. Sir. we had to increase the police 
ior(‘c from d2,78() in the year Ih47-4S to 44,()(>f). Whether we are wise or 
whether we are not wis(‘ i'^ a matter in \\hi<di w'e are the best judges. Put 
1 have got to put before you the facts. Last yeai when tin* trouble start^sl 
we had to go to eviuv ])roMnce. I had to telegraph to Pentral Provinces; 1 
had to telegraph to I’ttar Pradesh; 1 had to telegraph to Assam, Orissa and 
to Bihar for giving us some relief. At that time there w^ere men in oui 
police force who were working tor 72 hours at a stretch without sleep and 
without food hut still it was not possible for us to control the communal 
fury unless w’e hud some additional help from outside. Fortunately for us 
Kiliur did give us the loan of a battalion and we also had to make use, an 
you are all aw^are, of the Military force, but Government of India have told 
us and in fact have given us a directive that unless the whole thing goes out 
of the hands of the civil j)ower, the administration should provide for the 
necessary police force. Therefore we had to increase the police force by 
nearly 6,000 men. Each battalion costs us about 15 to 16 lukhs of rupees 
of recurring costs. So if you multiply 4 by Hi it comes to (>4. That is 
how the calculation was arrived at and I hope my friend Sri Annada 
Choudhury would he satisfied with this explanation. 

As regards the increasing cost of the police force I took some pains to 
find out what happened in the year 1040-41 and in the following years up 
to 1950-51 and compared how the progress of expenditure on the police jforces 
had been, as to what w^as the percentage of police expenditure in relation to 
the total revenue expenditure. The percentages are as follows : —

Sir, this increase has been caused by the fallowing factors and I went to 
put before the House these fij^tors. 
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Sir, in the first place we are aJi aware that in the last two or three years 
there has been a great deal of terrorism and sabotage existing in this 
province, some engineered by communism and some engineered by com- 
TTiUnalism, and I am not here to praise or blame either the one or the other. 
Hut the fact remains that these two “isms” challenge and make it impossible 
lor the Government to continue unless we luiike it impossible for them to 
act in such a way as to produce terrorism. Since the partition and during 
the disturbances of 19o0 it was found that it was impossible for us to 
manage and maintain discipline without increasing the police force. As 1 
have said just now, the Government of India are very averse to our using 
the military force for this purpose. Secondly, the way in which Bengal 
has been partitioned has made a border of nearly tiOO miles. This border 
is more in theory or in name than in practice, with the result that in order 
to prevent various affrays across the border and in order to prevent 
smuggling and to have a customs check, we have to put in 100 pickets 
along the border, each picket consisting of six constables and one sub- 
uispector. It has found afterwards that while our men were unarmed, our 
counterpart on the other side had armed ])icketH along their border, and 
i( was tliei(*fore essential that we should also have our jiolicemen armed. 
Mr. Del )en Sen has asked, whv so much exjieuditure on arms and ammuni- 
tions y I am giving him an answer. 3dien it was louml that when one 
picket was posted at a distance on an average of six miles, it was impossible 
for the people in one ]>icket to go over to the otlier picket and control the 
border line because there were no roads, wuth the result that w’e had to 
connect every third ])icket, for we could not do more than that, with a 
t liana tt*n miles behind the border. There are dtl t lianas across the border, 
and each thana is connecttsl with one or two of tlu'se jiickets so that if any 
incident ha]ipened that might be communicated to the thana and relief 
given. 

Then, again, there is the question of increijse in the jiopulation which 
has engendered indiscipline and probably want of peace in the different 
towns. Take for instance, (’alcutta, Santipur, Nadia, Hanaghat, etc. 
Shortly after the war, a large number of unauthoiised w(‘apons and ammu- 
nitions passed into the hands of the lawless elements who also started modern 
methods of attacking the police, particularly mechanised transport was also 
used. This made it necessary for our State ])oliee to have modern weapons 
and increased tninHjiort and also to have an etheieut wireless comiiiunication 
system. 

Next, Sir, us a result of the merger oi 'rooeh Behar with West Bengal, 
an adidtional exptuiditure on police for tin* new district of Cooch Behar 
became necessary. There was a Police Training (\)llege at Sardah, and that 
went out into East Pakistan. Therefore we had to start a ihilice Training 
(’ollege at Barraekjiore. We have to spend money in establishing the 
college and getting teacliers to train the police projierly. Then, again, in 
view' of tlie fact that there was an increase in moh vicdeiiee and in view' of 
the disinclination of the Government for the police to use fire-arms as long 
and as far as jiossihle, it was necessary to have a Tear Smoke Squad to he 
formed to dtail with disturbances in various jilaces, which we have found 
to be very useful. 

Then, again, a women police force hud to he created in Calcutta for 
dealing with the cit^ women criminals. It was found that whenever a 
wmman criminal has to he appre^nded if a man police goes to apprehend, 
a large amount of disturbance and excitement is caused because he catohes 
hold of n woman. 

Tl'en, the Calcutta port is of vital importance, but much of its police work 
WQA left in the hands of an ill-equipped police force. It was necessary to 
rearm them and put them in the proper trim. 
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Then, again, you must not forget the fact that as in the other depart- 
ments of the Government, the police had to he paid a higher salary because 
of the increase in the cost of living. 

Then, again, there is another point which I must mention Wcause it 
might not have been realised by the members that liengal lias been divided 
into three water-tight compartments — the upper part consisting of (Aioch 
Beliar, Darjeeling and Jalpaiguri is entirely separated and cut oft’ iroin 
Malda and West Dinajjiur. Then, again. Malda and West Dinajpur are 
cut off from West Bengal. And the result is that in order to have a police 
force available in these three divisions, particularly in the second and the top 
])ortions, it was necessary for u^ to keep a Reserve Police Forct‘ there as we 
(ould not mobiIi.se our strength from one part of the jirovince to the other 
because of geographical difficulties. 

Then, Sir, as regards the question that has b(‘en raisinl a little while 
ago about the instructions from the Government regarding the assaults in 
the police lock-up, as 1 said, there is the Calcutta Police Act and the 
Bengal Police Act, in section (S(’ of which it is definitely laid down that 
when ome a man has bi'en takiui into the lock-uj), unless In* jiroves to be 
fdistreperous lu' sbould not be assaulted and aii> ca.se of such assault that is 
brought to the uotic(‘ of the (ioviu'ument should be .sev(‘rel\ diailt witli. 
As regards the bella^•i^ul of tlx' ])()li(a* towards tli(‘ jieople iml the wa,\ in 
wliich tile jiolua* .should beliavta 1 might have the indulgema* of the House 
t ) (juote a few lines from a speech which I delivtuaal at tln^ last Police 
I’ai'ade : “I would like to take this ojiportuiiitv of iiiqiressuig ujioii v mi that 
\ on should see to it that in truiig to maintain jieace _\ou do untiling which 
itself may cause a breach of the peace. To successfulK maintain jieaci* vmi 
must take human psychology into account and you must tr\ to control a 
man bv mental proces.s. Vou must not keiq) yourself aloof from the 
environments oi the people. Ymi must trv and iiiaintuiTi pmice by not 
joining- anv jiarty or group but by keeping \ourself strictlv impartial in 
every dispute and making a proper ajipreciation and appraisement of human 
jisychology It sliould be remembered that the eontnd of mind is more 
desirable than ]»hysiral suppression. If V'ou will Jproeeeil on thi.s line, 
>ou will b(* able to .serv'e your country b> a.ssociating with its widl-being.” 

Sir. one of the reasons for the increase in ex]>emiiture has been the 
introduction in Calcutta of nudule units. There are now db mobile units, 
tvvo main wireless transmitting stations and one sub-station with a 
maintenance establishment of lot) men and officers. Tb«‘sc men go about, 
in different paits of the town, and if an emergency arises in aiiv jiait of the 
city, it takes only five or ten minutes to concentrate three-fou’'jhs of the 
nudule staff of our police force to the troubled area. This has been of 
immense assistance iu emergencies which have not lieen infreijuoiit during tin* 
l.ist few years. Roving wireb‘ss cars have detected thou-sands of traffic cases, 
cajitured a large number of offending vidiicdes which tried to gid away after 
accidents, a good nunifier of burglars whib* they have fieeri runrfiiig away 
with stolen properties, and most iiiqiortant cjf all, captured many wanted 
taxis and cars which have been involved in robberies and dacoities. But 
apart from these, roving wireless cars on several occasions have recovered 
jiroperties left by mistake in taxis fiy passengers within a short time of the 
reporting of such loss to the police. These wireb*ss cars have also played 
an important part in fostering friendly relationship wdth the public. The 
wandering wireless patrol kept a constant watch for opportunities to render 
help to the people. Thej* have reached people injured in aceidenta to 
hospital, they have assisted stranded motorists bv informing or finding out 
their residences; when information from hospitals are received by day or 
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Higlit about serious conditions of persons admitted in hospital, the nearest 
wireless vans are told to inform relatives of the injured. This is done with 
such a speed that in several instances the public have sent letters of appre- 
ciation and thanks to the authorities. 

During the last year, the stolen cars which were detected were 20 ; wanted 
cars in connection with robberies and dacoities, 9; traffic cases 3,215; thefts 
and burglaries detected and culprits caught red-handed with ’ stolen 
properties, 75; serious motor collision cases, 129; help rendered to public 
in various forms, for example, helping the blind and the old pedestrains to 
cioss the streets, taking the injured to hospital, 1059; hospital messages 
passed on to^ relations, 75. Sir, this is how we are trying to develop the 
police force in Bengal . 

Bef()re I c.onf^lude 1 want to say this, that I have always felt, as Mr. Zaman 
has said, that the police forces are part and parcel of the people themselves 
and if we are ))ad they will be had. Sir, i mention one instance of a great 
friend of ours some of us know him very well — who came and complained 
to nie that particulai’ chemist had sold him (.’hlorom\ cithin at very high 
price, probably three or four times the price. 3 hen '] asked him, “Will 
you kindly give ine this in writing so that I can pursue the matter ' and 
he said, “No, Sir, 1 will not give my name. I just inform you. You 
belter find out whethei it is a fact or not”. Then 1 asked him “Does your 
di'iver know about it t He said “The driver knows about it but I do not 
want iny driver to get into it”. How on earth is the administration or 
the (loverument going to find out about these incidents unless we get the 
help from the public h It was a revelation to me when 1 was talking to 

Scotland \ ard p(‘o])le year before last when 1 was told that 75 per cent, 

ol thefts and burglaries in Hondon are cases where arrests are made by 
public and not b.\ the police. They are arrested long before police apy)ear. 
Therefore I endorse the suggestion of my friend Mr. Anandilal Poddar that 
we are to look upon the police as our friends. If there are faults as there 
are faults among brothers and sisters we should not look at them as if we 
are looking at them from the same point of view as we were wont to look 
at them in the olden days, but we should try and give them certain guidance 
80 that they may W al)le to serve the people with more effectiveness. 

As regards the future lay-out of the police about which, I think, a passing 
reference was made by Sj, Annada Prosad Choudhury, I want 

to tell him that we have decided (1) that the Bengal Police 
and the C/alcutta Police forces should be recruited on the same 

basis, that IS with the same preliminary' qualifications; (2) that 
all recruits should be trained in the same place so as to develop a spirit of 
amity between these two; (3) that when after 8 months or 9 months of 
traimng, the time comes for them to be diverted either to the Calcutta or 
the Bengal police force, they will go in to the different forces and the salary 
wmuld lie the same in both cases, except that when a man goes to Calcutta 
u Calcutta allowance. So, it would not be necessary that there 

should he any difficulty for a man from Calcutta to be transferred over to the 
mufassil and vice versa. Then for several years up to the stage of Assistant 
oupei intendent or Assistant ( ommissioner of Police, as the case may be, 

• in different places — one serving in the district and one serving 

in Calcutta. There is no doubt Hiat the pi-oblems in the district are some- 
what different from the problem:? in the town itself and it is desirable that a 
police officer, particularly an officer who goes up to the higher rank, should 
have the experience both of Calcutta ns well as of district areas. Therefore, 
that these police officers will have ])eriodically — every four 
w five years— -to cross over from one group to the other and have experience 
for 6 months in one or the other area, as the case may be, so that at the end 
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of the period — say 18 years— when he becomes either an Assistant 
Superintendent or an Assistant Commissioner and when the question of 
fillings up the post of Superintendent of Police comes up or the question of 
filling up the post of Deputy Commissioner of Police comes up, all may be 
considered of equal value so that the Selection Board—whatever that may 
be, whether the Public Service Commission or some other body— may have 
both these groups of people before them for their selection. This will 
probably take away the friction and want of umlei standing between the 
two groups. 

As regards the particular case which Mr. Annada Choudhury has 

referred to, the men who had opted out from East Bengal and who had 

served in Calcutta for a certain number of years jind then proliahly they 
were not given permanency, the position was that .some of these hoys had 
not had the preliminary training which we give to u Calcutta recruit — 
whether that is bad or good I am not going to say — but it is a fact that they 
did not possess the preliminary qualifications which we expect from a 
Calcutta man and, therefore, tho.se of them who possessed these qualifications 
were kept on in the Calcutta Police while others could not he so kept. 

Therefore, I feel we have been going on in right lines. We are trying to 

do our best to save this country from destruction. It is our intention to 
see that jieople have pi'ace and can go about frt'elv to do their jobs without 
let or hindrance. The majority of people of this town, the majority of 
people in this province, are not anxious to have any disturbance — they 
want to live in peace and live in friendshij) and it is tlie duty of tht» police 
and of the administration to see that that peace and that understanding is 
maintained so that there will be no difficulty in future so far as the progress 
and (leveloj)inent of this problem province is concerned. 

Sir, with these words, I oppose all the cut motions and move my motion 
for accejitanee of the House.

But the thing that embarrasses me is the 
question of priority as I find that the sum that has bet*n alloeateil under 
th(* head Agriculture is much less, and it is lesser b\ about 1 crore. Thus 
laises a question for consideration whidhtu- loo<l is not mote important than 
health, of coiirst' there may be diilenmces ot opinion on this (juestion. I, 
also find that these t\Mt de[>aitmen(s together, namely, Mmlical and I’ublic 
Health, have received the gre.itest ptU’centage ot increase in the allocation 
oi mone\ provided out of this .St.ite’s reMuiues. But, then. Sir, tin* utility 
ot a department and the utility of incri'asiMl expendituie ('annot be judg<‘d 
b\ the mere jihysical deM'iopmeiit of timt departnn‘nt. b\ the numh<‘r (d 
Ituildings that have been erected and b\ tin* numb(‘i id’ ])(*rsons that have 
been appointed.

solvni ami therefore it .should fie .sent to a tribunal so that strikes may not 
t.ike place Hut that is not the policy of the W'esl Bengal (ioverninent. It 
is contiaiv to tin* A( t tliat there is no provision which debars the hospital 
^v■oIke^s from getting tin* benefits of the tribunal under Jiidustrial Th'sputes 
Act I hojie the Hon'ble Minister will give us some reply to this point. 

I admit tli.it .IS a result of negotiation and througfi the intervention f)f the 
Hon ble Mini-tci the hospit.il workers did get a minimum wage or the fiare 
minimum wag^* ibexuaisls it was very low* and it wuis only Ks. dd j)er 
month and .i^ .i lesult of lii.s intervention he now gets Us. dO. So far as 
tlmt cdt-.,, ji i> Mn()d hut -n far .is the other points are <‘oneerned, nothing' 
lias lu*en lioiie < )n thi** question of w age.s an agreement was arrived at hut 

on no other ji unt th<*re \\,is an\ agreement. Take tfie (ase of leave. W’^e 

weie trdd ih<it the ho^pit-d workers should get one month’s privilege leave 
in a \eai huT the\ ha\e not got it. Another point was that they must not 

be .jsked to woik tor more th.in eight hours a day, but that also has not 

been given elfei t to Anotfier was that they should get provident fund, 
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pension or gratuity, but nothing whatsoever has been done. So far as these 
hospital workers are concerned, it is being said that these are charitable 
insiitutit)n.s and not profit-making institutions and therefore the workers 
nuist he satisfied with what they are getting. It is a strange argument. 

You can fix your own wages for your woii^ers but you cannot always force 

them upon the poor, starving, nuked and liungis people. They cannot be 
asked to takt* sub-human wages and you cannot force them to do so. And 
if for that juiipose oiu charitable institutions have to be closed dow’n, I 
think they should he. W’e cannot while giving relief to the diseased make 
the noiinal and healthy ])erson \vorking for the diseased also. It is no argu- 
ment to say that hos])i1al workers must sullei and must not get normal wages 
so that these ehari table institutious ma\ carry on. 

Now, Sir, I shall cite the case of health assistants serving in hospitals 

of West Hcngal. When the salaries of all the emjiloyees have now' been 

revised, when we have been told that every category wmrker w*nuld be 
inehithal in the recent revision of pay, 1 am sorry to bring tf) your uotice 
that flu' case of these health assistants has not been included in that revision, 
and ill whut stage the matter lies, 1 do not know. We do not know' if they 
are going to get a graded system. l*reviously they W'ere getting the same 
seah* fd ])a,\ as lower division clerks hut now 1 understand an attempt is 
iieing made to give them a lower scale ol pay than th(‘ scale of pay fixed 
for low’(‘r division assistants. T think, however, that the\ should not be 
given lessiu’ ]iay than what the low'pr division clerks are now getting. 

As regards the (lovernmeiit hosjdtal at Asaii'^ol there are vast plots of 
land there and accommodation alr(‘ad> exi'^ting toi- l(l7 beds, hut due to 
mismanagement, huiigliiig, idc., the beds Inne been mit down to ‘20 or 00 
and all this has takmi jilace mo.stl\ umhu the administration oi (rne Ta])an 
Chatlmjei' who was apimintiMl the administrative officer for this hosjiital by 
our .fudicial Ministm’. The appointment was made not h\ the l^uhlic Service 
TominissioM hut because he hajijieiid to he a friend of our .ludicial Ministt'r.

Money 
was spent through a contractor tw the purpose of re]>airing the hospital and 
B contact of Rs. 4t).(Ht0 was giveli for a work which can be done foi Rs. 0,000 
only. The matter was brought to the notice of (lovernment and the Chief 
Minister. It w'as also brought to the notice of the Government of India 
but we do not know if any enquiry has taken place and what has been its 
result. Rut these are the facts and I hope the Hon 'hie Minister will give 
US some information on this point. 
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I should also like to point out that in all the hospitals the worst souioe 
oi harassment and difficulty to the patient is the bad mana^^ement. There 
are contractors who seem to be a permanent feature in leceivinjr contracts 
and they are not chan^^ed. 1 shall particularly rel’er to the case of the 
contractor attached to the Medical Colle^^e Hospitals. 1 am told there is a 
pmtlemau in the Medical t'ollege Hospitals — a Muhammadan ^lUitlemau. 
He had opted for Pakistan thrice but he is beinj^- detained lit're. I am ttdd 
that he is retained here for tlu‘ benefit of one Ka'^hi Mitter and that these 
t\\o tof^ether are dejirivint? the patients of their piexoibed diet.

Th6 Hotl’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, before I take up the 
subject of medical relief 1 desire to answer some oi the specific points raised 
by my friends opposite. My friend Sj. Ivanai J.al De has made statement 
which I can only say is born out of ignorance. He '^avs 

3rtr5^ i” The health of a community can Ik* tested either by taking 
the longevilx of the individuals ^\ear by year or taking the death rate. I 
have got here, Sir, the figures for the death rate from year to year and they 
show that the death rate conipanng with HHi, IbdO, lU4b, 194b, 1949, is as 
follows:— 

dl3 (>9 j)er thousand p()j)uIation in 1911. 

2T8 per thousand population in 1989-88. 

19 G per thousand population in 194(). 

188 per thousand population in 1948-49. 

As regards longevity also we are on tlie vvin. The longevity at different 
ages has been — 

In 1911 at the age of 1 it was 29-57 

In 1931 at the age of 1 it was 8T(»5. 

In 1949 at the age of 1 it was 40-82. 

Take the age 40. The longevity at the age of 40 — 

In 1911 it was 17-78. 

In 1931 it was 17 3(1. 

In 1949 it was 19-39. 

Therefore so far as that point is ccmcerned my friend is entirely out of 
court. He musf say something and therefore he says the most wondexful 
thing which is against fact.s. lie said that the local clinics are paid for by 
the local people ami the (Government only pays recurring charges. Again 
he is entirely out of court. A thaiia clinic costs us Ks. 5(1,000; there is no 
donor yet who has paid us Ks. o(i,00() for a local tliana centre. Then again 
he says in Kurdwan the total number of beds has been reduced. It is 
entirely false. On the other hand from the 1st of April the number of 
Wds would be increased by 50 aud we are training midwives to cope with 
this increasing number. Then he said that the Presidency General Hospital 
is going to be lowered in status. That is entirely false. On the other hand 
the Presidency General Hospital is going to be the centre for post-graduate 
triuning for the whole of WesW Bengal. Students wanting to take the 
diplomas of M.D’s., M.S’s. and* M.O’s. and other post-graduate diplomas 
will be trained in the Presidency General Hospital. He also said that 
there were no free beds. Again he is wrong ; his information is incorrect 
or he does not choose to see things as they are. 
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Then again he said that Homeopathy has no facult5\ There again he is 
wrong. If he had taken a little care to find out he would have known that 
there is a Homeopathic faculty in existence and in operation. I will answer 
about the Sammelani later on. 

What I wish to say to Mr. Deben Sen is that the more 1 hear him the 
more I feel that he is ignorant; on the other hand he is clever at fabricating 
f^icts. He is clever enough to hit people below the belt by making untrue 
allegations against some officers on the floor of this House as ho knows that 
whatever be the allegations that he makes here, he cannot be charged for 
outside, 1 would welcome any statement of his condemning some people, 
some othcers of Government, of his bringing charges against such people 
against whom he has made oral allegations on the flo(»r of this House so 
that I might enquire into the charges against them, and if they are found 
to be false and if even then the allegations are insisted upon, both the 
parties might he ])ut u]) before the court. That is the only way to mend any 
executive or administrative defe(‘t. For instance he said something about 
Its. :2,5(K) 

Sj. DEBENDRA NATH SEN : On a Point of Order. Sir. C’annot a charge 
made on the floor of this House form the subjec't-matter of an enquiry l>y 
Government, or, shall 1 have to go outside to make such a charge so that 
an enquiry might be held into the conduct of the oflicers involved in such 
allegations ? 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Y es, because the member 
always makes allegations 

Mr. SPEAKER: Order, Order. That is no point of order, Mr. Sen. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: 1 feel that it is a cowardly 
attack made upon oflicers. (Sj. DEnKNOUA N.atii SeA : Oiiestiou.) J>et 
him make the charges formally and 1 will liave them tuiquired into. 

8J. DEBENDRA NATH SEN: On a Point of Order, Sir. Is not the 
word “cowardly” used by the Hon’ble the Chief Minister unparliamentary ‘r^ 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 am of the view that the word “cowardly” should not 
have been used. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: All right. 1 would replace 
the word “cowardly” by the words “a clever, cunning way of ]ni<ting charges 
ag-ainst an individual”. He said something about the Sag-ar Dutt Hosjiital 
and in doing- so be brought in an allegation against tin* Administrator of that 
liosfutal ill respect of a sum of Its. wliicli, he alleg*ed, was paid by this 

Government. That allegation against Government is entirely false. Tliat 
gentleman alleged against and that hos])ital have nothing U) do with Govijrn- 
ment. It is maoaged by a gfiverning body as tlie (diairmjiii of which body, 
I believe, the Civil Surgeon of 24-Parganas has been nominated by the 
Administrator. I have tried my level best to get tlie Sagar Dutt Hospital 
under the control of the Government but I am afraid that until the High 
Court intervenes it is not possible for us to take it over. I know the capacity 
of this Sagar Dutt Hospital ; I know that it is possilde to develof) this insti- 
tution for the purpose of giving medical relief to the people in ihe 
neighbourhood. I have tried several times to approach the different 
authorities to find out whether they w’ould be agreeable to hand it over to 
the Government. The whole diflSculty with the Sagar Dutt Hospital is that 
their income is only Rs. 75,000 and they told me that it is no possible for 
them to maintain more than a small num^r of beds — I believe they maintain 
about 45 beds at the present moment. But at present the hospital has 
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nothing to do with us. We have no control over it except that we make 
and they take our suggestions where necessary. Sir, again I do not know 
what Sri Deben Sen meant by saying that there was a case against one 
Tapan Chatterji and how he brought in Tapan Chatterji while discussing 
Sagar Dutt Hospital. This, I say. Sir, again, is a cunning way oi 
putting the whole matter before the Assembly. (Sj. Debendra Nath Sen: 
Was that gentleman not the Administrator-General P) He may have been 
the Administrator-General. I do not know about the case. 

I now pass on to the Medical Department itself. Sir, 328 hospitals with 
18,100 beds and 740 dispensaries have been rendering medical aid to the 
|)eopIe in urban as well as in the rural areas in this State at the present 
moment. The figure is inclusive of A. G. Hospitals and the Famine Relief 
Hospitals which were established during the time of the HG2 Bengal Famine. 
1 his works out at 1 bed for 1 ,400 people. When we were discussing iliis 
matter before the* Bhore t'ommittee we placed before ourselves the ideal 
that 1'3 beds for a 1,000 persons is the target that we should aim at and we 
thought that in the first 20 years we would he able to reach the target of 
1 bed for 1,400 persons. Fortunately this Province at any rate has neen 
aide to reach that target 20 years ahead and I may mention to the memhers 
<)l the Asseiiihly that this is a unique achievement of this Government. This 
ratio is the best in the whole of India. The total number of medical men 
giving medical relief in West Bengal is 12,500 giving the ratio of one 
<bK’tor for 1,044 of jiopulation. This again is the best in India. The Bhore 
t'Oiiimittee considered that there should be one doctor for eveiv thousand 
people, and we have now reached the stage of ’8 for ever> thousand people. 
4 he ratio of beds to jiopulation is, as I have told you. 1 for 1,401). Two 
bui\dred and twenty Government mobile medical units have been working 
in ibe rural area to combat the spread of ej>idemic dis(*uses. Four bundred 
nnd twenty Health Assistants and 5 Sanitary Inspectors are also engaged 
on carrying out jireventive measures in the rural areas. My friend Mr. Deben 
J>(‘n has asked a question about the Health Assistants. These posts of Health 
Assistants have been temporary up till now. The matter is under the 
considtwation of the Ministry of Finance. Tn addition the District Boards 
maintain Sanitary Inspectors and Health Assistants for which the Govern- 
im*nt pays them subvention. Three travelling e\t‘ dispensaries subsidised 
by Government have also lieen working in this State and they have been 
n'fidering useful service in curing eye diseases and preventing blindness. 
T\'enty-six relief eainj) hospitals and dispensaries with 720 beds were opened 
in ibis State in the early part of 1050 with a view lo rendering medical aid 
1<i the disyilaced persons. Seventeen relief camp liosyutals and dispensaries 
are still functioning in ditferent districts in this State. With a view to 
affording jiroiier mediiail relief in rural areas Government have been estab- 
lishing health eeiitres throughout tliis State. This seheme envisages the 
esiablishment of union and thana health centres gradually in this State. 
Sir, with regard to rural medical relief jieople do not reali.se that today the 
ine'lical profession has come to understand that prevention ivS really better 
than cure in the case of medical diseases and therefoi^ preventive medicine 
is considered to have a pull over the curative medicine. Fp till now the 
attention of tlie medical profession has been more or less engrossed in the 
creation of medical practitioners who can cure diseases, but we have now 
cenne to realise that it is much better to prevent the disease in an individual 
or in a community rather than to try and cure an individual after he is 
clise*»cd. This is particularly so tn a poor country like India. Therefore 
our attention was drawn to this matter not merely from the point of view 
^o| having centres from which public health work and medical relief can bo 
tendered in the village areas but to create a new type of medical practitioners 
other than those that are now practising in different parts of India and of 
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the State. This type of practitioners has to be more or less habituated to 
the condition of rural life. Therefore at my instance the University of 
CiJ^ntta has agreed to devote three months of their five year course of 
students to going to rural ureas for the purpose of obt iining the ihita and 
the needs of the rural areas while thej' are students. After passing out a 
medical student has to put in six months of training in some branch of 
medicine as a student obtaining practical knowledge, and during this period 
tliose students who love or desii’e to go to rural areas can clioose a rural 
centre as their centre of training for six months under a professor or a 
teacher who would be recognised for the purpose b\ the University. If a 
student is so trained, it would be possible then for him to take up ♦he 
combined work of a rural lualth worker as well a^ a lUtMlieal relict worker. 
But at the ])resent nioment we have not got that tN])e (d personnel that w(‘ 
need. One of the reasons of the delay in establisliing these lieallli units 
lias been to try and get our own medical practitioners of the old t\pe — 
I mean those who were trained under the old systcni — an additional tniming 
of three niontlis in the All-India Institute of Hygiene in the matter of 
]uevention of diseases, in the matter of ensuring sanitarv measures, in tlu’i 
matter of providing maternity and child welfare and in tlie niatti'r of looking 
after school children. Therefore it is not enough for ns to find the money 
to produ(‘e the centres in village area: it is not enough f(H‘ us to find the 
nHoirring expenditure in our budget. It is also nect‘s.sai\ that we should 
have a certain number of trained |>ersonnel who can be of use to tlnvsi* 
undical centres in the rural areas. 

Sir, I will now go on to the other aspect which tins (loverinnent ha.s been 
developing in the matt(‘r of training. A ^ood deal of '-oininent hav bt‘(*n 
made witli regard to the fact that the Medical Schools iiave been abollslu'd 
in tlie State of We.>t Bengal. As far back as 1!)4] all th(‘ jn'ovim’es excejit 
Bombay and Bengal have abolished their school s,\siein. l^V(*n Bihar, 
Central l^rovinctvs and Orissa have aboli.sh(‘d llndr school sysiem for the 
simiile n’a.son that it is not the cheapness that matfer.s. In the case of a 
]!(ison who would be given tlu* responsibilit\ of saving the human life, a 
♦ crtain amount of niiniinuin (raining is necessary, and all (‘Xjierts have 
agreed that without five \ ear, s’ training no individual should be allowed 
to liuve the charge of liuinaii lilt*; and thereloie all the schools wert* up- 
graded. So was it in the case of Bengal. There were three schools in 
Bengal — one at Jalpaig-un, one at Burdwan ainl one at Bankura, of which 
the Bankura .school is not a (ilovernmeiit .school but the dalpaigiiri ami the 
Burdw^an schools helong’ed t(t ( iovernnu'tit . So we lelt t hat a medic il 
]>ractitioner would be of v<*ry little avail, tlioug*!! our expt'nditure on inediciil 
rt'lief would be very bigh, unless he is as.sociated with suitable in(*(iical 
worker.s — the W'orkers who would take u]* the job oi no'dieal relief at odd 
times. Tlu*refore we should h.ave a suitable number of traim*(l pharniacistH, 
nurses, midwives, traim*d medical assistants ami surgiral dres^ rs. \\ c 
therefore chose -lalpaiguri as a centre when* jiharimicists would be trained 
and due arrangement lias been made with reganl to the jeovision (d beds in 
Jalpaiguri hospital. But wliat we have done is that instead fit wasting 
time in providing medical education of an inferior tyjie to the students, 
we have allowed the students to have a training in Sir Nilratan Sircar 
Hospital and the Medical C’ollege Hospitals. Because a certain quota has 
to be prescribed for every district, thi.s school is being utilised for the purpose 
of training iiharmacists. Probably most members are not aware that the 
profession of pharmacists is not the same as the profession of conipouTiders. 
A compounder only compound.s medicine whereas a phannacist knows how 
to mix up medicine and to find out what are the new lines in which drugs 
sliiuld be employed. Therefore, a good pharmacist is a good assistant to a 
medical practitioner in the rural area. Similarly with regard to nurses and 
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niidwives. At tlie^ present moment the custom is that every medical hospital 
besides having a full staff has got a certain number of probationers. I felt 
that these probationers were rather handicai)ped by the fact that they were 
asked to do eight liours^ work every day and then to study. That is not 
fair, and this is not a correct procedure. At the same time these hospitals 
could not do otherwise, because they have not had enough money to have a 
large number of nurses and at the same time to give instructions to women 
in nursing. Therefore, we have started a school in Burdwau where 50, and 
1 think this year 100, students will be under training. They will be real 
trainees in nursing. They will do probably 3, 4 or 5 hours’ work and the 
rest of the day they wdll be given prat iical and theoretical training because 
we want to have a large number of trained nurses. One of the greatest diffi- 
culties of this province has been the paucity of medical nurses and midwives. 
We in our discussion in the llhore f'ommittee found that while medical 
practitioners and compounders were available, nurses were difficult to get. 
There were two reasf»nH for that: one was that most of the people belonging 
to the midtile class who are really intelligent and who have g‘f)t the gift to be 
really trained nurses were not available. Secondly, the nurse’s work was 
regarded as something infra di(j. Fortunately for us this attitude is gone. 
1 am in charge of several institutions. I know that what difficulty we hid 
in and 1927, we have not the same difficulls now Women wuth good 
training now^-a-djiys etmie forw'ard to take up the course oi nursing. I ho]>e 
and trust that tinn* will soon come when w’e shall have nurses' institutions 
fhmrishing in difl'erent parts of the province. 

With regard to the Bankura scliool, the difficulty has been tliat this 
institution is conducted by a ])rivate agency and I have tried to argue with 
tliern to close the school, because the Bengal Medical Council would not 
rc'cognise the school education. Therefore 1 said that instead of closing down 
the school altogether if they could u.se their institution for the purposi* of 
tiaining medical assistants and surgical dressers they w’ould be doing 
in.iuense good to the people; and 1 jiroposed to them that if they trained 50 
men of this type every year, we wuiuld he able to give a certain amount 
of capita] and recurring grant. But the gentlemen wdio are resjmnsible for 
that institution do not seem to be of the .same mind always — sometimes they 
agree and sometimes they go back. This year I understand they have gi-t 
only 5 men taken in for training, but 1 hope and trust that that matter will 
again lie looked into and people wull be available from that institution as 
medical assistants and surgical dressers. 

Sir, in each district there is a (Mmiinittee formed with tlie District 
Magistrate as President for collection of funds ami selection of sites for the 
rural health c'entres. With a view to accelerating the construction of health 
caoitres. a special Construction Board has been formed by the Government. 
Already 39 health centres have heou ojiened and 23 will be opened before 
olst March, 1951. 

Sir, infectious diseases like cholera and smallpox break out in an epidemic 
iorm and although there is a permanent 272-hedded infections ward at Sir 
Nilratan Sarkar Hospital for the admission of such cases. Government do 
open temporary infectious disea-ses hospitals in Calcutta, whenever necessary. 
At the present time, Government haVe been maintaining a l(Hl-l>edded hospital 
at Beliaghata. The ])resent arrangement for the tackling of this problem is 
to have a hospital at Beliaghata ^ a thousand beds of which a beginning 
has been made. 

Sir, with reganl to tuberculo.sis, the problem of tuberculosis is a major 
problem. Government have been maintaining a hospital at Kanchrapara 
which has at present 416 beds and very soon steps are being^ taken to raise 
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ike number to 600. The Government of India have very kindly granted us 
recurring as well as some part of the capital expenditure for providing 100 
beds for the refugee T. B. patients. Government have also set up a new 
sanatorium at Dikri in the district of Midnapore. It is expected that tliis 
sanatorium will be provided with 200 beds by the end of At the 

piesent moment, there are already oO Wds in operation. Government also 
bear the cost for maintenance of 100 tul)erculosis beds at tlie Kumud Saiikar 
Roy T. B. Hospital, Jadabpur. Government have also opened a T. B. ward 
in the Medical College with 24-beds. A lOO-beded T. B. Hospital will be 
opened at Belinghata for the treatment of refugee T. B. patients, (iovern- 
ment have abso decided to open a 2o-l)edded T. B. ward at -I. 1). Hospital in 
Cooch Behar during the next financial year. 1 am also authorised to 
announce that some friends have collected Rs. 25 lakhs for the purpose of 
founding a place for tuberculosis treatment and T have suggested to them 
to have a tuberculosis colony such as we have got in Pai)worth, viz., a place 
where there would be a hospital of 100 beds. Probably it may b(‘ stationed 
at Dikri, — T liave not finally selected the site, — and with it there will be 
areas where people can settle themselves. I saw in Papworth that there 
were families which were growing vegetables in their small cottages and 
wh(i were also working in workshops and wdiere either wooden furniture or 
small iron frunituiv and leather work were being done in large quantities 
and .1 have an ambition that as soon as money is available, wo slinll lu* ebh‘ 
tc get the T. B. patients to remain in the surroumlings where ihe> liave 
been cured. Our unf(»r(unate experience has been that a man goes to a 
bo.s]dtal or a sanatorium and may be tolerably cured — I sa> “tolerably” 
because very soon it i.^ likely that he may have re-infection and relapse 
w'henevei’ be goes back to bis old surroundings. 1’hcrctort‘, it is ru'cessary 
to have a colon> . AVe have a small area given to us b>' Lute Sj. Jamnal.il 
Bapij in V luberia, Imt it has not been possible to utili.se it iis vet bi^’anse 
of want of funds. Whether that ]>laee can also l>e utilised for tliis purpose 
I do not know. (lovernmeiit have alreaily firovided CIH additional beds in 
the following lios])itals as shown lielow : Shambhunath Pandit Hospital — 
36 beds, Malda Sadar Hospit.il — 24 l»e<ls, Balui'gliat Sadar Hospital — 7 beds, 
Jalpaiguri General Hospibil — 40 beds and the Meilical Ccdlege Hosjiilais, 
Tuberculosis Ward — 24 beds. Total — 131 beds. 

During the next financial year Government propose to provide further 
313 adidtional beds to he provided amongst the following hospitals as indicated 
below: Krishnagar Sadar 'Hospital — 110, Berhampore Sadar Hospital — 60 
(including 56 maternity beds), Malda Sadar Hospital — 17, Darjeeling S.id.ir 
Hospital — 102 (on amalgamation with the Eden Sanatorium), Burdwem 
Fra.ser Hospital — 76, Katwa Hospital — 16 and Kurseong Hospital — 4. Total 
—313. 

Sir, the difiiculty of our opening a bed is not merely construction t)f a 
place for accommodating T. B. patients, not merelv provision of equipments 
or even the i)rovision of the personnel, but the difficulty today is that one 
bed costs us anything between 2,500 to 2,600 a year with tlie result that if 
it is a 50«bedded hospital, it means about Rs. 12 lakhs a year which Wcomes 
rather difficult to meet in some ca.ses. 

Sit, with regard to the points raised by my friend *Sj. Dehen Sen, I may 
say that the inferior workers of hospitals are now' classified as skilled 
labourer^lass T and class II — and general workers, that the scales of pay 
of all workers in the Staie hospitals have been standardised according to the 
classifications shown above, that it has been ordered that no hospital worker 
should receive less than Rs. 50 per month including allowances other than 
house rent and that in the Medical College Hospitals these w'orkers have 
already been included in establishment category-^tbis fives them the 
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benefit of leave and pension under the West Bengal Services Rules. The 
cases of similar workers in other State hospitals are under consideration. 
Apart from the leave which they get under the Bengal Civil Service Rules, 
leave on medical certificate for twelve days in a year on half pay has now 
heeu sanctioned for the temporary workers. All hospital workers whose 
(laties require constant attendance in the hosputal have been allowed house 
rent allowance uj) to a maximum of Ks. 10 in lieu of free quarters. All 
workers who have their duties to perform in the hospital wards should get 
uniform at the rate fixed for the purpose of hospital workers. They are now 
allowed to contribute to the .General Provident Fund according to the General 
Pn vident Fund (General Services) Rules. 

Nursing arrangements in the Medical College Hospitals have been taken 
over fiom the Calcutta Nursing Institution from the 1st duly, 1940, and 
these workers are now treated as hospital workers. 

Sir, I now come to another question. Sj. Deben Sen has said something 
alnuit a man who has opted three times for Pakistan and is a contractor 
supi)lying arficles. My friend the Hon ble Bhupati Mazumdar, who now 
lo<»ks affer all the contract services that are rendered in rliflerent hospitals 
in Bengal, tells me that there is no ])erson who has tliiice oi>ted and is now a 
contractor. Details more than that I cannot give now. 

As regards the Lake Medical College, the Lake Medical College was 
slatted b> the Government of India for five years on the 1st Ma}, 11)47. 
'I'hey took over the whole of the structures and aj>purtenances from iite 
Amej’icans with the intention of utilising them for the jtiirjtose (o) of founding 
a hospital, and {h) of training licentiates who hiid served in the wai Lir 
getting condensed M. B. course. 

Sir, L happened to be then the President of tlu' Indian Medical Council, 
and I got the Council to agree to give them two \ ears’ c'fuirse to enable them 
to appear before final M. B. examination. In some cases inr lhose who aie 
]tai ticularly trained during the uar period these two \ears were reduced to 

montlis and in some cases to V2 months. The idea was that Government 
intended to utilise tliis machinery for the purjiose ouiy of training these 
liceni lutes for the condensed M. B. course. AVith this end in view, they 
tajt that the.N would not need to continue the hospital for more than five 
years. Therefore when they took over these places from the respective 
ounerii they approached each individual owner of property, to whom the land 
Vtlonged, asking them to give the Government of India a lease for five 
yimrs on certain terms. Of the total area which was nearly 217 bighas, 
about 144 bighas lielonged to the Improvement Trust, about 08 bighas 
belonged to private owners. The Government approached these owners and 
asked them to allow them to occupy these areas for five years from 1st May, 
11)47. Everyone of the owners of these properties was anxious to get back 
the property, particularly because the value of the property has gone up, 
and many of them have got land there for the purpose of building houses 
b.r themselves. And therefore according to the lease which the Government 
of India hud made with these owners, it is necessary for them to give back 
the land on the 1st June, 1952, five years after 194’?'. What happened was 
that while the owners of 178 bighas were prepared to give this lease to the 
Government, the owners of 29 bighas of land were not prepared to graut 
this lease. Th^. Government of Inffiu then issued a notification acquiring 
these lands at a cost of Rs. 52,28,900. The question hung fire, and I had 
on several occasions to approach the Government of India to finalise and 
regularise the whole procedure. The Government of India today are not 
prepared - to continue the lease for any longer period. With regard to the 
area which hfui been acquired, I believe the Government of India has 
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approached the individual owners for purposes of a reconveyance of the 
l)roperty with such compensation as the Government of India and the owners 
may a^ree upon, but with regard to the leasehold hinds they are helpless. 
They have to give it back to the owners. Now there are two problems as 
m\ honourabW friends Sj. Annada Prosad (’Koudhury and Dr. Sureah Phandra 
IhViierji have mentioned. There ai'e two propositions. Due was the tiuestion 
ol treatment of the TOO patients. I believe the effective number of beds in 
thf Lake Hospital today is besides the indoor jmtients. I say this 
bt cause Dr. Banerji has mentioned that there are a very large number of 
j>atieuts there, (lovernmeiit is not unaware of the usefulness of this insti- 
tution. They have done their work remarkably well under very difficult 
ciicumstances, but the tact remains that if you have got to erect a building 
there for an>wheie near TIH) beds it will bo necessary to have at least 70 to 
80 bighas of land in order to erect that structure. 70 to SO bighas of land 
would mean a little over a crore (d rupees at the prcMUit valuation, and then 
as Dr. llanerji, 1 think, mentioned the structures are so poor that every year 
the (Tovernnu'nt uf India had to ]>ay Hs. d lakhs for the ]nirj)Ose of merely 
repairing. Therefore if you want to build a hospital which would be really 
useful u)u will have to have a fairly good and ptunianent structure. 1 
h:iv(' calculated that oi diiiari l^N we need Us. ‘2,o00 per bed in ordiT to house 
th(' i)atients. If \oii niultii)l\ 7o0 by 2,000 it comes to a fairly colossal 
figure of a crore and half of rupees or a little over for the structure itself. 
That sum of iiione\ it w i?l not be jiossible for us to afford. Secondly. 1 
hav(* oiten felt that it v\ill be umlesirable and impolitic for us to try and 
f(uce these people and di'prive these people j)erinanentl\ who hud thought of 
building houses or the Improvement Trust from selling the pro])erty at a 
ju’ofit bv utilising this at a cost of Ks. crores or more and then to build 
a lios])ital in that area. The better jdaii is what has been suggesttal by niy 
fiiernl Sj. Annada Prosad Phoudhury, and we liave provisionally decided 
tliat we shall increase the nuniher of beds in the Suinhhunath Pandit 
ho'*])ital, in the Nataina! Mt*dieal Institute at (iobra and in tht‘ Golavii 
Mfiliamniad Stieet Hospital on tlu* other side of Tfillygnnge and in the 
Piesidenc}' (Jemual llosjiital sC) as to put in 7o() beds. \Vhat would happen 
would be that of Ks, L'l lakhs uhicli we are now sjumding lor the maintenance 
ol these hospitals, half of that might 1 m* utilisiMl fiu- tbe^ purpose of extension 
of these hospitals by the number of beds that I have mmitintied. It will be 
necessary, for instance, that Sambhuiiatli Hospital and Presidency (ieneral 
Ho.spital will be upgraded, liecause they w’ould be probably tin* future 
centres for develo[>ing post-graduate education in the medical subjects. 
Therefore, so far as the provision of beds is concerned, 1 feel Ibis arrange- 
Dient should be fairly satisfactory from all points of view . 

With regard to tlie number of personnel who are attached there, I have 
already approached the Corporation of (-alcutta and olhcr employers to take 
in some of the staff who will he dismissed from the Lake ITosjiital. But 
then if you are increasing the number of beds in (dher hospitals wdiich need 
w'orkers, you w'ill need to have these officers, because tliey have been trained 
to work in a hospital. I do not think there will he any difficulty for employ- 
ing the staff that are now employed in the Lake Hospital at the pn-sent 
moment. 

With regard to the general point I have only to mention that and ihen 
I close. * It has been suggested as to what attitude we siiould take with 
regard to Homeopathy and with regard to Kaviraji. With regard to 
Kaviran, several of them bad come to me from time to time, and I liad told 
them that it would be better if they could mobilise and join together «^nd 
have a unit of their own and, secondly, I had suggested— and they have 
a<;cepted that suggestion — that before they go on to the cliiucai subjects of 
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surgery, midwifery, etc., they should ensure a fundamental knowledge of 
anatomy and physiology or chemistry, because on the foundation of such 
scientific knowledge it will be better to go ahead with the implementation 
and instructions in their respective b^ranches. Unfortunately, three major 
institutions on ayurvedic subjects in this city have not yet come to any 
decision. Provisionally we have put down Bs. 1 lakh, but I am perfectly 
sure that if these gentlemen come together and act together — as the National 
Medical Institute at (lobra and the Medical Institution in Upper Circular 
Eoad have done — if they join together it will not only be useful to them 
but it will also be helpful so far as the development of the institutions is 
concerned. Administratively, Sir, there is one difficulty. That difficulty is 
this When you give medicines to a particular allopathy hospital we know 
the standard according to which we can assess the need of the hospital 
regarding medicines and equipment, because the.v are more or less 
standardised . 

With regard to tlie Kaviraj system Ihe one difficulty that has confronted 
me is that each Kaviraj has got his own method of preparing the same 
medicine and the cost of pre})aration of the same medicine by one Kaviraj 
varies from the cost of i)reparation of the same medicine by another Kaviraj 
to the extent of 50 per cent., 100 per cent., and so on. When a grant has 
been made to an institution and the auditor goe.s there it is not possible 
foi him to find out in what manner that expenditure will have to be assessed. 
I have spoken to the Kavirajs and have requested them to standardise the 
expenditure on these drugs if that is possible. (Sj. An.nada Piiosad 
ClioiTDiirilY : What about the Ayurvedic system?) 1 have felt also that 
there is an Ayurvedic Faculty. I am not vain enough to think that it is 
no good nor ean 1 (daim knowdedge as to how to control these clinics 
hecause T do not understand their methods. All 1 ean sa> is that, if those 
institutions which are giving training to the students in the Ayurvedic 
treatment, and sending them out as Kavirajs. w'oik actively, it should he 
possible for them to open up their institutions in the dift'erent areas and 
Government can give the grants. I have seen what work is being done in 
Bihar and Madras and I am not satisfied with the type of work that is being 
done there. However that is neither here nor there. 

With regard to Homeopathy the point was made that Homeopathic 
Faculty was also there. They are coming to me sometime next week to 
dbicuss this matter with me. 1 have already told them that I would he 
prepared to give them such help as 1 ran provided again they ensure two 
things. One is that before the student is admitted to learn the method of 
treatment according to the Homeopathic system he must have a fundamental 
knowdedge of anatomy and physiology becainse I feel it would not be proper 
or correct for the Government to encourage an institution with grants unless 
that institution is able to turn out students proficient in the line of treatment 
for wdiich he underw’ent training and also knew human anatomy and 
physiology. I am not referring to any particular system of treatment or to 
any particular institution. To whichever system of treatment he might lake 
to be must have and must be certified to have sufficient practical knowledge 
of human anatomy and physiology and the boy who wants to go out for 
ireatment must have some fundamental knowledge of the tissues of the body 
and the functions of the body. As soon as that is ensured there should be 
no difficulty in Homeopathy or Ayurveda getting grants from the Govern- 
ment. 

Sir, I have spoken about the personnel. I have spoken abqut the 
education of students. There is one other aspect to which I want to draw 
attention and that is the question of manufacture of drugs. This is a matter 
in which 1 haye taken a great deal of interest since the year 1918 and I 
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have liad something to do with the yarious institutions of this type that are 
now manufacturing medicines. 1 am glad to say that even a difficult 
medicine like Insulin is now being manufactured in India, althou^ not 
on a very large or commercial scale, in a very satisfactory manner. There- 
fore I have great hopes that it would be possible for us to extend help to 
different institutions both run by private agency as well us by Government 
for the purpose of giving the requisite medical aid to the people. 

There are two propositions now before the Government. One is the 
manufacture of Penicillin in this State and the other is the manufacture of 
D.D.T. which is an essential drug for the control of malaria and I am hoping 
that within four to six weeks both these schemes will be finalised. 

Most of you are aware that many of the drugs that we use every day for 
our patients are drugs which are derived from India, I mean deiived from 
the roots, bark or stem or leaves of the plants which grow in India, for 
instance, Ipecac, hlphedrine, Digitalis, Belladonna, Aconite, Santonin, etc., 
and therefore a Committee has been appointed by the Goveinineiit, i*alle(}^ the 
Medicinal Plants Committee, which is now investigating into the possibility 
ol culturing and cultivating these plants in larger quantities. Every 
member is aware that we are doin^ something in the case of cinchona out 
of which quinine is produced and in the same cinchona factory today they 
have developed various types of medicinal plants. This Committee of which 
I happen to be the Chairman is now’ investigating the possibility of increasing 
the growth and availability of medicinal plants in India and I hope and 
trust that will add to our strength. 

We have developed a Dental College as everybody is aware and provision 
has been made in the Budget, but, in order to give to the poor patients 
their denture at a rate cheaper than the price at which he can get in the 
present state of affairs, we have arranged with a Sw’iss firm for giving us the 
plant for manufacturing plastic artificial teeth at a very low cost. It won’t 
be more than G to 8 annas for a tooth. In any case in the beginning the 
Government will probably be able to give to the poor patients in the Dental 
Hospital free dentures for a while in order to find out how it works. 

With these w’ords I move that the Budget that I have moved be accepted 
and the cut grants rejected, (Applause from Government Beaches.)

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Tlie Hoti’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, my friend Sj. Sibnath 

Bauer jee said the correct thing and probably he was not here when I was 
pleading for the fact that prevention is always better than cure, and I felt 
that the Budget of Medical Relief and Public Health should be a combined 
Budget. You will recall, Sir, that I once made an appeal to you 
(Sj. SiBNATH Banerjee: wtfTQ ^ •) — great men think alike 

(laughter) — I appealed to you whether w'e could not move both the items 
together. You ruled that since they are different items, the two motions 
cannot be moved together in this House. If 1 am alive till the next gear’s 
Budget, it is possible that I may suggest that the two should be put 
together for this reason that I have come to the conclusion that a medical 
man after all should be a preventive man as mucli as a curative man (A 
voice: hear, hear), and he should give attention, if not more attention, to 
prevention than to cure for this simple reason that a man cured from 
tuberculosis or pneumonia is always a man who is handicapped in his life, 
whereas a man who is prevented from getting tuberculosis or pneumonia is 
certainly a better man so far as general life of the society is concerned. 

Sir, with regard to the question that he has raised about medicine, cheap 
medicine, I also dilated a great deal on that and I do not want to take the 
time of the House with regard to that. The (juestion of Kuhiraji and 
Homeopathy also I had discussed when we were discussing the question of 
medical relief. There are certain specific points that liave been raised by 
different meiiihers. The first jjoint that has been raised is why didn’t wo 
tahe the help from the World Health Organisation since they have made 
statements in the press “malaria is flying away from India because the Wiirld 
organisation has come into being in India”. The position is this : they 
approached difl'erent Governments last year with an offer to work in different 
]Vovinc 3 es, for instance West Bengal, but they stipulated that we must 
spend Rs. 2-10 per eapifn from our fund and then they will pay the other 
2 rupees G annas from their fund. When they came here we had already 
undertaken, as the Budget will show, a fairly wide area for malaria control 
inB aiikura and Birhhum districts and the cost of that organisation and works 
in Bankura and Birhhum was apprecduhle. The cost was 8 annus per 
capita and the results had been, in our opinion, very satisfactory. This 
scheme was undertaken directly by (jovernment and tlircoigli tlie local 
bodies and voluntary organisations. Sir, besides this scheme in Bankura 
and Birhhum, there are in Bengal today anti-malaria schemes in operation. 
There were Iff schemes in 1948-49, 4^1 schemes in lff4ff-ot) and f)7 schemes 
in 1900-51. The district-wise malaria control scheme l)y rosidual sjneading 
of D.D.l . has been carried out during the current financial year with very 
encouraging results in the district of Bankura and in S unions of Birbhiim 
and in the majority of the refugee cajnps and it is proposed to extend this 
scheme to other districts gradually. The anti-malarial drugs and kalu-azar 
specifics have been supplied free by Government to recognised hospitals and 
dispensaries, and also to the dispensaries and hospitals run directly by 
Government and by the local bodies for free distribution through the public 
health staff under Government and local bodies as well as through non- 
official organisations. In this connection. Sir,' Sri Annada Choudhury asked 
a question — and be referred to it previously also — why is it that we sold 
Quinine to an English firm P On the last occasion I had tned to explain and 
I tliought I did explain but evidently I could not make u.yself understood. 
The position was we tried for one year to sell these drugs; we advertised; 
we wrote to every firm in India who sells such drugs but got no satisfactory 
lesponse; we put them in different post offices. Still the stock was hanging 
on our heads. A question was put — ^Why don’t you convert it into a mixture? 
It is almost difficult to convert tabloid into mixture. Even if it could be 
done it is not we who could so convert it, but the different people who 
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would have to purchase it from us. When we failed to sell ihis drugf, 
ijuinine, and a sum of Es. 75,00,000 was hanging over our heads I thought 
it would be better to part with a certain quantity in order to be able to make 
up for the future. At the present moment we are manufacturing about 
60,000 lbs. of quinine in the Mungpoo factory. We are trying to extend the 
plfiniation area and to increase the quantity produced every year, but, it 
requij‘'»8 a little time for the cinchona fields to grow. We have extended 
the plantation by nearly li times but it will take at least 7 to 8 years to 
get the full results from the increased plantation. 

Sir, in this connection I may tell the House that our position with regard 
to cinchona has been very unfortunate. Records go to show that in the 
Nilgiri Hills large tracts of land growing cinchona had been in existence 
even in 1885, 188G. But for some reason or other the Government of those 
days would not agree to the extension and maintenance of these cinchona 
plantations and so they limited the total quantity produced in the whole of 
India tc 70,000 tons and the rest was to be imported through a parlicular 
firm. I need not go into that matter any further. 

Therefore the position now is that we have to make up the leeway. I 
believe the Nilgiri Hill areas are also now being extensively cultivaLe^l. I 
know Assam is going on with its cultivation of cinchona and w'e are also 
increasing our area every year so far as the production of quinine is 
concerned. 

As regards the prevention of tuberculosis the steps that have l>€en 
taken by this Government have been these, that we have been extending 
the B. 6 . G. Vaccination Scheme w'hich was started by this Government in 
1949-50 with 17 teams at an annual cost of Rs. 89,445. During the cuirent 
vear 12 more teams are working and the expenditure is likely to be 
ks. 1,50,000. The number of persons tested and vaccinated under the 
B. C. G. scheme are as follows: — 

Persons tested in 1949 were — 49,145. 

Persons tested last year were — 133,135. 

Of the persons tested, nearly 97,385 were found to be tubercular positive. 
Of the remaining 4,021,000 were vaccinated with the B. C. G. Vaccine which 
we hope will make them immune from tuberculosis in future. My friend 
Dr. Suresh Chandra Banerji will be interested to know that the majority of 
the work is being done in Serumpore and other industrial areas. We picked 
the industrial areas up for two reasons, because we could get the workers 
together in one area and because we know that the workers in a factory or 
an industry are more likely to contract tuberculosis than people in other 
places. Government meet the full cost of the maintenance or Home Visitors 
in the T. B. Clinics in the inoffusil areas run by the Bengal Tuberculosis 
Association, Sir, so far as the Bengal Tuberculosis Association is con- 
cerned, the West Bengal Government have agreed to establish two chest 
clinics attached to the local hospitals in the district and subdivisional towns 
wherever X’Ray facilities are available. In order to encourage opening of 
such clinics, suitable grants are made to local bodies or to local Tuberculosis 
Associations. Government alko pay for a qualified Tuberculosis Health 
Visitor for each such clinic. As soon as a patient comes to a clinic the duty 
of the Health Visitor is to go to the home of the patient and to find out the 
environmental conditions under which the patient has been infected .ind 
give advice to the people in the jiome as to how to avoid infection or, at 
any rate, to prevent infection spreading to the other members of the family. 
A provision of Rs. 50,000 has been made for this purpose in the Budget for 
14 chesi-clinios which have been esifablished uptoaate in West Bengal. 
tHovamment has enhanced the recurring grant to the Bengal Tuberculosis 
Association from Rs. 10,000 to Es. 20,000. 
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Ktobera of the Assembly will recall that in 1938 a drive was undertaken 
by Ladj^ Linlinthgow by which she was able to collect a crore of rupees in 
the whole of India of which 26,00,000 came to Bengal. It was given to the 
Bengal Tuberculosis Association which is intended for carrying on the 
campaign against Tuberculosis in different areas and to open chest clinics 
in different parts of \^'est Bengal. I believe at the present moment they 
have got 30 such clinics in the whole of Bengal. The usual method is that 
as soon as a district is prepared to gi«e certain grants for the purpose of 
constructing a building for a clinic, a Health Visitor is provided by 
Government the cost being borne by Government, and the Tuberculosis 
Association pays a certain sum every mouth to maintain the clinic and carry 
on its work. In order that the Tuberculosis Association could do it we 
have increased our grant to the Association to 20,000. 


The Kiron Sashi Sevayatan at Calcutta where T. B. patients are treated 
also received a recurring grant of Rs. 5,000 per annum. 

There are at present about 1,250 beds in the different hospitals for the 
treatment of tuberculosis. At Kanchrapara, as 1 have said before, there 
are 416 beds and I need not pursue that question again. 

My friend Mr. Sheo Kumar Rai has pleaded the cause of tuberculosis 
patients in Darjeeling area. 


In Darjeeling distirct at the present moment we have got 
beds : —

And this year the S, B. De Sanatorium is going to increase its number 
of beds by 75 because Government has given them a grant of Rs. 4,20,000. 
Patients are also admitted in the Victoria Hospital, Darjeeling, the Siliguri 
Hospital and Pedong Hospital at Pedong. Besides, patients are examined 
in ten hospitals and outdoor dispensaries, for example, dispensaries in 
railway stations, cinchona plantations, and in Works and Buildings dis- 
pensaries. One hospital in Darjeeling* district for the preventive B. C. G. 
vaccination is expected to be started in Kalimpong town very soon. I have 
not the slightest doubt that the hill areas are the virgin soil for the spread 
of tuberculosis and it has been the experience of every medical worker that 
in places like Darjeeling, Shillong, Hazaribagh, Simla and other hill 
stations tuberculosis spreads very much. There may be three reasons for 
it. First of all, diseases spread very rapidly where people are not made 
immune by small doses of infection carried on for a large number of years. 
For examjfle, people in certain areas do not get malaria so easily as a new- 
comer does. That has been the experience of medical practitioners. 
Secondly, in a hill station, people generally live in a crowded way and 
because of the cold they keep their doors and windows shut. And that may 
be one of the reasons for increased incidence of tuberculosis, and thirdly, 
because the walls' of the houses are made of wood which is liable to oairy 
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infection from year to year. Tuberculosis in hiJl stations are gr^nerally 
much more acute and prevalent. We are alive to this situation in Darjeeling 
area and we are trying our level best to do what we can for the tuberculosis 
patients there.' As regards setting apart certain number of beds in the 
8. B. Be Sanatorium to which Mr. ,Bai has referred I can assure him that 
I shall certainly do my best to get the sanatorium people agree to the 
suggestion he has made. 

Sir, Dr, Suresh Chandra Banerjf has raised the question of hustees. 
Nobody is more cognizant than myself including my friend Dr. Banerji, 
as to the situation in the hustees. As far back as in 1931 I completed a 
scheme of providing each hustee to be connected with the main sewer and as 
you are aware the four tholisand and odd hustees are served by the ordinary 
method of cleaning by sweepers. I made a scheme in which I can show 
that even in those days the capital charge would be ten lakhs and we would 
thereby save at least three lakhs of recurring expenditure every year. But 
I was outvoted, by whom? — by my friends in the Corporation because most 
of them happened to be the sympathisers of the hustee owners. But that 
is one of the things we have to face in any democracy. 

8J. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: But now tlie Corporation is under 
Government. 

Th0 Hon’blo Dr, BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY S Tliese hustees are really 
under the 'control of the Calcutta Corporation. My friend says it is under 
G()vernment now. But I say that no greater mistake could be made than 
this, for the simple reason that though in the Calcutta (Corporation the man 
to be appointed as Administrative Officer is appointed by us — it is true — 
still lie is as much independent of u.s as anybody else, as the Chairman of 
tho Calcutta Improvement Trust who works under the provisions of an Act. 
I can put indirect pressure or call upon him to get this or that thing done 
through hustee owners. But as far as these things are concerned I feel 
that although the trouble is there it has not been possible to go ahead. I 
do not know what steps the Government can take with regard to hustee 
dwellers in the city of Calcutta, but the sooner the hustees are cured, the 
better for all of us not only because, as it is said, they are inhabited by 
workers — I do not know what, the population is and whether the workers 
who live there are more in number than other people there — but because all 
that I cun say, is that in an organic constitution a disease in one small part 
is likely to infect all the other parts. 

8Ji 8IBNATH BANERJEE: On a point of order, Sir. Is it jiermissible 
to sleep in the House? I want a ruling from the Chair. 

Mfi BREAKER: I do not think any ruling is really called for. 

Th® Hon’bl®^ Dr« BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, it has made me sit 
down and it is difficult for an old man like me to rise up again. 

8Ji DEBENDRA NATH BEN: Sir, is it not showing disrespect to the 
Chair ? 

Th® Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Now about leprosy. The 
diagnosis of leprosy has progressed enormously in the last few years. The 
clinics for diagnosis and treatment ordinarily are under local bodies. They 
receive an annual recurring ^Tant in addition to an initial grant for the 
establishment of clinics. There are at present 41 such clinics in Bankura, 
Morshidabad, Birbhum, and Jalpaiguri districts, Bankura heading the list 
having: 26 such clinics. Government have now taken over the Bankura 
Investigation Centre which was formerly run by the Britiih Empire Leprosy 
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Association and has now been named Hind Kushth Nibarani Sangha, A 
clinic is attached to the centre for treatment of infective cases although 
ordinarily these clinics are effective so far as treatment is concerned and 
thereby reduce the foci of infectivity and therefore impede the spread of the 
disease to some extent. It has been found as a matter of practice that they 
do not completely prevent the contagion from being transmitted particularly 
to children and therefore Government liave decided and luive established 
a leprosy colony. The colony is to hold five hundred inmates ultimately. 
Already one hundred had been accommodated and the figures to which my 
friend has referred, namely, 4 lakhs for civil works and 2,83,000 for the 
leprosy scheme — those two combined will help us in establishing and 
deevloping this colony which 1 for one would like to build in the course of 
this year if that is possible. The colony has a 24-bed hosj)ital for treatment 
of general diseases and more beds for infectious diseases like cholera, small- 
pox, tuberculosis, etc. It has been tfie latest experience to the medical 
profession that leprosy is initiated and carried not merely bv the lepra 
hacilli but by a subterranian chronic infection particularly of the gall- 
bladder, etc., and therefore it is necessary in an institute of tliis ty]»e that 
there should be patients who would be treated for ordinary diseases. Forty- 
nine of the one-hundred patients in the hospital come from llankura district. 
Additional construction of dormitories and cottages for 124 inmates has 
been taken up this year and is expected to be completed soon. A sum of 
Es. 2,83,000 and Ks. 4, 00, 000 has been included in ne.xi year’s liudget for 
farther expansion of colonies. Government have decided to take over the 
leprosy clinics now under local bodies for improvement and expansion of 
theii activities. Government has also decided to gradually take over the 
leprosy clini(‘s under the local bodies for improvement and ex pension of their 
activities. The (iriffiths JiCprosy (3inic in Mi<lnapore has already been 
taken over by the State. It is projjosed to take over the clinics in Uurdwan, 
Krishnagar, Berhampur and Howrah next year. 

The following Missionary and private institutions for the care and treat- 
ment of leprosy cases receive capitation grant from the Government at the 
rate of Ks. 8 for each adult and Its. 4 for each child per month, viz. — 

Briyan Leper Home, Bankura, 

Raniganj Leper Home, 

Kalimpong I^epro.sy ('liiiic, and 

Silda Leprosy Clinic, Midnapore. 

A recurring grant of Ks. (>,000 is made to Albert Victor Hospital at 
Gobra for segregation and treatment of leiirosy. An additional speciid grant 
of Ks. 91,0()0 has been made to this centre during the current year. An 
annual grant of Ks. o.OOO is made to the J’remanand Leper Dispensary for 
the maintenance of 2 leprosy clinics in Calcutta. Hind Kushth receive an 
annual grant of Rs. 10,000 from Government for conducting leprosy survey 
and for educating the public. It has been my view that it will be possible 
for us to extend this lepra clinic in Bankura so as to provide for accommo- 
dation of a very large number of lepra patients in that area 

Sir, the next question that has been raised is of water-8U[)ply. The 
development scheme of rural water-supply aims to provide one source of 
water-8uppl.v for every 400 people — that is the target we have fixed. The 
st'heine is already in operation through District Magistrates in consultation 
with local water-supply committee. Sir, this scheme of providing for 
rural water-supply has had several changes in outlook during the last few 
years. At first it was given to the District Board to manage it. It was 
found that the District Board could not undertake the work. Then it was 
30 
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given to the District Magistrate to do it. Then it was taken up by the 
Government. Now, it has been again changed over because the District 
Magistrates and Local Committees desired that they should be given the 
charge of providing the water-supply. The policy of the Government is tc 
encourage local effort by people by realising private donations and contribu- 
tions towards the individual projects of rural water-supply. The primary 
consideration in the matter of selection of sites is the local need and the 
poor locality is not excluded for lack of donation. 

Sir, in this connection several questions have been raised, I think 
Mr. Sibnath Banerjee was one of those who raised it, as to whether we 
insist upon 5 bighas or 3 bighus or 10 high as. We had laid down this 
programme but it is not the intention of the Government to stop the progress 
of a particular area simply because the area is small. Why we said 5 bighas 
for a Union Board centre was that we felt that apart from the buildings il 
there is a small land the hospital authorities can plant vegetables so fhal 
the clinics may be partially self-supporing. Therefore in every one of these 
clinics we desire a little area, if possible, for people to utilise in that way. 

Sir, the reason why we want the public to contribute is this. It is noi 
that we do not feel it incumbent on us to provide medical relief for everji 
area but when money is deficient and the personnel is not adequate we like 
to see to what extent local efforts are enthusiastic to carry on the work. 
It is only to test the capacity of the local people and the anxiety to carry il 
on that we do this. Sir, in spite of the decision of the Government of India 
to discontinue payment of any grant for such development scheme for rural 
water-supply with effect from 1950-51, this Government provided a sum oi 
15 lakhs under the head “Development Programme — Rural Water-supply’ 
in the current year and the revised estimate has come up to 17 lakhs. Ii 
the next year we have provided 20 lakhs. 

Sri Annuda Prosad Choudhury raised the question — why not first of all 
resink some of the tube-wells. During the year ending December, 1950, th< 
number of new tube-wells sunk is 1,718; the number of tube-wells resunk h 
2,783; the number of repairs to tube-wells done is 115,345 and the numbei 
of masonry wells constructed is 119. 

Sir, that practically finishes what 1 have to say with regard to the poinlt 
raised by my friends. I just want to mention one point and then I close 
Sir, while we were discussing the question of provining medical relief and 
public health measures in India we were really amazed to see that the tota 
cost for India as a whole provided for medical relief and public healtl 
measures per capita per year w-as 8 annas w'hile in England it is Rs. 53 and ii 
America Rs. 35. We put our target in the Bhore Committee that we should 
increase this 8 annus to at least Rs. 10 per capita j)er year. It st 
happened that in Bengal the total expenditure on public health and medicai 
relief was 5 annas 6 pies per capita per year before the new’ programme waj 
put in. Today we are spending Rs. 2-3-8 per capita per year in place oi 
5 annas G pies per capita per year. That w ill show that we are on the righi 
lines. Sir, it is one of the fundamental points mentioned in the Bhor( 
Goramittee’s Report that the target shoula be improved, that no individual 
should be allowed to suffer without some arrangements being made whethei 
he lives in towns or in village to give him as good treatment as is possibh 
under the circumstances. are heading tow'ards it. I do not say thai 

1 am satisffed with the progi'ess but we have got to consider the exigencie< 
of the circumstances, the difficulties that are in our front, the need foi 
othei departments for money as well as the difficulty of getting propei 
personnel. 

With these words I move my motion for acceptance of the House. 
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SPEAKER: Mr. Banerjee, I understand from our Secretary tliat in 
the House of Connuons in order to prevent members from sleeping, snuff is 
supplied to the members. 

SJ. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: That is a very good thing. Dr. Roy might 
suggest some injection. ^ 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: I shall prescribe a little 
opium.

The Assembly met in the Assembly House, Calcutta, on Tliursdav. the 
15th March, 1951, at 3-30 p.m. 


Present: 

Mr. Speaker (the Hon’ble Iswar Das Jalan) in the Chair, 10 Hon’ble 
Ministers and 54 members. 

DEMANDS FOR GRANTS. 

57— Miscellaneous— Expenditure on displaced persons, etc. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, on the recommen- 
dation of His Excellency the G-ovenior, I bej» to move that a sum of 
Ks. 10,01,13,000 be ^^ranted for expenditure under Grant No. 35, Major 
Heads: “57 — Miscellaneous — Expenditure on displaced persons, 82 — Capital 
Account of other State Works — Expenditure on disjjlaced persons, and lioans 
and Advances bearing interests — Loans and Advances to disj)laced persons”. 

Sir, a displaced person or in other words a refugee has been defined by 
the Government of India as a person who was ordinarily a resident of East 
Bengal but who on account of communal disturbances occurring after the 
15th day of August, 1947, or the fear of such disturbances left East Bengal 
and arrived in West Bengal on or before the dlst December, 1950. Sir. 
in pursuance of this, the Government of India, after some amount of dis- 
cussion, have agreed to undertake the expenditure on account of displace*! 
persons under various heads. 

If, Sir, you refer to pages 109 and 110, you will find that under revenue 
head there is a demand for Rs. 48,13,000, the details of which are given 
in the budget estimate in that page in which it occurs that there is a sum 
of 20 lakhs wdiich is for the scheme for dispersal of dispaced college 
students from Calcutta. This 20 lakhs has been provided for in the 
estimates for advance of loans from the Central Government, as shown on 
page 120, so that if you take away this 20 lakhs, the total expenditure on 
revenue account will be about 28 lakhs wdiich represents half the cost of 
maintenance of the ofiice establi.shment both at the Centre and in the dis- 
trict area. Apart from that, there is another item which is shown in the 
demand of 84 lakhs which is expenditure on capital account of State works. 
The Government of India gives us loans with which we take up direct 
building programmes and schemes*^ for colonisation, handloom schemes and 
other schemes which in the year 1951-52 is expected to amount to about 
84 lakhs. Besides these two, there is a sum of Rs. 8 crores 09 lakhs 
provided as loan and advance to the State Government by the Central 
Government on account of expenditure on disnlaced persons. On page 139 
of the Red Book will be seen the details of tnis loan — 8 crores 68 lakhs — 
loans to displaced agriculturists, house-building loans, loans to professional 
men, loans to artisans and craftsmen, loans to businessmen, loans under 
housing scheme, loans to displaced students, loans to colleges, loans under 
colonisation schemes. All these items of expenditure are subject to 
confirmation by the Central Government as regards the method which we 
adopt for the purpose of giving relief. 

Sir, up till recently we did not possess any reliable statistics of the total 
number of refugees that have arrived here. I asked the Director ot 
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Statistics the Government of West Bengal to take a complete survey 
of the displaced persons in West Bengal since 15th October, 1946, up to 
the end of last December. He submitted his report on the 12th February 
in which he mentions that the total number of migrants is about 2,143,228 
not taking into account the number of persons in the different Government 
camps which will be in the neighbourhood of 1 lakh 42 thousand. So, 
altogether there are 23 lakhs of people that are here. Sir, he has also 
given us a very valuable report on the nature of occupation of those persons 
who have been displaced. This report I received only three days ago and 
it gives me the clue now of the various types of persons that have arrived 
here and I find that the cultivating class roughly number about 1 lakh 
families which means about 5 lakhs of people, industries and service about 
215 lakh families, that is about 10 lakhs of people. Then about miscella- 
neous livelihood — day labourer, mechanic, pension-holder, rent-receiver, 
etc. — they number something like 50,000 families and “no occupation’^ 
about 50,000 families. Not only that, he has given me now statistics 
showing district by district, union by union, how the different displaced 
persons have been allotted in different areas. 

Then again the Geographical Department of the University has taken 
up the duty and has done complete survey of one district, viz., Howrah, 
indicating, plot by plot, as to how much vacant lands are available — not 
in big plots but in small plots — and we find that in the district of Howrah 
there are at least 5,000 highas which are available for use in that district. 

Sir, as I mentioned before, I repeat again that for the total number of 
refugees that have come here I find that the problem before the Govern- 
ment was to find out, in the first instance, a shelter. In the beginning — 
that is to say, in 1947 and 1948 — we were not sure as to the number that 
would come to this side nor did we know whether they were coming only 
for a short period and that they would return if the conditions became more 
favourable. Therefore, in the beginning the question was merely of giving 
relief to those who had come. 

And the order of the Government of India was that we should open 
relief camps in different parts of West Bengal. Similarly, relief camps 
were also opened in other areas in Bihar and Orissa and in pursuance of 
the same scneme, we also sent a certain number, of people there. This 
period of uncertainty remained for several month.s and hopes were revived 
by the fact that from the latter part of 1948 till the latter part of 1949 for 
nearly 12 months there was no fresh migration from East Bengal. Every- 
body "was hoping perhaps that the conditions would so alter that they would 
be able to go back to their own places. Sir, I may make it perfectly clear 
that no Government, neither this nor any other Government can reproduce 
the conditions in which the migrant had lived before he came oyer here. 
You might give him almost the same rtTea of land for cultivation, you 
might also give him a little money for the purpose of his being able to 
rehabilitate himself, but you cannot reproduce that mentality. He has 
been accustomed to live in a particular surrounding with a particular 
environment. He has been brought up in a particular fashion with a 
particular frame of mind ; and it is one of the most difficult things in the 
world to be uprooted from all your moorings, and, therefore, however much 
you may try, whatever plans you may adopt, whatever money you may 
spend, it is impossible under any circumstances to be able to tell them 
“look, I have given you exactly the comforts that you had on the other 
side”. For some time there was an attempt on the part of some people 
that I came across — ^there were many of them — at any rate to 
back. Even when the, new migration started by the end of July, 1949, the 
total number of migrants in India — displaced persons as far as our census 
went — ^was about 11 lakhs, but even when the new migration, exodus 
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began in the beginning, there was a certain idea that it is i)OS»ible that 
many of thern^ would go back to East Bengal after a time, that whatever 
happened in East Bengal was of a momentary character and very likely 
they would be able to go back again and undertake their originarmode of 
livelihood. And, therefore, in the beginning the (jovernment of India 
suggested to us that we should provide for temporary camps along the 
borders to house these people and these camps were taken up in a hurry 
with no intention of making them the centre of rehabilitation at all in the 
hope that after a little while they would be able to go back. Therefore, 
Sir, if you take the whole gamut of events from 1947 on to 1951, the way 
of migration and the lull were alternate to one another, and it was very 
difficult at that stage for any man to say that the things will take this shape 
and no other. Sir, I have heard criticism why ditVnt the Government 
make any arrangements previously, so that these displaced persons might 
avoid all the worries and troubles of migrating from the other side when 
they came over here. Sir, it is obvious that if one had the intimation and 
any previous knowledge of when they are coming and how many of them 
are coming, then it probably might have been possible to make arrange- 
ments, but, as I mentioned the other day that for some time in the year 
1948 the Central Government was not aware, or was not willing to say that 
they need spend money in Bengal for the purpose of rehabilitation. Their 
idea then was that a few months’ relief work should be sufficient to give 
the fellow’s certain amount of comfort after which they w'ould go back. 
But things have happened differently, and I am glad to say that today the 
Central Government, Rehabilitation Department, have not only given us 
more liberal grants and liberal advances, but have now come to realise that 
the problem of refugees from East Bengal is a major problem today. In 
finding out a scheme for these displaced persons, it was not only necessary 
to find a house to shelter them, to find a little money to make them live 
with some amount of comfort, but also to find an occupation for them 
which is suitable to their temperament and upbringing. The first two are 
items which could be implemented with some amount of effort, but the 
greatest difficulty is the rehabilitation of the individual so far as psychology 
is concerned. I have just mentioned to you that 50,000 families are those 
who have had no occupation on the other side. It is impossible for men 
who had no occupation on the other side, who have come back here absolutely 
bereft of everything that they possessed, who have not even the mental 
outlook and the courage wdiich they possessed on the other side, to come 
here and try their hands in another occupation. I have met hundreds and 
thousands of refugees and they have said that they have a great grievance 
and a very natural grievance against not only Bengal, but against the 
whole of India, against the world itself, even probably against Providence, 
because they have been rooted out from their i>laces and subjected to 
varieties of troubles, ignominy, shame and difficulties not for any reason 
for which they were responsible. I have already told vou that by various 
methods adopted by this Government we have been able to put in 287,000 
families — 11 lakh persons in various ways. There is only one igroup of 
80,000 families or 4 lakhs of people who are on the migrants’ lands and 
1 have often been asked what is going to happen to them? The whole point 
is that we have now appointed a very large staff of Settlement Officers, 
because they have got to investigate claims of those who have come back 
and have claimed their lands, whether they really possessed, and owned 
the landsv whether they are only paid cultivators or day labourers on 
cultivation, or whether they were hargadart, according Uy the arrangements 
between the East Bengal Government and the two Central Governments. 
We have not yet agreed to return the land to the old hargadari^ but in any 
case we have got to find out exactly how the land was settled, and we have 
to find out ways for those who have returned to give back their lands and 
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41ieir and to find ont lands and other means of liyelihood for the 

others who have gone back or a proportion of them as may have to leave 
their temporary home. 

As regards housing problem, Government has constructed houses and 
ulso has given grants to persons for house-building loans and has also given 
some building materials. Altogether 5,377 houses have so far been 
constructed by Government in different urban and semi-urban areas. 
House-bui^lding loans amounting to Rs. 2,07,41,000 have already been given 
to 70 thousand families. 7,561 tons of galvanised tin sheets have been 
distributed. This has been given to nearly 37,805 families; 4,386 tons of 
cement and 414,714 feet of pipes for tube- wells have been issued. The 
refugees have also been given help in the following manner: to medical 
men and lawyers loan has been given according to a certain scheme accepted 
by the Government of India, and the total figure amounts to Rs. 15,54,000 
to 1,317 medical men and lawyers; agricultural loan amounting to Rs. 38 
lakhs has been given for different purposes, excluding house-building loans 
to a total of 5,000 agriculturist families for resettlement in agriculture; 
businessmen and craftsmen have been given a loan amounting to Rs. 94 
lakhs and Rs. 9 lakhs respectively. The loan to an individual in no case 
exceeded Rs. 5,000 because the Government of India have decided that in 
case a person wants more than 5,000 rupees he has got to go to the Refugee 
Rehabilitation Business Administration for getting bigger loans. Employ- 
ment has been found for 2,200 men in State Government work; 6,145 men 
in educational institutions, 2,337 men in railways, and 12,997 men through 
the Employment Exchange. Training has been given at Government cost 
to 829 men in vocation and technical trades through the Ministry of Labour, 
500 men in apprenticeship, and 220 men in boiler’s training. Besides 
these, as 1 have already mentioned, under the dispersal scheme, 5 technical 
institutions taking 750 people to undertake various types of trade such as 
that of mason, carpenter, blacksmith, welder, moulder, etc., have already 
been started. For women arrangement has been made for training 
unattached women in various useful avocations such as weaving, tailoring, 
knitting, toy-making, embroidery, and so on. The number which has 
passed through the examination is 1,760. The number under training in 
Government camps is 15,083; the number under training under non-omcial 
organisations is 14,033. The scheme for employing women in paddy husking 
has been introduced, and 220 women workers are participating in it. Then 
we have got silk trade, spinning, and mother of pearls and button industries 
scheme. Then, we are of this opinion that even after all others have been 
rehabilitated at some place somehow, there would be about 35,000 people 
who will be absolutely helpless — old, feeble, or too young, or too ill to be 
able to do any work for themselves, and it has been decided that these men 
and women will be kept in camps and they will be the liability of the State 
for all time to come. For the students Government extended help in the 
following manner: loan to 13 colleges 5*42 lakhs; grants to 11 colleges 
1-78 lakhs. This amount is apart from the dispersal expenditure under the 
dispersal scheme. Grants for capital purchase for 115 schools amount to 
20 lakhs. The number of new high scnools and primary schoob set up for 
them is 566 and the number of students is 54,131. The number of college 
students h6l|)ed with loan is 3,500 and the amount is 10*07 lakhs; with 
stipends to 400 students amounting to 8*22 lakhs; the number of school 
student® helped with books and ffees up to the end of 1950 is 7,600, and the 
amount is Es. 8*22 lakhs. In 1950-51 the number of students so helped is 
9,711 and the amount is Rs. 7*11 lakhs. There is one other institution 
which we have started, namely, the institution for training of students 
in inland steamer work, vi*,, the work in the engine room, in the dock, 
aii^ so on and so forth ; and we have 367 students who have passed out and 
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have already been placed. We have now Mt 7,122 students und«y^laiiing. 
As I suggested the other day, if any friend is anxious to know d^Stit, he 
could come and see as to what has been done in this centre which is just 
across the Hastings Bridge. That practically complete the picture that 
we want to place before the House, with regard to the arrangement that has 
so far been made and for which provision has been made by the Central 
Government who is giving us a buUc of the ten crores of rupees, only 28 
lakhs being charged on the Provincial Revenue.

“The iinpres.sions of our tour of the last few days are the following: — 

The minority community is not getting the protection which they should 
get from the local jFctty officials. If comj)laints are lodged in the jK^lice- 
stations they are not heeded. Officials on flimsy grounds harass them. 
They are sometimes deliberately put into difficulties. Money is realiserl 
from them 53 n various pretexts. Local interested people want them to be 
panicky and force them to quit for Pakistan so that they can help them- 
selves with their possessions. Throughout the border areas this is the 
plan. Today this is not o^y true of the border areas but of any place, 
even places far in the interior of the district, wherever the minorities live. 
An impression is there, that one can do whatever one likes with the 
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liamorities, and all the goonda elements are out to plunder them. There is 
complete chaos and Tillage after Tillage have been forced to quit. CultiTators 
^ho were rooted to the soil and whose only politics were hard labour in 
the fields dav in and day out were placed in such a situation that out of 
panic they fled to P'ikistan. This Will certainly tell on our food produc- 
tion and ^ill bring utter r*nn to all. It is high time that we should assert 
all our energy in removing '^^^uses so that they are assured of safety 
and can honourably live in their surroundings which they love so much and 
quit only when they are forced to do so. If we really want that those of 
the minorities who are still there should remain where they are, we should 
forthwith do the following: — 

All officers should be warned that they should be held responsible if the 
minorities of their jurisdiction quit out of panic. 

Refugees who are coming from Pakistan and occupying houses of the 
minorities forcibly, should be forthwith quitted from there. Conveyance 
should be provided for this purpose and they should be taken to the Govern- 
ment camps from where they may be settled at convenient places. 

Procurement staff should be warned not to harass the minorities and 
where they have seized the whole stock of i)addy they should return the 
quantity which the members of the family are entitled to.'’ 

Mft SPEAKER: Please make it short. 

8J. HARIPADA CHATTERJEE: Yes, Sir. “Those of the minorities 
who have left their, homes for fear and are not actually in Pakistan but in 
some safer regions of the district should be allowed to return to their homes. 
If they have been occupied by other refugees they should be restored to 
them. 

The other day we went to Assannagar; the minorities there expressed 
the determination to continue to live there though the minorities from 
adjacent villages had quitted. After a few days when we again went to 
Assannagar we found that the refugees arrived at Assannagar, were occupy- 
ing portion of the houses of the minorities. The minorities were feeding 
them and all the time ai)prehending danger. Gradually the refugees are 
encroaching more and more and we are afraid the minorities of the village 
shall have to leave soon if this j)rocess continues. 

At Pukhuria, a purely minority village, 1)00 refugees have come. For 
the last seven days they are being fed by the minorities. The condition 
of the refugees beggars all description. Now the minorities of the village 
about the same number, are trembling, thinking tomorrow they may also 
be displaced and placed in similar situation. 

On questioning some of the refugees wlio came only the previous night 
as to Tvmy they came to such an out-of-the-way place especially when the 
place was already full of refugees and there was absolutely no accommoda- 
tion they answered that they did not come there of their own accord but was 
given a free lift to the place in tw^o buses. 

Evidences seem to suggest that there is a master brain behind all this. 
Thia is doubly wrong. The destitute refugees are as if deliberately set 
upon helpless minorities who^re mostly cultivators of the Indian Union 
and have nothing to do with what hapj^ned in Pakistan. A situation is so 
created that they are compelled to quit their ancestral abodes. 

Our constitution has granted security to all citisens irrespective of caste, 
creed or religion, and we have declarea to the world from house-top, t^t 
ours is a secular State. But here in Nadia it seems that the administration 
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has gone to pieces. The authorities are either utterly callous and inefficient 
or deliberately flouting the ideals and tenets of the State and trying to 
convert the State into a Hindu oligarchy. A good deal of facts have come 
to our knowledge and responsible persons have stated the misdeeds of 
many a local official. We are sifting these evidences and in due course 
place them before the proper authorities. In the meantime may I request 
you to be so good as to see that no more tillers of the soil are forced to leave 
their hearths and homes? Already agriculture, trade and commerce all 
seem to be paralysed and God knows what is in store for us in future.’’

At the same time my 
difficulty is that the time which is taken by members is not devoted to the 
subject-matter of the debate and then they want more time to finish their 
speech. We have got to curtail time and to curtail it always depends on 
the co-operation of both the parties concerned. But I am not finding that, 
and 1 have to take the onerous duty of asking members to curtail their 
speeches though I have not the slightest inclination in my mind to ask the 
members on both the sides to curtail their speeches. If these two objects 
of co-operation from both the sides and of being relevant in speeches are 
not realised it is not possible for me strictly to stick to our time-table. You 
have to arrive at a decision by agreement or, failing that, 1 have got to 
decide what time-table we shall stick to.

The difficulty is 
that Mr. Eanai Lai De controls 8 members; the other members are not 
^ntrolled by him. If you agree that he will act for >ou so far os this 
debate is concerned I will be very glad, and if the Whip of the Govern- 
ment Party and Mr. Kanai Lai De will settle among themselves the time 
and give it to me, my onerous duty is discharged. I will give that time 
to the members concerned and there will be no grievance.

The Hoffl’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Mr. Speaker, Sir, with 
regard to the offer of Sj. Huripada Chatterjee I am very happy to hear 
that he is prejiared to co-operate. I am sorry if I have given expression 
to anything which has hurt his feeling which I did not mean to. I only 
made a statement on the last occasion. 

Sir, the question has been asked by my friend Sj. Sibnath Banerjee, 
why has the Howrah district been chosen for the purpose of finding out 
whether we can put in some displaced persons in that district. The reason 
is this. As I have indicated betore, while it has been found comparatively 
easy to rehabilitate or put in their own line men belonging to the artisan 
class, men belonging to the other business groups or professional groups, 
the trouble has been with those who have not been doing any work in East 
Bengal before they migrated to West Bengal. It is impossible for them 
to take to agriculture and even if they did, as my friend Mr. J. C. Gupta 
pointed out very aptly, if you want to give each individual un economic 
unit it is not possible to put in more than two lakhs of people in the area 
that is available in this West Bengal Province. Therefore we Lad to find 
some other alternative scheme and the scheme has been that instead of 
trying to give to each family 3 acres of land wfiich is probably the minimum, 
it may be possible to rehabiJitate a larger number by giving them 2 ecres 
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for ordinary paddy cultivation and half an acre to one acre for horticultnre 
work. My Apiculture Department has given me a list which shows that 
even if you take a very moderate estimate you can grow nearly 100 maunds 
of vegetables in one higha of land, and one higha of land after paying all 
outgoing will give to the horticulturist at least Rs. 600. Therefore if it is 
one acre of land or 3 highaa, it should give him Rs. 1,500 or Rs. 1,800, so 
that if he has one acre of horticultural land and 3 acres of paddy land, that 
paddy land may be enough to give him sufficient rice for his own livelihood 
and the horticultural land will give him sufficient return which will make 
it possible for him to continue his life in comfort. 

Sir, with regard to the question that has been raised by Dr. Suresh 
Chandra IJaiierji, the incident has happened yesterday. One of the news- 
paper men who had been there — Ananda Bazar Fatrika — I find has given in 
the paper a fairly correct account but the other paper has given a garbled 
version. Therefore it is necessary for me to give a Press Statement 
tomorrow so that it will give to everybody concerned, not merely Dr. Banerji 
or any niember of the Assembly but the people of Bengal, exactly what the 
situatitm has been, dealing with the points which Dr. Banerji has raised. 

Sir, I am now, after getting these statistics, very hopeful, very optimistic 
with regard to our ability to put in the displaced persons in comfortable 
places, not perhaps in the course of a month or two months — we cannot be 
impatient in these matters — probably the people who have read history 
know that in the case of the displaced persons from Greece to Turkey, 
there it took at least 12 years for them to be rehabilitated and I believe even 
now some of them have not been properly rehabilitated. Rehabilitating a 
large numl)er of peoj)le — 15, 20, 22 lakhs of people — is not a joke and 
therefore 1 personally feel that w'e are in a better jmsition for tw’o reasons 
so far as rehabilitation is concerned. First, I am glad to say that the 
Central (Government now is taking a great deal of interest in the problem 
of rehabilitating refugees from East Bengal. This is a helpful and hoi>eful 
sign. They have even offered to me that if they are given 10,000 highas 
6f hind in any i)articular area they w'ill be able to establish in that area two 
or three small townships and several big villageships on the pattern of 
Fulia wdiich I understand — 1 have not seen it myself — has struck the right 
note HO far as Bengali youths are concerned. The second reason why I 
say that I am hopeful is that I have come to realise that the refugees from 
East Bengal are not a liability to the State. If we can properly arrange 
and jmt them in the proper places to supplement wherever the need be the 
efforts of the people of West Bengal they will not only not be a liability 
but they will be an asset to the people of West Bengal. This is my hope, 
this is my feeling and I hope and trust that before long I shall be able to 
report to the ])eople of Bengal what steps the State and the people of West 
Bengal have been able to take in the matter of rehabilitating these displaced 
persons from East Bengal. 

With these words I move the motion that stands in my name.

The Hoffl’blo Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROYs Sir, on the recommenda- 
tion of His Excellency the Governor I beg to move that a sum of 
Rs. 35,55,000 be granted for ex{>enditure under Grant No. 27, Major Head: 
43 — Industries — Cinchona . 


Sir, I have already stated the other day in reply to a question of my 
honourable friend Sri Annada Chowdhury that we are manufacturing 70,001) 
jKjunds of quinine in three places in Bengal; and 40,000 pounds of quinine 
are manufactured in the Madras Presidency in tlie Nilgiri Hills. Ot these 
plantations that we have got in Bengal in Munsong area there are 1,62G 
acres, in Lat Panchar area there are 217 acres, in Mungpo area there are 
1,724 acres and in Kongo area 537 acres. The total is 4,104 acres under 
Cinchona. vSir, apart from these, as I indicated also the other day, we have 
started cultivation and commercial exploitation of medicinal plants other 
than cinchona. We have, as I have indicated before, appointed an expert 
committee for the purpose of drawing up a scheme and we have provided 
a certain sum of money for that. Six suli-tropical plants, for example, 
Digitalis, Purpuroa; Swertia Chirata; Lobelia Inflata; Taraxacum Officinalis; 
Atropa Acimunata; Menthia Puipurita, which grow at a level of 5,0(K) feet 
and above have been grown in Mungpo area in a very huge quantity which 
seemed to be a very good place for growing of these plants. Four other 
medicinal plants, namely, Uapehaelis Ipcacuanha, Kauwolfia Canoscenes. 
R. Serpentina, Camphor are generally grown in places near about 3,000 
feet and Bongo is the area that has oeen selected where these medicinal 
plants are grown. The Indian CouUcil of Agricultural Research and the 
Government of India whom we approached have agreed to bear the co^

Tlie Hon^ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, I simply move that 
the demand be granted.

37-~Education. 

The HOfl’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Sir, on the 
recommendation of the Governor, I beg to move that a sum of Rs. 3,47,25,000 
be granted for expenditure under Grant No. 19, Major Head : 37 — Education. 

For the fourth time since transference of power it is my privilege to 
present the Education Budget for the approval of the House. Hon’ble 
Members have noticed, I believe, that demand under Head ‘*37 — Education" 
next year comes up to more than Rs. 3*47 crores as against Rs. 3-OG crores 
which was demanded for the current year. A])art from the demand for 
Rs. 3 47 crores under this Head which I am now submitting before the 
House, the demand for Rs. 18'55 lakhs for educational buildings will also 
be made under Head “50— Civil Works." But even excluding the latter, 
the demand for Rs. 3,47,25,000 under Head “37 — Education" itself is the 
largest amount that has ever been demanded under Head “Education" in 
Bengal before or in West Bengal after the Partition. In the year before 
Partition, i,e., in 194G-47, the actual expenditure under Head “Education** 
was Rs. 3 03 crores. If the demands that are now being placed before the 
House be accepted, the Government of West Bengal will be spending about 
three times per capita on the basis of a population of even 2 40 crores. As 
Refugee education has been separately provided for, refugee population may 
not entirely be taken into account under this Head. The cost per head may 
yet be small indeed for the purposes of education on modern lines, but the 
rate of progress of expenditure under Head “Education" during the last 3 
years will, 1 am sure, be recognised by all unprejudiced persons as signify- 
ing a firm determination to proceed with nation-building activities notwith- 
standing our difficult financial situation. 

And what are the resources available to us out of which this progress has 
to be maintained? In 194G-47 out of the total revenue of Rs, 39*91 crores 
Government of United Bengal could spend only Rs. 3*09 crores, t.e., not 
even 8 per cent, of the total revenue. Now West Bengal Government pro- 
pose to spend more than 3*47 crores out of an estimated total revenue of 
Ks. 34*04 crores, in other words, more than 10 per cent, of the reduced 
revenue. This is apart from those items of expenditure connected with 
fducation that have been provided for under other Heads. 

We are repeatedly told, Sir, that the other and more fortunate provinces 
mi the Indian Union — fortunate in having larger income — spend a higher 
percentage of their revenue bn education. That may be the case, but no 
Bengalee can afford to forget that if we had the singular misfortune of 
belonging to a war-stricken and famine-stricken province before the Parti- 
tion, we have now been suffering from the unenviable affliction of amputation 
or partition and its sequelae. So our primary obligations are great and 
manifnld, but our resources are regrettably low.

Before I proceed further and submit in detail the proposals for expen- 
ditnre under different sub-heads of Education I should give the House an 
account of what the ICducation Department has actually been able to do in 
the current year and I will preface that account by pointing out the fact 
that our revised budget stands at d *19 crores as against 3 *06 crores that the 
Hon’ble Members were pleased to grant to my Department at this time last 
year. In other words, the fund at our disposal is likely to fall short of our 
requirements by as much as 13 lakhs and money will have to be found for: —

(a) Payment of arrear dearness allowance to Professors 

of non-Government Arts Colleges ... ... 1,50,000 

(b) Reprinting of “Kishalaya” (Part 1) and new printing 

of “Kishalaya” (Part 11) for use as Primers for 

class III and class IV of Primary Schools ...

(c) Additional provision for schemes under Development 

programme ...

Supplementary estimates have been submitted covering these amounts.

Fundamental Education.— ( 1 ) Social (Adult) Education.— In my Budget 
speech last year I submitted that in the field of Mass and Social Kdiication 
we proposed to spend 3 lakhs more in the current year to supplement the 
Central aid. Instead we had to find Rs. 3*24 lakhs which together with 
Rs. 3*39 lakhs out of the Central aid made it pos.sible for us to provide during 
the current year for a total exj)endiiure of Rs. 0,03,000 fur the promotion of 
Social Education. The number of Government Adult PJducation Centres is 
at present 530 (413.Literacy Centres and 123 Social Education Centres). The 
number of Centres run by aided voluntary institutions is about 71. The 
scheme both in the literacy and social wings is reported to be working 
satisfactorily under the guidance of an advisory body which has been consti- 
tuted with experts and men of experience in this line. A new syllabus for 
the training centres has been published and a monthly magazine, namely, 
Janosiksha, has been started from January la.st for the use of the new literates. 
A handbook for the teachers also is under preparation. 

(2) Primary Education. — In the sphere of Primary Education we took 
full advantage of the amendments that were made to the Bengal (Rural) 
Primary Education Act in the current financial year to facilitate the intro- 
duction of compulsory Primary Education and although there was au 
8])ecific provision, brought 3f> unions in Burdwau and 2 in Birhhum under 
the scheme of compulsory universal Primary Education with tin* approval 
of the School Boards of those two districts and have sanctioned * such a 
scheme for introduction in parts of the district of Hooghly also.* To enable 
the teachers to teach in accordance with the new syllabus recommended l>y 
our School Education Committee, a hand-book has been prepared and 
distributed free to the Primary school teachers. Hon’ble Members are 
aware that since the last year a Primer named “Kishalaya” has been 
introduced in cla.ss III of Priinarj* schools and all students in that form 
are ^ettilig it at cost price. Similarly, “Kislialaya”, Part II, has been 
published by Government and is being supplied at cost price to students of 
class IT.

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Tile HaaWe Rai jH^RBMDRA NATH GHAUOHURIS I believe 
‘‘Kifibalaya”, Part I, ie priced at 8 annas and “Kishalaya,” Part II, is 
priced 11 J annas. I may say that ‘^Kishalaya” is being distributed free 
to students in those areas where compulsory primary education has been 
introduced. 

(3) Basic BduCStiOO. — Even without such Central aid as was expected 
for the promotion of Basic Education, we have sanctioned 50 more Basic 
schools during the current year with the result that the total number of State- 
sponsored Basic Schools will come up to 92 at the end of the year. All these 
schools are up till now mainly staffed with teachers trained in our Basic 
Training Schools at Banipur (Baigachi). These training schools have for 
their staff teachers, most of whom (10 out of 12) had their training at Wardha 
and at Dr. Prafulla Chandra Ghosh's Training Centre at Balarampur. 
Knowing these facts it is nothing less than i^nppressio veri and 
iujgestio falsi on Dr. Ghosh’s part to say that the Basic 

Education that is imparled in our province is of my own brand. 

As a State cannot afford to depend on extraneous agencies in 
such an important undertaking, the Education De])artment have set up 
Basic Training (’olleges, one for men teachers at Banipur (Baigachi) ami 
another for women teacliers at Hastings House, Alipore. But they have 
been brought into existence in accordance with the Development scheme 
approved by the Government of India. We believe, Sir, that Basic Educa- 
tion is not the cult of a particular church but is founded on a 

vital principle e.ssentially edmaitive su(;h as was enunciated by 

Mahatma Gandhi, viz., that the object is “the development of 
the intellect” and “the prirndpal means of stimulating it should 
be manual training”. Yet, T would refer the Members to the recent message 
of the Hon’ble Prime Minister of India in which he has pointed 
out “the danger of too much orthodoxy killing the spirit” and “that Govern- 
ment have to adajit themselves to a variety of circumstances and may not 
he judged from the point of view, let us say, of an Ashram.” Dr. Ghosh 
has criticised the high expenditure per student in our Basic Training College 
for Women. That bus unfortunately been tlie case because the number of 
trainees had to be restricted in view of the unexjiected suspension of the 
Development Grants from the (Centre. If the Central Development Grants 
be not revived or w’omen feat hers in larger number be not available then we 
may have to unite the two training colleges to reduce the cost of training 
per acpita. As it is, Dr, Ghosh has calculated that the cost per student at 
Hastings House is something like Ks. 3,800. May I inform the House that 
my friend Dr. Prafulla Ciiandra Ghosh during the time when he 
was in charge of the Education Department got 11 teachers 
trained at Wardha not for a year but for six months at a cost of Rs. 20,000 
which would work out at a little above Rs. 3,000 per teacher per year. As 
regards the type of Basic Education that our schools are imparting I can 
further assure the House, as I did last year, that it is being imparted in 
accordance with the decision of the Central Advisory Board of Education 
taken on the basis of the re]>ort of their sub-committee to w’hich Dr. Zakir 
Husain, thfi author of the Wardha Report, was himself a party. To be 
sure that Basic Education in our State is proceeding on right 
lines an Advisory Board has been constituted to examine the progress and 
advise us from time to time, of w’hich also Dr. Zakir Husain 
is a valued member. If, therefore, Dr. Ghosh thinks that unless 
teachers are trained at his Atj^rain at Balarampur at a cost of Rs. 45 per 
head per month which ^he Department under him sanctioned, 
Instead of at Rs. 30 per head per month that the Department 
now allows for training at the Government Training Schools, no 
true Basic Education can be imparted, then all that I can say 
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i« ttlat it is very difficult for the present Government to a^ree with 
him. As to the cost of building a Basic School, it is true that our estimated 
total cost for building 4,500 sq. ft. at the rate of Rs. 7 per sq. ft. is Rs. 32,000 
per school (of which Government contributes Rs. 14,000 only) including 
the teachers’ quarters which cost a little more than half the amount. A 
Basic School, Sir, has to be a residential institution and therefore the cost of 
four or five teachers’ quarters has had to be incurred. Surely, Sir, in our 
alleged lack of enthusiasm for the promotion of Basic Education, to which 
men like Dr. Ghosh never cease to point, we could not deem it proper 
to house a Ba-sic School in anything like a cowshed or to provide less 
for teachers’ quarters than the Government of India, I understand, 
provide for a labourer’s quarter. Yet I can assure the House that we have 
asked our Construction Board to evolve a cheaper type of permanent struc- 
ture; and if it can be done, nobody will feel more relieved than my Depart- 
ment. But, as it is, our programme of Basic Education has proved so much 
attractive that from many places offers of gift of b bighas of land and of 
Rs. 4,000 towards the (‘ost of building are coming through the District 
School Boards, in fact are coming in larger number than the School Boat da 
can provide for. I would invite the Members of the House to inspect the 
Basic Schools which have been starte<l under our programme and satisfy 
themselves whether or not they are of the right type. 


Secondsry Educstioili — In the field of Secondary Education also ue did 
as best as we could to strengthen, with additional grants, the financial 
position of nearly 701) High Schools and also the quality of teaching by 
improving the scales of pay of the teachers. Previously the teachers in a 
very large majority of high schools had very little seeurity of service and did 
n(»T, enjoy the benefits of any graded ' scales of pay. The conditions of 
recognition of a high school laid down by the thiiversify required no 
suitable hut only a minimum .s(‘ale. It was only after this Ministry came to 
office that rules for Grant-in-aid were .so framed that it was possible to place 
the teachers for the fiist time on graded .scales of pay as given below: —

Tbeae are the best that could be offered in our financial circumstances 
and have benefited, we believe, a much larger percentage of teachers than 
any such scheme adopted in any other State in the Indian Union. 
The new Grant-in-aid Rules have certainly improved the conditions of 
service of the teachers in the aided schools who are getting much better 
emoluments than those in the comparable classes of unaided schools and, 
what is more, have made secondary education JO, 15 and even 20 per cent, 
free in our aided 8ch<x)l8 in Calcutta, urban and rural areas, respectively. 

In our educational programme a new feature, viz.^ the teaching of 
Rashtra bhasOy has been introduced at the be^nning of the secondary stage 
in higli schools from this academic session. To provide increased facilities 
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for High School Education in the district of Darjeeling a new four-class 
Government high schobl has been established at Kalimpong. (I see my 
friend Sri Sheo Kumar Rai is absent.) 

OoilegS EdUOatiOll* — Two sponsored colleges for girls, one at Hooghly 
and the other at Berhampore, are already functioning as first-grade Aits 
Colleges for women. Another college for girls has been started at 
Jalpaiguri this year on a sponsored basis. The teachers of some colleges 
refused to draw the dearness allowance granted to them last year in 
accordance with a resolution of the W. B. C. U. T. A. This year that 
resolution has been rescinded, and Government have been pleased to sanc- 
tum about Rs. 1*56 lakhs for payment of arrear dearness allowance. The 
total number of colleges in this State at present is 90, that is, greater than 
the number reached in United Bengal. Of these 90, 11 are Government 
colleges, 3 sponsored by Government, 22 permanently aided, 23 in receipt 
of lump maintenance or other grants, and 10 are new non-Government Inter- 
mediate colleges under the Dispersal Scheme, leaving 21 unaided colleges, 
I have already informed the House in reply to a question from an 
Hon’ble Member of this House that the financial position of a large 
number of the aided and unaided colleges on account of the fall in admis- 
sion in the number of students due largely to the high percentage of failure 
in the Matriculation and Intermediate Examinations is engaging the 
attention of the Government. While it is undesirable and even impossible 
for Government to undertake liability to make good the losses due to tlie 
failure of the scjhools and colleges to prepare the students adeouately for 
the examinations, Government will try to render some help to tne colleges 
this year without any promise of repenting it in future. If the High 
Schools or the Intermediate classes do not function well, then nothing can 
prevent the colleges from coming to grief. 

Engineering and Technical Education.~The development of the Bengal 
Engineering College, Sibpore, is continuing satisfactorily in accordance 
with the accepted plan of reorganisation entailing a total cost of about 
Rs. 90 lakhs. Although the grant which this State had been receiving under 
the Development Programme from the Central Government was suspended, 
I am glad to state that the Government of India sanctioned a sura of 4*5 
lakhs and also u loan of Rs. 4 lakhs for the construction of the buildings of 
the B. E. College this year. We have spent this year about Rs. 19 lakbs, 
including the grant and loan from the Central Government, for the construc- 
tion of the new’ buildings of this college. The three reorganised technical 
institutions located at Burdwan, Bishnupur and Calcutta are also continuing 
to work satisfactorily, instruction being provided for Diploma Courses in 
Civil, Mechanical and Electrical Engineering and also for Draughtsman- 
ship courses at a cost of Rs. 4,4'), 000, including provisions under “50 — Civil 
Works”. The State Council for Engineering and Technical Education 
which has been constituted during the current year met and took steps to 
have the requirements of the industries in technical personnel ascertained. 
A loan of Rs. 3 lakhs has been given to the Jadavpur College of Engineer- 
ing and Technology towards the cost of acquisition of land. 

OOHNIMrClal Education. — ThankvS to the generosity of the Goenka family 
a handsome donation of Rs. 6 lakhs has been made towards the 
development of the Government Commercial Institute into a College of 
Commerce. It is proposed to purchase the buildings of the Indian Associa- 
tion for the Cultivation of Science this year at a cost of Rs. 7 lakhs so 
that the implementation of the scheme may be speeded up. 

Oriantal Studiaa. — The recommendations of the Sanskrit Education Com- 
mittee are being progressively implemented. In addition to the Government 
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T 0 I at Nabadwip which was started last year, another Goverzunent Tol haa 
boon established at Contai this year, I hope my frieud Dr. Suresh Chandra 
Banerjee who is to much interested in Tol education will feel happy. The 
Post-graduate and Research Department of the Sanskrit Collepfe has also 
been started as recommended by the aforesaid Committee with distinguished 
Research Professors selected with the help of an expert committee of which 
His Excellency Dr. Radhakrishnan was pleased to act as Chairman. This 
is a new provision for higher studies which the Sanskrit College never had 
during the last 12(J years of its existence. 

UflivOrsity Educatioila — A grant of Rs. 15,37,000 has been paid to the 
Calcutta University this year and a loan of Ks. 2,75,000 has been granted 
for building repairs to the University. 

Arts and Crafts. — For the provision of a more comprehensive course of 
training in the Goveniment School of Art necessary personnel has been 
recruited. A grant of lis. 1,27,000 w'as received from the Government of 
India tor the construction <»f an annexe to this school this year. The con- 
struction has been comi)leied and the school has now been re-named as 
Government College of Art and Crafts. 

Other Activities. — In the field of social welfare the activities of this 
Department are mainly confined to running the Government and helping the 
private Orphanages numbering 8 and 52 respectively. Recently, 12 Homes 
j«>i destitute persons have been transferred to this Department for their 
supervision and administration. 

The activities of the National Cadet Corps have been extended so much 
(io that compared with the other States of India West Bengal has the 
laigest number of Units of Senior and Junior Division of tne National 
Cadet Corps, The total authorised strength of the Senior Division is 2,l^(h9 
men and 97 officer.s. There are 115 officers and 3,450 cadets in the Junior 
Division Troops. During the year 1950-51 two additional Units of Senior 
Division were raised, viz., an Armoured Squadron and an Air Squadron. 

The construction of a pavilion for the cadets as well as aceommodation 
for the Air Wing T^nit wa.s sanctioned this year at a cost of Rs. 2,75,000. 
A contingent of thirty cadets under one officer was sent to represent 
die State of West Bengal at the Independence Day celebrations at Delhi on 
the 2(ith January 1951. Hou’ble members will be pleased to know this 
coi tingcnt was able to earn the highest approbation from the Military 
Auihoi itie.s at Delhi. 

1951-52. 

Passing on to the Budget Estimate for the next year I would like to 
assure the House that the Department will follow' the lines of advance and 
development on which it has proceeded in the current year. 

Fundamental Education. — (1) Social (Adult) Education.— A sum of 

Rs. 9,34,000 has been provided for in the Budget to meet the recurring 
cost of the existing Government Centres, as well as the cost of 
100 new Literacy Centres and conversion of 110 existing Literacy Centres 
into complete Centres with facilities for Social Education. It is also 
proposed to purchase audio-visual equipment worth Rs. 3.00,000. There is 
also provision for training of adult education teachers. Tne existing grants 
to the Library Centres and folk institutions will be continued, and it is 
proposed to bring more libraries under the scheme.

(2) Prim^ Edacaltoii • — ^For years past there has been a persistent 
demand for introduction of universal compulsory and free primary educa- 
tion. To realise that object the Bengal (Eural) Primary Education Act 
was passed so far back as in 1930^ and it was extended to district after 
district till most of the districts in West Bengal were brought under the 
operation of the Act, After the partition of Bengal and the assumption 
of office by the present Ministry the Act was extended to the two remaining 
districts in West Bengal, viz., Midnapore and Darjeeling. The Bengal 
(Rural) Primary Education Act was amended in 1950 to permit introduction 
of compulsion in all areas, whether entire unions or ])arts of unions, which 
have sufficient number of primary schools as well as in respect of all students 
who take admission to primary schools. The new Constitution of India 
providing for adult suffrage brought to the fore the question of providing 
Fundamental Education to the masses and ensuring their literacy and con- 
tained even a directive about it. A detailed investigation has revealed that 
the existing number of primary schools in West Bengal may not he wholly 
inadequate, lu fact about 7,500 complete Primary Schools will be required 
to cater for 23,000 square miles excluding the Sundarbans and forest lands. 
In areas \vhere there is a sufficient number of primary schools the accom- 
modation in such schools may be just sufficient for imparting primary 
education to all the children of those areas and, without waiting ff)r the 
construction of additional class rooms which would involve large capital 
expenditure, compulsion <*ould be introduced if the (*oin])lete, i.c., four- 
class primary schools worked in two shifts and the requisite number of addi- 
tional teachers could be provided. A ten-year scheme has been drawn up 
on the basis of the required 7,500 complete primary schools and 15,000 
additional teachers w'ith provision for additional training facilities 
required during the initial years. The finuneial implication of this 
scheme, as will be seen from the papers circulated, is that in the first year 
it would cost Rs. 8,52,000 and ultimately Rs. 08,22,000 in the tenth year. 
For the first year, therefore, a sum of Rs. 8,52,000 hns been provided in the 
budget. 

(3) Basic Education • — So far as Basic Education is concerned, it is 
proposed to add to the existing 92 schools 50 new Basic Schools in the 
coming year. 

Sooondary Education! — An additional provision of Rs. 3,00,000 has been 
made for maintenance grant to non-Goverument secondary schools in order 
to meet the increased expenditure for the increments earned by the .secondary 
school teachers in accordance with the scales approved under the Grant-in- 
aid Rules. There is also an increased provision of Rs. 75,000 for Building 
Grants to the secondary schools. 

Collage Education! — For further improvement and expansion of the 
Midnapore ('ollege a sum of Hs. 43,000 has also been provided to meet tbe 
cost of acquisition of land. A sum of Rs. 85,450 has been budgeted for 
promotion of research work in Government and also non-Government 
colleges and other institutions. But the new feature most worthy of note 
under this head is u provision fff about Rs. 71,000 that has been made for 
the establishment of a Psychological and Pedagogical Bureau at the David 
Hare Training College, Calcutta. This will promote research and work of 
intelligence and attainment tests, provide for vocational gnidance and 
inttr alia make revision of school syllabuses on a scientific basis possible. 
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UHl TMhnieal EduoatiOH.— A sum of Rs. 2,76,000 has bwn 

T lipifided for the three engineering schools for the Diploma courses to which 
referred before. For further implementutiou of the scheme for 
Development of the Bengal Engineering College, Sibpore, a provision of 
Bs. 10,50,000 has been made, apart from the provision of lls. 10,00,000 
under the head “50 — Civil Works“ ?.r., altogether 20*50 lakhs.

The Hon»b|e Rai HARENDRA MATH CHAUDHURI: Yes. entailing 
a total cost of about ninety lakhs. All the building materials and equip- 
ments will not be available in one year, and therefore it cannot mean that 
we shall spend the whole ^iiin in one year. It lias been sjiread over a few 
vears. ^ e have spent this year 19 lakbs, and we are going to spend 20 
lakhs next year and we siient a good few lakhs ;sear before. 

An increased jirovision has been made for grants to the dadavpur Cidlege 
of Engineering and Tecbnology. An additional sum of Its. 50,001) for tlo‘ 
improvement of technical institutions under jthe control of the Education 
Department has also been provided. 

University Education.— A grant of If.s. 15*25 lakhs to the Calcutta 
University is also proposed to be made lu'xt \ear. Ilon’ble Members are 
aware that a Bill has lieen brought forward for the reorganisation of the 
Calcutta University and referred to the Select Committee. 

Other Activities. — Necessary provision for the social welfare work in 
connection with Orphanages and Homes under the control of the Education 
Department has been made under head “54 — Famine”. 

A sum of Ks. Id, 00, 000 has h(‘en estimated for expenditure in eonnetdlon 
with the National Cadet Corps. 

Dispersal Scheme. — Although provision for this scheme has been made 
outside iiiv Budget, I would like tu taki* lhi.> oppiut unity a}<aiu to remove 
rertain miseoneeptious and misrejiresentations in n*gard to the scheme. In 
reply to a question from an Hon’lde Member I have already stated before 
the House that li> wa\ of upgrading (‘xisting high schools, twelve new 
colleges that have been started constitute only a small jiart of the scheme as

While the upgrading of high schools into Intermediate (colleges has the 
best support from the recommendations of the Sadler Commission which 
many of the present-day educationists may choose to forget, it 
will be, seen from the above figures that the major portion of 
the expenditure relates to provision of facilities for Technical Education. 
Three new and comparatively big polytechnics at Asiinsol, Sibpore and 
Jalpaiguri have bsen started under this scheme along with several other 
Training Centres. Twenty existing colleges have been improved and 
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provided witb better {acilities for science teaching. Criticism of the 
bisiHJrsal Scheme, however, is made completely ignoring or suppressing 
these facts. 

GOfflRraL — In the course of the general budget discussion a question was 
raised as to the top-heaviiiess of this Department. It is 
incorrect to say that the cost of administration of the Depart- 
ment increased from Rs. 51,000 to Rs. 2,00,000. Presumably, the Hon’ble 
Member raising this question referred to the figure Rs. 51,000 in the 
Budget for the period August 1947 to March 1948. lie failed to note that 
it was for six montlis only and for a complete year it would have 
been more than Rs. 1,00,000. As regards the provision of Rs. 2,00,000 
under the head “25 — General Administration — Civil Secretariat — Education 
Department”, 1 may inform the House that there is no post of Additional 
Secretary in this Department and that one gazetted officer and one officer on 
special duty have been appointed temporarily in connection with the work 
of constitution of the Board of Secondary Education under the West Bengal 
Secondary Education Act. The services of these two officers 
will not be required in the Secretariat beyond April 1951, and 
the expenditure on admini.stration will, thus, be greatly reduced. The 
necessity of another Special Officer arose out of the transfer of the 
administration of the National Cadet Corps from the Home Department 
to this Department. I would not accuse anybody of inefficiency but I do 
say that because of inadequate staff the Education Department was 
left in a chaos with many of the Development plans uniniplemented and 
even unapproved by the Centre and (•oiTU])ii()ns went undetected till 
about the end of 1947-48; and if a full-time Secretary and an Additional or 
Deputy Secretary did not take charge of the affairs of the Department, 
much of the w'ork that has been done so far during the last three years 
would have been impossible. Then* were very few Devcdojmient scdiemes 
in operation at the beginning of 1948, when I took charge, whereas almost 
all the schemes excepting two only are in full operation at the present 
moment. 

With these words. Sir, I commend my motion to the acceptance of the 
House and hope that the Cut Motions tabled will be withdrawn.

tion till 1912, published from London by P. S. King & Son at page 6. 

Tha HOIl’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Is that the only 
book which helps you? 

Janab MUDA88IR H088AIN: *'The Danes rightly thought first of 
their education and that patriotic drawing together in a spirit of brother- 
hood for the national good which led one of their authorities in the renowned 
*High Schools’ to refuse a brilliant appointment in one of our Colonies to 
teach his lesson there. ‘It could not do my own country an}’ good, and 
it might conceivably raise up competition to it.’ Under the guidance of 
Bishop Grundtvi^ Schroder, Dr. Novregard, Jestnip and Fjord, the Danes 
or^nised their ‘High Schools’ w^hich do not teach words as Lord Beacons- 
field made his early hero, Contarini Fleming, say with contempt, but form 
oharaeter and lay the foundatm for wider knowledge — establishments 
whi^ were soon to be followed '"up by agricultural technical colleges.” 

Therefore, Sir, the main purpose or object for founding a high school, 
a secondary school, a college, a primary school is to form character, and 
lay Hie foundation of wider knowledge. Therefore, Sir, as I have just now 
said the utility of education lies in formation of character and not in learn- 
ing words which Lord Beaoonsfield said with contempt. Therefore the 
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criteion and the matter for consideration of this House is whether our 
friends over tliere, our masters over there, have made any provision in this 
bud|^t for forming the character and laying the foundation of character 
whi^ would lead to wider and wider knowledge. This has been recognised 
in all civilised countries, and my friend very eloquently put in a very 
musical tone that such and such things have been done. But if from the 
field of elocution and the region of eloquence we come down to stern 
reality, what do we find? 

Mr* SPEAKER: Please come to the cut motion now. 

Janab MUDA8SIR H088AIN: This is the cut motion. Maintenance 
of discipline among the students— that is the real foundation. Unless you 
can do this, it is of no use. The great educationist said that learning of 
words was useless. If you can speak boldly, some people will think that 
you are educated. I address you. Sir, and not these gentlemen. 

Mfi SPEAKER: Please look at me. 

Janab MUDA88IR H088AIN: Sir, 1 abide by your ruling, and I shall 
look at you and none else with folded hands like this (shown). Therefore, 
Sir, the first consideration is whether our masters over there have made 
provision for forming the character of the students under their charge. If 
you go through the pages of our long budget, Sir, you will not find a single 
item in which this has been done. Therefore I say that he has not done 
anything; he has not provided anything by whicli the character of the 
students can be formed, and this baa led to the want of discipline among 

the students. Sir, you know very well that in Philijnnes your masters 

(A VOICE FKOM CoNoitEss Bknches : Why not red China?) I am not 
referring to communist China, because I am not a communist; I am not a 
lover of communism. (Laughter.) Now let me come to the point; other- 
wise our Chairman will say: “Come to the jicint.” Then, Sir, in 
Philipines as I was saying, Philipiues is in the .same stale in which we 
poor fellows are. because Philijiines got the gifi of independence from their 
masters, from Shaliansha America, King of all King.s; and yon, i.e., we 
(laughter) got our imlejauideuce as a gift from the Britishers wlio’ are 
therefore our masters, iind the masters of the Britishers are Americans, and 
the Americans gave a gift ot independence to Philipines. Therefore 
Philipines is one degree higher than we are. (Laughter.) Sir, it has been 
said that in Philijiines every year — Philijiines is a small country — 25,000 
graduates pass from the University.

5T5T i) And what is the result? The result is unemployment. 
These graduates are running hither and thither. They have become u prey 
to Communism and Bolshevism. In the Phillipines 53 i>er cent, of the 
revenue of the entire State is sjient lor the suppression of communism. So 
while you increase the number of colleges without forming the character 
of students by establishing more and more colleges and schools you create 
a condition in which communism is bound to thrive. By increasing the 
number of graduates who are simply swelling the number of the unemployed 
you are simply creating a hot bed of communism^ you are only creating a 
big nursery where communism is nurtured.

Mr. SPEAKER : I was told by Mr. Kauai Lai Do what time you will 
require and I have given you that, I am sorry I cannot give you more 
time now. 

8]. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: But, Sir, some minutes were taken awny 
either by yourself or by the Minister or by interruptions. 

Mr. SPEAKER: That can’t be helped. I will request you to take 
your seat. 

SJ. DEBENDRA NATH SEN. Sir, the introductory speech of the 
Hon’ble the Education Minister could not take the wind out of our sail. 
It has taken our breath and that for two reasons. We had expected to 
hear from him in his introductory speech about two things : first, about 
the state of affairs of the Calcutta University and, secondly, what progress 
has been made with regard to primary education, progress not in the sense 
of the number of schools that have been started, not in the sense that 36 
unions have been brought within the purview of primary education, but 
progress in the sense of what percentage of literacy increase we have got 
as a result of his three years of Ministerial regime. We have not got that. 
With regard to the Calcutta University it will be said and has been said in 
the past that it is an autonomous body and therefore we cannot do anything. 
It seems to be strange that we will be giving Rs. 15,25,000 to the University 
and can we not do anything? Can we not look into its affairs? Has not 
this Assembly a right to know whether the money is well spent or not? 
Who are the persons who will administer this funaP Has not this House 
a right to know, has not this Government a right to know that? Sir, I say 
this desire of not to intervene, not to unearth the corruption that is rampant 
in the Calcutta University does not really arise out of a desire to honour 
the autonomous state of .the University, But it arises out of a motive to 
save a corrupt coterie there by that corrupt coterie sitting over there. 1 
will amplify still more by an example. The Senate passed a resolution 
very recently before the election that the fee for getting one registered as 
a registered graduate for the puqiose of voting be reduced from Rs. 10 to 
Rfl. 2. That was gent to Government for approval and Government has not 
approved it as yet. Is it not interfering with the autonomous nature of that 
body? 

So, when the Government sees that it is to its advantage, it is to the 
advantage of the coterie that is ruling there, then it acts likewise. If it 
is necessary to intervene, it will and if it is not necessary to intervene, it 
will not. Why have they not approved of the decision of the Senate? 
Simply because this coterie could get elected, simply because our Chief 
Minister who was also a candidate could get elected. But I am sure if the 
franchise was enlarged and if new blood had been brought in, none of these 
men who got elected could be elected. I am told .that one man has got 
the greatest number of votes. How could he get it? He has not paid the 
bRl for the books that he had printed from the Calcutta University. He 
kM not paid that bill — a huge sum — to the Calcutta University. The 
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Enquiry Committee lias made comments on that. Yet it is strange that 
he could get the largest number of Totes. How could he get that? Because 
of the manipulation of votes. They would not approve of the proposal of 
reducing the fee from Es. 10 to Rs, 2. Then they come with the plea that 
they cannot interfere with a body which is autonomous. This is pre- 
posterous. We, therefore, demand that this House cannot pass this grant 
unless it has been acquainted with the state of affairs that obtains in the 
Calcutta University. 

Sir, I have been told that a person, with regard to whom the Committee 
has recommended dismissal, has been appointed Special Officer now. I 
have been told about another person with regard to whom also the Enquiry 
Committee has recommended dismissal that he has been made the present 
Treasurer and it is this person who was in the habit of taking money from 
the Uftiversity by issuing a cheque and which cheque was never honoured — 
at least for a great period of time it was never honoured — and to this person 
our 15 lakhs of rupees is going to be handed over for administration and we 
have got to do nothing about that. This is a state of things which can 
only happen in West Bengal and in this Ministry. Sir, the whole Assembly 
should rise in protest and refuse to sanction this grant so long as this state 
of affairs is not rectified. 

Sir, I will give another example as to how the University is going on. 
The rule is that if a person has to appear as a private student, he will have 
to complete a period which he would have taken ifhe were a regular student. 
Now, one student who happens to be connected with a very big firm — the 
Birlas — took leave from the school while he was reading in the second 
class, that is to say, Class IX. Then he aj^plied for permission to appear 
in the Matriculation Examination the very same year. The Syndicate first 
rejected it because it was not in conformity with the rules they have laid 
down, but in the second meeting the Syndicate passed it and in that second 
meeting our Chief Minister was present. 

Sir, we had also expected to hear something about free primary 
education. We need not have been told anything about secondary education. 
West Bengal knows non-officially how to deal with secondary education — 
it has spread, it has develoi)ed in Bengal not out of Government charity, 
not out of Government aid and help, but it has developed in West Bengal 
out of non-official endeavour. The Calcutta University was a pride, the 
educational system of Bengal was a pride — it has developed and educated 
the middle classes which are the backbone of our society, which were the 
backbone of our revolutionary movements and which are still the backbone 
of our future revolutionary movements. That middle class will take care 
of itself whether a Government exists or not. Out of 90 colleges, only 12 
ore Government and the rest are non-official. We, therefore, wanted to 
know from the Hon’ble Minister what was the state of affairs with regard 
to free primarv education. If we look into the budget, we will find that 
out of the total revenue that we receive, 15 per cent, will be spent for Police, 
13 per cent. — the figure may be slightly different, 13‘3 or 13-2, I have not 
got the actual percentage — for Medical and Public Health, 11 per cent, for 
Education and 7 per cent, for Agriculture. Sir, I do not know whether 
the Ministers are afraid of the Chief Minister, whether they cannot claim 
funds for their own departments, whether they should allow concentration 
of money on one department which cannot claim priority in West Bengal. 
What prevented the EducatiqS Minister from demanding more money for 
department P Was he afraid that we would not sanction if he demanded 
it for the purpose of primary education? Certainly we would have passed 
it. We are anxious to see Bengal having free, compulsory primanr 
education, but it is only 11 per cent, that toe Minister has got. I think 
he should look into what is happening in neighbouring countries. I had 
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been to Ceylon, There 24 per cent, of their revenue ia spent for education 
and education is free up to the M.A. degree — ^not up to the primary education 
only, it is free Up to the M.A. degree there and our Minister should learn 
from other countries 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURi: Surely not from 
an ignorant person like you. 

Mr. SPEAKERS You cannot make that charge. You must withdraw 
the word “ignorant” — that is a charge against a member. 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: He said “You 
learn from me”. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Sen, did you say “You learn from me”?. 

SJ. DEBENDRA NATH SEN: No, Sir. 

Mr. SPEAKER: What did you say? 

Sj. DEBENDRA NATH SEN: I said “Learn from some other 
countries”. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I would request the honourable members not to make 
personal charges. 

SJ. SIBNATH BANERilEE: Is it a personal charge to say that 
Ministers ought to learn? 

Mr. SPEAKER: Ministers as well as everybody can learn. I pulled 
him up when he referred to him as an ignorant person. 

SJ. DEBENDRA NATH SEN: We also expected to hear about the 
education cess. There i.s an education cess, but what has been the amount 
collected per year and what is the amount deposited now per year. As far 
as I know, in Asansol there is a special education cess mvied ujion the 
collieries on the basis of the tonnage of coal and a liuge sum is accumulating 
every year there. That money is not being spent. Not only Asansol but 
the whole of the Burdwan district could be given compulsory free primary 
education if only that sum is made available for that purpose. It is not 
merely a question of want of funds. If there is want of funds, you can 
^ve education cess upon the jute industry, education cess upon other 
industries and you can get the money. vSo, it is not a question of want of 
money-— it is a question of want of heart, want of spirit, want of approach-— 
and it is for that reason that W^est Bengal is not getting free compulsory 
primary education. 

There is another point — it is the q^uestion of percentage of passes. It 
IS a social problem — it is not a problem which depends uopn certain 
examiners. We do not know what happens there. Does the percentage 
of passes vary every year? Do the students in a bulk become unintelligent 
^one year? Do the teachers in a bulk become incompetent in one year? 
What has happened in one year? How can this take place? These are 
things which have got to be enquired into. Morever, it raises a social 
probleYn. Parents spend money, guardians spend money, everybody spends 
money, and yet our students do not get success. What is that due to? 

(At this stage the red light was lit.) 

Mr. SPEAKER: I am sorry, I have already given you 12 minutes 
though the scheduled time is 10 minutes. 

SJ. DEBENDRA NATH.SEN: All right, Sir.

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Mr. wSpeaker^ 
Sir, I am sorry that an unnecessary heat was imimrted into the debate bv 
one of the honourable members opi>osite. But other members spoke with 
great restraint, and I congratulate my friends for bringing out certain pointa 
for the consideration of the Ministry. 

Now, Sir, let me first of all take the points which were raised by 
Sj. Kanai Lai De. The first point that was urged by him was that we 
should have framed a 10-year scheme of adult education but that we are 
proceeding with a paltry scheme of adult education. Sir, my friend ought 
to know that we framecl a 10-year scheme of adult education, and we sub* 
mitted it to the Central Government, and it was approved by the Central 
Government. In fact, the first 10-year plan of social education that was 
received by the Central Government was from the State of West Bengal. 
But as my friend knows or ought to know also that the Central Government 
has suspended the Development Grants, and therefore, in spite of the first 
instalment of aid that we received from the Centre we could not proceed 
in accordance with the plan as we originally intended to do. That is the 
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explanation. Sir, there is no want of scheme. We have a scheme, and 
not only we have a scheme but that scheme has also been approved by the 
Centre. 

The second point raised was about the high prices of text-books. Now, 
Sir, will Sri De be surpris^ to hear that so far back as 1949, the Education 
Directorate framed a schemile of reasonable prices and circulated it. The 
scheme was to the effect that the prices of tne books per forme should be 
such and such. That was done with the object of keeping the prices of 
the books within reasonable limits. But it is unfortunately true that the 
book-sellers are not always adhering to that departmental instruction. The 
circular issued by the Director of Public Instruction on the 11th June, 1949, 
not only directed that the books should be reasonably priced, but the atten- 
tion of the authorities of schools — each and every school — was drawn by a 
letter addressed to the headmasters that frequent changes of text-books 
should not be made and that tpxt-books should not be changed more 
frequently than once in five years. That letter was issued on the 11th June, 
1949. The attention of the headmasters was further drawn to the fact 
that the use of keys and made-easies should be discouraged. And further 
that too many rapid readers should not be introduced. All these instruc- 
tions were given and issued to the headmasters and they have been reminded 
of it, but after all you should know that so far as non-government schools 
are concerned, they are not entirely under the control of the Directorate. 
My friend Mr. De nods his head and I suppose he agrees. 

As regards the other point, viz., the low salaries of our teachers, to that 
point I shall come in the conclusion. 

. Now, as regards basic schools, we have introduced basic education but 
whether it is of the right type or not opinions will differ. 1 have assured 
the House that so far as basic education which is being promoted in West 
Bengal that is l^ing given in accordance with the scheme laid down by the 
Central Advisory Board of Education. After all they contribute the 
development fund and the Central Advisory Board’s scheme is a scheme 
approved by the author of the Wardha Report, i.e.. Dr. Zakir Hossain; and 
to be sure that we are proceeding on the right lines the Advisory Board 
that we liaye constituted includes Dr. Zakir Hossain and experts in basic 
education like Sri Bijay Kumar Bhattacharya. The names of these persons 
as experts in basic education are known throughout the country.

Thf Hon’bla Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: He may have 

complained to you in private, but only the other day I met Mr. Bhattacharya. 
He did not inaKe any such complaint to me, rather he is conducting a basic 
school in accordance with the Government programme. 

Now, Mr. Deben Sen wants to know what progress has been made in 
literacy during the last three or four years. That will be quite evident after 
the census that has just been taken. If I quote any figure Mr. Sen will 
not agree with me, nor am I going to accept any figure quoted by Mr. Sen. 
So we have got to wait till the result of tne census is known. 

His next question is, “Why^Sre you not enquiring into the affairs of the 
Dniversity ?” I, again, plead that the University is controlled by a Statute. 
Show me one single section in that Statute which authorises me to enquire 
into the inner affairs of the University. I challenge Mr. Sen to do so. 

OBBENORA NATH SENS 'You can withhold the money. 
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TM Hon'lllt HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: That is reaUj 
not enquiring into it. You propose to starve the University. That cannot 
be done. In the strain of Mr. Sen no one in the House of Commons will 
speak agpnst any University in Great Britain. Every member of the 
House feel ashamed to use the language he has used. 

Now, S^, I said and said more than once in this House that as regards 
^e allegations that were made outside against the University, to enquire 
into those allegations a committee was set up 

8j« DEBENDRA NATH SEN: On a point of privilege, Sir. 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Sir, I am not 
going to give way. I am in possession of the House. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: After he finishes you will raise it. 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: A committee 
was appointed by the highest authority in the University, the Chancellor 
of the University. Where was there any scope then to appoint another 
committee to go into the affairs of the University P There was none. Now, 
so far as the University Act is concerned, it is going to be revised very 
soon. A Bill has been framed; it is now in the Select Committee. The 
members opposite may give the Government sufficient powers to enquire 
in future into the affairs of the University if they so like. The Government 
which has brought forward a Bill to reorganise the University certainly 
cannot be told tliat it is indifferent to the affairs of the University. It is 
only highly irresponsible persons who can and dare make aucli allegation. 
Where was the proposal for reconstituting the University by the (govern- 
ment of Dr. Ghosh which was for five or six months in office P Did he cure 
to produce a single University Bill for reconstructing 

8]. DEBENDRA NATH SEN. He was only for four or five months in 
office. 

8J. ANNADA PR08AD CHOUDHURY: We paid Rs. 12,000 to the 
Chancellor. 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Please do not 
interrupt me. I have got to i»lace many things before the House. Whether 
the House will be convinced or not, that is for the House to decide. 1 had 
not interrupted you when you had your say. 

Now, coming to the otlier j)oint that was raised, viz., that the University 
wanted to reduce the fees for registration of the Graduates and that this 
Government did not agree, it is not true to say that this Government did 
not agree. We were of opinion that when the University was getting some 
income from that source now, the decision of the question should be deferred. 
If you want that provision to be changed it can be done when after the 
University Act enacted the University will be framing Statutes; if the new 
Senate comes to the conclusion that the fees should be reduced or eliminated, 
surely Government would have no objection. That was the attitude that 
was taken by this Government. The registered graduate's fee, viz., Hs. 10 
per head is really a contribution to the University by its alumni and is less 
than what is made by a hustee dweller to the Calcutta Corporation. 
(Sj. Dkbbndra Nath Sen: Only Rs. 400 or Rs. 500.) The registered 
graduate's fee is only Rs. 10 per head. It is less than the amount of tax 
that is paid by a ht^tee dweller in Calcutta. If people have really any 
regard for the University, if they value the status of a registered graduate, 
certainly it is not intelligible why they should not pay Rs. 10 per year. 
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But after all if that be considered by the Senate of the Calcutta TJnive^ity — 
the reconstituted Senate of the University, I mean, — as a very high figure 
they will be able to reduce it, will be able to discard it altogether if they 
so like. 

As regards the other suggestion, n imely, that certain primary teachers 
were not allowed to stand on political grounds for B.P.C.C. election, such 
things did not come to my notice at all. Now, Srijut Annada Prosad 
Choudhury should have awaited a reply from Director of Public Instruction, 
As he said Director of Public Instruction did not reply to his letter, I shall 
enquire about it if Sj. Annada Prosad Chowdhury forward to me the 
names of the gentlemen mentioned by him. I shall enquire of the Director 
of Public Instruction and ascertain why Sri Chaudhuri’s letter remained 
unanswered. 

Now, Sir, the big questioii, namely, about the introduction of free and 
compulsory primary education. Sir, it is a matter of surprise that members 
of this House do not know or do not care to understand what is meant by 
free primary education. Now, free primary education is being given in all 
the districts of Bengal under the Bengal (Rural) Primary Education Act. 
There are 14,100 schools in Bengal. 

8J. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: If you do not supply free schools for 
everybody and you say that there are free and compulsory education 
facilities, that is absolutely incorrect. 

The Hori’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: I think, Sir, 
the other side is sufiering from confusion of thought because had there been 
free, compulsory and universal primary education for all, then the scheme 
for it need not have been put forw’ard or there should not have been any 
provision for introduction of free and compulsory primary education in the 
Budget. He ought to have understood that. What is stated in the memo- 
randum is that in Bengal at the present time free primary education is 
given through 14,100 primary schools. Now what we propose to do is to 
make it universal and compulsory and the scheme for giving effect to it is 
there. It is for you to accept it or reject it. 

Let me now eome to the constructive suggestions that have been mads 
by my friend Sj. Charu Chandra Bhandari regarding education cess and 
education tax. Sj. Bhandari has said that so far as the assessment of 
education tax is concerned, that is not being done properly. And why? 
Simply because the right to assess vests in the Union Boards and the Union 
Boards do not assess properly. Now, if the elected local bodies do not 
dare to assess {woperly, wdioin can you expect to do so? 

8j. CHARU CHANDRA BHANDARI: District Magistrate. 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: If the District 
Magistrate has got to do it, then you have to supply him with extra staff, 
because after all you cannot expect the District Magistrate to do it alone. 
He must have the necessary staff. That will lead unnecessarily to much 
increase in exjwnditure. On the contrarj% the local authorities in England 
do tax their people — the local authorities in England — corresponding to our 
Union Boards or District Boards or Municipalities. If people in England 
are taxed by their local authorities, why can’t the local authorities in 
Bengal be given the power to tjtx the people for local educational service? 
If they fail in their duty, if alfter being elected as meml)ers or Commis- 
sioners ihey are remiss in their duty, what can be done? After all. risk 
of unpopularity is a consideration which does not weigh with the members 
ol the local authorities in other countries. (Sj. Chabu Chakdra Bhandari: 
Thai is no answer to my point.) So far as education tax is concerned, 
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Hr* Bhandari ought to know that the section about education tax has been 
revised b^ this Government by an amendment made of late. The limit 
of education tax was Rs. 50 before, because there was a Government of 
India Act limiting the assessment of a local tax up to lls. 50. Now after 
the new Constitution that Act stood repealed. Therefore, the old provision 
in the Act that the maximum limit might be Rs. 100 will take effect. 
By our amendment we have done something more — we have enlarged the 
incidence of taxation. Previously the provision was that the tax should be- 
imposed on business and profession only. Most people evaded the tux by 
professing that they were in Government employment or in the employment 
of local bodies or private individuals and therefore they had not got to pay 
the tax as vocation or calling was not included in the orovision. The ques- 
tion was raised some years ago by a member of the judiciary. When asked 
to pay tax, he made an excuse that being a Government servant the tax 
could not be imposed on him. The Government of the day took the oj)inioM 
ol the Government IMeuder at the High Court, Dr. Basak was Iheii alive, 
and Dr. Basak suggested that there should he an amendment of the Act. 
Would it be believed Sir, that that suggestion lay dormant in the files of 
the Secretariat? Even when Sri Bhandari and his collegues were in the 
Government, they did not look up the file. May I enquire why during the 
six months they were in office they did not look up that file? It was thi> 
Governiiient that unearthed that opinion and brought forward a Bill to 
amend the section, and the section was amended. 

Now to come to the question of .salaries of the teachers of the juimary 
and secondary schools. lict me take up, first, the question of pay of the 
primary teachers. I claim, Sir, that I feel more for the primary teachers 
than anybody here in this House. (Sj. Siiinatii Baneii.iee: (Question, 
que.stion!) You may (iue.stion, but I am going to substantiate that. 

SJ. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: You ought to be ashamed of that. 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Don't interrupt 
please. 

SJ. SIB NATH BANERJEE: Y"ou should be ashamed of yourself. 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Stop; I am 
going to substantiate that I feel more than anybody else for tliese poor 
teachers. 

SJ. SIBNATH BANERJEE: You should be ashamed of that. 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: When 1 came 
(uproar). 

8). SIBNATH BANERJEE: Shame’ , shame”. 

The Hon’ble Rti HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: If you want to 
shout, go out on the maidan and shout there. 

SJ. SIBNATH BANERJEE: Why should I go out? W’^ho are you to 
ask me to go out? I will not. If you like you can go out on the mahiuu. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Order, order. 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: When I came 
to officq, in the development Budget for 1948-49 there was a provision of 
Rs. 1C lakhs only under the relevant Development item for the revision of 
salaries of the primary teachers. Now, Sir, the primary teachers were 
then getting a very poor salary, and it is only this Government which has 
increased that provision up to Rs. 54 lakhs and we are now paying to the 
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District School Boards Es. 54 lakhs to meet their hills for the increased 
^alarie8 of primary teachers. Am I not then, Sir, entitled to say that I 
feel more for the primary teachers than anybody else? 

SJ« SIBNATH BANERdEEs No. Es. 16 lakhs is equal to Es. 64 lakhs 
nowadays. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Order, order. 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENORA NATH CHAUDHURI: I have there- 
fore substantiated that I feel more for the primary teachers than anybody 
who is out to exploit their votes, because I have made as much provision 
as possible for the revision of the salary' of the primary teachers. And, 
Sir, what is the difficulty in the way, let us understand it. One of my 
friends opposite enquired what are the proceeds of the education cess and 

education tax. Will he be surprised to hear that the total proceeds 

(Sj. Debendra Nath Sen: I am always surprised) but you do not know 

from education cess and education tax come up to only Rs. 45 or 46 

lakhs; nothing more than that, and to carry on the present system of 
primary education — free primary education — the West Bengal Government 
nave got to contribute about Rs. 88 or Rs. 90 lakhs, because without this 
heavy contribution, — almost double the amount of proceeds of the cess and 
the tax, — even the free primary education that is now being given through 
these 14,100 schools cannot be given. It is only because the present Govern- 
ment is contributing to that extent, in fact spending more than one crore 
for the improvement of primary education, that primary education even of 
the current type is now being carried on in West Bengal. 

Now, Sir, the position is that nowhere in the world for primary education, 
even for school eaucation, such a large proportion of ex])enditure has to be 
incurred from the State exchequer as in West Bengal.

The HOffl’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, will you permit me 
to offer a word of explanation He said just now that lie had written two 
letters about the hawkers. It so happened, just after I got the first letter 
I received a letter from the Hawkers’ Union and I have seen the Secretary 
and tb(j Vice-President of the Union. I have always thought it is much 
better to get to the source and to the men themselves, as I always wMiit to 
read Kalidas and not depend on Mallinath and I have asked fhem to give 
me certain facts and figures and I have promised them that I shall look into 
the matter, 

8J. DEBENDRA NATH SEN: Mr. Speaker, Sir, there are two Ministers 
in India who speak the loudest, to quote the language of the TIon’ble the 
Chief Minister. One is Mr. K. Munshi, Food Minister of India, and the 
other is Mr. P. C. Sen, Food Minister of West Bengal. 

The HOfl’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: When did I say that? 

8J. DEBENDRA NATH 8EN: You said that and I can quote your 

language. 

Mr. BREAKER. Mr. Sen, please go on. 

8J. DEBENDRA NATH BEN: I think both of them have got to conceal 
something and therefore I think they speak so loud. As I shall reveal the 
story now it will become clear to you and to this House what are the things 
that are being concealed under the garb of a very mild conciliatory speech 
that has been delivered as an introductory one by the Hon’ble Minister. 

Sir, looking to the budget I find the Government of Bengal is giving to 
the charge of this Minister in all about 7 crores of rupees — one under this 
head that w’e are just (iiscussing w'hich covers 4 crores of rupees, another 
under Agriculture which gives him Bs. 2 crores 42 lakhs and another under 
the hea(i Grant No. 39 which gives him about 10 lakhs of rupees. Is it 
worthwhile? — that is the question that everybody will ask as I am asking, 
and as I will finish my story I think it will be obvious to the members of 
the House also that it is not wcMhwhile putting about 7 crores of rupees 
in the hands of a Minister who is guilty of so many things. 

Sir, this department we are just now discussing is m effect the managing 
agency of another department. There are three departments — one, agri- 
culture charged with producing, another department whiclr procures and 
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this department distributes and sella. It is the managing agency depart- 
ment and the department that buys and procurcvS deals with about 50 crores 
of rupees and by carrying on trade with 50 crores that department does not 
earn any profit but incurs a loss and in order that the things that are 
procured by that department may be sold and distributed they take an 
additional grant of 4 crores of rupees from the State. It is something 
unique in the history of business in the world. No firm, whether it is a 
private or il is a public one, w’ill go on on this system. And why is this 
thing going onP Why does this thing take place Not that we have to 
pay higher to the person from whom we buy, not that we have got to sell 
to the consumer at a lower rate, but there are other reasons. We buy rice 
at Its. 12-12, we sell at Its. lC-14 and making an allowance for Rs. 2-10 
per maund for other contingencies, for other things, our cost per maund 
comes to Rs. 15-6 and we make a clear profit of Its. 1-8 for every maund. 
This Government makes a profit of Its. 1-8 per maund and this year—l am 
confining my remarks to the purchase of rice only — we have a stock of 
7 crores of rupees’ w’orth of rice and we have purchased ri(‘c tf> the value (»f 
28 crores of rupees. The lion’ hie Minister does not give us this stock, does 
not give us this (juantity. It is a fraud. Nobody can understand a balance- 
sheet unless the stock is given; particularly when th(‘ thing is purchased 
at a lower price, the thing is sold at a very high price and when at the einl 
of the year the stock is show'ii, at what price the sto(‘k is show’ii. Hero 
stock is shown at Rs. 4 crores 82 lakhs. Is it at the valuation of Rs. 12-12 
or is it at the valuation of Rs. 16-14? If it he at valuation of Rs. 16-14 
then and then only if the stock was given we could have detected the amount 
of loss, the amount of w'astuge, the amount of pilfering, the amount of 
black-marketing that is taking place under this department. It has not 
been given and it is never given. It is said that of all the Ministers— of 
course, I will not include the Chief Minister, he is most cunning 

Mr. SPEAKER: Order, order. Will you kindly withdraw this word 
“cunning” ? 

Sj. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: It has been used before. 

Sj. DEBENDRA NATH SEN: The word has been used by the Chief 
Minister. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Order, order. When the Chair is standing everybody 
must take his seat. The Chair must be obeyed, otherwise there will bo no 
order in the House. Now, the question is, the word “cunning” is not 
parliamentary. It should not l)e used. If it ha.s been used before, rny 
attention should have been drawn then and there and 1 .shall order expunging 
of that word from the reconl where that word has been used. Mr. Sen, you 
go on. 

SJ. DEBENbRA NATH SEN: Of all the Ministers it has been said that 
he is very clever. 

Mr. SPEAKER: There is one request I shall make to you, Mr. Sen. 
Several members speak facing others; I cannot catch every word that is 
uttered and unless I clearly grasp it, it is impossible for me to rise and give 
«i ruling which becomes a precedent for all times to come. There is my 
difficult. Therefore if 1 miss anything it is equally the member’s duty 
to draw my attention then and there to that subject because I do not hear 
everything of what is said. I cannot catch the speaker’s voice every 
moment. Take for instance, the word “cunning” I did not hear; it was only 
when Secretary drew my attention to it that I could know that the word 
“cunning” has been used. That is my difficulty which you will be pleased

fo appr^iate. Therefore, I would request the honourable speakers to face 
the Chair and to address the Chair. Then I could be more effective in con- 
trolling the debate of the House. 

8IBNATH BANERJEE. May. 1 rise on a ppint of privilege? We 
shall be very grateful if a complete list of words which are considered un- 
parliainentary by you is circulated because whatever is said from that side 
is parliamentary and whatever is said 

Mr. BREAKER: Mr. Bperjee, I am thankful to you for this suggestion. 
I am myself considering it. I have already given instruction to the 
Secretary to prepare a brochure for guidance of the honourable members of 
the House setting out what is parliamentary and what is not parliamentary, 
because I find tliat there is a certain amount — I should say — of unacquaint- 
ance with the procedure of Parliament. As a matter of fact, rising even 
on a point of i)rivilege is a very serious matter and the noints on which I 
have found members in this House rising on a point of privilege are no 
points of privilege at all. Therefore, as a matter of fact what are the 
points of privilege on which a member is entitled to rise, if I restrict 
members strictly to the points of real privilege that are allowed in Parliament 
1 believe 60 per cent, or 70 per cent, points of privilege will evaporate. 
Therefore, as a matter of fact I am thankful to you. This suggestion 
(»ccurred to me before and 1 have instructed the Secretaiy to prepare a list 
of unpjirliainentary expressions as are held in England or in India so that 
members may be guided by it. 

8J. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: to 

ct CWT I Cunning implicating i 

Mr. BREAKER: There will be a commentary later on. Let me have the 
first instalment and then perhaps Hindi, Bengali, Urdu, Tamil, Telegu, 
etc., will be done. 

Yes, Mr. Sen, please go on. 

8J. DEBENDRA NATH BEN: I was saying that he is supposed to be 
very clever but even his cleverness has not helped him in concealing the 
things that speak through the figures that he has placed before us. 
According to iny calculation he has purchased 2 crores 8 lakh mauiids of 
rice, taking also the stock that he had, and so at the rate of Rs. 1-8 which 
he is saving the total profit of this department should have come to 4 crores 
20 lakhs. So this profit of Rs. 4,20,00,000 plus the managing agency 
system price that we pay, namely, Rs, 4 crores, i.e., Rs. 8,20,00,000 is 
taken from us, and where does it go? T say that it is a fraud, and this fraud 
arises because of corruption that is being nurtured and hatched in his 
department, because tlm poison of corruption that is being cultured there 
is spread throughout the province, which goes to undermine the character 
and vitality of all our people, whether old or young, whether a child or an 
old person. Sir, in August, 1949, the Hon'ble Minister made a radio 
announcement that wastage in storage and transit, so far as the West Bengal 
Government is concerned, is only 1 per cent. ; and that though 2 per cent, 
i? permissible but here for the Railway Department the wastage is only 
1 per cent. And having made th^ announcement in December of this year 
(1949) he appoints a committee .fwith my honourable friend Sj. Rajani 
Rrumanik as Chairman to go into certain matters pertaining to his depart- 
ment. What are these matters? To indicate the stages at which losses 
oeour at present and the size of such losses ; secondly, to canalise the causes 
of such losses; thirdly, to suggest up to what extent such losses are 
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ineritable, incidental and normal to such trade conditions; and finally, to 
suggest what steps should be taken to prevent losses over and above the 
permissible limit. 

Of the members of the committee, as I was telling you, Sir, the Chairman 
is my friend Sj, Rajani Pramanik. There are four other members. One 
member is another friend of ours Sj. Arahinda Gayen. There are three 
others who are not members of this Assembly. One is Sj. Dehahratu Guha. 

1 do not know who he is. His designation is not given, but his address is 
given. His address is 22, Amratalla Street, Calcutta. As far as I know, 
Amratalla Street belongs to Burra Bazar, i.e., the den of black-marketeers. 
(Laughter.) The next member is Sj. Babimlra Nath Chatterji. His 
address also is not given. Not only his designation is not given, hut his 
address also is not given. The last man is Sj. Maya tarn Haidar. His 
address is given as 7, Ballygunge Place. 

Now, Sir, this committee begins to work. It is strange that after having 
made that announcement that wastage is only I per (‘ent. the HoiPhle 
Minister should have appointed such a committee, because 1 j)er cent, 
wastage is very much permissible. Bather we sljould say that he is running 
the business with so miicli efficiency that even noriiial pen*entage of wastage 
he does not incur. But even utter that he apptnnts a commit ti*e. He 
seems to be very honest and sincere. Now, Sir, when this committee met 
at its very first meeting, inemhers pass d or 4 resohitions, so that the 
committee may work properly; and out of tho.se resolutions only two are 
relevant. One is that this committee should he permitted to visit the 
godowns, check the godowns and inspect the godowns in several districts in 
certain places of West Bengal, not only in Calcutta and suburbs hut also 
in mufassal districts. The second resolution is: that such a committee has 
been appointed should be made public in the papers. A notice should be 
issued to the press that such a committee with a very honest motive and 
sincere desire has been appointed, and the public should be asked — not only 
informed hut asked — to co-operate with it. There are other resolutions 
which are not relevant for our purpose. Then, Sir, the Secretary of this 
committee is the Director of Storage. It is about his department including 
other departments that an enquiry is to he carried on. It is to he seen 
whether there is wastage in storage, hut the Director of Storage is made 
the Secretary of this committee. Ijet us then see what happens. In the 
very next meeting, the reports of various Directors were to be placed, the 
committee members were informed, hut the reports of the various Directors 
are not circulated. And when members asked for them ‘‘they were insulted, 
they were humiliated, and informations were not supplied to them.*’ I 
quote the language. The letter of the Food Commissioner w^as a great 
surprise to us. It was, in fact I understand, a comment on our letters to 
the Hou’ble Prafulla Chandra Sen for clarification of some points in con- 
nection with the radio announcement that our wastage is 1 per cent. No 
reply was given to that letter. Inst^^ad the Food Commissioner went out 
of his way to comment on it and give a warning and directing the com- 
mittee that they should ignore this letter and .should act in a way indicnited 
by the Food Commissioner. The committee is directed by the Food (yom- 
missioner that it should ignore the letters written by the members asking 
for information, asking for permission to visit the godowns, asking for 
permission to inspect the godowns and asking that that such a committee 
has been formed should be made public. The Commissioner said “you 
should not pay any heed to them. You stick to what T say and what I 
direct”, and hie directs three things, Sir, firstly, that letters of the members 
should be ignored; secondly, godowns are not to be inspected. A committee 
has been appointed to make enquiries as to the nature and extent of wastage 
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ftt various stages beginning from procurement and ending with the consumer. 
But here comes in the Food Commissioner to direct that the godowns need 
not be inspected at this stage, but what is to be done. The Food Commis- 
sioner’s direction was that the committee should first find out from depart- 
mental books the percentage of losses at different stages and if, after 
comparing them with the percentage obtaining in the private trade, the losses 
in the Food Department were found to be abnormally high, then the com- 
mittee should suggest remedial measures. So, the members are not allowed 
to go and inspect the godowns. 

(At this stage the blue light is lit.) 

Sir, I want a little more time. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Please go on. I may tell the honourable member that 
when the blue light is lit, it is only a warning. That does not mean that 
he has to stop. 

8J. DEBENDRA NATH SEN: They are directed to go into the books. 
Let them compare the losses found in the books with the losses which are 
found in normal trade and business and then if the losses are found to be 
more they will go and inspect the godowns. In this very direction the 
Commissioner is asked to submit a preliminary report then and there. 
Before going for inspection they are directed to submit a preliminary 
report. 

Another thing happened in the very first meeting, and both of our 
friends, Sj. Pramanik and vSj. Gayen, were there and they gave their verdict 
in favour of the inspection. But when the Food Commissioner came and 
placed the matter again at a meeting of the committee both the members 
went back and they began to say what is the good of going there; let us 
inspect the books and try to find out what is there in them. Then the 
members asked for the wastage permissible at various storages of procure- 
ment but they were not supplied with that. Some of the members were 
honest and they found that the wastage permissible is nine per cent., not 
one per cent, as announced over the radio but nine per cent, and the members 
realised that that nine per cent, was very high. I do not know if the 
Hon’ble Minister has been given correct information or he has been indulging 
in the habit of lying. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Order, please. The word “lying” is most un- 
parliamentary. Will you, please, withdraw itP 

8J. DEBENDRA NATH SEN: All right, Sir, I withdraw. I say, 
instead, terminological inexactitude. 

Thus, Sir, a committee is appointed and the members want to function 
but they are not given opportunities and information required. Some 
Directors come to dictate on them, bully them, humiliate them and ultimate- 
ly it is found that the wastage permissible is not one per cent, but nine per 
cent. That is the sort of affair that is going on in the department of which 
the Hon’ble Prafulla Chandra Sen is the Minister and I have already pointed 
out the reason why he has to speak the loudest in order that we may not be 
able to speak about this huge wastage of eight lakhs twenty thousand. 
Sir, I demand a non-official enquiry with a High Court Judge as its Chairman 
into this wastage with a view td^punishing the culprits concerned including 
the Eon'ble Minister himself. 

8). 4 . G. GUPTA: Mt. Speaker, Sir, Dr. Banerji has raised in his out 
motion a very imnortant matter, vi*., the grievances of the hawkers who 
eonstitute a very large part of the petty traders and who earn their living 
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by catrying on, that trade. These hawkers used to get their supply me^ly 
Irom the free sale stock of the mills. Perhaps, as he has stated, they (R|i| 
sell at a price higher than the prescribed price, but they were forced to ao 
so possibly because the source of supply charged them more. He has 
further said that this maldistribution of cloth could be solved only by 
ensuring public co-operation and he has further offered that the Hawkers' 
Association is prepared to help. I was of that opinion. 

Mr. Speaker, you remember, 1 said that maldistribution could be pre- 
vented to a great extent if co-operation was taken. T wish to say — Dr. 
Banerji and Mr, ('liaru Chandra Bhandari know it well — that when Mr. 
Bhaudari was Minister in charge he wanted to have })iil)lic co-operation and 
after a good deal of discussions and conferences we drew up a list of people 
belonging to different parties who would help and supervise distribution. 
15ut as 1 told you. Sir, on the last occasion this co-t)perati()n was not availed 
of for reasons best known to tlie then Chief Whip and the Chief Minister. 
After 1 mentioned that in the House last week, 1 was recpiested by the 
.Ministry to assist in the proper distribution by enlisting public co-operation 
and by other methods, and I am happy to inform this House that we have 
now taken nj) this task and we are going to depend on the public co-operation, 
without any hesitation and the (piestion of supply to the haw'kers has also 
been taken up. You know, Sir, there is a very deb'rmined drive to obtain 
the available supplies of clotli in Calcutta, and the Enforcement Branch 
and the Dircctoiate of Textile jointly have concentrated upon getting hold 
of all supplies of cloth available and to distribute them at tht‘ earliest 
ojiportunity to the ('onsumers. We have thertdore to make arrangements 
for proper distribution and for that it is necessary to have co-operation as 
has been ottered by Dr, Banerji and the Hawkers’ Association if they come 
together and undertake the responsibility to see that proper distribution 
IS made and proper sale is conducted, as also by other general associations 
who may help to distribute to the con.sumers. 

Mr. Speaker, the difficulty at the present moment is not short supply of 
( loth. On an average, during the last six months the supply of controlled 
i loth has been half the quantity required for the State. But even that half 
quantity, we find, could not he distributed in the interest of the consumers. 
Sir, the Deputy Commissioner, Enforcement Branch, took me round to show 
what exactly w'as hajipening. Some cloth is given to a shop but there the 
actual consumers are elbowed out and pushed out and people who come 
there to get cloth consist of more people w'ho come there with, T should say, 
ghost ration cards or spurious ration cards. They stand there in the 
queue ; they employ unreal elements w^ho are imported there by people who 
do black-marketing. They get most of the supply and the consumers are 
not getting it. Of course, the work has been started only last week. 

Therefore, we are thinking of arranging supply not on the high roads 
or even in bazars w^here unruly elements concentrate but preferably in the 
paras where people would know w^ho are the real inhabitants of those paras 
and who are the actual consumers. They will be able to keep out other 
people. For instance, at a shop in South Calcutta, when myself and another 
friend of mine who accompanied Deputy Commissioner, Enforcement, 
examined the people who were waiting in a queue, we found out that some 
of them had got some cards from Jadavpur, some had got cards from North 
Calcutta, and the officer of the Rationing Department told us that most of 
the cards were cards which had been declared to he invalid. Fnder such 
circum.stances, we have thought that it would be better to give the supply 
to sbops inside paras and request the local people to look after the distribu- 
tion. At' one place in South Calcutta — in Mahanirvan Road — young men 
have started helping and distributing the cards and even reaching the supply

to ^Wl people. Tkat is the only way to enable the consumers to get these 
I, therefore, inform Dr. Banerji that in that committee we have 
uliO resolt'ed that hawkers should be given, some supplies and we would 
welcome the hawkers to come forward and tell us how many hawkers l^long 
to their association and then undertake to ensure proper distribution Of the 
available cloth. Sir, the drive has resulted in making a ^^uantity of cloth 
available. There has been some attempt in some quarters to prevent such 
a drive, but the Chief Minister has stoutly refused to listen to anything. 

Sir, we are of opinion that in this drive there may be a little hardship 
to this or that particular individual, but this is nothing compared to the 
hardship that so many people — lakhs of people, lakhs of consumers-— are 

suffering. We expect, Sir, as a result of the drive, from next week from 

early April— -to be able to supply consumers with at least 9 yards of cloth 
which, is available. From the figures which we were examining yesterday, 

we think there is no reason to be afraid of not getting any supply the 

flupplv may not be sufficient but there is also an apprehension that no cloth 
would be available and people are frantically running about and trying to 
get some supply. I can assure the members of the House and the public 

through you; Sir, that with the available quantity of su])ply provided we 

get the co-operation of the people in ensuring that the consumers only get 
the supply— we will be able to do it. What we have decided is that we shall 
get the consumers to register themselves with the shop — we are not going to 
allot them to any place which is not convenient to them in a rationing area. 
Then we are thinking of distributing coupons according to the ration cards 
and giving a date so that they will not have to wait in queue and go throu<4i 
the suffering. I, therefore, appeal to Dr. Banerji and others irrespective 
of parties to (combine together to ensure a proper distribution of the available 
supply of cloth and to prevent or to decrease the apprehension in the minds 
of the people of West Bengal that they will not get even cloth necessary 
to hide their shnme. I think this is what I wanted to say and this is the 
reason why I have intervened. 

The 
information I want is that Mr. Gupta has said sometiiing about Calcutta 
but what about rural areas P ’ 


8ri il. C. GUPTA: Of course, the committee which is working now is 
concentrating on Calcutta, but with regard to the rural areas also it was 
found that permits are issued for the rural areas — tliose dealers come in in 
(^alcutta and unfortunately they dispose of some of the goods meant for 
rural areas in Calcutta. The Ministry has taken steps to stop that. Now 
It has been arranged that that quota will be sent to the interior and that 
will not be delivered here in Calcutta. T am sure the Hon’ble Minister in 
charge of Supplies will tell you that a definite percentage of the cloth 
available will be fixed for supplying the needs of the rural areas and Calcutta 
v^iil not get all that is being made available. It is necessary—absolutely 
necessary— that the rural areas should get the supplies that ^ they require 
and 1 hope our friends here and people in rural areas will also ‘bring in 
organisations to supervise the proper distribution. This black-markefing 
snould be stopped — it has become a scandal — and it can only be stopped if 
we all combine together to stop it.

aanab MUHAMMAD IDRI8: Mr. Speaker, Sir. I rise to speak a few 
words about (id — Extraordinary Charges and while I speak about this I 
would at once come to the control system. Sir, my point of discussion is 
not at all criticism for criticism's sake. Rather 1 shall try to put forth 
before this Assembly certain difficulties with which the general masses as 
well as the small businessmen, artisans, weavers, hawkers and tailors are 
confronted due to this control system and I shall confine myself here to the 
control of cloth and yarn only. 

Sir, it is true that controlling the supply of a commodity becomes 
necessary if the sujiply of that commodity is not adequate in comparison 
with its demand. So we found that during the last Great War 70 per cent, 
of our cloth production used to be requisitinoed for the consumption of the 
military and the supply of cloth to the civil population became hopelessly 
inadequate and consequently the supply of cloth hud to be controlled and 
thus the control of cloth supply came into being for the first time in our 
country in 1944. 

Sir, we all know how' dangerously our social life has been affected by 
this control system. This control system has created among the public a 
sense of profiteering, black-marketing and hoarding, and among the Govern- 
ment officials, both in the rank and file, high and lo\r, an enthusiasm for 
corruption and money-making, and among the leaders of the political party 
in power it has given birth to a habit of nepotism and favouritism for their 
supporters and associates. In fact this control system has become a social 
evil. 

Nevertheless, there might have been some justification in controlling the 
cloth supply during the last G^fat War as the situation was very abnormal 
and the supply of cloth was hopelessly inadequate. And at last with the 
continuous demand by the public anc) their leaders this control on cloth 
supply was withdrawn. 

Now again there is control on cloth supply. Why? The Governments 
bpth at the Centre and in West Bengal come forward wdth tbe argpiment 
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tkat since Ikere is want of raw cotton — as the supply of raw cotton from 
Pakistan was stopped — so there is shortage of cloth profluction in our 
country and so there is control on cloth supply. But thou may I aak the 
Mon’ble Minister in charge, if the above argument be true, tow was it 
possible for the Government of India to export lukbs of bales of cotton cloth 
to other countries and how the Government boastfully claim that it is India 
and not Japan that has occupied first place in the export of cotton cloth? 
So it is abundantly clear that the present cloth shortage is the creation of 
the Government. The Government preferred to export cloth keeping their 
j)eople half clad and half naked merely for earning dollar or to satisfy the 
capitalist group, the mill-owner.s. 


Now, Sir, I sliall come to the difficulties of the poor artisans, hawkers, 
tailors and weavers. Poor cloth hawkers, Sir, have heen .scrioinsiy hard 
hit by this control system, which has become the cause of their starvation. 

In 1944 when this Cotton Cloth and Yarn Control Order was introduced 
for the first time, the textile licence fee was Re. 1 for a hawker, and today 
this has become Rs. 10, and it is very difficult for the poor hawker to pay 
Rs. 10 for his licence. Generally, a hawker in the rural urea has to conduct 
his business ^^ith Rs. 40 or Rs. 50 as liis capital and if he is to pay Rs. 10 
out of this little capital, it means closing down of his business. Thfui again 
a hawker cannot cross over from one subdivision to anr)ther. If he does 
so liis goods would ])e foiteited and he would he lined. I personally know 
3nany instances of this nature. Formerly, before thi.s control system, a 
iiawker would usually go from bis place to any corner of the Province, nay, 
U) any phu'e in the country as a whole. The present system of limiting (d 
their areas in this way has hampered their business to a very great extent. 

Similarly the tailors, particularly the tailors of Howrah hat and 
neighbouring areas whose number will be more than 50,000, and the weavers 
of West Bengal are practically starving as the supply of (doth and yarn to 
them respectively has practically heen stopped. I draw the attention of the 
Government to this fact for their immediate relief. 


Sir, in this connection I hope the Government would immediately 
decontrol the supply of cloth and yarn, particularly a.s there has been a 
recent Trade Agreement betw(H*n India and Pakistan. Sir, 1 congratulate 
the Governments for thi.s Trade Pact for, in doing this, both the cjountries 
liave shown the spirit of “Live and let live” 

With these few words I resume my seat.

so he puts his hands to hide his shame. 'This is the meaninyg 6! the Bengali 
adage, and they have done exactly the same thing, Sir. My friends say 
that supply is short and therefore control is eminently necessary. That is 
the proposition which they have heen preaching from a very long time, 
but, Sir, (A voice; The Hon’ble Minister is not there.) 

Mr. SPEAKER: Please go on. 

ilanab MUDA88IR H088AIN: Sir, my friends say that the Minister 
is not there. 

Mr. SPEAKER. You please go on. 

ilanab MUD ASS I R H088AIN: All right, Sir. I don’t care whether 
the Minister is there or not. My leader is there. 

Now, Sir, as I was just now saying, control is necessary in order to 
ensure regular supply to all the consumers because the supply is short. 
But, Sir, if the supply is short and if it is really so, then how is it that they 
are exporting 40 per cent, of the manufactured cloth to foreign countries? 
I do not see its utility, Sir. When your own men, when your own citizens, 
when your own countrymen are suffering from short supply and, therefore, 
you say that control is necessary, why shoirld you he allowed to export this 
40 per cent, of the manufactured cloth to other countries? That is exactly 
the same thing as i” Sir, 40 

per cent, of the manufactured (Joth is exi)orted to foreign countries. Sir, 
when I consulted some of the merchants, they said “no ; it is not 40 per cent. ; 
according to law 40 per cent, (‘an he exported and it is being exported, but 
another 20 per cent, is going out to foreign countries by smuggling. That 
is the thing, Sir. Sixty per cent, of the output of our mills is sent abroad 
and peoj)le will have to remain satisfied with this 40 per cent. Another 
thing is this. Of this 40 per cent, tlie (piota, as our friend the Hon'hle 
Minister told us the other day, even this quota has been reduced for West 
Bengal. That is to say, we are sufi'ering for the folly of others. If you 
are independent, if yours is a free country, vhen you are in need of all the 
cloths you are pro(fucing, wdiy should you allow to export the cloth to 
foreign countries? Why this 20 per cent, of the cloth should go by 
smuggling to foreign countries also, Sir? Therefore, Sir, it is evidently 
foolish, it is evidently the want of plan and want of plan of distribution that 
has led to the present state of things. Sir, in order to ease the situation 
,my friend Mr. J. C. Gupta has said something. But that is nothing: that 
remedy is nothing: that remedy does not go into the root of the things. 

But the remedy lies in the fact that we must compel the Central Government 

not to export cloth from our country unless and until our want and our 

demand is fully satisfied. That is the only remedy. Well, if vou say that 

the matter is not in our control and in our hand and that it is entirely in 
the hands of the Central Government then I must say that you are not 
independent. If you cannot control them, then you are not independent 
hut dependent on others. If you are a democratic Government responsible 
to the people, you must take the necessary steps in concert with other 
members and members of parliament to prohibit the Central Government 
from exporting cloth. Sir, that is the only way out of the difficulty. 

- Then as regards food su^Iy I quite agree with my socialist friend 
Mr. Sibnath Banerjee that if tne supply is not there, then whether you 
control or decontrol, that matters little and everyone wull suffer for want 
of food. But the simple fact is that there is surplus. You go to the bazar 
and there you will find hundreds of maunds, lakhs of maunds of cereals

whiclf you oaa purchase at black-market price. In the Calcutta market if 
you pay mrteen or fourteen annas per seer, you can secure any quantity 
Vou like. Sb* "control or decontrol or no control, that does not matter. If 
by control you cannot prevent smuggling, you cannot prevent black- 
marketing, what is the use of retaining this control ? I would say that the 
present system of control should be done away with. 

Sir, our friend Nishapati is the King of the Night and Prafulla Chandra 
is the Full Moon. So the King of the Night and the Full Moon are 
presiding over the destiny of this Food Department. Nishaputi ivs a 
iTother of mine: he comes from the same village as I do. I had hoped 
that our King of the Niglit and the Full Moon will shed light and lighten 
ihe burden of the people of West Bengal and make them live in harjiiony 
and concord under the serene rays of the full moon. But unfortunately 
we have been sorely disappointed and instead of light of the Prafulla 
( handra and the Nishapati they have thrown the entire atmosphere of West

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 again draw the attention ol the honourable members 
that whenever names of our officers are mentioned in the House there is a 
certain amount of consideration which must be bestowed to that subjects 
It may be that the allegation is founded or it may be that on enquiry it may 
|)e found to be unfounded, but the moment something is uttered in the 
House it damages the rei)utatiou of that particular officer. Therefore, this 
matter has been troubling me for the last few days. To my mind it appears 
that members have got the right to criticise the administration and if there 
be anything wrong about our officers they are certainly entitled to allude 
fu the same. While alluding to the same, to my mind it appears that the 
honourable members do not keep it in mind that under the privilege of this 
House something should not be done, or rather I should say, may not be 
-done which unnecessarily prejudices the reputation of that particular officer, 
for that has got the tendency to undermine the discipline of our services. 

T do not go to the length that the matter cannot be referred to, but at the 
same time I would leave it to the judgment and consideration of the 
konoujable members as to how far ^hey should refer to or mention the names 
of th« officers and in making whatsoever charges or allegations that may be 
■wb^^tber they could avoid making tliese allegations in the open House and 
wite out and send it to the department concerned. So far as the present 
is concerned I am leaving it to the good sense of the honourable members. 
1 have not yet arrived at a definite conclusion with regard to this matter. 
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1 liAve a8fi:e<l:t t^e department to investigate into the decisions of the House 
of Commons and other places as “to how far we are justified in referring to 
«U0h subjects as we have seen in this session of the House being very 
frequent. For the time being I will simply make an earnest request to the 
honourable members of the House that after all we are not in the old regime 
where all kinds of criticisms could have been made. Now we are really 
the controllers of the affairs of our province, and with due regard to our 
sense of propriety we should as far as possible refrain from mentioning the 
names of the officers. As I have stated just now, I do not wish to prevent 
the honourable members from mentioning it if. in the course of their duty 
they think that mentioning is absolutely necessary.

The Hon’ble Dr. BiDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, I want to say a few, 
words. In 1947, when I was in America, I was surprised to find in what 
manner they were utilising the deep-sea fishes for various purposes. Apart 
from the food value of the fish that w'ere caught 1 saw them utilising the 
bones and the scales for various purposes. First of all, the bone-meal 
was being prepared for the purpose of feeding (ows and I was informed 
that this increased the quantity and quality of the milk supplied by the 
cow. Scales were being used for various purposes, so also the head and 
the bones were being used. 

Sir, in 1949 when the problem of the East Bengal refugees came to 
the fore and the need for feeding them, I was impressed by the fact that 
East Bengal refugees mostly belong to an area where fish eating is almost 
universal and the position being very clear that it was not possible to 
give them *any quantity of cereals sufficient to maintain their nourish- 
ment, an alternative food was essential for them. But it was not merely 
the question of food that was oppressing me but also the question of trying 
to find out whether by getting large quantity of fish w’e may be able to 
increase the quantity and quality of milk by feeding them with bone- 
meal. Sir, in pursuit of that I went round different places— Belgium,

Holland, Denmark and Sw^eden — and I found kow they had developed 
deep-sea fishing and I was very much impressed with the method of their 
doing ii. 

When I came back here I made enquiries and as my friend Sri 
Pramatha Nath Banerjee and others have said, there are fisnes available 
from tanks, available from heels, available from rivers as also from deep 
sea. Probably members are aware that deep-sea fishing is not a provincial 
subject; it is a central subject. Therefore before I could do anything 
more I had to approach the Government of India for the purpose of 
enabling me to use the deep-sea for the purpose of catching fish. The 
advantage of deep-sea fishing is this : whereas in the case of the river or 
in the case of the tank we have got to nourish the tanks and nourish the 

growth of the fish, in the case of the deep-sea there was no necessity for 

our using any exertion for the purpose of getting the fish. I 

It has been suggested — a very mild suggestion — that the trawlers tliat 
had been jiurchased were old trawlers. Before the i)urcha8e was actually 
made, I got the Government of India to spare the services of Dr. Baini 
Prasad who hap])ens to he the fishery expert to the Government of India 
for many, many years. As a matter of fact, he was then attached to the 
west coast of India near Bombay for the pur]>ose of doing the same job 
there. After some amount of difficulty we got his services and he and 
our Secretary went round different places, bet^ause first of all I was not 
quite sure what type of trawler could be used in this country, and 
secondly, f whether the venture would be at all successful for our people.! 
They went to England, they went to all the different countries, they 
met various types of people, trade delegations, etc., etc., and be it 

said to the credit of tliese two officers that they stayed for nearly three 

weeks in Denmark and not only did they purchase the new trawlers but 
saw to it that they were fitted up with various arrangements for the 
tropical areas, one of the main arrangements being that there were 
freezing arrangements in the trawlers themselves. If our friends are 
anxious to know more about them, as I suggested before, I would welcome 
their presence at the area where the trawlers are to be seen — 1 believe the 
trawlers have come lust night or this morning and it may be that they will 
be here for two or three days. 

Sir, the (pLiestion of deep-sea fishing is ratlier an involved one. 
Apparently it seems very easy to say, let the trawlers go and (‘utch fish 
and bring them here, as my friends opj)osite have said, t First of all we 
are to decide whether the type of fish that were caught were suitable to 
our taste. Therefore, in the first one or two instances what we did >vas 
we got some fish ami sent them round to different hospital organisations 
and to the different hotels to find out how the fish would taste, and we 
found that the majority of the fish, probably 75 to 80 per cent, of the fish 
were such as would be utilised un<l purchased by the people.^ The other 
type of fish which are not usually consumed by Bengalis are also, we 
found, consumed by ])eopIe from other parts of India. I was informed 
that there was one type of fish which most of us would probably not like 
to take and which the men from south would take in a dried form; and I 
was informed — and 1 saw that myself — that outside the New Market this 
type of fish is sold in very large quantities. We were therefore satisfied 
that it was possible to get the fish and it was possible to sell the fish, and 
it has been so done. I may just inform the House that up till now the 
fish that w’e have got and the prices that we have received 
cover more or less the whole of our recurring expenditure in spite of the 
high salaries that we have to pay to the men who have come out with the 
timwlets. other idea was to try and train our people, so that after 
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Bix^ nine months when these men go away it will he possible for our 
people to take it up.) I do not think that the two trawlers would be of 
very jfreat help. Thej’ can only bring in a certain quantity, say, one 
thoxisand maunds which is nothing. I only hope that other people 
interested in this industry might take it up after seeing the example of 
work done by the trawlers. It was therefore necessary that we shouM 
catch fish and that we should be able to chart out different parts of the 


Bay of Bengal which had not been charted out from a practical point of 
view; so that future aspirants to this trade might take up this chart and 
utilise it for their own purposes. I know there are many people who 
have approached me and who are anxious to start this industry. But tlu‘s 
are not keen in making any losses. We are trying to get all the data for 
these people to take up, so that they might get it in different places. 
Therefore our instruction was that they should pay more attention to 


charting the different places and finding out what type of fish is available 
and when and also finding out what arrangement should be made in these 
trawlers in order to meet the tropical conditions. I have heard it said. 
Sir, and it is quite true that in one instance the fish that came in — iv 
large quantity of it — got destroyed because the quantity of ice that they 
are accustomed to use in Denmark w’us found to be too small a (juantitv 
to protect the fish. They have taken that precaution, and now by grail uul 
experiments they are getting certain data which, 1 hope, will be utilisM 
by our department as w^ell as by other people who are anxious to follow in 


this way. 


Sir, the question has arisen that we have not given accounts. One 
year has to go, before I can place the audited accounts of this department 
before the House, and I am perfectly sure that they will be .satisfied — aa 
we have been satisfied — with our estimates that we are on the right side. 


There are two others which 1 want to mention and then I shall finish. 
There has been a projmsal which ha.s been accepted now of having fish 
from Lake diilka. Certain difficulties have arisen, because of Inter- 
State arrangement, but fortunately after some amount of discussion that 
has been overcome, and 1 understand that one firm has actually arranged 
for refrigerated wagons to (‘arry the fi.sli from Lake Chilka to f ulcutta. 
That is again to the good. 

There is one other point, and that is this, namely, that my friends 
from the North Bengal di.strict8 have complained to me that their soun*.» 
of supply from Bihar has been practically stopped. I have tried to get 
on with the Government of Bihar, and although up till now I am not 
successful in getting them to lift the ban on the export (>f fish from Bihar 
because they feel that tlieir food positin is so difficult tlmt this one 
alternative food they do not want to part with. Still 1 am hoping that, 
in view of the large number of fi.shermeu who are employed in f’utchjng 
fish and who used to send large (piantities ot fish, j)articularly to North 
Bengal district.s, this i)ractice wouhl continue to operate, and the Govern- 
ment ot Bihar would agree to lift the ban at least partially. 

Sir, I do not want to say anything further, except to say that ray 
friend the Hon’ble Minister for Fisheries will tell you what steps we have 
taken and w’hat money we are spending in developing and recleaning the 
tanks, not, only for irrigation purposes but also for fishing; I believe that 
in the present 3 'ear we spent about lis. 25 lakhs on this project, and 1 
believe also that the same amount has been provided in the next year s 
budget. 

W^ith these words I commend the main motion to the acceptance of the

5a--Civil Works and $1— Capital Aooount of Civil Works outside the 

Revenue Aooount 

The Hon’ble BIMAL CHANDRA SINHA: Sir, on the recommendation 
of His Excellency the Governor, I beg to move that a sum of Rs. 7,07,47,0(W 
be granted for expenditure under Grant No. 29, Major Heads: 60 — Civil 
Works and 81— Capital Account of Civil Works outside the Revenue 
Account. 
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Sir, I need not deliver a long e]peecli because tjie time at the disposal 
of the House is short. I have circulated to Hie honourable members a 
small booklet called “A Eesume of the Eoad Activities of the Works and 
Buildings Department during ti^ year 1950-51”. I hope the members 
will find all relevant matters discussed in that resume and that will also 
be helpful to the members as a permanent record of the road activities of 
the department for the year in question. 

Sir, as I pointed out last year, the administrative responsibilities of 
the department that I am in charge of are divided into two distinct 
fields. The more important of the two is concerned with the maintenance 
and development of road communications in the State. The other 
important activity of the department relates to the maintenance arid 
construction of public buildings. Both these sections are again divided, 
as I pointed out last year, into two branches, viz., normal and develop- 
mental. 

Sir, before I pass on to the main features of the Roads Branch, I 
would like to mention briefly just one or two things about the other branch, 
viz., the Buildings Branch. Sir, the financial provision, as sanctioned 
by the Legislature last year for original works and maintenance under 
the ordinary building programme during the current financial year, is as 
follows: Original works — Rs. 4f3 lakhs and odd, and maintenance — Rs. o3 
lakhs and odd. On account of the greater progress of works and on 
account of the commencement of certain additional schemes of pressing 
urgency, the revised enhanced demands are as follows : Original works — 
Rs. 58 lakhs and odd, and maintenance — Rs. 5G lakhs and odd. The next 
year’s demand provides for the completion of w'orks in progress and also 
for some 84 new items of work. The details will be found in Appendix B 
of the Red Book. 

Now, vSir, I turn to the road activities of this department for the year 
in (luestiou. Sir, 1 need not dilate on all the points mentioned in tlie 
resume. I would like only to touch on a few important points. Sir, I 
have mentioned there that this Government have to execute the National 
Highway Programme as the agent of the Government of India. T may 
inform the House that recently the Government of India has entrusted 
to this department tlie execution of a pretty heavy programrai' of 
constructing and imi)roving national highways. Accordingly, we luiv^* 
taken the work up in right earnest. Though sanction was received rather 
late in the financial year, still we have been able — I am glad to say — to 
utilise the fund placed at our disposal as far as possible and the work on 
these national highways is in progress. Sir, details will be found in the 
resume itself. 

Next, I pass ou to State Highways. Of the total length of 442 miles 
of State Highways and 1,317 miles of District Roads in the short-term 
programme, work is in progress on 314 miles of State Highway's and 880 
miles of District Roads. 

Sir, 1 next pass on to the two features that have been lately introduced 
in the budget of this department, firstly, Tillage Road Scheme on 
Government account and, sec'^fndly, Village Roads as grant-in-aid works. 
Sir, you will remember that ‘two years back this department introduced 
for the first time in the history of the Public Works Department a new 
feature, viz., that Government began constructing village roads, of course 
at a lower specification, on Government account. Sir, in pursuance of 
that scheme, a number of village roads covering a total mileage of 300 
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miles has been included in the short-term proprramme. Works are at 
present proceeding on 12 such roada^ Details of these roads will be found 
in the Red Book, page 167. 

Sir, last year— that is during the current financial year — we introduced 
another feature, viz., besides these village roads the cost of which is at 
present borne by the Government, we introduced another scheme of having 
village roads as grant-in-aid works. The idea was that if we could ]>o(d 
the resources of the Government and the people together, we could cons- 
truct a number of village roads — construct them, of course, at a lower 
specification. Sir, it was decided that the Government will contribute 
two-thirds and the people one-third of the cost involved. These roads will 
be generally hutcha roads and there ivill be good culverts. The Union 
Boards wuth the help of the District Board will try to maintain 
them as far as possible. Sir, the details of this scheme have been 
circulated to the members of the Assembly in a cinuilar letter that I 
issued to them some time back. I am glad to say that the initial response 
to this scheme has been very good. We have received proposals from 
many District Boards and Union Boards and many organisations and we 
are examining them at the pre.sent moment. Sir, 1 can assure the House 
that if this scheme succeeds, the possibility of expanding its scope to 
embrace bigger projects may also be considered iu future. Throuj^h the 
operation of this scheme, it is proposed to enthuse the people and initiate 
them into the habit of pooling their resources. 

Sir, I may just, in passing, mention that this Governmen has also to 
execute the Road Fund i*rogramme the cost of which is expected to be 
met from the Road Fund of the Government of India. The details will 
be found in paragraph 7 of the booklet, 1 have mentioned. 

The next point I would like to mention is that in accordance with the 
policy of taking over roads for maintenance, we are adding every year 
new mileages to our roads which we are maintaining. This maintenance 
programme has recently become so heavy that we have sjient a large sum 
on it. 1 might give you the details. In the pre-war year llKlH-.'iJl, tine 
Government of undivicled Bengal spent Rs. JH IH lakhs on the maintenance 
of about 1,700 miles of provincial roads then in existence. By comparison, 
the (iovernment of AV'esi Bengal spent Rs. 62'93 lakhs in 1049-60 on the 
innintenaiice of a little over 1,200 miles of roads under direct charge of the 
G<>vernment. 

Sir, special mention, I think, ought to be made about two matters. 
1 fir.st refer to the Darjeeling disaster. You an‘ all aware that a very 
great disaster took place in tlie districts of Darjeeling and Jalpaiguri. 
As a result, roads were disrupted, large breaches occurred and Darjeeling, 
Kalimimug and many other places were completely cut otf from the w()rld 
«)utside. In this situation — though we had to face very many problems — 
some of them were almost impossible ones, still we worked with the 
utmost speed and, as everybody knows, specially members coming from 
that district know', we could restore communications — though not 
satisfactorily, still somehow — within the shortest possible time. 1 find 
that there is a cut motion to the effect that the progress has hetm slow. 
If the honouarble member moves that cut motion, I shall «*xpluin wdiat 
measures we have been able to take and w'hat measures wc have not been 
able to take and for what reasons. But, Sir, some details in this regard 
will he found in paragraph 9 of the resume that I have already circulated. 
Sir, I have further information that the Darjeeling Cart Road — I have 
a telegram from the Chief Engineer who is now at Darjeeling — has now 
been thrown open to thxough vehicular traffic. Now one can go to 
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Darjeeling without any trouble or without any transhipment. The other 
road, the Kalimpong Road, has been taAen up in right earnest. As the 
honourable members are aware the disaster on that road was of greater 
magnitude than had taken place elsewhere. We hope that through 
communication will be restored as'"’ early as possible. 

Next, Sir, I would like to speak about Cooch Behar. You are aware, 
Sir, when the State was merged into the Province of West Bengal, we 
took up an extensive programme for road development in that district 
also. It was decided at first that the expenditure on development works 
would come out of the Development Fund comprising of the cash balances 
before the merger. But, Sir, the Government of India have not, however, 
so far agreed to release any money from this fund pending 
determination of the cash balan(!e and fonnulation of an overall develop- 
ment plan for the district. The State Government have accordingly 
been compelled to take over these road projects on to their own budget. 
Besides Ihe three rcjads already taken in hand, it has been decided to take 
up six more roads next year to complete the short-term programme of road 
development for Cooch Behar. 

Next, Sir, if yon look at the Red Book you will find that some ferries 
have already been inken over for improvement and maintenance. There 
are also some other features of the budget which have been mentioned in 
Appendix B and other Appendices in the Red Book which I need not 
repeat here. Tlie members will perhaps be able to find them out themselves. 

In conclusion, I would like to mention two more points. One is about 
motor veliicles tax. During the year in question, we continued to give 
small grants to the municipalities out of tlie motor vehicles tax fund. 
This year the total amount came up to Rs. 2 lakhs. You are aware, Sir, 
that the Government of India recently appointed an Enquiry Committee 
to go into the question of motor vehicles tax. Their report has come out 
and you know that there is a Bill before this House which provides for aii 
increase in the rate of motor vehicles taxation. The main recommendations 
^ the Motor Vehicles Taxation Eiupiiry Committee have been summari^ed 
for the information of the honourable members in the resume. 

Lastly, Sir, I would like to mention that this department has been 
labouring under verv many handicaps. There are handicaps about 
resources, about supply of materials, about transport of materials to 
different places, and the greatest handicap of them all is the handicap of 
finance. vSir, during the years after the partition we tried first to re- 
organise the department just to enable it to take the load that had to be 
placed on it. During the first years after partition the department under- 
W'ent a thorough change and a special Directorate was created for speeding 
up road development programme and was placed under a Special Chief 
Engineer. When the machinery was geared up, it was most unfortunate 
that a financial bliazard struck the (‘ountry and our machinery had to 
f\inctiou under the limitations of deficit finance. I am fully confident 
that had more funds been available, the department could have executed 
a far larger programme and with greater speed. For this uncertainty of 
finance we could not take up the whole programme not knowing whether 
we shall be able to continue it next year or not. 

Sir, during the general Budget discussion mention was made that 
there are some places where lands have been requisitioned for brick-burning 
purposes and that the brickbuming has been finished but the lands 
have not been returned to the owners from whom the lands were taken 
oyer. 1 have made a thorough investigation into the matter. I have 
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fai^ that in many cases brick-buming is still in progress and, therefore, 
until brick-burning is finished, these lands cannot be given back to the 
owners In one or two cases bricKbuming is nearing completion, but, 
Sir, there the cost of restoration is so high that it would be perhaps more 
economical to acquire the lands outright. Sir, though financially this 
18 a point to be considered by Government, still there are other aspects 
of the question, namely, v^ether it would be wise in anv circumstances 
to take over the lands merely because the cost of recurring compensation 
for requisitioned lands and of compensation for damages would be too 
high. 1 had an offer from some of the owners that they are agreeable to 
reduce their claims for damages. I have, Sir, therefore decided that 
in case it is not economically more difficult for the Government we shall 
give the land back to the owners, if the owners reduce their claims in that 
wav and thus save the Government from being forced to acciuire these 
lands outright. 


Lastly, Sir, a few days ago a pamphlet was circulated amongst the 
honourable members of this Assembly about the demands of some vorkers 
of the l ublic ^\orks Department. 1 understand that the mover of a cut 
motion 18 going to raise the matter in his cut motion. Before I speak on 
the subject 1 should like to hear what the h()nourable member has to say on 
that point. 


These are in brief the main features of the departmental Bmlgid I 
hope, Sir that if public co-operation is forthcoming, and if more funds 
afn available to the department, we shall be able to improve (he road 
condition of West Bengal. As the House is aware, communication was 
disrujittcl in this province, because of partition and the roads were 
destroyed in many place.s as a result of the heavy traffic these had to bear 
during the war. Sir, the more I think the more 1 am (‘onvinced that the 
many different problems of West Bengal in a wav revolve round the 
problem of communication. For example, there are places wheiv there 
may be surplus foodstuff, but we cannot bring them out or send other 
things there because there is no road connection. Sir, only the other dav 
the Hon’ble Food Minister mentioned that lie had to spend’ Its. (i to Ks i 
per maund of food to send that to the districts of Darjeeling and Jalpuiguri 
because the communication system was disrupted. So in a wav the 
majority of the problems of West Bengal revolve round communication 
Cities are becoming over-congested. Towns are attracting people from 
villages and villagers are coming away to (owns. Tiiis process cannot be 
reversed unless the villages are maile worth living, unless the villages are 
made accessible, unless the villages have easy communication with centres 
of trade, business and other urban facilities. So, Sir, if we can introduce 
a good commuuication system in the i>rovin(c hope that many of the 
evils that we are suffering from at the present moment will disappear. 

With these words, I move my motion and commend it to the acceptance 
of the House.

Jftlittb MUDA88IR H088AINS Mr. Speaker, Sir, it is said that India 
or, for the matter of that, Bengal is a land of villages, and the capital 
itself of Bengal villages during Hindu regime was »r?r^ 'S I 

They are villages if you have read history. (Interruptions).) Don’t 
interrupt me. I am not going to find fault with you and abuse you. I 
shall only draw your attention to certain points. 1 am not going to find 
fault with you or to abuse you. So, Sir, anything which goes to reconstruct 
the villages will be welcome and will be a laudable measure. If in this 
Republic, we do not find anything it is because during these 200 years of 
British regime the whole of Bengal and the entire village system have 
gone to rums. The republican village which was a village constitutionally 
was a republic itself. In all its branches whether in the judicial 
system or the transport system or the communication system or any other 
system it was a perfect unit of self-administration and self- 
government. What do we find today? We have attained freedom, so- 
called freedom in 1947 — it was, I think, on the 14th August. During 
thee^ three years, the state of the villages has gone from bad to worse and 
peimps to worst. There were roads in the vifiages, there were tanks in 
jkhe villages and there were sundry other things which were the pride of 
Bbngal villages, but now I find that there is no trace of any road. 

Sir, the condition of all village roads wherever you go is deplorable. 
Even the roads and the culverts that were made in the British period have 
]i>een washed away or have become unusable. The result is that there js 
practically no communication between a village and a village, between 
a village and the nearest town. Sir, this state of things was brought to 
the notice of the authorities long long ago. As a memW" of the District 
Beard a|hl k have been inHhe District Bocurd business- — (B bvbeal voicaui z 
Busin^^-^ — ^Yee, I call it business (laughter). Wherever you go, Sir, 
wwthefc jit is^hfif or in the District Board or .elsewhere it is nothing but 
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ImfimiB (renewed lawhter). So I bring it to

foeiiim there? Our roads have turned from bad to worse, and the re^v 
18 tlmt nothiM can be done. The Chairman and the Vice-Chairman of 
our District Board are on the Finance Committee and they say: with 
regard to roads we cannot do anything because our income kas remained 
constant whereas our expenditure which has to be incurred for maintenance 
of roads has increased at least ten times, because wages ol 
labour and yalue of materials have increased abnormally. So, Sir it is 
impossible for the District Board to maintain its roads in good condition 
for want of funds, and the concommittant result has been that all roads 
have gone out of order. (A voice: Then business is not going well!) 
Yes, the business is in a deplorable condition, it is running at a loss. 
They have eaten up the capital and it is at a standstill. You know very 
well that when capital is ^ten up, Ihe business must be at a standstill. 
I want to draw the attention of the Bon ble Hfinister through you Sir 
and also of other Ministers to the deplorable state of our roads. You have 
become vainglorious and so you say: we have done so much while you 
have not been doing anything. You have by your mismanagement and 
by not usefully employing all the available resources committed grave 
mistakes and brought the country to the verge of utter ruin. So I warn 
you as a friend because I am your friend and your countryman and I 
have as much desire to raise the status of our country in the estimation 
of others as you have, and I draw your attention to the bad state of our 
roads and to the bad state of our communication. The Food Minister has 
said that when the directive is issued to a poor peasant that he must 
carry his goods to the depot of the Procurement Agent, he has 
to carry his goods in his cart and it costs him at least four annas, five 
annas or six annas per maund to curry the commodity from the village 
to the depot of the Procurement Agent. You give only Rs. 7-8 for a 
maund of paddy and the poor peasant gets four or five annas less than 
that amount. He gets only Rs. 7-3 and then another anna is taken and 
so he gets a little over Rs. 7. And why this is so? It is because your 
transport cannot go direct to the villages on account of our bad roads and 
it is in this way that poor peasants are made to suffer loss on account of 
your bad roads. Then, Sir, the hood Minister’s agents go from one 
village to another and from one place to another and threaten peasants 
that if they do not deliver their goods, they would be lodged in jail. 
That has been my own experience. Sir, you may warn me that I am 
irrelevant but it is a fact that due to bad roads the poor people in the 
villages are made to suffer in this way. As I have saul just now, it is 
impossible for District Boards to take up construction of new roads and 
repairing of old roads for want of funds and therefore it devolves upon 
the Government as the administrator of the country to mend 
Sir, I suggested one thing to my District Board as to how the quelltion 
of having got^ roads could be solved. When the question of maintenance 

and construction of roads came up before my District Board (At this 

stage blue light was on) Sir, I would ask you to give me five minutes 

more. At that time Mr. Baidyanathan, the District M^istrate, was our 
Chairman. He was the appointed Chairman of the District Board on 
accoimt of dissensions amongst us. Mr. Baidyanathan asked for my 
opinion on the question of our roads having gone from bad to worse and 
my suggestion was that only big roads should be taken up by the District*" 
Boai^ and. the villa^ road system shoi^d be entirely surrendered 
ta the union boards. And the union boards can tax the village people 
and induce the p^ple to supply lalumr and all crther ^ings leg the 
maintenance of village roads. I said that if you wanW^lp impmite 
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communication system in rural areas then you must take up the major 
roads' which should be kept under repair or maintained by the District 
Board, making over the rest of the village road system to union boards. 
Then by any means and, if necessary, by legislation you must make the 
union boards maintain the village roads. All the members present agreed 
to my proposal that we ^ must make the most of our resources 
in maintaining the major roads. Then the Chairman selected the roads 
which the District Board should take up and the roads which were to be 
made over to the union boards. He was doing all these things and in the 
meantime he was transferred and everything fell through. So, my 
young Minister, I suggest to you that this is a constructive suggestion. 
Of course, this is my last point. Make over all the roads wmch the 
District Board is not in a position to maintain or repair to the union board 
and if for this purpose it is necesary to make any legislation, to make 
any law, we would do that and compel the union board by law to maintain 
and construct all the roads which will give sufficient communication. 

My friend Mr. King — Bhupati — says “Where shall I get the money?*’ 
Where are you getting all this money? After all, you are spending 
thousands and lakhs of rupees. After all, the mother earth gives you this 
money. It is the poor peope who give you money and you can tax the 
people. The price of commodities has gone up four times, five times. 
So, those who used to pay 8 annas must now pay 2 rupees. Now, if you 
make* any directive policy that this should be paid for and the money raised 
from the people, you can raise thousands of rupees. 

Sir, with these words, I finish and I thank the Hon’ble Minister for 
what he has done, but I still pray that he must take up what he has left 
undone.

The Hon’ble BIMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I am 
deeply grateful and thankful to all members of the Assembly whether on 
this side of the House or on the other for the suggestions they have made 
and the friendly criticisms they have offered. I am, Sir, most grateful 
to Janab Mudassir Hossain not only for his criticism but also for the 
entertainment that he has offered us. 

Mr, SPEAKER: Don’t use the word “entertainment”. 

The Hofl’ble BIMAL CHANDRA SINHA: Sir, I withdraw it. I may 
go on to say, quoting his own words that there are many things which 
Were the pride of the villages, but which have now di 8 a])peared. One 
thing, however, has not disappeared 1 find, namely, that our villages 
cun yet produce men of the calibre of Janab Mudassir Hossain who are 
not only the pride of the villages but also the pride of such an august 
body as the West Bengal Legislative Assembly. 

Sir, Sj. Charu Chandra Bhandari has mentioned three points, namely, 
the desirability of taking up the Falta Road, the necessity of making 
quick payment of compensation for lands acquired and, thridly, the 
desirability of taking up more roads in the Sundarbans area. I may 
inform him that 1 feel w’e should take over gradually all the important 
roads in the districts, and the Falta Road is an important road. But 
there are questions of finance and priority. If there were sufficient funds 
avaikble, I would be only too glad to see that all Distri(;t Board roads 
which serve important areas in the different parts of Bengal w^ere taken 
up all at once. I am not certain whether it will be possible to accord 
priority to this road. I am sure that honourble members know' that there 
18 a railway at present in Falta, and that the railway offers some alternative 
line of communication. 

Honourable members may be aware that when large tracts of land were 
acquired for constructing roads especially in border areas, I re<pe 8 ted 
the Land and Land Revenue Department to place certain Special Ofl&cers 
for quick payment of compensatiqp, and so far as I remember — I am 
speaking off-hand, I am speaking subject to correction — so far as I am 
aware, Special Officers were placed for this purpose in two border districts, 
namely, Murshidabad and Nadia. I am going to pass this suggestion 
on to the Hon’ble Minister, Land Revenue. I also agree with 
Sj. Charu Chandra Bhandari that the Sundarbans should have a large 
number of roads. But he knows that there "are very great '^difficulties in 
the way of construction of roads there. So, I am not going to raise 
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any fake hope. It is better not to j^ive an assurance which may not 
materialise. But I may say that we have in contemplation construction 
of at least two roads — one up to Kalinagar and the other up to Namkhana 
which would be a feeder to Kakdwip Road. 

Then I come to the sngj^estion made by Sj. Pramatha Nath 
Bandyopadhyay. He has emphasised on the question of the maintenance 
of roads that have been constructed. There 1 aj^ree that the department 
should naturally look to tlie maintenance of roads, they have taken over. 
He has made a point about maintenance of certain particular roads. If 
the detailed suf^p^estions are passed by the honourable member on to the 
Communications Department, we shall give them the consideration that 
they deserve. I might mention here that at one time Contai was not 
municipally administered, hut was under a union board. Then we gave 
it a special priority and constnu'ted some roads within its own area — a 
practice which we hardly followed elsewhere before. He has also 

mentioned the necessity of having bridges near Kalinagar and Pichaboni. 
I shall consider them. 

Then I come to the criticisms of Sj. Kanai Lai l)e. He has said that 
we are not doing justice to his (listrict of Hankura inasmiu h as we decided 
some years back to have a bridge over the Darakeswar, that some (‘ontrac'tors 
were selected and materials were collected but even then those 
materials are being taken away and the bridge abandoned. He has also 
said that this was so b(‘cause the contractor was not to the liking of 
the Special Chief Engineer. Sir, 1 repudiate this charge with the 

utmost emphasis that 1 can command. In this conn(‘ction, Sir, 1 wish 

to explain why this bridge was not taken up. He has also put two 

questions on this subject. I have already sent replies to those questions 
and. Sir, as soon as you begin taking up questions, you will find the 
replies 1 have given. But, Sir, I shall jilace here all the facts which 
are as follows. AVhen we drew up the bridge programme for the whole 
of the province, we f(mnd that there would be. about 15 or lb bridges 
altogether. In that programme we found that while other bridges would 
each cost us three lakhs, four lakhs, six lakhs or seven lakhs at the 
maximum — 1 may mention the Kana Mor bridge was estimated to cost 
3-75 lakhs, the Gaighata bridge six lakhs and qdd, the bridges in West 
Dinajpur, each cost from one lakh to seven lakhs, at the maximum — this 
single bridge over the Darakeswar was expected to cost, not less than 
19 lakhs, that is to say, m(»re than any other bridge in our present 
programme; as a matter of tact it was to coat alwut one-third of the 
entire amount budgeted for bridge construction. Then came the question 
of our financial difficulties and we had to curtail our programmes, I 
have already mentioned this in the resume and I made it also quite clear 
in the brochure circulated to honourable members last year as also in my 
Budget speech last year. Naturally therefore we had also to postpone 
construction of some of the bridges which were big ones. This bridge 
was one of them. But apart from this financial reason, there were two 
other reasons, why we accepted that proposition. As members know, 
there was then another Ramshackle bridge constructed over this river, by 
a private party. We knew of course that the bridge was unsafe; we 
refused to help the party in constructing that bridge, be<*au8e we held 
that that bridge could not stand and the bridge has actually been washed 
away now. Yet at that moment it was there. The other reason is that 
there is also a railway line running across the river and providing another 
line of communication. For these reasons we have abandoned the 
constmctioii of the road bridge /or the time being. We thought that we 
should, in the background of ^nancial difficulties, concentrate on bridges 
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in those areas where there is no other line of communications. Take, 
for instance, the case of West Dinajpur. There is no railway communica- 
tion there and if bridges are not constmcted, there would be no through 
cpmmtinication at all. These are the re , sons why that bridge has been 
abandoned temporarily. 

Then, Sir, Mr. Sibnath Banerjee has raised the question of policy 
in his cut motion. He has not moved his motion and therefore I need 
not dilate on this point except to refer briefly to the service-conditions of 
the work-charged staff. Honourable members will be glad to know that 
in 1949 some benefits were granted to the work-charged personnel and 
those benefits were further granted in 1950. The main features of the 
new schemes are these : for the first time regular time-scales of pay have 
replaced fixed rates of pay and they began earning increments in those 
scales. Payment of dearness allowance, house-rent allowance and ration 
allowance at rates applicable to permanent Government servants was also 
authorised. They were moreover allowed to subscribe to the Provident 
Fund. Leave terms were liberalised, authorising the gyant of casual 
leave with full pay up to 15 days and sick leave on half pay up to 12 days 
in a year. Payment of an overtime allowance at the rate of five annas 
per extra hour of duty was also introduced. As regards retiring benefit, 
payment of ♦gratuity in deserving cases was provided. As a matter of 
fact gratuity has already been paid to a number of workers in pursuance 
of that scheme in certain selected areas. Pension also has been paid in 
some cases. 

Lastly, Sir, I come to the suggestion made by Sj. Annada Prosad 
Choudhury. He has said that consistent with the policy of giving grants 
for communication in rural areas, we should not iindude urban areas 
under municipalities. He has mentioned that four lakhs are being given 
to the municipalities. I am at a loss to find out where he had this figure 
of four lakhs, for paragraph 12 on page 9 of the resume mentions that 
only two lakhs have been given to the municipalities and I can assure the 
House that we have given only two lakhs to the municipalities. 

8]. ANNADA PROSAD CHOUDHURY: What about the two lakhs 
given to the Howrah bridge? 

The Hon’ble BIMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: That is a statutory liability 
under the Act. It is not a grant. 

Sir, he has criticised the way in which these grants are being 
distributed. Before 1 come to that point let me tackle the first question. 
He has said that we should not give these grants to municipalities when 
rural areas are sorely in need of roads. I do not think so because the 
communications that have been provided for with this two lakhs will go 
to restore communication with rural areas. These are meant for 
municipal stretches of lands adjoining rural areas and those roads will 
equally benefit the rural areas. But, Sir, almost the whole of the road 
budget is directed towards the improvement of roads in the rural areas. 
There is that rural emphasis. In this situation if we grant only a small 
sum of two lakhs to municipalities do not think that that alters the 
emphasis. 

Secondly, Sir, he has criticised the way in which we have distributed 
the grants to the municipalities. He has said, ^

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Tliat suggestion, Sir, is entirely wrong. I have here the figures of 
grants made in 1950-51. The calculation of grant was based on the 
surface road mileage in every municipality. The total fund available 
was divided by the total road mileage and we arrived at the figure of 
Rb. 110 for each mile of road and in making a grant to a municipality 
the total mileage of surfaced road under that municipality was multiplied 
by that figure of Rs. 110. That is how the distribution has been made 
without paying any heed to any other consideration. I shall give some 
instances. The Midnapore Municipality has a road mileage of 48 and 
the Bum given to that municipality is 48 multiplied by Hs. 110, i.e., 
Rs. 5,280. The Tamluk Municipality has nine miles of road and the 
grant of Rs, 990 given to it was fixed according to that calculation. In 
another case, namely, the case of Khirpui Municipality, he will be 
interested to know that as the municipality has five miles of surfaced 
roads, it has been given a grant of Rs. 550. I think that completely 
repudiates the suggestion that we have made discrimination in giving 
grants to municipalities. 

Then he has mentioned that we have not been able to spend sums 
granted under the Road Fund. Sir, I would draw your attention for a 
moment to the overall position as it stands at present. Ijast year we 
provided 253'91 lakhs and 98-27 lakhs originally and in the revised 
estimate, we wanted 313-28 lakhs and 9279 lakhs under 81 — (/apital 
Account and 50 — Civil Works, respectively. We cannot consider that to 
be too much in the context of our comj)reheu8ive programme. Then, Sir, 
he has mentioned certain details of those items of ex]>euditure on which 
we could not spend, but I liuve very good reasons to show why in particular 
cases we were not able to spend the major part of the amount. 
A.s regards R.oad Fund Work, one of the main ilems is the Belgaohia 
bridge. We were behind the budgeted sum to the extent of three lakhs 
in tliis item, because the Ikdgachia bridge has a problem of its own. There 
had to be a trijiartite agreement between the (hilculta Imiirovement Trust, 
the Raflways and this (jovernment about a])portioiiment of (ost and this took 
time. Naturally, therefore, there was delay in taking uj) the Belgadiia 
bridge and 1 do not think we are responsible lor that. 

Finally, the question that has been raised by so many members of the 
House is whether we should ask for any contribution from rural people 
because rural people are in need of roads in all circumstances. 

It has been asked whether it should not be the duty of the Government 
to contribute and not to ask for any contribution from the people 
themselves. He has further said that we do not want such c.ontribution.s 
when we take up such works in urban centres, but we always go in for 
contribution from the rural people when we pass on to the rural areas. This 
is not so. In fact we have on Government account the village road 
programme the whole cost of which is borne by the Government. I have 
already made that clear and now. Sir, this additional programme, viz., 
this village road work as a grant-in-aid scheme, well, this is going to be 
an additional item be.sides the village road programme that has already 
been mentioned and the whole cost of which is home entirely by the 
Government.' So it is not true to say that work.s in rural areas are done 
only with the contribution of the rural people. In a way, Sir, our whole 
road programme is for the rural people. We have State Highways and 
major district roads; we are having other district roads — all of them 
in the rural areas and all this comes entirely from Government fund. 
So it is not correct to say that whenever we want to do any work in rural 
area, we ask for contribution" from the rural people. Sir, this small 
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scheme of grant-in-aid works is meant to rouse the interest of the villagers 
themselves. It is also an experiment for finding out how people should 
be enthused enough to pool their resour^^s together and take an initiative 
in national reconstruction. I may, howevei, mention in passing that, this 
s<!heme of grant-in-aid work in rural areas was first introduced by Sri 
Annada Prosad Choudhury himself in the case of rural health centres. 

Sir, I have no other points to deal with. I am very grateful to the 
honourable members for the suggestions they have made. In conclusion, 

1 again reiterate the point that I made out before. During my tenure of' 
office in this department, I have always tried to give a rural emphasia 
and with that objective in view have tried to gear up the work of depart- 
mental mac,hinery. 1 would feel happy if this trend continues and if 
we are able to resuseitate villages and give people better living conditions 
there, they may not be forced out of villages and go to towns and create all 
problems that must come with it.

The Hon'ble KALIPADA MOOKERJI: Sir, on the recommendation of 
the Governor, I beg to move that a sum of Rs. 24,66,000 be granted for 
expenditure under Grant No. 28, Major Head ; 47 — Miscellaneous 
Departments. 
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Sir, I beg to outline in brief the labour policy of the Government 
•vis-a-vis its achievements and handicaps experienced in the administration 
of the department. 

In the year 1950-51, the Labour Department continued its efforts in 
pursuit of the dual objective of harmonising relations between labour and 
capital and improving living standards and conditions of work of labou r. 

The depressed conditions of our economy have crami)ed trade ujian 
movement to a certain extent. Division in the ranks of competing trade 
union organisations in a period of widesj>read uncm])loyment undermined 
the strength and influemie of many unions. Management rcsistaiu'c also 
stiffened and some of the so-called leftist organisations -working against 
national interest were eager to use the unions as pawns on the political 
chess-board. 

Government have made every endeavour to maintain an atmosphere 
which should be the necessary objective condition for settlement of labour 
issues by consultation and agreements with the workers. I have heard 
criticism that (conciliation procedures are delayed and (‘ases are not 
referred for adjudication (juickly. Delay in conciliation is, nnm' often 
than not, due to the absence of a lavourable atmosphere for collective 
bargaining. Quite a number of unions are weak due to internal 
dissensions and other reasons and as the war-time b(H)m is over, many 
employers are not over-anxious for the willing co-operatioin of unions. 
In spite of the statutory provisions enjoining prompt ai'tion, the jirocess 
of bargaining becomes dilatory as on account of slow economic recovery 
due a number of factors, the employers generally n^sist new w'age and 
other economic demands. 

Tension caused by ill-advised go-slow* tactics or violence sometimes 
complicates matters and w*eakens the cause of unions. 

Iq the face of these drawhacks, Government have been trying to unite 
labour and capital as far as practicable and, whenever friction oraairs, to 
keep the ring. If we have moved a small distance in developing the spirit 
of collective bargaining, which is fundamental for economic democracy, 
that is not due to any lack of effort on the part of (h)vernment. 

In spite of the many limitatioms and diffic-ulties, there has been 
substantial achievement in the year that is drawing to a (dose. I beg leave 
to mention some of them. 

The figures below* show the disputes involving strikes and lockouts 
which have been settled by the Labour Directorate and the number of 
stoppages due to strikes and lockouts and the persons involved in the four 
years front onwards. 

In 1947 the number of disputes was 2,258 and the number of disputes 
settled through the intervention of the Labour Directorate was 1,808. 

In 1948, the number of disputes came up to f3,945 and the number of 
disputes settled through conciliation machinery was 2,942. 

In 1©49, the number of disputes was 4,220 and the number of disputes 
settled was 3,341. 

In 1950, the number of disputes was 3,547 and the number of disputes 
settled was 2,706. 

Again, in 1947, the number of stoppages due to lockouts and strikes 
was 376 involving about 412,432 persons. 
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In 1948, the number of stoppages came down to 200 and 238,858 persons 
w^re involved in these stoppages. 

In 1949, the number of stoppages came down still further and it was 
159 and the number of persons involved was 164,902 and in the year 1950, 
Sir, the number came down to 129 involving only 97,000 persons. 

In 1950, out of 2,801 disputes reported during the year and 746 pend- 
ing from 1949 — 1,817 disputes or about 51 per cent, were settled by 
conciliation. 

Out of 129 strikes and lockouts in 1950, 79 were settled by conciliation, 
9 by direct negotiation and 24 were withdrawn unconditionally. These 
figures unmistakably indicate the measure of our success in averting friction 
between capital and labour. 

Up till now about 255 Works Committees have been constituted includ- 
ing a few in the tea gardens and they have been functioning satisfactorily. 
Tnese committees have been playing an important role in fostering the 
growth of collective bargaining. 

In 1950, 160 disputes were referred to the various tribunals presided 
over by six judicial officers of the rank of District Judges and altogether 
172 awards were made during the year as against 133 and 115 respectively 
of the previous years. 

A number of awards have substantially improved wage levels. The 
omnibus award relating to 64 engineering coiu'erns has raised the general 
wage level by Bs. 6 per month. 

As Messrs. Allen Berry & Co., Ltd., had closed down most of their 
depots and workshops in (piick succession, a Court of Enciuiry has been 
set up to ascertain the actual reason for their closure. A Major Tribunal 
has been set up to consider some of the economic demands of the workers of 
jute textile mills. 

Tribunal awards have generally been enforced. Complaints of non- 
implementation are enquired into and grievances redressed. In three 
years from 1948 prosecutions have been launched in 18 cases for non- 
implementation of awards and most of the cases disposed of have ended in 
conviction. In the year 1950, complaints in respect of 41 cases were 
received by Go\ eminent about non-implementation of the awards out of 
which awards w’ere subsequently implemented in respect of 33 cases as a 
result of Government intervention and prosecutions were launched against 
8 employers. 

Minimum wages have already been either notified in draft or fixed in 
most of the scheduled employments under the Minimum Wages Act, 1948. 
The workers in rice mills, tea plantations and certain other scheduled 
employments will derive substantial gain by fixation of such wages. Our 
wages will compare favourably w'ith those of neighbouring States. 

There have been retrenchments and under-employments in certain 
industries on account of shortage oc high price of raw materials, e.g., 
jute textile, cotton textile, hosiery, vegetable ghee, rubber and small 
engineering industries. In certain industries, e.g., ship repairing, electric 
fan, eU*,., there has been depression on account of fall in business. 
In all cases where retrenchment has been due to hona fide economic 
reasons, the employers have as a rule been either persuaded by negotiation 
or compelled through adjudication procedure to pay adequate compensa- 
tion, and the incidence of retrenchment has thereby been cushioned. ^ 
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By awards of Tribunals, general principles have been evolved for 
payment of compensation for involuntary unemployment. 

The entire rent for accommodation and 40 per cent, of the other expenses 
of Regional Employment Exchange in Calcutta and 5 Sub-Regional 
Employment Exchanges are borne from the State revenues. This employ- 
ment service organization continued to provide a placement service In 
order to reduce waste in job hunting and labour recruiting and tried to 
match job qualifications against job requirements. In 1950, 180,969 
persons including 72,246 displaced persons were registered and 25,526 
persons including 10,252 displaced persons were placed in jobs. 

This Government have also been bearing 40 i>er cent, of expenses for 
training of 1,200 persons for technical and vocational trades and 800 
displaced persons are being trained in similar trades from grants made 
available by Refugee Rehabilitation Department. 

In 1950-51, 150 Indian citizens, half of whom were displaced persons, 
were given training as boiler attendants. The trainees are given rej'over- 
able monthly allowances of Rs. 50 each for a period of their training of 
12 months. It has been decided to continue the scheme for the (‘oming 
year also and to train another hab'h of 150 Indian citizens. As at least 
half of the total number are disi)Iaced persons 50 i)er cent, of net cost w'ill 
be borne by the Refugee Reiiabilitatiou Department. 

The scheme for training oi crews for inland water transport is also 
increasing the manpower of riverine traffic. 

The employment market was disturbed during the disturbances in 
Februarv and March, 1950. Many Muslims then terminated their jobs by 
resigning and left after taking their dues. A large number of them 
overstayed and did not contact the employers even for mouths after the 
conditions returned to normal. Industrialists hud to till some of the 
vacancies in key posts with new recruits and trained them to prevent loss 
and deadlock, (jovenimeiit, however, took all jiracticable steps for help- 
ing peaceful settlement of returning Muslims from Pakistan. Out of 
30,000 vacancies caused by the evacuation of Muslim workers during the 
disturbances about 20,000 were filled by returning migrants and about 3,000 
men either have re.signed or been paid gratuities. 

To help vocational guidance the Labour Department lias undertaken 
drafting of some career series. The first volume containing details about 
apprenticeship schemes in various manufacturing industries and railway 
workshops and the various technical posts in the armed forces is already 
under print and will be published as soon us it is read> . 

Heavy unemployment will, unfortunately, continue until an upswing 
in economic activit}" will create more job opportunities. 

Two new welfare centres were opened during the year and the old 
centres were maintained. Five of the centres were equipped during the 
year with arrangements for medical aid. One more centre is proposed io 
be opened at Belghurriah in the Home Transport Workshop at a very 
early date. 

Amelioration of conditions of w^ork is possible in many other direc- 
tions but we are handicapped for lack of finance. It has not been possible 
to make provision for medical aid under the Employees’ State Insurance 
Act, 1948, for this reason. And as I shall mention presently, it has not 
been possible to make available any fund for housing of industrial workers* 
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As the (lefinitioTi of “Factory” has been made more liberal, many 
concerriH which were hitherto beyond the purview of the Act are now 
liable for re^^istration. The new Act has imposed a heavy additional 
burden* on the Factories Directorate. For the time being, the staff has 
been strengthened by the addition of four more Inspectors. At present 
the Chief Inspector of Factories is assisted by 13 Inspectors. 

For violation of the provisions of the Factories Act, 1948, 42 cases 
were instituted against the occupiers in 1900 and II cases were pending 
at the close of 1949. Twenty-four ca.ses ended in convif;tion. 

Bengal Shops and Establishments Act, 1940, has now’ been extended 
to all district towns in outlying districts. As a measure of economy, the 
Circle Officers of the area have been appointed Insjx^ctors under the Act 
under the direct supervision of the District Magistrate. In 1950, 3,281 
(Timinal cases were filed for infringement of the provisions of the Act and 
1,()19 cases ended in conviction and 1,450 w'ere still pending. 

Payment of Wages Act, 193G, has been extended to payment of wages 
in tea i)luntations and tramways and other omnibus services. The scope 
of its oiicratiou lias therefore been widened. 

So far as housing of industrial w’orkers is concerned fh(; revised scheme 
of the (lovernment of India w'as not acceptable to employers and as it was 
already stated the State (lovernment is not in a position to make any 
advance on account of financial stringency. 

li> the cinchona plantations, (Government have already provided cpuirters 
for their own workers. 

Housing schemes for plantations were held up long due to overall 
shortage of building materials. The stamlards aicordiiig to which houses 
are to he built have since been approved aixl all the tea interests have 
agreed to construct a minimum of 8 per (ent. of the total number of houses 
annually so that the existing (juarters may be rejilaced liy improved 
(piarters within a pt'nod of 12 or 13 years. 

In comduHiou, we do realise that labour ftirms an integral jiart of the 
community and labour indeed plays an important role in the eionomy of 
the iiatiou. It may be said that we have not been able to make much 
headway in ministering to the comforts and needs which they need mi 
much. But in this case, 1 make an earnest appeal to my trade union 
friends and also to leaders that they slumld come forward and organise 
our labour iii such a way that there may he the right type of trade union 
movement, because, Sir, trade union movement in our Country is still in 
an infancy; and in that respect 1 sincerely apiieal to mv friends to co- 
operate with the (lovernment in hrmging in a new era, in til is field. 

With these words, Sir, 1 commend my motion for the accejitance of the

8jt DEBENDRA NATH SEN: Mr. Speaker. Sir, it seems to ho an 
irony that on the very day this House is discussing tlic demand under 
head “Labour”, a news has reached us and the news is rejdcte with sobs. 
There was a firing yesterday in the lalnnir areas, and as a result of that 
firing a worker has died. The story is very simple. I’lic background is 
a factory belonging to the Hirla Hrothers at IMtarjiara in the district ot 
liooghly. A disjmte was long .standing, ’riicre was a lockout trom the 
beginning of the third week of Fehruary, launched not on the initiative 
of the employers hut under the directions ot tln‘ (Tovernimmt . 'riiat is 
the iirocediire. The Hon’hle Af mister has said in his vm-y first sentence 
that the labour policy ot this (iovernment is to bring about a harmonious 
relationship betwt>eii labmir and cajiital or employiTs. This is the ])ro<'(*ss 
ado])ted to bring about that harmonious relationship, that the employer 
is direct(‘d to go on a lockout whenever there is a dis])ut(‘ and the employer 
feels embarrased. The usual jirocedure suggested is a loikout. The 
lockout continues and the starving workiTs becoim‘ (‘xhausted and 
exasjierated, and at this stage the employer tries to bring in new labour. 
That jxdicN had been the case wdth the employers ht*re. d’he employers 
W'ere trying to bring in new’ hands. The workers, exhausted and 
exasjierated, ottered r<*sistanee, and then tlie police came and th(‘re wnis 
firing, and as a result of that a w’orker has died. So that is the culmination 
ol the policy of hnngiiig about a liarmoiiious ndationshiji hetw’cmi labour 
and ( apilal. 

Sir, from another jioint of view this incident is very imjiortant. It is 
quite t\pical of the* pidicy that is being pursued here in West Bengal by 
the Government so far as their labour policy is eoneeriied. It is tyjiieal 
of the policy which is in pursuanc'e of an axis which has h(‘en developed, 
ail axis known as the (’ongress-('api(al-(iovernment axis. Its emergence 
during the last \ear is tlie most alarming factor so lar as labour Is 
concerned in West Ihmgal. The jiroce.vs began t‘arher, as (‘arl> as llie 
beginning of 19dt). But before that. Sir, from the time id’ the elimina- 
tion of the foreign rule the picture was otii(*rw'isc. 'J’heii it was 
that the employers had been isolated, and the labour and tht' (iovern- 
ment ami the ('oiigress were semi moving together towards the eul.irgement 
of the rights and jirivileges of the workers and towards the realisation 
of tlie objective for which the Longn*SN stood, fought and sutt’ered. It 
w’as because of this natural development that bihour in India as also in 
West Bengal accepted the Truce Resolution of 1947 and strikes w’luit down. 
If it had not been for that conciliation, for tliat devidojiinmit, the 
Hon’hle Labour Minister would not have been able to give us today the 
figures he has given. He has told us that strikes went down from 1947 
every year. The number of strikes w’as going down; from *967 in 1947, it 
came down to 200; and next vear it came down to Ibf) and 
the next year to 129. And whyl^ Because labour believed in the Truce 
Resolution, bei au.se labour had faith in the Congress and in the (amgrefw 
Government. It was not because they vrere economii.ally very satisfied, 
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not because they were weak and disorganised, not because they had 
internal quarrels amongst themselves. When these strikes had come 
down they came down because labour believed in the Congress and therefore 
willy nilly wanted to. give time to the Truce Resolution to 
function. That hope has been shattered and frustrated, and labour today 
finds itself isolated. Two years ago the capital was isolated; today 
labour is completely isolated, betrayed by the Government, betriwed by 
the Congress, and is face to face with a new^ block, a new axis of Capital- 
Governinent-cu/n-Congress. This axis exists for the furtherance and 
I)rotection of the interest of the capital and for stemming the tide of 
deniociatic revolutionary forces in the country. This axis is leading to 
the expression and consolidation of a counter-revolution in India and 
West Jlengal. History shows tliat in every (country for national 
independence counter-revolution follo’ws the attainment of political 
independence. It arose in America in the shape of a struggle between the 
North and the South; it took place in Ireland between Eire and the 
Ulster; it arose in Russia when Leninism had to fight against such 
Generals as Denikins and Kolehaks. In India also the preparation for a 
counter-revolution had been made complete through the creation of GOO 
Native States which were created for that puriiose; tlirough the zemindary 
system which was created for that ])uri)ose and through the 
emergence ot such groups as the Himlu Mahasahha and the R.S.S., to 
counter that c(»uuter-revolution in India. Rut 1 admit that the ])olicy of 
integration of the Native States carried on by the (’tuitral Government 
had only temiiorarily abated the counter-revolution, but the danger is not 
completely eliminated. Rut having temporarily abated and staved that 
counter-revolution, the Government and the ('ongress m>w feel tiightened 
because on the one hand countiT-revolution has gone dowui and on the 
other, a great revolutionary u]>surge has made its a])jK‘arance amongst 
the. masses and the people of the country. Ami, theretore. having got 
frightened, they have formed this axis of the ('apital-('ongress-c<////- 
Goveriimeiit. In this axis, Sir, the (-apital is the brain and tin* financier, 
the Government is executing the macliinerv, and the (Vmgress sujiplies 
ideological hypocrisy, and the ( 'ongressmeii act as field agents. 

West Reiigal has been selected as the arena for the preliminary 
rehearsal of this dark drama, for here if revolution is strong, not for 
today only but through a long historical jirocess, capital also is most 
concentrated. (Mive Street was here, is still here and is functioning as 
before through the ^^’^alke^s and the Renthals. This has also been 
strengthened by the emergence of tin* liVons Range, a new arrival, 
therefore fresh and more dangerous, and this new' axis. Sir, has selected 
labour front in West Rengal as the first field of its operation. Its 
immediate programme in AVest Rengal is to disrupt the existing unions 
and it does so by various methods — I list them — by emauiraging and 
starting rival unions, by arresting the workers and their leaders and by 
externing them and by jiromulgation of prohibitory orders and by 
shooting at them and ultimately killing them, by trying to interefere with 
the elections and the inner workings of the unions and by enforcing 
unnecessary and freciuent elections till men of this axis are elected, by 
enij^doying goomhis tlirough the emiiloyers who assault workers meanwhile 
poliye" protection being denied to the victims, by issuing secret circulars 
to all police officers, big or small, and an unwilling and discontented lot, 
to favour and bolster up men of Jihe axis. 

r mentioned about this circular on another occasion before this 
Assembly and the Hon’ble Chief Minister denied it. I reiterate the 
allegation even today. I say since the speech that I made an urgent 
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order has gone out asking for all these orders to be returned— not to be 
cancelled or withdrawn— to be returned after they have been noted and 
marked “By discrimination in the allocation of tribunals favouring primarily 
axis hirelings; by not entertaining the disputes filed by workers or delay- 
ing the entertainment till they have come through the men of the axis; 
by not giving the tribunals to workers who belong to certain reputed firms, 
to workers who are em])loyed under the (iovernment and to workers who 
belong to the hospitals, and finally by trying to threateti and bribe the trade 
union organisers”. This precaution has been taken so that this order — this 
dark order — may not see the light of the day.

The 
employer immediately runs up to the men of the axis and further pressure 
is put upon the Labour ('onnnis.sioiier ordering him to reverse bis decision. 
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The JjTibour CommisHioner hesitates but the threat is too miieh. He 
ultimately keeps his previous deeision in abeyance without altogether 
eaiujelling it. Meanwhile the men of the axis file a dispute before the 
I.N.T.ll.f'. who with a view to ascertaining the majority orders vote by 
ballot as an internal arrangement under the supervision of a person from 
outside West Rengal. Again tlie old committee with Mohan Jha as 
Secretary comes out victorious. I'his tiim* (lovernment takes a more 
delibt;rate stej) and onhus the liabour (Commissioner to reject this election 
result also and reversi* his [irevmus decision and that has taken plaice and 
a m‘W ordei' is given to the union asking it i(tr a fresh election under 
the su]»ervision of the Labour Directorate. 

Th(‘ axjs, Sir, has a i-c(loubtabb* sui)}>orter in the Ilon’ble Judicial 
Minister. He go(;s to Harrackpore to disrujit the union there. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. S(‘n, 2() minutes have elapsed. 

8j. DEBENDRA NATH SEN: This is one of the major heads.

Tribunals, wdiat with th<‘ diday in tlour ajiptuntnH-nt . what with th(‘ 
influ(‘nc(‘ of tin- exei'utivi' upon the Juilges. and what with the non- 
implementation by the employers ar(‘ bm-oming more and more unpopular. 

What other wmrk then remains which this Ministry is doing? The 
Minimum Wages (kimmittee for the agricultural labour has not been 
appointed. Not onlv that, nothing has been done for them. A 
committee for gath(‘ring statistic's was a])pointed. we liave bc'cn told. Who 
were the members of that committee? Was labour representcnl there? 
Has the cyunmittee submitted its report? 

No doubt, several committees for minimum wnages for leather, oil, flour 
mills have been apjminted. Rut bow do tbc'se coinniittees work? liOt us 
take the case of the committee on leather. 

Rabour suggested Rs. HO per month as tjie minimum. Even one of the 
employers suggested Rs. 70 as the minimum. Rut the committee', by a 
majority of on<*, and that fateful vote has been tlu' vote of niy bonouarblo 
friend Mr. Radhanath Das, has fixed only Rs. 51. 

The committee on tea gardens is passing through evc'u gn'ater (tIsis. 
The attemj)t is for fixing the minimum at even below* Rs. 50 Again the 
Clive Street — the interest of the capital — the interest of the brain and 
financier of the axis — is w'orking here. 

I have received a w’ire from Assam’s Tea Garden liabnur. They have 
voiced forth their apprehension that if West Rengal fixes the minimum at 
n low' level, Assam Tea Garden Labour will be doomed. 

The way the cost of living index is fixed is also causing us great 
anriotie.s. Perhaps it is known to the House that it is the general practice 
with most of the industrial concerns in Calcutta to link up dearness 
allowance with the cost of living index. The dearness allow'ance rises 
with the rise in the cost of Hving index and falls along with its fall. 
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The principle is all right and labour accepts it. But what is objec- 
tionable is the way the index is being prepared. 

Firstly, the department responsible for it is ill-t‘ 4 ui]>ped and inade- 
quately staffed. I have been t(dd that often men are paid Us. 5 only for 
going into the market for collecting data. 

Then again in making calculations only the controlled ])ri('es are taken 
into consideration, with the result that the inde\ fixed bears no relation 
to the reality. 

One, therefore, behold.s the strange phenomenon (hat uhib* in (he 
actual ex[>erience of t*vervbody\s life one is beholding the greater and 
greater impai't of ever-inci'easing rise in ])nees, tlu' einpleNO'i s have effected 
a cut reently in the dearness allowance paid to their (‘iiiplox im's, in juirsuanee 
of the index figures fixed by the Oovernment. 

It is also to be noted, that Government of India rei'ognises and 
publishes I'o.st of living index jirepared at Bombay. Allahabad, Kaiquir, 
Sludniuir, Dhanbad, e\en of Kharagpur, but not of ('aleutta. d’he (’alcutta 
figures aie ne\er recorded in the (dHcial announceuu'uts of the (\'ntral 
(iovernmeiit U it h(M aiis(> the\ arc not ('onsidcred relialih'? 

Sir. tlie two Tiade rnion Bills, that are now before the ]mrliani(‘nt , 
are eausing gi-(M( ahuiii amongst the woiking (lass of W(\st Ueiigal. 'Du* 
Itills. no (hiiiht. hav(' h(*en sjionsonal by the (huitral (lovcrnmeiil, but die 
(io\ einnieiit (d West Ihngal were consulted jiK'Vieiisly What wen' the 
ojiinioiis tli('y submitted y Did tlH‘> consult the Eaboui' Advi,si>r\ Board 
wlinh has been formed in Wh'st Bi'iigal? 

Tills laibour Advisorx Board usberi'd in Ill-IX is not known to have sat 
ev(*ii for a single da\ during (lie past \eur. The machinery when'by the 
co-operation ot labour could have been M*eun‘d and eanuiis(*d is not being 
utilised for reasons, again, in the int('rest of the axis. 

i’hus the joetuie ()ef(*r(' us 1(»da\ is h gloomy oni'. Diseonlc'iit is 
g'oing underground U c' feel liie stifling atmosphere as we usi'd to fe«'l 
at the time id the British rule. (M Ds ha\e begun to shadow; house's of 
workers* oig. misers aie heing visited and iheir addic'sses eolleeti'd. 
AVorkei's are arrested, exteriied, /of /(/-( harged and filed upon iind hails art* 
refused. 

All tliese are going on so tljaf the eounl(*r-re\ olut ion nnghi not be 
develojM'd and ihe axis stia ngt henc'd. 

Fiuh*!’ these ( ir( iiiiistaiiees. Sir. we le(‘l. and I feed sli'ongiy. that it 
is our ri'spoiisibil ity as meiuheis of this l!ous('. as people’s reju'cseiitat ives, 
to endeavour to avc'rt this dangc'r in time. U’e should he aide 1(( gi\<' 
the masses an assuraiaa' from the floor of this House that the dangei is 
there but that it has ])ecn detcf t(*d and steps should he taken either b\ fhe 
(Toverum«*nt if it cares to, or if it does not, by olhi'r bodies so that the 
conspiracy may be ni]>jied in tbe bud; that West Beng-al having suff('r('d 
HO mmdi and suffering more' and more ever\ da\, having fouglit so valiantly 
in the past and fighting still more valiantly now, is not g'oing to toh'ratc 
the staging of a counter-revolution on it'- soil and within its border. 

The Hon’ble NIHAREHDU OUTT-MAZUMDAR: On a point of 
personal explanation, Sir. My friend Mr. Deben Sen mentioned with 
some amount ot irritation tbe uHsoeiation of the Judicial Minister with 
labour. I would like to tell you. Sir, that the Judic ial Minister performs 
no official function on labour, which has been entrusted to my friend the 
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Hon’ble Sri Kalipada Mookerjee. But the Judieial Minister does happen 
to be a liaboiir member of this House, and if on that account considerable 
sections of labour who have no confidence in vSj. Deben Sen for having* 
deserted the Congress after having obtained his seat on the Congress ticket, 
do (;oine to the Judicial Minister, 1 naturally cannot help it. And 
the 2»‘lrd of January last, the factory labouorer.s mentioned by him, in 
(jonnetdion with the Netaji Uirth Day celebration, a]»proached me as 
Judicial Minister: I was invited to go and preside over their function 
that evening, and there in the pre.seiict* of ‘10,000 workers the recorded film 
“Netaji” produced by the late lamented Sardar Patfd was exhibited, and 
the workers appreciated it. If that is im-onvenient to Sj. Deben Sen, 
surely, 1 cannot help him.

Bui Davidson is working there ami 14 of tin* workers haVe been discharged 
and tln*r(* is no (piestion ol adiudieation Evim the emiuirv has not been 
eonijdeted and tin* files are still with the Labour Diiectorate -they have 
not reached either the Labour Mini.ster or anyom* ebsi*. So. that is the 
jKisition 

Then there is tin* (piestion of tin* K(*sorani Cotton Mills whicli has come 
very much in the Assembly beeau.se of their income-tax. but here it i.s 
something else. Several workers proti'sted against the policy of tin* <‘om- 
pany. A.s a result, three of them Inul to face discharge Concih.ition is 
roniinuiin* for more than 9 mouth.s, but no ndjvidieat’(»n lias 'neeri utitained. 

In Barasat-Basirhat Railway, they violated the award of the Central 
Government and the (’entral Government recommended proseeution if they 
did not honour the award by the 8th December, but they were not jirone- 
cuted. We were surpri.sed to find in the papers that the Chief Minister 
was the (’liairman of a (Aimrnittee which was going to take over that 
administration on liehalf of the bus services or something like that. 
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The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: On a point of personal 
explanation. I am not the Chairman of any Committee — of any Committee 
of bus services.

] do not a^ree with Nsliat Mr. Deveii Sen has said, rather 1 jjo a little 
further — this (Government is the Goveriinn'iit of Jlirla, Hiren and AValker — 
and these are tin* cat’s paws wlio are sitting as Ministers bt'fore us and 
whenever the Rurn ik Co., Ilooghly Docking, jute mills. K(‘S()ram Cotton 
Mills, Hara^at-Rasirliat Railway are concerned, you cannot ^et any 
ad,|udi( at ion b(*cause it is tin* Rii la-Riren-Walk<*i Itaj I can under- 
stand tlie ditliculty of these Ministers — the Chiet Minister and tin* Labour 
Minister — to have adjudication because with what face they will ^ro in 
for adjudii'ation as they are not pa\ inp living wa^res to the men who are 
standinj.: around us or standiiiff u]) to them and saluting; them every time 
thi'V come 111 or j^o out in the AVriters’ Ruildiiifjrs or in TIis Kxceliency’ft 
housi* or to the mep who work in tlie Central Fiiblic Works Department or 
anywhen* elsi*. Sunn* of them are j^ettinp only Rs. 4b-8 today. 

Sir, 1 a^min come back to our old friends IVafulla Si*n and Nikmija 
Maiti because they I'annot jiroduce enough, they cannot suj>ply things cheap 
and pri( t's are ^’•oin^r op and the cost of living'* is troin^ up. Alon^ with 
that, Kalipaila Mookerji fifj^hts with his collea^uies h(‘re. Rut we want this 
allowance. If that is not done, laboui has a ^'•rouso With Rirla. Riren 
ami AValkt*!* adjudication is st*ldom possible. Rut reurardinir Government 
servants no adjudication has been driven in all these years in Reii^ral. Tliev 
have a prievam*e. AVhat is their alternative? The\ cannot go on strike; 
they xshould not. Rut even conciliation is not started. b«‘cause the Labour 
(^onimissioner has no face. Ile^will say; “1 don’t pay sufficiently to my 
rJwpnusIii here. How can I go and ask Rirla. Riren and AValker to pay 
more?” They should get at least Rs. 100 today because of the prices that 
are now prevailing. They are now* paid Rs. 50 to Rs. 52. Their grade 
was originally Rs. 17. They have now cut it down to Rs. 13. After aR 
this agitation we have progressed in the reverse position. It may be argued 
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by Kalipada Babu that nobody has been adversely affected, only new 
entrants will start on Rs. Id and not Rs. 1«. Some have been adversely 
affected by this reform, this so-called reform. 

Labour Directorate . — A lot of i)raise has been heaped uiH>n them. If 
they were free to s]»eak here they would say “How i'un we turn (ion 1 
pity them. Power has not been ^iven to them to compel the owners to 
briiiL^ them to book or conij»el attendance. They are very insiitiicient in 
number, under-staffed, and no arran^^unent has been madt>* either for their 
conveyance or for otlier tacilities. So. from (lie annoint ol work that they 
are doing, considering the facilities that they are getting, th«‘\ can claim 
that they are doing something, but uhen wo eonsider their iummI it is 
notliing. It is a droj) in the ocean. 

Similarly about Factory Tuspector. His department has to look alter 
1 ,0(KI to )j,(l()0 laclories. it is imjiossible to do it, becau.se (hme an* 
only four or fi'se of them. There also they ha\e been (h'])rivi*d of 
whate\er coiivi'yaiice the\ u.sed to gt‘t. I think it is laNe (M'onomy. 'I'lie 
l''actor\ A( t yncs ceil. no concessions to tlie workms. but it is impossible 
for the \M)rkeis to get them, becaust* the k'actory Insjiei'tors staff cannot 
co])e with the demand. The\ ha\e got their office uoik to ilo. 
It th(*y ha\(* to go to each la« tor\ , thcN can go to one lactory 
only alter two oi three \eui^. That is tin* jiK'stuit airangcnient. 

Then I come to the Sh<^i» .\ssistants Act. It has md been ('xtiunh'd to 
all spheres lAeii it it were extended, tln-re an* not liisjicctors (Miough 
to go round and sei' that the a<lvantag(‘s <d this Act are olitaim'd by tlie 
shop assistants. 

About teailn*rs, while I was talking on the mit motion to tin* motion 
of the Hon ble Rai Harendra \ath Chaudhuri I spokt* about tlu* primary 
teachers. d'hc\ g-et onl\ Rs. -td. Kalipada Habu may say; “It is not my 
concern”. It tin* pnmar\ teacdiers are jiaid only Rs. dd and if the other 
emj)lo>ees art* paid Its. .'»l, then the Hon'ble Rai Harendra Natli Chaudhuri 
ma\ object, tin* Chief Minister may object and say “You are spoiling every- 
body by jjaying Its. dl. It is too high a salary”. 'I’ln'retorM*, Sir, there 
must be some ( o-ordination, and tin* minimum wages should rnd be lens 
th.in Rs ^1) .Is r (‘commended by the (Vntral Pay Commission. But if w’e 
consider t)ie present jirices of articles, it should not la* lt*ss than Rs. 10(1. 

Then legai’dirig minimum wages. Nothing has been dorn* (‘sjiecially 
n*garding agricultuial labour. j he Centre lias gi\(*n the dir(‘ction and 
has shown tin* w.i\. but Bengal is lagg'ing behind. Piaitic;ill\ nothing* 
has been done about fixing the minimum wages in agrmiilture. 

I nenipl(U'nn*nt has increased in the jut(‘ mills. About 40,000 jieople 
an* uuemjiloNcd Maii\ mills aie se.iled. b’or want of raw materials in 
Allen Bcrr\ A Co , Carden Reach ^^’o^kshoJ) and many ot}n*r workshops 
no less than oO.OOO people- I got the figuie lioin some Co\(*inment officer — 
lia\e been rendered unem]do\ed during these \ears. What ln‘lp are they 
getting!'' No help abscdiitely. The uneiii jilovrnent relief schenn* is mdhiiig 
at all. The CoM'inment has not got any uneinplos ment relief scheme. I 
made a humble attemjd of jiresenting a Bill in tliis dirc'ction, I do not 
know whether the Hon'bb* Minister or tlie Chief Minister or anyone of 
them ha^ even looked at it, because he knows that tlie more the unemjiloytMl 
the bett(*r is it for Birla, Biren and AValker, liecaiisc* then th(*y wdll get 
wag*es at a low rate*, because they cannot bargain collectively , Collective 
bargaining will be* ab.solutely an eye-wash if there are a lot of unemployed 
floating round. Therefore it h in the interests of Birla, Biren and Walker 
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& Co., to see that there are unemployed here and no relief is given to 
them. If they are fully employed or get some allowance, then they 
will go down on the unreasonable wage that is being offered to them. 

Regarding Labour Api)ellate Tribunal, I would like to say one word, 
though it is a (.’entral subject, because there is a great flaw in the Act 
itself. For instance, a(;cording to paragraidi 7 and sub-paragrai)h {viii), re- 
trenchment is within the jurisdiction (»f the Labour Apj)ellate Tribunal but 
not victimization, and without that much of the work of the Labour Appellate 
Tribunal will be reduced to nothing. Our greatest trouble today is victimiza- 
tion, and if we cannot go and convince the Tribunal here in the lower court 
that injustice has been done we cannot go to any higher appellate' tribunal. 
That can be done b\ the ('ential (jovernment. It is the duty of this 
(iovernnx'nt to draw' tin' atti'iition ol the (’eiitral (Government. The 
lloirhle Judge's have already elrawn tlie attention of the Central (Govern- 
ment. 1 do not know whether they have talked lo the Minister here, but 
it IS alleged that it there were a liabour Tribunal that would mean more 
time and more cost. Itut if it cono's, then that must be within the juris- 
diction (d the Labour Ap])ellate Tribunal. 

Uegarding tiie wurk'i comniitteo, I am airaiil that I won’t be in agree- 
iiK'ut either with Sj. Kalipada Mookt'iji or Dr Sure^l) ('handra Hanerji. 
Works committees w'cre startl'd when Dr Suresh Chamlia Danerji was the 
Labour Minister, under original rules. The rules ari' \ery wide. Disjnites 
between woilo'is and employi'rs can go to the works committei's. J'hrough- 
out the woibl it is nowh<*ie doiu*. Di . Jiaiierji v\as talking of Swi'deii and 
other ])laces. I would ask him to go into the matter in more details, 
(k)llective bargaining is done by recognised unions. The duty and function 
ot the works committee is strictly limited to wi'lfare work and things like 
that. That is done in loiglaiid ; that is done in America; that is done all 
over the world, (’idlectise bargaining is not done by works (omniittees, 
hut Dr. ilanarji introduced the works committees in order to b\ })ass the 
unions, and kill the unions. AVe are not boycotting it today, because from 
the (antral (iovermiieiit we weie assured that these works committees will 
b<' entrusteil w'lth the work of pnxlmdion aLo; that rejiresentatives of the 
labour will be allowed to sit. They will not havt* any right ol vote but 
they will be allowed to sit and discuss with the manageno'nt along with tiie 
wankers' reprc'sentat ives about production, thi that point we had agreed, 
but alas! tlu' otlu'r party did not. That is the position. Sir. Works com- 
mittet'S cannot function piopeily unless tin* rules frann*d or those that are 
now' in existence are clianged. The works committees are to do certain 
thing^s, and they should lx* sujireme about welfare work, about health, about 
attendance, but about (*onditions of service tln'y may be allow'ed to sit, 
and noluxlv should be allowed to usur[) that right or ])rivilege which in a 
civilizc'd ( loveriinn'iit it is the function of registered trade unions to do.

It was 
of course hrought into being on the ‘Joth of SepteinhiT and alread\ (i 
months have ])a^sed h\ without an\ business worth the name being trans- 
acted, and only toilay the tir^t hearing was held and 1 am coming just from 
there. Nothing hut dilatory tactic> could he aecounted for for this lajtse 
of SIX months (hi the ground of other issiu's ha\inir (M'oppi'd up these six 
months should not have hemi wasted like this. If otlier issues erojiped uj) 
other Tribunals should have been aj)j»ointed. J'he Trihunal slnnild have 
started work on the ‘doth Se|)temher on the nine issues that were submitted 
to them. At least three of them are important and six of them are not 
so important ami they ('ould ha\e finished by this time. The result of their 
not taking them up has resultiMl in this that the gams we exjiected to got 
as a lesuh of the ^erdlct of tlie Trihunal imt which wt‘ did not get even 
after six months h»*caus(' the Trihunal did not take up the matter on the 
'Joth Sejitemher ami j»roceed wdth it, are being jiostponed month after month. 
For instance if the Trihunal started work in September or in October or 
even in Novemh(*r and gave its verdn t on the issues jilaced before it. we would 
have (UijoytMl the benefits — whatever they wen* — arising from such verdict 
for the la.st ‘I months What will happen now’ is that at the end of another 
six months the award will come and one month shouhl pass before the 
aw’ard is put into efVei t as hapjiened in the ca.se of Omnibus Kngineeriug 
TriVninal tiiat was set uyi in June to decide on im])ortant issues that were 
put U]) before it and the one (piestion that has not \et been ilecided is in 
the matter of gradation of workers or rather (dassification of workers into 
unskilled and semi-skilled and that (|uestiou is hanging fire since the day 
the Engineering Tribunal was started but nothing has been done so far. 

I shall have to finish my speech for want of time and before I do ro I 
shall touch on some important jannts. The Bengal Chamber of Commen’© 
have introduced a rut of 5 per cent, in the dearness allowance of their 
emjiloyee.s and (jovernmeiit has not protested against it as the dearness allow- 
ance that they pay to their em])loyees i.s very much less. The prices have 
not gone dowm nor are they going down but still the cut has been made. 

Now let me take up the tea garrb-ns. For tlie tea gardens a (himmittee 
formed by the Central Government came to the (‘omlusion that the pay 
of everyone is to be increased by one anna and a halt but fhat has not been 
implemented. The Tjabour Minister miglit say that it is not his concern 
and that it was a Central (Tovernment affair. I say it is his concern to see 
that it is innilemented so far as the tea gardens situated in thi.s State are 
concerned At tlic ‘^ame time the fair price shops that were in existence 
have been curtailed by that. As a re.sult of this curtailment they are 
losing to the extent of (> annas per worker. 

Coming to coal mines what do we find? As yet no education is being 
imparted to the workers there. The plea may be that there is not sufficient

fund to undertake this. But we know that in the Welfare Fund there is 
•o much fund with which not only primary education could be given but 
also higher education. 

I shall say only one word in conclusion to the Chief Minister. Let him 
control his Ministers because his Labour Minister es])ecially sometimes talks 
widely. In this House he said that the membership oi the Hind Mazdoor 
Sabha was only -‘1,000. He should be sent io the Ranchi Mental Hospital. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Order, pi ease. 1 am sorry I cannot allow you to use 
such a language. You must withdraw the expression. 

8i. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: T am withdrawing the ex])ression. Sir. It 
is a lit case for Dr. Roy to devote his special attention to. That Minister 
in a meeting held yesterday made such a wrong and misleading statement. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: Our convention has been that when we refer to other 
members we r(‘fer to them as honourable members and when we refer to the 
Ministers w-e nder to them as Hoirble Ministers and not reter to them by 
mentioning their names without any jirefix as Mr. or Sri or Honourable. 

8J. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: It is only in this House that wt' are 
referred to the parliamentary jiractu'e obtaining in En^^land and elsewhere 
and we try to follow the same and I even re(iu(*sted you to supply us with 
a dictionary containing words which are ]»arliamentary ami un])arliameiitary 
but outside if the Ministers start addressing the workeis or the jiublic as 
dogs and frogs 

Mr. 8PEAKER: An a matter of fact what 1 said was that members of 
the House are addn'ssed as honourable members and member Ministers 
of the H ouse are also addressed as Hon’ble Ministers. That is our con- 
▼ention that while addressing each other we obstTve (*ourtesy. That is all 
that 1 have said and if you want to know* the English pnx edure I can quote 
the relevant portion for your inft»rmation. There members are not referred 
to by their names at all. The ([notation is this: “In order to guard against 
nil ap[)earance of jiersonality in debate in the Commons each member must 
be distinguished by the (dlici* h(‘ holds or the [ilace he represents or by 
other designations as the Isloble Eord, the Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
the Hon’ble or Right Hon’ble (lentleman, the Member for Surrey or the 
Hon’ble and Ijcarned friend who has ju.st sat down", etc. That is the 
convention which is follow’ed there and names even are not used. 

Th0 Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, why are you worry- 
ing about all these things y Nobody takes {sri Sibnath Banerjee very 
neriously. He referred to Dr. Suresh Chandra Banerji as Suresh Banerji 
and he also referred to the Hon’ble Labour ^linister as Kali])ada Mookerjee. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: 1 am here simiily to preserv(‘ the dei'orum and dignity 
of the House. So far as outside is concermHl. well, each member is entitled 
to use whatever expressions he pleases, 

8J. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: I thank you for the ([notation, Sir, but I 
understand Dr. Roy very well. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: I can tell you that the ordinary procedure in the House 
of Commons is not even to name the member who is speaking. There a 
member h referred to as the honourable member representing such and 
•uch constituency, the Noble Lord, the Right Hon'ble Gentleman, etc. 
All these honorific titles are used only to show courte«y and in order to 
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eliminate personality. So tar as we are coneerned we are ot enur^e men- 
tioning the names of other honourable members but even wiiile mentioning 
names courtesy should be ohserved.

14 years now we have not ret erred to a member as tlu' Memln'r i e)>n‘senting 
Burra Bazar 

Mr. BREAKER: What is the meaning ot Biiira Bazar and what ilo sou 
mean by that?

ilanab MUDA8SIR H088AIN: Mr. S])eaker, Sir, I have listened with 
close attention to the s])eech which was delivered yesterday by the lion’ble 
Minister for hood and Agriculture. Sir, Ins sjieech is a close demonstration 

of the Ib'iigali adage “TOt, ^kn, CTOl TO i” Kuna means one 

who cainud see, does not know ^^hieh way to go and gropes 
in darkness. Bhana is one whose eye is in good condition but still his eye- 
sight is so very defective that he cannot see. Shona is one who goes on the 
way according to the direction given by another man. These three qualities, 
these three essential ciualities or ratiier tlicM* dtdecls are toiind in tlie speech 
of the Hou’bh* Minister in charge of the Agriciiltiin‘ ])e])artment and 1 shall 
presently show, Sir. that the ligures whicli he lias (juoted are all nonsense 
and I shall ijuote in this connection from the book “Pro^jicctus for Agriculture 
in West Ilengar’ published by the IK'partment ot Agriculture, Forests, 
Fisheries, Irrigation and W’aterwa>s, (iovernment of AVest Bengal, 1049, 
under the signatui'e of our Hon’ble Premier of West Bengal on the 12t]i 
February, 1949. Sir, agrieulture is divided into two ])arts— animal 
husbandry and jiroduction of food. As regards the condition of animal 
husbandry, 1 shall (luote from p^ge 13 of the book referred to by me — 

“If numerical strength were the only criterion for assessing resources 
)f livestock, West Bengal would not be considered badly off. Production 
vinpabilities are however exceedingly poor. It would be seen that West 
Bengal, had 27*46 lakhs of bulls and bullocks, 3 6 lakhs of buffaloes and just

over 37,000 cows and slie-buffalm^s employed in cultivation and other active 
work. A certain percentage of this stock is used for draught purjwses alone. 
Assuming that about 30 lakhs of such cattle are available for purposes of 
cultivation, we get just over 4 acres of land j>er head of j)lougb aittle. 
Judging from the quality of cattle in many other countries and provinces, 
this would represent a substantial surplus, because a pair of cattle ought 
to be able to serve much more than 8 acres of gross area in a yt‘ar. Here 
again for want of ade(|uate fodder, pasture grounds, etc ., the (‘atlle of this 
province have suffered in ^italit\ with the result that they are nearl\ always 
a heavy liability to the cultivator insteail of being a eovt‘tahh‘ asset.” It 
goes on further; “battle are of short stature, W(‘ak and inetheient. (hnvs 
are poor milkers, late maturing- and irregular calvei-s. Jbitiahx^s, though 
comjiarativel^ good milkeis, pnuluce hert' h'ss quantities of milk as com- 
jiared to other jiruviiu-O'^. boats ]u-odu(M* good (luaiitN meat and hnh's; but 
the {|uantities ol milk, jneat ami lii(h‘ jM*r animal ixrv low. Ileii.s and ducks 
are small in size and ])roduei‘ only a small numher ol smalhsized eggs per 
annum. 1 nelliru iit aiiimaU aie muTomuu le to maiulaiii. and we l an ill- 
afford to kee]» siK'h animals witli the limited lood resourees at our ilisjiosal. 
W'hat we need is a lewtu numhei ol more etiieient animals.” 

Sir, this is the state (d animal hunbandrx in our pi-ovim-e. I know that 
I shall hav«' to lini‘'h •^oon because the guillotin<‘ is coming. Still as this 
is a veiy important subjia t it behoves U''. it b(diovt‘s eA’er.\ bodv , if we wish 
to improvt' tlie condition ot the .State <d West Hiuigal, that it should be our 
aim to put the animal husbandry of W<‘st Ifengal on a sound basis. I find 
from the pnjspeetus oi trom tin* statement which has bi'cn ihdivered by our 
bonouralde liiend tliat nothing has heeii done to imjirove the present slate of 
things which is going from had to worse . 

(At this stage tlic blue ligiit was on.) 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr Mndassir Ilossain, today is the last day of the 
budget and mui must remem her tliat it w’ill not he jiossihle for m(‘ to give 
more time. 

ilanab MUDAS8IR H088AIN: Sir, this will perhaps la' my last speech 
in this House. I'he next election is coming .iiid I ma_\ not e(»m(‘ again or 
1 nia.N die — 1 am an old man. So I pra\ 1 may he given some more time to 
make in,v stateim'iit. 

Sir, the Koyal ( ominission on Agriculture, Ht'Jb, stated about this animal 
husbandry : “Having n'gaid to tin* very poor qualitv’ of the grazing available, 
and to llie fact that it taiU to afford adeijiiatc maiiitenaric(‘ tor rattle at the 
season of the umr when fodder grown on cultivated land is scarcest, we are 
of opinion that this numher of cattle is a ht*av\ st(»ck for land to earry. 
If the catth' art' to yitdd a jirofit which would be accepted as satisfactory in 
countries where stock-keeping i-. strietl.v economic, the hul locks W’ould 
require to he fully enqilo.vt'd, the cows to be ol a beavy milking strain and 
the manure to b»* carefuHy constrved ami returned to th(> land.” Sir, Ibis 
w’as written in Tht' Commission further observed that catth* vvt're not 

only ext'cssive in numher hut also generally extremely poor in tjualitv; a good 
few- indigeous breeds existed in the ctumtry, Imt tliev too were affected by 
the process of deterioration that w’as at work. Since the Commission 
reported, conditions have not materially improved, ;ind now a determined 
effort seems necessary to place the industry on a high level of effici<*ncy. 
And I am now suggesting how* this high level of efficiency can he attained. 
“Cattle improvement has been the principal object of the organisation of 
co-operative cattle breeding societie.s in India. At present there are about 
824 such societies in British India of which 739 are in the Punjab. Thn 
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objects of a typical society are: to improve the breed, purchase and sell 
improved stock and educate members especially in the breeding of cattle. 
It is binding on members now to allow their animals to be served by any 
bull other than the one selected by the society or the Veterinary Department. 

The Society maintains a recprd of all stock and of progeny of each 

pedigree bull and milk records of animals bred for milk production. 
Rural credit societies also assist in cattle improvement by advancing loans 
to their members for purchase of cattle of superior breed while some of 
the more efficient among them maintain a pedigree bull. A co-operative 
society with limited membership working with small resources and unskilled 
personnel and depending largely on State subsidy to maintain its stud 
bulls, cannot shoulder a task which reejuires systematic effort involving a 
Htudi(‘d selection of br(‘edM that are to be propag.ited in the area, the supply 
over a period of a sufficient numbt;r of pedigree bulls to serve all the cattle 
in that area and the elimination of all bulls not required for breeding. In 
our oj)inion it is the duty of the State to undertake this work of selecting 
breeds and sup])lying bulls in sufiicient numbers. For this purpose it should 
establisli cattle farms, first, in the principal cattle-rearing areas, and, later, 
in other areas. To eliminate scrub bulls and other bulls not required for 
breeding it should enact legislation providing for the compulsory castration 
of su(‘h animals over a certain age and should entrust this work to the 
Veteriiairy Dtqjaitment 

Sir, this is all my suggestion but it is not from me but from great 
economists of India. This is so far as animal husbandry is concerned. (At 
this stage* the member reached his time-limt.) Ma\ I have a few minutes 
to conclude my speech 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr, Rossain, 1 am sorry I cannot give you more time. 
Today being the last day of the budget I cannot do so. You can as well 
wait for unotluT opportunity to speak on this subject some day in future.

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, on the recommenda- 
tion of Hjs Kxc(*llency the Govi^rnor, I ])eg to move that a sum of 
Rh. 1 ,28, o(), ()()() be granted for ex])enditure under Grant No. 38, Major 
Heads: XIjVIA — U ec(Mpts from Road Transpoit Scheme — Working Ex])enses 
and (S211 — Capital Outlay on Road Transport Sclieim* outside the Revenue 
Account. 

Sir, this is the form in which the Budget is presented as indicated by 
the Auditor-Gemual, but I would like to «lraw the attention of the House 
to the fact tliat allhougli the demand is for Rs. 1,28,50,000, if you look at 
page 1 1 8 of the R(‘d Book you will find that tliis is composed of two portions 
— OIK* is receij)ls from Road Transport Scheme — Working Expenses 
Rs. 80, 82, 000 and the net demand is Rs. 48,49,000. The w'ay in which it is 
put is shown at page 41 of the Red Book wherein you will find the total 
receipts and expenditure for the year on revenue account. 

Sir, the road transport scheme in Calcutta lias always been a difficult 
problem. Bt'fore Partition the main routes in (\ilcutta were l>eing looked 
after by private agencies, who wen* more keen on realising profits than on 
looking to the comforts of the }>assengerH. The usual practice with the 
bus -owru'is h.as been that they ])ay their em])loyees partly in the form of 
salary and partly on commission basis, the commission depending upon the 
total inimh(*r of oassengers carried during the day by a particular bus. 
These two naturally meant that the bus drivers liad to drive as fast as they 
could in order to cover their beat as often as possible during the day. The 
result of such rash driving was that there were great risks of accidents. 
Soon after the Partition the Government of AVest Bengal decided to have a 
road transjtort sch(*me of its own with the ultimate object of replacing private 
owiMU'ship by Government pro])rietorship. It was estimated that the total 
number of buses j)l\ing in Calcutta under private ownership was about GtH). 
In view of the influx of refugees into Calcutta and the natural increase in 
population it was found that (»00 buses were not sufficient to carry the 
passengers during the day. Greater difficulty used to be felt during office 
hours both in the morning and in tin* evening. There were two alternatives 
before the tiovernment — either to permit a larger number of private owners 
to take permits and thus increase the number of buses or to have buses of 
their own. At one time it wiJ^i suggested that co-operative societies should 
be developed who could collect sufficient money to purchase buses and run 
the bus service on co-operative basis. Eventually Government decided to 
run a bus service of its own. A scheme was then prepared and it was found 
that the best economical unit for a bus service in a town like Calcutta was 
to own 400 buses. Thus it was not merel}* a questibn of finding enough

money to purchase 400 bu.ses and in order that the transport should be of 
the right type it was found necessary to establisli a central workshop where 
major repairs could be made as also to have two or three zonal workshops 
where day-to-day repairs and maintenance could be done etliciently. In 
July, 1048, after this decision had Wen tiiken, Government placed orders 
for the supply of 200 petrol -driven vehicles of the single decker type because 
this was the type which was being used in Ibmibay and in the Uttar 
Pradesh. The* idea oi the Government was to start on a small scale in 
the beginning, to gain exi)erience and then go ahead towards the target. 
Between the nionth> of July and l)eceinb(*r. 1048. 4t) buses were in o]>eration. 
There was no properly-ecjuipped central workshop. We had rigged up a 
small workshop at Hastings Street and utilised one or two workshops 
belonging to ])rivate owner.s for the maintenance of this tb‘et. In the 
calendar year 1040, !)') buses were running. In the year lOoO the total 
numljer of buses in operation was about 180 and in the b('ginning of the 
year 10)1 we have l-V) luises running. It will he realized tiiat the total 
number of buses that are in ojieration at a jiarticular time ur date is about 
7-) to 80 ])er cent of t]it‘ total stnmgth because every da\ there are a certain 
number of buses which have to be lai'd up for maintmiance, minor repairs, 
etc. e liave toda> lOS busivs of the single ileck(‘r ty]H‘ and we liave also 
oblaim‘d doubK*-deckei buses. It was furlh(‘r found from our exjierimice 
that diesel buses wen* (■bea])er in tlu'ir running than the petrol buses. 
Actually the fut*l cost of a diesel bus jier bus mile is one-tlnrd that of a 
petrol bus. It was then‘fore deci(h‘d in lObO to gradually rephvet* jietrol 
engines b\ diesel (‘iigines and in pursuance of this policy sixty of the petrol 
bu'.es are being converted into dit‘sel and tlu* small cliarge that will be 
necessarx for sueli eonv(*ision would bi* more than compensatc'd by the 
economic effect in operation charges. 

It \xas .iK(» found that double-derdver diesel biisivs W(‘re clieajier in recuriang 
(*ost than the t\xo single-decker bus<‘s carrying tin* same number of piTsons, 
bc'causf foi’ one thing if t}H*re is a om* doul)h*-de(‘lou' bus with one driv(*r 
and one conductor, that will lower the cost as against two singb‘-decker 
buses with two drivers and tw’o conductorN. We havt* now therefore d(‘(‘i<led 
to liave 88 double-decker buses. We wa*r(‘ also able to ])rocun‘ 44 single- 
decker’ diesel buses, holding 42 ])assengers (*ach, and our fleet this yeai w'oulil 
be 88 double-decker buses, 42 single-decker dH‘sel buses of a type which 
can hold 42 oasseiigers each, and |!>8 sin^ le-dei kcr partly petrol and partly 
diesel buses. 'I'he total effective sti’cngth, if xou calculate tin* sti’ength on 
the basis of single-decker buses carrying 28 to 82 ]>as‘'engers, woubl bo 
nearly 82(1, if you conxert the figure ot donbb*-decker s into single-deckers. 
That, again, is lower than the target of 400 bu.si's We j)Ui(4iased at first 
two double-decker bu^c'. which had been in a rcad\-madc foini, and then 
We or’dered 80 douhle-dei ker buses from United Kine'dom. The r hassis were 
brought and also the bodies w(‘re being manufactured in Imlia- -10 of them 
by the llindusthan Aircraft, 10 by an Indian manufacturing concern, and 10 
in our ow'ii w'orksjjoj). This is advant'igeous to us for two r(*asons. The 
cU'^toni dutv on a doul)l(‘-decker finished bus I'h much liigli(*r tlian the eaistom 
duty on the chassis an<l the hod> jiaits that are lirouglil from England. 
In the s«*(‘ond place, our men here are noxv learning how to construct bus 
bodies in a scientific type. In order to maintain these buses in a jiroper 
condition and to keep the full value of their use it was found essential to 
have a central workshoji. The central workshop has now’ been planned and 
constructed at Belghurria, and as I have already said, I will invite every 
member of the Assembly to come and see the place because 1 feel having 
seen similar central workshops in other provinws, that the> will find that 
this is the best equipped central workshop for bus service anywhere in 
India; and that is not my opinion only but the members who were touring 
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round in the Government of India Committee and who saw the workshop 
were also of the same opinion. The central workshop will undertake 
/[gradually in the first instance the repairing and overhauling work of all 
types of Government vehicles and buses, not merely the transport buses 
that are running in Calcuttta but also the' buses that belong to the Food 
Department, the Police Department, and so on. We want to centralise the 
repairs and maintenance of all types of buses in the central workshop. At 
the jiresent moment these two dei>artments which have got a large number 
of buses are serviced from their own centres, but in future it is our desire 
to have one central workshop where the main overhauling of the engine, 
etc., will be done and any ordinary maintenance and small repairs would be 
done in their local worksliop. The central workshop has Wen designed to 
do the following things; fitting and assembling of chassis. It is our 
earnest desire that we sliouhl be able t(j build chassis, and I have been 
assured by the jjarties who have given us the chassis from the United 
Kingdom that they will helj» us in our attempt to manufacture chassis here, 
building of bodies with indigenous and im])orted parts reclamation of oil, 
manufacture of distilled water re(|uired for use in the vehicles, carrying out 
researclu's in tin* field of automohile engineering and salvage of materials for 
further use, and re])lacement of ]Kirts, etc., in the vehicles. When fully 
develoj)ed, 1 helieve, the central woikshop will be in a full running order 
by the loth of April, and it will be the nec(‘ssary training centre for motor 
mechanics. Theoretical training will be done in existing recognised 
engineering institutions tike Jadabjuir and Sihiuir. In this w’orksho]) full- 
hedged automobile engineers will l>e trained in future, and the ]>(*rsonnel 
thus traint‘d wHl he very much in demand not onl\ here but also elsewhere 
in other parts of the Union, and this will, of couise, afford a ver\ good 
opening t(» the youths of this countiw. In addition to the central workshop 
three zonal gaiages — one in the north wliich is closely associated with the 
central wau'ksho]), one in the south, and one in the centre — are being 
established. The one in the south is about to be completed, and the one in 
the centre at South Poad, Untally, will take a little time to he ('om])leted. 
These garages wall house the buses, get them ])ro}>erly serviced after day’s 
work so that tlu'v could be smit out on road early in the next morning. 
WIkmi I was in I/ondon I went to see the Poad 'rransport system of the 
London County ('ouncil. I was surpris<*d to see that the buses running in 
the day are serviced Irom 1 (/clock in the morning till o o’clock in the 
morning, and theie is a sejiarate grou]> of ])eo])le who attend the buses at 
night so that eaiK next morning the buses are ready for service on the road. 
We realis(*d that at tin* b(*ginning no ])rop(‘r workshop or garages w'ere 
avaihii)h‘. We w'er(‘ somehow managing with a make-up arrangement 
Mow' we have established a central workshop eri'Ctcal at a ('ost of Ps. 21 
lakhs and (‘(]ui])])ed at a cost of Ps. o lakhs; and with tin' three zonal depots 
W'ith ecjuipnnmts we shall b(» in a l)etter position to give service' to the motor 
trans]K)rt business. It is also o]>vious that no large fleet of motor buses can 
effectively earn an income unless proper care is taken for their maintenance 
and tht‘ garages in tlu‘ zonal di'pots are e((uipped with modern etiuipments. 
The w'orkshops attached to tin* garages w'ill b<* opened in the middle of April. 
The total capital expenditure by the end of the yt'ar for the whole transport 
system would be about Ps. 1 ,8(», 00.000. Of this Of! lakhs represents the 
prices of the vehicles of the type included above, and the remainder is the 
cost of building and ecjuipinent. It will be seen on reference to the accounts 
about which some criticism lu^ been made in the Assembly, that the total 
net profit in 10o0-51 would be Ps. 5,000 and that the total estimated profit 
for 10ol-52 w'ould be Ps. 5 lakhs. I have just ex])lained that in 1949-50 as 
also in 1950-51 the total number of vehicles that we possessed could not be 
nut on the road because of the difficulty of servicing the vehicles. It has 
been commented upon that the total profit in the year 1950-51 has been a 
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meagre sum of Rs. 5,000, If anybody were to look at the report that has 
been circulated — if members desire, a balance sheet can be circulated next 
year— from the precis of the report it will be seen that this live thousand 
rupees has been arrived at after meeting the establishment charges, i)eirol 
and diesel charges, maintenance and repairs, tools and plants, ordinary 
contingent charges, contribution to the depreciation fund, and the interest 
charges. Sir, the depreciation fund as shown on page 5 shows that we 
have provided per cent, for the petrol buses, the diesel buses and other 
vehicles. 

Janab MUDA88IR H088AIN: On a point of information. What is the 
rate ol interest ? 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: I do not like to be 
interiupled at the jiresent moment. The |)etrol buses, the diesel buses and 
other veliieh's, tools and implements ihe\ ha\e been pruviiled dejut'eiation 
cliarge of :?() ))er cent. Sir, it is well known that a bus would run for more 
than five ^ears in any ease. Therefore, although we have provided 1^1 per 
cent, as dejueeiat ion charges, eventually what N\ili hap])en is that a bus at 
the end ot five \t'ais uouhl still la* of some valm* and we havt* provideil for 
tht‘s(‘ two \(*ais the total sum oi IN. ‘JO lakhs c)n tin* (h'picciat ion fund. 
Aft(*r liaMiig provided that \u* ha\e shown a sum of Ks. o.OOO this year as 
the expecteil halaiict* ot ju'ofit .ind the next >ear Us. 5 lakhs. 

It is our desire that this servic«* should not he a profit-making concern. 
It there is an\ balance left ovei alter pa.sing all thi* other chargt*s, (jovern- 
meiit will see that this goes to the increa.se in the salary of the staff, parti- 
culailv the lower staff. It is not intended that this bus scheme should be 
a profit-making scheme. 

As regards the next \t*ar’s expected IN. 5 lakhs balance, om* of tin* 
ohjetts foi vhich this balance would he us(‘d would la* lor the jMirchase of 
new vehicles or e(|uiiiments, .is the case ma\ la*. Sir, State service must 
show its efl(‘ctiven(‘ss l)\ tin* number of miles covered in a month and the 
nunihei oj passengers earned. At j)r(‘s(*nt the average number of miles 
covered is -4 lakh miles per month and the number of ])ass<*ngerH carried is 
40 lakhs a month, but this will g-o on inc'ieasing as w(* add on new' buses, 
both of the single-deeker and of the douhle-(h‘eker typ»*. This is no merm 
achievement. When we have the new buses xvoiking in a few months it 
W'ill be jjossible for us to tiansjairt a much larger numlier of jiassenger’s with 
oui' fleet. A\’e havt* about 1,000 people working in this transjiort system of 
wliich SO ])er cent, belong to tin* displat'etl p(‘isons cat<‘gory. 4'he result 
is tliat we have nearly 0,000 pt'ojile dependent on those who are employed 
among the refugees who are provided lor through this agency. The main 
juiipose ulfiniatel,\ to whicli thy net profit, as J said licfore, would be 
employ(*d would lie to increase the amenities of the jiaid staff, particularly of 
the lower type. 

We Imve set apart interest on the* capital to the extent of IN. 11 lakhs. 
If \ou look at the figures given in the booklet that lias been circulated, we 
have provided for dejireciation on land and buildings at ‘JO jier cent., and 
equijirnents and implements at 20 j>er cent. The point is that tliis is a very 
high figure for deprei iation, hut we have done it in order to he eautiou.s. 

Sir, the question has arwen as to whether we are wasting petrol. Ah I 
have indicated before, w^e are in for altering the petrol hu.ses into diesel 
buses. At the present moment the con.sumption of petrol per bus is between 
7 and 7 8 miles per gallon. This figure is very reasonable. On diesel buses 
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we are g’ettinff 12 miles per g^allon in single-decker and 9:4 miles per gallon 
in double-decKcr against 11 \b miles and 9 miles respectively in the Bombay 
City Transport. 

Sir, one of the cut motions is to discuss inefficiency of the management 
of State Transport Organisation. Sir, efficiency or otherwise of the manage- 
ment is generally rejected by the factors of average income and operation 
cost. Comparing the transport service in Calcutta which is a new service 
with Bombay, our operation cost per mile is 15 annas 3 pies whereas in 
Bombay it is 17 annas 3 pies. Our rate of fare charged per mile is 4 ;G pies 
whereas in Bombay it is 9 jues — double the figure. Our income per day 
with half the rate of fare is Rs. 95 for single-decker, in Bombay it is 
Rs. 100 with double the fare; in double-decker buses Rs. 130 is the income 
p(‘r day and in Bombay it is Rs. 150. We have chosen Bombay because 
Bombay is the nearest approach to Calcutta in regard to traffic condition. 

It is suggested that irregular attendance on the part of State employees 
in the Transport Department has been noticed, 1 repudiate the charge. The 
object of the dej)artment is not to tolerate any indisci j)line or any irregularity 
in the service. 

With these words, Sir, 1 move that the demand be accepted. 

8]. DEBENDRA NATH SEN: Sir, 1 beg to move that the demand of 
Bs.

I move this in order to raise a discussion about the failure of 
the Government to give numbers and salaries of emjdoyees in the State 
Transport for want of which j)roper assessment ol the working of the depart- 
ment becomes difficult. 

I also b(*g to move that the demand of Rs. 1,28,50,000 for expenditure 
under Grant No. 38, Major Heads: XLVIA — Receipts from Road Transport 
Scheme — Working Expenses and 82 B — ('apital Uutlav on Road Transport 
Scheine outside the H(‘venue Account be reduced by Rs. 100.

8j. DEBENDRA NATH SEN: Mr. SpeakcM-, Sir, my cut moiions are 
concerned with a g:rant \\hicli deals with a subject wliich is more important 
than food. F(*r it relates to a question which is of vital importance to the 
future policy of the luivernmeiit, both at the ( eiitre as well as here, — 1 mean, 
the i>olic\ \Mtli regard to nationalisation. We congratulati' the llovtu-nimmt 
of \A'est IWn^ml lor liavin^^ decided to embark uimn the policy of nationalisa- 
tion, may be in a very minoi s(‘ctor ol trade and business of the country 
but still we congratulate the (iovernment and since it is a ^ital t|ueslion, 
we are eager and anxious to know whether it is btdng run projx'rlv , ta'ono- 
mically and eliiciently. For if it fails heie the w hole policy of mitionalisa- 
tion will get a set back and our desire and earnestness to liave the Calcutta 
Electric Su]ii)ly Cor]»oration and the Cahuitta 'J'ramwa.xs Company 
immediately nationalised will aKo receive a set back. We may fetd secuw 
from another jioint of view, for here this ilejnirtment is under an llon’ble 
Minister who is not onl\ a world renowned medical ])iact itioner but is also 
su]»posed to be the most able man to deal with financi's. \\v have heard 
of his success or whatever it was in dialling with the finances of tlie Calcutta 
(Corporation, and he was more siiccesslul in dealing with tin* finances of the 
(’alcutta Cniversit\ and we also know that he is a successful businessman, 
having* great and wide connection with various businesses bi'foii* In* assunn'd 
tlie Chief Ministership ol W'est Bengal. Theiefore we are reeling mon^ 
secure than win*!! we were dealing with agricultural Stati* business, we w'cre 
dealing with inii chase and sale oi toodgraius wdiich is under anotiu'r llon’blc 
Minister. But were we reall\ justified in feeling that sense ot security!’' 

1 do not think so. Let us therefore go into the budget, 'riiis time last, 

\ear oui total inonev in\olved heie w.is Bs. 1,‘JI lakhs. It tlu'ii* could have 
lieen a *i ]ier cent, jirofit the total jirofit should have b(‘en six lakhs of rupees. 
An\ ordinary business gets it. 'bhere aie so man.\ private* buses being run 
in ('alcutta and Howrah and in West Bengal. The\ are earning a net 
profit of one thousand iii]ie(*s a month. I do not think they ])a;\ less than 
what the State TransjMut ]>ays to its emphoees. I do not think thidr 

expenditure in other respects is l(*ss, but still eveiy om* of them is making 
a net jirofit of no less than one thousand rupees per month. Government 
also has got a Hegioiial Transport Authority whicli distribut(‘s buses to 

jirivaie individuals and in places where \ou give 10(1 liuses you g^i*! no h*MH 
than ten or twenty thousand ajqdications. If shows that this bus businesft 
brings them ])rofit and it is therefore a matter of grave concern for all of 
that a State venture dealing with buses should not make any profit. Thift 
year the profit has been fixed at five thousand. After having H]ient I, ‘21 lakhs 
of rupees the net jirofit has liei'ii fixed at five thousjind, but in this connection 
I should like to correct nixself. Taking Cooch Beliar into consideration the 
profit comes to (o thousand whereas it should liave been six lakhs. In tin? 
budget last \ear the profit was estimated at thousand but the estimate 

has now come dowm to only 07 thousand. I do not think we can very much 
rely upon persons whose estimates are so faulty that it has come dowm from 
Rs. 8.39,000 last }ear to Its. 07,000 tliis \ear. It should also be noted, 
Sir, that every year the net profit is going down. Tn 1948-49 it was about 
Rs. 8,89,000. Next year the estimate w*as higher but sub.sequenHy it came 
down and this year it has been fixed at five thousand for Calcutta or 
Rs. G7,000 for the whole of West Bengal including Cooch Behar. It should 
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also be noted, Sir, that by selling tickets to the extent of Rs. 48 lakhs in a 
year, that is, when our sale income from tickets is Rs. 47,39,000 or roughly 
to the extent of Rs. 48 lakhs, our profit is only five thousand, whereas in 
Cooch Behar by having a sale of four lakhs the profit is Rs. 62,000, and the 
sum of Rs. 67,000 is made up of the earned in Cooch Behar and elsewhere. 
Sir, Cooch Behar sold four lakhs worth of tickets and made a net profit of 
Rs. 62,000 whereas Calcutta sold tickets to the extent of Rs. 48 lakhs and 
made a net profit of five thousand rupees only. So there is cause for going 
deep into the matter. It is not a question of the Opposition bringing a cut 
motion to discuss the matter.

In ('ooch Behar by selling tickets to the extent 
of Rs. 4 hikhs a year, they could make a net profit of Rs. ()2,6()(). Then 
why should (hilcutta by selling Rs. 48 lakhs worth of tickets make a net 
profit of Us. 5,000 only. Sir, let us take the figures of Bombay with regard 
to this particular affair becajuse the Hon’ble Minister has also taken"'the 
trouble of (pioting from Bombay. Bombay also sells tickets to the extent 
of Rs. 48 lakl\ti every year and the net jirotit it makes every year is Ks. 17 
lakhs — the , amount of gross receipt*, is Us. 48 lakhs and the amount of 
net jirofit is Us. 17 lakhs, hul the amount of n(‘t ])rofit in Cahuitta — in 
West Bengal — is only Us. 5,000. 

Sir, another thing also which should be nott‘d in this resjiect is that 
Bombay has got 543 buses and 543 hus(*.s hrin^ annually Us 48 lakhs. 
Here the Ilon’ble Minister said we have got a fleet ot 320 buses. My figures 
would m)l bring it S(» high -my figure.s would make it onl\ 215. So, '’only 
215 buses here bring Us. 48 lakhs every >ear as gross reeeii)t. So, from 
tliat jioint of view it will he seen that the workers here — the employees here — 
are more honest and nou-e people avail thinselve?. ot tin* buses and buses 
run niore freiiueiitly and the turnover is greater here. Therelore, from the 
business point of view, we have got tlii.s advantage here that the turnover 
is greater, that the emj)h)yet‘s are more hom‘st and the receijits — although 
the number of buses here is almost half — are almost the same comiuinal with 
Bombay. Yet, when we look to the column of jirofit, Boniltay gfcts a profit 
of Us. 17 lakhs— net profit —and we have got here a profit of Us. 5,01)0 only 
Sir, w'liat is this due to.^ Me must jianse and look lor the leasons and the 
reasons an* to In* found on three or four counts — firstly on the s.vstem of 
purehase oi buses. AVe do not know how bus<‘s are bought. This year 
Rs. 31 lakhs has htHUi fixed for the purehase of buses. In the revised 
estimate it was Us. 21 lakhs and in 1050-51 estimate it was Us. 48 lakhs. 
Now, how this monev is spent ^ Have we got ageiieies for purehasing just 
iiH we have got liandlmg agents with regard to cloth and yarni^ Do we get 
the services— as we do in the C4ise of cloth and yarn — of such honourable 
friends of this Assembly as Sri Basautlal Murarka or the brother of Sri 
Rajuni Kauta Promauikr^ l^do not know* — I think it should be made clear 
as to the ageiuues through whiidi we make these purchases — as we know 
we have got handling agents with regard to cloth and yarn, whether v/e 
have got the same system operating here. If so, there is a loophole and a 
Hiuchinory for corruption here also. 
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Then there is another point — the buses that are bought are not all run. 
it IS a swiinge way of investing money — having some buses which we cannot 
run Hand my information is that every day from 50 to 7t) buses remain 
idle. Out of this 215 buses my information is that only 115 buses run 
and the remainiim buses are not made to iiin tor reasons we do not know. 
One reason may be that there is shortage in garage or there is no arrange- 
ment for reiiairing or there may he otlier reasons also— we have not been 
told that. These things are kej)t lii<lden from us, we d(» not know' why. 
We should be told about all these things -how is it that out of 215 buses 
only 115 buses run regularly and everx da\ the nmuiining buses remain 
idle and, therefore, we do not ejirn profit although we iiave got to pa\ the 
maintenance charges for tliose buses every day. 

Sir, there is anotlier jjoint — thme is another source of eorru])ti(Ui. It is 
the purchase of lands and machinery. I.ast Near \\v fixed Hs. 1!) laklis !)() 
thousand for purciiase of lands and eonstriietion of a e(*ntra] w’orkshop. We 
have s})ent Its. 44 lakhs. I (h) not hnoNv NNht'ndVom the (iovtu-nnumt got 
the inonei and who sanctioned it. Tht‘ iuom*\ that was askeil for in this 
Assembly was onli Its. lb lakhs 2l) thousand, hut the (ion einmeiit has spimt 
Its. 44 lakhs for that purjiosc. Ihuhaps it has hemi brought ficuii tlu' moiu'y 
tliat Nvas earmarketi tot pui’cha-'ing buses for I find that tlo' tnoney fixi'd for 
huxing buses xvas Its. 4S lakhs ,»() thousand xxhereas the money H))ent (»n 
that account- that is, juirchase (tf hus(‘s -is oiilx Us. 21 lakhs 44 thousand. 
This is an irivgularitx xvhich I do not think th(‘ House can easily ignore. It 
is not a (jiiestion of — I .should sax - iHumancnt 1_\ stealing money, hut still it 
is a great in I'gularity xvhich tins House doe*^ not like to tolerati‘- that of 
sjiending nionex more than xxhat xvas fixed or was jtlaced before tin* lUuiHe 
xvhen the budget was placed before us. Now, how is this land hiung pur- 
cliaseil and from xx horn I liave g-ot infoimation that it is being purchased 
from verx , vei\x big capitalists or husiriessnieii and at a very, vtwy high (‘(ist. 
1 cannot mention the names, hut I have heim told that areas liavi* h(M*n 
purchased at a cost ot about Us. 4,(1011 whuli couhi lie pur(4ia.s(‘d at a. much 
less cost if It is (lone through jirojier agencies, if it is done through proper 
tenders, if it is done puhlielx and 0 ])enl>. I have ]>een told that these lands 
have been jiurohased from a firm eoimeeted with my friend Sri Hasan tlud 
Murarka as also a tirni knoxvn as Haiigors and at a very high pruH*. Tiiis is 
a matter xxhicli has got to ])e emiuired into. It may he that tlie (’hief 
Minister does not knoxx- anything. Hut everybody xvul! make him responsible 
— I will make him responsil)le — for the money that goes out, for the money 
that is wasted. It is West Hengal's irioiiex, and he is responsible as 14 
Minister of this State for this money. 

There is a nexx’ head introduced in the hudg’ct this year. The nexx^ head 
is called “charged’’ for wdiieh xve are not allowed to vote. I wi.sh the 
Hon’hle Minister in his introductory speech had explained it and said wliat 
this head “charged” relates to. It is not a very big sum, but for West 
Bengal which is a deficit State Us. h lakhs is not very negligible, and 
therefore we should have been told wliut this head “charged” relates to. 

Lastly, I xx’ould try to bring to the notice of this House that the question 
of employees and their emoluments has not been dealt with either in his 
introductory .speech or shown in the budget. Recently, a minimum wage 
has been -fixed for emploxees in the transport business. It has been fixed 
at Rs. 50 to Hs. 51 per month. Sir, I am just returning from Dhanhad, and 
1 have made enquiries in Hihar. There they have fixed the minimum for 
these employees in the transport bu.s .system at Us. GO per month. I do 
not think tliat the standard of living in Hengal is lower than what it is in 
Bihar, and yet through the Minimum Wages Committee the wage that has 
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been fixed is only Es. 51 per month, whereas in Bihar it is fixed at Es. 60. 
I therefore think that a thorough enquiry sliould be made into this depart- 
ment for a clieck-up, because on tlie success ol this depatrment depends the 
future of nationalisation in West Bengal.

The Hon’fole Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, before I deal with 
Sj. Kaiiai liol Do’s spec'ch whicli is full of nii'^quoiation*^, mis^t iitenieats and 
w'l'ong sugg(‘stiouH, 1 will deal, first of all, with Sj. ])ev(*n Sen. lie wants 
to kno^^ ci'i'tain things which, I think, h(‘ should know. He has ask(*d : 
“How did you purchase tin* buses The buses weri' ]uiichased bv tender, 
not from any agents her(‘, but from the inaiiufacturtu’s theinselvc's. The 
Tiianufacturi'rs were' ask(‘d for tenders. The agents of English and Eurojiean 
inaimfacHircu’s came lu’n* to nqiresent their ]>oints of vic'w, and the Cabinet 
accept(‘d (In* lowest tcunhu-. 

'I’h(‘ second question that he asked was that the buses that are bought 
are not used. He is wrong in saying that 115 bus(\s are on the road; that is 
not so. Oru' hundred and fifty-fiv(' bus(‘s are on the road now; and th(‘ point 
that he wants to mak(* out is that the remaining bu.‘'(‘saT'e practically not used, 
although money has been invested. lie is trying to show’ that as a business- 
man he is int(‘T(‘sted in s(‘<‘ing that momyv invested in cajiital exjienditure 
should not be misused or not used in that particular fashion. The point is 
that we have got 1118 single-decker ])etrol buses. We are converting (JO of 
them into diesel buses; so that automatieally those 00 are out of court at 
the jiresent moment. AVe have only 188 petrol buses single-decker. 

Idien till* n(‘xt ])oint is that the otlnu' 18 or 14 buses w^ere only converted 
into double-decker buses that are on the road to be seen. 

The next question is: how lands are purchased. The charge is that they 
are jnirehased at a very high ])rice ; and the same cdiarge is made by my 
friend Sj. Kanai Lai IXq and I think he mentioned the figure Es. 3,000. 
The actual figure is Us. 1,750. Members ought to know by now that 
Government cannot say anything about any land except what is assessed 
by the laind Acquisition (Collector. There is no alternative, and it is for 
the Tiund Acquisition Collector to assess the value of any particular land. 
As a matter of fact, the actmvl value of the land is Es. 1,750 per cottn and 
not Es. 8,000 per coiUi as my honourable friend Sj. Kanai Lai De has 
suggested. 

Then the next question that he has mentioned is: did w'e buy the land 
from any partner of Sj. Basantlal Murarka. I do not know why members 
should be so individualistic and why they should raise names, because there 
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is nothing in it. There is absolutely no basis for making a statement. Yet 
they will make a statement. I will take comfort with the adage: “In the 
race of life falsehood wins the first prize, and truth wins the last”. 

He has talked about management, and he has also mentioned the fact 
that the Bombay bus service has got a larger return than our bus service. 
Probably, he does not know what he is talking about. The Bombay 
Government has got two types of buses. One is meant for the province, and 
the other is bus which is run in Bombay town itself. Bombay town buses 
are a joint bus service between the electric tramways and the bus service 
together. 1 do not know the figures, but this much 1 know tliat our figures 
compare very favourably with those of Bombay in the fact that though 
Bombay has got (iOO buses running in Bombay town and wt‘ have got 155 
buses, we earn Rs. 185 lakhs in gross income at the rate of 4^ ]uce i>er mile, 
whereas Bombay charges double the figure. Members seem "to pride them- 
selves in saying that they are very good businessmen. If they were busi- 
nessmen, they would have understood that there is no business in the world 
which has become successful where for the first two or three years one had 
not to pour in money as capital before any ndurn (‘ould come. I’liough lie 
does not understand that, though he may not know anything about business, 

I have bet'll rcs])()nsible for develojuno ctutain busint'ss conct'rns, and I 
know what it is. Sj. Kanai Lai iX‘ must have thought it vt'i’v brilliant to 
say what does Dr. Boy know abtuit the matter. He should know that 1 
arranged a motor sclitxd for nt'arly .six \ears, which T took over from the 
French Motor (’ompan>. However, that is h\ the way, becausi' 1 do not take 
very senousl> to Sj. Kanai liul 1K‘. Tht' fact tlit'rt'fore is that if iii\ friend 
Sj. Devmi Sen knows an.\ thing about business he knows pndiablN a firm 
called Iron and St(‘el. That Iron and Steel (’ompany did not give any 
dividend foi' lb >ears after they startl'd, but now it is a standard by which 
the exchange market goes on. Tlu'it'fon' in the hist >eui or two ui' must 
S]>end mon(‘\ in order to be able to kec'ji our busc's in projx'r ri'jiaiis and 

in order to be able not to kc'i'p the buses lying idle. 

Sir, a ([in'stion has bec'ii askt'd as to how is it that though wi* put our 

anticijiated ]irotit at Bs. 8 or 4 lakhs in Ihe bmlget estimate actually we 

got onl\ Bs. 5,()IMI. Sir. one of the leasons which my irieiid forgets is that 
for d or 4 months in l!t5(l.')l, the whole town of (’alcuta was in a turmoil ami 
tw’o (if oui bust's wert' burnt and it was im])Ossible loi ii.s on many oct'asions 
to run tlie bus service along the usual routi's and we had to div('rt the bust's 
on may occasions to otht'r routes. It is no w'onder therefort' that w'ht'u tiie 
bus service was faced with such extraordinary conditions, the profit did 
not materialise a.s estimated and then* is nothing wrong in it. 

Sir, Sj. Deven Sen is very fond of saying “Let us make entpiiries”, as 
though it is a simple tiling to set u]) entjuiry committee.s for each and 
everything and as if we are not looking after these things jirojx'rlv. Either 
I am trusted or 1 am not trusted. As long as 1 am the ('liief Minister of 
this province, 1 feel that I have got the confidence of the majority of the 
Assembly and I work in the interest of the jirovince. 1 do not cAre W'hat 
Sj. Sen or anybody else .says. I say that I look at these things as my own 
and in the interest of the province. If anybody charges me that I do not 
look after these things, I repudiate that charge with the utmost enthusia.sm. 

Sir, my friend Sj, Kanai Lai I)e does not open his mouth unless he wants 
to say something wrong or .something, I should say, foul. He said that less 
than 100 buse.s were running, although 1 Odd him that 155 buses are 
running in the streets of Calcutta today. He said that Mr. Majumdar w'as 
getting Rs. 1,000. I ran tell him and the House that Sj. Majumdar’s basic 
pay is Rs. 050. Ultimately Sj. Kanai Lai De brought an old letter which 
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was written in 1948. Sir, how that letter leaked out I will have to enquire 
into. It is one of the games of the public newspapers now-a-days to try 
and find out such things from dossiers of the public offices and try to make 
a coup. This is one of the greatest tragedies in our public life today. 
It is not only for those who print these things but also for those who revel 
in these dirty stories that I feel that really our public life has gone down 
tremendously. While speaking on motor transport just now, he brought 
in State Trading business about which my honourable friend Sj. Prafulla 
Chandra Sen has already spoken and whose lemand for Rs. 4,00,00,000 
has also been voted upon. Now, Sir, be does not even look round and see 
what was the amount. He said Rs. -1,99 lakhs whereas actually the amount 
is Rs. 2,b7 lakhs. T have seen the audited accounts and 1 have verified the 
ac.counl. Taking all the e.xpenses on ])urchas(‘ and oveihead charges for 
the >ear 1949-00, ilie total loss is otily Rs. ‘17 lakhs. Sir, it is no use giving 
the dog a bad name and then hang it. That is not the way in which the 
public life can be improved or levelled uj). J would suggest to Sj. Kanai 
Lai I)e that, in future whenever he wants to know anything which is not 
in his own line, instead of taking the brief from other persons, he may ask 
us and W(‘ have nothing to hide from him. For after all the Government is 
jniblic’s GovernuKMit, and I would have given liim all the answers. But 
that does not serve* his purpose, his pur])ose is to show that this Government 
is coi'rupt and it S]. Kanai I ail IX* or they come in then they will bring 
Inuiven on earth. 

With the.se words, Sir, I move that the motion be accepted. 

The Hon’ble KALIPADA MOOKERJI: Mr S]>eaker. Sir, may I answer 
Sj. ]X*ven Sen’s ])oint as regards the wages of the conductors and drivers 
here vis-a-vis elsewhere. Sj. Sen said that our conductors and drivers were 
getting b*ss than that of Bihar. It is absolutely imorrect. (Sj. Dkmkndra 
Nath Skn : Minimum wages.) Minimum wages are fixed under the 
Minimum Wag(*s Act. Our wages compare very favourably with that of 
Bihar, lie was ab.sent yesterday when I w.is making that reference. I 
can give him the figures, Bihar's conductors get Rs. 45 and drivers Rs. (55, 
whi*re!is we ])ay Hs, 75 to the conductors and Rs. 90 — 105 to the drivers 
according to the Minimum Wages Act.

Sir, various tyfies of miscellaneous expenditun* are provided for under 
this head. The main item of expenditure is the grants paid to the (.’alcutta 
Cor]ioration and other local bodies for dearness allowance paid to their 
emjiloyees. The amounts involved on this account arc Rs. 1 ,0o,4(),0(M), 
as grant to the Calcutta Corporation Rs. 77,41,000 and as grant to other 
local bodies Rs. 28, ()•">, 000. The next hig item is Rs. 24,24,000 for peace- 
time fire service. This service which was originally meant for (nlcntta 
alone was later extended during the war period to the bigger Calcutta 
industrial areas as also to some of the districts during the wuir and have now 
been reorganised and fees have been levied on wui rehouses under the West 
Bengal Fire Service Act. The ('alcutta Fire Sendee has been amalgamated 
with the State Fire Service in accordance with th(* findings of a Committee 
of which Sri Bimal (’omar Ghose was the Chairman year before last. The 
receipt from lev} of fees is Rs. .>,00,000 next year. 

Then we have a provision of Rs. 24 lakhs for National Volunteer Force 
which wa.s organised and is run under the West Bengal Act I of 1940

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Now I want to make members realise what this West Bengal National 
Volunteer Organisation has been doing. Government has been developing 
this organisation hy recruiting volunteers from villages and towns in all 
districts of West Bengal and has even raised an efficient and disciplined 
body of volunteers liable to be called out by the District Magistrate, when 
and where necessary, to assist the jmlice in maintaining law and order. 
Up to October, 1949, Government trained 5,500 recruits from the three 
centres of Halishahar, Kanchrapara and Cooch Behar and each one of the 
recruits has an intensified basic training for two and a half months. There 
is also an arrangement for j)eriodical and collective training of recruits who 
have comy)leted their original training. Besides all that, certain groups 
amongst them ar(‘ trained as pioneers. Members will recall that during the 
strikes in ('aleulta these Pioneer Forces were called and they did very good 
servici^. They w(*re called the A tfni fjn ni i ])nl. They were given an intensi- 
fied course of training about the (*xravation of canals, construction of roads, 
huts, etc. The standard of their efficiency was tested and proved. During 
the last (’orporation strike tiiey rendered valuable service as also in the hood 
Depart, ment tor loading and unloading of foodgrains from railway yards, 
particularl_\ wfien there was difficulty in finding sufficient number of men 
to do that work. A company of this force was employed hy the Works and 
Buildings i)(‘])artnient for construction of important roads to he pushed up 
in the border areas. I’rovision has also been made in the budget for 
the raising of district battalions. Two com])anies have already 
b(‘en rais(‘d in the districts of 24-Parganas and Howrah and a battalion for 
Nadia will be foruKsl next year. Tliese units of volunteers will augment 
the streng’th of tlu' district polic(‘ force for maintimance of law and order in 
times of emorg(*n(‘v. It is contemplated to organise a district battalion for 
every district of West Bengal. This part of the organisation is known as the 
Pranfiijn Ral-shi Ihil. OcTtain groups of the volunt(‘ers fort'es are now 
attaclu'd to the ]>ickets along the border — six to each picket — so that they 
can h(‘lp the ordinary police force in the maintenance of j)eace along the 
bord(‘r. A sun} of tive lakhs of rupees has to be paid in three years to the 
National Did'ence Academy, Poona, of which Bs. 2,{l0,9()0_has been put in 
the budget for this ^ear. We have also included Bs. 2,70,09(1 on account 
of the contiibution of the State towards the expenses of the census operations 
and we havt* also ])rovided Bs, 2.J, lakhs towards the cost of maintenance of 
Writers’ Buildings and the Anderson House. Besides there are miscella- 
iK'ous ex]xmditur(' the details of which are given in the Bed Book. 

With these words. Sir, I move that the motion I have moved be accepted.

54 — Famine. 

The Hon’ble Dr. RAFIUDDIN AHMED: Sir, on the recommendation 
of the Governor 1 beg to move that a sum of Bs. 29,G1,()00 be granted for 
expenditure under Grant No. 30, Major Head: 54 — Famine. 

Sir, 1 shall briefly state here the work that this department has been 
doing. This de])artment provides relief to the distressed rendered so by 
natural calamities such as cyclone, floods, famine, etc., and by civil 
disturbances. It has its hui^jls full since the days of famine of 
1943. The need for relief xm account of natural calamities had, 
however, been gradually diminishing. A reduced provision has (therefore 
bt'en made in the current year’s budget. But unfortunately there *had been 
floods this year in several districts of the State, namely, 24-Parganas, 
Mur.shidabad, Hooghly, Jalpuiguri and Midnapore necessitating large-scale 
relief operations. 
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In the district of Darjeeling dne to very heavy rainfall there were 
numerous landslides causing serious loss of life and property and disrruption 
of communication. The number of houses destroyed was about 190 and 
several hundreds of houses were damaged. A sum of Its. 8,00(1 was 
sanctioned for giving immediate relief to (hose rendered destitute by the 
calamity. A sum of Es. 50,000 for distribution of free house-building grants 
in deserving cases was sanctioned. The Agriculture Dejnntment sanctioned 
an equal sum for distribution of cattle ])urchase loan. In addition to above, 
800 pieces of woollen blankets and l.oTO pieces of garments were sent for 
free distribution to the distressed ]K‘ople. 

Due to heavy flood in T(‘esta a ])oriion of the dal])aiguri town and 5() 
villages in the district (‘om])iising an area of about 15. 401 acrtvs were atTei'ted. 
Fift\-one persons lost their liv(‘s and about -I.IOI heads of catth* ptu'ished. 
The numlier of ])ersons atfecded was 17,779. A sum of Us. 17. •170 was 
sanctioned for giving relief in the shape of free doles. To (‘luible the people 
to reconstruct their houses damaged or destroyed by flood, sums of Ks. 40,000 
as free grants and Us. 10,000 as loan were sanctiomal. A sum of Its. 01,000 
was sanctioned for distribution of cheaj) grains in tln‘ form of rice at 50 
per cent, of the approvt'd ndail price. In addition to above, Us. 5,000 for 
opening test ^\o^ks, Rs. 00,000 for distiibution of agricultural loans to 
enable the affected ])eopl(‘ to carry on agricultural operations and Us. 10,000 
for dl^trlbution to distn^ssed artisans loan^ were sanctioned. (Jovernment 
also arranged to send !20 cases of milk containing 900 lbs. and 000 pairs of 
dhfitirs and sfiri\ and (|iiantities of idothings for frei' distribution in 
deserving cases. 

Sir, there was flood in the district of Midnapon* which was attended to 
and it as as fulls takmi caie of. 

I find there is a cut niotitui in r<‘gard to tin* Sund(*rbans floods and 1 fiml 
there has betui sonu' lack of news about this. In the distijct of '..^l-Ihirganas, 
Diamond Harbour and llasirhat subdis isions \\(‘re badls .iflected b\ tioods 
and cscloiK* in Sejiteinlx'r, 1950. 'riie total number of peojde affi*cted in 
botli the subdivLsion.s \\er(‘ 00,055 and the total los.s of cnqis was 20,000 
tons. There has howeviM been no loss of liv(‘s. Heads of (‘attic lost were 
150 and the total number of houses damagiMl or destio\(‘d A\as roug-hly 
estimated at 900. A sum of Us. 25,000 was sanctioned for giving relied' in 
the shapt‘ of fna* doles. To enable the affected peoph* to rt'construct ih(*ir 
houses damaged or destroyed a sum of Us. 90,000 as free housc'-building 
grants was sanctioned. A sum of Us. 4 lakhs as agricultural loans for house 
building and maintenance was sanctioned. In addition to this, a sum of 
Us. 45,000 was also sanctioned for starting test relief woiks in the affected 
areas. 

I will now close my sjieech after mentioning only one point which may 
be of interest and that is this. Fresh troubles in the shape of communal 
disturbances ajipeared in ralcutta and in several districts in f\‘bruary, 1950. 
Government took prompt action to give necessary relief to the sufFererfl. 
Camps were opened for accommodating yiersons dis])laced by the disturbances 
and free doles distributed. Government took up the re])air and reconstruc- 
tion of huts which were burnt or damaged during the disturbances in 
Calcutta with a vievl^ to rehabilitate the displaced persons in their previous 
addresses. All tlie camps in Calcutta have since been closed down. For 
rehabilitation of displaced persons Government have formulated a scheme 
for giving free overall grant not exceeding Us. 209 to each family. This 
sum may be utilised either for repairing broken or burnt houses or for 
affording relief to the returning migrants, or both, and out of which they 
might purchase food, clothing, stock-in-trade, implements, etc., as might 
be found necessary. 
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A look at the estimates under ‘'54 — Famine Relief” will show that till 
last year there had been gradual contraction of expenditure. Though the 
estimate for 1950-51 was put at a reduced figure of Rs. 27,47,000 the revised 
had to be raised to Rs. fh‘1,26,000 in view of the devastating floods and 
cyclone mentioned above. In cosnideration of the after-effects of these 
calamities, a provision of Rs. 29,61,000 has been made in the budget for 
1951-52, which is slightly higher than the original budget for 1950-51. 

With thesee words I commend my motion for acceptance of the House.

The Hon»ble Dr. RAFIUDDIN AHMED: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I shall 
briefly answer the points tliat have been raised. 1 have given the moat 
earnest consideration to all the reports that have been seat to me by the 
honourable member and I can assure him that we have done the best we 
could as far as the Suridarbans is concerned and 1 can also assure him that 
we have been most liberal with that jiarl of our State. With regard to the 
statement that about 000 houses had been affected, I may say that it is so, 
although there were (‘xag'i’oi at-'d kmxo-N that ajipeared in the newspapers at 
that time. Not only that, this exaggerated statement, I remember, was made 
by a gentleman who called himselt a s<i(Uiu and a^ one wlio had renunciated 
this world and who said that he would offer sat ndgraJui by observing a 
fast till lu' died unless in the meantime something was done by Government. 
AVe found it was all bluff as he sto])ped his fast, thus showing conclusively 
that tin* statement that he made was absolutely very wide of the mark. In 
brief 1 would like to remind the honourable member again that Rs. 2o.000 
was giv(*n as free doles. A])art from that, Rs. J)0,00() was sanctioned as 
house-building grant, (her and abovt* that by wav ol agricultural loans 
Rs. 4,00,()btl was given and w(* havt* thus acce])ted fulls all the recommen- 
dations that were made by the District Magistrate and the Commissioner of 
the Division. Idiey are the men on the spot and 1 feel, Sir, that this paiti- 
(rular jiart of tin* ])rovince has not f>e(*n at all unfairly dealt with. Apart 
from that we have also sanctioned Rs. 00,000 for tube-wells. 1 forgot to 
nn‘nt,ion it jireviously and 1 do so now that to mitigate the difficulty of 
getting filtered wa1er-su])pl\ 02 tube- wells have been sanctioned and I 
understand that some of them have been ])ut into operation. Therefore, I 
feel, Sir, that I should oppose all the cut motions.

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: On the recommendation 
of II is Fxcelleucy the Governor I beg to move that a sum of Rs. 1,18,19,0(10 
be granted for expenditure under (irant No. 32, Major Heads o’) — Super- 
aanuation allowanc(‘s and ]iensions, ooA — ('ommutation of jiensions financed 
from Ordinary Revenues and H^^Payments of commuted value of pensions. 

The only item in this demand is an item of Rs. 7,00,000 which has been 
provided for for the political sufferers who as announced by my honourable 
friend Sri Nalini Ranjan Barker on the floor of this House, have been given 
pension. Originally the total expenditure on this account was to be 
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restricted to Rs. 1,00,000 recurring and Rs. 5,00,000 non-recurring but, Sir, 
it was found afterwards that recommendations came from many of my 
friends now opposite, for instance, from Sri Deben Sen, Sri Haripada 
Chatterjee, Sri Charu Chandra Bhandari, Sri Prainatha Nath Bandyo- 
padhyay, Dr. Siiresh Chandra Banerji, as also from Dr. N. N. Bose and 
other members of the Congress, to refer to a (hibiuet sub-eommittee the 
cases of hardship of political sufferers with the result that this year we 
have provided Rs. 7,00,000 of which Rs. 80,000 is meant for the treatment 
of those political sufferers suffering from tuberculosis, Rs. 4,L^7,000 is re(‘ur- 
ring grant and the balance is lor nou-re(‘urriug items. With these words 
I move that my motion be accepted. 

The motion of the HouTile Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy was then put and 
agreed to. 


22— Interest on Debt and other obligations. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY! On the rcconnnendation 
of llis hxcellcnc} the Governor 1 beg to move that a sum of Rs. 1,(100 he 
granted for ex]»enditure undtu’ Grant No. 11, Major Head: — Interest on 
Debt and other obligations. 

Sir, under the rules of the Revenue Department, sometimes interest on 
revenue is refundable to jiarties and this item is always ke])! in the budget 
for meeting such items ot cx]»cnditurc. With these words 1 commend my 
motion for th(‘ acceptance* of the House.

30— Ports and Pilotage. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, on the recommenda- 
tion of Ills Kxeellene\ tlie Governor I move that a sum of Rs. 8, 80, 000 ho 
grant(*d for expenditure under Grant No. 17, Major H(?ad : dO — Ports and 
Ihlotage. 

In conn(*ction witii this Major Hea«l 1 just want to mention that we 
have developed a very efficient inland water transport crew training centre. 
We have already recruited up to February, 1951, 412 persons out of which 
312 have been trained and 100 are under training and those trained have 
all been absorbed in their respective categories in river craft and they can 
gradually ciualify for higher categories of staff in inland water transjiort. 
The training centre has provision for advanced courses for theoretical 
studies in this regard and an experienced officer of the Port Coininissioiiers 
is rendering honorary service in this connection. 

With the.se wonls 1 move that my motion be accejited. 

The motion was then put and ag-reed to. 

36 — Scientific Departments. 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Mr. Speaker, Sir, 
on the recommendation of the Governor I beg to move that a sum of 
Rs. 97,009 be granted for expenditure under Grant No. 18, Major Head: 
3G_Seientific Departments. 

Sir, formerly in 1948-49 we used to spend about Rs. 49,000 under this 
head. Now^ for the next year we are proposing a recurring grant of 
Rs. 97,000 in place of Rs. 49,000. 
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Sir, the biggest items are going to be, firstly the grant to the Royal 
Asiatic Society of Bengal — Rs. 21,380, and secondly the grant to the Indian 
Chemical Society— Rs. 28,000 and the next big item is the grant to the 
Art Galley and Art Section of the Indian Museum — Rs. 8,(X)0. The other 
items are grant to Darjeeling Natural History Museum — Rs. 4,500; and 
that to Malda Museum — Rs. 000; to the Botanical Society of Bengal — 
Rs. 1,300; and to this and such 17 other societies we are going to make a 
total grant of Rs. 34,600. The total thus comes up to Rs. 07,000. In the 
intervening years, i.e., in the current year and the year before, there were 
two heavy items of non-recurring expenditure, viz., the grant of Rs. 4 lakhs 
to the Indian Science Association, and another grant of Rs. 3 lakhs to them, 
that is, a total grant of Rs. 7 lakhs. We also made a capital grant of 
Rs. 1,00,000 to the All-India Rabindranath Memorial Committee. Taking 
out these two or three non-recurring items of expenditure, the expenditure 
that has been proposed for the next year is Rs. 97,000, which, as will be 
seen, is of a recurring character. 

The motion was then put and agreed to. 


64C— Pre-partition Payments. 

The Hon'ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, on the recommenda- 
tion of the Governor I hcg to move that a sum of Rs. 27,()9,(HM) be granted 
for expenditure under Grant No. 37, Major Head: (i4( '-Pre-partition 
Payments. 

Sir, pre-partition payment bus a history of its own. At the time of 
partition outstanding claims against the Government of undivided Bengal 
amounted to Rs. 9,(i5,()7,(KK) of which the details were as follows: —

Inter-Governmental Kills ... 3,71 

Contractor.s’ claims . . ... 0,04,00,000 


Under Article 9(6) of the Imlian Indei)endence (Riglits, Property and 
Liabilities) Order, 1947, the initial liability tor the ])a\ment of these claims 
devolved on the Last Kengal Government altliough according to the Award 
of the Aibitral Trihuiuil the liahilit> was finally to he shared by th? two 
Governments in the general ratio as determined by the Tribunal. 

The Se])aration Council set uj) a committee of two members, one from 
each Government, to scrutinise these claims as expeditiously as possible. 
As regards ])aymonts, it was originally agreed in the Separation ('ouncil that 
while claims passed by the Aiiplication Committee would he paid by East 
Bengal witliout delay,* tlu‘ Government of AVest Bengal would, iu order to 
assist the Government of East Bengal, accept a debit for Rs. 35 lakhs for 
every crore of rn]HM‘s jiaid out by the East Bengal Government. This 
arrangement, howt‘ver, did not >vork as the Government of East Bengal 
stopped paNinent after an initial di.shursement of about Rs. 9 lakhs out of 
hills worth about Rs. GO lakhs received by the Accountant-General, East 
Bengal, from the Application Committee. 

The position was discussed iiTan Inter-Dominion Conference in November, 
1948, where it was agreed that the two Governments would co-operate with 
tile Application Committee with a view to disposing of all ckims and 
paying the claims thus passed within a period of three months from Novembe^ 
1948, if possible, and in any case within four months. It also transpireQ 
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that parties who had submitted bills before the Application Committee also 
owed money to the Government of undivided Bengal and in some cases 
there was a net sum recoverable from these parties. In order to facilitate 
quick payment it was agreed that such net sums when realised should 1^ 
made available for payment of bills passed by the Application Committee. 
It was, therefore, decided in this Conference that amounts due from 
contractors who had bills pending before the Application Committee should 
be first adjusted against the claims and the net sum, if any, recoverable 
from the contractors according to the finding of the Application Committee 
should be realised by the Government of the province in which they are 
located and should be made available for pa 3 'ment of the pre-partition 
contractual liabilities. The Application Committee was to determine the 
amounts already recovered or which was to be recovered and to the extent 
already recovered or which was to be recovered and to the extent to which 
such recoveries are made by West Bengal, the Accountant-General, East 
Bengal, was to authorise payment on the Accountant-General, West Bengal. 
The time-limit set by this agreement in Noveml)er, 1{)48, however, elapsed 
without any improvement in the payment of bills and no significant 
improvement in the progress of scrutiny. This was very hard upon the 
cfintractors who mostly belonged to West Bengal. 

The next important effort to end this deadlock was made during the 
Premiers’ (’onlerenoes in April, 1114!), in which it was decided that the 
Application ( ommittee would complete the examination of all outstanding 
pre-])artition claims by the dlst July, 11)411, and would also determine by 
that date the amounts realised and realisable from the contractors and other 
parties. If the total amounts thus determined by the Application Committee 
did not cover the total liabilities payable on behalf of undivided Bengal on 
the dist July, 11)41), the Governments of East Bengal and West Bengal were 
to pay u}) the balance due to the creditors in the general ratio within a 
foitnight after the dlst July, 11)49. The time-limit set in these conferences, 
however, passed without a significant improvement in the situation. In the 
meantime on the -‘list October, 1949, the Prime Minist(‘r of East Bengal 
suggested that pa>ment should commence out of the sums lying with West 
Bengal collected by the Government of West Bengal from persons owing 
money to undivided Bengal and similar amounts which may be collected 
hereafter and when these amounts have been exhausted, the balance should 
be met by the two Governments in the general ratio. The Government of 
West Bengal in consultation with the Government of India thereupon acted 
on this suggestion and passed orders sanctioning payment of those outstanding 
pre-partition claims including land acquisition claims relating to undivided 
Bengal passed by both members of the Ap])lication ('ommittee, up to an 
amount equivalent to that collected by the Government of West Bengal on 
behalf of the Government of undivided Bengal from the debtors of the 
latter. 

To these orders the Government of East Bengal raised objections. These 
orders, however, were adhered to and at the same time strenuous, though 
unavailing, efforts were made to have the scrutiny of the ])re-partition claims 
completed by the East Bengal member of the Application (’ommittee. The 
position today is that out of this 5 crores and odd including l'()2 crores for 
land acquisition claims, the claims actually passed by the Application 
Committee is 3 92 crores. In an Inter-Dominion Conference field in 
December, 1950, it was agreed that both the Governments should take 
vigorous steps to recover sums agreed upon by the Application (committee 
as due from contractors; the verification and final scrutiny of the outstanding 
bills should be completed by the Application Committee by the 31st March, 
1951 ; payments in respect of land acquisition should not be adjusted n gainst 
44 
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funds recovered from contractors on account of undivided Bengal and the 
payment of other outstanding bills already passed by the Application 
Committee should be expedited. 

The formal authority for payment shall be issued by the Application 
Committee on either of the two Aocountants-General after determining the 
amounts recovered on behalf of undivided Bengal. The authority so issued 
on each Accountant-General shall not exceed the amount collected by the 
Government of East or West Bengal, as the case may be. 

The present policy of Government in regard to the payment of pre- 
partition claims follows these decisions. There has however not been any 
appreciable progress in the matter of passing of bills and the present position 
is that out of 6 ()4 crores, IT97 crores bills have been passed. We have been 
malting payment out of the money that we have realised from the contractors 
but we have got to pay another 25 lakhs out of the collected money and 
therefore a sum of 25 lakhs and odd has been asked for, 10 lakhs for payment 
stopped by order of Government, G lakhs for bill of a party whose other 
accounts have not yet been finalised and 9 lakhs for A.R.P. bills waiting 
jmyinent pending settlement by the Government of India and some other 
petty bills. 

This money certified by the Application Committee as recovered and 
recoverable from contractors in term of the Inter-Dominion Agreement of 
November, 1948, is only 131 lakhs against which we have paid a larger 
amount up to dat/e. 

With these words I move that the demand be accepted. 

The motion of the llon’ble Dr. Bidhan C'handra Roy that a sum of 
Rs. 27,09,000 be granted for expenditure under Grant No. 37, Major Head: 
G4(' — Pre-partition Payments was then put and agreed to.

Sir, this is only a grant which has been asked for for the relations of 
the Maharaja of Cooch Behar.

The Hon*ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, on the recommenda- 
tion of His Excellency the Governor 1 beg to move that a sum of 
Rs. 40,53,000 be granted for expenditure under Grant No. 33, Major Heads: 
50 — Stationery and Printing and Depreciation Reserve Fund — Government 
Presses. 

The motion was then put and agreed to.

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAM CHANDRA ROY: Sir, on the recommenda- 
tion of His Excellency the Governor I beg to move that a sum of 
Rs. 48,G9,000 be granted for expenditure under Grant No. 40, Major Head: 
Interest-free Advances. 

The motion was then put and agreed to. 
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Loans and Advances liearing interest 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, on the recommenda- 
tion of His Excellency the Governor I beg to move that a sum of 
Rs. 1,06,07,000 be granted for expenditure under Grant No. 41, Major 
Head : Loans and Advances bearing interest. 

The motion was then put and agreed to. 

Observations by Mr. Speaker. 

Mr. SPEAKER; Before we adjourn, 1 congratulate the members of the 
House for coming to the end of a momentous session that we have had during 
the last three or four years. This reminds me of the pre-partition days. I 
also congratulate the House that we could come to the end of the budget 
discussion without the guillotine falling upon us. This shows that we 
have given enough time to discuss all the budget demands fully and 
thoroiiglily in this House. ((Vies of “hear”, ‘*hear” from Government 
benches.) 

I also wish to dispose of a few matters about which 1 had said that I 
would speak later on. 1 also forgot to congratulate the membcTs that, in 
spite of passions rising high at times, our heads are still intact and specially 
the head of the Speaker who has got to bear a very heavy burden in order 
to keep all the parties pleased and satisfied. 

There are two other matters to which 1 alluded to during the course of 
the budget discussion and I also stated that later on 1 would say something 
about them. In the course of the budget discussion 1 noticed two features 
whicli ought to be borne in mind and 1 think I ought to draw the attention 
of the House to those tw(» features. One is that, so far as the Chair is 
concerned, no reflection can he cast upon the Chair. His action or conduct 
is not to be discussed or referred to in the House and for that purpose it will 
do well if 1 point out to the members of the House the authority of May with 
regard to the House of Commons: “Confidence in the impartiality of the 
Speaker is an indispensahle condition of the successful working of procedure 
and many conventions exist which have as their object not only to ensure 
the impartiality of the Speaker, hut also to ensure that, this impartiality is 
* generally recognised.” As a matter of fact, he is the representative of the 
House itself in its powers, proceedings and dignity. 

The next thing to which I wish to draw the attention of the House is to 
this passage of May that good temper and moderation are the charact/eristics 
of parliamentary language. Parliamentary language is never more desir- 
able than when a member is eanvassing the opinions and comlucd of his 
opponents in debate. 

In course of the debate some members exjiressed as if tliey were not 
given sufficient time and I wish to dispel their doubts — I promised to look 
into the figures. The first thing which I wish to point out is this that this 
is the first session, I believe in the history of the Bengal Legislative 
Assembly, in which practically every day we have sat for about 4 hours or 
more — on some days we liave sat for 5 hours 22 minutes or 5 hours 30 
minutes. I think this is the first time that we have dispensed with 
Questions in order to allow' discussion to go on to the satisfaction of members. 
There may he instances now and then, but throughout the Demands for 
Grants w'e have dispenseil with Questions. The total time given to the 
Opposition during this session up to ilie 13th w'as 31 hours 26 minutes and 
the time given to the Government was 19 hours 23 minutes. I have also 
•considered the matter from all angles and points of view. There has been 
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an impression that the Ministers were given more time, but the Mimsters 
have to be given more time because at first they have got to explain the 
policy of the Government when they present the demand and then they 
nave got to reply to all the criticisms that are levelled against them. 
Therefore, I have tried my best to see that all parties get their due share 
in the discussion of the subjects before us, so there can be no grievance about 
this matter. 

The next thing is that I found, while 1 was reading the minutes of the 
15th, that certain reflections were cast upon the Chair. I do appreciate that 
in the pandemonium that reigned at that time it has escaped the notice of 
the Presiding Officer or of the House itself. Such remarks cannot be allowed 
to remain in the proceedings and I have directed them to be expunged. 

Now, the next question which was raised by Sj. Sibnath Banerjee was 
about the word ^‘nonsense”. I do not find in the proceedings the word 
“nonsense” having been used. Under the circumstances, I need not deal 
with the same. 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Then that was 
misreported in the newsi)apers. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Then it has not been correctly reported. In any event, 
I understand the hklucation Minister has stated that he did not use the word 
‘‘nonsens(d’. I have, however, seen the parliamentary i)roceeding8. The 
word “nonsense” in England is not regarded as unparliamentary, hut the 
position is that the word “nonsense” when used with regard to a person has 
come to d(*tiote something of an offensive nature and, therefore, it is better 
not to use the word “nonsense” when we apply it to persons rather than to 
what is said or done by the persons concerned. Incidentally, I was reading 
the latest Hansard and I found — it w’ould be interesting for our friends to 
see — that one member gave a motion that the j)eople should be informed 
that there was no means of protecting them against atom bombs. Another 
member who w’as criticising said “if su(‘h nonstoist' is to he found in the heads 
of Members of Ibirliament, it is no wondei- that sueli ideas are gaining a 
certain amount of ground”. Incidentally 1 w^as reading this. Nor do 1 
find in May's Ihirliamentary Practice in the list of unparliamentary w'ords 
the word “nonsense”. That is the position with regard to that. , 

As 1 have explained before 1 have given more time to the speakers to 
liave full debates. Now with regard to the question of time I have very 
carefully seen the time given to the Ministers and to the 0])position, and 
1 find that about one hour or so wais given to the Ministers except in one or 
two cases wdiere it exceeded that limit. Similarly, near about one hour has 
been given to many speakers of the Opposition which in my experience was 
rarely given in these days. In any event, 1 can assure the House that my 
efforts have always been and will continue to be to give fullest op])ortunity 
for debate so far as this House is coneerned, and 1 do hoiie that the whole 
House will co-operate with me iu making the House an ideal one. 

The Hon'ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, we shall always 
co-operate with you in maintaining the dignity of the House.

Si. BIMAL COMAR GH08E: With reference to answer {d){i) will 
the Hon'ble Chief Minister be pleased to state if this figure includes both 
agricultural families and also people rehabilitated in urban areas? 
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The Hon’ble Dfi BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: I have already circulated 
all. these figures in detail not once but several times. Still if my friend 
wants to know again I will tell him that of the 29,084 acres the total 
distribution of plots for non-agricultural families was 00,507 of which 
17,729 were distributed on the date that the report w'as suluiiitted to me, 
that is about a month ago. Out of the 4,190 ])lot8 set apart for agriculture, 
2,377 were distributed and the rest are being developed. 

8J. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: In view of the an.swer given in 
that about 100,530 refugees have been rehabilitated in such houses, which 
does not tally with the figures that the Hon'ble Chief Minister has circulated 
to us, will the llon’ble Minister be pleased to state wlierein lies the 
discrepancy ? 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, if again, my friend, 
who is a very intelligent man, had only seen the figure he had asked for in 
respect of the land which had been acaiuired and which has been shown in 
the answer as 29,084 acres acquired under the Development A(‘t, jierhaps 
he w'ould not have put the (juestion again. Besides that there have been 
areas of Jcha.s viahal land, about 10,000 acres, which have been distributed 
amongst the refugees. Similarly, a very large number, as 1 have mentioned 
several times here, of people, a very large number of migrants asked for 
acquisition of land which we acquired for them (about 79,055 plots) and 
gave them, so that the area of the private settled land is about 08,335 acres 
of non-agricultural and 53,820 acres of agricultural land, the total figure 
being 122,345. I would tell my friend, if he has not got the figures, I 
would give him the figures over again because he will have the lat(*st figures. 

8J. JYOTI BA8U: With regard to asinver {d){i) will the Hon’hlo 
Minister be pleased to state how much has been sjient to build the 20,000 
houses ? 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Again I would refer to 
the figures that 1 have already circulated because it is very difficult to give 
all the figures from memory as and w^hen asked. Because the i)oo])le would 
like to kfiow I have had all the figures given in the circular that 1 have 
mentioned already. 1 cannot give you offhand the total amount of money 
that has been sj)ent but it is all there. Somehow or other you will find 
them there. Give me a little time and 1 will give you the exact figure.

Sir, on a particular day it may not he possible for anyone to judge as 
to exactly what amount has been allotted by the Accountant-General. What 
happens is that we spend money from our revenue account. Then we send 
the debit vouchers to the Accountant-General. The Accountant-General 
sometimes does not pay within the financial year because he probably has 
some (questions to ask -with regard to particular items. The Government 
of India has laid down certain definite lines on which expenditure should 
be met and if there is any discrepancy in the opinion of the Accountant- 
General in a particular item, that item is held back so that if you find in 
a particular year the amount 4hat has been allotted has not been spent it 
does not mean that the liabilit\^ has not been incurred. It only means that, 
so far as the Accountant-General is concerned, the money has not been 
adjusted. 

8J. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: Perhaps it is a printing mistake. As 
no separate answer has been given to my question (b) and as from the 
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answer it is apparent that the answer is for both the questions (a) and (6), 
the words “and (iV’ may be added after “(o)'’ at the bepriiining of the 
answer. Will the Hon’ble Minister be pleased to state whether the items 
under Relief and Rehabilitation are outright grants bv the Government of 
India? 

The Hon’bie Dr. BIDHAN CHAMDRA ROY: The whole of Relief 
is a grant but in the matter of Rehabilitation part of it is Grant and part 
of it is Loan. I will tell you how they distinguish it. If it is a question 
of Rehabilitation of say some agriculturists they give them loans of a 
certain amount for buying the land, cattle, etc., and for certain j)eriod8, 
say 4 months or 5 months or G months, as the case may be, they are given 
a certain amount of money for maintenance and that portion, although it 
is shown in the Rehabilitation Rudget, is really a grunt. It is on this 
account that they have been mixed up because they give us the money in 
that mixed form. 

8]. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: With reference to answ'er (a) and (h) 
and with reference to the figures for 1950-51, in view of the fact that the 
Rehabilitation grant was Rs. IGO lakhs and the loan Rs. 105 hikhs whereas 
the loan as shown in the Budget is Rs, 5 crores and in the Revised 4 crores, 
will the Hou’ble Minister be pleased to state wherein lies the discrepancy? 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: If you look at the answer 
and the Budget of 1950-51 up to December, 1950, you will find that the 
grant for Relief is Rs. 3,47,15,000 and for Rehabilitation is Rs. 1,50,14,000. 

8J. BIMAL COMAR CHOSE: There appears some discrepancy between 
the grant as shown here and as shown in the Budget. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Which year you mean? 
No money has lapsed for non-utilisation. 

8]. BIMAL COMAR CH08E: Sir, my question w'as about the grant 
regarding 1949-50 and 1950-51, and there is some discrepancy in these 
figures. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: It is very difficult to 
explain. If my friend would come to my office I will show him all accounts 
and how it is done. We do not get these accounts directly. The 
Accountant-General is authorised to adjust accounts, and I will show my 
friend that in the first two or three years no allotment was made by the 
Government of India, The allotment began in 1949-50 and 1950-51 for the 
years 1947-48 and 1948-49.

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY (on behalf of the Hon’ble 
Nalini Ranjan Barker): {a)(i) Yes. 

(n)(l) I may mention that charges have been framed and handed over 
to Sj. N. C. Roy. 

(2) They relate to leakage of official secrets. 

(///) No instruction was ever issued to Sj. Roy by the Finance Secretary. 
Government’s attention has l)een drawn to an allegation made in a certain 
section of the Press that the Commissioner stayed proceedings in a number 
of cases pending before Sj. N. C. Roy. An emuiiry has made into this 
allegation. It api)earfl that a complaint made to Goveniment on 19th June, 
liMH, against the conduct of Sj. N. C. Roy was forwarded to the Sales Tax 
Oommissioner for enquiry and that pending completion of the emiuiry the 
proceedings in the f'ases involved were temporarily stayed by him by an 
order, dated 2()th »Iune, 1948. On comjdetion of the emiuiry, however, the 
stay order was lifted on 6th August, RM8, and Sj. Roy was directed to go 
forward with the assessment. 

(iv) Dealers pay sales tax along with their return wdthin 30 days o*! the 
return period. The task of assessment is to verify whether the tax has been 
correctly paid. The assessment of the Orient Pajier Mills for years 1945-46, 

1946- 47 and U>47-48 was completed by Sj. N. C. Roy. The assessment of 
the Keshoram Cotton Mills for the years 1944-45, 1945-46,^ 1946-47 and 

1947- 48 N\as jKMiding with Sj. N. (h Roy when he was transferred from the 

(ktlcutta (South) Circle (7th November, 1949). It is not a fact that Sj. 
Roy had almost completed assessment of Keshoram Cotton Mills. The 
question of his making assessment of Keshoram (Cotton Mills at a particular 
figure does not therefore arise. He was suspended six months after his 
transfer Ifrom this circle on 8th May, 1950), not for his assessment 

work but on account of certain allegation in connection with leakage of 
official secrets. 

Figures and other particulars appearing in the record of a case of a 
particular assessee are confidential and cannot be disclosed. 

(h) The assessment of Keshoram Cotton Mills for the years 1944-45. 
1945-46 and 1946-47 has since been completed by the successor of 
Sj. N. C. Roy. 

The figui'es and other particulars relating to the record of a particular 
case are confidential. 

Sir, in addition to this answer- 1 may mention this that the case of 
suspension of Mr. N. C. Roy on the report of the police enquiry has been 
handed over to a District Judge for avscertaining as to whether he was 
connected with the leakage ana, if so, whether the suspension was justified. 
As regards the other part of the case about which so much dirt and dust 
has been thrown with regard to the assessment and an attempt to evade 
assessment in which charges have been made to which I have given reply 
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during the cut motions debate, I felt that in the interest of the Government 
as well as of the assessees it would be better if we could place the whole 
of this case regarding the sales tax assessment before a Tribunal. My 
difiScultj' has been that it is not possible under the present Act for anybody 
else but the Sales Tax Commissioner to hear the appeal or the Member, 
Board of Revenue, to hear the appeal from the Sales Tax Commissioner, 
The matter may also go up to the High Court if there is any point of law. 
There is no provision in the Act, according to my legal adviser, by which 
the Government can hand over the case to a tribunal besides those mention- 
ed m the Act. Therefore, I propose, when there is no time now to put in 
a legislation, to have an Ordinance passed as soon as possible, and 1 have 
asked the law officers to prejiare an Ordinance for the creation of a tribunal 
to which Government can, not only in this case but in other such cases, 
hand over a case which in their own ojunion ha])])ens to be such that requires 
indejiendent enquiry and assessment. Tliis jiarticular point, like King 
Charles’ head, has come on from time to time.

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, I beg to move that 
the West Bengal Apjiropriation Bill, 19-91, be taken into consideration by 
the Assembly. 

Sir, prior to the introduction of the new* Constitution all grants voted 
by the Assembly for u financial year togetlier with all items of charged 
expenditure were includi'd in a schedule wliich was authenticated by the 
Governor by his signature and then laid before the Assembly. The 
schedule so placed wais not open to discussion or vote and provided necessary 
authority for iucurriug the expenditure in accordance wdth section 80 of 
the Government of India Act, 1989. Under section of the Consti- 

tution of India, however, no money out of the consolidated fund of the 
State can be a])propriated except in accordance with the law passed under 
Article 204. The jireseiit Bill has accordingly been introduced under 
Article 204 of the Constitution ^'fif India to provide tor appropriation out of 
the consolidated fund of West 'Bengal of all monies required to make good 
the grants which have been voted by the Assembly in the course of the 
past few days and also to meet the expenditure charged on the consolidated 
lund of the State in accordance wdth the provisions of the new Constitution. 
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The amount incliuled in the Bill on aecoiint of ehar^^ed ex]>endituijp does 
not in any case exceed the amount shown in the annual financial stjrfement 
previously laid before the House. The Ifill niereh ])rojH>ses to ai)])ropriate 
the nion(\v to make ^ood the tr>*aiits already saiudiomMl l>\ the House. The 
Constitution accordin<»'ly jirovides that no amendment shall bi‘ pro])osed to 
this Bill having the etfect of varvinjr the amount or alteiinii the destination. 

With these words I commend my motion to the acceptance of the 
House.

(The Secretary then read the short title of the Bill.) 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, I beg to move that 
the West Bengal Consolidated Fund (Charged Expenditure) Bill, 1951, be 
taken into consideration. 

Sir, the present Bill merely seeks to re-enact the j)rovi8ions of the 
Bengal lleveiiues (Charged Expenditure) Act, 1940, whicdi ])rovide for the 
permanent apj)ropriation of the net j)rocee(ls of certain Acts to the revenues 
of the Province for the i)urpose of making grants to local autlioritiea and 
declaring such grants as well as certain statutory contributions payable by 
Government charged on the revenues of the Province. The State Govern- 
ment lias been aavised that the law declaring any expenditure charged in 
accordance with the jirovisions of article 202(t!/)(/) of the Constitution of 
India should be a law of a Legislature functioning under the Constitution. 
The position, therefore, is that exjienditure which used to be charged under 
the Bengal Act referred to above cannot be charged under the Constitution 
unless the State Legislature now ])asses a law declaring that the said 
expenditure shall continue to be charged on the Consolidated Fund of the 
State. The present Bill has accordingly been introduced as it is considered 
desirabh* that the exjienditure which used to be treated as charged under 
the Bengal itevernu’s (Charged Expenditure) Act, 1940, should continue 
to be HO treated. Petrosfiective etlei^t is sought to be given to the ]>rojK)sed 
enactmmit as in tin* ciiri’ent gear’s Biulget the ex])emliture has been treated 
as charged on llic assumption that the Bengal Itevmiues (Cliai ged 
E\i)enditure ) Act, 194(1, continued in forc(‘ under the Constitution ot India. 

With these words, Sir, 1 commend my motion to the acceptance of the 
House.

The Calcutta Municipal Bill, 1951. 

Mr. SPEAKER: The llon’ble .ladabendru Nath Panja 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir. may T move the 
motion ? 

Mr. SPEAKER: Yes. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir. 1 beg to move that 
the Calcutta Municiiml Bill, IDol, be referred to a Select Committee 
consisting of —

with instructions to submit their report by the dOth June, 1951, and that 
the quorum of the Select Committee be fixed at five. 

^ Sir, I have taken upon myself the task of introducing this Bill, because 
I feel that as I was the Minister in charge when the Coriioration was 
superseded in 1948, I should see also the re-birth of the Calcutta Corporation, 
it that is given to me. Sir, for continued maladministration this House 
agreed to supersede the Corjioration of Calcutta with effect from the 24ili 
March, 1948, and it i.s still under supersession. A Commission w^us 
appointed to investigate into the affairs of the Corporation and to make 
recommendations to Government for improving the administration and 
finance. It will be recalled that this Commission made an interim report on 
the 11th of June, 1949, specially with reference to the question of the 
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fraiichiV-ie and tijt‘ change in the constitution of the Corporation and the 
method of election in the constituencies. Accordingly an Act was passed 
by this Assembly (Act XXXVIII of 1950) to give elfect to the recommen- 
dations of this ( 'ommissifm. The Cojji miss ion’s final report was received on 
the -list -January, 1950. After consideration of this report and the 
rei)resentation made by tlie Corporation Councillors from time to tinm, 
before the Corporation was suj)erseded, and by the Administrative Officer in 
charge of the (>jr])oration during the jjeriod of its sujiersession, it was 
decided that substantial changes should be made in the Calcutta Municipal 
Act of 192-1 for improving the administration of the Corporation and its 
finances. This Bill seeks to amend and consolidate the provisions of the 
said Act with these objects in view. We were members of the Corporation 
and those of us here who have l)een members of the ('orj)oration from time 

to time will recall that during the course of the administration of the 

Corjioration we found there wen* various lacun.ae so far as the different 
provisions of the Act were concerned and it was felt that it was not only 
necessary to make arrangements so that the rei)resentation in the Corpora- 
tion may be more a])proj)riate and less liabh* to abuses of various types. 

It is also necessary tliat the actual machinery by which the Corporation acts 
and the provisions under which the (Virporation should act in the future 
should also come under review. Sir, at the present moment the Corporation 
is one single unit. In tlie new Act it i.s jirovided that there shall lie three 
municijial authoritiCvS — the (corporation constituted as at jiresent and as 
jirovided in the Act of 192-1, a Commissioner appointed by the (lovernment, 
and statutory standing committees consisting of not more than nine members 
of the Corjioration on each such committee with whom three outsiders ma\ 
be associated. Sir, this is a new departure. Jn the first jilace the stand- 
ing committees set up under the j>n‘sent Act were not statutor\ bodies and 
so the investigation Commission made it uerfectly clear that there should 
be statutory standing committe(‘s, ])articularlv a ('ommittee of Accounts, 
a Committee of Taxation and Finance, who will be given s])ecific jiowers by 
the Corporation and who will look after certain asjiects of the activities of 
the (Corporation. As 1 told you before, each standing comniitt(*e would 
consist of nine nu'inbers and there may also be thrive outsid(‘r.s whu may bt* 
associated with each coniniit ti‘e. How those outsideis arc to be appoint!*! 
is to be ])rovnlcd for b\ rules but it was felt that, apart from those who an* 
elected, there may be certain ])ersons who are of outstanding merit in a 
particular branch fit study and whost* association with the elected members 
mig’ht be of benefit to the (’orjmration. Then, Sir, as I indicated just now, 
there would be a Commissioner who would be aj)]»ointed by the Government. 
The ])Owers and functions of the (Commissioner have been defined in the 
new draft Bill, which when jmssed by this House would be an Act. He 
would be a person who would not be subject to any influence from the bod> 
of the Cori>oratiou. He would of course act under the general directions 
of the Corjioration given to him from time to time but he will have as in the 
case of Bombay and Madras, a jinsition which is above all influence by the 
Corporation. 1 forgot to mention one thing and that is that even at the 
present moment under the jiresent Act there is of course only one committee 
which is a statutory committee, namely, the Education Committee. What 
the new Act that is yet to come into being (which would be submitted to 
this House in the form of a Bill to get it passed by this House as an Act) 
provides is that there should be ^atutory standing committee^i for education, 
for accounts, for taxation and Jinance,- for health, for town planning and 
improvement, etc. This is a very important dejiarture from the present 
scheme of things. It is necessary to look after the backward areas, the .so 
called hiistff areUvS of ("'alcutta, tlie .so called slums of Calcutta, and for this, 
there would be a statutory committee who.se duty it would be to plan the 
town and to see that it is improved in a proper manner. It is possible that, 
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if this riniuuu^ and Iini>roveinenl (Yiiiimittee did act in n i>roper wny and 
devclo])ed certain healthy conventions and traditions, the> ini^^ht take iip 
the whole work ot the Oalcutta linprovtnnent Trust today or tomorrow. 
The two other committees are — one lor Works and the other tor Ihiihlings. 
Then. Sir, the Ril! defines the tunctions of the Commissioner. Ht‘ shall 
ordinarily jierlorm the executive tunctions him.scll hut he shall have to 
take the sanction or apiiroval of the Corporation or the Standin|j^ ('ommittees 
in all important matters. All other otiicers and .servants of the Corporation 
shall he suhordinate to him. There is anotluT de]>arture which has hi‘eii 
sug'f^'csted in this new Act, and that is that the Corporation area would he^ 
divided up into not Ti wards as at present hut into To wards, each ward 
electing one memher. It has been jirovidiai in tlu' Act that four or five 
wards shall he ‘’Toupeil to^»'ether and called a horou^^h. In tlie absence of 
any other good name this name “horoug-IC’ has been introduced and it may 
be that the Sidect f'ommittee inig-ht consider whether a more suitable name 
could be put in in j)lace ol “borough’'. The idea is that th(‘st‘ boroughs 
will have standing coinmitlees ot their own which will function according 
to the provisions laid down in the Act. Each such borough standing com* 
mittee will consist of the tour or live councillors of the w'ards grouped into 
such a lioroiigh, as also three other jiersons resident in the wards to look 
after matters id local interest. Sir, while working in the Corporation it 
was our ex[)erieiice that the total tunds ol the (Wporation in some manner 
or other were distributed to the District Committees but then a J)istrict 
Committee covers a large area, an area more than the committia* (‘ould 
possibly control or look after. There are certain items of local interest 
w'liich can only be looked alter and properly seen to by the local peoph*, for 
exam])le, lighting in the locality, maintenance of the roads, jirojicr cleaning 
ol the jirivies, vaccination, registration of births and deaths and so on and 
.so forth. Wliile the Corporation will be responsible for undm-takiiig the 
measures w'hich are intended for the whole town of Calcutta, for instance, 
the main roads, sewers, water-supply, ligliting and so on, laicdi borough 
will bi‘ given certain resj)on>ibilit;s to look after th(‘se things in its owui 
aiea and lo see that lln\\ aie carried out. Sir, the staliitorx otiicers ol the 
Corpoiatioii will be the Chnd Knginc<*r, the Einanci* Ollicer and Chief 
Accountant, the Jltnilth Officiu. the Secrctars and one or more deinity 
executnc (dfiieis. d’hc''e .»re the (dficers even now who are siipjioscd to be 
.>tatutor\ oiheers These otiicers shall in future la' ajipointed by the 
Corporation on the recommendation of the State Ihiblic Servici* Commission. 
This again is a deiiartun* from the jiresent practice and for these five posts 
the aiiprovai of (ioverumeiit , as now, would be reipiired and they will be 
appointed for a jieriod of five years which i>eriod may be renewed. 
Apiioiiitment to other posts carrying salary above Rs. dOl) jicr monlli shall 
be made on the recommendation of a Municipal Service Commissinn consist- 
ing of a Chairman wdio shall be a member of the State Rublic Service^ 
Commission and nominated by the Commission and twai other members, one 
being appointed b\ (joverninent and the otlier b\ the Corporutimi. The 
power of making apiiointinent to a post wdiose maximum salary is above 
Rs. (iOO per mouth shall rest with the Coriioration. The powder to make 
api>ointineiit to a post who.se maximum salary is below Rs. (iOO but above 
Rs. 300 will rest with the Commissioner, and the aiipointment to a post the 
salary of which does not exceed Rs. 300 per month shall be made by the 
Commissioner in accordance with the regulations framed by tlie Municipal 
Service Commission, so that the Municipal Comini.ssioners will only appoint 
persons below Rs. 300 on the ba.sis of regulations to be made by the 
Municipal Service Commission. All other appointments above Rs. 300 will 
be made as recommended by the Municijial Service Commission, but the 
actual apix)intments to posts above Rs. bOO will be made by the Corxiorution 
and to posts between Rs. -600 and Rs. 300 by the Commissioner. 
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Si.% the Corporation shall spend not less than Rs. 5 lakhs instead of 
Rs. 1 lakh for promoting primary education. At the present moment the 
Act enjoins that there must he an expenditure of one lakh for primary 
education. Of course the present Corimration spends about Rs. l(j or 18 
lakhs at jiresent. But the miniirmm has been raised from one lakh to five 
lakhs. 

There is another provision which is new in this Act. The Corporation 
may be suiierseded by (iovernment if it is found incompetent or persistently 
defaults in the performance of its duties. It is further proposed to make 
the Building Rules more stringent and to give the Commissioner power 
reijuired for strict compliance with the rules and to enhance the penalties 
for infringement of the rules, so that they may be deterrent, and to give 
power to the Commissioner to stop the use of any premises for any purpose 
which under the provisions of the Act causes nuisance or danger by such 
use. 

For improving the finances of the Corporation another suggestion has 
been made. There are two matters which affect the finances of the 
Corporation — one is the assessment and the other is realisation — the collec- 
tion of the assessment. Ordinarily the collection seems to be on a higher 
level than the assessment. It has therefore been proposed that in order 
to ensure jirofier assessment the (iovernment, if it considers necessary so 
to do, shall appoint an authority to make the assessment. It has been 
noticed that both in the Calcutta Corporation as well as in the Municipalities 
in the State there has been a deficit always so far as the finances are con- 
cerned, one of the main reasons being that the assessment has not been 
up to a particular type. It may be that the assessment is low because of 
the influences brought to bear on the main authority by the Councillors, 
or it may be that the assessors themselves have not the faculty or the 
training or the special knowledge to make the assessment consistent with 
the land value and the building value of a particular area at a particular 
moment. Therefore it has been suggested that it would be better for the 
Stale to have a bod> of trained assessors who will not only assess the 
buildings and lands and premises in Calcutta but also go about in different 
munici])al areas and make assessment in those places also. This, of course, 
w'ill reipiire a change in the Municipal Ai*t. The Commissioner shall have 
th(‘ power to revise the assessment in (‘very ease of under-assessment. 
Under the jiresent Act, the (^hief Executive Ofhc(‘r or the Administrative 
Officer has power to lessen the assessment, but even in a case where he is 
convinced that the assessment is low he cannot increase the assessment. 
That jmwer is given to the Commissioner in future. The rates, taxes and 
other dues shall be recoverable by certificate jiroeediire. This is a new 
innovation which did not obtain in the present Act. In case the ownership 
is unknown or disputi'd, and the (corporation fails to realise the dues, the 
Commissioner may sell any premises for the realisation of any arrears in 
respect thereof after due notice has been given. It is also jiroposed to 
increase the registration fees on carts, the licence fees on trades, professions 
and callings, and to make some more trades, professions and callings 
hitherto not taxed liable to pay taxes. 

There is also in this Bill a new addition, namely, to allow franchise to 
]>ersons holding dijilomas from duly recognised technical institutions and 
vocational centres. There is also a provision that election disputes shall 
lie with the Chief Judge, Smit+i Cause Court, instead of a High Court Judge. 
It is because the approach to the High Court is very expensive for poor 
litigants that the Small Cause Court has replaced the High Court. This 
opportunity has been taken to amend other provisions of the Act of 192J 
with the object of removing the working difficulty and deleting the 
obsolete provisions. Some new provisions have been introduced relating to 
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iiuitter.s of niuiiicijml adniinistratioii which are not jirovided for under Ilie 
existing- law. There are two or three other proviMons which are also <(ew. 
A notice will he iN>ued to ever\ ratt‘-})ayer tor jiaunent of taxes within a 
<ertain dati* and it the jiayiuent is niadt‘ on tJie piojuM' dat«‘ a rtd)at(‘ of di 
]>er cent, \\ill he ^iven. On tlu* other hand, it the nniney dues not come In 
tune, an inteiest will he ( hai^red at (>j per cent. 

* Tlie {'orj)oralion will make an imjiortant sclieme tor fiustccs and execute 
them it the ownei tails to do so. Tliere is a provision in the jiresent Act 
vliich Iki" no use at ]»re''ent. There is another m‘\A provision: a rebate 
will lie allowed it the owner of a huildiii”’ arrang'es his own water-supjily 
hy sinking- tulie-vvells A rebate of (ij per cent will ht‘ allowed. The 
idea In that at the jireNeiil moment, even with the increasi*d w att‘r-su])ply 
that the Corporation has ])rovid<‘d. namel> . S-4 or So million gallons a day, 
it is not possible with the large increase in the jiopulation of the tow'U to 
supjil} water, particularly water at pressure, so that tlie jieople living on 
the toj) floors may get suppl\. If aW^ particular householder arranges las 
own water-sui)j)iy by sinking tube-wellj\^ he shall get a rebate of (iJ per cent. 

Then tliere is another provision. Throwing of rubbish on the streets 
and lanes which is a very offensive habit has been regarded as a nuisance 
and has been prohibited. 

Then there is another matter in wdiich 1 am personally very mucli 
interested. I see there are large areas of vacant lands in Calcutta which 
have been left idle and have not Jieen built ufion. Actually 1 find that there 
IS always a famine so far as housing is concerneil. Some of thest* owners 
of laud may have genuine cases as those who have not the money to build 
houscvS on those areas. There are others wdio feel that to leave them vacant 
w’ould mean that their taxation w’ould be low'er — 1 think it is 25 jier cent, 
of the normal taxation — and therefore they keej) the lauds vacant. And 
those of us w'ho liave gone round the towui realise tliat in many cases these 
so-called vacant lands are obtaining clean remission from the Corporation 
while they use the land for sundry purposes like a sort of store houses for 
barrels, tin sheets, etc., and carpenters’ shops, by which they manage to 
evade the taxes. Tlierefore, wdiat w’e ha-ve suggested is that there w’ill be 
I emission of rates on vacant lauds valued at Ks. 10,000 and less. 

Sir. these are the mam features of the new Ifill. But although W(* have 
consulted freely the corresj»ondiiig provisions of the Bombay and Madras 
Acts and liave also taken into account the various recommendations of the 
Corporation Enquiry Commission, 1 feel that in a mattiT oi this type wln^re 
the welfare of the towuis])eople are involved, it is necessary for members 
to go into the detailed jirovisions of the new' Bill and make recommendations 
to the Assembly. I am sorry, Sir, it will not be possible for us to consider 
the report this session, but there is bound to be a session sometime in 
S(*ptember — within six montiiN of this session —when this matter may be 
brought up for consideration. 

With these words. Sir, I move the ajipointment of the Select Committei*.

8J. DEBENDRA NATH SEN: Mr Speaker, Sir, ve uiiaiumouNly 
agreed to the .super.Ne.sMon oi the Loi jioration ol C.ilcutta iii this Jlouse in 
J94S. M e (lid so lor one jmrpose and mainly loi one jmrpost* and that 
])urj)Ose was to see tliat tlie corrujition that existed ther(*, hnh(‘r\ tliat 
existeil there, the nejiotism tliat existed then* Mould he n'lnoved ]>y such 
sujierse.ssion. Not that Me are against ncM Bill cnniiiig lorwaid, hut if a 
iiCM’ Bill is to come foiMard it must come foiMaid ioi some didinite purpose 

and \vdth some iicm- jiniiciidtvs Mliich mmtc not to he found in the pre\ious 

Act. Sir, if the purpose of this ncM’ Bill is to leinove corruption and 
hrihery that exist there, then I Mould shou- that no ncM h'g'islativc measun* 
can achieve tliat purpose if that is not jirojicriy brought into ojauation. 

Sir, Me have got an anti-hlackmaiketing Act; mc have got the Income-t.ix 

Investigation Commission; Me have got Acts for keejung doM'ii prices, tor 
sto[)])mg hlackmarketiiig and for removing corrujition in e*ver> May |»ossih!(‘. 
But it is a fact that no (joverninent can remove corruption, hriliery and 
iieiiotism merely by passing Bilks. Sir, the very jiuriio.se for M'hii h mc 
su])erseded the Corporation has hcen frustrated. 1 would also sa\ that for 
the last’ three years this superseded Corporation has not been able to improve 
matters in the least. AVe are very anxious to hear from the Hon’ble 
Minister as to M'hat improvement has taken place under the suuervision of 
the Government so far as blackmarketing, bribery, nepotism and corruption 
are concerned. But nothing to our knoM’ledge has been done. I shall 
come to that point later on. But I have got to tell the House that the same 
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h(;rt oi bri])ery, corruption and nepotism now exist there and no attempt 
lias been made to check tliem and, even where detected, to punish the 
ciiljirits. But I shall not take that up now. 

Now, Sir, it a Bill is to come for the improvement of the administration 
of the Calcutta Corporation, and we are not against it, it has got to be 
justified for one purpose only and that is that it wants to give us some new 
thing. But what is the new thing that the present Bill wants to give usi^ 
Does it give more democratic rights to the hands of the people!^ Does it 
give us universal suflrage? The Hon’ble Minister has tried to quote 
exani])les from Bombay in HUjiport of the aiipointment of a Commissioner 
and to give him dictatorial jiowers under this Bill. But he has not told us 
that Bombay enjoys universal suft'rage for the purpose of election to the 
Bombay Corjioration. Here also if that had been done, if universal suffrage 
had been given to the peojde of Calcutta and its suburbs, people who are 
leally concerned with the Cahmtta Corporation, the whole House would 
have been glad to sujiport such a measure and congratulate the (lovernment. 
By one stroke* then we would have done two things. We would have 
maintained the rights and jirivileges of the jieople and we would also have 
removed the stumbling block standing on the* way of the (Corporation 
administration in the shape of blackmarketing. Sir, this Bill, however, is 
a device to carry on more thoroughly blackmarketing and nepotism through 
the machinery that exists in the Corporation at ])resent. So far as corru])t 
practices m the Corporation are concerned, they have been brought to the 
notice of the Ministry man> times, but nothing has been done to check 
them. 

The very first thing that we are seeing in AVest Bengal, as in this Bill, 
is that our (h‘mocratic rights are being curtailed. It has lieen curtailed 
in the Public Service Commission. Sir, highly paid officials are to be 
apjHiinted on the recommendation of the Public Service Commission but 
that Public Service (kminnssion has now been staffed with paid Government 
officials and even its Secretary is a Government official. It has been said 
that high-salaried officers of the Corjioration will be appointed on the 
lecommendatioii of that very Public Service Commission. But we all 
know. Sir, what that Public Service Commission at present is and how it 
has iunctioned during the last few months. So 1 must say that in West 
Bengal we feel that the democratic rights of the peojile and the very scojie 
of it are going to be crushed under various devices and this Bill is going 
to make itself an example of such devices. To cite an exanqde I shall 
quote clause 2d of this fbll which runs thus: subject to the ]irovisions of 
this Act and the rules and by-laws made thereunder, the niunicijial Govern- 
ment of Calcutta shall vest in the (kirporation. Sir, when pen])le will read 
it the> will ft't‘1 it is all right because all the powers will be vested in the 
(Corporation but lu*n they will go further, viz., but the (k)rj)oration shall 
not be entitled to exi*rcise or discharge any powers, duties or functions 
expressly assigned by or under this Act or in any other law to a Standing 
(Committee <'r to tin* ( ’jinnnis'^ioner — they will ask. i-^ thert* any ])ower left 
whudi the Corporation can exercise ^^hich has not been given to the Commis- 
sioin'i'!*^ ('an the (C()r]mration do anything or has the scojie of doing anything 
which has not been left to the (Commissioner? I come now to clause 2S which 
says: subject to the provisions of this Act and of any rules and by-laws 
made thereunder, the entire executive power for the purpose of carrying out 
the provisions of this Act sluvH be vested in the Commissioner. So the 
Commissioner is made the pivot of everything under this Act but that 
Commissioner will be appointed by the Government, will be dismissed by 
the Government and if he has to go on leave he will have to depend upon 
Government’s favour for securing his leave. And what is left for the 
Corporation, Sir, I do not know. If in that position an honest man seeks 
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an election to the Corporation he will have to sinp to the tune of Govern- 
iiient. ill he he able to do thatl" It has also been laid down that the 
Corj)oration by a three-fourths majority wdll have the ri^jfht to dismiss the 
Commissioner. But even then it will be sent to the iiovernment to give 
elfect to the Corporation deeision. But will the Corjioration ever be able 
to secure a three-fourths majority and will not the Commissioner have a 
coterie of his own so as to (lefeat the very purpose of this provision H Sir, 
the object of this Government is to maintain the present corrujit system and 
(»ur experience has shown that it will be done in the (Corporation with the 
help of this measure as it has been done in the (Tovernment . The question 
is that since the Corjioration is corrupt let it be run by this corrupt (lovern- 
inent with the help ol a Commissioner appointed by this Govtunment. If 
it is argued that as this Government is not corrupt the Commissioner 
appointed by the (iovernmeiit will not be corrupt, and il th»' (Commissioner 
is free froni corruption he will be alile to control every sph(*re of corruption 
that exists in the Cor])oration, I sa> . Sir, all this assumption is wrong and 
it is therefore merely a device through this Bill to extend the oi>eratiun of 
corruption which this Ministry is jierpetuating to a greater and greal<*r 
extent. J must say that the (Calcutta C\)rporati(>n was a matter of pri«le to 
all of us. We had as our Mayor Deshbandhii Chittaranjan Das, we had as 
our Mayor Netaji Subhas (diandra Bose, we had as our Mayor the present 
Chief Minister of West Bengal, we had as our Mayor Jatindra Mohan Sen 
Gupta and even though there was British rule here at that time we could 
carry on our democratic riglits in the C^irporation. It has been always a 
bulwark for the jieople against any autocratic fascistic* incursions u])on the 
rights of the people of Calcutta. That jirivilege we enjoyed, that right it 
gave to us. So we are alw'ays anxious to maintain that ]>osition ior the 
Calcutta (Vuporation whether the British rule has now’ ended or not and 
no country, when foreign rule is eliminated, has given uj) her rights. It 
has never lieen so in other countries; it will not be so in our country, and 
there must be institutions which having come to enjoy full democratic 
rights should not be deprived of them if jieople’s rights and privileges are 
t(' be .secu]‘(‘d, if the rights and jirivileges of the jieopb* of Calcutta art* to 
be secured. Therefore, from that jioint of view also, Sir, this Bill lias got 
to be opposeil. 

Sir, we are getting an idea as to how GovernnoMit ajqiointed ( ommis- 
sioner w'ill run the (^’orporation. The last three years’ rule w’ill give us an 
idea of how the Government a})]H»inted (’ommissioner will do it. dust now 
we are not bothered by tlie Corporation Councillors; no (corporation 
Councillor is there. He says “I am the Corjioration” and he is.^ What is 
the state of affairs p The greatt*st pivtd of corrujdion in the (\)rj)Oration 
was the Building Coinmitt(‘e, and lor the jiurpo.se ol running that Building 
Committee a certain gentleman has been <lralted Iroiu the ( alcaitia Improve- 
ment ’I'lU'-.t; a gentbonan — not an Indian but a Kuio]u*an gentleman has 
been dralteil Iroin the ('alcutta Ini]>rovenient drust, and I have got reports 
that during the^e three years he has earinnl to the (*xtent (d Us. lo lakhs. 

J give concrete figures so that they ma> be checked and tested. This 
gentleman is going to juirchase shares to the extent oi Us. 17 lakhs from 
Talbot Co. Wliere is he getting that money from? I really think that 
the matter under the jiresent administration which is run fiy the Govern- 
ment is not quite all right. 

Then let us take another example. There was an Enquiry Committee 
tor the Corporation and the Enquiry Committee found out something, made 
recommendations for something, gave strictures on certain officers, a^nd 
what steps are being taken? It cannot be said that the Corporation 
Councillors are opposing it. .It cannot be said, “What can we do, the 
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House does not agree to it?” Here the present Administrator has <>ot 

"'I” 5'- 

I take one example. The example relates to the Old Outfall Tliannel 
whi^i IS from point A to Bantola and it includes what is known as Sul urban 
.V W. Reservoir There were certain lands which were not occupied but 
belonged to the Lalciitta Corporation. A certain gentleman who came 
Wward demanded only three or four bighas. The Corporation gave him 
what he wanted ami having got three or four bighas he has now taken 
possession of land extending uji to a mile under the name of Messrs. Warthal 
& to. this order has been given by the present Executive Engineer He 
has got a promotion. He was not the Executive Engineer before super- 
se.s.sion. After supersession this rei.orl came and the Committee has 
reported very much against him. The Coniiiiittee says, “The Corporation 
therefore has been dejirived of the profit of this land since 194C through the 
no^^ligeiUT and ( orniption of this officer whose duty it ^^as to protect the 
property and tlie amount of money involved, the Committee says, will be 
o!i 4 U Rs..;)0,000, and it is clear from the fact that on 

24th Se])teni her, 1940, this permission was granted by the Chief Engineer 
on the recommendation of the Executive Engineer, Drainage Now what 
flteps are being taken against these two officers v No action has been taken, 
and on top of that both these officers have got jirornotion. We get an idea 
as to how a Commissioner appointed by this Ministry would act in the 
Corporation. The future seems to be gloomy. I would apiieal to this 
House not to accept this Bill in such a hurried manner. We cannot allow 
T limited. We cannot allow our name to be associated with 

the Bill that is going to be introduced, we cannot allow corruption to extend 
Its scope of operation, we cannot allow the poison to become a permanent 
feature in the life of the Calcutta Corporation. 

I therefore, Sir, support the motion moved bv Sj. Charu Chandra 
B hand an. 


8j. JYOTI BASU: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I had thought that it would not 
be very necessary tor ine to sjieak on this propo.sed Bill, but after bearing 
the Hon ble Chief Minister 1 thought that members on this side must of 
necessity ex])ress their opinion and very firmly, because firstU I am not 
told, I have not yet umlerstood as to wh\ the* Hon’ble (diief Minister lias 
moved this motion when the Minister in charge is present in this House. 
1 say this because it is not a concern onl\ of the Ministers or the (lovern- 
inent ; it is a concern of all of ns, because tlie Ministers are jiaid from the 
public excluMpier and they are sipipo.sed to do their duty. I say this not 
because 1 mean disre.spect to the Minister in cliarge of this Bill biit because 
no reasons have been assigned as to why some other Minister has been asked 
to niove the Bill. Throughout this session we have seen that it is the 
Hon’ble (^hief Minister who, I do not know how many portfolios he has 
taken up, has been moving all sorts of motions in this’ House. I counted 
18 out of 44. However, be that as it is, the ]>eople will be the proper judges 
as to wliether the Ministers are doing their duty or not, but as far as this 
Bill^is concerned, I think I am speaking in su])y)ort of the motion moved 
Charu Chandra Bhandari for circulation of tlie Bill for eliciting public 
opinion because I feel that it is a bureaucratic measure devoid of every 
democratic principle. This’*^Bill seeks to smother the right of local self- 
government acquired by the people through .sacrifice and struggle through 
many years. It denies us, to mv surprise, the right of adult franchise as 
has been incorporated even in ^Bombay in their Corporation elections. 
However, Dr. Roy whilst he was relating the provisions of the Bill, whilst 
he was trying to make out as to how this Bill differs from the present Act, 
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he described certnin detailed provisions. It seems t(» me that tyther the 
Hon’ble Dr. Roy has understood nothing or pretends to understand nothing 
with regard to the causes ol the ills of the (\ilcutta (\irporation. 1 thought, 
that as the ex-Mayor of the Calcutta Corporation and an ex-councillor he 
should have understood better the reasons for the corruj)tion and jobbery 
that prevailed even when he was the Mayor of tlie Calcutta Corporation. 
He has told us so many times in his sj>eech that when he was (‘onneeted 
with the ('alcutta Cor]»oration according fo his exj)erience he said that 
because of some technical deficiencies corruption prevailed in the ('alcutta 
(Corporation. Theiefore, Sir. it seems to me that the llon’bli* Minister 
pretends not to understand, because I cannot acc(‘j)t this j»osition that 
Dr. Roy, the Hon’ble (’hief Minister, is unable to follow as to what ha.s 
been hajipening in tin* Calcutta (’orjioration. If he was not connected with 
the Calcutta Corporation he might have told us the things that h(‘ told us 
today. But somebody who has been intimately connected with the running 
of the (^alcutta Corporatum ought to know better. 1 do not know whether 
members on the (jo^ernment >ide will agree witli him, but the Hon'ble 
(■hief Minister and his friends have been responsibh' for years together lor 
running the administration inside the (Corporation, and tlierefore I take it 
that the Hon’ble Chief Minister and his friends have been res]»onsible for 
the continued maladministration, corruption, jobbery and nepotism inside 
the Calcutta Cor])oration. But unfort unutel.v the (Chief Minister stands 
here today and tells us that it is not he and his friends who have been 
responsible, but 1 do not know whom he blames for this corru])tion. He 
just says that because of continued maladministration the (ioverniiHUit had 
to take over the Calcutta (Corjioration. But 1 know as tlie j)eo])Ie of West 
Bengal know, as tlie people of India unfortunately know that it is peojile 
like Dr. Roy and his friends who have been responsible for the corruption, 
jobbery and nejiotism inside the (Corporation. 

The public, the rate-pa^erH and the peojile generally of (Calcutta have not 
been given the facilities which they were jiromised by the peo])le who were 
elected by the (Calcutta Corporation. The main reason, I think, is because 
certain [leople made their own individual intt‘r«*sts and group inti*restH 
above the int(‘rest of the jieojile as such of (\ilcutta. That, I think, was the 
main reason for the corruption which entered the Calcutta ('or[)oration. 
But ICh’. Roy, the Hon bic (’hi(*f Minister, says that in this particular Bill 
lie has made certain fiindaimmtal changes with regard to tin* technical 
apjiaratus of the Calcutta Corjioration. bor insfanci*, he tells us that now 
a Commissioner is going to be a]»point(*d who would not be subject to 
influtMKt's — iiifluence" oi ( nuinilhus I supposi*, but what about tin* inflrn’ie e 
of the pi'ople!" Will this Comm issionei la* at all ■'Ubject to the intlinuii-e ol 
the peojiley Will the people havi* tin* right to lecall this ( ommissioner, 
if this Commissioner is found to be corrupt, b(*<‘ause W(* fiinl in our »‘Xp(*rien(*t} 
oi the last three and half years that it is big officers, responsible officers 
of the Congress Government, who have been corrupt, who have been (dieat- 
ing the public. Me find that it is the Government its(*lf, the (xingri'ss 
Government it.self, which i.s corrupt. Therefore, the only guarant«*e that 
we can lia\e to sf>c tluit we (an (heck coiruption in every administration 
is that the jicople h.i\e the riojit to r(*call tin* Commissiom*i oi‘ ( ouneilbus. 
We find that no such jiowers have been given to tin* peojile. ()n the 
contrary, as has been explained by Sj. Deven Sen and Sj. Cbaru Chandra 
Bbaiidari, the Commissioner is above all influence, — influence not only of 
the Co'uneillors but al.-o (d tin* ]K‘opb‘. He will be under the influence of 
Government; he will be apjiointed by the Governinent. I think that after 
the experience that we have had, nobody will have any confidence in such 
a Commissioner, or is it that the Hon’ble Chief Minister thinks that our 
Administrative cadre, the old I.C.S. cadre or the Indian AdministraLve 
Service cadre are above ijomiption, that nobody can say a word against 
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these people. Well, we hold a different opinion with regard to the Govern- 
jiieiit an(i its officers, because if the Government is corrupt it is imuoasible 
for officers not to be corrupt. 

Then come the provisions which have been cited by Dr. Eoy, i.e., so 
many standing committees will be appointed — Education Committee, 
Accounts Committee, Taxation Committee, Town Planning Committee and 
so on. I do not know what logic there is in saying that because such 
committees will be apjiointed therefore from now on there wdll not be any 
corruption inside the Corporation and we will have perfect town planning, 
and tlie Corjioration will be run along democratic lines; because even now 
such committees exist, but because of limited franchise, and because of 
the fact that certain individuals and groui)s liave made the Corporation into 
their own preserve tliat is why corrujdion has entered the Cor])oration. 1 
do not know how by a])])ointing some committees or extending the power 
of the committees you can get a Corporation of the type which the people 
want. Now as far as I have understood the Chief Minister’s logic it is 
this. Some peo])le — he does not name them, but I would name them — 
])eople like the Hon’ble Chief Minister and his friends — they have been 
responsible for all the ills of the Corporation. Now he says: “When we 
were inside the (Jorjjoration we had been corru])t, and now that we are 
inside the Government we have become like Caeser’s wife above corruption, 
above suspicion”. Therefore the Chief Minister says: give us the ]U)wer; 
let us ajjpoint the (Commissioner; let us have these committees, and we 
shall settle things. Unfortunately, Sir, 1 have been unable to follow this 
logic. On the contrary, T think that it is the same ]>eople who have dis- 
honoured the fair name of Bengal, who have betrayed the trust that has 
been reposed in them l»y the peo]>le, it is the same i)eople who are coming 
back to us and telling us that if the Government takes more ])Ower, if the 
Government has the right to supersede the Corporation then the Ckiriioratiou 
will be run along democratic lines. Well, after what we have seen for the 
last three and half years 1 am afraid that the people of West Bengal will 
not be satisfied with this logic. That is the first ]>oint. 

The second ])()int is that in any democratic country where there is the 
right of local self-government, the Government sees to it that these 
municipalities and corporations get more and more jiowers, hut this Govern- 
ment has come to the conclusion because of their own coiruption that if 
they can hold reins in their own hands of the whole administration of local 
self-government then corruption can be got rid of inside the municipalities 
and corporations. 

The last point which I would like to emjihasise is this, though this has 
already been mentioned by Sj. Deven Sen. Dr. Boy has referred to 
Bombay. 1 do not know liow far the Bombay Coriioration is corrupt or not 
corrujit, but 1 know this that there is adult tranchise in Bombay. Now 
again and again in this House we have mentioned this jioint about universal 
adult franchise. We have been told at length by the Hon’ble Chief 
Minister as to why it was not jiossible for the people to be enrolled and 
to have adult franchise for the Calcutta Corporation. But today when we 
were listening to him, he did not tell us why there is no provision in this 
particular Bill for adult franchise, because I should have thought that that 
is the only check on corruption and maladministration, that is, if the people, 
tlie people in general, have a ;voice in running the administration of the 
Corporation, the people have the right to vote — all the jieople not only 
certain tax-])uyers not only some people with educational qualifications, 
because it is the people in general who have to suffer if the Coriioration is 
corrupt and bad. Therefore the people are interested to know as to how 
file (uuncillors are going to run the (’orporation but the Hon ble the Chief 
Minister is silent on this point. I can understand his silence, because the 
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|?entleraen sitting o])posite are very afraid of deinocracv or afraid pi the 
people. Tlierefore today we find that they have to hold their meetings 
inside the Governor’s House, they have to hold their meetings inside their 
own houses, they have to talk to us over the railio. Tliey do not come 
near the people, because, as 1 said before, they are afraid of the people. 
That is probably why we find that the houses of the Hon’lile Ministers are 
surrounded, as also the houses of the Parliamentary Secretaries, by armed 
jiolice. They are guilty persons, guilty to the juniple as a whole am] proved 
guilty during the last -U years of their regime ami naturally the> would be 
afraid of democracy, afraid of the voice of the pt‘ople. Sir. this Bill is 
only a reft(‘ction of tlie Government's character. A (iovernmeut which is 
corrujit, which is undemorratic naturally, ha-' to introduci* a Bill which is 
also authoritarian ami devoid of any demm-ratic jirimojilcs. So, Sir, I say 
that not onl\ tins Bill in its prestuit f(»rm -'hcnild not have come to us 
and when it has come before us, 1 cannot but sugg’cst that it be circulated 
to the people for tlunr ojnnion, and nobod\ with any democratic stmse, I 
am sure, will vote for tlie Bill. At the same tiim‘ I feel. Sir, that, if this 
Bill goes for circulation to the peoj)le, the peoj)le themselves within a space 
of d weeks or one month will to a man vote against tin* provisions of this 
Jbll. fief them have the verdict of the peojile once more as tht‘\ ilid in 
the case of the I’nivcTsity Bill. In connection with the rniversity Bill. 

1 had suggested to the (iovernment that they do refer the Bill to the jieople, 
to the ptHiple with special interests and to those wlio are intt*reste<l in 
education. Similarly, Sir, 1 say now that the peojile as a whole ol Galcutta, 
na,\ of West Bengal are interested in this Jfil!, because it was tin- people ot 
ifeiigal, ] mean the peojile of united Bengal generally who fought and got 
the right of local self-government and it was a jiride for the jieojile of West 
Bengal when they got the powers from the Ifritish (jov(‘rnment rather by 
com])elling the British (Fovernimuit to give us this pouer and as such it is 
not a few members of the Select (amimittee alone who should havi' a say 
in this Bill, but let the people as a whole have their say and I am sure 
Dr. Roy and ins friends will get tlie verdict that they deserve. 

Mr, SPEAKER: It is now 7 i)’clock and so may 1 know if it is the 
ilesire of the House that wt‘ sliould proceed further. 

8J, JYOTI BASU : Sir, we do not wish to continue; let the Bill staml 
over till tlie m‘xt day. 

Mr. SPEAKER: If there be no other speaker, wv can fhii.sh it off. 
M :iy I know tlie views ot I joveniiiieiit uNoy 

Shaikh MOHAMAD RAFIQUE:' Sir. I like t<> 

The Hon’ble Or. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: We ran procccil a bit 
further. 

Mr, SPEAKER: Then let ns sit for half an hour more. 

Shaikh MOHAMAD RAFIQUE: Mr. Speaker, Sir, on the last occasion 
when tlie IIoiiTile the (Jhief Minister tfdd us that he would be bringing a 
comprehensive Bill we were gratified that it would he an improvement on 
tlie existing Calcutta Municipal Act. As a matter of fact I thoiiglit that 
the first impntvfmient will be in name of the Aet and we would have the 
Calcutta Corporation Act, PJol, in place of Calcutta Municii>al Act, 19')1. 
As goon as I reeeivi'd this Bill I was surprised to find that instead ol 
improvement the new Bill snatched aw'ay the little power that w'e have 
under the pre.sent Calcutta Munici[>al Act. Sir, the Calcutta Municipal 
Act of 1923 gave more freedom in municipal affairs. This Act was framed 
when Briti-^hers were our ma.sters. It was hoped then tliat when our 
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Nutiou-il (Tovornincnt cauic into existence we would liiive more powers, 
more freedom in municijial matters. It was an irony of fate, Sir, that it 
fell to the lot r)f Dr. Roy, the Chief Minister of the State of West Bengal, 
under the Indian Rej)uhlic to snatch away the little freedom that was given 
to us by the late Sir Surendra Nath Banerjee twenty-seven years back. 
I his Bill takes away all the powers ot independent action in municipal 
affairs i)rovided under the existing Act because the Government feels it 
should have control over the Cor])oration. I will show' from the Act of 1923 
that provisions are made lor a comjilete control by the Government over the 
(,orj)oration . It has jiower to com])el them to furnish statements, returns 
and estimates and to depute their owui officers to make inspection, examina- 
tion and also to ask them to com]>ly with the requisitions of the Govern- 
ment. Section 17 ot the Acts reads “It, on receipt of any document 
furnished under section lo or any report submitted under section U), the 
local (joyernment are of ojiinion that (« ) any of the duties imposed by or 
under this Act has not been periormed or has been jierformed in an 
imperfect, inefficient or unsuitable manner, or {h) adequate financial provi- 
sion has not been made lor the jierformance of any such duty, the local 
(government may, by w'ritten order, direct the Corporation within a period 
to be specified in the order — 

{i) to make arrangements to their satisfaction for the proj>er 
performance of the duties referred to in clause (r/), or to make 
financial provision to their satisfaction lor the performance of 
any such duty, as the case may be, or 

(it ) to show cause to the satisfaction of the local Government against 
the making of such arrangements or ]>rovisiou, as the case may 
be’'. 

Sir, from the above section of the Calcutta Municipal Act it will aiipear 
that they have already got ample pow'er under the existing Act and I see 
no reason why Government should now have a Commissioner who would 
not only be vested with ordinary powers but also with (‘xtraordinary powers 
w^hich are at present rested in the Corporation. A clause also contemplates 
sujiersession. Sir, w'e wanted more freedom in municipal matters. We 
also wanted that jmlitical influences should not interfere in the administra- 
tion of the (’alcutta (k>r]»orat ion. Much eaiiital lias been made of the fact 
that on account of corruption, bribery and mqiotism jirevailing in the 
Corjioration the same was sujier.seded. But who were the people, who were 
running the Coiporal ion at the turn* when corni])tion and bribery were 
rampant there H They wtui* tin* ]>eoj)h'» who were elected as Councillors of 
the (^uqioration on (’ongress tickets. They w'ere given nomination by the 
Congress on tin* recommendation of those who are sitting njiposite occupying 
the ministerial seats Sir, it is not that corru])tion has come into the 
(k)rporation during the last 3 years but it is there for the last Id years. It 
is tlu*re from the time when the (dmuTes^ captured the mavoraltx ol the 
Corporation. Those very people who elected the former Councillors of 
(hilcutta Corporation, will be electing the members to the State of West 
Bengal, as well us Councillors of Calcutta Corporation. Do you expect 
better result? Therefore there is no use providing safeguards in the new 
Act under the guise that they are meant for better administration whereas 
they are intended as a hold on the affairs of Calcutta Corporation. If you 
want to ren'iove corruption y^fu must educate the people so that they do not 
elect persons belonging to a jiarticular jiarty or group, but such person as 
will not indulge in corrupt practices. Sir, I feel that comparatively the 
administration of the Conioration is much better than that of the Govern- 
ment of West Bengal. Is not corruption, bribery and nepotism prevalent 
in all the dei>artment8 of the Government of West Bengal and should the 
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tjoverunient be superseded on that acocmut ^ It tlie present Bill is passed 
the supersession of tlie ralcutia (\>ri»oratiou will take j)laee if the Mon’ble 
Minister in char^’‘e of Local Self-Governiuent passes an ordei that he is 
satisfied that c(»iTU])tion is prevalent in the Corporation and a reference to 
the Legislature will not be necessary. But, Sir, tliat, is no permanent 
leinedy. 1 feel the new Act makes the Corjioration a department of the 
State of AVest Bim^al like the Health I).., laitmeiit or tht* A^nicult ui e 
J)e])artment of ( iovernment. It the (Jovernment intmids to take it over let 
tlitin take it over dii’ectly It is no us(‘ to have eie<'tt*d representatives to 
jierpetiiate all this sham sliow oi Irtvdom. It a])pt‘ars to me that this Act, 
if passed into law. nii^ht pvt* the present Ministers and the Con^n'ess Party 
jiower for some tune to conn*. The Con;.rress thinks that they will coin*' 
111 the next election in ^’•ood majorit\ and this instrument in their hands, 
the Corjioration oi Calcutta, \vill provide tht'in with iiiort* powt'r. But who 
knows that other peojile will not come into powj'i-y and if the\ diT tht'v will 
abuse this ver\ Act foi tht‘ir own purpose. Supposing the Con^rrt'ss is 
defeated in the next election in West Benpd and comes out victorious in 
the next election of Calcutta Corporation, what will be their fater' 
Immediately by one stroke of the pen the then (iovernment of Bengal will 
exercise these jiowers and the (Calcutta Corporation will be siipersi*ded, on 
tile very saim* ground that tlu'ie is bribery and corruption oi that they arc 
not satisfied with the administration of the Corjuuation. 1 would therefore 
suggest that the (’ori)oration of (''alcutta and the (iovernnu'nt of AV^est 
Bengal should be indepemleiit of tuich other as far as iiossibh* and that the 
Corporation of (’alcutta will have nothing to do with the (iovernment of 
A\>st Bengal and it should be left to perform its duties in an honest manner 
extirpating corruption, bribery or nepotism in the Corporation. Sir, this 
Bill gives all the powers to the Administrator. In the matter of appoint- 
ment it says there will be a committee of three of which one will be a 
representative of the State Public Service Commission, one will be a 
representative of Government and the third will be a represent ativt* of the 

(Corporation. So the Government wdll always have a majorit\ of two in a 

committee of three because the representative of the Ibiblic Scrvii'c (kmi- 
mission and that of the Government will be actuated the same motives. 

1 do not see why (he (jovernment should have a representative of their own 
in the selection of candidates lor appointment to the (’alcutta Corporation 
when the apjiointmeiit is to be made by Public Service (hunmission. There 
are very few posts of Ks. dl)() and over in the (Jorporation and all tlm 
appointments up to Ks. 31)0 will be made by this Administrator. That 

will be a good recruiting ground for the nominees of tbe (iovernment. 

This will also provide tin* Government with effective infiucnci* in the 
adiMini>traTii,n of tiie Coijioration of Cabulta. By allow ing the Govei n- 
inent to >upersede the ('or]>oiation we are just like tin* fish winch jumped 
fiom the frying jian into the fire. AATe ihouglit tliuf Government would 
give us some us(*ful measure wliich w'ill }»e a lasting iiioiiument of this 
Government of AA’^est Bengal before they (juit office. But wt* are greatly 
disappointed in that. Eoriner)\ there vv(?re Standing (kmimittei^s to which 
liic Corporation used to delegate pow'cr but under the new Act the Corpora- 
tion will have no sucb jiower. Tbe only power tlie (Jorporation would liavi^ 
w’ould be to see to tlie cleaiiline.ss of the squares, to see that tbe band is 
jiroperly jilayed in all tbe s([uares and that grants are made to cliaritable 
institutions. These are the only dutit's wdiich tbe Corpoiatiou shall bavt* 
for the time being wdiiJe ail other Inm^tions have lieen entnisti'rl to the 
adiiiiiiistr'aioi . koriiK^rly the Corporation was vested with all the jiowers 
and the Corjioration used to delegate those powers to tlie Standing (Com- 
mittees and the recomineiidatioiis of the Standing C’ommittei'H used to 
come up for confirmation to tlie (.’orporation. If there is corriqition and 
there is a body of honest Councillors then it is easier to find out the 
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culprits and take effective st^ps. But if it is a one-man show then it is 
difficuH to find out if there is corruption or nepotism. So it is necessary 
that there should l)e more men who would exercise supervision on the 
administration of a body like tlie Calcutta Corporation. 

Sir, previous si>eakers have referred to the qualification of voters. We 
find that the franchise is ]»ractically the .same as it used to be before. 

Sir, comin^^ to the constituencies, I find there is no plan by which 
people can find out how tlie.se constituencies in the city of Calcutta have 
been demarcated. 1 have j^one throu>»-h the plan of one of the constituencies, 
and I find that it consists of nothing but squares. I really fail to under- 
stand how many voters that constituency will have. (A voice: It will 
he a pocket borough.) As this measure is meant for the jieople of Calcutta, 
it is necessary, that we should get the ojiinion of the citizens of Calcutta 
il not on* other inatters at least on the question of demarcation of consti- 
tuencies. Jn this House of about 100 members Calcutta is represented by 
about (». As this measure concerns only the city of Calcutta, the citizens 
should have the right to give their opinion on this mea.siire. As the Bill 
will be introduced in August-September session it will not matter much, 
if a month’s time is allowed lor eliciting iiublic opinion. 

With regard to taxation and valuation. Sir, Dr. Roy has said that 
formerly the lands which were lying vacant were unju’oductive of any 
taxes and that they used to pay no taxes on account of their lying vacant. 

I think, Sir, he has been misinformed. A land uhiidi is lying vacant 
jiays half the share of owner taxes, but the moment it is occuiued or is 
stacked with some materials the tax ol the entire land has to be jiaid by 
the owner to the Corjioration. So anyway it is to the benefit of tlie 
(Corporation if the land is so occupied. But under this new Act all the 
lands on which there exists no construction, will have to jiay the taxes so 
long as construction is not made on them or it is not otherwise occupied. 
People may ask, why these lauds which are very costly are not constructed 
ujion when there is shortage of houses P Sir, thev are not constructed 
upon because the policy of the Government in the matter of release of 
building materials and in the matter of rent is such that it does not give 
any incentive to the owners ol the lands to construct houses. The moment 
a house is constructed and let out, the Rent Controller who is recruited 
from subordinate service — and (lod alone knows what his qualifications 
are — fixes a very low rent for that house, which does not bring a return 
of even 2 or d per cent, to the owner of the house. That is the reason 
why houses are not constructed by owners of land. The second difficulty 
is the non-availability of materials. People ajqily to the Consumers’ 
Goods Dejiartment ot the Government and their apjilications for steel, 
corrugated iron sheets and other materials lie pending from year to year. 
That is the reason wdiy the.se land.s are not being developed. AVe thought, 
that this Bill will be on the basis of the London County Council and 
lliere will be more jiower for the Mayor who will be tlie liOrd Mayor with 
the same pom]) and privilege as we see in liondon. We thought, a.s 
(\ilcutta was the second city of the Enijiire. that the Chief Minister wdll 
introduce .something novel, and elevate the prestige and imjiortaiice of the 
second city of the Einiiire but there has not been anything of that kind. 

Sir, the Bill is so very badly drafted that some of the clauses are 
meaningless. I would just ^ead one of the sections. The Chief Minister 
may enlighten us as to what is meant by that clause. Clause 57 says: 

' ‘Within fifteen days or two months after the receipt of any application 
made under rule 52 for permission to execute any work, or of any infor- 
mation or documents or further information or documents recjuired under 
this schedule, or within fifteen days or one month after the Commissioner 
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has been satisfied that there are no objections ” What does it 

mean? “Within fifteen days or two months” “within fifteen dafs or one 
month” — it must be either lo days or it must be one moiitli. What has 
happened is that in the ori^?inal section it was 15 days and perliai)s the 
Government intended to make it one month or two months ana they have 
put those words, but, the Bill has been so hurriedly drafted that many 
words have been repeated makinp* the clauses meaningless carrying no 
sense. 

Now, Sir, I come to the system of assessment. This Bill juovides that 
buildings should be assessed j>eriodically. At the same time, the Com- 
missioner, if he is satisfied that a building is under-assess(Mi, can assess 
it any time he wants. But. Sir, there is no provision that the assessment 
of a building which is over-assessed can also be revised. I'nder the Act 
assessment is fixed for a period of six years. It is fair and eipiitable that 
the Commissioner, wdio is authorised to increase and enhance the assess- 
ment, should also be authorised to reduce the assessment if he is 

>atisfied that the rent or valuation of a properly has gone down. There 

is no such jirovision and the door for reduction is shut. 

Sir, 13r. Hoy said “We have made a new provision for giving discount 
to the peo])le who make payment in time*'. He has suggested pco' 

(•(‘lit. when'as he Nays that it the taxes are not ])aid in time, til |»er cent, 

interest wdll be charged. I feel that the rebate which 'the (lovernmeiit 
should allow to those 'who pay their taxes in time should be the same as 
that allowed by the Calcutta Electric Supply Co. because that will induce 
j>eople to make payment in time. If the Government feel that a higher 
lebate will reduce their income, they might enhance the rate of taxation, 
but, the rebate should be such as might j»rove to be an incentive lor the 
people to pay their taxes in time. 

There is another fact. Sir, which, I think, the Government did not 
consider and that is the rebate to those who have their own tube-wells 
and rebate to those who have their own septic tanks. A uniform system 
of assessment and valuation has been provided in this Hill. City of 
Calcutta under this Bill wull include the adjoining areas also, but, Sir, in 
East ('alcutta and North (Julcutta we have not got a perfect system for 
carrying night-soil. We have not got good roads. We have not got. 
water-su{>j»l\ . One mile from Sealdah — on the eastern side of Calcutta — 
peojile do not get even drinking waiter. They still drink tank W'ater, but 
the rate of taxation is the same for them. It is not only shameful but 
disgraceful that the Corporation should tax these poor jieople to the same 
(line as peojile living in Chownnghee or near the house of the Chief 
Minister. They have got no sanitary privy, they have got no system of 
water-supply and yet the percentage of taxes they have to pay is the same 
as that of the other peojde. Sir, in this Bill jirovision should be made for 
taxation at lower rates lor those who are not provided with drainage and 
connected Jirivi , those who have got no unfiltered water and filtered wat(*r, 
and w’ho do not enjoy municijial aiiKUiilies of lite. 

Sir. with regard to the lebate over the consolidated rate, formerly a 
deduction of d(J per cent, wdiich included 10 per cent, for rejiairs, 10 jkt 
cent, for vacancies and 10 per cent, for payment of both shares of taxes 
used to be given. In the pre.sent Bill only 10 per cent, is jirovided for 

repairs. If Government is anxious that taxes should he paid in respect of 

a property, suiely they should make jirovisiou for such rehate as the owmers 
are entitled to and which would prove an incentive to the owners or the 

0 (‘cupiers of the jiremises, I think. Sir, 10 per cent, for payment of taxes 

should be provided and also 10 per cent, for vacancies. If an entire bouse 
becomes vacant, the Corporation can be informed and vacancy claimed but 
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iliere are big houses with 40 to oO flats in them and if 5 or 10 flats fall 
vacant the owner will lose that much of taxation which falls on the vacant 
portion. So, some aiTangeiiienl should be juovided to give rebate to such 
owners or there should be a section in the Bill which would entitle the 
owner to claim sejiaraie numbers fojr each of the flats. If separate numbers 
lor each ol the flats are given, they can ask for remission of taxes on such 
portions as fall vacant. Claim foi- vacancy of a portion becomes very 
ditliciilt in premises which bear only one number. Either se]iarate numheis 
^hould be allowed or 10 per cent, reliate lie allowed for vacancy. 

Sir, in the matter of assessment of a projierty which is used for residential 
purposes, no iierceiitage of depreciation is jirovided in the Bill. The Bill 
sa.\s that in th(‘ matter of as.sessment the present value of the land will 
be taken into consideration and such dejireciation as in the ojiinion of the 
('ommissiouer is fair will be allowed. Sir, as 1 said before, this assessment 
is for a jieriod of six years and the value of the land may vary year to year. 
There is no provision for reduction and also there is no provision for a 
percentage of depreciation on the cost of the building. 

Sir, the Bill j)rovides foi rebate* on lift only but does not say if theie 
would be any rebate in case the building is fitted with electric pumps, or 
air-conditioning plant. 

Mr. SPEAKER! Mr. Rafique, I think you need not go into details. 

Shaikh MOHAMAD RAFIQUE: I am going into details for the reason 
that the Government rushes so fast during the period of the consideration 
of a Bill that we never have a chance to tell tliem what we want to say. 
Sir, I make this submission so that the Select Committee or the Govern- 
ment may consider them. As I said, I was making the request to you that 
Government might consider that in case they do not agree to the circulation 
of this Bill, at least they would consider the suggestions which 1 am making 
and perhaps good sense would prevail on them to accept them. 

Sir, I was saying, provision should be made in the Bill to give relief 
in assessment and valuation where electric pumps, geysers, bath tubs, 
electric and gas stoves are ])rovided. Government j)erhaps do not kno\s 
that modern buildings are now installing air-conditioning plants and they 
would ask for relief if a building is fitted with air-conditioning jilant. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: May I suggest to 
Mr. Rafique for his consideration that when tlie Select Committee sits, he 
can come in as an expert and give the benefit of his knowledge and 
experience to the Select Committee. 

Shaikh MOHAMAD RAFIQUE: Sir, 1 shall take another Id minutes 
and finish my speech. 

Mr. SPEAKER: All right; please go on. 

Shaikh MOHAMAD RAFIQUE: Sir, Government should also provide 
that air-conditioning plant, geyser and eleclric stoves should be given 
rebate in the matter of valuation. 

The notice intimating the valuation of a premis(*s is not properly served. 
Though the address of the owner of the jiremises is recorded, the notice of 
valuation is left on the jiremises in the hands of those who are not interested. 
The result is that the tax is igssessed and the party gets no opportunity to 
put in an a]>i)eal for rehearing for which time-limit is fixed at 15 days. I 
would suggest that the Act should provide that notice should be served 
by registered letter in order to ensure that the party gets notice in time to 
apply for revision or rehearing of his objection. 
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Coming to the assessment of huts, I find, Sir, that tlie owner of the 
land is made liable to pay both the taxes of the hut and the land. Sir, a 
land may be 10 cottahs for which the owner of tlie land is paid Rs. 80 only 
whereas the hut which is constructed on the land fetches Rs. 200 to Rs. 300 
per montli. The portion of tax which falls on the owmer of the land would 
be only about Rs. 8; whereas the hut-owner’s portion will be about Rs. 80 
to Rs. 85. The Act makes the owner of the land liable for the entire 
amount of taxes, ^^’hereas in the case ot a pucca structure the owner and 
the occupier are separately liable for the lax. The hut clianges hands and 
the result is that the owner of the land has to pay a huge sum of mom'V 
by way of taxation. I would sugg(‘st that (lovtu'unieiit should make ]>rovi- 
sion in the Bill for the payment ol the taxes of land and the hut separately. 
And if the owner of the l]ut does not pay his share ot tax, he should be ludd 
liable and his hut should be attached.

(.5)mm]ssionei' to change his valuation (‘very month, till tin* valuation is 
finally decnh'd.

are in acute distress owing to lack of employment, institutions in West 
I^ngal which suffered loss during 1942 movement for disturbances, occupa- 
tion, or confiscation as a result of official action. The applicants in cate- 
gories A and B and families referred to in category 0 must be in distress 
and not in a position to have their subsistence without aid from Govern- 
ment. The applicants in category A must be maimed and disabled. The 
applicants in category B must have suffered imprisonment or detention or 
internment for at least five years. The applicants in category 0 must 
represent the claims of those politiixil sufferers who must have been persona 
who were hanged or killed in course of struggle or ditul outside the jail on 
account of distress. 

Fortunately for u.s in the Government tin* nHunbors of the Cabinet 
(Committee have been themselves in jail for decades and more, and they 
happened to know most of the cases imrsonally themselves and, in addition, 
they have been told by persons who know who el.se are the sufferers and 
have informed the Government almut them.

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY; On the recximmcndation 
of His Excellency the Governor I beg to move that a sum of Rs. 4,11,000 
be granted for expenditure under Gmnt No, d2, Major Head: 5f> — 
Stationery and rrinting, during the current year. 

The reason for the increase over the anticipated expenditure is as 
follows: The rate of supply of water mark plain paper during the last 
year was 13 anna.s per pound whereas the amount that was put down iu 
our Budget Estimate was calculated on the l>asis of 10 annas 0 pies per lb. 
Orders for the supply of paper are, according to the existing arrangement, 
placed on the mills by the Controller of Stationery and Printing, New Delhi, 
through the Central Stationery Office at Calcutta, and naturally we have 
no choice as regards the type of paper or the source from which the paper 
is to be pxirchased. We have only to inform them of our requirements. 
The hills for supply are submitted by the mills direct to the Controller of 
Stationery and Printing, New Delhi, who raises the debit against us in 
their books. No information regarding the increase in the rate of supply 
wxks available to us at the time we prepared the Budget Estimate*

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So far as the West Bengal Government Press is concerned the original 
grant was Rs. 75,000 on account of house rent and other allowances. In the 
revised estimate it was raised to Rs. 88,000 and the excess amount of 
Rs. 13,000 includes a sum of Rs. 3,000 being an increase in the house rent 
allowance payable to the emploi^ees there consequent upon their getting 
higher rates of pay sanctioned under the West Bengal Government Services 
(Revision of Pay) Rules, and Rs. 10,000 payable as compensatory allowance 
admissible to the employees under the said rules and adjustable to the above 
head. Against the grant of Rs. 3,50,000 for the whole year in respect of 
dearness allowance, the actual requirement has been Rs. 4,00,000 under this 
head.

8]. DEBENDRA NATH SEN: Mr. Speaker, Sir, one important 
question arises while discussing this Supplementary Estimate and tliat is, 
should the Hon’ble Minister come forward before us in a Supplementary 
Estimate with a demand for a very huge sum ot money or should he not 
do so. IxH)kiiig into the whole Supplementary Estimate, I find that the 
total money demanded for sanction of thi.s House is Rs. 24U lakhs, out at 
that about Rs. 92 lakhs, i.e., a crore is being demanded by the llon’ble 
Minister while moving his motion and what for this sum is being demanded? 
This sum is being demanded for meeting losses incurred on supply of food- 
stuffs at concession rates. Let us look at the original budget. In the estimate 
for 1950-51, the loss that was to he incurred was estimated at Rs. 54 lakhs, 
in the revised estimate it has come to Rs. 151 lakhs, i.e., three times the 
original estimate, and again this department asks this House to grant 
another crore of rupees for meeting the loss incurred so that the total money 
to be paid to this dep^irtment for the loss incurred would come to about 
Rs. 240 lakhs. That is to say, out of a total amount of money, more than 
half will have to go for meeting this loss and for that no proper estimate 
was placed before this House by the Hon’ble Minister. Either bis depart- 
ment does not know bow* to make estimate or there is some corruption 
there so that whatever is the sanction he cannot keep within that and 
that is tt very serious matte^T Sir. 

There is another point. In the explanation given we find that out of 
Rs. 92 lakhs Rs. 62 lakhs is required to cover the Joss on accx}unt of supply 
of foodstuff's for the year 1949-50. That is also another fundaments^ 
question which I want to place through you before this House. Skmld this 
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practice, that a loss incurred in 1949-50 is to be oarriod over to tba next 
year, be allowed? Then again we do not know what loas will b^ carried 
over on this year’s account to the next year. Already we have paid 
Rs. 240 lakhs, yet we do not know how much more loss we will have to 
incur. This is a very undesirable thing and the House should consider 
this question before passing this item.

These are routine advances required for Govern- 
ment work, and no interest is charged.

(0 If tlie answer to {a) is in the negative, wull the Government consider 
the desirability of appointing a non-official enquiry into the allegations in 
order to find out the truth ? 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: {a){i) and (ii) These 
prisoners were coiitined in tlie Duin Duin (’-entral Jail on the dates in (lues- 
tion. They have since been relea>e<l, but they never complained to the 
Superintendent alnuit any oase oi 4issault on them. <ilt hough they met him 
frequently. There is nothing on record show tluit they were ever beaten 
in jail. 

{ill) When the De^iuty Inspector-General of Prisons visited I>uin Ihim 
Jail on doth June, 1950, these prisoners complaineil to him of having been 
assaulted. The Dejmty Inspector-General held an immediate, enquiry on the 
sjKjt and It traiiNpiied that on 21st June, 1950, when these prisoners were 
l>eing escorted to court, thc> broke the file and were loitering at the Jail 
gate where a laigr numhei of court-going prisomo's liad gathered. The 
attending Police Officer forced them to sit in their appropriate places on the 
elevated masonry jilatform on the corridor of the Jail gate. The allegation 
of these prisoners having been “mercilessly beaten” is untrue. There was 
no incident on 19th June, 1950. 

( 7 c) There was a scuffle l)etween these prisoners and another on the one 
hand and tiire^* otlier con^icts including one convict overseer on the other at 
lock-up time over the distribution of blankets. Two of the said prisoners 
had collected d blankets each against the fixed scale of 2 and on the demand 
of the convict overseer for the return of the third blanket the scuffle ensued. 
But on the intervention of the patrol on duty the matter did not proceed 
further. As the j)risouers concerned w'ere repentant, no action was taken 
against any of them. ^ 

{h) (?) As stated in the answers given above, in none of the instances 
mentioned in the (juestion was any prisoner “mercilessly l)eaten”. There 
are, therefore, no steps to be taken by Government to prevent the recurrence 
of incidents such as those mentioned in the question, inasmuch as such inci- 
dents never took place. As regards incidents which actually occurred and 
have been described above, if j)ri.soners deliberately broke Jail rules and 
regulations tlie Jail staff would be failing in their duties if they did not take 
steps to enforce these. Similarly, it is not possible for the Jail authorities 
to know beforehand when two lots of prisoners are going to start a fight, 
hut as soon as any such scuffle begins the Jail staff have to take all necessary 
steps to (iuell the disturbance. 

(ii) There is no question of punishing any officer as no officer was guilty 
of any offence. 

(c) None of these incidents is in the opinion of Government serious enough 
to merit the appointment of a non-official enquiry committee. 
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8], JYOTI BA8U: With regard to the answers given— all the answers

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: “Forced” means forced 
but not “heating”; tl^p two words are distinct. 

JYOTI BA8U: Will the Hon’hle Minister he pleased to state if he 
is aware that the convict overseer mentioned in answer {a)(iv) is a 
favourite of the jail authorities? 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY; I have no information.

It i.s only said . if prisoners deliberat<‘lv broke 
jail rules and regulations the jail staff' would be failing in their duties if 
thcv did not t^ike stejis to enforce these”. The jirevious answer says that 
thf‘ allegat ions thai they were “iiiercilessl\ beaten” is untrue. 1 cannot 
say anything more.

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Ilanerjee, I have read the editorial. As a matter 
of’ fact tile editorial came to my notice before but I did not carefully read it 
at tliat time. However I have now r<*ad it very carefully and I need not 
say here what action J have taken about it. I tliink it is a reflection on the 
Chair. Our convention is that as soon as a member, to whichever party 
he may belong, becomes the Speaker he becomes a neutral man. As e 
matter of faid I have not attended any party meeting of the Congress Party 
after my assumption of office as Speaker. Honourable members of the 
Opposition know it also that I refused to take part in the deliberation of 
the party meetings. 

The second (iiiestion is that tlie Speaker is elected by the House itself. 
He represents tne power, the dignity, the prestige and the privilege of 
the entire House. Naturally any reflection upon the Chair in the House 
or outside is regarded as a breach of privileges of the House. Under the 
oirciimstances what I take objection to is that while the editorial counts 
the members who are supporters of Government as torch-bearers — 
jhanda Imrdars — or whatever wu may call it — they have included the 
Speaker in it and that is a reflection upon the Chair and it is a breach of 
the privilege of the House. The other day while an honourable member 
was alluding to the Speaker’s partiality I had to pull him up. I am quite 
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positive that there cjannot be any difference on this point that so far as the 
Chair is concerned no reflection whatsoever is permitted by practice, 
convention and the rules of the House. On the last occasion I «r6ad out 
from May’s Parliamentary Practice the constitutional position of the Chair. 
I think I would do well to repeat it once more for the information of the 
members of the House as well as for the public outside. It s<i\s “The 
Sj)eaker of the House of Commons is a reprensaiive of the House itself, in 
its powers, proceedin<rs and dij^nity. Reflections ujK)n the cliaracter or 
actions of the Speaker may be punishable as breaches of privileges. 
Confidence in the imixirtiality of the Speaker is an indispensable c'onditiou 
of the successful working of the procedure and tliere are many coinentions 
which have, as their object, not only to ensure the imjxirtiality 
of the Speaker but also to ensure that his impartiality is not 
questioned”. The Sj)eaker is not entitled to vote in the House except when 
there is a tie. The S]»eaker then casts his vote and even with regard to 
casting of vote there are definite conventions as to how the Sj)eaker is to cast 
his vote. In tlie circumstances I am ijuite ])ositive lhat such reflections 
cannot be })as>ed again.^t tin* .Speaker In all probability the full implica- 
tidiis have not been pro])erly ap])r(‘ciated and 1 do hope that this should 
be pro])erl3' appreciated. This is the first occasion when 1 have noticed 
that such a reflection i'' cast on the Chair and I do ho])e that tliose who are 
responsible lor its pnhlication will con'sidei’ the matter and make such 
amends as should he done in such cir(‘umstaiict‘s. 

With regard to tlie jiosition of th(‘ ])ci)uty S]»cakcr. I should i»oint out 
to you one tiling. He is not, in the same position as the Sjieaker, hecau.se 
he is not a wlioletime otiiccr of th(‘ lloust*. He takes part no doulit in the 
jjroccedings ot the House as well as m the party meetings and he also vott's. 
Then* one thing uhieh ou^ht to hi* rcmemlx'ri'd about him and that lie is 
not ajipointed b\ tin* (roM^rnmi'iit hut he is cleited by the House Tliere- 
fore 1 do not think that the l)(*put\ .Speaker should bi* described in tlie 
wa\ he has been deserilied. However, 1 do not want to taki* an\ furtber 
stejts in the matter ))(*rause this is the first instance and I do hojie that 
tlic jiress concerned will m'c the advisability of talcing ajiprnjiriate sti'jis so 
tliat the privilege of the House is not in any wa\ imjiaireil. That is all I 
can say about thi.^ matter.

GOVERNMENT BILLS. 

The West Bengal Appropriation (No. 2) Bill, 1951. 

The Hon»ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY; Sir, I beg to introdm^ 
the West Bengal Apjinqiriation (No. 2) Bill, 1951. 

(The Secretary then read the short title of the Bill.) 
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The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, I beg io move that 
the West Bengal Appropriation (No. 2) Bill, 1951, be taken into 
consideration. 

Sir, prior to tlie introduction of the new Constitution all grants, as I 
have mentioned before, including supplementary grants voted by the 
Assembly for a financial year together with all items of charged expenditure 
were included in a schedule which was authenticated by the Governor by 
his signature and then laid before the Assembly. The schedule provided 
the necessary authority to meet the expenditure. Under section 266(5) 
of the Constitution of India no money can be appropriated except in 
accordance with a Law jKissed under Article 204. In this case the Bill 
merely proposes to appropriate money to make good the supplementary 
grants already sfinctioned by the House. The Constitution accordingly 
provides that no amendment shall be proposed to the Bill. The total 
demand proposed to be appropriated in this Bill for expenditure of 
1950-51 is Rs. 2, 40, d6, 000. This amount includes Rs. 11,97,000 on account 
of (diarged expenditure. The details of the Bill will appear in the schedule 
of the Bill. 

With these words I commend my motion to the acceptance of the 
House.

8haikh MOHAMAD RAFIQUE: Mr. Speaker, Sir, 

8J. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: On a matter of privilege, Sir. We are 
grateful to you for the reference you have given. We are all 
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©onvinced that on a certain matter you maj' naturally feel oflfeiuled if onv 
paper has written anything wrong. AVe are quite in the dark ilithough 
we have the right to know the mutter. But when you have tx)me to a 
oonclusion, we agree with you. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Biinerjee, when a member has alre<td> risen in 
Lis seat, you should wait until lie finishes. The procedure is that when a 
member is sfH*aking, if there is anything on a point of order or of privilege, 
then only you can rise, otherwise not. 

Shaikh MOHAMAD RAFIQUE: W ith \our })ermission, Sir, I will 
resume my observations on the (Jiilcutta MunieijKil Hill. 

There could not have been a more cruel joke than that of taking advan- 
tage of public opinion which wanted extirpation ot cornijition and bribery 
in the Corjioration of C'alcutta; the Government not only sui)erst‘ded the (\ir- 
[loratioii foi a jiretty good period but now intends to change the entire basis 
of the Municipal Act of 1923 which conferred some nuMsure of friHulom in 
municipal affairs of the city. For the purpose* of better distribution of 
patronage, it contemplatc's to provide three tmmieijxil <uithorili(‘s. The first 
authority shall consist of 81 elected members, the second autliority shall 
oonsist of one Fuhrer and the third authorit\ shall consist of 12 members. 
AVhereas in terms of modern democratic principles and also in accordance 
wiili utterances of those who are in charge of the Government of the 
country today more {Kiwers in municipal matters should lx* (*onferr(*d on 
the selected rejireseniatives of the peojilo, the Government of the St4it(* feels 
tluit all power sliould be gi\en to a single individual wlio under this Act 
will be called an Administrat4»r. If one wants to see a picture 4)f the 
coiistil lit ion of a fascist admiinst mtion, let him look into the new Municinal 
Bill. This Administrator shall he appointed h,\ the Govi'rninont and his 
removal will also depend on the sweet will of the Government. What 
surprises me is the short term of this J'’uhr(*r, lie is supjHised to he there 
for onl\ three years. Why? Are there many candidates tor this jxisi who 
are to be given chances one after another or does renewal of his term of 
office depend ou the servile obedience to the llon’hle iMinister in charge of 
Local Self-Government ? 

Ev(*n thf* Iloii’hle Chief Minister when he was in Ihi* Corixiralion of 
Calcutta had expressed the opinion on more than one occasion that for the 
better administmtioii of (Corporation of Calcutta tlie (Chief Executive Officer 
should he assured of stability 4)f his aj)jM»inim(*nt . The apjioint m(*nt of the 
Chief Executi\e Officer tor a peraxl of fi\e was not deemed U) be 

sufficienl to warrant independent exerri.se of his judgment in niunieifxal 
matters. An offiiei, no matter how much (jualified he ma,v he, unless he is 
assured of perinaiieney of tenure of office, is Iwiuiid to show weakness k) 
his apjxiiiitiug authority. Ills intellectual integrity is reduced to commer- 
cial morality and the nearer he approaches the end of his term, the more 
adaptable and conscious he becomes of the pregnant hints of those who 
appoint him. Be.sides this, an officer apiminted for a period of three years 
will take at least a yeiir to understand the working of the different depart- 
ments oi the Calcutta (kjrporation. lie will see to the proper working of 
the administration in the .second year and the third year he will devote in 
dancing attendance at the houses of the appointing authorities. The 
Administrator or Chief Executive Officer — call him by wlmtever mime you 
like— should be appointed for a period of at least ten years and should be 
removable by the two-third.s votes of the members pre.sent at that meeting 
and his removal shall l>e decided at a special meeting called for that purpose. 

The soul of the greiit Iwder Sir Surendra Nath Banerjee who was 
responsible for conferring wide powers on the elected representatives of the 
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pei)ple in municipal affairs must be convulsing in aprony to see his good 
work indtikited by those who by fretik of fortune have been placed at the 
head of the Ooveriiment. What an irony of fate that those who during the 
British regime clamoured for more power tor the people are themselves 
denying power to the people’s representatives in a self-governing 
institution. 

Now, all the powers shall vest with the Administrator while the elected 
representatives shall perform the duties and functions as provided in clause 
25 of the Bill. Clause 25 says that the Corporation Councillors shall see to 
the phinting and preservation of trees on public streets and public places. 
They shall see to the laying out and maintenance of squares, gardens and 
play-grounds and to the supplying and maintenance of equipments for 
games in play-grounds. Sir, that is the duty which will be assigned to the 
new elected (Vjuncillors of the Calcutta Corporation. 

Sir, even these small functions are looked with suspicion by the 
Government. It is afraid that those who are given these powers might 
use them U) o\erthrow the Ministry 4Uid in their anxiety to have a permanent 
hold on the Cori>oration, a clause for the supersession of the Corporation 
has been inserted. 

Sir, se(’tians 14 to 19 of the present Calcutta Municipal Act provide 
ample power to the Government to requisition any information records or 
compel the Corporation to take action in any nmtter to the satisbiction of 
the Government. In the face of so iminy of the lifeguards, why is it 
deemed necessary to insert clauses empowering Government to supersede 
the Corporation without the sanction of the JiCgislature The insertion of 
these cliiuses seems suspicious. Corruption and bribery can be eliminated 
by educating the people and taking stern measures against the guilty 
persons, but what iiction can you take against a master who himself becomes 
a thief F Have we been able to (dieck or stop corruj^ion in the administra- 
tion of the country? Jeep scandal is fidlowed by fertiliser scandal and 
ammunition scandal resulting in losses — not of thousands but of crores. 
Corruption and bril>ery will ce<ise with improvement in the economic condi- 
tions of the jieople. It is ramjuint from top to bottom and those who are 
entrusted with the duty to curb it are as much guilty of it as those who 
practise it and accept it. So, Sir, the measure to restrict freedom in 
municijial matters will not help the Government in checking corruption and 
bribery . 

The Government may proclaim at the top of their voice that the clause 
for sujiersession of the Calcutta! Coi'jHiration is meant for better admini'^- 
tration but ever\one knows, except those whose upper portion of the brain 
has been emptied by a slow process of passive obedience to piirty decision, 
that this clause is onl> a political we<ii>oii to be used to further political 
ambitions of those who are in power today. Wlio knows that this provision 
may not act like a iHiomerang? 

Whereas great lalvour has been taken by the Government in slashing 
those sections of the Municipal Act wliich conferred some powers on the 
people’s representatives, no action has been taken to amend other sections 
of the Act. The Government has failed to suggest additional avenues 
of income to the municipal aut^rities. 

It is true that the limit of maximum imposition of rates has been raised 
from 2d {Hir cent, to per cent., but the budget estimate of the Calcutta 
CorfKiration for 1951-52 must hove stunned those who understand municipal 
finance. In spite of the fact that revenue receipts are estimated to be 
a crore above the last year, the closing balance will be about Rs. 7 lakhs. 
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Under Ihe present Act, a statutory balance of Rs. 6 lakhs lios to be kept 
while the new Bill con templates a closing Iwhince of Bs. 12 lakhs. The 
estimates are Imsed on valuation of land and hnildin^* of the city. Many 
thousiuids of coses are ponding* hearing; Indore the Ooiirt of Small Cause.s and 
the ie\i>ion of the lii'^h valuation will comjiletely shatter the financial 
equilihrium of the Corporation. Raising of the profession tax on th^ 
Astrologer from Rs. 10 to Rs. lo or the dog tax U) Rs. 50 or doubling the 
slaughtering fee of eows will not bring niiudi. Cow-slaughtering is going 
to be abolished and a former Chief Executive Officer bus already threatenoi 
to change the residential address of the dog to places outside the city. 

Eor many many ye;irs the Corporation of Calcutta have been preferring 
its claim toward the entire proceed of motor car tax and amusement taix. 
ClainiN wen* made tor ^nb^tantIaI et)ntribut ion from amusiMiient tax and if 
I remember aright. Dr. Roy was also a ixart\ to that claim. But at that 
time ditferent jieople were in charge of the (jovernment. AVhat was good 
then 1 " had now. Willi the jiresent source of income, 1 fear the financial 
stahilits of CaUnitta ('oijHUxit ion is luit ensured and whetlier there is super- 
session or not the wlude finaiu'ial ^tiiieture will e(dlaps(‘ in 10 years’ time. 

It is for this reason that I am suggesting circulation of the Bill so that 
we may have full c-o-ojieration of the citizens in all mwisnres which we intend 
to adojn for the improvement of tlie financial condition of the Cor|M)ration. 

I have. Sir, alre^idy suggested on the last occasion tliai the system of 
assessmi'iit has to hc^ revised. Botli in case of purva stnieture and hustee, 
owneis Olid occiqiiers should he .sejMirately held resiHinsihle for ]>aymeut of 
their shaie of faxes and substantial rehat<\s will have to he given for prompt 
payment. The Calcutta Electric Supply Ckirporation allow half an anna 
rebate on every d annas and the Rost and Telegraph Department allows 
()J jier cent, reliate on telephone bills. Provisions will have to he made for 
oompuhsory in-vision of assessment wlien the valuation of the property has. 
enhiiiieed or gone down. The Corporation should also liave diffei’ent per- 
centage for imposition of consolidated rates for different wards. AVards which 
are mu de\<loi)ed and which do not enjoy all the amenities which the 
CorjHJi at ion is supposed to [irovide should not he <*ompelled to pay 22 per 
(^ent. on annual valuation and many of Die wwirds in the city have no drainage 
svsteni. unfiller waUTinain and .siiliicient sujiply of filter wat(*r. Snlistaiitial 
I’eliel should In* gixeii to those who inshil septic tank or tube-wells in the 
premises. Sciiedule X\I whuh deals with tlie building construction will 
have t(i lie diastically altered. 1 find jiractically im (liaiige in the building 
rules hamed 27 > ear’s ago. The very same rules in Die matter of buildings, 
hut, sanitation lane been reproduced. Many new’ sky scrajiers Imve been 
const 111(1(^1 These are fine Innldings and a<ld mn(‘li to the })eaiit_\ of the 
city hut iKjt oi'c of them conform^ l-o the building rules; .still the buildings 
were constructed duiinf* the last three years wdien the Government wu^re in 
(diarge "f tlie Cnipio'ation of Calcutta, flow Perhaps the Hon’lile (’hief 
Alinister may he able to throw liglit on it. Tlie (JorjKiration has ample jmwer 
to stoj) the construction h> posting jxdice offi(‘ers, hut nothing was done. 
All tlie ^ame Diese are fine buildings and we want such buildings to lessen 
hou.se shortage. The rules in Schedule XVI wdll not help us. Clause 3 
will ha\c to lie changed to provide an angle of fnC in place of the old angle 
of 45C It is quite fwissible that the Chief Mini.ster and the Ifou’ble 
Minister m charge of the Bill may not under.sland the implication and the 
notion these angles convey but if they read the j^peeches and take ailvioe of 
the people who are experienced in building rules, perliaps they might be 
indiued to provide liberal building rules. 

Sir, the pmir man wdll have to be given relief in the construction of a 
house of his owm. Rule 23 of Section XVI provides construction on only 
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J of the area. This was possible when there was ample land and plenty 
to spare, This has to be replaced by f if more houses and more accom- 
modation is the object of tne Government. All the rules need drastic 
changes. Surely it is not the intention of the Government to pass a 
defective and incomplete legislation. 

I want the Gk)vernment, Sir, to consider dispassionately my suggestion 
and circulate the Bill for eliciting public opinion and not to reject it simply 
because it has come from one who does not belong to their group. The 
Gbrporation has not as yet started preparation of electoral roll. Election 
will be held in March, 1952. There is ample time to circulate the Bill and 
after public opinion and public reaction has been assessed the Select Com- 
mittee may send its recommendation to this House. 

With these words I commend my amendment to the House.

Mr, SPEAKER: Mr. Banerjee, I wish to soy that on various occasions 
members rise on points of privilege which are really no points of privilege, 
A point of privilege is a matter of great importance. Those matters which 
have got concern with the administrative side of the Assembly Department 
need not be referred to in the House itself. I think the things which are 
within the purview of the Legislative Assembly Depjirtment should be 
communicated either to the Speaker or to the Secretary, and necessary 
arrangements could be made about them, but they are not questions of 
privilege, and the time of the House should not be taken witn regard to 
such matters. 

The next question which the honourable memlier has raised is about 
what the Chief Minister stated on a previous occasion. I admit that the 
mentioning of an Ordinance or the intention to promulgate an Ordinance, 
while the session is going on, is not a desirable thing, because Ordinance is 
always passed wlien the House is not in session, and it should he regarded 
as something of a breijuli of privilege while the Hou.se is in session. The 
circumstances in which it was mentioned while the House was going on 
were that a Bill oould not be made re<ady and ixas.sed. But it must be 
remembered that wliile the House is in session no mention of any intention 
to promulgate an Ordinance should be made in the House. 

With regard to accommodation, we are already in communication with 
the Government, because the Legi.slative Defuirtment is iilready occupying 
a large portion of this building. We are liaving oonsultation with the 
Government to remove tliem to other qiuirtera and allow us the major 
portion of the building to be allotted for the convenience of the members. 

With regtird to a non-official day, certainly the members of the 
Opposition are entitled to have a noii-ojSicial day, and so far as I am aware 
Government will not interfere in the allotment of a non-official day. I 
will be in touch with the Government just now in the recess and will let 
the members know how the matter stanos. Of course, that is a question of 
privilege, and members are entitled to have a non-official day. 

I think that disposes of all the points raised by Mr. Banerjee. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, may I rise on a 
point of personal explanation? It was only in onler to show that I was 
serious with regard to the ap{)ointment of n Tribunal— I also mentioned 
that I had difficulties with my I^aw Officer who said that under the 
present law it was not possible for us to appoint any other officers but 
those mentioned in the Act itself to investigate into the affairs of the 
particular matter regarding tax— that I incidentally mentioned that if 
necessary it would be done by an Ordinance because there was no time for 
us to formulate a Bill, intro<luce and pa.ss it during this session. That 
is why I mentioned it. It was not to cause disrespect to the Assembly: it 
was only to show my sincerity and honesty of purpose on this occasion that 
I mentioned the word “Ordinance”. 

8J. SiBNATH BANERJEE: I fully appreciate what the Ohief 
Minister 'said and also what you ^said but I want just to mention this that, 
if we had really a Committee of Privileges functioning, inost of the things 
could be referred to that Committee instead of either ^ing to you or the 
Secretary or the Chief Minister. Anyway I have finished with xny list of 
privileges.

Alleged arrest of a member of the House. 

8|i DEBENDRA NATH 8EN: An honourable member of this House 
has just been arrested as he was coming to this place and not only that, 
several other important leaders of Bengal are also under arrest ; many 
girls and ladies are under arrest; they have been lathi-charged , cavalry- 
charged and the number wounded is also very gTeat. I think the House 
should now adjourn and the Hon’ble the Chief Minister should immediately 
proceed with other Ministers to the place of occurrence and see what is 
Happening there with a view to bringing the whole situation under control. 

Mr. 8PEAKIER: So far .as the question of privilege is concerned, 
arrest under civil process is a privilege of the members of the House. 
Arrest under criminal process is not a question of privilege of the House. 
The only thing is that whenever a criminal arrest is made, intimation is 
sent to the Speaker about that. I am not aware as to what kind of arrest 
has been made and under what circumstances the arrest has taken place. 
Therefore so far as the Chair is concerned it can take necessary steps only 
if it is apprised of the real situation and the circumstances under which the 
thing has happened and if it be a criminal process, as I have already 
stated, the Chair has no right to interfere in it, save and except that it is 
entitled to an intimation of such arrest and the circumstances leading to 
that arrest. It may be that in certain circumstances it may be referred 
to the Committee of Privileges if really a privilege of a member of this 
House has been infringed for no satisfactory reason. Now so far as the 
action of the Chief Minister and other Ministers in this matter is concerned, 
members have suggested what they should do and it is their lookout to do 
the needful. 

8]. JYOTi BA8U: Mr. Speaker, Sir. As you will realise, after we 
have heard the news that a riJember of this House has been arrested, that 
there has been lathi-charge and innumerable people have been wounded, 
it is impossible for us to continue the debate in this House today. Even 
for the arrest of an honourable member of this House I think we should 
adjourn the normal business of the House for the time being and consider 
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the more important business of the arrest of a member of this House on 
Ms way to this House. It is for the Hon’ble the Chief Minister ip 
immediately leave this place for the place of occurrence and see with his 
own eyes Avhat is liappening there and intervene in the matter vso that 
there is no more chaos and disorder and we for our part, Sir, slwuld 
immediately adjourn to consider the situation because it is impossible for 
us to apply our minds to the business w^hich is before us just now today. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I am entirely in the hands of the House and if the 
House desires and decides that we should adjourn now I sliall liave no 
objection to make the annouiK'emcnt. What action Government should 
take, wliether the Cliief Minister should It^ave for the place of occuri'ence 
just now, etc., it is for the Government to do what it like.s as they know 
best what to do. 

8]. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: The other day, Sir, I rose on a point of 
disorder in this llo\iso but if there is disorder outside also I think it is our 
business to draw your attention, Sir, and also throu^-h you the attention 
of the Chief Mini.ster. While Rome is burninj^ Nero should not be fiddling. 
If the situation is so luid as the report goes, as put forward by some 
members of this House a little while 1 think we should adjourn, and 
we would also go along with the Chief Minister and see what is happening 
because it is not a simple matter of the cooling process being tempered 
witli or ))reaking down, but a serious matter. It is a bitting process which 
is going on outside ami somelnidy must go there, face the situation and 
cool it and bring it to normalcy. That being the case I would remiesl the 
Ijeader of the House to consider our suggestion and our appe<vl and do 
something alvout it. I think it is in cx>nriection with a refugees’ meeting 
and I was also alwut to go there and address the meeting. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I have heard you, Mr. Banerjee; I cannot add 
anything to wliat I have already t-old you on the suliject. It is for the 
House to decide as to wluvt action or what (xmrHo it wants tx> pursue. If 
a matter of urgent public im{wrtance and of recent occurrence has 
occurred, tliere is the procedure hiid <lovvn winch is well known to the 
members of the House by which that matter is brought to the notice of 
the House and tliat luis precedence over the normal business of the House 
hut, so far as the request for action made by some members is concerned, 
it is not for me to comply but it is for the Chief Minister to do the needful. 

Shaikh MOHAMAD RAFIQUE: The Hon ’hie Minister in charge of 
Rehabilitation slioiild proce<‘d to the sp<d and see wliat is happening. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Other members, before you, have also drawn atten- 
tion of the Government to the matter and it is for the Government to take 
such action as they think nece.s.sar>', but so far as I am concerned, if the 
House wants to proceed with the day’s agenda before it 1 have got to 
proceed with it. 

8j. JYOTI BA8U: It is our view tliat the House should adjourn now. 
I think Government have no objection to adjourn the House now. 

The Hon’bie Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA RDY; I have objection, Sir, 
because I know nothing as to what is happening outside and before 
knowing the actual situation what is the good of adjourning the day’t 
normal legislative business of the House. I have sent a man to enquire 
into it but I have strong objection to the suggestion of the honourable 
member to adjourn the business of the House.

Mr. SPEAKER: No further discussion please. 

SJ. DEBENDRA NATH SEfI: In view of the fact that I have seen 
with my own eyes the distress of ladies and the arrest of our revered 
leaders there including a member of this House, it is not possible for us 
to continue here with the day’s agenda. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I think you have sufficiently drawn the attention of 
the House to the matter. 

SJ. DEBENDRA NATH SEN: We shall then have to withdraw 
from the House, Sir. 

!Dr, P. C. GHOSH: Mr. Speaker, Sir. Through you I would make a 
last app^l to the Chief Minister to go and ascertain what the situation 
outside is, because it is a very serious and vital thing and I may tell you 
that I have never been so much weighed down with fear and anxiety as I 
am today. So I would appeal to him, and, if our appeal goes in vain, we 
shall have no' other alternative but to withdraw from the House. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: As 1 have said, I have 
sent word to find out exactly what is happening outside. Although some 
gentlemen were talking a lot of things I do not know what has actually 
happened or what is actually happening and I do not know also whether 
those members who said a lot of things know it themselves. I am perfectly 
sure that nothing extraordinary lias happened or can happen. In any case 
I will find out the actual position and let you know as soon as I have heard 
in the matter. 

8]. HARIPADA CHATTERJEE: It may not be extraordinary for 
you; it is extraordinary for us; your behaviour is something extraordinary. 

(At this stage the Krishak-Praja-Mazdoor Party members and the 
members sitting in the benches to their left withdrew from the House.) 

The Calcutta Municipal Bill, 1951. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, it is very 
unfortunate that the proceeding of this afternoon has been interrupted in 
the manner in which it has been. My friends opposite have recommended 
the circulation of the Bill, on the ground, that this Corporation has no 
power and is merely an advisory body and that there would be no purpose 
served by having an amendment of the Bill. I could understand the point 
of view of my friends Mr. Charu Chandra Bhandari and Mr. Deben Sen 
because they have no personal knowledge of the municipality and its 
working, but I am surprised and amazed to hear a hymn of hate from my 
friend Mr. llafique who has been in the Corporation for many years and 
who is supposed to deal with the provisions of the previous Act and must 
h&ve also read the amending Bill. It appeared to me while I listened to 
him that he was really not anxious for the circulation of the Bill, but he 
made certain suggestions as regards the amendment of the provisions of 
the Bill, But, Sir, if you look at the Bill itself, you will find that it ^ys 
that the municipal government of Calcutta shall vest in the (Corporation. 
Does that really mean or carry the view that the municipal government of 
the Calcutta Corporation will be hereafter merely an advisory body? It 
has been suggested that there are three bodies provided in the new Bill, 
viz., the Corporation, the Standing Committee and the Commissioner. 
And it was suggested that all these three bodies would go afar from one 
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another and would probably not be working togethw. Sir, the relationship 
between these three bodies is mentioned in section 24. The Standing 
Committee and the Commissioner shall be bound to give effect to every 
resolution of the Corporation. Therefore, so far as the relationship of the 
Standing Committee with the Corporation on the one hand and the Com- 
missioner on the other is concerned, it is made very clear as to who is to 
be the predominant authority in the Corporation. It has also been said 
that the Corporation shall by rules made for the purpose determine the 
powers, duties and functions of the Standing Committee. All prcKoedings 
of the Standing Committee sliall be subject to confirmation of the Corpora- 
tion. In any case it is provided by this Act or the rules and bye-laws made 
thereunder that the Commissioner shall take action subject to the approval 
or sanction or consent or concurrence of the Standing Committee, and that 
the Committee may by a resolution in writing authorise the Commissioner 
to take action in anticipation subject to the piovisions of this Act or any 
rules and bye-hiws. The entire executive power for the purpose of carrying 
out the provisions of the Act shall be vested in the Commissioner. 
Therefore you see that these three liodies in the Corporation have got 
inter-relationship — one wuth another. Sir, this world is being carried on 
on the basis of checks and balances. The human body cannot work unless 
every movement is (ontrolled by synergic and energic control of muscles. 
The planets do not move in the sky and horisson unless there is propulsion 
and contraction betw^een them. The whole government of any democratic 
state cannot be carried on unle.ss there is a system of checks and balances 
between the executive on the one hand, the iudiciary on the other, and 
the legislative on the third. Therefore this Bill really makes provision for 
a connection between these three bodies. Mr. llafique has suggeste<l that 
the old Act of Sir Sureudm Nath Ihinerjee has been replaced. The old 
Act of Sir Surendra Nath Banerjee also conceived of a certain amount of 
check and it is only after an experience of many years that it has been 
found that that check has not been sufficient. A great deal has been said 
about the appointment of the Commissioner by the (lovernment. The 
Commissioner or its predecessor the Chief Executive Officer was one of the 
persons appointed by the Corporation. Sir, I have known of instances 
where the Chief Executive Officer had actually suspended a fellow who, 
he has seen, was taking bribe and he was caught redhanded but he could 
not continue his order of suspension becau.se one of the most powerful 
members of the Corporation was his grandfather-in-law. I have known of 
instances wdiere the Chief Executive Officer reduced the taxes under section 
146 of the old Act, not once, not twice but three times at the instance of 
some men who were his party men. Therefore it is essential that we 
should place a person there who would not be subjected to such influences 
in the Corporation. 

Sir, the conception of having a Commissioner is not our own. In 
Madras and in Bombay they have the system of appointment of Commis- 
sioner. It has been said the other day that tlie Commissioner in Bombay 
is under a Corporation elected under adult franchise as if an election under 
adult franchise would be any corrective to the ai^ointment of a 
Commissioner if he is not to be a subservient, as Mr. Bafique has said, 
to the power that be in order to carry oh the behests of his master. It is 
obvious that in a Corooration there are two aspects or two groups or two 
forces working. If the Coloration members are properly selected on the 
one hand and if the Chief Executive authority is a person who is not 
beholden to the Commissioners under any circumstances except in respect 
of orders as may be issued to him under the Act, the two together are 
likely to avoid corruption more than any other system that I know of. 

I have looked into the proviaions of this Bill very carefully and have 
come to the conclusion that this is the only approach. As a matter of

fact the Commissioner in the Bombay Corporation had been appointed long 
before the intr^nction of adult suffrage system there. In Madras the 
Commissioner is there and there is no adult suffrage system. So the 
attempt to show that the election of municipal commissioners under adult 
suffrage would prevent the ComMssioner from being corrupt or would 
prevent the Commissioner from spreading corruption does not hold good. 
My friend Mr. Jyoti Basu is not present here. He talks alx)ut logic. I 
may also give him a present of my logic although it may not coincide witli 
his. He is very fond and so are other members of the expression “adult 
suffrage'’. It is well known that the next election to the Asse'mbly would 
be on adult suffrage and if everything goes on well the election will take 
plat^e some time in November or Hecember next, so that the Government 
which will be in power in January or February or March next will be a 
Government elected on the basis of adult suffrage and incorruptibe and 
uncorrupted Government. Assuming that that Government is there what 
is the harm in having that Government appointing a Commissioner to look 
into the affairs of the Calcutta Corporation even if members of the Corpora- 
tion are not elected on the adult suffrage system. Therefore, it is all the 
more reason that the Commissioner, appointed by an incorruj)tible Govern- 
ment and elected by members who have been elected on adult franchise, 
should be a move to be welcomed by the members of the Opposition who 
said that this Commissioner will be corrupt because the Government is 
corrupt and he being an appointee of the Government will be corrupt. I 
am trying t<> point out the illogical approach to the whole question. The 
whole question is that <orruption to some people has become more or less a 
mental attitude. They see corruption in the morning, they see corruption 
at night, they dream of corruption — they see corruption everywhere, to the 
right, left, top and bottom. Really the point is this — if we say other 
persons are corrupt, have we seen inside, luive we looked inverse and found 
out whether we ourselves are corrupt. If we say, another man is a liar, 
have we seen that we ourselves are not liars. If I do not know how to 
show respect to others, this is because I have no respect for myself. 
Therefoixq it is one of the fundamental items of human psychology that if 
a man himself thinks in a particuhir way, he sees that pcirticukir way all 
over his horizon. Therefore, our suggestion is that it is not necessary to 
send the Bill for circulation. The Bill has been notified. People have 
known that there is a Bill — they know the provisions. But there has been 
not much move on the part of the public — what they call the public I do 
not know. There is a Select Committee and the time I have asked for 
the Select Committee is nearly three months. If there are important 
members of the public wlio are anxious to give their opinion, they will be 
entitled to do «o before the Select Committee. My friend Mr. Rafique has 
also got a very large number of suggestions. I dare say he will be able 
to place those suggestions before the Committee when the Committee begins 
work. But there is no reason, there is no purpose, for sending it back 
for circulation because if you want anything to be done, if you want any 
change, any alteration maae, it is better to try and find out to what extent 
the checks and balances that I have talked about are provided for in the 
Bill and how this Bill in its modified form would serve the interests of 
the rate-payers. 

Sir, with these words I move my motion for coneideration.

Sir, as the Statement of Objects and Reasons show’s — it has been laid 
down in sub-section (/) of section 5 of the Goondas Act, 1923, tliat of the 
two advising Judges one slmll be a District and Sessions Judge of Alipore 
and the other a District and Sessions Judge who has servefi as such for a 
period of not less than 5 years. In view of the difficulty of finding officers 
who are serving as District or Additional District and Sessions Judge and 
who have served for no less than five years, difficulty is felt in appointing 
advising Judge.s under the Goondas Act, 1923. The expression “District 
and Sessions Judge, Alipore” has also given rise to some controversy as it 
is not cle^ir whether it includes an Additional Judge of Alipore. Besides, 
the expression “District and Sessions Judge, Alipore” appears to be 
int'orrect as Alipore is only the headquarters of the district oi 24-Parganas. 
The difficulty and ambiguity mentioned above have been sought to be 
removed in the present Bill. 

Shaikh MOHAMAD RAFIQUE: May I revest the Chief Minister to 
substitute the word “Goondas” by a Hindi or Bengali word? 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: 1 think ^Goonda” is a 

Urdu word. 
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Shaikh MOHAMAD RAFIQUE: Therefore, I like to clmnge it so that 
we may uaderstand it. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: I like it because it 
describes the person very correctly.^

Sir, I beg to introduce 
the West Bengal Electricity (Emergency Powers) (Amendment) Bill. 
1951. , 

(The Secretary then read the short title of the Bill.) 

The Hon*ble Or. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY; Sir, I beg to move that 
the West Bengal Electricity (Emergency Bowers) (Amendment) Bill, 1951 
be taken into consideration. ** 
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Sir, floon after the WbrlJ War II, the electrical licensees in this State 
were unable to meet increasing demand for supply of energy on account of 
deteriorlation of plant and unavailability of materials. Under clause VI (i) 
of the Schedule to the Indian j^ectricity Act, 1910, a licensee, however, is 
bound to supply energy to the owner or occupier of any premises situated 
within its area of supply within one month from the date of requisition 
or within such longer period as the Electric Inspector may allow. This 
“longer period” is limited to six months under the fourth proviso of 
clause VI (ti to the Schedule to the said Act. On the other hand the supply 
of electrical energy to essential industrial works for the uaaintenance and 
development of national economy also required serious consideration. It 
was therefore found necessary to regulate the supply of electrical energy in 
the interest of maintenance of the existing supply without breakdown by 
overloading. Therefore the West Bengal Electricity (Emergency Powers) 
Act, 1948, was passed with effect from Ist June, 1948, for a period of three- 
years which will expire on the 31st May, 1951. This Act provides for the 
appointment of an Electricity Supply (3ontrol Board which has been func- 
tioning, but it has been found necessary to continue the operation of this 
Control Board for another two years. Hence we have asked for extension 
for two years more after the Slst May, 1951.

•nd which is not a very desirable one.
